4.  The  payment  of  the  indenmity  by 
the  dispatching  Office  shall  take  place  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  at  the  latest  within  a 
year  of  the  date  of  the  application.  The 
responsible  Office  is  bound  to  refund  to 
the  dispatching  Office,  without  delay,  the 
amount  of  the  indemnity  paid  by  the 
latter.

1.  The  exchange  of  postal  parcels  unin- 
sured and  without  collection  of  value  on 
delivery  between  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the  Argen- 
tine B;epublic  is,  when  Great  Britain  pro- 
vides the  sea  service,  effected  by  the  vessels 
of  the  Royal  Mail  Steam  Packet  Company. 

2.  After  arrangements,  if  need  be,  with 
the  other  offices  concerned,  each  Adminis- 
tration communicates  to  the  other,  by 
means  of  forms  prepared  in  conformity 
M'ith  specimen  (A)  annexed,  as  follows : — 

(a.)  A  list  of  the  coimtries  with  which 
postal  parcels  may  be  exchanged  through 
its  territory. 
^  (ft.)  The  routes  of  conveyance  available 
by  postal  parcels  from  the  point  of  entry 
on  its  territory  or  its  postal  service. 

(c.)  The  sum  total  of  the  payments  for 
which  the  Administration  from  which  the 
parcels  are  received  is  responsible  on 
account  of  each  country.

3.  When  prepayment  has  not  been 
eflSscted  by  postage  stamps  affixed  to  the 
despatch-note,  the  amount  of  the  sum 
received  must  be  inscribed  on  the  despatch^ 
note.

The  dimensions  of  parcels  posted  in 
the  United  Kingdom  for  the  Argentine 
Republic  must  not  exceed  in  any  direction 
2  feet  English  in  length,  or  4  feet  in 
length  and  girth  combined;  the  dimensions 
of  parcels  posted  in  the  Argentine  Re- 
public for  the  United  Kingdom  must  not 
exceed  in  length  60  centimetres,  or  in 
volume  20  cubic  decimetres. 


IV. 

Parcels  containing  live  animals,  explo- 
sive or  combustible  matter,  and,  in  general, 
articles  the  transmission  of  which  is  at- 
tended with  danger,  are  excluded  from 
transmission. 

V. 

Each  parcel  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
despatch-note  and  by  Customs  declarations 
in  conformity  with,  or  analogous  to, 
specimens  (B)  and  (C)  hereto  appended. 
The  Administrations  inform  each  other  of 
the  number  of  Customs  declarations  to  be 
furnished  for  each  destination. 


VI. 

Each  parcel,  as  well  as  the  despatch* 
note  relating  to  it,  must  bear  a  label  in 
conformity  with,  or  analogous  to,  specimen 
men  (D)  hereto  annexed,  indicating  the 
registered  number  and  the  name  of  the 
office  of  posting. 

The  despatch-note  of  parcels  from  the 
Argentine  Republic  is  moreover  impressed

2.  The  transmission  of  parcels  between 
the  English  and  Argentine  Offices  of 
Exchange  takes  place  by  means  of  closed 
bags,  boxes,  or  baskets. 

3.  The  postal  parcels  are  entered  by  the 
dispatching  Office  of  Exchange  in  a  parcel » 
bill,  in  conformity  with  specimen  (E) 
annexed  to  the  present  Regulations,  with 
all  the  details  required  by  that  form.  The 
despatch-notes  and  the  Customs  decla- 
rations must  be  securely  attached  to  the 
parcel-biU. 

4.  Parcel-bills  are  prepared  for  the  Office 
of  Buenos  Ayres  from  the  United  Kingdom 
to  the  Argentine  Republic,  and  for  the 
Office  in  liondon  in  the  reverse  direction. 

6.  The  two  Administrations  may,  how- 
ever, agree  to  make  other  arrangements 
than  those  formulated  in  the  present 
Article. 

VIIL 

1.  On  the  receipt  of  a  parcel-bill,  the 
receiving  Office  or  Exchange  proceeds  to 
verify  the  postal  parcel,  and  the  various 
documents  entered  in  it^  and,  if  needful, 
to  record  missing  articles  or  other  irregu- 
larities, acting  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  laid  down  for  registered  articles  by 
Article  XIII  of  the  detailed  Regulations 
of  the  Universal  Postal  Union  Convention 
of  the  1st  June,  1878. 

2.  The  bags,  boxes,  or  baskets  used  for 
the  mails  are  secured  with  the  seals  of  the 
dispatching  Office  of  Exchange,  and  such 
seals  must  only  be  removed  by  the  Office 
of  Eiscchange  of  destination. 

The  persons  through  whose  hands  the 
parcel  mails  pass  when  passing  between 
the  Offices  of  Exchange  do  no  more  than 
assure  themselves  that  the  seals  attached 
to  the  bags,  boxes,  or  baskets  when 
received  by  them  are  intact. 

Responsibility  for  damages  or  missing 
articles  discovered  by  the  arrival  Office  of 
Exchange  at  the  time  of  opening  the  bags, 
boxes,  or  baskets  falls  upon  the  Adminis- 
tration to  which  the  Office  of  Exchange  is 
subordinate,  tmless  it  be  proved  that  the

When  this  re-transmission  involves  the 
return  of  the  parcels  to  the  office  of  origin, 
the  amounts  credited  in  the  parcol-biU  of 
that  office  are  cancelled,  and  the  re-trans- 
mitting Office  of  Exchance  sends  these 
articles  to  the  corresponding  Office,  simply 
recording  them  on  the  parcel-bill,  after 
having  called  attention  to  the  error  by 
means  of  a  verification  certificate. 

In  these  cases,  and  if  the  amount 
credited  to  the  re-transmitting  Office  is 
insufficient  to  cover  the  expenses  of  re- 
transmission which  it  has  to  defray,  it 
recovers  the  difference  by  raising  the 
amoimt  entered  to  its  credit  in  the  parcel- 
bill  of  the  dispatching  Office  of  Exchange. 

The  reason  for  this  rectification  is  noti- 
fied to  the  said  Office  by  means  of  a  verifi* 
cation  certificate. 

2.  Postal  parcels  re-directed  in  conse* 
quence  of  the  removal  of  the  addressees  to 
a  coimtry  which  participates  in  the  ex- 
change  of  postal  parcels  with  Great  Britain 
and  the  Argentine  Republic  are  sul3Jected 
by  the  delivering  Office  to  a  charge,  to  bo 
paid  by  the  addressees,  representing  the 
quota  due  to  this  latter  Office,  to  the  re- 
directing Office,  and  to  each  intermediary 
office  if  there  be  any. 

The  re-directing  Office  credits  itself  with 
its  quota  by  charging  it  to  the  intermediary 
office  or  to  the  Office  of  the  new  destina- 
tion. In  case  the  new  re-directing  country 
and  that  of  the  new  destination  are  not 
adjacent,  the  first  intermediary  office 
which  receives  a  re-directed  postal  parcel 
credits  itself  with  the  amount  of  its  quota 
and  with  that  of  the  re-directing  Office  by 
charging  them  to  the  Office  to  which  it 
delivers  the  parcel ;  and  the  latter  in  its 
turn,  if  it  is  itself  only  an  intermediary, 
charges  its  own  quota  against  the  next 
office,  with  the  addition  of  what  has  been 
credited  to  the  preceding  office.  The  same 
opcjration  is  repeated  between  the  several 
offices  taking  part  in  the  conveyance  until 
the  postal  parcel  reaches  the  delivering 
Office.

Articles  liable  to  deterioration  or  corrup- 
tion may,  however,  be  sold  immediately, 
without  previous  notice  or  judicial  for- 
mality, for  the  benefit  of  the  right  party. 
An  account  of  the  sale  is  drawn  up. 


If  within  six  months  after  the  dispatch 
of  a  letter  of  inquiry  the  OfBce  of  destina- 
tion has  not  received  instructions  from  the 
sender,  the  parcel  will  be  returned  to  the 
Office  of  origin. 

Parcels  which  have  to  be  returned  to 
the  sender  are  entered  in  the  parcel-bill, 
with  the  addition  of  the  word  *' Un- 
delivered '*  in  the  column  for  observations. 
They  are  dealt  with  and  taxed  like  articles 
re-directed  in  consequence  of  the  removal 
of  the  addressees. 

4.  Postal  parcels  the  addressees  of 
which  have  leit  for  a  country  which  has 
not  agreed  to  the  exchange  of  parcels 
between  Great  Britain  and  the  Argentine 
Republic  are  dealt  with  as  undeliverable, 
unless  the  Office  of  the  first  destination  be 
in  a  position  to  forward  the  parcel  to  the 
addressee.

B.  The  payment  resulting  from  the 
balance  of  the  accounts  between  two 
Offices  is  made  by  the  indebted  Office  in 
francs,  in  specie,  and  by  means  of  bills 
drawn  on  the  capital  or  one  of  the  com- 
mercial towns  of  the  country  to  which  the 
balance  is  due ;  the  expense  attendant  on 
the  payment  being  at  the  charge  of  the 
indebted  Office.

THE  Government  of  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  Governmeot  t^ 
His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Belgians^  con- 
sidering that  the  telegraphic  relations  between 
England  and  Belgium  are  governed  by  Con- 
vetttioiis<x>nekidad,  on  the  one  side,  between 
the  British  Government  and  the  Submarine 
Telegraph  Company,  and,  on  the  other  side, 
between  the  Belgian  Government  and  the 
same  Company,  as  also  by  the  Telegraphic 
Convention  of  the  19th  March^  1880^ 
between  Great  Britain  and  Belgium,  which 
was  prolonged  by  the  Convention  of  the 
26th  June,  1886 ; 

That  these  Conventicms  end  on  the  2nd 
January,  1889; 

That  it  is  consequently  necessary  to 
regulate  afresh  the  telegraphic  relations 
between  England  and  Belguim. 

That  it  is,  moreover,  desirable  that  these 
relations  should  be  direct  and  free  from  any 
intermediary,  in  order  to  make  them  more 
regular,  more  rapid,  and  more  satisfactory  to 
the  public. 

The  Undersigned,  duly  authorized  to  tliat 
eflFecti,  have,  in  virtue  of  Article  XVJI  of  the 
International  Telegraph  Convention  of  St. 
Petersbiuigh  of  the  10th  (fi2nd)  July,  187S, 
agreed  to  the  following  provisions : — 

ARTICLE  L 

The  British  Government  and  the  Belgian 
Government  mutually  undertake  neither  to 
renew,  nor  prolong,  the  Concessions  accorded 
to  the  private  Telegraph  Company,  called 
the  Submarine  Telegraph  Company,  for  the 
establishment  and  working  of  submarine 
telegraph  cables  between  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Belgium ;  nor  to  grant  any 
further  Concession  to  a  private  Company  or 
person,  except  by  mutual  consent.

The  British  Government  and  the  Belgian 
Governoient  will,  at  their  joint  expense, 
proceed  either  to  acquire  the  two  existing 
Anglo-Belgian  cables  between  Middlekirke, 
near  Ostend  (Belgium),  and  Uamsgate 
(England),  and  La  Panne,  near  Fames 
(Belgium),  and  Dover  (England),  or,  if  these 
cables  be  not  acquired  to  purchase  and  lay, 
not  less  than  three  new  cables,  each  containing 
four  conductors,  so  as  to  insure,  in  the  best 
possible  conditions,  the  telegraphic  relations 
between  the  two  countries. 

The  acquisition  of  the  said  existing  cable, 
or  the  purchase  of  new  cables  in  substitution 
therefore,  as  well  as  the  maintenance  of  the 
cables,  shall  form  the  sulject  of  a  special 
arrangement  between  the  British  and  Belgian 
Administrations,  on  the  basis  of  a  joint 
ownership  of  the  cables,  and  of  the  expense 
of  laying  and  maintaining  them  being  equally 
divided  between  the  two  countries. 

The  necessary  connecting  lines  between 
the  cables  and  the  land  telegraph  system 
will  be  constructed  and  maintained,  in 
Belgium  by  the  Belgian,  and  in  England  by 
the  British,  Administration  of  Telegraphs. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Should  another  one  or  more  additional 
direct  cables  become  necessary  at  any  future 
time  in  order  to  provide  means  for  the  trans- 
mission of  a  greater  number  of  telegrams, 
such  cable  or  cables  shall  be  constructed 
and  laid  at  the  joint  expense  of  the  Belgian 
and  British  Governments,  each  Government 
paying  half  the  cost. 

The  expense  of  keeping  such  additional 
cable  or  cables  in  good  working  order  will 
be  borne  in  equal  shares  by  the  two  countries. 
The  land  lines  in  connection  therewith  will 
be  constructed  and  maintained  in  England 
by  tiie  British,  and  in  Belgium  by  the  Belgian 
Administration  of  Telegraphs.

Each  of  the  two  Administrations  shall 
have  the  right  to  collect  the  aforesaid  <5harge 
in  the  form  which  shall  suit  it,  on  con- 
dition of  its  conformin.2:  to  Article  21  of 
the  Regulations  of  the  International  Service 
signed  at  Berlin  on  the  17th  September, 
1885. 

From  the  amount  collected  by  the  office 
of  origin,  there  shall  be  taken  for  the  cable 
transit  a  rate  of  5  centimes  (fr.  0*05)  per 
word,  which  shall  be  divided  equally  be- 
tween Belgium  and  Great  Britain. 

The  excess  shall  be  divided  according  to 
the  basis  admitted  by  the  International 
Service  Regulations  for  the  time  being  in 
force. 

Consequently  the  rate  of  20  centimes, 
mentioned  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this 
Article,  will  be  divided  as  follows  : 

1 1*5  centimes  for  Great  Britain, 
8*5  centimes  for  Belgium. 

Each  Administration  shall  keep  the  entire 
sum  which  it  has  collected,  including  the 
charges  for  reply-paid  telegrams  and  other 
additional  charges.

€oltmcting  States,  the  transit  rates  for  ordinary  telegrams  shall  be  as 
fcltovBs: — 

Telegrams  exchanged  between  Great  Britain  and  the  Netherlands, 
passing  over  the  telegraph  system  of  Belgium,  AaE  be  subjected  to  a  land 
trajDsil  rate  of  2  centimes  a  word,  to  the  profit  of  i  the  latter  country. 

Ihe  same  rate  of  2  centimes  a  word  shall  be  allowed  to  the  Netherlands 
for  land  transit  in  respect  of  telegrams  which  are  transmitted  between 
Great  Britain  and  Belgium  by  the  Netherlands  route. 

Eor  telegrams  exchanged  between  Belgium  and  the  Netherlands  by  the 
English  route  there  shall  be  attributed  to  Great  Britain  a  land  transit  rate  of 
2'75  centimes  a  word. 

In  the  different  cases  enumerated  above,  the  rate  for  the  sub-marine 
transit  by  the  Anglo-Belgian  or  Anglo-Dutch  cables  shall  be  4  centimes  a 
word. 

AKTIOLE  II. 

Telegrams  which,  at  the  request  of  the  sender,  shall  be  diverted  from 
the  direct  route,  shall  be  subject  to  the  rates  and  dispositions  of  the  Inter- 
national Telegraph  Convention  of  St.  Petersburgh,  and  of  the  Service 
Hegulations  for  the  time  being  in  force. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  several  Administrations  shall  regulate,  by  mutual  agreement,  the 
manner  of  accounting  for  the  aforesaid  correspondencs. 

ARTICLE  IV.

BJp^rWEEN  the  Undersigned,  the  Postmaster-General  acting  in  that  capacity,  subject 
^p  tihe  approval  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  of  the  one  part ; 

And  the  Councillor  of  State,  Director-General  of  Posts  and  Telegraphs  for  France, 
acting  in  that  capacity,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Finj^nce,  of  the  other 

Considering  that  the  telegr^iphic  relations  between  England  and  France  are  governed 
by  Conventions  concluded  on  the  one  side  between  the  British  Government  and  the 
Submarine  Telegraph  Company,  and  on  the  other  side  between  the  French  Government 
and  the  same  Company,  as  also  by  the  Telegraphic  Convention  concluded  between  Great 
Britain  and  France  on  the  28th  July,  1879,  and  prolonged  by  an  arrangement  dated  the 
11th  May,  1886; 

That  these  Conventions  end  on  the  12th  January,  1889  ; 

That  it  is  consequently  indispensable  and  urgent  to  regulate  afredi  the  telegraphic 
relations  which  should,  from  the  ISth  January,  1889,  be  established  between  England 
and  France; 

That  it  is  moreover  desirable  that  these  relations  should  be  direct  and  free  from  any 
mtermediary,  in  order  to  make  them  more  regular,  more  rapid,  and  less  onerous  to  the 
public ; 

It  has  been  agreed  and  stipulated  as  follows : — 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  British  Government  and  the  French  Government  respectively  undertake  neither 
to  renew  nor  prolong  the  concessions  accorded  to  the  private  Com]jany  called  '*  The 
S^bmarine   Telegraph   Company "   for  the  establishment  and   working  of  submarine 
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telegraph  cables  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  France,  nor  to  grant  any  further 
concession  to  a  private  Company  or  person  except  by  mutual  consent. 

]Nevertheless>  it  is  mutually  agreed  that  the  existing  arrangements  shall  continue  m 
force  until  the  31st  March,  1889. 

ARTICLEl  II.! 

The  British  Goyemment  and  the  French  Government  will,  at  their  joint  expense, 
proceed^  either  to  acquire  the  five  following  cables  (Calais-Dover,  BouIo<;ne-Folkestone, 
Dieppe-Beachy  Head,  Havre-Beachy  Head,  and  Piron-Jersey),  or  if  those  cables  be  not 
acquired,  to  purchase  and  lay  new  cables  of  four  conductors  in  sufiGicient  number 
to  insure,  in  the  best  possible  conditions,  the  telegraphic  relations  between  the  two 
countries.  The  conditions  and  the  method  of  acquisition  of  the  said  existing  cables,  or 
of  the  purchase  of  new  cables  in  substitution  therefor,  or  of  any  cables  to  be  laid  after- 
wards,  as  well  as  the  conditions  and  arrangements  for  the  laying  and  maintenance  of  the 
cables,  shall  form  the  object  of  a  special  arrangement  between  the  British  Administration 
and  the  French  Administration  on  the  basis  of  a  joint  ownership  of  the  cables  and  of 
the  expense  of  laying  and  maintaining  them  being  equally  divided  between  the  two 
countries. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  two  Administrations  will  regulate  by  mutual  agreement,  and  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  public  correspondence,  the  mode  of  using  and  working  the  cables. 

Steps  shall  be  taken  to  lay  additional  cables  so  soon  as  the  necessity  for  them  shall 
have  been  shown. 

The  two  Administrations  engage  to  take  steps  so  that  from  the  commencement  of 
the  direct  working  one  of  the  existing  wires  may  serve  to  form  a  direct  communication 
between  Havre  and  Liverpool. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Commencing  from  the  1st  April,  1889,  tbe  charge  for  ordinary  telegrams  exchanged 
between  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  on  the  one  part,  and  France 
on  the  other,  shall  be  fixed  at  20  centimes  a  word,  whatever  the  number  of  words 
may  be. 

The  rates  accruing  to  the  submarine  transit  in  respect  of  non-limitrophe  traffic  shall 
continue*  to  be  those  fixed  by  the  International  Conveniions  actually  in  force. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Telegrams  exchanged  between  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  France  which,  in 
consequence  of  the  interruption  of  the  direct  routes,  arc  sent  over  the  system  of  another 
State,  will  not  be  subjected  to  any  additional  charge,  the  cost  of  transit  being  borne  by 
the  Administration  whose  normal  communications  are  interrupted,  in  case  of  interruption 
on  the  land  lines,  and  at  the  joint  charge  of  the  two  Administrations  in  case  of  inter- 
ruption on  the  submarine  lines. 

Telegrams  which  may  be  diverted  from  the  direct  route  at  the  request  of  the  sender 
will  be  subject  to  the  rates  and  dispositions  of  the  International  Telegiaph  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  charges  collected  on  either  side  for  the  limitrophe  traffic,  including  the  sums 
paid  by  newspapers  for  special  wires,  the  cable  rate  in  respect  of  non-limitrophe  traffic, 
and  the  charges  in  respect  of  wires  leased  to  Cable  Companies,  shall  be  equally  divided 
between  the  two  countries. 

Nevertheless,  the  British 'Government  undertakes  to  give  up  to  France  during  a 
period  of  five  years  from  the  1st  April,  1889,  eleven-twentieths  of  the  total  amount  of 
the  charges  in  respect  of  the  direct  Anglo-French  traffic,  nine-twentieths  of  the  same 
charges  being  attributed  to  the  British  Government. 

The  special  conditions  relating  to  the  calculation  of  the  payments  by  average  or 
otherwise,  or  to  the  settlement  and  payment  of  the  accounts  between  the  two  offices, 
shall  form  the  subject  of  a  special  Agreement  between  those  offices. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  General  Post  Office  undertakes — 

1.  Not  to  place  any  obstacle  between  the  French  Government  and  the  Govemmcnta 
with  which  the  French  Administration  proposes  to  treat  with  a  view  to  the  establishment 
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of  direct  communications  intended  to  facilitate  the  rapid  exchan^  of  telegraphic  corre- 
spondence between  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  on  the  one  side  and  Austria 
and  Spain  on  the  other. 

2.  To  lend  the  French  Administration  its  support  in  solving  all  questions,  of  what- 
ever kind  they  may  he,  relating  to  the  establishment  of  direct  telegraphic  communications 
between  London  and  Rome. 

S.  Lastly,  to  take  all  useful  measures  for  serving  when  necessary  with  rapid  instni* 
ments  the  direct  wires  which  France  may  have  established  on  her  territory  in  virtue  of 
Conventions  concluded  either  with  Spain,  or  Austria,  or  Italy. 

AETIOLB  Vin. 

The  present  Convention  shaU  remain  in  force  for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  the 
1st  April,  1880, 

ARTICLE  IX 

The  present  Convention,  after  having  been  approved  by  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  and  by  the  Minister  of  Finance,  shall  be  drawn  up  in  diplomatic  form^  and 
Bubmitted  for  such  ratification  in  each  State  as  may  be  necessary.

^.  The  conveyance  between  Continental 
France  on  the  one  hand,  and  Algeria  and 
Corsica  on  the  other,  gives  rise  to  a 
surcharge  of  26  centimes  per  parcel  as  a 
sea  rate  to  be  levied  from  the  sender. 

Parcels  originating  in,  or  addressed  to, 
places  in  the  interior  of  Corsica  and 
Algeria  give  rise,  in  addition,  to  a  sur- 
charge of  2^d.  (26  centimes)  per  parcel, 
which  is  also  to  be  paid  by  the  sender. 

These  surcharges,  when  collected,  are 
credited  by  the  British  Colonial  Adminis- 
tration to  the  French  Administration.

2.  The  obligation  of  paying  the 
indemnity  rests  with  the  Administration 
tiO  which  the  dispatching  ofiEice  is  subor- 
dinate. To  that  Administration  is  reserved 
a  remedy  against  the  corresponding 
Administration  when  the  loss  or  damage 
occurred  on  the  territory  or  in  the  service 
of  this  latter  Administration. 

3.  Until  the  contrary  be  proved,  the 
responsibility  rests  with  the  Administra- 
tion which,  having  received  the  parcel 
without  making  any  observation,  cannot 
prove  the  delivery  to  the  addressee,  or  if 
such  be  the  case,  the  retransmission  of  the 
parcel. 

4.  The  payment  of  the  indemnity  by 
the  dispatching  ofllce  ought  to  take  place 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  at  the  latest,  within 
a  year  of  the  date  of  the  application.  The 
responsible  office  is  bound  to  refund  to 
the  dispatching  office  without  delay,  the 
amount  of  the  indemnity  paid  by  the 
latter. 

6.  It  is  imderstood  that  the  application 
for  an  indemnity  is  only  entertained  if 
made  within  a  year  of  the  posting  of  the 
parcel ;  after  this  term  the  applicant  has 
no  right  to  any  indenmity. 

6.  If  the  loss  or  the  damage  occurred  in 
course  of  conveyance  between  the  exchang- 
ing offices  of  the  two  countries,  without 
its  being  possible  to  establish  in  which  of 
the  two  services  it  took  place,  the  two 
Administrations  concerned  bear  each  a 
ludf  of  the  loss.

The  Postal  Administrations  of  the  two 
contracting  countries  indicate  the  offices 
(wr  localities  which  they  admit  to  the  inter- 
nati(Hial  exchange  of  postal  parcels ;  they 
regulate  the  mode  of  teansmission  of  these 
parcels,  and  fix  all  other  measures  of 
detail  and  order  necessary  for  insuring  the 
performance  of  the  present  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

THie  Postal  Administrations  of  the  Island 
of  Mauritius  and  France  shall  fix,  by 
common  consent,  in  accordance  with  the 
procedure  laid  down  by  the  Paris  Conven- 
tion of  the  3rd  November,  1880,  and  by 
the  Additional  Act  of  Lisbon  of  the  21st 
March,  1886,  the  conditions  under  which 
there  may  be  exchanged  between  their 
respective  offices  of  exchange  postal 
parcels  originating  in  or  addressed  to 
fcMfeign  countries  and  sent  in  transit 
through  one  or  the  other  country. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 

As  soon  as  the  internal  Regulations  of 
the  Island  of  Mauritius  admit  of  it,  the 
system  of  certificates  of  delivery  in  force 
between  countries  participating  in  the 
Paris  Convention  of  the  3rd  November, 
1880,  shall  be  extended,  by  mutual  consent, 
by  the  Administrations  of  the  two  Con- 
tracting Parties,  to  the  parcels  addressed 
from  one  of  the  two  States  to  the  other. 

ARTICLE  XV- 

The  Erench  Government  reserves  to 
itself  the  right  to  have  the  clauses  of  this 
Convention  executed  by  means  of  the 
railway  and  navigation  enterprises.

HER  Britannic  Majesty's  Government, 
and  tlie  Government  of  His  Highness  the 
Bey  of  Tunis,  being  desirous  to  facilitate 
the  transmission  of  sums  of  money 
between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
Regency  of  Tunis,  the  Undersigned,  duly 
authorized  to  that  effect,  have  agreed  as 
follows  :— 

ARTICLE  I. 

A  regular  exchange  of  Post  OflBce 
Money  Orders  has  been  arranged  between 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  and  the  Regency  of  Tunis. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Post  OflBce  Money  Order  Service 
between  the  contracting  countries  shall 
be  carried  on  exclusively  through  the 
medium  of  OflBces  of  Exchange. 

For  the  Regency  of  Tunis  the  OflSce  of 
Exchange  shall  be  that  of  the  City  of 
Tunis,  and  for  the  United  Kingdom  it 
shall  be  the  Chief  Money  Order  OflBce  in 
London. 

ARTICLE  III. 

French  currency  (francs  and  centimes) 
shall  be  employed  for  all  transaction* 
between  the  contracting  countries. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  maximum  amount  of  a  money 
order,  issued  in  either  country,  shall  not 
exceed  252  fr.,  that  is  to  say,  the  equiva- 
lent of  101.  sterling,  English  money. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Every  payment  made  in  connection  with 
post-oflBce  money  orders,  whether  by  the 
public  or  to  the  public,  must  be  made,  if 
not  in  gold,  in  the  nearest  equivalent 
to  it.

For  the  purpose  of  this  Convention  it 
is  agreed  that  the  rate  of  exchange  between 
the  two  contracting  countries  shall  be 
taken  at  25  fr.  20  c.  to  the  IZ.  sterling. 
This  rate,  however,  can  be  varied  by  agree- 
ment between  the  two  Contracting  Parties. 

The  conversion  into  English  money  of 
sums  advised  by  the  Office  of  Tunis  to  the 
Office  of  London,  in  francs  and  centimes, 
shall  be  effected  by  the  Tunis  Office  at 
the  rate  fixed  by  the  two  contracting 
countries. 

In  the  same  way  the  amounts  of  orders 
issued  in  Great  Britain  for  payment  in  the 
Regency  of  Tunis,  shall  be  converted  into 
francs  and  centimes  by  the  London  Office 
of  Exchange. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Post  Office  of  the  Regency  of  Tunis 
and  the  British  Post  Office,  shall  each  have 
the  power  of  fixing,  and  of  altering,  when- 
ever they  shall  deem  it  advisju)le,  the 
commission  chargeable  on  orders  issued 
by  them. 

The  commission  shall  belong  to  the 
Office  of  issue,  but  the  Post  Office  of 
Tunis  shall  account  to  the  British  Post 
Office  for  a  rate  fixed  at  one-half  of  1  per 
cent.  (^  per  cent.)  on  the  amount  of  orders 
issued  in  Tunis  and  payable  in  the  United 
Kingdom;  and  the  British  Post  Office 
shaU  account  to  the  Tunisian  Office  at  the 
same  rate  on  orders  issued  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  payable  in  Timis. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

In  the  payment  of  orders  to  the  public 
fractions  of  a  penny  or  of  a  centime  shall 
be  disregarded. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

No  money  order  shall  be  issued  unless 
the  applicant  furnish  the  surname  in  full, 
the  Christian  name  (or  at  least  the  initial 
of  the  Christian  name)  both  of  the[remitter 
and  of  the  payee;  or  the  name  of  the 
firm  or  of  the  Company  who  are  the  re- 
mitters or  payees,  and  the  address  of  the 
remitter  and  payee.

Repayment  of  a  money  order  must  not, 
in  any  case,  be  effected  until  it  has  been 
ascertained,  through  the  medium  of  the 
Chief  Office  of  the  country  in  which  the 
order  is  payable,  that  it  has  not  already 
been  paid. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 

Money  orders  shall  be  payable  in  each 
country  for  twelve  months  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  month  of  issue. 

The  amounts  of  all  orders  not  paid 
within  this  period  must  be  returned  to 
the  Office  of  issue,  and  shall  become  its 
property. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Each  Office  of  Exchange  shall  commu- 
nicate to  the  other  twice  a- week  the 
particulars  of  the  orders  which  it  has 
issued  for  payment.  This  shall  be  done 
by  means  of  a  form  of  the  pattern  marked 
(A)  annexed. 

These  lists,  however,  shall  not. contain 
entries  of  sums  deposited  in  two  different 
months. 

Orders  which  are  issued  towards  the  end 
of  a  month,  and  which  cannot  reach  the 
paying  Office  of  Exchange  before  the  first 
days  of  the  month  following,  shall  be 
entered  and  reported  to  the  paying  Office 
on  separate  lists,  supplementary  to  the 
ordinary  lists,  and  dated  the  last  day  of  the 
month  in  which  the  money  was  paid  in.

the  same  time  returning  the  duplicate 
copies. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

The  detailed  statements  mentioned  in 
Article  XIX  shall  be  incorporated  each 
month  by  the  Tunisian  Office,  in  a  General 
account  showing  the  result  of  the  ex- 
change of  money  orders  between  the 
Tunisian  Post  Office  on  the  one  part,  and 
the  British  Post  Office  on  the  other  part. 

This  general  account,  drawn  up  in 
conformity  with  the  specimen  (E)  an- 
nexed, shall  be  forwarded  in  duplicate 
by  the  Tunisian  Office  to  the  British 
Office,  which  shall  return  one  copy  duly 
certified. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

When  the  Post  Office  of  the  Regency  of 
Tunis  shall  have  to  pay  the  balance  of  the 
general  account  to  the  British  Office,  the 
Tunis  Office  shall  pay  it  at  the  same  time 
that  it  sends  the  general  account ;  and  a 
similar  course  shall  be  followed  by  the 
British  Office  in  returning  to  Tunis  the 
duplicate  of  the  general  account  accepted, 
when  it  finds  itself  indebted  to  the  Tunisian 
Post  Office. 

Payment  of  the  balance  shall  be  made 
to  the  Chief  Office  of  the  creditor  country, 
in  the  currency  of  that  country,  or  by 
means  of  bills  of  exchange  expressed  in 
francs  and  centimes,  and  payable  in  Paris.

THE  Government  of  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
firitain  and  iieland  and  the  Ge^erament 
of  His  Majesty  the  German  Emperor,  in 
the  name  of  the  German  Empire,  acting 
in  accordance  with  Article  XVII  of  the 
International  Telegraph  Convention,  dated 
St.  Petersburgh,  the  22nd  July,  1875,  have

The  German  Administration  of  Pofits  and 
Telegraphs  will  keep  the  cable  between 
Lowestoft  and  Borkum  in  good  working 
order,  and  the  British  Administration  of 
Posts  and  Telegraphs  will  do  the  same  for 
that  between  Lowestoft  and  JSTordemey.

Except  in  the  case  of  leased  wires  the 
transmission  of  telegrams  over  the  direct 
cables,  as  well  as  bj  the  Belgian  and  Dutch 
routes,  will  be  in  the  hands  of  officials  of 
the  German  Administration  of  Posts  and 
Telegraphs  in  Germany,  and  in  those  of 
officials  of  the  British  Administration  of 
Posts  and  Telegraphs  in  England,  without 
the  intermediary  of  a  private  Company* 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  charge  for  ordinary  telegrams  ex- 
changed between  Germany  on  the  one 
band,  and  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  on  the 
other,  by  the  direct  route,  or  through 
Belgium  or  Holland,  will  be  fixed  at  the 
uniform  rate  of  20  centimes  a  word. 

It  will  be  necessary,  however,  to  obtain 
the  consent  of  the  Belgian  and  Dutcii 
Governments  to  the  fixing  of  an  adequate 
charge  for  cable  and  land  transit  in  respect 
of  telegrams  transmitted  through  Belgium 
and  Holland.

The  regular  exchange  of  telegrams  between  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  and  Germany  shall  take  place,  as  previously,  by  means  of  the 
cables  which  directly  connect  the  English  coast  with  the  German  coast,  and  the  cables 
which  connect  the  English  coast  with  the  Belgian  and  Netherland  coasts. 

The  estabHdbanent  cm  the  territory  of  any  one  of  the  Contracting  States  of  land 
lines  constituting  the  prolongation  of  the  cables  in  question,  as  weU  as  the  maintenance 
of  those  lines,  will  devolve  tm  the  Administration  of  Posts  and  Telegraphs  -of  that 
State. 

AETIGLE  n. 

The  exchange  of  tdegrams  between  England  and  Germany  by  the  Belgian  route, 
or  by  that  of  the  Netherlands,  shall  be  effected  as  much  as  possible  without  intermediate 
transmission  by  the  Offices  of  these  two  latter  countries,  that  is  to  say,  it  shall  be 
effected  by  direct  tfansmisBion  between  tiie  English  and  German  Offices  which  shall 
be  selected  by  the  Administrations  in  question. 

The  Belgian  Administration  and  the  Netherland  Administration  shall  use  for  this 
purpose  ite  instruments  and  relays  best  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  the  Service, 
and  will  undertake  the  cost  of  estabUshing,  maintaining,  and  working  the  said  instru- 
ments and  relays. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

The  charge  for  ordinary  tel^rams  exchanged  between  England  and  Germany 
by  the  direct  route,  or  rih  Belgium,  or  vi&  the  Netherlands,  is  fixed  at  20  centimes  * 
word. 

Nevertheless,  1  fr.  shall  be  cdlected  as  the  minimum  charge  for  ordinary 
telegrams. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  the  entire  sum  collected  by  England  and  by  Germany,  there  shall  be  attributed, 
per  word,  for  ordinary  telegrams  exchanged  by  way  of  Belgium  or  the  Netherlands : —

It  sfeaU  form,  with  the  International  Telegraph  Conventioxi  of  St.  Petersburgh, 
and  tlte  -Service  Regulations  for  the  time  being  in*  force,  the  whole  of  the  arrange- 
ments to  be  observed  in  the  telegraphic  relations  between  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
on  the  one  side,  and  Germany  on  the  other,  by  the  Belgian  and  Netherland  routes. 

It  shall  remain  in  force  until  the  expiration  of  one  year  reckoned  from  the  day  on 
which  it  shall  have  been  denounced  by  one  of  the  Contracting  Parties. 

la  witness  whereof,  the  Undersigned,  duly  authorized  to  this  effect,  have  drawn 
up  the  present  Agreement,  to  which  they  have  aflixed  the  seal  of  their  arms.

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Treaty  of  Commerce  and  JSavigation  between  Her  Majesty  and 

the  King  of  the  Hellenes^

(English  Text.) 


HER  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
Empress  of  India,  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hellenes,  being  desirous  to  extend 
and  facilitate  the  relations  of  commerce  between  their  respective  subjects  and 
dominions,  have  determined  to  conclude  a  new  Treaty  with  this  object,  and  they  have 
appointed  their  respective  Plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to  say  : — 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
Empress  of  India,  Sir  Horace  Rimibold,  a  Baronet  of  Great  Britain,  Knight 
Commander  of  the  Most  Distinguished  Order  of  Saint  Michael  and  Saint  George,  and 
Her  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  His  Majesty  the  King  of 
the  Hellenes ; 

And  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hellenes,  M.  Stephen  Dragoiuni,  Minister  for 
Foreign  Affairs ; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  othw  their  respective  full  powers, 
found  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  Articles : — 

ARTICLE  I. 

There  shall  be  between  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the  two  High  Contracting 
Parties  reciprocal  freedom  of  commerce  and  navigation.  The  subjects  of  each  of  the 
two  Parties  shall  have  liberty  freely  to  come,  with  their  ships  and  cargoes,  to  all  places, 
ports,  and  rivers  in  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other  to  which  native  subjects 
generally  are  or  may  be  permitted  to  come,  and  shall  enjoy  respectively  the  same 
rights,  privileges,  liberties,  favours,  immunities,  and  exemptions  in  matters  of 
commerce  and  navigation  which  are  or  may  be  enjoyed  by  native  subjects,  without 
having  to  pay  any  tax  or  impost  greater  than  those  paid  by  the  same,  and  they  shall 
be  suQect  to  the  laws  and  regulations  in  force. 

ARTICLE  II. 

No  other  or  higher  duties  shall  be  imposed  on  the  importation  into  the  dominions 
and  possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  of  any  article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of 
the  dominions  and  possessions  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hellenes,  from  whatever 
place  arriving,  and  no  other  or  higher  duties  shall  be  imposed  on  the  importation  into 
the  dominions  and  possessions  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hellenes  of  any  article 
the  produce  or  manufacture  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  dominions  and  possessions, 
from  whatever  place  arriving,  than  on  articles  produced  or  manufactured  in  any  other

foreign  country ;  nor  shall  any  prohibition  be  maintained  or  imposed  on  the  importa- 
tion of  any  article  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  dominions  ftud  possessions  of 
either  of  the  Contracting  Parties  into  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other, 
from  whatever  place  arriving,  which  shall  not  equally  extend  to  the  importation  of 
the  like  articles  being  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  any  other  country.  This  last 
provision  is  not  applicable  to  the  sanitary  and  other  prohibitions  occasioned  by  the 
necessity  of  protecting  the  safety  of  persons  or  of  cattle,  or  of  plants  useful  to 
t^griculture. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges  shall  be  imposed  in  the  dominions  ^nd 
possessions  of  either  of  the  Contracting  Parties  on  the  exportation  of  any  article  to  tl^e 
dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other  than  such  as  are  or  may  be  payablo  on  the 
exportation  of  the  like  article  to  any  other  foreign  country ;  nop  shaU  any  prohibition 
be  Imposed  on  the  exjmrtation  of  any  article  from  the  dominions  and  possessioAS  of 
either  of  the  two  Contrapting  Parties  to  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other 
whiph  shall  not  equally  extend  to  the  exportation  of  the  like  article  to  any  other 
POUntry. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  subjects  of  eaoh  of  the  Contracting  Parties  shall  enjoy,  in  the  dopainioni  and 
possessions  of  the  other,  exemption  from  all  transit  duties,  and  a  perfect  equality  of 
ifm^mmt  with  native  subjects  in  all  that  relates  to  warehousing,  bountien,  facilities, 
j«d  dpftwbftoks, 

ARTICLE  V. 

All  articles  which  are  or  may  be  legally  imported  into  the  ports  of  the  dominions 
and  possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  in  Bntish  vessels  may  likewise  be  iijiported 
tnto  thoAe  ports  in  Hellenic  vessels,  without  being  liable  to  any  other  or  higher  duties 
or  charges  of  whatever  denomination  than  if  such  articles  were  imported  in  British 
vessels ;  and  reciprocally  all  articles  which  are  or  may  be  legally  imported  into  the 
ports  of  the  dominions  and  possessiona  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hellenes  in 
Hellenic  vessels  majr  likewise  be  imported  into  those  ports  in  British  vessels  mthout 
%eing  liable  to  any  other  or  higher  duties  or  charges  of  whatever  denomination  than  if 
auch  articles  were  imported  in  Hellenic  vessels.  Such  reciprocal  equality  of  treatment 
shall  take  effect  without  distinction,  whether  such  articles  come  directly  from  the 
place  of  origin  or  from  any  other  place. 

In  the  same  manner,  there  shall  be  perfect  equality  of  treatment  in  regard  to 
exportation,  so  that  the  same  export  dutiejs  shall  be  paid,  and  the  same  bounties  and 
drawbacks  allowed,  in  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  either  of  the  Contracting 
Parties  on  the  exportation  of  any  article  which  is  or  may  be  legally  exported  therefrom, 
whether  such  exportation  shall  take  place  in  Hellenic  or  in  British  vessels,  ai^d 
whatever  may  be  the  place  of  destination,  whether  a  port  of  either  of  the  Contracting 
Parties,  or  of  any  third  Power. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

No  duties  of  tonnage,  harbour,  pilotage,  lighthouse,  quarantine,  or  other  similar 
QX  corrpsponding  duties  of  whatever  nature,  or  under  whatever  denomination,  levied  in 
the  name  or  for  the  profit  of  GovernpaBnt,  publio  functionaries,  private  individuals, 
corpowttioiis,  or  pstabUshmonts  of  any  kind,  shall  be  imposed  in  the  ports  of  tfaa 
4ominions  q[nd  possessions  of  either  country  upon  the  vessel  of  the  other  country 
which  shall  not  equally  and  under  the  same  conditions  be  imposed  in  the  like  eases  oh 
national  vessels  in  general*  Such  equality  of  treatment  shall  apply  reciprocally  to  the 
rej3]peptive  vessels,  from  whatever  port  or  place  they  may  arrive,  and  wlmtever  may  bo 
their  place  of  destination. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  fill  that  regards  the  ooajBting  tmde,  the  stationing,  loading,  and  unloading  of 
vessels  in  the  ports,  basins,  docks,  roadsteack,  harbours,  or  rivers  of  the  dominions  and 
pol9se^9ions  of  the  two  countries,  no  privilege  shall  be  granted  to  national  vessels  which 
shall  not  be  equally  granted  to  vessels  of  the  other  country ;  the  intention  of  the 
Contracting  Pqities  being  that  in  these  respects  also  the  respective  vessels  shall  be 
treated  on  the  footing  of  perfect  equality.

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ARTICLE  VIII. 

Any  ship  of  war  or  merchant-vessel  of  either  of  the  Contracting  Parties  which 
may  be  compelled  by  stress  of  weather,  or  by  accident,  to  take  shelter  in  a  port  of  the 
other,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  refit  therein,  to  procure  all  necessary  stores,  and  to  put  to 
sea  again,  without  paying  any  dues  other  than  such  as  would  be  payable  in  a  similar 
case  hy  a  national  vessel.  In  case,  however,  the  master  of  a  merchant-vessel  should 
be  under  the  necessity  of  disposing  of  a  part  of  his  merchandize  in  order  to  defray  his 
expenses,  he  shall  be  bound  to  conform  to  the  regulations  and  tariffs  of  the  place  to 
which  he  may  have  come. 

If  any  diip  of  war  or  merchant-vessel  of  one  of  the  Contracting  Parties  should 
run  aground  or  be  wrecked  upon  the  coast  of  the  other,  such  ship  or  vessel,  and  all 
parts  thereof,  and  all  furniture  and  appurtenances  belonging  thereunto,  and  all  goods 
and  merchandize  saved  therefrom,  including  any  which  may  have  been  cast  into  the 
sea,  or  the  proceeds  thereof  if  sold,  as  well  as  all  papers  found  on  board  such  stranded 
or  wrecked  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  given  up  to  the  owners  or  their  agents  when 
claimed  by  them.  If  there  are  no  such  owners  or  agents  on  the  spot,  then  the  same 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  British  or  Hellenic  Consul-General,  Consul,  Vice-Consul,  or 
Consular  Agent  in  whose  district  the  wreck  or  stranding  may  have  taken  place,  upon 
being  claimed  by  him  within  the  period  fixed  by  the  laws  of  the  country ;  and  such 
Consuls,  owners,  or  agents  shall  pay  only  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  preservation  of 
the  property,  together  with  the  salvage  or  other  expenses  which  would  have  been 
payable  in  the  like  case  of  a  wreck  of  a  national  vessel. 

The  goods  and  merchandize  saved  from  the  wreck  shall  be  exempt  from  all  duties 
of  Customs,  unless  cleared  for  consumption,  in  which  case  they  shall  pay  the  same 
rate  of  duty  as  if  they  had  been  imported  in  a  national  vessel. 

In  the  case  either  of  a  vessel  being  driven  in  by  stress  of  weather,  run  aground, 
or  wrecked,  the  respective  Consuls-General,  Consuls,  Vice-Oonsuls,  and  Consular 
Agents  shall,  if  the  owner  or  master  or  other  agent  of  the  owner  is  not  present,  or  is 
present  and  requires  it,  be  authorized  to  interpose  in  order  to  afford  the  necessary 
assistance  to  their  fellow-countrymen. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

All  vessels  which,  according  to  British  law,  are  to  be  deemed  British  vessels,  and 
all  vessels  which,  according  to  Hellenic  law,  are  to  be  deemed  Hellenic  vessels,  shall, 
for  the  purposes  of  this  Treaty,  be  deemed  British  and  Hellenic  vessels  respectively. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Contracting  Parties  agree  that,  in  all  matters  relating  to  commerce  and 
navigation,  any  privilege,  favour,  or  immunity  whatever  which  either  Contracting 
Party  has  actually  granted  or  may  hereafter  grant  to  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  any 
other  State  shall  be  extended  immediately  and  imconditionally  to  the  subjects  or 
citizens  of  the  other  Contracting  Party ;  it  being  their  intention  that  the  trade  and 
navigation  of  each  country  shall  be  placed,  in  all  respects,  by  the  other  on  the  footing 
of  the  most  favoured  nation. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

It  shall  be  free  to  each  of  the  Contracting  Parties  to  appoint  Consuls-Gteneral, 
Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  and  Consular  Agents  to  reside  in  the  towns  and  ports  of  the 
domii^ons  and  possessions  of  the  other.  Such  Consuls-General,  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls, 
and  Consular  Agents,  however,  shall  not  enter  upon  their  functions  until  after  they 
shall  have  been  approved  and  admitted  in  the  usual  form  by  the  Government  to  whicn 
they  are  sent.  They  shall  enjoy  all  the  faculties,  privileges,  exemptions,  and 
immunities  of  every  kmd  which  are  or  shall  be  granted  to  Consuls  of  the  most  favoured 
nation. 

ARTICLE  XIT. 

The  subiects  of  each  of  the  Contracting  Parties  who  shall  conform  themselves  to 
the  laws  of  the  country — 

1.  Shall  have  full  liberty,  with  their  families,  to  enter,  travel,  or  reside  in  any 
part  of  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other  Contracting  Party. 

2.  They  shall  be  permitted  to  hire  or  possess  the  houses,  manufactories,  ware- 
hoilses,  shops,  and  premises  which  may  be  necessary  for  them. 
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3.  They  may  carry  on  their  commerce  either  in  person  or  by  any  agents  whom 
they  may  think  fit  to  employ, 

4.  They  shall  not  be  subject  in  respect  of  their  persons  or  property,  or  in  respect 
of  passports,  nor  in  respect  of  their  commerce  or  industry,  to  any  taxes,  whether 
general  or  local,  or  to  imposts  or  obligations  of  any  kind  whatever  other  or  greater 
than  those  which  are  or  may  be  imposed  upon  native  subjects, 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  Contracting  Parties  in  the  dominions  and  possessions 
of  the  other  shall  be  exempted  from  all  compulsory  military  service  whatever,  whether 
in  the  army,  navy,  or  national  guard  or  militia.  They  shall  be  equally  exempted  from 
all  judicial  and  municipal  functions  whatever  other  than  those  imposed  by  the  laws 
relating  to  juries,  as  well  as  from  all  contributions,  whether  pecuniary  or  in  kind, 
imposed  as  a  compensation  for  personal  service,  and  finally  from  every  species  of 
exaction  or  military  requisition,  as  well  as  from  forced  loans  and  other  charges  which 
may  be  imposed  for  purposes  of  war,  or  as  a  result  of  other  extraordinary  circum- 
stances. The  duties  and  charges  connected  with  the  ownership  or  leasing  of  lands 
and  other  real  property  are,  however,  excepted,  as  well  as  all  exactions  or  military 
requisitions  to  which  aU  subjects  of  the  country  may  be  liable  as  owners  or  lessees  of 
real  property, 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

r.  - 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  Contracting  Parties  in  the  dominions  and  possesions 
of  the  other  shall  be  at  full  liberty  to  exercise  civil  rights,  and  therefore  to  acquire, 
possess,  and  dispose  of  every  description  of  property,  movable  and  immovable.  They 
may  acquire  and  transmit  the  same  to  others,  whether  by  purchase,  sale,  donation, 
exchange,  marriage,  testament,  succession  ab  intestatOt  and  in  any  other  manner,  under 
the  same  conditions  as  national  subjects.  Their  heirs  may  succeed  to  and  take 
possession  of  it,  either  in  person  or  by  procurators,  in  the  same  manner  and  in  the 
same  legal  forms  as  subjects  of  the  country ;  and  in  the  case  of  subjects  of  either  of 
the  Contracting  Parties  dying  intestate,  their  property  shall  be  administered  to  by 
their  respective  Consuls  or  Vicc-Consuls  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  laws  of  both 
countries. 

In  none  of  these  respects  shall  they  pay  upon  the  value  of  such  property  any  other 
or  higher  impost,  duty,  or  charge  than  is  payable  by  subjects  of  the  country.  In 
every  case  the  subjects  of  the  Contracting  Parties  shall  be  permitted  to  export  their 
property,  or  the  proceeds  thereof  if  sold,  on  the  same  conditions  as  subjects  of  the 
country. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  dwellings,  manufactories,  warehouses,  and  shops  of  the  subjects  of  each  of 
the  Contracting  Parties  in  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other,  and  all 
premises  apperteining  thereto  destined  for  purposes  of  residence  or  commerce,  shall 
be  respected. 

It  shall  not  be  allowable  to  proceed  to  make  a  search  of,  or  a  domiciliary  visit  to 
such  dwellings  and  premises,  or  to  examine  or  inspect  books,  papers,  or  accounts, 
except  under  the  conditions  and  with  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  laws  for  subjects  of 
the  country. 

The  subjects  of  each  of  the  two  Contracting  Parties  in  the  dominions  and 
possessions  of  the  other  shall  have  free  access  to  the  Courts  of  Justice  for  the 
prosecution  and  defence  of  their  rights,  without  other  conditions,  restrictions,  or  taxes 
beyond  those  imposed  on  native  subjects,  and  shaU,  like  them,  be  at  liberty  to  employ, 
in  all  causes,  their  advocates,  attorneys,  or  agents  from  among  the  persons  admitted  to 
the  exercise  of  those  professions  according  to  the  laws  of  the  country. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  Consuls-General,  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  and  Consular  Agents  of  each  of  the 
Contracting  Parties,  residing  in  the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other,  shall  receive 
from  the  local  authorities  such  assistance  as  can  by  law  be  given  to  them  for  the 
irecovery  of  deserters  from  the  vessels  of  their  respective  countries. 
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ARTICLE  XYII. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty  shall  be  applicable,  as  far  as  the  laws  permit, 
to  9il  the  Ooloniss  and  foreign  possessions  of  Her  Britanuio  Majesty,  excepting  to  those

ARTICI^E  XIX. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  come  into  force  on  the  exchange  pf  the  ratiftcatioiis,  and 
shall  remain  in  force  for  ten  years,  and  thereafter  until  the  expiration  of  a  year  froffi 
the  day  in  which  one  or  other  of  the  Contracting  Parties  3hall  nave  repudiated  it. 

Each  of  the  Contracting  Parties  reserves,  however,  the  right  of  causing  it  to 
terminate  upon  t\f  elve  months'  notice  being  given  previously. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Treaty  of  Commerce  and  Navigation  concluded 
between  Great  Britain  an4  Greece  on  the  4th  October^  1887|  is  abrogated  by  the 
present  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  be  ratified  by  the  two  Contracting  Parties,  and  the 
ratifications  thereof  shall  be  exchanged  at  Atnens  as  soon  as  possible.

Protocol. 

At  the  i»oment  of  proceeding  this  day  to  the  signature  of  the  Treaty  ot  Oommaraa 
and  Navigation  between  Great  Britain  and  Greece,  tha  PUmipoteotiiufiQi  ot  the  two 
High  Contracting  Parties  have  declared  as  follow : — 

Any  controversies  which  may  arise  respecting  the  interpretation  or  the  execution 
of  the  present  Treaty,  or  the  consequences  of  any  violation  thereof,  shall  be  submitted, 
when  the  means  of  settling  them  directly  by  amicable  agreement  are  exhausted,  to  the 
decision  of  Commissions  of  Arbitration,  and  that  the  result  of  such  arbitration  shftU  be 
binding  upbn  both  Governments. 

The  members  of  such  Commissions  shall  be  selected  by  the  two  Govemmentp 
by  common  consent,  failing  which  each  of  the  Parties  shall  nominate  an  Arbitt^^tor, 
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or  an  equal  number  of  Arbitrators,  and  the  Arbitrators  thus  appointed  shall  select  an 
Umpire. 

The  procedure  of  the  arbitration  shall  in  each  case  be  determined  by  the  Con- 
tracting rarties,  failing  which  the  Commission  of  Arbitration  shall  be  itself  entitled  to 
determine  it  beforehand. 

The  undersigned  Plenipotentiaries  have  agreed  that  this  Protocol  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  two  High  Contracting  Parties  at  the  same  time  as  the  Treaty, 
and  that  when  the  Treaty  is  ratified,  the  agreements  contained  in  the  Plx)tocol 
shall  also  equaUy  be  considered  as  approved,  without  the  necessity  of  a  further  formal 
ratification.

Sir,  Foreign  Office,  October  20, 1887. 

THE  time  has  now  arrived  when  the  representations  of  Her  Majesty's  Government 
with  respect  to  the  new  Italian  Tariff  should  be  placed  by  Her  Majesty's  Embassy 
before  the  Italian  Government. 

I  inclose,  for  your  Excellency's  information,  and  for  guidance  in  the  representations 
to  be  made,  a  Report  on  the  communications  which  have  been  received  from  Ohamoers 
of  Commerce  and  firms  interested  in  trade  with  Italy.  1  also  inclose  correspondence 
on  the  subject  of  the  Italian  Tariff,  together  with  samples  and  patterns  referred  to  in 
certain  letters  included  in  this  correspondence. 

As  your  Excellency  is  well  aware,  there  is  no  question  of  formal  negotiation 
between  the  Government  of  Her  Majesty  and  the  Italian  Grovemment  on  this  subject. 
It  is  a  matter  of  friendly  communication  between  them.  Her  Majesty's  Government 
feel  assured  that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Italian  Government  to  injure  British 
trade  as  such,  nor  yet  to  take  any  action  which  will  weaken  the  commercial  relations 
between  the  two  countries.  They  accordingly  rely  on  a  careful  examination  being 
made  of  the  representations  made  by  your  Excellency,  and  an  equitable  consideration 
of  the  statements  thus  placed  before  the  Italian  Government. 

I  desire  to  state  further,  for  your  Excellency's  guidance,  that  it  is  the  desire  of 
Her  Majesty's  Government,  that  as  complete  effect  as  possible  should  be  given  to  the 
applications  on  behalf  of  different  branches  of  British  trade ;  but  that  in  the  circum- 
stances, considerable  discretion  must  be  left  to  Her  Majesty's  Embassy.  It  is  evident 
that  some  parts  of  the  general  case  are  stronger  than  others — for  example,  the 
statements  which  show  that  the  effect  of  particular  augmentations  of  duty  will  affect 
prejudicially  British  rather  than  other  foreign  commerce ;  such  instances  will  be ' 
found  in  the  letters  from  the  Yorkshire  and  Nottingham  Chambers  of  Commerce. 
It  is  not,  however,  expedient  that  the  whole  representation  should  be  put  forward 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  provoke  a  general  refusal ;  and  if  all  that  is  desired  cannot 
be  obtained,  the  better  course  will  be  to  press  those  points  which  are  of  chief 
importance. 

I  beg,  therefore,  to  ask  your  Excellency's  best  endeavours  in  this  matter,  in 
leaving  to  you  the  large  discretion  above  indicated,  I  would  suggest  that  perhaps  the 
best  mode  of  proceeding  would  be  (unless  you  see  reason  to  the  contrary,  or  prefer 
any  other  course  of  action)  for  you  to  instruct  Mr.  J.  G.  Kennedy,  in  the  first  instance, 
fo  sound  the  members  of  the  Italian  Administration,  with  whom  he  has  already  been 
in  communication,  on  these  matters ;  and  to  prepare  the  representation  to  the  Italian 
Government,  with  the  benefit  of  such  indications  as  may  be  obtained  in  the  course  of 
these  further  conversations.

Report  by  Mr.  C  M.  Kennedy  on  the  Representations  made  by  Chambers  of  Commerce,  and 
Firms  interested  in  Trade  with  Italy,  with  regard  to  the  new  Italian  Tarif. 

I  NOW  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report  respecting  the  communications 
which,  consequent  upon  Lord  Salisbury's  instructions,  conveyed  through  Sir  James 
Tergusson,  I  have  had  with  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  firms  engaged  in  trade  with 
Italy  on  the  subject  ot  the  new  Italian  TariflF. 

An  examination  of  this  Tariff,  and  of  the  proceedings  in  reference  to  it  in 
the  Italian  Legifslature,  fu^  QonfirmH  the  Btports  frpm  Her,  Malay's  JBmbmsiy,  iliat 
a  pt>Iicy  has  been  deliberately  adopfeft  of  protecting  native  manufactiires.  This 
policy  is  even  more  apparent  than  that  of  seeking  an  increase  of  revenue  from 
customs  duties. 

There  is  likewise  the  avowed  intention  of  using  the  new  TariflF  as  a  means 
of  negotiation  with  Austria  and  France. 

The  authors  of  the  new  Tariff,  it  must  in  fiiin>ess  be  allowed,  have,  from  the  point 
of  view  put  before  them,  drawn  up  a  scheme  of  customs  duties  which  is  well  drafted. 
At  the  same  time,  they  hqive  gone  beyond  iii  beMain  indtanc^  the  three  principles 
of  protection,  revenue,  and  negotiation  above  adverted  to,  and  in  this  Report,  as  the 
practi^  means  of  dealing  with  matters  affecting  British  interests,  stress  will  be  laid 
upon  particular  instances  of  this  nature  rather  than  upon  genetift  cbMdeMtibim: 

The  representations  which  were  to  be  addressed  to  ttw  SecKtary  <tf  8iat6  hf  tie 
persons,  interested,  after  more  complete  eimnin3EtiQn  oi  trade  q^^^^i^^i  hdrHg  r^  yet 
been  all  received ;  but  it  .is  nec^s^ry  to  subnxit  this  Report  wHItottt  further  delay. 
There  is  one  remark  which  should  be  made  at  the  oattet.  The  degree  of  the  BritiiH 
trade  interest  in  particular  goods  is  ofteA  a  sfubjecjb  of  cbntroversy,  which  frbqiifently 
obscures  the  real  issue.  Our  Customs  Returns  indicate  simply  the  countty  to  Whibh 
goods  are  sent  on  exportation ;  they,  therefore,  do  not  afford  prodf  of  the  quantities 
imported  for  consumption  in  diflTerent  countries;  The  Italiah  Customs  Returns  profesd 
to  shbw  the  country  of  origin  of  imports ;  but  it  is  recognized  that  o^Hng  to  difficulty 
in  tracing  the  transit  of  goods  these  statenjeitts  are  not  entirely  accurate.  In  estimating 
the  volume  of  trade  between  the  United,  Kingdom  and  Italy,  thef  Italian  rather  thaii 
the  British  statistics  must  accordingly  be  adopted ;  biit  they  can  only  be  tak^i  as 
being,  approximately  correct. 

Cottons. — Our  information  is  incomplete ;  tiie  formal  statement  promised  by  the 
Mancjiester  Chambeir  of  Commerce  ha4  not  yet  beeii  received,  ahd  the  Glasgow 
Cnamber  has  not  replied  to  tbe  Circulars  addressed  to  them.  Buties  oh  cottbbs  have 
been  raised  throughout  the  Tariff.  The  cotton  industry  has,  it  is  lafue,  only  recently 
become  important  in  Italy;  but  it  is  increa^ng,  and  there  is  evidently  a  general 
intention  to  aid  in  its  development.  It  is  of  little  use  therefore  to  make  complaints 
and  general  representations ;  although  the  letters  received  on  the  subject  should  of 
coiu-se  be  forwarded  to  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  at  Rome.  Tissued  are  divided  for 
assessment  of  duty  into  threQ  pategories  according  to  weight :  (h)  13  kilog.  ot  more 
p^  100  square  metres;  (ft)  7  kilog.  or  more,  but  leds  than  18  metres 5  (c)  leS8  than 
7  kilog. 

An  effort  should  more  especially  be  made  to  obtain— 

(1.)  A  reduction  in  the  increase  of  duty  on  (6),  which  seems  to  include  th^  bulk 
of  British  imports,  with  particular  attention  to  printed  cottons. 

(2.)  The  new  distinction  between  common  and  fine  cotton  velvets  is  likely  td 
occasion  disputes  with  the  Customs.  If  importance  is  really  attached  to  it  a  very 
clear  definition  should  be  laid  down^  which  at  present  does  not  appear  to  hate  been 
done. 

(3.)  Cotton  Laces  and  Curtains. — There  ii  good  reason  to  think  that  thMe  goods 
ai^  nqt  at  j)resent  mafie  in  any  quantity  in  Italy,  and  that  thesb  importer  are  ohi^y 
Bntish,  a  portion  of  those  nominally  received  from  other  countries  bedng  reaHy  BHtiSh^ 
though  the  Italian  ajuthorities  seem  to  think  otherwise.  This  business  is  of  considerable 
importjmce  to  Nowngnam.  A  leading  manufacturer  of  that  town,  Mr.  Heymann,  is 
expected  to  place  technical  information  on  this  subject  in  the  possession  of  Her 
Majesty's  Embassy,  and  a  representation  with  the  view  to  avert  any  lai^  increase  of 
duty  may  very  reasonably^  be  made  in  support  of  the  statements  which,  after  inquiry 
in  Italy,  Mr.  Heymann  will  place  Before  the  Embassy. 

The  Nottingham  Chamber  of  Commerce  letter  of  the  17th  October  shows  that 
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some  of  the  duties  in  the  new  Tariff  on  t^ie^e  ijianufoctures  are  ujore  |;han  double  the 
existing  rates,  ancj  strengthens  the  suggestion  above  made. 

Jute. — ^The  Dundee  Chamber  of  C()Tnmerce  have  asked  that  two  of  their  Iptter^ 
may  be  communicated  tp  Signer  Luz?otti.  It  may  be  wnell  to  forward  them  now  to 
Rome,  leaving  to  Sir  John  Saviles  discretion  whether  he  will  act  oi^  the  letter  of  this 
request,  or  enibody  thpir  substance  in  hig  cornmunicatiou  to  the  Italian  (fOverpipenK 
It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  late  i?ac|cing  is,  a^  fi  packing  material,  of  use  fii  the 
export  of  produce,  and  that  it  viiW  be  to  the  interest  of  thp  Italian  Treasury  and  joI 
manufacturers  alike  to  allow  it«  importation  at  a  moderate  duty.  * 

Wool  Goods. — (Sir  Jacolj  Behriens,  |;he  7th  October.)  The  ^tj}tements  made  by 
ttie  Ycwfkshire  Chambers  of  Commerce,  which  liave  already  been  placed  before  the 
Italian  Government,  should  certainly  ne  strongly  supported  in  thq  further  represen- 
tations about  to  be  made.  The  trade'  in  pure  vool  goods  concerns  Austria,  !prance,  and 
Germany  more  than  the  United  Kingdom ;  but  the  case  is  different  ^s  fegards  mi^ed 
woollenA  and  worsteds.  These  goodp,  fpr  vhich  a  separate  classification  has  hitherto 
existed  in  the  Italian  Tariff,  are  hereafter  to  be  charged  the  same  rates  ad  pure  wool 
goods,  and  thus  the  greatest  increase  in  duties  will  take  place  in  those  descriptions  oi 
merchandize  which  only  concern  continental  trade  in  a  minor  degree,  whereas,  as  Sigiior 
Crispi  recomizes  ip  his  note  of  the  29th  Au^upj;,  thoy  fprip  a  leading  trade  between 
flie  TJnited  Kingdom  and  Italy.

The  Leeds  Chamber  of  Commerce  (Mr.  Yates,  6th  October]^  further  sho^vs  that 
Italian  wool  goods  are  sold  at  cheap  rates  in  their  distfict,  and  supply  samples  in 
support  of  their  .content|6n,  that  conditions  of  manufacture  ana  sale  prove  that  tie 
wooUen  industry  of  Italy  cannot  be  said  to  require  protection  i^  prdet  to  enable  their 
products  to  compete  in  foreign  markets,

This  buestipn  has  been  repeatedly  urged  ]by  Her  MajestVs  Gbyprnmeni, 
and  the  attention  of  the  Italian  Gfovernment  shpiifd  n(j(w  be  earnestly  asked  tp  this 
application.  Article  6  of  the  new  Customs  Law  sepms  fo  confet  upoh  the  j^dminis- 
trdtion  the  power  o^  regulating  tare  generally/  I'he  Italian  GovernmiBnt  majj^ 
therefore  be  expected  to  meet  this  application  readily  and  in  a  friendly  spirit, 
inasmuch  as  they  can  now  determine  the  matter  without  submitting  a  fregh  Bill  to 
the  Legislature.

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Paints.— MessK.  Orr  and  Co.  (Uth  October)  complain  of  an  intended  increase  of 
duties  on  paints  :  it  seems,  however,  that  if  there  will  be  increase  there  will  also  be 
reduction  under  some  heads ;  and  in  these  circumstances,  it  would  be  well  to  ask  this 
firm  for  further  explanation. 

Oils.— The  Hull  Chamber  of  Commerce  (26th  July)  ask  for  a  reduction  of  duty 
on  double  refined  cotton-seed  oil,  which  in  the  Tariff  about  to  expire  is  6  lire  per 
quintal.  This  duty  has  now  been  raised  to  15  lire.  The  intention  is  to  give  a  further 
protection  to  native  olive  oil,  and  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  cotton-seed  oil  for 
mixing  with  olive  oil.  It  does  not  seem  that  any  representation  respecting  this  oil 
would  be  successful. 

Hats. — The  Hat  Manufacturers'  Association  (26th  September)  say  that  the  new 
duty  will  be  prohibitory  to  trade  in  felt  hats  between  Great  Britain  and  Italy. 

The  present  duty,  fixed  by  the  Treaty  with  Austria,  is  60  lire  per  quintal; 
the  new  duty  is  100  lire  per  100.  The  Association  asks  in  effect  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  present  duty.  Some  modification  of  the  new  rate  may  be  expected  in  the 
negotiations  between  Austria  and  Italy,  of  which  British  trade  will  derive  benefit. 
About  one-sixth  of  these  imports  are  British ;  Austria  and  France  send  a  larger  pro-* 
portion. 

Metals. — The  representations  of  the  metal  trades  promised  at  the  Exeter  meeting 
of  the  Association  of  Chambers  of  Commerce  have  not  yet  been  received.  The  British 
Iron  Trade  Association  (10th  October)  have  asked  for  the  free  importation  of  pig-iron 
and  basic  blooms  and  billets,  founding  their  application  on  p;eneral  considerations  with 
respect  to  the  economic  conditions  of  iron  production  m  Italy.  It  is  not  likely, 
however,  that  these  general  considerations  will  be  acceptable  to  the  Italian  Govern- 
ment. There  is  a  definite  decision  to  protect  iron  and  steel  manufactures,  and  duties 
have  accordingly  been  increased  throughout.  In  certain  classes  of  half-manufactured 
goods,  blooms  and  steel  ingots  for  example,  the  requirements  of  Italian  trade,  as 
explained  verbally  by  Sir  Bernhard  Samuelson,  render  it  expedient  that  a  moderate  duty 
only  should  be  levied.  This  point  might  fairly  be  pressed;  and  without  saying 
anything  to  damage  this  attempt,  which  seems  to  be  of  chief  importance,  it  might  be 
seen  whether  a  reduction  can  be  obtained  on  some  iron  and  steel  goods.  It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  the  very  complicated  classification  of  iron  and  steel  wares  in  Nos.  206 
and  210  of  the  new  Tariff  more  particularly,  pointed  out  verbally  by  Mr.  F.  Brittain  of 
Sheffield,  must  necessarily  cause  great  inconvenience  to  trade.  If  acted  upon,  the 
classification  under  the  latter  heading  must  involve  a  Customs  examination  of  every 
separate  article  imported.  Taking  files  as  an  example,  the  duty  is  assessed  according 
to  the  cuttings  per  linear  centimetre,  measured  at  right  angles  to  the  cuttings,  and 
it  is  evident  that  such  a  system  must  involve  delay  at  the  custom-house,  disputes 
and  trouble  incommensurate  with  the  profits  of  the  trade,  for  it  is  to  be  remembered 
that  consignments  of  these  goods  do  not  consist  of  one  description  only,  but  of 
various  sorts  forwarded  in  the  same  case.  The  maintenance  of  the  existing  convenient 
and  simple  classification  is  therefore  much  to  be  desired  on  behalf  of  Italian  as  well  as 
British  interests. 

Machinery. — ^The  large  increase  made  on  all  descriptions  of  machines,  varying 
from  30  to  100  per  cent,  on  the  present  duty,  cannot  fail,  as  is  observed  by  the  Agri- 
cultural Engineers'  Association  (11th  August),  to  be  detrimental.  If  an  increase  of 
revenue  is  desired  under  this  head,  more  moderate  duties  would  cause  less  outlay  for 
the  equipment  of  industrial  establishments,  and  prove  beneficial  to  agriculture,  while 
such  duties  would  probably  be  equally  productive  as  regards  the  Italian  Treasury. 

Chemicals. — The  new  duties  are  not  yet  finally  settled.  Mr.  Muspratt  (20th 
September)  has  called  attention  to  certain  anomalies  with  respect  to  magnesium  salts. 
There  is  some  expectation  that,  as  many  chemicals  are  required  as  raw  materials  for 
use  in  native  manufactures,  in  the  end  no  great  increase  of  duty  will  take  place.  The 
subject  might,  however,  be  adverted  to  from  this  point  of  view,  although  at  present 
no  definite  statement  has  been  made  for  formal  representation  with  reasonable  prospect 
of  success. 

Details  with  respect  to  the  subjects  mentioned  in  this  Report  will  be  found  in  the 
letters  referred  to.  It  may  be  sufficient,  in  conclusion,  to  call  attention  to  one  article, 
viz.,  biscuits,  which  is  in  an  especial  sense  a  product  of  the  United  Kingdom^ 
Complaint  has  not  been  made  with  respect  to  the  increase  of  duty  from  25  to  40  lire 
per  quintal  on  common  unsweetened  qualities  of  luncheon  and  tea  biscuitsc  It 
might,  nevertheless,  be  pointed  out  that  this  article  is  not  of  Italian  or  continental 
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make ;  and  that  so  high  an  increase,  not  founded  on  any  reason  within  the  limits  on 
which  the  new  Tariff  is  framed,  is  likely  to  ipjure  a  rising  branch  of  commerce,

Sir,  Victoria  Mansions,  Victoria  Street,  London,  August  10, 1887. 

I  HAVE  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  22nd  ultimo  with 
reference  to  the  Italian  I'ariff . 

So  far  as  opportunity  permits,  the  Executive  of  this  Association  desire  that  you 
should  bring  under  notice  the  following  facts  and  considerations : — 

1.  That  the  exports  of  iron  from  this  coimtry  to  Italy  chiefly  take  the  forms  of 
pig  or  crude  metal  and  railroad  iron. 

2.  That  the  importation  of  pi^-iron  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  existence  of 
Italian  progress.  Italy  has  only  a  hmited  quantity  of  iron  ores  available  for  the  iron 
manufacture,  the  Island  of  Elba  being,  in  point  of  fact,  the  only  district  that  furnishes 
such  ores  on  a  considerable  scale.  Elban  ores,  however,  are  expensive ;  and  if  they 
are  transported  to  the  north  of  Italy — or,  indeed,  to  any  part  of  the  kingdom  beyond 
a  radius,  say,  of  100  miles — ^their  cost  would  be  largely  enhanced.  Besides  this,  Italy, 
having  little  or  no  coals  suitable  for  the  iron  manufEU^ture,  is  compelled  to  import  such 
coals  from  other  countries.  Manifestly,  therefore,  the  manufacture  of  pig-iron,  if  it  is 
carried  on  at  all  in  Italy,  could  only  be  carried  on  under  most  serious  disadvantages. 

3.  These  considerations  do  not  equally  apply  to  the  manufacture  of  finished  iron 
and  steel.  With  imported  pig-iron,  Italy  may  prosecute  tlie  manufacture  of  these 
successfully,  and  works  have  been  founded  at  Term  for  this  purpose. 

4.  But  in  order  that  Italy  may  produce  manufactured  iron  and  steel  under  the 
most  advantageous  economic  conditions,  it  is  desirable  that  pig-iron,  the  basis  of  all 
ulterior  products,  should  be  obtainable  at  the  lowest  possible  cost.  This  can  only  be 
done  by  allowing  pig-iron  to  be  imported  free  of  duty. 

5.  It  is  equally  important  to  Italian  industry  that  some  other  descriptions  of  iron 
and  steel  should  De  admitted  free.  Such  are  basic  blooms  and  billets,  which  are  not, 
and  cannot  be,  made  in  Italy  (that  country  having  apparently  hardly  any  ores  suitable 
for  their  manufacture),  wire  rods,  &c.  Nothing  can  be  gained,  but  a  great  deal  may 
be  lost,  by  imposing  heavy  duties  on  necessary  conmiodities,  for  the  production  of 
which  the  indigenous  resources  of  the  country  are  unsuited.  This  is  a  view  that  it  may 
be  well  to  press  home  on  every  suitable  occasion.

To  the  Right  Honourable  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  AJbirs. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Council  of  the  Huddersfield  Incorporated  0|iambef  of 
Commerce, 

Sheweth : 

THAT  your  memorialists  have  learnt  with  regret  that  a  Law  has  been  passed  by 
the  Italian  Parliament,  increasing  the  duties  payable  on  all  woollen  and  worsted  goods 
imported  into  Italy.  Such  increase  will  seriously  interfere  with  and  diminish  the  trade 
of  the  manufacturing  districts  of  the  West  Biding  of  Yorkshire  with  Italy. 

2.  Thfe  duties  on  certain  classes  of  goods  imported  into  Italy  from  this  district  are 
already  very  heavy.  Your  memorialists  send  with  this  communication  some  patterns 
and  a  list  of  (1)  prices ;  (2)  weight  per  yard ;  (3)  the  duties  payable  now ;  (4)  the 
proposed  new  duties ;  and  it  will  be  observed  that  on  seventeen  kinds  mentioned  in  the 
list  the  minimum  duty  payable  under  the  Tariff  now  in  vogue  varies  from  20  to  over 
43  per  cent.,  and  when  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the  classes  of  goods  submitted  herewith 
are  such  as  are  and  always  have  been  in  considerable  demand  for  Italy,  and  have  so  far 
entered  into  general  consumption,  it  is  apparent  that  they  are  now  almost  essential  to 
the  Italians.  Your  memorialists  would  further  point  out  that  they  are  classes  of  goods 
which  are  not  noanufactured  in  Italy,  nor  have  they,  so  far  as  your  memoriaUsts  are 
aware,  ever  been  attempted  there. 

3*  According  to  the  Law  passed,  the  increased  duties  will  come  into  force  on  the 
1st  January  next.  Your  memorialists  would  particularly  call  your  attention  to  the 
y^vj  great  inconvenience  and  loss  incurred  by  English  manufoctnrers  and  merchants  in 
consequence  of  the  giving  of  such  short  notice,  engagements  having  been  entered  into 
prior  to  the  publication  of  the  proposed  change  in  the  Tariff.  If  the  new  Tariff  should 
unfortunately  come  into  operation  at  all,  it  should  not  be  before  the  1st  April  next,  so 
as  to  enable  the  traders  to  complete  their  present  contracts,  which  are  based  on  the 
existing  scale  of  duties. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  urgently  but  respectfully  request  that  the  Govem- 
ment»  through  its  Representative  in  Bome,  or  in  such  other  way  as  it  may  deem  most

Your  Lordship,  Glass  Works^  St.  Helen\  Lancashire,  September  3;  1887. 

WE  take  the  liberty  of  bringing  under  your  notice  the  great  increase  in  duties 
cQuU^mpJated  by  the  Italian  Government  on  the  various  articles  we  manufacture, 
wMchj  if  adopted,  will  be  calculated  to  prohibit  the  importation  of  our  goods.  The 
increase  represents  40  per  cent,  on  window  and  polished  plate  glass,  and  it  is  levied  in 
a  totally  different  manner  than  at  present. 

If  an  advance  in  duty  is  indispensable,  we  submit  that  it  should  be  slight,  and 
the  rate  a  jiniform  one,  and  to  coi'er  all  sizes  as  now;  this  would  obviate  the  expanse 
and  danger  of  breakage  in  unpacking  the  glass  on  entering  the  country  and  repacking 
it  for  cdnveyance  to  destination. 

We  also  desire  to  point  out  the  great  disadvantages  under  which  we  labour  by 
reason  of  the  duty  being  levied  on  the  gross  instead  of  the  net  weight.  The  Prench 
and  German  manufacturers  send  their  goods  in  railway  waggons,  without  packages, 
and  consequently  only  pay  on  the  exact  weight  of  the  glass. 

We  hope  the  Italian  Government  will  be  induced  to  chaise  duty  on  the  net 
weight  of  the  glass,  dr  make  an  equivalent  rebate  for  the  weight  of  the  package  and 
straw. 

We  commend  the  foregoing  to  your  Lordship's  consideration,  and  shall  much 
esteem  the  opportunity  of  being  put  into  communicatibn  with  Signer  Luzzatti,  whom 
we  understand  is  about  to  visit  England,  and  while  here  will  see,  unofficially,  any 
persons  who  wish  to  make  representations  regarding  the  projected  new  Tariff.

Dear  Sir,  31,  Dale  Street,  Liverpool,  September  20,  1887. 

THE  Secrfet£try  of  thfe  Chdmbbr  of  Commerbe  has  considtted  me  on  your  letter  to 
him  referring  to  the  new  Italian  Tariff.    With  respect  to  chemicals,  I  find  the  new 
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duiite  ard  ptactic&ily  the  same  as  'the  oldi  and  00  long  m  the  ttalian  Ck>ve]iimdnt 
adhere  to  the  vioioas  system  of  levying  custom  duties  on  articles  which  are  essentially 
raw  materials  which  are  used  up  in  other  manufactures^  the  duties  are  not  excessive. 

There  are^  however,  some  anomalies  which  I  cannot  understand,  such  as  the  high 
duties  on  all  magnesium  salts ;  for  instance,  carhonate  of  magnesia  25  lire  per  quintal, 
calcined  magnesia  50  Ure,  and  the  chlorides  of  sodium,  potassium,  &c.,  are  free  (''esenti''), 
whereas  the  duty  on  chloride  of  magnesia  is  1  lire  per  quintal. 

I  presume  there  is  no  prospect  of  obtaining  a  reduction  of  the  duties,  but  you  will 
be  able  to  judge  whether  any  action  is  desirable  on  behalf  of  our  Government.  You 
are  so  f  uUy  acquainted  with  our  views  from  previous  communications,  that  I  do  not 
think  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  go  to  Manchester  to  see  you,  and  on  Thursday  I  have 
another  engagement.

IP  the  proposed  increase  in  Italian  Tanff  for  cotton  goods  be  carried  into  efiPect 
the  export  of  the  following  Manchester  articles  will,  in  our  opinion,  be  smiously 
affected: — 

1.  Shirtings. — ^An  increase  of  from  7  J  per  cent,  to  10  per  cent,  on  the  value  of 
the  goods.  Tie  effect  of  this  wiU  be  to  drive  nearly  all  the  trade  into  the  hands  of 
Italian  manufacturers.  These  goods  at  present  are  chiefly  supplied  from  England  in 
the  low  qualities,  and  from  Germany  (MUlhause)  in  the  higher  qualities.  The  increase 
here  woidd  be  highly  protective. 

-   2.  Victoria  Lawns. — Same  rate  of  increase  as  above.     Object  can  hardly  be  pro- 
tective, as  these  goods  are  not  made  in  Italy.    Are  also  imported  from  Austria. 

3.  Dyed  Sateens. — Increase  on  low  qualities  (the  usual  English  trade),  3  per  cent 
to  4  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  a  very  serious  diJBference  on  such  low  goods.  In  high  qualities 
increased  7^  per  cent,  to  10  per  cent.  The  high  qualities  are  chiefly  imported  from 
Miilhause.    "We  are  not  aware  that  Italian  manufecturers  make  these  gooos. 

4.  Velveteens. — ^England  again  supplies  the  common  qualities,  while  the  bulk  of 
the  relatively  small  trade  in  better  qualities  is  done  with  Austria  and  Germany.  We 
fear  that,  tmder  the  new  classification  into  ^*  fine  *'  and  **  common,"  the  English  article 
will  be  considered  just  •*  fine  '*  enough  to  get  it  into  the  higher  class,  and  England  will 
consequently  be  the  greatest  sufferer  by  the  change.  We  do  not  consider  this  increase 
as^protective,  as  Italy  has  meanwhile  no  machinery  for  the  production  of  all-cotton 
velvets. 

5.  Handkerchiefs. — Same  increase  as  lawns  and  shirtings.  Are  imported  also  from 
Austria,  Gtermany,  and  Switzerland  in  large  quantities.     Not  much  made  in  Italy. 

6.  Prints. — The  bulk  of  the  Manchester  business  will  come  under  the  713  kilo- 
gramme class  where  the  increase  of  duty  is  so  great  as  to  be  likely  to  kill  the  trade 
entirely.  This  increase  is  highly  protective,  and  is  designed  to  enable  the  Italian 
printers  (who  represent  a  large  amount  of  capital)  to  supply  the  home  market  to  the 
almost  entire  exclusion  of  the  foreigner.  Austria  and  Germany  have  hitherto 
sold  large  quantities  of  these  goods,  but  will  also  suffer  from  the  change. 

7.  Fancy  Goods  and  Lace  Effects. — On  account  of  the  existing  enormous  duty  the 
trade  in  these  goods  has  always  been  limited,  and,  as  the  effect  of  the  new  clas^ca* 
lion  will  almost  always  be  in  the  direction  of  an  increase,  it  is  likely  to  be  more 
limited  for  the  future.  Austria  and  Germany  will  also  be  sufferers.  As  far  as 
Manchester  is  concerned,  as  the  business  is  small,  the  increase  matters  little,  but  we 
believe  that  the  business  of  Nottingham  will  suffer  severely  under  this  heading. 

To  resume :  in  our  opinion  the  proposed  changes  will  almost  annihilate  the 
business  in  shirtings  and  prints,  and  seriously  hamper  the  trade  in  sateens  and 
velveteens.  Any  modification  would  be  an  advantage,  and  in  the  case  of  sateens  and 
velveteens  and  lawns  we  do  not  think  that  any  modification  would  be  seriously 
combatted  by  the  purely  Protectionist  party,  as  in  these  goods  they  have  little  or 
nothing  to  protect.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Executive  or  this  Association  to  request  your  Lordship's 
attention  to  the  serious  effect  calculated  to  be  produced  upon  the  hat  manufacturing 
industry  of  this  country  by  the  forthcomii^g  revision  of  the  Italian  Commercial 
TfteaQes.; 

^^  understand  th?J.t  by  the  Treaty  with  Prance,  which  is  to  expire  upon  the  81st 
December  next,  the  rate  of  Tariff  for  the  impoi'tation  of  hats  made  of  felt  (fur  or  wool, 
or  fur  ^nd  wool  in  combination)  is  miich  lower  than  under  the  Italian  Treaty  with. 
Germany  which  will  then  be  available  for  British  goods,  which  we  believe  is  of  only 
comparatively  limited  range.  We  understand  that  so  far  the  duty  has  been 
60  centimes  per  hat,  and  that  the  effect  of  the  new  arrangement  will  be  to  fully  double 
this  duty,  which,  if  done,  will  be  quite  prohibitive  to  trade  between  England  and 
Itftly:mhata. 

Would  you|!  Lordship  be  good  enough  to  inform  me  if  we  are  correct  in  our 
assumptions  as  to  the  effect  this  new  arrangement  in  the  Italian  Treaties  will  have 
upon  the  hat  manufacturing  industry,  and,  if  so,  whether  we  may  look  upon  your 
lordship's  influence  to  have  some  arrangement  made  with  the  Italian  Xjoverhmerit 
whereby  British-made  hats  may  be  imported  into  that  country  at  a  more  reasoixaWe 
Tariff? 

I  would  respectfully  point  out  to  your  Lordship  the  case  of  the  Roumanian 
Treaty  of  last  year,  which  was  similar  in  eft'ect  to  this  one,  but  which,  by  your  Lord- 
ship's intervention  on  our  behalf,  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  import  duty  to  no  less  an 
extent  than  about  66  per  cent.  .

They  are  very  well  made,  all  wool,  good  in  colourings,  very 
clean,  and  so  cheap  that  our  manufacturers  cannot  produce  goods  equal  in  quality  at 
the  same  prices. 

The  prices  marked  on  the  tickets,  1*.  lid.,  2s.  4d.,  and  2^.  6d.,  are  for  1  yard  (of 
37  inches),  and  the  width  is  50*52  inches,  and,  further,  all  goods  are  delivered  here  free 
of  carriage  at  the  above  prices.  Our  users  of  these  goods,  i.e.,  those  who  have  to  make 
them  into  clothe^,  caps,  &c.,  would  much  prefer  to  buy  English  goods  if  they  could  do 
so,  because  time  would  be  saved ;  but  they  are  compelled  to  take  these  ItaUan  goods, 
as,  so  £^,  our  manufacturers  cannot  compete  with  them.  Italian  manufacturers  have 
therefore  no  ground  for  asking  for  protective  duties  on  goods  of  this  class.

WE  have  been  glad  of  the  opportunity  of  conferring  with  Mr.  C.  M.  Kennedy  re 
the  Italian  Tariff,  and,  as  desired  by  him,  we  now  be^  to  put  before  you  our  views 
thereon  in  detail : — 

1.  We  hope  the  Italian  Government  will  consent  to  a  imiform  rate  of  duty, 
irrcspQctxYj^  of  sizes,  aa  provided  in  the  existing  Taiiff>  otherwise  great  inconyenience 
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will  be  occasioned  on  the  gooda  entering  the  countfy  during  thq  veri%ation  of  the 
contents  of  the  cases  by  the  Customs  officers,  besides  entailing  grekt  risl^  of  breakage 
in  unpacking  and  repacking. 

2.  We  are  at  a  disadvantage  through  the  duty  being  levied  on  the  gross  weight 
instead  of  the  net  weight,  and  to  p\xi  us  on  a  footing  witli  those  cduntries  which  send 
their  glass  by  rail  in  waggons  without  cases,  thus  escaping  duty  on  the  latter,  a  tare, 
equivalent  to  the  weight  of  the  case  and  straw,  should  be  allowed  on  over  sea-borne 
glass ;  such  tare  represents  about  one-third  of  the  gtoss  weight;  j 

3.  The  proposed  increase  in  the  duties  we  submit  is  excessive,  and,  if  adopted, 
will  be  calculated  to  stop  the  importation  of  English  glass. 

On  the  other  side  we  show  the  present  scale  of  duty,  the  new  one  prciposed  by  our 
Italian  friends,  and  the  one  that  we  \f ould  suggest,  and  trust  the  Italian  Government 
will  be  prevailed  upon  to  adopt  the  latter.

Sir,  Town  Hall,  Hanley,  October  7, 1887. 

ON  the  27th  April  I  addressed  you  a  letter,  begging  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury  to 
use  his  best  endeavours  to  obtain  from  the  Italian  (royernmejit  some  allowance  for  tare 
on  English  sea-borne  earthenware  in  the  negotiations  which  you  were  good  enough  to 
tell  us  were  about  to  be  opened. 

In  that  letter  I  recapitulated  the  negotiations  on  the  subject  of  tare  in  the  Italian 
Custom-house  between  this  Chamber  and  the  Italian  Government,  both  direct  and 
through  the  favour  of  our  Foreign  Office.  I  will  not,  therefore,  repeat  that  r6sum6, 
but  beg  to  refer  you  to  it.  . 

I  see  that  negotiations  are  now  being  carried  on  between  the  Italian  and  French 
Governments  with  a  view  to  renewal  of  commercial  relations,  and  beg  you  to  take 
advantage  of  any  opportunity  that  may  occur  to  obtain  for  us  some  allowance  for  tare 
on  sea-borne  earthenware.  I  am  aware  that  this  cannot  be  obtained  by  direct  barter 
of  favours  between  this  country  and  Italy.  But  I  believe  much  may  be  done  indirectly 
to  obtain  for  us  by  means  of  the  ** most-favoured-nation  clause''  advantages  which  are 
not  to  the  detriment  of  either  France  or  Italy. 

The  competitors  who  have  taken  our  trade  in  Italy  are  the  Germans,  and  if  by 
granting  a  reasonable  tare  to  English  sea-borne  goods  some  of  the  trade  in  Italy  can 
be  recovered  to  our  manufacturers  from  the  Germans,  I  do  not  believe  the  French 
would  be  unwilling  to  help  to  do  us  this  good  turn. 

Our  interests  in  Italy  are  at  present  small,  but  I  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that,  if  we  could  get  a  tare  granted  in  the  Custom-house  of  33  per  cent,  on  crates 
("  harasse  *'),  or  if  we  could  get  the  privilege  of  paying  duty  on  the  net  weight  of  ware, 
subject  to  verification  as  is  accorded  in  the  French  Custom-house,  a  considerable  trade 
may  be  done  with  Italy. 

I  trust  therefore  you  will  take  advantage  of  any  opportunity  that  may  occur  to 
obtain  this  concession  from  the  Italian  Government.

My  Lord,  Exchange,  Bradford^  October  7,  1887. 

ALLOW  me  to  thank  your  Lordship,  on  behalf  of  this  and  twelve  other 
Chambers  of  Commerce  in  the  West  Biding  of  Yorkshire,  for  having  sent 
Mr.  C.  M.  Keimedy  to  meet  their  representatives  at  Exeter,  with  the  view  of 
discussing  the  new  Italian  Tariff  in  its  bearing  upon  the  worsted  and  woollen  industry 
of  this  district. 

Aided  by  Mr.  Keimedy's  experience  and  special  knowledge,  the  meeting  had  no 
difficulty  in  deciding  as  to  the  items  of  that  Tariff  most  deserving  your  Lordship's 
urgent  attention,  and  of  which  a  summary  is  contained  in  the  inclosed  Memorandum. 
That  paper  shows  that  a  thorough  remodelling  of  the  new  duties  on  wool  tissues 
is  absolutely  necessary  if  a  severe,  and  possibly  a  fatal,  blow  to  a  most  important 
branch  of  British  industry  is  to  be  averted. 

I  feel  also  bound  to  mention  to  your  Lordship  that  a  strong  feeling  exists,  and  is 
growing  in  intensity,  that  the  singling  out  of  the  Yorkshire  wool  industry  for 
exceptionally  unfair  treatment  would  not  be  the  act  of  a  friendly  coimtry  if  it  should 
be  persisted  in  after  that  unfairness  has  beeix  shown  to  be  the  practical  outcome  of  the 
new  Tariff  rates.

Observations  on  the  new  Italian  Tariff. 

THE  Conventional  TarifiF,  which  will  remain  in  force  until  the  end  of  the  present 
year,  classes  all  kinds  of  wool  tissues  into  two  categories,  viz. : — 

1.  Woollen  cloths  ("  tissuti  di  lana  scardassata  *') ;  and 

2.  Worsted  stuffs  (*'  tissuti  di  lana  pettinata  "). 
Both  are  again  divided  into  : — 

(a.)  Woollen  cloth  composed  of  wool  alone. 

(6.)  Woollen  cloth  with  a  cotton  warp  ;  and 

(c.)  Worsted  stuffs  df  pure  wnol. 

(rf.)  Worsted  stuffs  with  cotton  warp. 

The  Tariff  lately  voted  hy  the  Italian  Parliament  maintains  the  two  categories 
Nos.  1  and  2,  but  ignores  their  subdivisions  (6)  and  {d)  with  the  effect  of  raising  the 
uniform  duty  : — 

(6.)  Of  93  lire  60  c.  per  100  kilog  to  200  lire,  175  lire,  and  150  lire ;  and  on 

(d.)  Of  130  lire  per  100  kilog.  to  250  lii-e,  220  lire,  and  190  lire ; 
according  to  the  weight  per  square  metre. 

The  tissues  composed  of  wool  alone  have  been  raised  as  follows : 

(a.)  Woollen  cloth,  from  140  lire  to  200  lire,  175  lire,  and  150  lire. 

(c.)  Worsted  stuffs,  from  170  lire  lo  250  lire,  220  lire,  and  190  lire. 

But  as  these  pure  wool  goods  have  a  much  greater  interest  for  France,  Germany, 
and  Austria  than  for  England,  we  may  possibly  derive  some  benefit  from  the  conces- 
sions which  probably  will  be  made  to  these  three  countries  in  the  expected  negotiations 
for  new  Commercial  Treaties. 

The  omission  of  mixed  tissues  from  the  new  Tariff  would,  however,  inflict  an 
incalculable  injury  upon  the  Italian  trade  of  this  district,  whilst  it  would  have  hardly 
any  interest, for  the  three  countries  already  mentioned.  They  export  viery  feVj  if  any, 
wool-mixed  fabrics,  but  it  will  not  be  disputed  that  such  form  90  pfei*  ceht.  of  this 
district's  exports  to  Italy.  Continental  all-wool  tissues  have  frequently  two  br  three 
times  the  money  value  per  pound  of  very  similar  English  mixed  goods.  Such  foreign 
imports  can  thus  easily  bear  a  weight  duty  which  reaches  the  prohibitive  average  rate 
of  62  per  cent,  ad  valorem  on  mixed  woollens,  of  38  per  cent,  ad  valorem  on  mixed 
worsted  stuffs  of  English  manufacture. 

It  is  an  unpleasant  fact  that  the  new  Tariff  shows  the  greatest  rise  in  duties 
in  those  categories  which  almost  exclusively  apply  to  British  wool  tissues,  whilst  those 
duties  of  which  we  complain  tlie  least  are  imposed  upon  competing  goods,  principally 
imported  from  France  and  Austria. 

Thus  the  worst  effects  of  the  war  of  Tariffs  now  entered  upon  by  Italy  will  fall 
upon  free-trade  England,  and  not  upon  the  countries  of  which  she  complains  that  they 
impede  the  sale  of  Italian  produce  by  onerous  duties. 

If  justice  is  to  be  done  to  the  British  claims  for  fair  treatment,  it  tWII  be 
indispensable  to  reintroduce  into  the  new  Tariff  the  present  distinction  between  all-wool 
tissues  and  mixed  tissues. 

The  justice  and  fairness  of  this  distinction  was  acknowledged  by  the  original 
Government  proposal,  according  to  which  all  carded  wool  goods  with  cotton  warps 
were  to  pay  a  imiform  duty  of  100  lire  per  100  kilbg.  in  lieu  of  93  lite  50  c.  as  at 
present. 

Even  that  lower  duty  was  high  enough  to  cause  a  dimiiiutioii  of  imports  Ih  1886 
as  compared  with  1885  of  60  per  cent.,  or  from  12,235  kilog.  in  1885  to  B,000  kilog.  as 
estimated  for  1886. 

With  regard  to  worsted  tissues  for  women's  wear,  which  are  mostly  prodilcfed  in 
the  district  of  which  Bradford  is  the  centre,  and  which,  almost  tHthout  Exception, 
Ti^eigh  less  than  200  grammes  per  square  metre,  the  present  duty  is  1  lire  Sb  c. 
per  kilog.,  and  the  new  one  is  to  be  2  lire  50  c,  the  same  as  for  the  faiost  costly  Freiich 
all-wool  merinos  or  cashmeres. 

The  exports  of  this  class  of  goods  from  England  to  Italy  are  of  the  average  value 
of  6  lire  pet  kilog.,  and  thus  the  duty  on  them  has  been  raised  from  21-5  per  cent,  to 
42  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

Even  the  present  duties  are  too  high,  to  judge  from  the  constantly  diminishing 
imports,  which  dwindled  down  from  8,294  quintals  in  1881  to  probably  6,500  quintals 
in  1886. 

The  import  of  pure  wool-combed  tissues,  on  the  contrary,  appears  to  have  been 
the  largest  on  record,  viz.,  24,000  kilog. 
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Sufficient  reasons  have  been  shown  for  a  serious  reconsideration  of  tbe  new 
Tariff,  if  its  probably  unintentional  unfairness  to  this  country  is  not  to  produce 
unpleasant  effects  upon  the  commercial  relations  between  the  two  countries,  but  there 
are  further  matters  which  equally  deserve  the  earnest  attention  of  Her  Majesty's 
Government. 

The  trade  between  the  two  countries  is  exposed  to  annoyance  and  certain  danger 
by  contradictions  in  the  text  of  the  Tariff,  which  ought  to  be  amended  if  constant 
differences  with  the  Customs  are  to  be  avoided,  such  as  this  Chamber  has  but  too 
frequently  been  obliged  to  trouble  the  Foreign  Office  with. 

Under  No.  85  it  is  stated  that : — 

**  To  mixed  tissues  of  this  category  (jute),  as  well  as  of  categories  6  ?tnd  7  (cotton 
and  wool),  the  duty  of  the  material  predominating  in  weight  must  be  applied,  but  in 
cases  of  equal  weight  the  duty  of  the  highest  taxed  material  is  to  be  applied.*' 

No.  129  contradicts  this  plain  rule  by  stating  that,  *'  As  combed-wpol  tissues  must 
be  treated,  all  those  wjiich  contain  also  a  part  not  predominating  of  such  material 
combed,  and  also  which  contain  of  silk  material  less  than  12  per  cent." 

Thus,  a  few,  or  even  a  single  thread  of  wool,  which  the  Customs  may  declare  to 
be  comb^,  or  a  single  fibre  of  silk  mixed  with  the  yarn,  might  be'  considered  a 
justification  for  throwing  the  lowest  kind  of  mixed  woollens  into  the  highest  taxed 
category. 

Judging  from  past  experience,  such  a  supposition  is  not  beyond  the  rai^e  of 
possibility,  and  it  is  evident  that  a  new  door  is  open  to  interminable  disputes. 

The  only  possible  way  to  prevent  such  annoying  impediments  to  trade  is  to  adopt 
the  simple  rule  laid  down  in  No.  85,  which  also  governs  most  of  other,  if  not  all, 
foreign  Tariffs,  and  to  declare  once  for  all  that  in  mixed  articles  the  material  predomi- 
nating in  weight  shall  invariably  determine  the  category. 

This  woidd  also  remove  the  contradiction  between  No.  85  and  No.  119  b,  of  which 
the  latter  claims  for  mixed  goods,  in  which  the  wool  does  not  enter  with  50  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  weight,  an  extra  duty  of  20  lire. 

This  new  feature  would  place  an  onerous  duty  on  another  important  article  of  our 
exports,  viz.,  worsteds  figured,  in  the  composition  of  which  cotton  predominates. 
These  are  worth  at  most  5  fr.  to  5  fr.  50  c.  per  kilog.,  and  would  in  future  have  to  pay 
I  fr.  37  c,  or  1  lire  69  c.  per  kilog.,  according  to  the  number  of  threads,  in  lieu  of 
97  cents  and  1  lire  9  c,  as  at  present,  i.e.,  if  not  classed  among  "  graticolati  a  foggia 
diveW^ 

Without  entering  into  all  the  particulars  of  the  vexed  question  of  what  is 
**  graticolati  '*  or  not,  it  will  suffice  to  call  attention  to  the  necessity  of  settling 
definitively  the  meaning  of  that  word,  which  is  now  frequently  applied  to  an 
important  article  sent  from  this  district  to  Italy,  where  it  is  largely  used  for  the 
dresses  of  working-class  women,  but  can  never  be  employed  for  veils  ("  veli "). 

Goods  of  this  class  contain  more  cotton  than  wool ;  average  less  than  5  lire  per 
kiloo'. ;  would,  if  classed  as  *'  graticolati,"  have  to  pay  27  lire  5  c,  or  55  per  cent,  on 
their  value.

WE  see  with  much  concern  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Italian  Government  to 
raise  the  Custom-house  duties  on  paints  of  all  kinds  from  the  Ist  January,  1888. 

The  actual  duties  on  articles  of  our  manufacture  are  already  so  high,  that  we 
cannot  but  contemplate  the  proposed  increase  with  dismay.  Handicapped  as  we  are 
already  by  German  manufacturers,  who  have  the  benefit  of  the  cheaper  route  vift,  the 
St.  Gothard,  it  is  all  we  can  do  to  hold  our  own.  The  proposed  change  in  the  Tariff 
on  such  goods  as  we  now  send  in  considerable  quantities  to  all  parts  of  Italy  will,  we 
fear,  close  those  markets  against  us  entirely. 

We  trust,  my  Lord»  that,  in  consideration  of  the  extreme  competition  and 
abnormal  depression  under  which  British  trade  suffers  at  the  present  time,  your 
Lordship  will  be  pleased  to  take  our  remarks  into  consideration,  and  that  representa- 
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tions  may  be  made  to  the  Italian  Government  with  a  view  to  some  mitigation  of  the 
proposed  duties.

Institute  of  British  Carriage  Manufacturers  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury.

THE  Council  of  the  Institute  of  British  Carriage  Manufacturers  respectfully  urge 
you  to  endeavour  to  obtain  as  favourable  terms  as  is  possible  in  the[  contemplated  new 
Treaty. 

When  Mr.  Cobden  was  negotiating  the  Commercial  Treaty  with  France  in  1859, 
the  French  manufacturers  contended  for  a  duty  of  20  per  cent,  on  British  carriages 
entering  France.  We  showed  that  a  10  per  cent,  duty  afforded  ample  protection  for 
the  French  industry,  and  facts  have  amply  verified  our  contention,  for  whereas  years 
ago  many  British  carriages  were  sent  into  France  the  current  of  trade  has  been  reversed, 
and  far  more  French  carriages  are  now  sent  to  England  than  English  carriages  into 
France. 

In  past  years  many  carriages  were  sent  from  England  to  Italy,  but  the  trade  has 
much  decreased.  It  is  with  the  hope  of  reviving  the  British  export  trade  in  carriages 
that  we  desire  to  secure  the  good  offices  of  the  British  Government  in  seizing  all 
favourable  occasions  of  assisting  a  useful  Britisli  industry  that  has  for  many  years 
severely  suffered  from  the  extension  of  the  railway  system,  the  pressure  of  internal 
taxation,  and  the  general  depression  of  trade  in  England  and  high  foreign  Tariffs ; 
while  carriages  are  admitted  into  our  own  country  free  from  any  dufy  whatever.

The  nominal  increase  in  the  duties  would  be  respectively  50  per  cent.,  56f  per 
cent.,  and  133^  per  cent.,  but  in  reality  it  would  vary  considerably  according  to  the 
proportion  of  value  to  weight  in  the  different  classes  of  goods. 

In  order  to  illustrate  this  more  clearly,  this  Chamber  has  prepared  four  Tables

All  the  articles  enumerated  in  these  Tables  have  been  sold  to  Italy  during  the 
present  year,  and  have  been  selected  so  as  to  fairly  represent  all  the  classes  of  goods. 
The  present  duties  are  sufficiently  protective  to  allow  lace  making  to  be  profitably 
pursued  in  Italy.  The  proposed  new  duties  would  in  many  cases  exclude  Nottingham 
goods,  especially  bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  lace  productions  of  this  town  are 
remarkable  for  their  specially  low  values  (effect  for  the  money),  and  it  is  just  upon 
this  class  of  goods  that  the  high  specific  duty  is  most  felt. 

Mr.  Carver,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  this  Chamber,  will  b^  in  town 
on  Wednesday,  and  will  place  the  patterns  above  referred  to  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Kennedy.

REFEREING  to  the  conversation  which  the  President  of  the  above  Chamber 
(I.  H.  Fearse,  Esq.)  had  with  you  upon  the  subject  of  the  Italian  Tariff  at  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  Associated  Chambers  at  Exeter,  I  am  instructed  to  say  that  the  matter 
[105]  D 
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having  been  duly  taken  into  consMerBttion  by  tWs  Chamber,  they  deisre  to  bring  the 
following  facts  to  your  notice. 

The  rate  npon  "  carpets  or  rags  of  -wool  or  of  wool  waste,  including  those  in 
which  other  textiles,  with  the  exception  of  silk,  predominate  in  weight  '*  (which,  it  is 
presumed,  is  the  classification  under  which  the  manufactures  of  this  town  would 
come)  appears  to  be  about  44^.  Sd,  per  cwt.,  whereas,  under  the  French  Tariff  (which' 
is  also  by  weight),  the  duly  is  not  more  than  half  that  amount,  as  shown  by  the 
following  figures.  Upon  Brussels  and  "Wilton  carpets  it  is  325.  6rf.,  on  tapestry 
velvets  22^.  4c?.,  and  on  tapestry  only.lS^.  S^d.  per  cwt.,  while  in  Belgium  and  other 
countries  where  an  ad  valorem  duty  prevails,  the  rates  are  still  more  favourable. 
Moreover,  the  Italian  Tariff,  besides  being  excessive  in  amount,  is  extremely  unfair, 
in  that  it  imposes  the  same  duty  upon  inferior  as  upon  superior  qualities  of  goods,  the 
inferior  being  in  almost  all  cases  the  heaviest  material,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the 
British  manufacturers  will  be  placed  at  a  great  disadvantage  as  compared  with  the 
French,  with  whose  lighter  goods  it  will  be  next  to  impossible  to  compete. 

It  is  therefore  of  the  utmost  importance  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
secure  the  adoption  of  an  ad  valorem  payment  of  duty,  imder  which  the  different 
qualities  of  carpets  should  pay  in  proportion  to  their  value. 

If,  however,  this  should  be  impossible,  then  the  Elidderminster  Chamber  would 
suggest  that  inasmuch  as  no  alteration  appears  to  have  been  made  in  the  amount  of 
the  duty  under  the  new  Italian  Tariff  (which  still  remains  so  much  in  excess  of 
the  French  and  other  Tariffs),  some  effort  should  be  made  to  obtain  a  corresponding 
reduction  in  the  rate.  It  is  the  earnest  wish  of  the  Chamber,  however,  that  the 
adoption  of  the  ad  valorem  system  may  be  obtained  even  at  as  high  a  rate  of  duty 
as  15  per  cent.  The  rate  in  Belgium,  however,  is  but  10  per  cent.,  and  in  Holland 
only  5.

'OUR  pToduct  has  hitherto  passed  the  Italian  Custom-house  as  "  Bianco  di  Zinco/' 
it  being  a  sulphide  of  zinc  paint,  but  containing  no  oxide  of  zinc,  paying  2  £r.  di^ 
per  quintal. 

The  latter  article,  we  find,  by  the  new  Tariff  No.  35,  has  been  raised  from  2  fr.  to 
^  fr.  per  quintal,  or  150  per  cent,  increase. 

This  duty  would  naturally  be  prohibitive,  and  we  would  ask  you  to  enter  a  protest 
•on  our  behalf  with  the  Italian  Govemmojit  against  this  prohibitive  raising  of  the 
Tariff  on  oxide  of  zinc,  or  request  that  our  manufacture  should  be  admitted  under  the 
heading  of  sulphide  of  zinc  at  a  reduced  Tariff,  as  this  article  is  not  to  be  found  in  the 
new  Tariff  sent  to  us. 

Our  manufacture,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  contains  roughly  about  30  per  cent,  sulphide 
of  zinc  and  70  per  cent,  sulphate  of  barytes,  the  latter.  No.  43  in  the  Tariff,  paying 
only  1  fr.  per  quintal ;  but  as  we  sell  the  product  as  zinc  paint,  and  the  real  value  is 
in  the  sulphide  of  zinc,  we  do  not  expect  to  only  pay  duty  as  sulphate  of  barytes. 

Should  the  Department  be  able  to  assist  us  in  this  matter,  which,  we  assure  you, 
is  of  great  moment  to  us,  we  shall  be  most  grateful.

IN  accordance  with  the  instructions  conveyed  to  me  in  your  Lordship's  despatch 
of  the  20th  ultimo,  I  have  requested  Mr.  J.  G.  Kennedy  to  call  on  Signer  EUena,  and 
to  take  such  preliminary  steps  as  he  might  think  advisable  before  making  an  official 
representation  to  the  Italian  Government  on  the  wishes  of  British  manufacturers  in 
regard  to  reduction  of  the  new  Tariff  duties,  as  well  as  in  the  system  of  classification 
^opted  with  reference  to  certain  goods  in  the  same. 

As  General  Robilant,  when  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs,  objected  to  any  commu- 
nications being  made  by  members  of  the  Diplomatic  Body  to  the  different  Departments 
of  State  otherwise  than  through  the  medium  of  the  Italian  Foreign  Office,  I  thought 
it  right,  before  giving  instructions  to  Mr.  Kennedy,  to  inquire  of  Signer  Crispi 
whether  he  had  any  objection  to  my  communicating  personally,  or  through 
Mr.  Kennedy,  with  Signer  EUena  in  regard  to  certain  representations  which  I  was 
directed  by  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  address  to  him.  Signer  Crispi  said  that  I 
was  perfectly  at  liberty  to  do  so,  and  that  he  should  be  happy  to  receive  the  represen- 
tations to  which  I  referred. 

I  have  now  the  honour  to  inclose  a  Memorandum,  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Kennedy,  of 
the  conversation  he  has  held  with  Signer  EUena,  from  which,  I  regret  to  say,  it 
appears  that  there  is  Uttle  hope  that  any  direct  concessions  would  be  made  to 
British  trade,  the  only  hope  lying  in  concessions  mutually  made  by  Italy  and 
Austria  and  by  Italy  and  France,  by  which  Great  Britain  might  profit  as  a  favoured 
nation. 

Mr.  Kennedy  appears  to  have  urged  very  ably  every  argimient  furnished  by  your 
Lordship's  above-mentioned  despatch,  and  the  representations  of  the  Chambers  of 
Commerce,  on  behalf  of  the  respective  trades  threatened  by  the  Italian  General  Tariff, 
but  without  avail.  Signer  EUena  having  informed  him  that  the  only  person  who  could 
effect  a  concession  in  favour  of  British  trade  would  be  the  President  of  the  CouncD, 
Signer  Crispi,  but  that  his  ExceUency  would  hardly  venture  on  such  a  step,  so  certain 
to  be  violently  opposed  by  Parliament.

Memorandum. 

HAVING  carefully  perused  the  instructions  contained  in  Lord  Salisbury's 
despatch  of  the  20th  instant,  together  with  the  inclosures  therein  contained,  I  to-day 
called,  at  the  request  of  Her  Majesty's  Ambassador,  upon  Signor  EUena,  the  chief  Italian 
negotiator  in  the  commercial  negotiations  now  pending  between  Italy  and  France,  who 
also  holds  the  position  of  Secretary-General  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Agriculture. 

I  informed  Signor  Ellena  generally  of  the  chief  wishes  of  British  traders  in  regard 
to  reduction  of  Tariff  duties,  and  of  classification,  as  summarized  in  the  Report  by 
Mr.  C.  M.  Kennedy  (Inclosure  1  in  the  above  despatch). 

Signor  Ellena  listened  carefully  to  my  observations,  and  agreed  with  my  statements 
as  to  the  detrimental  effect  of  the  increased  duties  and  new  classification  upon  British 
imports  into  Italy,  but  he  declined  to  hold  out  the  smallest  hope  that  any  direct 
concessions  could  be  made  to  British  trade :  the  only  hope  lay  in  concessions  mutually 
made  by  Italy  and  Austria  and  Italy  and  France. 

Signor  Ellena  said  that,  in  spite  of  the  very  cordial  friendship  for  England  held 
by  Italians,  there  was  a  feeling  in  Parliament  and  in  commercial  classes  that  no  com- 
mercial concession  should  be  made  to  a  coimtry  which  sends  to  Italy  annually  four 
times  as  much  as  she  receives  from  Italy. 

I  remonstrated  against  such  arguments,  because  statistics  proved  that  the  excess 
of  British  imports  was  due  to  articles  not  produced  in  Italy,  such  as  coals,  pig  iron, 
manufactured  iron,  and  steel,  and  colonial  products.  Whilst  admitting  the  correctness 
of  my  assertion,  Signor  Ellena  maintained  that  the  above  feeling  existed,  and  stated 
that  the  influential  Cluunber  of  Commerce  of  Milan  had  petitioned  for  a  new  Tariff 
revision,  in  order  to  increase  the  high  duties  recently  voted. 

I  then  pressed  ui)on  Signor  Ellena  the  expediency,  in  the  interests  alike  of  British 
and  Italian  trade,  of  effecting  Tariff  reductions  and  clearer  classification  on  certain 
classes  of  cotton  tissues :  on  grey  (7  kilog.  and  above),  on  printed  cottons,  on  common 
and  fine  cotton  velvets,  and  on  cotton  laces,  curtains,  &c. ;  but  he  declined  to  commit 
himself  at  all  beyond  saying  that  small  concessions  on  these  articles  might  be  made 
during  the  negotiations  with  Austria  and  France.  As  regards  rliixed  woollens  and 
worsteds  he  held  the  same  language,  in  spite  of  my  strong  remonstrances,  and  reminded 
me  of  our  previous  conversations,  already  reported  to  the  Foreign  Office. 

In  regard  to  iron  and  steel  manufactures,  Signor  Ellena  was,  if  possible,  even  less 
yielding.  He  said  that  Italian  manufacturers  attached  great  importance  to  the  impo- 
sition of  high  duties  upon  blooms  and  billets,  tools  and  implements,  and  machinery  of 
all  descriptions,  and  that  Italy  was  not  likely  to  make  concessions  in  favour  of  these 
articles  during  the  commercial  negotiations.  In  fact,  nothing  could  be  less  yieliing 
than  Signor  Ellena's  language  all  along  the  line  of  the  new  Tariff.

I  HAVE  addressed  to  the  Italian  Government  a  note,  copy  of  which  is  herewith 
inclosed,  urging  the  claims  of  British  industries  interested  in  the  cotton  and  woollen 
trade  with  Italy,  advocating  also  the  wishes  of  glass  and  felt  hat  manufacturers,  and 
reserving  the  category  of  iron  and  steel  for  a  later  representation.

Sir  J.  Savile  to  Signor  Crispi. 
M,  le  Ministre,  Rome,  November  1, 1887. 

IN  obedience  to  instructions  conveyed  to  me  by  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary 
of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  I  have  the  honour  to  make  to  your  Excellency  a  serious 
but  friendly  representation  in  behalf  of  certain  British  commercial  interests  which,  as 
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regards  trade  with  Italy,  are  threatened  with  almost  total  annihilation  unless  reductions 
be  made  in  the  new  General  Customs  Tariff. 

As  your  Excellency  is  aware,  there  is  no  question  of  formal  negotiation  between 
the  Government  of  Her  Majesty  and  the  Italian  Government  on  the  above  subject; 
it  is  a  matter  of  friendly  communication  between  them.  Her  Majesty's  Government 
feel  assured  that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Italian  Gt)vemment  to  injure  British 
trade  as  such,  nor  yet  to  take  any  action  which  will  weaken  the  commercial  relations 
between  the  two  countries.  They  accordingly  rely  on  a  careful  examination  being 
made  of  the  representations  made  by  Her  Majesty's  Embassy,  and  an  equitable 
consideration  of  the  statements  now  placed  before  your  Excellency. 

It  will  be  evident  to  your  Excellency  that  the  general  and  considerable  increase 
of  customs  duties  announced  in  the  new  Tariff  will  injuriously  affect  all  British  trade 
with  Italy,  but,  inasmuch  as  the  new  Customs  Tariff  has  become  a  law  of  the  State,  it 
is  useless  to  ask  for  a  general  reduction,  and,  consequently,  I  shall  confine  my  repre- 
seutations  to  such  articles  of  trade  as  are  most  seriously  threatened,  in  the  belief  that 
the  friendly  sentiments  by  which  you  have  always  been  animated  towards  the  people 
and  interests  of  Great  Britain  will  induce  your  Excellency  to  sanction  reductions  of 
duties  and  changes  of  classifications  which  avowedly  prejudice  British  rather  than 
other  foreign  commerce,  and  thereby  afford  relief  to  British  trade  without  interfering 
with  Italian  industx'y. 

Taking  first  the  Tariff  category  of  cotton^  I  beg  to  invite  your  Excellency's  atten- 
tion to  the  annexed  Memorandum  No.  1,*  which  embodies  the  wishes  and  suggestions 
of  the  important  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Nottingham,  and,  whilst  earnestly 
supporting  tlie  wishes  therein  recorded,  I  would  especially  ask  a  reduction  in  the 
iofiwaise  of  duty  on  cotton  tissues  under  Tariff  No.  103  (6) ;  also  for  a  reduction  in 
favour  of  printed  cottons  and  of  cotton  laces  and  curtains,  and  a  clearer  definition  of 
the  UtiQw  distinction  between  common  and  fine  cotton  velvets. 

There  is,  I  am  informed,  good  reason  to  think .  that  the  above-mentioned  cotton 
laces  and  curtains  are  not  at  present  made  in  any  quantity  in  Italy,  and  that  these 
imports  are  chiefly  British. 

The  Memorandum  No.  2t  annexed  shows  that  some  of  the  duties  in  the  new 
Tariff  on  these  manufactures  are  more  than  double  the  existing  rates,  and  that  the 
new  classification  is  wanting  in  clearness ;  while  the  complete  collection  of  samples 
accompanying  the  Nottingham  Memorandum  illustrates  and  proves  the  statemente  of 
the  memorialists. 

In  regard  to  the  disastrous  effect  of  the  new  Tariff  duties  upon  mixed  wool  goods, 
I  beg  to  call  your  Excellency's  attention  to  the  inclosed  letters  and  comparative  state- 
ments from  the  Yorkshire  Chambers  of  Commerce.  J 

The  trade  in  pure  wool  goods  concerns  Austria,  Prance,  and  Germany  more  than 
the  United  Kingdom ;  but  the  case  is  different  as  regards  mixed  woollens  and  worsteds. 
These  goods,  for  which  a  separate  classification  has  hitherto  existed  in  the  Italian 
Tariff,  are  hereafter  to  be  charged  the  same  rates  as  pure  wool  goods,  and  thus  the 
greatest  increase  in  duties  will  take  place  in  those  descriptions  of  merchandize  which 
only  concern  continental  trade  in  a  minor  degree,  whereas,  as  your  Excellency 
recognizes  in  your  note  of  the  29th  August,  addressed  to  this  Embassy,  they  form  a 
leading  trade  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  Italy.  Italian  manufacturers  cannot 
in  the  case  of  these  goods  be  reasonably  said  to  require  protection;  the  change  of 
classification  and  duty  cannot  be  expected  to  benefit  the  Italian  Treasury,  and  the 
worst  effects  of  these  changes  will  fall  upon  Great  Britain,  and  not  upon  continental 
countries. 

Under  the  above  circumstances,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  ask  your  Excellency  that  the 
duties  on  mixed  wool  textiles  should  be  maintained  at  a  lower  rate  than  those  charged 
on  pure  wool  goods. 

Details  in  explanation  of  these  points  are  set  forth  in  the  annexed  letters  from 
Sir  J.  Behrens,§  together  with  criticisms  on  the  phraseology  of  tiie  new  Tariff  Law,  which 
indicate  that  on  several  points  it  is  ambiguous,  and  is  likely  to  give  rise  to  disputes 
between  the  Customs  Administration  and  merchants. 

The  letter,  of  which  copy  is  inclosed^  |[  from  the  Huddersfield  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  the  patterns  of  the  wool  manufacturers  of  that  district  which  accom- 
pany it,  afford  further  illustratiaiis  in  support  of  the  statements  in  Sir  J.  Behrens* 
above-mentioned  letter. 

The  letter  likewise  inclosed  from  the  Leeds  Chamber  of  Commerce  further  shows

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that  Italian  wool  goods  are  sold  at  cheaper  rates  in  their  district  than  th^  can  be 
made  in  England.  The  accompanying  samples  *  afford  evidence  of  the  fcorrectness  of 
the  assertion  that  the  woollen  industry  of  Italy  cannot  be  said  to  require  protection  in 
order  to  enable  their  products  to  compete  in  foreign  markets. 

On  the  article  "  glass,"  I  beg  to  obserre  that  the  present  Tariff  divides  glass  apart 
from  small  wares  into  (1)  common  window ;  (2)  polished  plate  and  sheet ;  and 
(3)  silvered  plate  and  sheet.  The  new  Tariff  maintains  these  classes,  but  subdivides 
them  according  to  size.  The  present  arrangement  is  simple,  whereas  the  new  classifi- 
cation is  complicated. 

The  wishes  of  British  glass  manufacturers  are  developed  in  the  inclosed  letter.t 

As  regards  both  the  glass  and  earthenware  trades,  I  would  earnestly  call  your 
Excellency's  attention  to  the  strong  feeling  which  exists  in  favour  of  the  allowance  of 
one- third  the  weight  as  tare.  As  your  Excellency  is  aware,  the  British  articles  of 
glass  and  earthenware  manufacture  must  be  carefully  packed  in  strong  cases  for  the 
sea  voyage,  whilst  the  same  articles  from  the  European  continent  reach  Italy  by  rail 
with  light  wrappers  of  straw. 

The  Kings  Government  are  now  in  a  position,  by  virtue  of  Article  6  of  the  new 
Oastoms  Law  to  meet  this  application  for  tare  readily  and  in  a  friendly  spirit, 
inasmuch  as  they  can  now  determine  the  matter  without  submitting  a  fresh  Bill  to  the 
Legislature. 

Before  closing  this  part  of  my  representation  I  would  mention  two  articles  of 
minor  importance,  but  upon  which  the  new  Tariff  presses  with  undue  severity. 

The  duty  on  hats  of  felt  has  been  raised  from  50  lire  per  quintal  to  100  lire  per 
100  hats,  and  the  duty  on  biscuits  (common  and  unsweetened)  from  25  to  40  lire  per 
quintal.  I  venture  to  hope  that  serious  concessions  may  be  made  in  favour  of  these 
articles  of  trade. 

On  the  important  trade  in  metals  between  Great  Britain  and  Italy,  I  am  not  yet 
in  a  position  to  make  full  representations  of  the  wishes  of  British  manufacturers. 
Meanwhile,  I  beg  to  observe  that  there  is  a  general  and  strong  feeling  in  England 
that  a  more  moderate  duty  than  the  one  proposed  should,  in  the  interests  of  Italian  as 
well  as  of  British  trade,  be  levied  on  talf-manufactured  goods,  such,  for  example,  as 
blooms  and  steel  ingots  ("  nielli  e  acciaio  in  pani  '*). 

Again,  the  very  complicated  classification  of  iron  and  steel  wares  in  Articles 
Nos.  206  and  210  of  the  new  Tariff  must  necessarily  cause  great  inconvenience  to  trade. 
If  acted  upon,  the  classification  under  the  latter  article  must  involve  a  Customs 
examination  of  every  separate  article  imported.  Taking  files  as  an  example,  the  duty 
is  assessed  according  to  the  cuttings  per  linear  centimetre,  measured  at  right  angles  to 
the  cuttings,  it  is  evident  that  such  a  system  must  involve  delay  at  the  Custom-house, 
disputes  and  trouble  incommensurate  with  the  profits  of  the  trade,  for  it  is  to  be 
remembered  that  consignments  of  those  goods  do  not  consist  of  one  description  only, 
but  of  various  sorts  forwarded  in  the  same  case. 

I  consequently  express  the  hope  that  the  existing  convenient  and  simple  classifi- 
cation may  be  maintained  on  behalf  of  Italian  as  well  as  British  interests. 

As  regards  machinery,  I  am  informed  that  the  large  increase  made  on  all 
descriptions  of  machines,  varying  from  80  per  cent,  to  100  per  cent,  on  the  present 
duty,  cannot  fail  to  be  detrimental,  as  shown  by  the  inclosed  letter  from  the  Agricul- 
tural Engineers'  Association,}  and  that  more  moderate  duties  would  cause  less  outlay 
for  the  equipment  of  industrial  establishments,  and  prove  beneficial  to  agriculture, 
while  such  duties  would  probably  be  equally  productive  as  regards  the  Italian 
Treasury.

Government  averts  it  by  convincing  the  Italian  Ministry  of  the  injustice  which  the 
new  Tariff  must  inflict  upon  the  industry  of  this  district. 

It  is  a  peculiarity  of  English  wool  manufactures  that  the  most-favoured-nation 
treatment,  to  which  we  are  constantly  referred  by  Italy,  will  do  us  little  or  no  good  (if 
not  the  reverse)  if  Austria  or  France  should  obtain  a  partial  revision  of  the  General 
TariflP. 

The  Council  of  our  Chamber  of  Commerce  are  so  much  alarmed  at  this  danger  to 
our  already  too  severely  tried  industry,  that  I  am  requested  to  ask  you  to  grant  me  the 
favour  of  a  private  interview  in  the  course  of  next  week,  and  to  obtain  for  me  a 
subsequent  one  with  Lord  Salisbury,  if  possible,  on  the  same  day.  Time  is  pressing, 
for,  as  I  understand  the  laws  sanctioning  the  new  Tariff,  the  Government  of  the  King 
must  propose  any  modifications  in  it  not  later  than  the  1st  December  next.  In  the 
absen^'e  of  such  a  proposal  or  Decree,  which  must  be  approved  by  the  Legislature  in 
the  month  of  December,  the  General  Tariff  must  come  into  force  on  the  1st  January, 
1888. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  any  public  action  on  the  part  of  Chambers  of  Commerce 
would  be  inexpedient,  if  not  injurious,  under  present  circumstances,  but  that  repre- 
sentations from  Her  Majesty's  Government  ought  to  be  effective  if  they  were  based 
upon,  and  supported  by,  a  thorough  reference  to  facts  and  details,  which  in  this  case 
are  much  more  important  than  general  principles. 

The  urgency  of  our  case  must  be  my  excuse  for  the  great  liberty  I  am  taking,  and 
I  hope  to  receive  a  favourable  answer,  so  that,  come  what  may,  we  shall  have  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  everything  possible  had  been  done  to  prevent  the 
threatened  loss  of  an  important  part  of  British  trade.

THE  Council  of  the  Nottingham  Chamber  of  Commerce  beg  respectfully  to 
place  before  your  Lordship  the  proposed  increase  of  the  rates  of  duties  in  the  new 
Italian  Tariff  upon  hosiery  goods  imported  into  Italy,  which,  if  carried  into  effect,  will^ 
as  far  as  they  can  understand,  in  some  cases  be  completely  pn)hibitory. 

On  cotton  hosiery  goods  there  will  be  an  increase  of  50  percent,  on  circular  goods^ 
and  125  per  cent,  on  fashioned  goods. 

On  silk  hosiery  goods  there  will  be  an  increase  of  75  per  cent,  on  plain  black, 
150  per  cent,  on  figured  black,  75  per  cent,  on  plain  coloured  black,  and  230  per  cent, 
on  figured  fashioned  black. 

The  Council  hope  that  on  further  discussion  of  the  subject  this  proposed  increase 
may  not  be  maintained,  as  it  will  be  seriously  injurious  to  the  manufacturers  of  hosiery 
goods  in  this  coimtry.

by  some  means,  in  some  way,  induce  the  Italian  Ambassador  in  London  to  use  his 
best  exertions  that  the  appeal  of  this  Chamber  shoxdd  receive  the  most  favourable 
consideration  of  the  Italian  Government. 

We  take  the  liberty  to  point  out  to  your  Lordship  that  the  strongest  argument  we 
feel  can  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  Italian  Government  is  the  fact  that  the  contem- 
plated increase  of  duties  would  undoubtedly  lead  to  a  cessation  of  business,  involving 
a  serious  loss  to  the  Italian  revenue,  and  would  also,  in  all  probability,  encourage  the 
smuggling  of  goods  into  the  country ;  whilst  we  maintain  that  the  present  Tsmff  is 
sufficiently  high  to  protect  any  native  industry  of  a  kindred  character.

Formerly  all  these  goods  paid  only  250  lire  or  300  lire  respectively,  and  the  most 
important  of  the  Italian  whol^ale  houses  importing  laces,  &c.,  have  petitioned  against 
any  increase  of  duty,  in  fact,  wished  for  a  reduction  on  the  quite  conunon  goods, 
wMch,  under  the  present  Tariff,  pay  already  over  60  per  cent. 

The  Government  had  proposed  only  500  fr.  on  cotton  laces,  but  one  firm, 
**  Henkels,"  a  German  house  of  Barmen,  having  put  up  a  few  machines  at  Pinerolo, 
and  therefore  greatly  interested  that  the  duty  should  be  very  high,  considers  500  fr. 
not  enough  yet,  and  asks  for  700  fr.,  and  the  Commission  of  Inquiry  is  willing  to 
accede  to  their  request,  placing  the  enormous  duty  of  700  fr.  on  cotton  laces,  thus 
taking  no  notice  of  the  Petition  of  the  Italian  houses  which  is  founded  on  the  real 
merits  of  the  case. 

Now  I  should  like  to  point  out  to  you  that  Henkels,  of  Pinerolo,  has  only  a  very 
small  plant  of  machinery,  producing  only  one  special  class  of  laces,  quite  different 
from  what  is  made  in  Nottingham,  and  what  to  manfacturers  in  this  country  is 
utterly  insignificant  when  compared  with  what  is  imported  of  Nottingham  goods, 
made  in  infinite  variety  of  styles  and  patterns,  and  produced  on  quite  different 
machines. 

The  importation  of  laces,  curtains,  &c.,  from  Nottingham,  amounts  at  present  in 
my  estimation  to  at  least  5,000,000  fr.,  on  which  the  Government  under  the  present 
Tariff  averaging  about  40  per  cent,  receives  2,000,000  fr.  as  duty.  Now,  such  an 
enormous  increase  as  that  proposed  would  have,  as  immediate  effect,  an  importation 
of  lace  machines  from  Austria,  where  similar  styles  of  laces  and  curtains  are  made. 
The  Italian  Government  would  not  gain  anything  by  such  a  course  of  events ;  all  the 
Italian  houses  would  lose  immensely,  and  the  money  gained  on  laces  being  made  in 
Italy  would  not  remain  in  Italy,  but  go  to  Austria.    Besides,  such  a  high  l^triff  would 
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greatly  encourage  contraband,  and  perhaps  compel  the  honest  houses  of  business  to 
abandon  the  article  altogether. 

Henkel,  of  Pinerolo,  in  his  Petition,  is  not  quite  correct : 

The  Belgian  duty  on  laces  is  only  10  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  and  the  Spanish  duty 
far  from  being  prohibitory,  as  Henkel  puts  it,  is  lower  on  cotton  laces  than  the  Italian 
present  Tariff,  i.e.,  lower  than  3  fr.  Russia  alone  has;  as  it  were,  a  prohibitory  duty 
on  laces,  and  it  cannot  be  Italy's  intention  to  follow  Euasia's  example. 

It  would  therefore  be  in  the  interest  of  all  concerned  that— 

1.  The  duty  on  cotton  laces  and  curtains,  &c.,  should  be  raised,  at  least,  not  in 
that  prohibitory  manner ; 

2.  That  no  difference  should  be  made  between  "tulli  lisci"  and  "tulli  operati," 
otherwise  common  "  operati "  would  pay  much  more  than  the  better  class  "lisci,"  the 
latter  representing  a  greater  value  aU  round  than  the  common  "  operati ;'' 

3.  That  curtains,  &c.,  taped,  should  not  pay  60  per  cent,  more  as  **  oggetti  cuciti.'* 
This  should  be  made  very  distinct  in  the  new  Tariff,  so  as  not  to  allow  of  different 
interpretations  in  the  different  custom-houses  of  the  kingdom. 

Under  the  old  Tariff,  everybody  concerned  was  satisfied,  and  had  reason  to  be 
satisfied.  Why  spoil  aU  this  by  adopting  prohibitory  duties  on  lace  goods  which 
would  perhaps  enrich  one  or  two  people,  but  be  to  the  great  detriment  of  hundreds, 
and  also  resiilt  in  a  loss  to  the  Italian  Tireasury.

Memorandum  on  Yorkshire  Mixed  Wool  Trade.     Visit  of  Mr,  Bever,  of  Bradford,  and 
Interviews  with  Signor  EUena  and  Signor  Crispi. 

MR.  BEVER  came  to  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  on  Thursday,  the  24ith  instant. 
He  was  provided  with  an  official  recommendation  to  the  Embassy  from  the  Foreign 
Office,  and  with  a  special  letter  of  introduction  to  his  Excellency  Signor  Crispi  jBrom 
the  Italian  Charg6  d'A&dres  in  London. 

I  at  once  summarized  to  Mr.  Bever  the  history  of  the  new  Customs  TariflF,  the 
position  of  Italy  in  regard  to  commercial  negotiations  with  Austria  and  France,  and 
the  various  representations  n^uie  to  the  Italian  Government  by  Her  Majesty's 
Embassy  in  behalf  of  Yorkshire  and  Bradford  trade.  I  also  read  to  Mr.  Bever  the 
special  representation  which  I  had  prepared  for  Signor  Ellena's  consideration,  and 
which  embodied  the  observations  annexed  to  Sir  J.  Bebrens'  letter  of  the  7th  October, 
as  well  as  those  contained  in  letters  addressed  to  the  Foreign  Office  by  the  Chambers 
of  Commerce  of  Leeds  and  Huddersfleld. 

Mr.  Bever  having  pointed  out  some  inaccuracies  in  Sir  J.  Behrens'  observations, 
he  was  good  enough  to  recast  and  verify  that  portion  of  my  representation  relating  to 
Bradford  trade. 

On  Friday,  Mr.  Bever  explained  to  me — illustrating  his  remarks  by  patterns — the 
various  ways  in  which  the  new  Tariff  injuriously  and  unfairly  interfered  with  the 
Yorkshire  all-wool  and  mixed  wool  trades.  As  a  result  of  our  conversation,  we  decided 
that  whilst  asking  for  explanations  on  obscure  Tariff  wordings,  and  for  redress  of 
manifestly  unfair  Tariff  classifications  and  Tariff  interpretations  as  practised  by 
Customs  authorities,  we  should  express  our  opinion  that  the  only  remedy  for  the 
threatened  annihilation  of  Bradford  mixed  wool  trade  with  Italy  lay  in  the  reintro- 
duction  into  the  new  Tariff  of  the  classes  or  subdivisions  of  the  existing  Tariff  which 
distinguished  between  all  wool  and  all  worsted,  and  the  same  stuffs  with  a  cotton 
warp. 

Meanwhile,  I  had  arranged  for  Mr.  Bever  interviews  with  Signor  Ellena  on 
Sunday  and  with  his  Excellency  Signor  Crispi  on  Monday  afternoon. 

With  Signor  Luzzatti  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  an  appointment,  owing  to  his 
Parliamentary  and  Commercial  Treaty  duties. 

At  the  Sunday  interview  Signor  EUena,  as  usual,  would  make  no  promise  of 
direct  Tariff  Concessions  to  British  trade,  but  he  listened  attentively  to  Mr.  Bever*s 
ailments  in  behalf  of  more  favourable  customs  treatment  on  certain  Bradford 
goods. 

He  also  begged  Mr.  Bever  to  leave  patterns  of  the  articles  in  question,  and  to  call 
again  on  Monday  morning. 

At  this  second  interview  Signor  Ellena  was  a  trifle  more  yielding ;  he  talked,  for 
the  first  time,  of  the  possibility  of  re-establishing  carded  wool  tissues  with  cotton  warp, 
provided  it  could  be  included  in  the  negotiations  with  France. 

On  various  points  of  importance  to  Bradford  trade  Signor  Ellena  gave  assurances 
which  were  satisfactory  to  Mj.  Bever. 

Signor  Ellena  stated  that  the  note  to  Tarif  Article  No.  129  (6)  only  referred  to  such 
goods  as  contain  less  than  60  per  cent,  cotton,  the  remainder  being  combed  and  carded 
wool,  or  carded  wool,  together  with  less  than  12  per  cent,  of  silk. 

That  he  would  settle  the  Customs  dispute  respecting  white  list  union  clothes,  as 
made  purposely  for  Italy  with  all  cotton  in  the  warp,  in  favour  of  Bradford. 

That  he  would  recommend  exemption  from  class  of  sewn  articles  in  favour  of 
headings  to  union  cloth,  as  not  raising  value  of  goods,  and  as  being  merely  ornamental. 

In  regard  to  the  vexed  question  of  "  graticolati,"  Mr.  Bever  explained  the 
difiiculty  of  distinguishing  between  such  as  are  and  are  not  "  graticolati,''  and 
suggested  that  only  those  goods  with  "  leno  weave ''  should  be  called  "  graticolati.^' 
Signor  Ellena  promised  to  take  the  suggestion  into  favourable  consideration, 
asking  for  further  patterns  and  details,  which  Mr.  Bever  promised  to  send  from 
Bradford. 
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In  regard  to  Bradford  silk  goods^  such  as  miwed  fabrics  of  silk,  or  waste  silk  and 
cotton,  on  which  the  duties  are  raised  from  11  to  86  per  cent.,  Signor  Ellena  foresaw 
reduction  in  French  Treaty  negotiations. 

Also,  that' tussores  might  be  separately  classified  as  not  being  dyed,  or  be  classified 
with  black  silks ;  also,  that  some  allowance  might  be  made  as  tare  on  bobbins  of  sewing 
silk. 

On  Monday  afternoon,  after  some  delay,  Mr.  Bever  and  I  were  cordially  received 
by  his  Excellency  Signor  Crispi.  His  Excellency  repeated  to  us  what  he  had  already 
communicated  to  Lord  SaUsbury  through  the  Italian  Charg6  d' Affaires  in  London, 
namely,  that  he  would  do  his  utmost  in  furtherance  of  our  wishes,  but  that  the 
Tariff  was  law,  and  could  only  be  altered  by  a  vote  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies. 

After  some  conversation,  his  Excellency  stated  that  there  were  only  two  courses 
by  which  our  object  could  be  effected.  Either  by  a  Convention  between  Great 
Britain  and  Italy,  or  by  concessions  made  to  Prance,  by  which  Great  Britain  would 
benefit.  We  explained  that  Great  Britain  had  no  Customs  concessions  to  offer  to 
Italy,  and  that  Yorkshire  goods  would  not  be  considered  in  negotiations  between  Italy 
and  France. 

His  Excellency  suggested  even  that  I  should  interest  the  French  Ambassador  in 
the  wishes  of  Yorkshire  trade. 

•  I  then  told  his  Excellency  that  the  French  Ambassador  was  the  last  person  to 
whom  we  should  apply,  and  suggested  that  his  Excellency  should  exercise  ms  great 
authority,  and  instruct  his  able  negotiators,  Signori  Luzzatti  and  Ellena,  somehow  to 
reintroduce,  during  the  negotiations  with  France,  the  two  suppressed  subdivisions  of 
cotton  warps.  Finally,  his  Excellency  promised  seriously  to  consider  the  point,  and 
to  acquaint  me  shortly  with  his  decision. 

His  Excellency  expressed  his  conviction  of  the  eventual  conclusion  of  a 
Commercial  Treaty  with  France. 

I  beg  to  record  my  conviction  that  the  only  remedy  for  the  Bradford  trade 
grievance  lies  in  the  restoration  to  the  Customs  Tariff  of  the  cotton  warp  clauses  in 
the  wool  category. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  testify  to  the  eminent  qualifications  for  his  mission 
displayed  by  Mr.  Bever.  His  technical  knowledge,  his  command  of  the  Italian 
language^  his  tact  and  power  of  argument,  have  greatly  helped  to  place  the  prospects 
of  Bradford  trade  on  a  more  satisfiictory  footing  than  they  hitherto  have  been.

Hitherto  the  above  goods  have  paid  250  or  300  lire  respectively,  and  "  tulli  cuciti " 
an  additional  10  per  cent.,  instead  of  the  50  per  cent,  imposed  now  upon  curtains 
merely  taped. 

The  original  Government  proposal,  based  on  M.  Ellena's  Report,  recommended  a 
duty  of  500  lire  per  quintal  on  lace  goods ;  but  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  adopting  the 
recbnmiendations  of  M.  Luzzatti's  Report,  placed  the  enormous  duty  of  700  lire  on 
cotton-lace  goods.  The  duty  on  the  existing  Tariff  already  amounts  to  over  60  per 
cent,  on  the  commoner  goods  imported  into  Italy,  so  that  a  duty  of  700  lire  would 
reach  an  ad  valorem  duty  of  about  200  per  cent. 

It  is  also  a  fact  that  more  than  forty  of  the  most  important  Italian  wholesale 
houses  importing  lace  goods  have  petitioned  the  Government  against  any  increase  of 
the  existing  duties,  whilst  only  one  Petition  (Henckel,  of  Pineroli)  asked  for  the  duty 
of  700  lire  per  quintal. 

The  importation  into  Italy  of  cotton  laces  and  curtains  from  Nottingham  averages 
at  present  a  value  of  5,000,000  lire  per  annimi,  on  which  the  Government  under  the 
present  Tariff,  averaging  about  40  per  cent.,  receives  2,000,000  lire  as  customs  duties. 

The  immediate  effect  of  the  proposed  higher  duties  would  be  the  importation 
of  lace  machines  from  Austria,  where  similar  styles  of  laces  an^  curtains  are  made, 
but  which  as  yet  cannot  compete  with  Nottingham.  Italy  would  gain  nothing  by  such 
a  course  of  events.  The  Italian  wholesale  houses  would  suffer,  and  the  money  gained 
on  laces  made  in  Italy  would  leave  the  country. 

Besides,  such  a  high  Tariff  would  greatly  encourage  contraband,  and  compel  honest 
houses  of  business  to  abandon  the  article. 

The  above-mentioned  Petition  of  the  firm  of  Henckel  is,  moreover,  incorrect  on 
several  points.  The  Belgian  duty  on  laces  is  only  10  per  cent.,  and  the  Spanish  duty 
is  lower  than  the  existing  Italian  duty  of  3  fr.  per  kilog. 

It  would  be  in  the  interest  of  all  concerned  that — 

1.  The  duty  on  cotton  laces  and  curtains  should  not  be  raised,  at  least  not  in  the 
proposed  prohibitory  manner. 

2.  That,  as  at  present,  no  difference  should  be  made  between  "  tulli  lisci "  and 
** tulli  operati,''  otherwise  common  "operati"  would  pay  much  more  than  the  better 
class  "lisci,"  the  latter  representing  a  greater  value  all  round  than  the  common 
"operati." 

3.  That  curtains,  &c.,  taped  should  not  pay  50  per  cent,  more  as  "  oggetti  cuciti." 
This  should  be  made  very  distinct  in  the  new  Tariff,  so  as  to  obviate  different 
interpretations  in  the  different  Custom-houses  of  the  kingdom. 

In  support  of  the  above  observations  are  inclosed  samples,  with  list  of  prices,  &c., 
of  plain  nets  ("tuUi  lisci"),  curtains  ("tulli  operati''),  curtain  and  ^^vitrage''  nets, 
cotton  laces  ("  pizzi  di  cotone  "),  and  plain  silk  nets  ("  tulli  lisci  di  seta"). 
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These  tabular  Statements  show  the  avei^age  effeot  of  the  proposed  new  duties  to 
be  as  follows  :—

All  the  articles  enumerated  in  these  Tables  have  been  sold  to  Italy  during  the 
present  year. 

The  existing  duties  are  sufficieiitly  protective  to  allow  lace-making  to  be  profitably 
pursued  in  Italy.  The  proposed  new  duties  would  in  many  cases  exclude  Nottingham 
goods^  especially  bearing  in  mind  the  feet  that  the  lace  productions  of  that  town  are 
remarkable  for  their  specially  low  values ;  and  it  is  just  upon  this  class  of  goods  that 
the  high  specific  duty  is  most  felt. 

Another  branch  of  Nottingham  trade  with  Italy,  namely,  hosiery  goods 
("  maglie  "),  will  be  injuriously  affected,  and  in  some  cases  prohibited,  by  the  new 
customs  duties. 

Cotton  Hosiery  Qoods. — There  wiU  be  an  increase  of  50  per  cent,  on  circular  goods, 
and  of  125  per  cent,  on  fashioned  goods. 

Silk  Hosiery  Goods. — ^There  will  be  an  increase  of  76  per  cent,  on  plain  black ; 
150  per  cent,  on  figured  black;  75  per  cent,  on  plain  coloured;  230  per  cent,  on 
figured  fashion. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  proposed  increase  may  not  be  maintained.

These  patterns  and  prices  show  even  more  clearly  than  the  tabular  Statements 
previously  transmitted  that  the  existing  customs  duties  on  lace  goods  are  sufficiently 
high  for  the  protection  of  native  industry,  and  that  a  further  increase  would  amountjto 
prohibition,  and  entail  a  considerable  loss  to  the  Italian  Customs  revenues.

Memorandum  respecting  Bradford  Goods. 


THE  existing  Conventional  Tarifl^,  which  will  remain  in  force  until  the  end  of  the 
present  year,  classes  all  kinds  of  wool  tissues  into  two  categories,  viz.  :• 

1.  Woollen  cloths  ("  tissuti  di  lana  scardassata  *') ;  and 

2.  Worsted  stuffs  ("  tissuti  di  lana  pettihata  "). 
Both  are  again  divided  into— 

{a.\  Woollen  cloths  composed  of  wool  alone ; 
(6.)  Woollen  cloth  with  a  cotton  warp ; 
(c.)  Worsted  stuffs  of  wool  alone ; 
(d.)  Worsted  stuffs  with  cotton  warp. 
[105]  E 
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The  class  (^  d  '*)  is  again  subdivided  into-^ 

{d  1.)  Worsted  stuffs  with  cotton  warp,  in  which  the  worsted  predominates ;  and 

(d  2.)  Worsted  stuflGs  with  cotton  warp,  in  which  the  cotton  predominates. 

As  the  latter,  however,  belong  more  to  the  category  of  cotton  goods,  we  will 
ignore  then^for  the  present.  Class  (d),  therefore,  is  to  be  considered  as  only  referring 
to  those  worsted  stuffs  with  cotton  warp  in  which  the  worsted  predominates. 

The  Tariff  lately  voted  by  the  Italian  Parliament  maintains  the  two  categories 
Nos.  1  and  2,  but  ignores  the  subdivisions  (6)  and  (rf),  with  the  effect  of  raising  the 
uniform  duty  on — 

(6.)  Of  93  lire  60  c.  per  quintal  to  200, 175,  and  160  lire ;  and  on 

(d.)  Of  130  lire  per  quintal  to  250,  229,  and  190  lire,  according  to  the  weight,  per 
square  metre. 

The  tissues  composed  of  wool  alone  have  been  raised  as  follows  : — 

(a.)  Woollen  cloth  from  140  lire  to  200, 175,  and  150  lire. 

(c.)  Worsted  stuffs  from  170  lire  to  250,  220,  and  190  lire,  according  to  weight, 
per  square  metre. 

The  following  figures  will  show  clearly  how  unequal  even  the  present  duties  are, 
and  how  much  heavier  they  are  on  classes  (6)  and  (d)  than  on  (a)  and  (c).  The 
average  values  have  been  calculated  from  a  number  of  statistics : 

(a.)  Average  value  per  kilog.,  10  lire ;  present  duty,  1  lire  40  c. ;  making  14  per 
cent,  ad  valorem. 

(b.)  Average  value  per  kilog.,  3  lire ;  present  duty,  93^  c. ;  making  31  per  cent. 
ad  valorem. 

(c.)  Average  value  of  an  all-wool  dress  stuff,  12  lire  ;  present  duty,  1  lire  70  c. ; 
making  14  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

{d.)  Average  value  of  cotton  warp   dress  stuff,   6  lire  80  c. ;   present  duty, 

1  lire  30  c. ;  making  19  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

The  following  figures  show  how  much  this  inequality  is  increased  by  the  new 
Tariff:— 

{a.)  Average  value  per  kilog.,  10  lire ;  average  new  duty,  1  lire  80  c. ;  making 
18  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

(6.)  Average  value  per  kilog.,  3  lire ;  average  new  duty,  1  lire  80  c. ;  making 
60  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

(c.)  Average  value  per  kilog.  of  all-wool  dress  stuff,  12  lire ;  new  duty,  2  lire  50  c. ; 
making  21  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

(d.)  Average  value  per  kilog.  of  cotton  warp  dress  stuff,  6  lire  80  c. ;  new  duty, 

2  lire  50  c. ;  making  37  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

The  annexed  Tables  and  patterns,  marked  (A)  and  (B),  refer  respectively  to  classes 
(6)  and  (d),  and  give  the  calculations  by  which  the  above  results  are  reached. 

The  statistics  of  the  imports  of  woollen  goods  show  clearly  how  detrimental  even 
the  present  Tariff  is  to  mixed  woollen  and  mixed  worsted  good%,  i.e.,  classes  (6)  and  (d) ; 
for  whereas  those  of  class  (c)  have  increased  steadily  from  1882  to  1886,  classes  (6)  and 
<d)  fell  from  12,235  and  6,396  quintals  in  1886  to  8,233  and  5,143  quintals  in  1886. 

In  view  of  the  above  figures,  and  as  the  all-wool  goods  have  a  much  greater 
interest  for  France,  Grermany,  and  Austria  than  for  England,  we  may  pass  over  classes 
(a)  and  (c),  especially  as  we  may  possibly  derive  some  benefit  from  the  concessions 
which  will  probably  be  made  to  these  three  countries  in  the  negotiations  for  new 
Commercial  Treaties. 

It  is,  however,  different  with  classes  (6)  and  (d),  which  possesses  little  interest  for 
the  above-named  countries,  and  will,  therefore,  probably  be  neglected.  Their  omission 
from  the  new  Tariff  would  inflict  incalculable  injury  upon  the  trade  of  the  Bradford 
and  Leeds  district  with  Italy,  as  these  classes  form  something  like  90  per  cent,  of  that 
trade. 

The  foregoing  proves  that  the  new  Tariff  shows  the  greatest  rise  in  the  duties  on 
those  classes  of  wool  fabrics  which  come  almost  exclusively  from  free-trade  England, 
whereas  the  duties  we  have  the  least  cause  to  complain  about  are  on  those  classes 
principally  exported  by  Erance,  Austria,  and  Germany.  So  that  the  worst  effects  of 
the  war  of  Tariffs  will  fall  on  free-trade  England,  and  not  on  those  countries  of  which 
Bhe  complains  that  they  impede  the  sale  of  Italian  produce  by  onerous  duties. 

If  justice  is  to  be  done  to  the  British  claims  for  fair  treatment,  it  will  be  indis- 
pensable to  reintroduce  into  the  new  Tariff  the  present  distinction  between  all-wool 
tissues  and  mixed  tissues. 

The  justice  and  fairness  of  this  distinction  were  acknowledged  by  the  original 
Government  proposal,  according  to  which  uU  carded  wool  fabrics  with  cotton  warps 
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"were  to  pay  a  uniform  duty  of  100  lire  per  quintal  in  Ifeu  of  98  lire  60  c,  as  at  present. 
Even  the  latter  duty  was  high  enough  to  cause  a  diminution  of  impcwrts  in  1886  i^ 
compared  with  1885  of  one-third,  or  from  13,235  quintals  in  1885  ta  8,233  quintals 
in  1886. 

In  Table  (A)  will  be  found  two  qualities  (a  11  and  a  12)  of  dress  Meltons,  an 
article  which  is  bought  exclusively  by  women'  of  the  most  indigent  classes  for  winter 
dresses.  This  article,  even  under  the  present  TariflF,  pays  over  40  pw  cent,  ad  valorem 
of  duty,  and  under  the  new  one  will  be  subjected  to  the  enormous  and  prohibitive 
duty  of  over  80  i>er  cent,  ad  valorem.  This  and  Meltons  like  a  3  and  a  9  are  about  the 
only  articles  that  are  being  taken  in  any  quantity;  the  rest  are  being  rapidly 
supplanted  by  Italian  goods,  on  account  of  the  heavy  duty  they  have  to  pay,  even 
under  the  present  Tariff. 

In  reviewing  the  above  facts,  one  is  naturally  led  to  inquire,  why  should  mixed 
goods  need  double  and  treble  the  protection  of  all-wool  goods  ?  In  class  (a),  Italy  has 
made  such  enormous  strides  that  she  not  only  can  compete  with  us  and  drive  us  out  of 
the  market  under  the  present  TariflF,  but  is  actually  sending  this  class  of  goods  to 
England. 

From  the  Leeds  Chamber  of  Commerce  (also  in  Yorkshire),  samples  herewith 
inclosed  have  been  received. 

These  patterns  represent  goods  made  in  Italy,  and  sold  to  a  Leeds  firm.  They  are 
well  made,  all  wool,  good  in  colouring,  very  clean,  and  so  cheap  that  the  Leeds  manu- 
facturers cannot  produce  goods  equal  in  quality  at  the  same  price. 

The  prices  marked  on  the  tickets,  Is.  llrf.,  28.  M.,  and  2^.  6d.,  are  for  1  yard  (of 
37  inches),  and  the  width  is  50*32  inches,  and,  further,  all  these  goods  are  delivered  in 
Leeds  free  of  carriage  at  above  prices. 

The  users  of  these  goods  would  prefer  to  buy  English  goods  because  time  would 
be  saved,  but  they  are  compelled  to  take  these  Italian  goods,  as  so  far  the  Yorksliire 
manufacturers  cannot  compete  with  them. 

Italian  manufacturers  have,  therefore,  no  grounds  for  asking  for  protective  duties 
on  goods  of  this  class.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  time  this  will  develop  into  a  large 
trade. 

We  are  told  that  the  cotton^warp  classes  ha^ve  been  omitted  to  protect  Italian 
manufacturers ;  but  there  is  no  rdafion  Why  Italian  manufitctur^rs  shomd  need  greats 
protection  in  mixed  wool  than  in  all-wool  fabrics. 

Cheaper  labour,  cheaper  water-power,  and  cheap  wool  would  aid  them  as  much  in 
the  mixed  wool  as  in  the  alUwool  fabrics.  Of  the  latter,  England  can  sell  almost 
nothing  in  Italy  but  novelties  in  designs  an4  eSdcts ;  as  soon  as  tib^ese  are  imitated,  by 
Italian  makers,  the  sale  of  the  English  article  becomes  impossible.  If  Italian  makers 
do  not  make  mixed  woollen  goods,  it  is  because  they  know  their  low  all-woollen  goods 
find  a  better  sale. 

How  well  the  Italian  manufacturers  are  able  to  compete  with  foreign  producers 
in  class  {a)  is  shown  by  the  fact,  that  the  imports  have  declined  from  20,336  quintals 
in  1881  to  14,929  quintals  in  1886,  whereas  the  total  imports  of  all  classes  of  wool 
fabrics  for  the  corresponding  years  only  declined  from  56,2(30  to  62,806  quintals. 

We  are  also  told  that  the  new  Tariff  has  for  its  object  an  increase  in  the  revenue, 
and  that  the  alterations  in  the  duties  on  wool  fabrics  were  necessary  on  account  of  the 
Italian  market  being  flooded  with  foreign  goods.  As  regards  the  first  reason,  the 
Italian  Government  may  rest  assured  that  if  they  definitively  abolish  the  classes  (6) 
and  (d),  it  will  be  useless  in  future  to  count  on  any  revenue  from  the  goods  that  now 
enter  under  these  classes,  as  they  will  be  excluded  by  the  operation  of  the  new  TariflF, 
and  the  working  classes,  by  whom  these  goods  are  almost  if  not  entirely  bought^  will 
have  to  buy  instead  costlier  fabrics.  It  is  only  people  to  whom  every  soldo  is  of 
importance  that  buy  these  gCods.  As  regards  the  second  reason,  the  Italian  market 
is  not  flooded  by  goods  of  classes  (b)  and  (d),  for  of  the  total  imports  of  all  classes  of 
wool  fabrics  for  1886,  amounting  to  52,306  quintals,  only  18,376  quintals,  or  about 
one-fourth,  belonged  to  classes  (6)  and  (d),  whereas  24^001  quintals  belonged  to 
class  (c)  alone,  the  bulk  of  which  are  Boubaix  and  Bheims,  Gerjnan  and  Austrian 
goods,  and  only  a  very  small  part  English,  while  certainly  80  per  cent.,  if  not  more^ 
of  clawsses  (6)  and  (rf)  come  from  England.  Then  why  just  increase  the  duties  most 
on  those  fabrics,  which  are  already  suffering  from  the  present  Tariff,  which  are  worn 
by  the  poorest  classes,  and  which,  moreoyerj  come  from  a^oQUJcitry  which  allows  Italian 
goods  to  enter  free  of  all  duty. 

There  are,  however,  further  matters  which  equally  deserve  the  earnest  attention  of 
Her  Majesty's  Gk>vemment« 
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The  new  Tariff  contradicts  itself  in  some  im^rtant  points. 

Under  85  c  it  is  stated  that,  **  To  mixed  tissues  of  this  category  (jute),  as  well  as  of 
categories  6  and  7  (that  is,  the  cotton  and  the  wool  categories),  the  duty  of  the  material 
predominating  in  weight  must  be  applied,  but  in  cases  of  equal  weight  the  duty  of  the 
Idghest  taxed  material  is  to  be  applied.'' 

This  plain  rule  is  contradicted  by  the  note  attached  to  No.  129,  wliich  states  that 
^^  as  combed  wool  tissues  must  be  treated,  all  those  which  contain  also  a  part,  not 
predominating,  of  such  material,  and  also  which  contain  of  silk  material  less  than 
12  per  cent.'* 

Thus  a  few  threads,  or  even  a  single  thread  of  wool,  which  the  Customs  may 
declare  to  be  combed,  might  be  considered  as  a  justification  for  throwing  the  lowest 
Mnd  of  mixed  wool  fabrics  into  the  highest  taxed  category. 

Judging  from  past  experience,  such  a  supposition  is  not  beyond  the  range  of 
possibility,  and  it  is  evident  that  a  new  door  is  open  to  interminable  disputes. 

The  only  possible  way  to  prevent  such  annoying  impediments  is  to  keep  to  the 
simple  rule  of  No.  85,  which  governs  all  other  Tariffs. 

Besides,  there  is  a  further  contradiction  between  Nos.  130  and  119  a  and  6,  which 
expressly  fix  the  respective  duties  for  fabrics  containing  less  than  12  per  cent,  of  silk, 
and  for  those  containing  less  than  50  per  cent,  of  wool. 

Without  in  this  paper  entering  into  the  vexed  question  of  what  are  "  graticolati,*' 
it  will  suffice  to  say  that  some  de^te  understanding  will  have  to  be  agreed  upon,  for 
as  the  matter  stands  now  difficulties  are  continually  arising,  and  fabrics,  especially  low 
qualities,  are  being  classed  as  "  graticolati ''  that  do  not  in  the  least  belong  to  that 
category,  which,  imder  the  new  Tariff,  would  make  them  pay  a  duty  of  50  per  cent. 
ad  valorem. 

The  above  observations,  which  reflect  the  views  of  the  Bradford  and  Leeds 
districts,  are  supported  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Huddersfield  in  Yorkshire, 
which,  in  a  Memorial  addressed  to  Lord  Salisbury,  shows  that  even  the  new  duties 
originally  proposed  by  the  Government  before  their  augmentation  by  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  will  seriously  diminish  the  trade  of  West  Yorkshire  in  woollen  and  worsted 
goods. 

In  support  of  its  contention  the  Huddersfield  Chamber  furnishes  a  quantity  of 
samples,  with  corresponding  list  of  prices,  weight  per  yard,  existing  and  new  duties  as 
proposed  by  Government. 

The  above-mentioned  samples  and  prices  are  herewith  inclosed,  and  it  will  be 
observed  that  on  the  seventeen  varieties  mentioned  in  the  list,  the  minimum  duty 
payable  under  the  existing  Tariff  varies  from  20  to  over  43  j)er  cent,  and  when  it  is 
borne  in  mind  that  these  classes  of  goods  are  such  as  are  and  always  have  been  in 
considerable  demand  for  Italy,  it  is  clear  that  they  are  now  almost  essential  to  the 
Italians. 

Moreover,  these  classes  of  goods  are  not  manufactured  in  Italy.

WITH  reference  'to  my  despatch  of  the  30th  ultimo,  I  have  the  honour  to  inclose 
a  Memorandum  from  Mr.  J.  G.  Kennedy,  Secretary  to  Her  Majesty's  Embassy, 
reporting  a  conversation  with  Signer  Crispi,  at  which  Mr.  Shaw-Lefevre,  M.P.,  was 
present,  and  on  which  occasion  Ins  Excellency  gave  satisfactory  verbal  assurances  in 
regard  to  the  re-establishment  in  the  Italian  Customs  Tariff  of  the  cotton-warp  clauses 
so  much  desired  by  the  Bradford  trade.

Memorandum. 

ON  the  10th  instant  I  had  some  conversation  with  Mr.  Shaw-Lefevre,  Member 
for  Bradford,  who  protested  strongly  against  the  injury  inflicted  upon  the  Bradford 
mixed  wool  industry  by  the  impending  application  of  the  new  Italian  Customs  Tariff. 
I  narrated  to  Mr.  Shaw-Lefevre  the  long-continued  and  special  exertion  of  Her  Majesty's 
Foreign  Office  and  Embassy  in  behalf  of  Bradford  trade  interests,  and  the  good  effects 
of  Mr.  Bever's  visit  to  Rome.  The  same  evening  I  wrote  to  his  Excellency  Signer 
Crispi,  asking  permission  to  introduce  to  him  the  Member  for  Bradford,  and  reminding 
him  that  I  still  awaited  an  answer  to  the  suggestion  I  had  made  him  on  the  occasion 
of  my  last  interview,  namely,  that  he  should  cause  the  re-establishment  in  the 
Customs  TarifE  of  the  two  articles  of  tissues  of  wool,  carded  and  combed,  each  with  a 
cotton  warp. 

On  the  11th,  Mr.  Shaw-Lefevre  and  I  were  received  by  Signer  Crispi  at  the 
Ministry  of  the  Interior. 

Signer  Crispi  began  the  conversation  by  remarking  that  there  must  be  a  mis* 
understanding  between  us,  as  he  could  not  alter  the  Tariff  without  the  consent  of 
Parliament.  I  explained  that  we  hoped  for  the  re-establishment  of  the  above  Tariff 
articles  in  the  event  of  and  during  the  negotiations  between  Italy  and  France.  His 
Excellency  then  said  that  ho  was  ready  to  give  such  an  assurance,  and  during  our 
subsequent  conversation  he  repeated  twice  that,  in  the  event  of  Treatv  negotiations 
with  Erance,  he  would  effect  the  re-establishment  of  the  two  Tariff  articles  of  mixed 
wools  with  cotton  warp.  His  Excellency  added  that  he  saw  no  prospect  of  the 
commencement  of  negotiations  with  France.

Memorandum  of  Visit  of  Mr.  Adam^j  of  Pilkington,  Brothers^  Olass  Works.    Interview  with 

Signor  Ellena. 

ON  the  14ith  instant  Mr.  Adams,  of  Pilkington,  Brothers,  came  to  the  Embassy 
accompanied  by  the  Roman  Agent,  Herr  Zalewski.  Mr.  Adams  had  a  letter  of  recom- 
mendation from  the  Foreign  Office. 

These  gentlemen  explained  the  views  and  wishes  of  the  British  glass  industry  in 
connection  with  her  Italian  General  Custom  Tariff,  dwelling  upon  the  inconvenience 
of  the  new  classification  for  window  and  plate-glass,  an*  upon  the  injury  inflicted 
«p0n  the  British  trade  by  the  absence  of  allowance  for  tare  on  sea-borne  glass* 

I  infOTmed  Mr.  Adams  that  these  points  had  already  been  officially  represented  to 
the  Italian  Government,  and  that  I  anticipated  little  or  no  advantage  in  renewing 
these  representations ;  but  that  in  consideration  of  his  special  recommendation  from 
the  Eorcign  Office,  and  of  the  long  journey  undertaken  by  him,  I  would  try  to  obtain 
for  him  an  interview  with  Signor  Ellena. 

Accordingly,  on  the  16th  instant  I  called  by  appointment  on  Signor  Ellena, 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Adams  and  Herr  Zalewski.  Signor  Ellena,  after  listening  to  our 
observations  and  inspecting  the  tabular  Statements  prepared  by  Mr.  Adams,  stated 
that  he  could  not  undertake  to  discuss  the  question  of  tare,  and  that,  having  himself 
recommended  the  new  classification  complained  of,  he  could  not  well  now  oppose  it, 
but  he  promised  carefully  to  consider  any  observations  which  we  might  send  to  him  in 
writing.

The  points  mostly  complained  of  in  connection  with  the  new  Customs  Tariff  are 
the  new  classification  according  to  size,  and  the  absence  of  any  allowance  for  tare  on 
sea-borne  glass  ware.

THE  new  Customs  Tariff  duties  (Nos-  256  and  257)  on  the  gross  weight  represent 
in  some  cases  40  per  cent,  advance  on  the  existing  Tariff,  ami,  if  maintainod,  are 
calculated  to  prohibit  to  a  serious  extent  the  importations  of  British  glass. 

Instead  of  the  classification  of  duties  according  to  size,  it  would  be  more 
convenient  to  have  one  uniform  rate  as  at  present  and  as  proposed  in  Annex  (A), 
thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  opening  the  cases  for  examination  on  entering  Italy, 
and  obviating  the  great  risk  of  breakage  incidental  to  impacking  and  repacking  by 
men  more  or  less  inexperienced  in  such  work,  a  risk  that  cannot  be  estimated  at  less 
than  10  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  the  glass,  which  duty  would  fall  mostly  on  British 
goods,  continental  competitors  being  able  to  introduce  their  goods  into  Italy  in 
waggons  without  cases. 

On  Polished  Plate  Olass,  a  perusal  of  the  annexed  Statements  marked  (B)  shows 
that  on  sea-borne  glass  the  duties  are  increased  by  50  per  cent,  by  reason  of  their 
being  levied  on  the  gross  weight  instead  of  on  the  net. 

In  order  to  place  sea-borne  goods  on  the  same  footing  as  those  entering  Italy  by 
railway,  a  tare  allowance  of  one*third  of  the  gross  weight  is  indispensable. 

Rolled  Plate  and  WindowQlass. — The  reasons  advanced  in  the  previous  paragraphs 
apply  equally  to  these  articles,  but  proof  of  the  necessity  of  the  one«third  tare  allowance 
is  established  in  Annex  (0).

THE  Middlesborough  Chamber  of  Commerce  have  at  several  meetings  had  under 
consideration  the  subject  of  the  changes  in  the  Italian  Tariff,  and  the  effect  that  the 
alterations  are  likely  to  have  on  the  trade  of  this  district,  and  also  what  steps  they 
would  advise  to  be  taken  by  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  secure  to  this  country  as 
favourable  a  status  as  possible  in  trading  with  Italy.  The  Chamber  would,  therefore, 
lay  before  you  as  follows  their  views  on  the  subject. 

Th^  changes  in  the  new  General  Tariff  which  more  particularly  interest  the  iron

t  Similar  letter  to  Board  of  Trade,  same  date. 
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and  steel  trades  of  this  district  are  that  pig-iron,  hitherto  free,  will  pay  8s.  per  ton 
duty,  that  iron  and  steel  rails,  which  now  pay  24s.  per  ton,  will  he  increased  to  4iSs.  per 
ton,  while  all  other  iron  goods,  such  as  castings,  hlooms,  puddled  hars,  plates,  sheets, 
and  merchant  bars  of  steel  or  iron  will  have  the  duty  increased  from  25  per  c^nt.  to 
60  per  cent. 

The  countries  interested  in  the  iron  trade  with  Italy  are  in  the  order  of  the 
importance  of  their  trade  with  Italy :  Great  Britain,  Germany,  Belgium,  Spain, 
Prance,  and  Austria.  New  Treaties  of  Commerce  ^re  being  negotiated  with  Italy  on 
the  one  hand,  and  Austria  and  France  on  the  other.  All  these  parties  are  interested  in 
making  and  obtaining  concessions  for  their  own  benefit,  which  will  modify  some  of 
the  higher  duties  in  the  General  Tariff.  Great  Britain  cannot  with  the  same  advantage 
enter  on  negotiations  with  Italy  for  the  admissioa  of  British  goods  on  a  reduced  scale, 
having  notlung  to  concede  in  return. 

The  chief  imports  from  Italy  paying  duty  are  wines,  and  this  duty  is  levied  more 
on  fiscal  than  commercial  grounds.     Great  Britain,  however,  admits  free  of  duty  all 
other  Italian  produce  and  manufacture,  and  should,  in  return,  be  entitled  to  obtain  in 
.all  Treaties  with  Italy  the  most-favoured-nation  clause. 

The  new  Italian  General  Tariff  seems  chiefly  intended  to  protect  and  develop  the 
growing  iron  and  steel  industries  of  Italy.  The  exports  from  Great  Britain  of 
manufactured  iron  and  steel  will  diminish  under  it,  but  the  exports  of  pig-iron,  the 
Chamber  believe,  will  continue  as  good  as  they  have  been  under  the  present  Regu- 
lations, provided  other  countries  do  not  obtain  more  favourable  import  duties  under 
special  Treaties  of  Commerce.

Memorandum  of  Conversation  between  Signor  Ellena  and  Mr.  Bever,  the  Representative  of 
the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  Home,  November  28,  1887,  drawn  up  at  the 
request  of  Signor  Ellena. 

(It  must  be  observed  that  this  Memorandum  refers  merely  to  technical  points, 
most  of  which  have  given  and  may  in  future  give  rise  to  discussions  with  the 
Customs.) 

Note  to  No.  129. 

THIS  clause  as  it  stands  may  be  interpreted  to  apply  also  to  goods  in  which  the 
cotton  predominates.  To  avoid  any  misunderstanding,  Mr.  Bever  proposed  to  woi'd  it 
thus : — "  Goods  containing  less  than  50  per  cent,  of  cotton,  and  less  than  12  per  cent, 
of  silk,  and  the  rest  carded  wool,  shall  be  treated^  all  combed  wool  fabrics,  as  also 
those  goods  made  with  a  combed  wool  face  and  carded  wool  back,  even  if  the  combed 
wool  does  not  predominate,  always  provided  they  contain  less  than  50  per  cent,  of 
cotton.    This  clause  not  to  refer  to  any  fabrics  with  only  cotton  in  the  warp." 

Graticolati. 

In  a  long  conversation  on  this  question,  it  was  declared  by  Mr.  Bever  that 
a  number  of  worsted  goods  with  cotton  warp  that  are  cotton  dominant  are  now 
being  classed  as  "  graticolati,"  simply  because  the  design  causes  the  threads  to  lie 
closer  together  in  some  places,  and,  in  consequence,  more  apart  at  others.  Even  heavy 
cloths,  such  as  g  20,  g  21,  and  g  22  (see  patterns),  intended  for  winter  dresses,  have 
been  classed  as  "  graticolati."  On  examining  these,  it  will  be  found  that  next  to 
each  place  where  the  fabric  is  more  open  there  is  a  place  where  the  threads  are  closer 
together.  This  is  merely  because  in  those  places  the  thread  passes  over  or  under 
several  other  threads  at  a  time,  alloTving  the  latter  to  close  up,  and  leaving  a  corre- 
spending  larger  space  for  the  thread  to  come  back  to  the  other  side  of  the  fabric. 
Where  the  threads  cross  irregularly,  or  where  they  cross  more  frequently,  they  are 
kept  at  regular  distances,  having  to  allow  for  the  passing  backwai^s  and  forwards. 
This  is  seen  in  No.  10,  where  the  warp  threads  sometimes  close  up  and  leave  an 
open  space  next  to  the  close  part,  and  then  spread  out  again  at  equal  distances  from 
each  other.  In  patterns  Nos.  13, 14,  and  g  25,  it  is  the  same  case.  In  fact,  in  g  25 
it  can  be  distinctly  seen  how  the  threads  both  in  warp  and  weft  close  up  and  then 
open  out  again.  G  23,  g  24,  and  g  25  have  all  been  woven  in  one  length  in  an 
ordinary  Jacquard  loom,  the  mere  cliange  of  the  cards  producing  the  different  designs. 
The  designs,  therefore,  with  open  weave,  do  not  cost  any  more  to  make  than  the  others, 
nor  are  they  any  lighter  in  weight.  In  fact,  the  three  designs  jr  23,  jr  24,  and  g  25  all 
weigh  exactly  the  same.  There  is,  therefore,  no  reason  why  the  open  designs  should 
pay  a  higher  duty.  The  *'graticolati"  duty  should  only  be  made  to  apply  to  goods 
weighing  less  than  3  kilogs.  per  100  square  metres,  the  limit  for  "mussole  non 
operate,"  though,  as  far  as  these  worsted  fabrics  with  cotton  warp  are  concerned, 
the  limit  could  be  raised  even  as  high  as  7  kilogs.,  for  none  weigh  even  as  little  as 
that.  All  those  with  what  is  termed  Leno  weave,  like  patterns  g  26  and  g  27,  could 
be  included  amongst  the  "  graticolati."  They  are  easily  distinguished,  as  the  warp 
threads  twist  round  each  other  at  the  open  parts,  whereas  in  fabrics  like  13,  14, 
and  g  25,  they  always  run  parallel  to  each  other  from  one  end  of  the  piece  to  the 
other.  If  this  suggestion  is  not  adopted,  there  will  be  continual  differences  with  the 
Custom-house. 

White  List  Union  Cloth. 

In  order  to  conform  to  the  B/Cgulation  of  the  Italian  Custom-house,  that  not  even 
the  selvage  or  list  is  to  contain  anything  but  cotton  in  the  warp,  otherwise  the  goods 
would  be  classed  as  all  wool,  British  manufactures  have  ceased  pending  union  cloths 
with  hair  lists,  and  now  only  send  those  with  white  lists,  or  selvages  as  annexed 

Jatterns,  which  contain  nothing  but  cotton  in  the  warp.  Notwithstanding  this,  the 
talian  importers  are  continually  being  fined  for  wrong  declaration,  and  made  to  pay 
the  duties  for  all-wool  goods.  The  "Direzione  Generale  delle  Gabelle,"  on  the 
14th  April,  1886,  No.  65487,  Divisional  No.  6380,  1st  Division,  categorically  states 
that,  after  a  fresh  examination,  it  finds  that  these  goods  actually  do  contain  only 
ootton  in  the  warp,  and  orders  the  restitution  of  the  fine  and  of  the  difference  in  the 
duties.    The  Italian  Government  promised  that  instructions  should  be  issued  to  pass 
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these  goods  as  cotton-warp  goods,  but  the  importers,  nevertheless,  are  continually 
having  the  same  difficulties,  so  that  the  trade  in  this  article  is  dying  out.  To  avoid 
this,  instructions  should  be  issued,  as  Signer  EUena  suggested,  placing  these  goods 
once  for  all  in  the  cotton-warp  category. 

Headings  (**  barba  '*)  to  Union  Cloths. 

It  is  a  long-established  custom  of  the  trade,  and  is  expressly  desired  by  many 
Italian  importers,  to  ornament  the  show  end  of  union  cloths  with  a  heading,  as 
annexed  sample.  This  is  merely  ornamental,  and  does  not  in  the  least  add  to  the 
value  of  the  piece.  Notwithstanding  this,  some  Custom-house  officials  have  taxed 
these  as  *^  oggetti  cuciti "  (sewn  goods),  though  the  piece  this  is  sewn  on  has  to  be  cut 
off  before  the  piece  can  be  used.  As  Signer  EUena  himself  said  it  was  not  intended 
to  include  such  goods  amongst  the  *'  oggetti  cuciti/*  instructions  to  that  effect  should 
b6  issued. 

Tare  on  Reels  or  Bobbins  of  Sewing  Silk. 

An  examination  of  the  annexed  samples  of  sewing  silks  prepared  for  retail  sale 
will  show  that  there  is  over  60  per  cent,  of  tare,  reaching  in  some  cases  to  60  and  even 
70  per  cent.  Some  clause  for  a  liberal  allowance  for  tare  should  be  made ;  otherwise 
the  duty  will  exceed  5  lire  per  kilog.  on  the  silk  itself.  The  duty  of  2  lire  50  c.  per 
kilog.  is  already  an  enormously  high  one. 

Classification  of  Tussores. 

A  separate  class  should  be  inserted  for  silk  tissues  composed  of  undyed  Tussore 
silk,  and  one  for  those  composed  of  undyed  Tussore  silk  and  cotton,  with  not  less  than 
12  per  cent,  and  not  more  than  50  per  cent,  of  silk.  The  new  Tariff  only  provides  for 
black  and  for  coloured  fabrics.  Signer  Ellena  suggested  classing  these  Tussores  with 
the  blacks,  but  they  ought  to  pay  less  duty  than  the  blacks  even. 

Distinction  between  Plain  and  Figured. 

Some  definite  line  will  have  to  be  drawn  between  plain  and  figured,  or  this  point 
will  lead  to  endless  discussions  and  differences.  The  simplest  distinction  would  be  to 
call  those  designs  plain  that  can  be  woven  with  a  Debbie  loom,  and  those  figured  that 
require  a  Jacquard.

My  Lord,  Rome,  January  19,  1888. 

I  HAVE  carefuUy  perused  the  Memorandumof  the  Middlesborough  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  28th  Detember  last,  addressed  toMr.  C.  M.  Kennedy,  of  the  Foreign 
Office,  and  transmitted  to  Her  Majesty's  Embasy  at  Rome  in  Lord  Salisbury's 
despatch  of  the  2nd  instant. 

The  views  expressed  by  the  Chamber  seem  accurately  to  state  the  changes  in  the 
new  General  Customs  Tanff,  which  are  calculated  injuriously  to  affect  the  British 
iron  and  steel  trade  with  Italy.  The  Chamber  refers  to  the  various  coimtries 
interesied  in  the  iron  trade  with  Italy,  and  also  to  the  negotiations  now  pending  for 
the  conclusion  of  new  Commercial  Ti^eaties  between  Italy  on  the  one  side  and  Austria, 
Prance,  Switzerland,  and  Spain  on  the  other ;  and  the  Chamber  hopes  that  Great 
Britain  will  obtain  in  all  Treaties  concluded  by  Italy  the  most-favoured-nation  treat- 
ment* 

In  this  latter  point  it  is  clear  that  Great  Britain  will  enjoy  up  to  February 
1892,  i.e.,  up  to  the  termination  of  the  existing  Treaty,  the  most-favoured-nation 
treatment,  but  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  concessions  to  be  made  in  pending 
Treaties  will  be  very  small,  especially  as  regards  iron  and  steel  manufactures. 

Great  Britain  has  no  Treaty  Tariff  with  Italy,  and  no  power  to  make  concessions 
or  reprisals.  Belgium  is  in  the  same  condition.  The  Treaty  with  Germany,  which 
has  been  prolonged,  contains  no  conventional  treatment  for  iron  and  steel.  In  the 
Treaty  just  concluded  with  Austria  but  slight  concessions  were  alone  made  on  forged 
nails, "^scythes,  and  sickles.  The  imports  of  manufactured  articles  of  iron  and  steel 
from  Spain  are  not  important ;  so  that  the  hopes  of  concessions  to  British  trade 
depend  on  the  result  of  the  negotiations  now  pending  with  France  and  Switzerland. 
But  Erench  iron  and  steel  manufactured  articles  are  not  imported  in  any  great 
quantities  to  Italy.  Machinery  imports  average  in  value  about  160,000/.,  and  imple- 
ments of  iron  and  steel  about  80,000/.  per  annum.  Switzerland,  however,  exports  to 
Italy  considerable  quantities  of  machinery  for  spinning  and  weaving  and  for  agricul- 
tural purposes,  and  will  doubtless  ask  for  Conventional  duties  upon  such  machinery. 

Moreover,  it  is  well  known  that  the  Italian  Government  has  pledged  itself  to 
protect,  or  rather  to  create,  the  national  iron  and  steel  industry,  and  that  any  serious 
concessions  on  the  new  duties  would  be  resented  by  the  country  and  rejected  by  the 
Chamber. 

Again,  it  is  known  that  the  immense  steel  works  establishment  at  Temi,  in  spite 
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of  Government  protection  and  orders,  has  so  far  proved  a  failure  commercially,  and 
that  its  prospects  can  only  be  improved  by  the  imposition  of  the  protective  duties  of 
the  new  Tariff,  favoured  by  which  it  hopes  to  find  the  necessary  capital  for  tlie 
erection  of  blast  furnaces  at  Civita  Vecchia  for  the  production  of  pig-iron  from  the 
Elba  ores,  using  coke  made  from  the  native  lignite  mixed  with  British  coal  as  fuel. 

I  need  hardly  assure  your  Lordship  that  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  will  watch  the 
progress  of  the  commercial  negotiations  with  France,  Switzerland,  and  Spain  in  the 
interests  of  British  trade  generally.

ON  the  30th  December  last  three  Royal  Decrees  approved  the  prolongation  up  to 
the  1st  March  nxet  of  the  three  existing  Commercial  Treaties  between  Italy  and 
France  and  Switzerland  and  Spain,  so  that  at  all  events,  up  to  the  Ist  March  next. 
Great  Britain  will  enjoy  the  Conventional  duties  assured  to  the  above  three  countries. 

On  the  other  hand,  such  of  the  new  duties  of  the  General  Italian  Customs  Tariff 
as  are  not  bound  by  the  above  Treaties,  nor  by  the  new  Treaty  with  Austria,  have  been 
applied  to  all  imports  into  Italy  since  the  1st  January. 

As,  however,  in  some  cases  confusion  would  arise  owing,  for  instance,  to  cotton 
tissues  remaining  under  Conventional  treatment,  whilst  cotton  yams  and  warps  were 
subjected  to  the  General  Tariff  duties,  it  has  been  decided  by  Eioyal  Decree,  for  such 
time  as  tissues  of  cotton,  pig-iron,  and  steel  shall  benefit  by  existing  Conventional 
treatment,  to  apply  to  yams  and  warps  of  cotton,  and  to  scrap  pig-iron  and  steel,  the 
treatment  established  by  the  Tariff  Law,  consolidated  by  Decree  of  the  9th  August,  1883, 
instead  of  the  rates  established  in  Articles  Nos.  96,  97,  98,  99, 100,  and  200  of  the  new 
General  Customs  Tariff  of  the  14th  July,  1887. 

A  recent  Circular,  referring  to  the  above  subject,  states  that  in  all  cases  where  the 
duty  in  the  General  Tariff  may  be  lower  than  those  of  the  Conventional  Tariff  for  the 
same  articles,  the  lower  duty  will  be  levied.

My  Lord,  The  Standard  Iron  Works,  Colchester,  February  8, 1888. 

IN  venturing  to  address  your  Lordship  on  the  important  subject  of  increase  in 
Italian  Tariffs,  we  would  respectfully  beg  to  remark  as  follows : — 

Some  twelve  years  ago  we  opened  out  an  Italian  business,  and  were  doing  a  very 
good  trade  in  Italy.  Unfortunately,  soon  afterwards  an  increase  in  Tariffs  took  place, 
and  we  felt  the  same  very  considerably.  We  built  a  large  warehouse  so  as  to  keep  our 
machinery  in  stock,  and  did  all  we  could  to  encourage  what  we  thought  would. be  a 
jsuccessful  and  profitable  business. 

About  four  years  ago  a  second  increase  in  Tariffs  took  place,  which  still  further 
prejudiced  our  interests  most  seriously,  and  we  now  understand  that  another  increase 
in  Tariff  is  to  take  place. 

Our  representative  in  Milan  (who  is  an  Italian)  writes  us  as  per  copy  inclosed. 

We  are  informed  that  if  great  pressure  is  brought  to  bear  by  the  En^sh 
Government  this  further  increase  might  be  prevented. 

We  feel  your  Lordship  would,  at  least,  like  to  know  this,  so  that  every  effort 
can  be  used  towards  attaining  the  object  desired.  The  great  increase  in  Tariffs  in 
various  parts  of  the  world  is,  indeed,  becoming  a  most  serious  matter  for  manufacturers 
in  England.  Handicapped  as  we  are,  by  being  compelled  to  admit  nearly  everything 
free  into  this  country,  we  may  mention  that  we  are  entirely  shut  out  of  Gtermany, 
nearly  so  in  Russia,  Canada,  and  in  Victoria  (Melbourne).  In  the  last-named  place 
the  Tariff  is  exceedingly  high,  and,  further,  every  encouragement  is  being  given  to 
"  home  manufacturers.'* 

Kindly  permit  u»  to  say  that  we  feel  sure,  if  the  English  Government  would  take 
immediate  steps  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  a  recurrence  of  these  matters,  it  would 
immensely  strengthen  their  position  at  home,  and  would  confer  a  lasting  benefit  upon 
this  country.

EEFEEBING  to  your  Circular  letter  of  tiie  4th  instant,  forwardmg  a  Memo- 
randum explanatory  of  the  present  position  of  the  Italian  Customs  Tariff,  which 
Memorandum  has  heen  communicated  to  the  members  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  I  have  now  to  make  an  application  in  consequence  of  the  inquiries  which 
have  reached  the  Chamber  in  connection  with  the  subject. 

Whilst  it  is  clear  that  Conventional  treatment  will  be  accorded  to  certain  articles 
entering  Italy  from  the  United  Kingdom  imtil  the  29th  February,  owing  to  the 
prolonged  application  of  the  Commercial  Treaties  of  Italy  with  France,  Switzerland, 
and  Spain,  there  seems  to  exist  considerable  doubt  as  to  what  duties  will  be  applied  to 
British  goods  on  and  after  the  1st  March. 

This  is  naturally  a  point  upon  which  it  may  not,  at  present,  be  possible  to  give  a 
definite  answer,  as  any  negotiations  for  prolonging  the  Treaties  may  not  have  attained 
a  final  stage,  but  I  am  desired  respectfully  to  inquire  whether  it  will  be  agreeable  to 
you  to  give  this  Chamber  early  notification  of  any  change  in  the  position  which  may 
result  either  from  the  abrogation  of  the  French,  Swiss,  and  Spanish  Commercial 
Treaties  with  Italy,  or  from  their  prolongation,  either  in  the  case  of  one  or  all  of  the 
Powers  mentioned,  together  with  a  notification  of  any  important  changes  in  the  duties 
leviable  on  British  imports  into  Italy,  which  may  result  from  the  new  regime. 

If  it  should  be  possible  for  you  to  accede  to  the  request  which  I  have  the  honour 
to  make,  every  means  will  be  taken  to  bring  the  information  under  the  notice  of 
interested  parties.

WE  take  the  liberty  of  pointing  out  to  you  what  we  consider  a  great  injustice  done 
to  us  by  the  Italian  Customs. 

In  the  past  few  years  an  article  of  our  manufacture,  zinc  white,  has  been  exported 
by  us  to  Italy,  and  within  the  past  six  months  the  trade  has  greatly  increased. 

Until  the  31st  December  last  it  paid  a  duty  of  2  fr.  per  100  kilog.,  but  shipments 
made  this  year  have  been  charged  a  duty  of  8  f r. 

This  great  increase  practically  prolubits  the  sale  of  the  article  in  Italy,  and  we 
should  consider  it  the  greatest  favour  if  you  would  make  such  representations  to  the 
Italian  Government  on  our  behalf  as  to  induce  them  to  make  some  concession  in  the 
duty.

ON  the  12th  December,  1887,  we  shipped  from  Liverpool  per  steam-ship  **  Malta  ** 
nine  cases  of  dyed  velveteens,  consigned  to  our  agents  at  Naples,  Messrs.  A.  Dap&quier 
and  Co.  Part  of  these  velvets  were  plain,  as  inclosed  pattern  (marked  1),  and  part 
embossed,  as  inclosed  pattern  (marked  2).  We  had  before  frequently  shipped  the 
same  kind  of  goods  to  Naples ;  and  both  plain  and  embossed  had  always  been  cleared 
under  the  same  Tariff  clause,  viz.,  "  Categoria  VI,'*  No.  105,  letter  (C),  *^  velluti  tinti  ** 
(dyed  velvets),  paying,  under  both  General  and  Conventional  Tariffs,  155  lire  per 
100  kilog. 

The  above  goods  were  cleared  on  the  12th  January,  1888,  as  per  Bulletin  of  the 
Neapolitan  Custom-house,  Series  A,  No.  421,  the  12th  January,  1888. 

The  plain  velvets  were  admitted  at  the  usual  rate  of  155  lire,  but  the  embossed 
were  charged  at  250  lire,  and  a  fine  of  33  lire  35  c.  was  imposed  because  the  embossed 
velvets  had  not  been  declared  as  "  velluto  fino,"  a  class  created  under  the  new  Tariff, 
paying  250  lire  per  100  kilog. 

Our  agents  appealed  to  the  Minister  of  Pinance  at  Rome,  but  without  success. 
We  inclose  copy  of  his  appeal,  and  of  the  reply  of  the  Custom-house.

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We  would  submit  that  either  the  old  Tariff  was  prolonged  or  it  was  not.  If  it 
was  prolonged  we  fail  to  see  why  goods  which,  under  the  old  Tariff,  entered  under 
a  certain  category,  should  be  suddenly  and  arbitrarily  placed  under  a  subdivision 
created  by  the  new  Tariff,  which  has  not  come  into  operation. 

If  it  was  not  prolonged,  we  equally  fail  to  see  why  the  plain  portion  of  the 
shipment,  which  we  are  informed  will  also  come  under  the  head  of  "  velluto  fino,"  was 
admitted  at  the  old  Tariff  rate  of  155  lire. 

We  think  that  the  Custom-house  authorities  have  acted  without  due  consideration, 
and  would  respectfully  suggest  tliat  a  representation  from  the  Foreign  Office  might 
have  the  effect  of  inducing  the  Italian  authorities  to  reconsider  the  matter. 

Our  agents,  Messrs.  A  DupSlquier  and  Co.,  have  acted  throughout  entirely  on  our 
account,  the  goods  being  sold,  shipped,  and  cleared  by  them  for  us.

The  Conventional  duties  with  Austria  and  Germany  have  already  been  inserted  in 
the  text  of  the  Tariff  (General  and  Conventional).

The  above  Conventional  duties  hardly  confer  any  benefit  on  British  trade  with

Extract  from  Circular  No.  15  of  February  ii6,  1888,  issued  by  the  Italian  Department  of 
Customs  (No.  IV  of  "  BoUettino  Vfficiale  delta  Dirczione  Generate  deUe  Gaftette/* 
pp.  76  and  77). 

(Translation.) 

IN  view  of  the  increase  of  customs  duties  lately  imposed  by  France  upon  Italian 
exports,  the  Boyal  Government  has  found  itself  compelled  to  avail  itself  of  the  powers 
granted  by  Parliament,  and  to  impose  differential  duties  on  French  imports  into  Italy, 

The  Differential  Tariff  approved  by  Eoyal  Decree  No.  6221  (Series  3)  of  to-day's 
date  is  given  below.     (See  pp.  81-91  of  same  number  of  "  BoUettino."^ 

It  is  understood  that>  for  all  heads  or  sub-heads  not  included  in  tne  said  Differential 
Ttoiff,  the  duties  are  to  be  collected  according  to  the  General  Tariff. 

The  temporary  Conventional  Tariff  which  was  distributed  to  Custom-house  offices  in 
consequence  of  the  extension  of  the  Treaties  with  France  and  Switzerland  ceases  to  be 
in  force  from  the  1st  March. 

The  introduction  of  differential  duties  against  France  renders  it  necessary  to  demand 
certificates  of  origin  for  goods  coming  from  all  other  countries^  as  a  condition  to  entitle 
them  to  a  lower  rate  of  duty. 

Certificates  of  origin  may  be  granted  by  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  similar 
institutions,  by  Italian  Consular  officers,  by  municipal  authorities,  or  by  foreign  Custom- 
houses, in  the  form  established  by  their  respective  Governments.  They  must  show  the 
marks  of  the  packages,  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  goods,  and  must  further  certify 
that  the  goods  are  the  produce  of  the  soil,  or  of  the  industry  of  the  country  from  whence 
they  are  sent  to  Italy. 

In  countries  of  the  East^  and  in  Tunisia,  where  no  municipal  authorities  exists 
certificates  of  origin  must  be  granted  exclusively  by  the  Italian  Consular  officers  or  by 
the  Italian  Chambers  of  Commerce,  in  places  where  such  bodies  exist. 

Heads  of  Custom-houses  may  even  content  themselves  with  requiring,  in  the  place 
of  certificates  of  origin,  the  mere  original  invoices,  and  are  allowed  to  dispense  even 
with  the  invoice  in  the  case  of  goods  which  bear  the  characteristic  impress  of  the  produce 
of  a  particular  country,  or  constitute,  as  it  were,  a  monopoly  of  the  country,  such  as,  for 
instance,  wines  of  particular  growths,  Spanish  pilchards,  English  herrings,  &c. 

Again,  a  certificate  of  origin  will  not  be  necessary  in  the  case  of  goods  which  come 
directly  irom  the  country  producing  them  without  any  transhipment,  or  merely  entrance 
of  the  vessels  conveying  them  in  French  ports  taking  place  on  the  way. 

On  the  other  hand,  certificates  of  origin  will  be  considered  as  null  and  void  where 
they  include  goods  which  notoriou.^ly  do  not  belong  to  the  agricultural  or  industrial 
products  of  the  country  of  issue,  such  as,  for  instance,  wines,  thread,  textiles,  or  iron- 
mongery, &c.,  in  the  case  of  Tunis. 

In  the  case  of  postal  parcels,  the  declaration  of  the  sender  takes  the  place  of  a 
certificate  of  origin. 

In  short,  heads  pf  Custom-houses  are  given  the  widest  discretionary  powers  in  regard 
to  the  admission  of  goods  to  favoured  treatment,  whenever  they  are  sure  that  the  favour

their  best  endeavours  to  prevent  the  new  Regulations  from  causing  impediments  to  trade^ 
especially  as  regards  goods  already  arrived  or  now  on  their  way,  and  until  the  Begulations 
themselves  are  made  known  abroad. 

The  offices  of  registry  (*^  uffici  di  scrittura  ")  shall  indorse  upon  the  declarations  (for 
whatever  Customs  destination)  presented  on  the  arrival  of  the  goods,  upon  the  previous 
entry,  the  origin  of  the  goods  themselves,  in  the  following  terms :  "  The  origin  having 
been  ascertained  to  be,  .  .  ." 

Conventional  duties  will  continue  to  be  applied,  irrespective  of  origin,  to  the  small 
quantities  of  goods  carried  by  travellers  in  their  luggage. 

The  same  is  the  case  with  Italian  goods  conveyed  in  the  coasting  trade,  which 
re-enter  the  realm  with  a  pass  not  in  proper  form,  or  are  found  not  to  agree  in  quality  or 
quantity  with  the  statements  in  the  bill  of  lading  (?)  ("  ricapito  di  scorta ''). 

With  regard  to  French  goods,  which  may  be  in  bonded  warehouses  on  the  Ist  March, 
the  difiTerential  duty  is  to  be  levied  on  them,  if  they  are  withdrawn  for  consumption  or 
transit,  since  their  being  in  a  bonded  warehouse  has  not  made  them  lose  their  character 
of  foreign  goods  imported  from  France. 

It  is  to  be  further  noted  that,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  14  (second 
phrase)  of  the  Eegulations  of  the  31st  October,  1876,  French  goods,  being  excluded 
from  most-favoured-nation  treatment,  cannot  be  admitted  into  bonded  warehouses  on  or 
after  the  1st  March  unless  the  managers  of  such  warehouses  assume  the  formal  obUga- 
tion  referred  to  in  said  Article. 

Finally,  it  is  not  unnecessary  to  point  out  that  the  Ministerial  Decree  of  the 
80th  December,  1887,  respecting  the  bonus  on  the  indications  of  the  spirit  gauge,  and 
the  exemption  from  the  duty  on  molasses  and  corn,  for  distilleries  of  the  first  category, 
continues  in  force,

Treaties  between  Italy  and  other  Powers  in  the  pages  of  the  **  Board  of  Trade  Journal."

My  Lord,  Leeds,  March  12, 1888. 

WE  have  the  honour,  on  behalf  of  the  Council  of  this  Chamber,  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  Sir  P.  W.  Currie's  letter  of  the  14th  September  last  with  reference  to  the 
changes  then  proposed  to  be  made  in  the  Italian  TariflF,  and  to  request  that  your  Lordship 
will  endeavour,  by  the  commercial  negotiations  suggested  in  the  last  paragraph  of  that 
letter,  to  obtain  an  alteration  in  the  duties  which  appear  to  be  now  payable  on  woollen  and 
worsted  tissues,  of  which  the  warp  is  comprised  of  cotton. 

Under  the  old  Tariff,  woollen  goods,  of  which  the  warp  was  composed  entirely  of 
cotton,  paid  duty  at  the  rate  of  93  fr.  60  c.  per  100  kilog.  (irrespective  of  weight 
[106]  K 
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Mr  sqwre  metre),  and  wozsted  tissues  with  similar  warp  paid  duty  at  the  rate  of  130  fr. 
There  is  no  special  provision  in  the  new  Tariff  for  woollen  and  worsted  goods  with  cotton 
warp,  and  it  would  appear,  therefore,  that  thej  will  come  under  the  beading  of  tissues  of 
woollens  and  tissues  of  worsteds  (Ifos,  129  a  and  1296),  hy  which  duty  is  payable  as 
follows : —

This  enormous  increase  in  the  rate  of  duty,  of  which  there  is  no  other  example  in 
the  whole  Tariff,  will  chiefly  affect  English  manufactures,  and  more  particularly  those  of 
the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  inasmuch  as  woollen  goods  with  cotton  warp  are  not  to 
any  large  extent  manufactured  in  other  European  countries.  The  increase  must  also  he 
seriously  felt  by  the  Italian  lower  classes,  by  whom  these  goods  are  chiefly  used. 

It  may  be  that  tlie  classification  has  been  omitted  from  the  General  Tariff  in  order 
that  the  matter  may  be  provided  for  in  some  of  the  special  Treaties  made  with  other 
countries,  in  which  case  England,  by  being  entitled  to  the  most-favoured-nation  treatment, 
would  benefit.  Other  countries  are  not  interested  in  these  goods  to  the  same  extent  as 
England,  and  it  therefore  falls  to  the  lot  of  England  to  endeavour  to  specially  arrange  as 
to  them.  The  time  is  believed  to  be  appropriate  for  entering  into  a  special  arrangement, 
as  negotiations  have,  it  is  understood,  now  ceased  with  other  countries.  The  imposition  of 
such  high  duties  will  be  quasi-prohibitory,  and  will  very  seriously  affect  the  commerce  of 
this  district.  It  is  satirfactory  to  learn  tliat  by  the  imposition  no  act  of  hostihty  is 
intended  to  English  commerce,  and  considering  the  friendly  relations  which  happily  exist 
between  this  country  and  Italy,  and  also  the  fact  that  this  country  does  not  impose  duty 
on  Italian  goods,  it  is  hoped  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  may  be  able  to  induce  the 
Italian  Government  to  make  a  satisfactory  concession  on  this  point. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  desired  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  a  definite  decision  is 
hoped  for  at  an  early  date,  as  it  is  believed  that  many  contracts  are  pending  the  result.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  forward  to  you  the  accompanying  copy  of 
correspondence  which  has  passed  hetween  this  Department  and  Messrs.  T.  Tapling  and  Co., 
of  Gresham  Street,  E.G.,  on  the  subject  of  the  rate  of  customs  duty  sought  to  he  levied  in 
Italy  upon  certain  felt  carpets  consigned  by  the  above-named  firm  to  Milan  after  the 
Ist  January  last  previous  to  the  81st  March,  1888. 

In  laying  this  letter  hefore  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury,  I  am  to  request  that  you  will  be 
good  enough  to  point  out  to  him  that  the  question  which  arises  is  in  regard  to  an  article 
previously  classed  in  the  Italian  Customs  Tariff  under  a  certain  section  covered  hy  the 
Franco-Italian  Commercial  Treaty,  and  consequently  up  to  the  31st  December  last 
paying  a  Conventional  rate  of  duty.  The  provisions  of  the  IVeaty,  ;^hich  would  otherwise 
have  lapsed  at  the  end  of  last  year,  were  prolonged  until  the  8]st  March,  1888;  hut  it 
would  appear  that  in  the  new  Italian  General  Tariff,  which  would  have  come  into  force 
in  its  ent&ety  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  but  for  the  prolongation  of  the  Treaty,  this 
particular  article  (felt  carpets)  was  classed  in  a  different  category  paying  m  higher  rate 
of  duty. 
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The  Board  of  Trade  apprehend  that,  if  the  Italiam  Government  claim  to  revise  the 
classification  of  certain  goods  hefore  the  Treaty  Tarifi*  on  such  goods  expires,  such  claim 
cannot  he  resisted ;  hut  they  would  suggest,  for  his  Lordship's  consideration,  that  it  might 
he  desirable  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case  to  instruct  Her  Majesty's  Ambassador 
at  Eome  to  bring  the  matter  in  some  way  before  the  Italian  Goyeniment,  in  order  that 
the  hardship  of  which  Messrs  Tapling  and  Co.  complain  may,  if  possible,  be  remedied.

In  accordance  with  our  verbal  understanding,  we  have  telegraphed  to  Milan 
requesting  our  consignees  to  pay,  under  protest,  the  duty  demanded,  and  we  now  beg  to 
submit  to^you  the  following  (!etails  of  the  transaction  in  question. 

We  Inclose  a  cutting  of  the  goods  we  describe  as  printed  felt  carpets.  These  goods 
have  hitherto,  and  at  all  events  up  to  the  end  of  1887^  been  admitted  at  the  rate  of 
60  lure  per  quintaL  The  bales,  of  which  we  give  marks,  numbers,  and  weight  at  foot, 
have  been  refused^  by  our  consignees,  on  the  ground  that  they  arrived  after  the 
81st  December,  1887,  up  to  which  date  the  Milan  Customs  officers  would  have  passed 
them  at  the  rate  of  60  lire,  whereas  they  now  demand  200  lire,  per  quintal. 

Our  hope  is  that  you  will  please  ascertain  for  us  what  is  reaily  the  correct  amount  of 
duty  at  the  present  date,  so  that  we  may  recover  the  difference  if  our  contention  that  the 
Increased  duty  should  not  be  levied  until  after  the  29th  instant  is  correct,  or  that  we  may 
withdraw  our  protest  if  the  Milan  Customs  officers  should  be  right  in  stating  that  the 
increased  duty  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1888.

Memorandum. 

THE  duty  chargeable  upon  the  importation  of  waste  wool  carpets  into  Italy  from 
this  country  up  to  the  1st  March  should  be  apparently  at  the  rate  of  60  lire  per 
100  kilog.  This  rate  of  duty  was  fixed  under  the  Franco-Italian  Commercial  Treaty, 
which,  although  recently  denounced,  has  been  prolonged  until  the  date  abore-mentioned ; 
and  the  United  Kingdom  participates  in  all  the  advantages  thus  accorded  to  France  by 
Italv  in  virtue  of  the  most-favoured-nation  clause  of  the  Anglo-Italian  Treaty  of  1883. 
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According  to  the  provisional  Tariff  issued  for  the  guidance  of  the  Italian  Customs  autho- 
rities  until  such  time  as  the  new  General  Tariff  of  Italy  comes  into  operation,  i.e.,  until 
the  1st  March,  1888,  the  same  rate  of  duty,  viz.,  60  lire  per  100  kilog.,  is  stated  to  be 
leviable  upon  these  goods. 

The  rate  of  duty  leviable  after  the  1st  March  appears  in  the  new  Italian  General 
Tariff  to  be  110  Ure  per  lOO  kilog.,  and  not  200  lire,  as  stated  in  Messrs.  Tapling's  letter.

SINCE  the  Memorandum  forwarded  with  the  Board's  letter  to  Messrs.  Tapling  on 
the  1st  instant  was  written,  there  has  been  received  in  the  Department  a  volume 
containing  a  full  index  to  the  new  Italian  General  Tariff.  According  to  this  publication, 
felt  carpets  are  for  the  future  to  be  classed  as  felts,  and  not  as  carpets  of  waste  wool,  as 
formerly.  This  modifies  the  last  paragraph  of  the  Memorandum  previously  sent,  the 
duties  on  felts  of  less  than  3  millim.  in  thickness  being  now  fixed  at  the  same  rates 
as  those  on  tissues  of  carded  wool,  viz. : —

In  regard  to  the  duties  leviable  on  felt  carpets  up  to  the  end  of  last  month,  it  would 
appear  that,  as  these  goods  were  classed  under  a  former  index  of  the  Tariff  as  carpels 
of  waste  wool,  paying  60  lire  per  100  kilog.,  whilst  the  Franco-Italian  Treaty  was  in 
operation,  they  should,  until  that  Treaty  expired,  have  been  classed  in  the  same  category.

WE  thank  jon  for  above  letter  and  the  Memorandum  which  accompanied  it. 

We  gather  from  this  Memorandum  that  (1)  the  Italian  Government  have  altered 
the  Tariff  classification  in  regard  to  felt  carpets ;  ('2)  that  in  so  doing  your  Department 
expresses  the  opinion  that  they  have  not  been  justified. 

Under  these  circumstances,  we  beg  further  to  inform  you  that  our  correspondents 
have  made  a  fresh  application  at  the  Milan  Customs  for  admission  of  tlie  bales,  of  which 
we  give  you  par|;iculars  at  foot,  at  the  rate  of  duty  of  60  lire  per  100  kilog.  Thf^y  inform 
us  that,  although  they  have  obtained  the  right  still  to  clear  our  goods  at  the  Tariff 
justified  on  the  1st  January,  1888,  that  Tariff  is  pronounced  by  the  Customs  authorities 
to  be  200  lire  on  the  1st  January,  1888,  whereas  it  was  60  lire  on  the  Slet  December,  1887. 

The  right  to  alter  the  classification  is  therefore  the  point  in  dispute  between  our- 
selves and  the  Customs  authorities  in  Milan.  We  are  fortified  in  our  opinion  by  the 
contents  of  your  Memorandum. 

We  now  beg  to  ask  you  whether,  under  the  circumstances,  vou  can  assist  us  to  give 
practical  force  to  this  opinion  by  bringing  it  to  bear  upon  the  Milan  authorities  ? 

Our  correspondents  inform  us  that  payment  under  protest  will  not  be  accepted. 
Please  to  inform  us  whether  there  are  any  means  of  obtaining  admission  for  our  goods  at 
the  rate  of  duty  which  we  think,  and  you  think,  is  the  just  rate. 

The  Milan  authorities  will  admit  them  now  as  the  1st  January,  there  is  no  dispute 
on  that  point;  but  only  as  to  what  the  rate  of  duty  was  on  the  1st  January,  1888. 
That  appears  to  depend  on  whether  the  Italian  authorities  are,  or  are  not,  within  their 
rights  in  altering  the  classification  before  the  1st  March,  1888.  K  they  should  not  be, 
we  shall  thank  you  to  inform  us  what  steps  you  would  advise  us  to  take.

IN  continuation  of  the  correspondence  we  have  already  had  with  your  Lordship 
concerning  the  new  Italian  Tariff,  in  connection  with  which  you  kindly  afforded  to  our 
Mr.  Schalck  the  facility  of  an  interview  with  Her  Majesty's  Ambassador  in  Rome,  we 
have  further  to  ask  your  kind  intervention  in  a  matter  concerning  which  the  Italian 
Minister  of  Commerce  admitted  the  justice  of  oiur  claim,  and  promised  the  necessary 
alteration. 

Your  Lordship  will  remember  that  we  brought  it  under  your  notice  that  it  was 
proposed  to  impose  a  further  duty  of  40  per  cent,  extra  for  curtains  which  were  taped 
(**  cucito ''),  in  addition  to  the  duty  paid  tor  the  same  articles  plain,  that  is,  the  edges 
uncut  and  untaped,  and  sold  by  the  pair.  Upon  this  being  pointed  out,  the  Italian 
Minister  of  Commerce  admitted  that  it  was  unreasonable,  and  promised  to  remedy  it. 
This  he  afterwards  did  by  imposing  only  an  additional  duty  of  10  per  cent,  upon  these 
goods,  but  it  seems  from  representations  which  have  been  made  to  us  by  our  customers, 
that  the  Custom-house  authorities  are  insisting  that  "vitrage''  curtains,  whicli  r.ro  sold 
by  the  yard  and  not  in  pairs,  being  simply  narrow  curtains  of  the  same  make,  and  used 
for  the  same  purposes,  should  pay  the  duty  of  40  per  cent,  extra  when  so  taped. 

In  spite  of  our  urgent  remonstrances  with  the  Custom-house  authorities,  they  still 
insist  on  levying  this  duty,  which  makes  the  sale  impossible,  and  we  are,  therefore, 
reluctantly  compelled  to  ask  your  Lordship's  assistance  in  this  matter.

TOXJ  were  good  enough  to  transmit  to  me  a  Memorandum,  which  I  hare  the  honour 
to  return,  in  which  Messrs.  Dupliquier  and  Co.  set  forth  their  right  to  obtain  a  reimburse* 
ment  of  moneys  overcharged  at  the  Custom-house  at  Naples,  owing  to  an  erroneous 
application  of  the  provisional  Conventional  Tariff  which  remained  in  force  up  to  the 
1st  March,  in  consequence  of  the  prorogation  of  the  old  Treaties  of  Commerce  with 
France,  Spain,  and  Switzerland. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  now  to  inform  you  that  the  Ministry,  having  received  an 
opinion  in  the  same  sense  from  the  College  of  Customs  Experts,  has  at  once  determined 
that  worked  and  embossed  cotton  velvets  should  continue  to  pay  the  same  duty  as 
the  dyed  cotton  velvets  during  the  whole  time  that  the  Treaty  with  France  remained  in 
force,  by  which  all  cotton  velvets  were  placed  under  one  category,  the  embossed  and 
worked  velvets,  which  were  not  mentioned  in  the  old  Tariff,  being  assimilated  to  those 
merely  dyed. 

Such  being  the  case,  I  have  only  to  beg  you  to  be  so  good  as  to  transmit  to  this 
Ministry  the  papers  relating  to  the  velvet  goods  upon  which  an  overcharge  of  duty  was 
made,  so  that  orders  may  be  given  for  the  difference  to  be  repaid.

IN  my  note  of  the  21st  October,  1886,  I  had  the  honour  to  inform  your  Excellency 
of  the  answer  of  the  Royal  Ministry  of  Finance  to  the  new  observations  put  forward 
of  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  controversy  respecting  "  graticolati " 
tissues. 

I  have  now  much  pleasure  in  informing  you  that,  in  the  new  Tariff  category,  account 
has  been  taken  of  the  observations  of  the  said  Chamber  with  respect  to  the  definition  of 
'*  graticolati "  tissues. 

I  may  add  that  my  honourable  colleague,  the  Minister  of  Finance,  means  to  issue  to 
the  Custom-houses  detailed  and  practical  instructions  with  respect  to  the  carrying  out  of 
the  note  which  has  been  added  to  p.  740  of  the  Category,  so  as  to  avoid  the  possibility  of 
one  official  having  a  diversity  of  opinion  from  that  of  another  respecting  the  duty  to  be 
levied. 

It  has,  in  short,  been  decided  to  consider  as  ^*  graticolati  **  tissues  those  in  the 
manufacture  of  which  the  *'  leno  '*  weave  is  adopted,  that  is  to  say,  those  which,  in  any 
point  whatever  of  their  surface,  show  the  threads  of  the  warp  to  be  interlaced,  and  in 
which,  in  the  ^*  graticolato,"  or  open  parts,  the  spaces  are  not  obtained  by  a  simple 
juncture  of  the  threads  of  the  warp,  which,  on  the  contrary,  run  in  parallel  lines  in  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  "  non-graticolato  *•  tissue. 

The  Ministry  of  Finance,  in  order  to  get  the  Customs  officers  to  understand  the 
difference  that  exists  between  tissues  with  interstices  obtained  by  simple  weaves  (that  is, 
without  the  use  of  the  leno,  muslin,  lace,  or  jacquard  weaves),  and  those  tissues  which 
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are  really  **  graticolati ''  according  to  the  definition  of  the  experts,  is  desirous  to 
furnish  the  Italian  Custom-houses  with  a  collection  of  samples  of  the  one  and  the  other 
kind. 

I  have,  therefore,  to  beg  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Commerce,  through  your 
Excellency,  to  procure  for  us  a  certain  quantity  ^at  least  5  metres)  of  the  various  kinds  of 
cotton  tissues,  or  of  wool  and  cotton  tissues,  in  which  the  latter  prevails,  which  may  really 
be  considered  as  *'graticolati,'*  as  well  as  of  tissues  both  '*  graticolati ''  and  worked,  and, 
finally,  of  tissues  worked  only  and  tissues  brocaded  only. 

The  Eoyal  Ministry  of  Finance  will  repay  the  expenses  incurred  in  forming  this 
collection  of  samples  upon  presentation  of  the  bill  relative  to  it,  by  means  of  a  cheque 
payable  either  to  the  manufacturer  or  to  any  person  who  may  be  named. 

I  shall  be  much  obliged  to  your  Excellency  if  you  will  be  so  good  as  to  let  me  know 
the  answer  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  our  request,  as  well  as  any  observations  which 
they  may  have  to  make  upon  the  intentions  generally  of  the  Royal  Ministry  of  Finance  as 
regards  this  matter.

ON  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  despatch  of  the  7th  March  last,  I  communicated  one 
of  the  forms  of  certificate  of  origin  therein  contained  to  the  Director-General  of  Italian 
Customs  for  the  information  of  his  Department. 

Signor  Castorina  now  informs  me  that  he  has  received  reports  from  various  Italian 
Custom-houses  stating  that,  instead  of  the  form  of  certificate  of  origin  issued  by  British 
Custonas  oflicers,  there  are  constantly  presented  declarations  of  the  exporters  sworn  before 
a  judicial  or  municipal  authority  and  also  before  notaries  public. 

Signor  Castorina  begs  me  to  inform  him  whether  the  above  sworn  declarations  may 
be  accepted  as  possessing  the  same  value  as  the  form  of  certificate  issued  by  the  British 
Custom-house  officers. 

Whilst  begging  your  Lordship  for  instructions  on  the  point  submitted  by  Signor 
Castorina,  I  would  mention  that  I  learn  that  the  forms  of  certificate  of  origin  most  readily 
accepted  by  the  Italian  Customs  officials  are  declarations  made  by  the  manufacturer  of 
the  goods  before  the  Mayor  of  the  town,  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  being  legalized  by 
the  Italian  Consul.

Illustrissimo  Signore,  RomCf  May  11, 1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  reply  to  your  note  of  the  26th  April  last  by  informing  you 
that  the  Treaty  of  Commerce,  concluded  not  long  since  with  Austria-Hungary,  accorded 
an  alleviation  of  Customs  treatment  to  curtains  simply  hemmed,  by  declaring  them,  in  as 
far  as  the  extra  tax  on  the  hemming  is  concerned,  to  be  assimilated  to  bed  and  table 
linen,  &c.,  which  naturally  excludes  all  taped  tissues  and  tulles  in  the  stripe  from  being 
comprised  in  the  said  alleviation,  of  duty,  since  they,  even  though  they  may  be  used  as 
curtains,  would  nevertheless  not  have  the  character  of  curtains,  nor  could  they  fairly  be 
assimilated  to  linen  goods. 

It  cannot  be  said,  moreover,  that  the  Customs  authorities  have  been  wrong  in 
applying  the  alleviation  of  duty  in  question  to  those  curtains  only  which  have  been 
entirely  finished,  since  that  may  be  considered  the  most  correct  interpretation  to 
be  given  to  the  Convention  in  question. 

Then,  as  regards  the  complaints  of  Messrs.  Tapling  respecting  the  duty  levied  on 
printed  felt  carpets,  I  am  obliged  to  inform  you  that  the  Franco-Italian  Treaty,  which 
was  concluded  the  3rd  November,  1881,  and  prorogued  until  the  29th  February  last, 
affected  only  the  duties  upon  felt  for  hats,  and  tarred  or  oiled  felt,  &c.,  leaving  the  duty 
upon  all  other  felts  open,  so  that,  as  regards  the  classification  of  the  latter,  the 
Eegulations  established  by  the  new  Tariff  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1888. 

Hence  the  difference  of  treatment  (after  that  date)  adverted  to  by  Messrs.  Tapling, 
which,  as  you  will  perceive  from  the  above,  did  not  arise  from  a  want  of  observation 
of  the  Franco-Italian  Treaty,  but  from  changes  made  in  a  particular  class  of  the  Tariff, 
which  had  not  been  bound  by  the  Treaty  in  question.

My  Lord,  Rome,  May  9, 1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  despatches  of  the 
8rd,  14th,.  17th,  and  18th  February  last,  transmitting  correspondence  on  the  subject  of  the 
hardships  resulting  to  the  British  industries  of  machinery,  earthenware,  glass,  and  zinc 
white,  and  instructing  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  to  make  such  representations  to  the 
Italian  Government  as  may  be  deemed  most  calculated  to  obtain  relief  for  the  above,  as 
well  as  for  other  branches  of  British  trade  with  Italy. 

On  the  1st  November  last  I  addressed,  as  your  Lordship  is  aware,  a  friendly  com- 
munication to  the  Italian  Government  in  behalf  of  all  British  industries,  whose  interests 
were  threatened  by  the  impending  application  of  the  new  Italian  General  Customs 
Tariff,  To  that  communication  no  reply  has  as  yet  been  received  by  Her  Majesty's 
Embassy. 

But,  as  your  Lordship  knows,  the  efforts  of  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  have  been 
constantly  directed,  chiefly  by  verbal  communication  with  influential  persons  during  the 
past  six  months  towards  obtaining  concessions  in  favour  of  British  trade. 

Some  small  concessions  have  been  already  obtained  in  favour  of  the  industries  of 
Bradford  and  Nottingham,  but,  as  regards  the  bulk  of  British  trade,  the  Italian  Govern- 
ment, whilst  professing  the  greatest  fiiendship  for  Her  Majesty's  Government,  assert 
their  inability  to  make  direct  concessions  without  compensatory  advantages. 

The  truth  of  this  assertion  of  inability  to  make  direct  concessions  to  British  trade 
has  been  impressed  upon  me  during  conversations  held  with  the  persons  who  direct  and 
decide  the  commercial  policy  of  Italy,  as  well  as  with  influential  members  of  the  Senate 
and  of  the  Chamber. 

The  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  Italy  are  controlled  by  influential  manufacturers, 
who  are  naturally  protectionists.  These  Chambers  and  the  manufacturers  are  fully 
i^presented  in  the  two  Chambers  of  the  Legislature,  where  the  tendency  is  strongly 
protectionist. 

As  your  Lordship  is  aware,  the  new  Customs  Tariff  rates  proposed  by  Signer  EUcna 
were  invariably  increased  on  the  passage  through  the  Chamber  last  summer  of  the 
General  Tariff  Bill. 

Again,  various  duties  reserved  for  further  study  and  report  by  the  "  General  Customs 
Tariff  Commission,"  composed  of  Signori  Luzzatti,  Ellena,  Castorina  (Director  of 
Customs),  and  others,  have  invariably  been  increased,  as  lately  reported  to  your  Lordship 
in  my  despatch  of  the  6th  instant. 

Signer  Ellena  lately  repeated  to  me,  what  I  have  reported  to  your  Lordship  in  more 
than  one  despatch,  that  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  would  resist  any  direct  trade  concession 
to  Great  Britain  ;  that  the  unreasoning  public  argued  that  Great  Britain  sold  to  Italy 
goods  of  the  value  of  12,000,000/.,  and  bought  Italian  goods  to  the  amount  only  of 
3,000,000/. ;  and  that  one  of  the  latest  Customs  proposals  of  Her  Majesty's  Government 
was  to  tax  wine  in  bottles,  which  was  certainly  not  calculated  to  assist  the  important  wine 
trade  of  this  country. 

Moreover,  I  know  that  Signer  Crispi,  whose  desire  of  making  concessions  to  British 
trade  is  proved  by  his  official  assurance  of  re-establishing  the  cotton-warp  clauses  during 
the  negotiations  with  France,  lately  inquired  of  the  General  Tariff  Commission  whether 
he  might  not  make  concessions  to  British  trade  independently  of  negotiation.  The  reply 
of  the  Commission  to  Signer  Crispi's  query  was  a  unanimous  **No." 

Under  the  above  circumstances  it  would  seem  useless,  as  indeed  I  have  been  verbally 
assured  by  the  influential  officials  above  mentioned,  for  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  to  make 
further  representations  on  behalf  of  British  trade  interests.  The  only  point  on  which 
some  facility  might  be  conceded  is  the  allowance  for  tare  solicited  by  the  glass  and 
earthenware  industries  on  sea-borpe  goods  sent  to  Italy.  Such  an  allowance  could  be 
granted  under  Article  VI  of  the  new  Customs  Law,  without  application  to  the  Legislature. 

I  have  not  failed  to  urge  this  tare  allowance  concession  upon  Signer  Crispi  and  the 
members  of  the  Tariff  Commission,  but  they  seem  unwilling  to  commit  themselves  upon 
the  point ;  they  appear  to  believe  that  the  concession  of  an  average  tare  of  about 
30  per  cent,  on  gross  weight  would  give  British  glass  and  earthenware  goods  an  advantage 
over  their  German  and  French  competitors,  and,  whilst  willing  to  injure  French  trade, 
are  averse  from  inflicting  injuries,  however  small,  on  German  interests. 

With  regard  to  the  letter  of  the  Leeds  Chamber  of  Commerce  inclosed  in  your 
Lordship's    despatch    of  the    18th    ultimo,    and    to    your    Lordship's    letter   of   the 
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27th  ultimo^  recommending  Mr.  Zossenheim  to  the  attention  of  Her  Majesty's 
Embassy  as  representative  of  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  the  West  Biding,  I  venture 
to  question  the  correctness  of  the  assertion  of  the  Leeds  Chamber,  that  "  the  time  is 
believed  to  be  appropriate  for  entering  into  a  special  arrangement,"  nor  have  I  any  faith 
in  the  advantage  of  M.  Zossenheim's  mission,  or  in  the  success  of  the  special  case  which 
he  asserts  his  intention  to  plead. 

The  whole  subject  of  the  position  and  prospects  of  wool  goods  with  cotton  warp  was 
threshed  out  at  the  time  of  Mr,  Bever's  visit  to  Rome  last  February.  The  result  of  the 
exertions  of  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  in  behalf  of  the  Yorkshire  mixed  wool  industry  was 
appreciated  by  your  Lordship's  Office,  and  also  by  Sir  J.  Behrens,  who,  in  a  private 
letter,  conveyed  to  me  the  thanks  of  the  whole  Riding. 

I  may  add  that  Mr.  Zossenheim,  who  seemed  disinclined  to  take  my  advice,  was 
promptly  convinced  by  Signor  Ellena,  to  whom  I  introduced  him  in  consequence  of  your 
Lordship's  letter,  of  the  uselessness  of  his  self-imposed  mission  at  the  present  moment. 

In  spite,  however,  of  the  foregoing  opinions,  I  have  felt  it  to  be  expedient  to  address 
within  the  last  few  days  a  friendly  appeal  to  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  copy  of 
which  I  beg  to  inclose,  in  favour  of  agricultural  and  industrial  instruments  and  machinery, 
allowance  for  tare,  and  zinc  white. 

It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  the  French  Government  desire  reductions  of 
duties  on  the  above  machines:  it  is  known  that  allowances  for  tare  can  be  granted 
independently  of  negotiations,  and  zinc  white  has  been  specially  recommended  to  the 
attention  of  Her  Majcsty*s  Embassy  in  your  Lordship's  despatch  of  the  18lh  February 
last. 

All  hopes  of  Tariff  concessions  to  British  trade  depend,  as  your  Lordship  is  aware, 
upon  the  conclusion  of  a  new  Commercial  Treaty  with  France.  The  prospects  of  any 
arrangement  are  still  dim,  but  evidences  exist  that,  by  next  September,  the  necessities  of 
the  wine  and  silk  industries  may  induce  the  French  Government  to  accept  certain  reserva* 
tions  insisted  upon  by  the  Italian  Government  in  opposition  to  the  French  proposition 
for  a  practical  renewal  of  the  late  Treaty  of  1881. 

The  diplomatic  negotiations  for  the  above  object  still  continue  in  Paris  between  the 
French  Government  and  the  Italian  Ambassador.

REFERRING  to  the  note  from  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  of  the  1st  November  last, 
recommending  to  your  Excellency's  friendly  attention  the  interests  of  various  important 
branches  of  British  trade  with  Italy  which  were  threatened  by  the  duties  of  the  new 
General  Tariff,  I  have  the  honour  to  make  a  further  appeal  in  favour  of  other  British 
trade  articles,  in  the  hope  that  your  Excellency  may  be  able  to  cause  concessions  to  be 
made  such  as  will  benefit  trade  without  prejudice  to  customs  receipts. 

I  am  aware  that  the  King's  Government  desire  to  protect  the  national  industry 
in  metals,  and  have  applied  a  duty  of  10  lire  per  ton  on  pig-iron,  and  other  protecting 
duties  on  products  of  iron  and  steel  which  serve  as  raw  materials  in  the  manufacture  of 
machinery,  engines,  &c.,  but,  nevertheless,  I  venture  to  ask  your  Excellency  whether  a 
reduction  of  duty  on  articles  such  as  agricultural  and  industrial  machinery  could  not  be 
sanctioned. 

Such  articles  are  essential  for  the  progress  of  the  arts  of  agriculture  and  manufac- 
turing industry,  and  they  cannot,  I  am  informed,  as  yet  be  produced  in  Italy,  excepting 
of  the  simplest  description. 

Another  article  imported  from  England  into  Italy  is  zinc  white,  upon  which  the 
customs  duty  has  been  raised  from  2  lire  to  8  lire  per  ton :  this  duty  is  practically  pro- 
hibitive, and  relief  is  earnestly  desired  by  British  exporters  of  the  article. 

A  further  point  to  which  the  attention  of  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  has  been  especially 
directed  is  a  demand  for  tare  allowance  on  glass  and  earthenware  imported  into  Italy 
by  sea. 

In  behalf  of  such  concession,  I  may  refer  your  Excellency  to  the  arguments  advanced 
in  the  above-mentioned  note  of  November  last,  and  I  may  add  that  the  concession  solicited 
by  British  exporters  to  Italy  of  earthenware  and  glass  is  to  obtain  an  allowance  fcr  tare  of 
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33  per  cent,  on  crates  or  cases,  or,  in  the  matter  of  earthenware,  the  privilege  of  paying 
duty  on  the  declared  net  weight  of  ware,  subject  to  verification,  as  is  ftccorded  in  the 
French  Custom-houses.  By  the  above  concession,  British  goods  of  earthenware  or  glass 
would  be  placed  on  a  level  with  their  French  and  German  competitors.

circumstances. 

I  am  to  add  that  the  only  additional  force  which  could  be  given  to  the  declarations 
of  manufacturers  before  Mayors  or  others,  as  referred  to  in  the  last  paragraph  of 
Mr.  Kennedy's  despatch,  would  be  that  due  to  the  verification  of  the  signature  of  the 
Mayor  or  other  official  receiving  the  declaration  by  the  Italian  ConsuL

Sir,  Liverpool,  May  28,  1888. 

I  AM  directed  to  ask  for  a  copy  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Italian  Government 
respecting  certificates  of  origin  for  goods  shipped  from  British  ports  direct  for  Italian 
port^. 

Jeremie  (Haiti)  coffee  is  shipped  by  steamers  of  the  "Compagnie  G^n^rale 
Transatlantique  "  on  a  through  bill  of  lading,  vik  Havre  to  Liverpool,  coming  from  Havre 
to  Liverpool  by  Cunard  steamers,  is  sold  there,  sometimes  in  two  or  three  lots,  and 
shipped  to  Italian  ports. 

The  Customs  give  a  certificate  of  the  arrival  of  the  coffee  from  Havre,  but  that 
certificate  connecting  the  commodity  with  France  gives  rise  to  the  impression  in  Italy 
that  the  coffee  has  been  stored  in  France,  and  is  therefore  a  disadvantage  rather  than 
otherwise. 

I  am  to  ask  whether  an  arrangement  can  be  made  with  the  Italian  Government  in 
respect  to  certificates  of  origin  similar  to  that  made  with  the  Spanish  Government  in 
September  1886,  viz.,  that  shippers  should  make  a  declaration  as  to  the  origin  of  the 
goods  upon  their  invoices,  before  the  Chief  Officer  of  Customs  at  the  port  of  shipment, 
the  declaration  to  be  afterwards  vise  by  the  Italian  Consul,  free  of  charge.

WE  respectfully  draw  your  attention  to  a  matter  of  rery  great  interest,  not  merely 
to  us,  but  to  all  others  who,  like  ourselves,  are  merchants  and  exporters  to  Italy. 

When  the  new  Italian  Customs  Tariff  came  into  force  on  the  1st  March  this  year, 
certificates  to  prove  the  origin  of  the  goods  were  not  required  for  British  manufactures, 
unless  the  vessel  carrying  them  to  Italy  called  at  a  French  port  on  the  wav.  Quite 
lately,  howeyer,  the  Itidian  Consuls  in  Great  Britain  have  received  instructions  from  their 
Government  that  the  certificate  of  origin  will  in  future  be  necessary,  in  order  that  British 
goods  may  receive  the  benefit  of  the  Treaty  duties,  and  it  is  further  required  that  the 
name  of  the  actual  manufacturer  be  inserted  in  the  certificate.  This  requirement  seriously 
prejudices  the  interests  of  the  exporting  merchant,  as  it  serves  to  bring  the  maker's  name 
prominently  before  his  own  clients,  who  are  thus  enabled  to  address  themselves  to  the 
manufacturers  of  the  goods  direct.  In  this  way  the  merchant  is  made  to  advertise  the 
business  of  the  maker,  not  only  without  any  benefit  accruing  to  himself,  but  with  positive 
and  very  serious  prejudice  to  his  interests. 

We  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  requirements  of  the  Italian  Government 
would  be  fully  met  if  the  certificate  stated  simply  that  the  goods  were  of  British  origin 
and  manufacture,  and  we  may  mention  that  this  is  all  that  is  exacted  by  the  Spanish 
Government. 

We  would  also  yenture  to  suggest  that  the  Italian  Consul,  before  signing  the 
certificate,  should  have  such  proof  as  he  may  require  to  satisfy  himself  that  the  goods 
are  really  of  British  origin,  and  that  the  merchant  can  easily  produce. 

In  the  case  of  many  goods  it  is  impossible  to  give  the  maker's  name,  as  the  articles 
have  passed  through  the  hands  of  several  dealers  before  they  are  finally  disposed  of  by 
the  exporters. 

We  hope  that  the  matter  may  be  represented  to  the  Italian  Government,  which  we

My  Lord,  Bradford,  June  18, 1888. 

1  HAVE  the  honour  of  submitting  to  yo jr  Lordship  a  Memorandum  on  some  items 
of  the  Italian  General  Tariff,  as  oflScially  explained  in  the  '^Repertorio  "  of  1887. 

The  alterations  proposed  by  this  Council  refer  to  the  distinction  between  plain  and 
figured  tissues,  the  proper  tests  for  ascertaining  the  respective  weights  of  cotton  and  wool 
in  mixed  fabrics,  and  the  correct  definition  of  the  term  **  graticolati." 

They  will,  we  trust,  be  welcomed  by  the  King's  Government  as  the  best  means  for 
preventing  differences  with  the  Customs  on  technical  points. 

The  question  raised  on  the  insufficient  tare  on  silk  sewing  threads  is  one  of  great 
importance  to  a  great  industry  in  this  district.

Wool  Tissues  and  Silk  Threads. 

ON  examining  that  part  of  the  ''  Repertorio  "  for  the  application  of  the  new  General 
Tariff  which  regards  woollen  tissues,  it  will  be  seen  that  one  of  the  points  dwelt  upon  by 
the  representative  of  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Commerce  during  his  conversation  with 
Signer  Ellena  last  November  has  not  been  referred  to,  viz.,  the  distinction  between  plain 

♦  No.  139. 
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and  figured  fabrics.  It  was  then  agreed  that  the  best  and  simplest  definition  would  be 
that  all  such  designs  as  required  to  be  woven  in  a  Jacquard  loom  should  be  called  figured 
("  operati  **),  and  the  others  plain  ("  lisci "),  This  is  the  only  way  of  drawing  a  fixed  line 
between  plain  and  figured. 

Chemical  Test  for  Miaed  Goods. 

Another  point  of  great  importance  which  has  not  been  mentioned  in  the  "  Repertorio  " 
is  the  manner  of  testing  wool  fabrics  which  contain  wholly  or  in  part  wool  and  cotton 
mixed  in  the  same  thread.  It  appears  that  the  Italian  Customs  has  provided  that  the 
chemical  test  should  be  applied  in  such  cases,  but  difficulties  have  already  occurred,  and 
will  certainly  continue  unless  more  definite  instructions  as  to  the  mode  of  applying  buch 
chemical  tests  be  given  to  tlie  Customs. 

Gralicolati. 

The  definition  of  what  shall  be  called  "  tessuti  graticolati "  on  p.  740  of  the  new 
"  Repertorio,"  though  evidently  intended  to  prevent  the  wrongful  classification  of  goods 
under  this  category,  still  leaves  an  opening  for  difficulties,  as  the  expression  *^  a  qufwlretti 
regolari"  is  a  very  vague  one.  The  definition  would  be  much  clearer  and  more  simple  if 
put  thus:  "Those  fabrics  are  considered  'graticolati'  in  which,  even  if  only  in  a  part 
of  thfeir  surface,  the  wai-p  threads  are  twisted  (called  *  Leno  weave  '),  as  also  those  in 
which  the  open  spaces  are  not  caused  by  the  closing  up  of  some  of  the  warp  threads  in 
certain  parts,  but  by  the  small  quantity  of  threads  in  a  given  space.  These  tissues  can 
only  be  woven  in  special  looms/' 

This  would  class  all  such  cotton  dominant  fabrics  as  are  Leno  weave,  and  all  such  in 
which  the  open  spaces  are  owing  to  the  distance  from  each  other  at  which  the  threads 
run,  as  "  graticolati,"  and  would  avoid,  at  the  same  time,  the  unjust  taxing  as  "  gratico- 
lati "  of  such  fabrics  in  which  no  threads  are  wanting,  but  where  the  design  causes  some 
of  them  to  lie  closer,  and  consequently  others  further  apart. 

("  Si  considerano  come  tessuti  graticolati  quel  nei  quelli,  anche  in  una  sola  parte  del 
loro  superficie,  i  fili  della  catena  sono  intrecciati,  come  pure  quel  nei  quelli  gli  interstizii 
non  sono  prodotti  dair  awicinarsi  in  certe  parti  di  alcuni  fili  della  catena,  ma  bensi  daUa 
mancanza  di  fili  questi  tessuti  sono  fabricati  con  telai  speciali.") 

Tare  on  Reels  of  Silk  Sewing-threads. 

The  new  Tariff  only  allows  16  per  cent,  of  tare,  whereas  the  weight  of  the  wood  of 
even  the  large  i-oz.  and  ^-oz.  reels  comes  to  46  per  cent,  and  41  per  cent,  respectively, 
and  in  the  smaller  reels  for  short  lengths,  and  which  form  a  considerable  part  of  our 
exports  of  silk  thread  to  Italy,  the  proportion  actually  reaches  8 1  and  even  87  per  cent, 
of  wood ;  16  per  cent,  is  therefore  manifestly  much  too  low  a  rate  of  tare,  especially 
when  taking  into  consideration  that  the  wood  and  silk  now  pay  at  the  rate  of  2*60  lire 
per  kilog.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  despatches  of  the 
1st  and  I6th  instant,  inclosing  letters  from  the  Liverpool  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
from  Messrs.  Macnaughtan,  Brothers,  of  Glasgow,  on  the  subject  of  the  nature  of  the 
certificates  of  origin  required  by  the  Italian  Customs  authorities. 

In  regard  to  the  letter  from  Liverpool,  I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  translation  of 
the  reply  which,  in  answer  to  my  representations,  I  have  received  from  the  Director- 
General  of  the  Customs,  stating  that  the  Finance  Administration  does  not  oppose  the 
request  preferred  by  the  Liverpool  Chamber  of  Commerce  respecting  shipments  of  coffee, 
subject  to  certain  specified  conditions ;  and  further  informing  me  that  the  Customs 
Department  is  now  revising  the  Regulations  which  govern  the  question  of  certificates  of 
origin. 

I  have  not  yet  received  a  reply  to  my  representations  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Mac- 
naughtan, but  as  the  inclosed  letter  covers  much  of  the  ground  occupied  by  that  firm,  I 
forward  at  once  the  remarks  of  the  Director  of  Customs  upon  the  views  of  the  Liverpool 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Signor  Castorina  assures  me  that  the  recent  alterations  respecting  certificates  of 
origin  are  framed  with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  the  transmission  from  British  ports  of 
French  goods,  which  latter  have  been  fraudulently  imported  in  large  quantities  into  Italy, 
to  the  detriment  of  British  traders.

Sir,  Rome,  June  16, 1888. 

I  HAVE  taken  note  of  the  Memorandum  which  you  kindly  transmitted  to  me,  and 
which  was  sent  by  the  Liverpool  Chamber  of  Commerce,  respecting  the  certification  of 
coffee,  which,  coming  to  that  port  from  Haiti,  after  having  touched  at  Havre,  is  again 
shipped  to  Italian  ports. 

I  have  to  inform  you  that  the  Italian  Customs  are  instructed  to  subject  cofibes,  and 
all  goods  generally  coming  from  England,  to  the  differential  duties  when  they  have 
remained  any  time  in  French  "  entrepots." 

Goods,  however,  which  enter  Italy  from  England  are  admitted  under  ordinary  treat- 
ment when  they  have  not  touched  at  a  French  port  before  euterisg  British  ports,  or,  at 
least,  when  a  simple  tianshipment  only  has  taken  place  in  the  former,  and  the  goods 
have  not  touched  the  French  Custom  warehouses. 

The  fact  of  a  simple  transhipment  must  be  attested  by  the  Italian  Consul  of  the 
place,  upon  the  bills  of  lading  or  ships'  manifests,  or  even  by  means  of  separate 
certificates,  based  upon  those  given  by  the  French  Customs. 

The  Liverpool  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  desirous  that  the  exporting  merchants 
should  be  allowed  the  right  of  declaring  the  country  of  origin  of  the  coffee  to  the  Head  of 
the  Customs  at  the  British  port  of  re-embarkation,  so  as  to  prevent  such  coffee  being 
considered  as  coming  from  Havre  on  its  arrival  in  Italy. 
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I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  the  Finance  Administration  does  not  oppose 
the  request  preferred  by  the  Liverpool  Chamber  of  Commerce,  on  the  condition  that  the 
certificates  drawn  up  by  the  English  Customs  are  made  to  declare  expressly  that  the 
coffees  forwarded  to  Italy  were  shipped  at  Haitian  ports  or  those  of  another  State,  with 
bills  of  lading  made  out  directly  upon  Liverpool,  for  Avhich  a  transhipment  only  from  the 
ships  of  the  ^^  Transatlantique  "on  to  those  of  the  Cunard  or  other  lines  took  place  in 
the  port  of  Havie. 

With  regard,  further,  to  the  request  of  above-mentioned  Chamber  of  Commerce  for 
the  Regulations  which  govern  the  question  of  certificates  of  origin  in  Italy,  I  have  to 
make  known  to  your  Excellency  that  the  Administration  is  now  reconsidering  and 
revising  the  various  provisions  of  the  service  dealing  with  this  matter,  and  they  will 
hasten  to  transmit  to  you  the  official  **  Bollettino,"  in  which  they  are  published.

WITH  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  28th  ultimo  respecting  the  form  of  certificates 
of  origin  required  by  the  Italian  Customs  authorities,  I  am  directed  by  the  Marquis  of 
Salisbury  to  inform  you  that  Her  Majesty's  Charge  d' Affaires  at  Rome  has  now  received 
a  reply  to  the  representations  he  made  on  this  subject. 

It  appears  that  differential  duties  are  now  levied  in  Italy  on  coffee,  and  generally 
on  all  commodities  coming  from  England,  when  these  goods  have  remained  any  time  in 
French  "  entrep6ts.''  Goods  which  enter  Italy  from  England  are,  however,  admitted  at 
the  lower  rates  of  duty  when  they  have  not  touched  at  a  French  port  before  entering 
British  ports,  or  when  they  have  been  merely  transhipped  in  the  former  and  have  not 
entered  French  Custom  warehouses. 

The  fact  of  such  mere  transhipment  must  be  attested  by  the  Italian  Consul  on  the 
bills  of  lading  or  on  the  ship's  manifest,  or  may  be  attested  by  separate  certificates  based 
on  those  given  by  the  French  Customs. 

With  regard  to  the  suggestion  made  in  your  above-mentioned  letter,  that  exporting 
merchants  should  be  allowed  to  declare  the  country  of  origin  to  the  principal  Customs 
officer  at  the  British  port  of  reshipment,  so  as  to  prevent  the  coffee  being  considered  as 
coming  from  Havre,  the  Italian  Financial  Administration  is  not  opposed  to  the  adoption  of 
such  a  course,  on  the  condition  that  the  certificates  drawn  up  by  the  English  Customs 
authorities  are  made  to  declare  expressly  that  the  coffee  forwarded  to  Italy  was  shipped  at 
a  Haitian  or  other  port,  with  bills  of  lading  direct  for  Liverpool,  and  that  a  mere 
transhipment  took  place  at  Havre. 

The  Italian  authorities  concerned  are  now  revising  the  Regulations  respecting 
certificates  of  origin,  and  further  information  on  the  subject  will  be  communicated  to  the 
Liverpool  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  soon  as  the  result  of  the  revision  of  the  Regulations 
is  known  at  this  Office.

(Extract.)  Rome,  June  23, 1888. 

ACCORDING  to  the  instructions  issued  to  Custom-houses  respecting  the  form  of 
certificates  of  origin,  the  indication  of  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  is  in  no  way  required 
for  goods  sent  to  Italy. 

For  the  validity  of  such  certificates  it  is  necessary  to  designate  the  external  marks, 
the  contents,  and  the  gross  weight  of  the  cases,  the  name  of  the  sender  and  of  the 
consignee,  and  finally  the  attestation  pure  and  simple  of  the  British  origin  of  the  goods. 

But  it  is  not  admitted  that  certificates  issued  in  the  United  Kingdom  should  apply 
to  goods  produced  in  other  countries,  or  that  attestation  should  he  made  in  a  negative 
sense,  as,  for  instance,  that  the  goods  are  not  of  French  production,  and  have  not  touched 
French  ports  or  warehouses. 

The  representations,  therefore,  of  the  firm  Macnaughtan,  Brothers,  which  you  were 
good  enough  to  bring  to  my  notice,  are  founded  on  inexact  information  as  regards  the 
exigencies  of  Italian  Custom-houses. 

In  any  case  where  a  certificate  of  origin  may  be  refused  for  the  sole  reason  of 
absence  of  indication  of  the  manufacturer  of  the  goods  described  in  the  certificate,  I 
beg  that  you  will  inform  me,  even  telegraphically,  of  the  refusing  Custom-house,  so  that 
it  may  be  promptly  reprimanded.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose  translations  of  a  note,  as  we]l  as  of  two  Memoranda 
thereto  annexed,  which  I  have  received  from  the  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs  in  reply  to  the  representations  made  by  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  to  the  Italian 
Government  on  the  1st  November  and  the  7th  May  last,  copies  of  which  were  forwarded 
to  your  Lordship's  Office  in  the  despatches  of  the  1st  November  last  and  9th  May,  on 
the  subject  of  the  injury  threatened  to  various  branches  of  British  trade  by  the  duties 
of  the  new  Italian  General  Customs  Tariff. 

As  your  Lordship  will  perceive  from  the  contents  of  the  inclosed  Memoranda,  the 
Minister  of  Finance  regrets  his  inability  to  accede  to  any  of  the  wishes  expressed  in 
behalf  of  reductions  in  duties  in  favour  of  various  British  trades.  His  Excellency  states 
that  Italy  cannot  be  expected  to  disarm  herself  in  the  presence  of  possibly  impending 
Treaty  negotiations  with  France,  and  in  deference  to  the  wishes  of  England,  from  whom 
Italy  can  hope  for  no  reciprocity  in  Tariff^  matters.  His  Excellency  promises  only  to  take 
into  account  the  wishes  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  whenever  Conventional  Tariff* 
relations  shall  be  resimied  with  France. 

In  communicating  to  me  the  above  information.  Signer  Damiani  alludes  to  his 
earnest  solicitations  and  personal  recommendations  in  behalf  of  British  trade  wishes. 

I  venture  to  express  my  belief,  as  I  had  the  honour  to  report  to  your  Lordship  in  my 
above-mentioned  despatch  of  the  9th  May  last,  that  the  statements  of  the  Italian  Govern- 
ment  are  sincere  when  they  assert  their  anxiety  to  meet  the  wishes  of  British  trade  and 
their  inability  to  do  so  previous  to  the  renewal  of  a  Conventional  Tariff  with  France. 

It  is  always  hoped  and  believed  that  a  new  Treaty  with  France,  under  which  British 
trade  with  Italy  will  undoubtedly  greatly  benefit,  will  be  concluded  before  the  end  of  this 
year.

(Translation.)  Rome,  May  9,  1888. 

I  DULY  examined  with  scrupulous  attention,  and  with  sincere  desire  to  meet  the 
wishes  of  the  British  Government,  the  Memoranda  communicated  by  his  Excellency  the 
British  Ambassador,  and  transmitted  to  me  by  your  Department,  respecting  the  effects 
upon  some  branches  of  British  trade  of  the  new  Italian  Customs  Tariff.  .To  many  wishes 
of  the  above  trade  satisfaction  would  have  been  given  by  the  reductions  and  modifications 
of  Tariff  which  the  Ministry  of  Finance,  in  accoid  with  that  of  Commerce,  would  have 
willingly  accepted  on  the  occasion  of  the  negotiations  for  the  renewal  of  the  Treaty  of 
Commerce  with  France.  But  the  rupture  of  negotiations  and  the  War  Tariff  have  made 
it  impossible  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  the  British  Government,  and  the  questions 
raised  by  that  Government  cannot  be  again  taken  into  consideration  unless  negotiations 
be  resumed  with  France. 

And,  indeed,  the  Government  cannot  disarm  itself  at  a  moment  like  the  present  in 
order  to  be  agreeable  to  a  country  which,  by  the  force  of  circumstances,  cannot  grant  us 
an  equivalent  in  Customs  Tariff  matters  without  counting  that  the  application  of 
differential  duties  against  French  goods  indirectly  benefits  the  products  and  commerce 
of  the  United  Kingdom. 

But,  in  view  of  the  special  importance  attributed  by  British  industrial  representations 
to  a  more,  favourable  treatment  in  behalf  of  wool  tissues  with  the  warp  composed  entirely 
of  cotton  yarns,  the  representative  of  the  Finance  Department  in  the  Royal  Commission 
for  the  revision  of  certain  customs  duties  (which  has  just  completed  its  labours)  raised 
the  question  whether,  perchance,  it  would  be  opportune  to  apply,  even  without  Treaty 
^  stipulations,  the  idea  advanced  by  the  Italian  negotiators  during  the  recent  negotiations 
with  France,  namely,  to  relegate  the  above  tissues  to  the  class  of  wool  tissues  subjected 
to  the  lowest  duty,  independently  of  the  fineness  of  the  tissue. 

But  the  Commission  stated  that„  in  the  present  state  of  things,  it  would  not  be 
convenient  to  effect  changes  in  the  duties  on  wools,  but  to  reserve  the  solution  of  all 
questions  respecting  frontier  duties  for  the  day  in  which  negotiations  shall  be  resumed 
with  the  French  Republic. 

And  since  the  declaration  of  the  Royal  Commission  coincides  with  the  opinion 
formed  after  examination  of  the  question  by  the  Finance  Administration,  it  becomes 
my  duty  to  inform  thereof  your  Department,  hoping  that  new  circumstances  may  give 
me  an  opportunity  of  proving  that  1  am  animated  by  the  same  sentiments  as 
the  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  in  so  far  as  regards  our  economical  relations  with  Great 
Britain.

(Translation.)  RomCy  June  18,  1888. 

I  HAVE  attentively  examined  the  note  of  Her  Majesty's  Charg^  d' Affaires  com- 
municated to  me  by  a  despatch  of  the  24th  May. 

Great  Britain  desires  a  reduction  of  the  duties  on  machinery,  especially  agricultural 
and  industrial,  and  on  zinc  white,  and  also  wishes  for  a  reform  in  the  system  of  tares. 

^   Tour  Department  is  aware  of  the  reasons  which  have  led  the  Government  and 
Parliament  to  the  Customs  reform  based  on  the  duty  on  pig  iron. 

The  duties  on  machinery  were  modified  in  the  new  General  Tariff  on  the  basis  of  the 
[106]  N 
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changes  introduced  in  the  scale  of  duties  affecting  iron  and  steel  owing  to  the  introduc- 
tion into  the  Tariff  of  the  duty  on  pig  iron  and  scrap  iron. 

There  therefore  exist  a  concatenation  of  facts  which  has  not  escaped  the  sagacity  of 
the  Foreign  Office,  which  demands  whether,  perchance,  in  spite  of  the  changed  situation, 
it  were  not  possible  to  obtain  some  reduction  of  the  duties  on  machinery,  considering 
machines  not  as  products,  but  as  means  towards  the  realization  of  products.  Thus  the 
British  Government  leans  its  demand  upon  the  advantage  of  relieving  machinery  in  order 
to  favour  industries  which  make  use  of  it,  and  h'mits  its  demand  to  industrial  and  agri- 
cultural machinery. 

Under  the  Conventional  Tariff  existing  previous  to  the  rupture  of  commercial 
relations  with  France  these  machines,  on  entermg  into  Italy,  paid  a  duty  of  6  lire  per 
quintal ;  under  the  new  General  Tariff  they  pay  9,  or  10  lire  —that  is  to  say,  only  I  or  2  lire 
more  than  the  duty  inscribed  in  the  old  General  Tariff.  If  one  reflects  that  by  imposing 
a  duty  on  ■  pig  iron  as  a  necessary  compensation  the  duty  on  raw  iron  in  blooms,  and  on 
steel  in  ingots,  was  doubled  (from  2  to  4  lire  per  quintal),  the  increase  of  duties  on 
machinery  hardly  sufficiently  compensates  the  national  iron  manufacturers  (^*  costruttori") 
for  the  higher  duty  applied  to  the  raw  material. 

This  delicate  question  of  machinery,  which  has  been  the  subject  of  lamentations  on 
the  part  of  Italian  constructors,  who  considered  themselves  injured  by  the  structure  of 
the  new  Tariff,  and  declare  the  duty  to  be  insufficient,  could  not  be  re-examined  excepting 
in  the  event  of  new  negotiations  with  France ;  meanwhile,  England  benefits  by  the 
differential  duty  imposed  upon  machines  of  French  construction. 

To  reduce  the  duty  on  machinery  in  favour  of  England  means  to  reduce,  without 
any  compensation,  the  duty  in  favour  of  Germany,  Switzerland,  and  Belgium,  owing  to 
the  most-favoured-nation  clause. 

In  any  case,  if  the  negotiations  with  France  should  definitively  fail,  and  the  necessity 
should  arise  for  promoting  activity  in  some  branches  of  Italian  industry,  especially  in 
spinning  and  weaving,  the  advantage  might  be  recognized  of  favouring  the  introduction 
of  the  machinery  required  for  the  establishment  of  new  mills  or  for  the  refurnishing  of 
existing  ones. 

In  such  case  England  would  be  the  first  to  derive  profit.  Meanwhile,  a  favourable 
answer  cannot  be  given  to  the  demands  communicated.  The  same  must  be  said 
respecting  the  duty  on  zinc  white  (oxide  of  zinc),  which  has  been  increased  to  satisfy,  at 
all  events  partially,  the  demands  of  Italian  industries  of  chemical  products,  especially  of 
those  of  carbonate  of  lead  (''biacca").  In  any  case  due  account  will  be  taken  of 
the  wish  expressed  by  the  British  Government. 

As  regards  the  modifications  in  the  system  of  tares,  this  Ministry  will  take  into 
account  the  wish  expressed  in  the  note  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Charg^  d'Affaires, 
whenever  the  opportuneness  shall  be  recognized  for  modifying  the  present  state  of  things, 
in  accordance  with  Article  6  of  the  Law  of  the  14th  July,  1887.

I  HAVE  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  of  the  30th  ultimo.  I  regret 
to  learn  that  the  Italian  Government  are  not  prepared  to  deal  at  once  with  the 
representations  made  to  them  as  to  the  prejudicial  effect  of  recent  alterations  in  the 
Italian  Tariff  upon  certain  branches  of  British  trade ;  more  especially  in  the  instances 
where  it  is  shown  that  these  alterations  are  adverse  to  British  commercial  interests 
and  hardly  affect  the  trade  of  other  nations.  In  the  case  of  tare  allowed  on  sea-borne 
goods,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  reason  for  delay  in  affording  at  least  some 
satisfaction  to  the  complaints  made. 

With  respect  to  the  remark  that  Italy  can  hope  for  no  reciprocity  from  England  in 
Tariff  matters,  you  should  point  out  that  every  reduction  in  the  Tariff  of  the  United 
Kingdom  has  been  extended  at  once  to  Italian  products  without  any  application  for 
concessions  from  Italy ;  and  that  the  Italian  representations  with  respect  to  the  duty  on 
vermouth  in  1886  received  prompt  and  favourable  attention. 

I  have  to  instruct  you  to  reply  in  the  above  sense  to  the  note  of  Signer  Damiani  of 
the  26th  ultimo,  and  to  ask  that  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  may  be  informed  when  the  time 
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nrrivefr  fchat  the  Italian  Goveroment  is  in  a  positiou  to  consider  theeje  niatters,  in  order 
thiat  the  subject  may  be  fully  dealt  with.  ,

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose  translation,  by  Sir  B.  Boothby,  of  a  note  whiqh  I 
have  received  from  the  Director-General  of  the  Customs  in  reply  to  the  Memorandum 
prepared  by  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Commerce,  transmitted  to  me  in  your  Lordship^s 
despatch  of  the  23rd  June,  on  the  interpretation  of  certain  specifications  of  the  Italian 
Customs  Tariff  ("Repertorio  '')  applied  to  Bradford  special  goods.

Sir,  Rovie,  July  9,  1888. 

I  HAVE  carefully  considered  the  interesting  Memorandum  which  you  have  had  the 
courtesy  to  communicate  to  me  in  your  note  of  the  28th  June  last  respecting  the 
definition  of  ^'  graticolati "  tissues  desired  by  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

When  on  the  point  of  appljdng  for  the  Royal  Decree  for  the  change  in  the  Tariff 
catalogue  intended  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  above-mentioned  Chamber,  it  occurred  to 
me  that,  by  accepting  without  alteration  the  terms  of  the  new  proposal,  we  should  run  a 
risk  of  not  escaping  altogether  from  the  inconveniences  which  have  been  noticed  in  the 
past. 

In  fact,  the  Bradford  Chamber  makes  tAvo  distinct  categories  of  the  "  graticolati " 
tissues:  the  first  comprises  those  with  threads  interlaced  in  the  warp  (called  '^Leno 
weave  ")  ;  the  second  embraces  those  in  which  the  spaces  are  not  caused  by  the  collec- 
tion of  some  threads  of  the  warp  in  certain  points  of  the  tissue,  but  by  the  small  quantity 
of  threads  in  a  given  space. 
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The  distinction  of  the  tissues  of  the  first  category  presents  no  practical  difficultj. 
As  to  those  of  the  second  category,  I  fear  that  by  simply  making  reference  to  the 
absence  of  threads  in  the  open  part,  it  may  be  interpreted  by  the  Customs  authorities  in 
the  sense  that  a  void  in  the  tissue,  even  corresponding  to  the  thickness  of  a  single 
thread,  is  sufficient  to  cause  the  tissue  to  be  classed  as  one  of  the  *'  graticolati." 

I  think,  therefore,  that  the  note  to  be  substituted  for  the  present  ought,  in  the  first 
place,  to  give  the  characteristics  of  the  "  graticolati,"  and  not  to  proceed  by  exclusion, 
i.e.,  by  defining  "  non-graticolati  ;*'  secondly,  to  define  whether  the  absence  of  the 
threads  in  the  open  work  ought  to  be  established  in  the  warp  and  in  the  woof,  or  in  the 
warp  and  woof  alike. 

My  having  said  that  **  graticolati "  of  the  second  category  also  are  manufactured 
by  special  looms  leads  me  to  maintain  that  the  deficiency  of  threads,  instead  of  the 
simple  grouping  together  in  the  warp,  ought  to  be  established  in  the  woof,  inasmuch  as 
in  the  warp  ("ordito  o  catena")  the  disposition  of  the  threads  in  such  a  way  as  to  cause 
voids  in  the  body  of  the  tissue  is  possible  vnth  ordinary  looms,  and  has  not  any  impor- 
tance. 

The  new  definition  which  I  propose  inserting  in  the  catalogue  would  be  the 
following : — 

As  '^  graticolati "  tissues  are  considered  those  in  which  the  threads  of  the  warp, 
even  in  one  single  part  of  their  surface,  are  interlaced,  as  also  are  those  in  which  the 
spaces  are  produced  by  the  absence  of  threads  in  the  warp  and  in  the  woof,  and  not  by 
the  simple  grouping  together  of  certain  threads  of  the  warp. 

Before,  however,  adopting  definitively  this  new  change  in  the  note  respecting 
"graticolati,*'  I  allow  myself  to  pray  you  to  submit  it  to  the  examination  of  the 
Chamber  of  Bradford,  in  order  that  it  may  declare  whether  it  meets  the  requirements  of 
the  technical  industry,  or  whether  it  should  be  modified,  and  in  what  sense. 

I  should  be  very  much  obliged  to  you  if  you  would  have  the  courtesy  to  beg  the 
above-mentioned  Chamber  to  give  an  answer  at  their  earliest  possible  convenience,  and 
even,  if  possible,  by  telegraph,  f^-'saivoa" — with  the  condition  of?]  procuring:  some 
patterns  of  the  '*  graticolati "  of  the  second  class.

Dear  Mr.  Kennedy,  Bradford,  July  17,  1888. 

I  HAVE  within  this  hour  received  from  the  Foreign  Office  the  note  addressed  to 
you  by  the  Director-General  of  Customs,  in  reply  to  my  letter  of  the  18th  ultimo, 
requesting  an  immediate  answer.  It  will  take  at  least  two  or  three  days  before  I  can 
obtain  the  complete  material  for  such  an  answer,  but  I  will  engage  to  send  it  on  Friday 
next. 

A  rn])id  perusal  of  the  Italian  document  shows  how  cordially  and  intelligently  the 
Italian  Minister  has  considered  our  representations,  and  how  anxious  he  is  to  do  justice 
to  our  fair  and  reasonable  claims.  We,  on  the  other  hand,  shall  do  our  utmost  to 
remove  every  difficulty  by  trying  to  formulate  a  definition  of  "  graticolata  "  such  as  can 
be  understood  and  applied  by  every  Custom-house  officer. 

We  shall  most  likely  add  a  proposal  for  the  reintroduction  of  the  definition 
separating  "tulli,  gaze,  e  mussole''  from  ordinary  tissues,  as  it  was  given  in  the 
'•Tariffa  Doganali,"  1883,  among  the  voci,  p.  460,  in  which  what  is  now  embraced  in  the 
category  of  "  graticolati  '*  is  limited  to  such  tissues  as  weigh  less  than  8  kilog.  per 
100  square  metres. 

That  limitation  was  agreed  upon  between  the  Italian  Government  and  a  deputation 
of  the  principal  Italian  importers,  and  has  the  great  advantage  of  affording  an  unerring 
and  practical  guide  to  the  official. 

Might  it  not  be  advisable  to  mention  this  point  to  the  Director-General  of  Customs 
before  you  receive  the  official  answer? 

The  courteous  and  fair  reception  given  to  our  representations  lead  me  to  hope  that 
this  long  discussion  is  now  in  a  fair  way  of  being  ended  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
Customs  and  to  the  trade  in  both  countries.

My  Lord,  Bradford,  July  20,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  Sir  James  Fergusson's  letter  of  the 
16th  instant,  inclosing  copy  of  a  note  addressed  to  Her  Majesty's  Charg6  cf  AflPaires  at 
Rome  by  the  Director-General  of  Customs  in  Italy,  suggesting  a  revised  definition  of 
*'  graticolati/'  an  answer  to  which  is  urgently  desired. 

I  have  lost  no  time  in  consulting  the  Tariff  Committee,  and  am  requested  to  express 
to  your  Lordship  their  acknowledgment  of  the  fair  consideration  which  the  Bradford 
representations  and  proposals  have  received  from  the  Italian  authorities. 
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,_.  Jt  is.very  gratifying  to  find  that  Sjgnor  Castorma  Accepts,  our  divi^iyn  of  tissues 
belonging  tb  the  class  of" graticolati,*'*  into'  t\vo  categories,  and  agrees  with  tl>o  description 
of  the  first  as  being  applied  to  those  fabrics  of  which  the  warp  threads  are  twisted  round 
each  other  ("  Leno  weave  "). 

We  also  agree  with  Signer  Castorina  that  our  proposed  definition  of  the  second 
category,  although  perfectly  clear  to  an  -  expert,  might  be  misunderstood- by  Customs 
officers  not  possessing  special  technical  knowledge;  but  wc  arc  afr.nd  that  Signor 
Castorina's  amendment  would  not  prevent  ordinary  goods  being  frequently  classed 
among  '*graticolati."  In  the  annexed  patterns,  which  are  woven  in  an  ordinary  plain, 
not  even  a  Jacquard  loom,  the  manner  in  which  the  threads  cross  each  other  causes  the 
*'agglomeramento"  of  threads,  and,  consequently,  "interstices"  in  the  weft  as  well  as  in 
the  warp.     We  should  therefore  suggest  the  following  alteration : — 

.    That  all.  cotton  dre^s-go.ods  not  pi-oduced  upon  "Leno  looms  "as  described  above, 
but  upon  plain  or  Jacquard  looms,  shall  be  taxed  according  to  their  class  ("specie"). 

•*  But  every  difficulty  and  danger  of  misunderstanding  would  be  totally  removed,  and 
the  work  of  the  Customs  materially  simplified,  if  the  Italian  Government  were  to  concede 
to  place  figured  cotton  goods  weighing  more  than  3  kilog.  per  100  square  metres  into  the 
same  category  as  plain  ones,  for  which  we  already  possess  that  privilege  under  their 
Treaty  with  Austria-Hungary,  which  establishes — 

That  "  tessuti  graticolati,"  not  figured,  shall  pay  the  duty  of  plain  tissues  "  secondo 
la  specie,''  if  they  weigh  more  than  3  kilog.  each  100  square  metres.

IN  order  to  remove  irregularities  which  have  taken  place,  and  to  issue  precise  Rules 
for  Custom-houses,  with  reference  to  the  acceptance  of  certificates  of  origin  granted  to 
accompany  goods  coming  from  abroad,  the  following  instructions  are  issued  : — 

1.  Commencing  from  the  1st  of  next  September  the  Custom-houses  of  the  kingdom 
will  demand  certificates  of  origin  also  for  goods  of  a  direct  importation,  excluding  those 
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from  extra-European  countries  situated  beyond  the  Straits  of  Gibraltar  and  Suez.  For 
goods  conning  from  such  latter  countries  it  will  suffice  to  exhibit  the  original  bill  of 
lading  with  destination  for  Italy., 

2.  Henceforth,  besides  the  authorities  mentioned  in  the  *' Official  Bulletin  *'  for  ihe 
current  year,  "So.  15,  German,  police  offices  and  Italian  Chambers  of  Commerce  abroad* 
are  authorized  to  issue  certificates  of  origin.  The  sworn  declarations  which,  it  is 
customary  to  make  in  England  before  a  Notary  Public  or  a  Magistrate  will  also  be 
considered  as  true  and  proper  certificates  of  origin. 

3.  The  above  authorities  are  not,  of  course,  to  issue  certificates  of  origin  but  for 
goods  produced  in  the  country  where  the  said  authorities  reside. 

An  exception  is,  however,  made  for  Trieste,  inasmuch  as  will  be  considered  as  valid 
the  certificates  issued  by  the  Austrian  Custom-house  and  by  the  Administration  of  the 
General  Entrepdts  of  the  said  town  for  colonial  goods  coming  from  those  public  dep6ts, 
on  condition  that  the  following  particulars  be  given  in  the  aforesaid  certificates,  viz.,  the 
direct  original  source  of  the  said  goods,  the  name  of  the  steamer,  and  the  date  of  arrival 
and  entry  in  the  Custom-house  depdts  of  Trieste ;  and,  finally,  the  marks  and  numbers 
of  packages,  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  steamer  on  which  they  are  shipped. 

4.  Certificates  for  Tunisian  produces  are  not  admitted  if  issued  by  authorities  otter 
than  the  Italian  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  the  Italian  Consular  offices. 

5.  Certificates  granted  in  a  date  subsequent  to  the  arrival  of  the  goods  from  the 
place  of  production  will  not  be  admitted. 

6.  Together  with  the  certificates  of  origin  is  to  be  attached  to  the  Custom-house 
declaration,  for  goods  arriving  overland  in  a  manner  not 'to  be  separated,  the  way  bill  or 
declaration  presented  by  the  sender  of  the  goods  at  the  railway  station,  as  a  further 
evidence  that  the  source  of  the  goods  is  really  that  of  the  country  where  the  certificate 
was  issued. 

The  Custom-house  officials  are  to  attach  both  documents  to  the  declarations  before 
these  latter  are  handed  over  to  the  examining  officials. 

7.  As  regards  arrivals  from  France,  exemption  from  the  duty  set  forth  in  the 
differential  Tariff  will  only  be  granted  for  goods  originating  from  other  countries,  and 
which  have  been  transmitted  through  the  territory  of  the  Republic  in  transit,  and  in 
waggons  secured  by  lead,  as  well  as  on  those  which  have  been  only  transhipped  in  the 
French  ports. 

The  goods  which  have,  as  above  mentioned,  passed  through  the  French  territwy 
are,  however,  to  be  provided  with  the  certificate  of  origin,  and  those  which  have  been 
transhipped  in  French  ports,  besides  the  certificate  of  origin  for  goods  whose  source  is  on 
this  side  of  the  Straits,  are  also  to  be  provided  with  a  Custom-house  certificate  issued  at 
the  French  port,  and  attested  by  the  Italian  Consul,  in  which  is  to  be  certified  that  only 
a  ranshipment  had  taken  place;  inasmuch  as  if  the  said  goods  should  have  been  iotro- 
Direct  into  the  entrep6t,  or  in  any  other  French  depdt,  or  had  been  freely  put  on  the 
market  oi     he  said  nation,  they  will  have  to  be  considered  as  goods  of  French  origin. 

8.  Tarns,  tissues,  and  in  general  all  French  produces  wMch  are  exported  to  other 
countries  for  manufacture,  do  not  lose  their  quality  of  French  goods. 

9.  Goods  directed  to  arsenals  or  other  military  or  naval  establishments  of  the  State 
will  be  admitted  to  the  .Conventional  treatment  when  from  the  biU  of  lading,  or  from  the 
way  bill,  they  do  not  result  to  be  of  IVench  source,  even  if  the  certificate  of  origin  is 
wanting. 

The  form  of  the  certificates  of  origin,  excepting  those  issued  in  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  as  sworn  declarations,  and  those  of  Trieste  mentioned  in 
paragraph  3,  is  to  be  drawn  out  in  such  a  manner  that  the  attestation  of  the  origin  of 
the  goods  be  made  by  the  authority  granting  the  certificate,  and  not  by  the  person  who 
forwards  the  goods  Or  other  interested  party,  notwithstanding  that  such  attestation  be 
made  on  the  application  or  declaration  of  the  latter. 

11.  When  certificates  are  produced  in  another  foreign  language  which  is  not  French, 
the  Custom-houses  may  demand  an  official  translation  into  Italian  when  none  of  the 
officials  present  is  able  to  translate  the  same. 

12.  For  the  present  remain  in  force  the  former  dispositions  given  with  regard  to  the 
goods  imported  by  means  of  parcels  post  (not  originating  from  Switzerland),  and  to  the 
small  quantities  of  goods  carried  by  travellers  in  their  own  trunks,  as  well  as  to  the 
nationiQ  goods  of  coasting  trade  which  are  reintroduced  into  the  State  with  a  free  pass, 
and  are  found  different  in  quality  and  quantity  from  the  accompanying  certificate,  and

REFERRING  to  a  short  Memorandum  on  the  Temi  Works  forwarded  to  your 
Lordship's  Office,  and  which  appeared  in  an  early  number  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
Journal,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  in  the  annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Administration  of  the  Temi  Steel  Works,  which  was  presented  at  the  recent 
.  general  meeting  of  shareholders,  great  stress  was  laid  upon  the  difficulties  resulting  to 
the  undertaking  by  the  want  of  properly  trained  workmen. 

The  Report  records  the  continued  endeavours  of  the  Company  to  form  a  body  of 
permanent  skilled  workmen  proportionate  to  the  extent  of  the  works  and  to  the  producing 
capabilities  of  the  existing  machinery,  but,  as  in  former  Reports,  failure  on  this  point  is 
announced  with  the  admission  that,  during  the  year  1887,  the  machinery  could  only 
partially  be  kept  working. 

To  this  fact  are  attributed  the  unfavourable  results  obtained  during  the  past  year,  as 
shown  by  the  figures  on  the  balance-sheet.     In  1887  there  were  produced  in —

which  is  only  about  half  the  amount  that  the  machinery  is  capable  of  producing  annually. 

These  facts  have  been  commented  upon  even  in  Parliament,  because  it  is  known 
that  the  French  skilled  workmen  who  came  from  the  Creuzot  Works  were  expressly 
engaged,  not  only  to  set  the  Temi  Works  going,  but  also  to  train  an  efficient  staff  of 
Italian  artificers,  which  was  considered  to  be  an  easy  task,  because  Italians  employed  in 
workshops  abroad  are  reputed  to  be  quick  and  intelligent  in  handling  machinery. 

It  would  seem,  however,  from  the  Report,  that  the  French  master-workmen  have 
failed  to  form  an  efiicient  staff  of  Italian  artizans,  nor  have  they  themselves  given 
complete  satisfaction  in  regard  to  their  own  skill  in  using  the  machinery. 

It  is  consequently  believed  that  defects  exist  in  the  organization  of  an  undertaking 
for  which  the  success  was  so  confidently  predicted  on  its  first  establishment. 

It  is  no  secret  that  the  Terni  Steel  Works  Company  is,  commercially  at  least,  a 
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failure.  Instead  of  the  blast  fuftiaces  which  were  to  be  erected  at  Civita  Vecchia  for 
making  pig  iron  with  lignite  fuel,  and  in  spite  of  Government  orders  and  of  Customs 
Tariff  protection,  it  is  admitted  that  half  the  machinery  is  idle,  and  that  no  money  is 
forthcoming  for  other  undertakings  which  had  been  duly  announced  to  shareholders  and 
the  public. 

The  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  Temi  Works,  which  have  the  importance  of  a  national 
arsenal,  is  in  all  likelihood  to  be  explained  by  the  exaggerated  extent  of  the  establish- 
ment and  of  the  machinery.  The  Government  cannot  be  expected  to  constnict  iron-clads 
and  railways  in  quantities  sufficient  to  give  perpetual  work  to  the  Temi  machinery. 

All  other  Italian  iron  and  steel  works  are  sacrificed  to  Temi,  and  to  help  Temi  the 
Government  have  imposed  an  import  duty  on  pig  iron,  and  have  greatly  increased  the 
duties  on  all  iron  and  steel  manufactured  goods,  hitherto  mainly  imported  from  Great 
Britain. 

If,  in  spite  of  the  above  advantages,  Temi  has  proved  a  failure,  the  Italian  Govern- 
ment might  fairly  be  asked  whether  it  were  not  better  policy  to  abandon  the  idea  of 
protective  duties  on  iron  and  steel  in  a  country  which  possesses  no  coal  and  which 
produces  no  pig  iron.

THE  Customs  Department  has  decided  that,  in  accordance  with  the  Treaty  with 
Austria,  majolica,  white  or  coloured  on  plain  ground  in  dishes  or  other  objects,  with 
ornaments  in  relief  or  decorations  of  all  sorts,  white  or  coloured  like  the  ground,  shall  be 
classified  as  '*  majolica  or  articles  of  coloured  paste,  &c.,  white  or  coloured  on  pl^in 
ground/'  with  a  duty  of  10  lire  per  quintal,  according  to  Tariff,  Article  2686. 

Likewise  porcelain,  white,  in  dishes  or  other  articles,  with  ornaments  in  relief  or 
decorations  of  any  sort,  white,  will  be  classified  as  "  porcelain  white,''  and  subjected  to 
the  duty  of  18  lire  per  quintal  according  to  Tariff,  Article  266a. 

In  bringing  the  above  to  the  notice  of  the  Customs  officials,  the  Department 
observes  that  in  classifying  earthenware  (not  specified  in  the  Treaty)  white,  with  orna- 
ments in  relief  or  with  white  decorations,  no  account  should  be  taken  of  wavy  borders  or 
grounds,  nor  of  small  ornamentations  forming  the  handles  or  tops  of  the  dishes.

I  AM  requested  by  the  Mounts  Bay  Branch  and  the  St.  Ives  Branch  of  the  National 
Sea  Fisheries  Protection  Association  to  bring  under  your  notice  the  following  facts,  in 
the  hope  that  such  representations  may  be  made  to  the  Italian  Government  as  to  bring 
about  the  abolition  of  duty  on  Cornish  pilchards  imported  in  Italy. 

Practically  all  Cornish  pilchards  are  consumed  in  Italy. 
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The  chief  competitors  these  pilchards  meet  with  are  the  Spanish  pilchards^  which, 
though  smaller  than  the  Cornish  pilchards^  are  in  other  respects  perfectly  identicad. 

Within  the  last  few  weeks  the  Italian  import  duty  of  10^.  per  hogshead  has  heen 
abolished^  on  the  grounds  that  these  Spanish  pilchards  are  identical  with  sardines. 

It  has  been  authoritatively  decided  by  the  chief  ichthyologists  in  England  (notably 
by  Dr.  Giinther,  Curator  of  Zoology  at  the  British  Museum,  and  Dr.  F.  Day,  late  Her 
Majesty's  Inspector  of  Fisheries  for  India)  that  the  pilchards  caught  on  this  coast  are 
veritable  sardines,  and  our  fishermen  are  extremely  anxious  that  they  should  be  placed  in 
a  position  not  inferior  to  the  Spaniards  with  respect  to  the  free  admission  of  their  fish. 

As  the  season  of  exporting  the  Cornish  pilchards  to  Italy  will  be  at  its  height  in 
five  or  six  weeks,  I  venture  to  express  the  hope  that  this  matter,  which  is  a  very 
important  one  to  all  the  fishermen  of  Cornwall  (many  of  whom  I  represent  in  Parliament), 
may  have  the  earnest,  prompt,  and  favourable  consideration  of  the  Foreign  Office.

The  Honourable  Signor  Magliani  has  now  replied,  in  the  note  of  which  I  herewith 
inclose  a  copy,  referring  again  to  his  former  notes  of  the  9th  May  and  the  ISth  June  last, 
the  contents  of  which  1  hastened  to  bring  to  your  knowledge  by  my  note  of  the 
25th  June.  I  regret  that  the  protection  of  native  industries  does  not  allow  us  to  comply 
with  the  desire  of  the  British  Government,  and  beg  to  remark  that  a  portion  of  the 
advantages  asked  for  are  already  enjoyed  by  England,  through  the  most-favoured-nation 
clause,  in  consequence  of  the  Treaty  of  Commerce  concluded  between  Italy  and  Austria-

2.  Would  it  be  possible,  on  the  contrary,  to  accept  the  English  demands,  wholly  or 
in  part,  while  making,  in  our  turn,  other  demands  as  a  fair  equivalent  ? 

In  its  despatches  of  the  14th  July  and  17th  July  to  the  Ministry  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
the  British  Embassy  again  calls  attention  to  the  matters  treated  of — 

1.  In  the  note  of  the  1st  November,  1887,  addressed  by  it  to  his  Excellency  the 
President  of  the  Council. 

2.  In  a  Memorandum  of  the  6th  December,  1887,  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  Agriculture  and  Commerce. 

3.  In  its  note  of  the  7th  May,  1888,  addressed  again  to  his  Excellency  the  President 
of  the  Council. 

This  Department  has  not  had  any  access  to  the  Memorandum  described  under 
lbs  second  heading.  AVith  regard  to  the  notes  of  November  1887  and  May  1888,  which 
were  duly  transmitted  by  the  Department  of  Foreign  Affairs,  the  Undersigned  has 
expressed  his  views  in  his  letters  of  the  9th  May  and  the  18th  June  last. 

The  above-mentioned  despatches  of  the  14th  and  27th  July,  communicated  to  me  in 
the  Foreign  Department  letter  of  the  26th  August,  reiterate  the  demands  previously 
made,  and  Her  Britannic  Majesty^s  Charg6  d' Affaires  at  Rome  expresses  a  wish  that  the 
claims  of  his  Government  may  be  taken  into  consideration  independently  of  the  result  of 
our  negotiations  with  France. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  remind  the  Department  of  Foreign  Affairs  that,  subsequent 
to  the  communication  of  the  despatch  of  the  1st  November,  1887,  from  the  British 
Embassy,  the  Commercial  Treaty  with  Austria-Hungary  was  concluded,  on  the  7th 
December  following,  ana  that,  by  virtue  of  the  most-favoured-nation  clause,  the  United 
Kingdom  profited,  without  more  ado,  by  the  concessions,  which  were  relatively  important 
ones,  made  by  us  to  the  neighbouring  Empire. 

The  said  Treaty  reduced,  amongst  others,  the  duties  on  printed  cotton  tissues ; 
on  articles  of  linen  and  cotton,  sewn;  on  porcelain;  on  works  in  glass  and  in  crystal; 
that  is,  on  goods  with  regard  to  which  British  industry  is  not  without  interests.  So,  too, 
it  is  certainly  not  disinterested  iu  the  trade  in  linen  manufactures,  as  to  which  it  holds 
an  honourable  place  among  importers  into  Italy.  Now,  in  regard  to  this  very  point, 
in  consequence  of  Article  IV  of  the  Final  Protocol  appended  to  the  Treaty  between  Italy 
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and  Austria-Hungary  above  referred  to^  the  alteration  in  the  duties  on  tissues  of  linen 
and  hemp  has  been  cancelled^  and  the  Conventional  duties  previously  in  force  have  been 
renewed,  these  duties  being  favourable  enough  to  foreign  industry. 

It  is  further  well  known  that,  in  order  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  British  industry, 
this  Government  has  availed  itself  of  the  application  of  the  Treaty  with  Austria-Hungary 
to  place  curtains  simply  hemmed  on  the  same  footing  as  table  Hnen  and  bed  linen,  and 
that,  in  compiling  the  Customs  Tariff,  certain  wishes  expressed  by  British  manufacturers 
have  not  been  neglected. 

I  deem  these  remarks  opportune,  since  they  may  serve  as  a  reply  to  those  observa- 
tions as  to  reciprocity  which  the  Representative  of  the  British  Government  has  made  in 
his  despatch  of  the  14th  July. 

The  claims  of  British  manufacturers  with  regard  to  duties  on  cotton  find  their 
explanation  in  the  fact  that,  especially  in  coarse  and  medium  goods,  they  hold  a  fore- 
most place  in  our  market,  and  the  quantity  of  goods  which  they  send  is  in  some  cases 
very  considerable.  This  extensive  competition  of  British  manufacturers  caused  loud 
complaints  on  the  part  of  Italian  producers,  and  led  them  to  advance  claims  which  both 
the  Commission  of  Inquiry  into  the  Tariff  and  the  Government  thought  it  right  to 
moderate,  and  they  accordingly  reduced  them  in  their  respective  drafts  of  the  Tariff. 

As  your  Department  is  aware,  the  duties  on  cotton  manufactures  laid  down  in  the 
General  Tariff  of  1878  were  not  altered  in  the  subsequent  Treaties  with  Austria- 
Hungary  and  with  France,  and  the  changes  introduced  in  the  late  Tariff  reform  were 
intended  to  render  possible  a  development  of  Italian  production  in  the  direction  of 
choicer  kinds  of  goods.  Besides,  the  increase  of  duties  complained  of  by  English  manu- 
facturers in  regard  to  tissues,  corresponds  in  part  to  changes  effected  in  our  Tariff  on 
cotton  yams,  changes  urgently  demanded  by  Italian  producers,  as  appears  from  the  new 
proposals  for  an  increase  of  duties  laid  before  the  Chamber  on  the  7th  June,  1888 
(document  No.  169). 

Your  Department  is  further  aware  of  the  resistance  offered  by  our  negotiators  to  the 
claims  of  France  for  reductions  in  the  duties  on  cottons ;  and  that  if  the  last  Italian 
proposals  to  France  did  concede  some  abatement,  this  concession  was  to  be  considered  as 
a  sacrifice  demanded  of  the  cotton  manufacturers  of  Italy,  in  return  for  the  advantages 
resulting  from  the  opening  of  the  French  market  to  the  staple  productions  of  Italy ;  con- 
sequently, I  am  of  opinion  that,  in  the  present  state  of  affairs,  it  is  necessary  for  us  to 
maintain  our  ground  on  this  point. 

Nor  do  1  think  otherwise  in  regard  to  the  English  demand  as  to  woollen  tissues  with 
warp  composed  of  cotton.  The  suppression  of  this  special  class  of  tissues  in  our  new 
Tariff  was  urgently  demanded  by  Italian  woollen  manufacturers,  and  Parliament  acceded 
to  their  request.  It  is  true  that,  as  stated  by  the  British  Embassy,  this  particular  branch 
of  industry  is  absolutely  non-existent  in  Italy ;  but  it  is  also  true  that,  although  our  pecu- 
liar conditions  do  not  admit  of  the  home  manufacture  of  woollen  cloths  with  cotton  warp, 
these  mixed  tissues  imporl^d  from  abroad  compete  very  actively  with  other  products  of 
our  own  mills ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  we  must  not  leave  out  of  consideration  that  in 
regard  to  carded  wool — since  tissues  are  manufactures  which  consist  almost  exclusively  of 
'^kna  meccanica''  (shoddy) — ^the  cotton  warp  has  no  very  material  influence  upon  the 
price. 

With  regard  to  the  observations  of  the  British  Government  respecting  the  construc- 
tion of  the  duties  on  glass  in  sheets,  it  seems  superfluous  to  point  out  that  the  distinction 
of  the  sheets  in  proportion  to  their  extent  of  surface  answers  to  an  approximate  classifi- 
cation of  the  goods  according  to  iheir  value.  The  reform,  besides  being  a  rational  one, 
is  simple,  and  follows  the  precedent  set  by  the  French  and  German  Tariffs.  The  serious 
increase  of  duty  has  only  been  applied  to  sheets  of  considerable  value,  which  are  not 
generally  manufactured  in  Italy,  consequently  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  British  trade 
will  not  suffer  any  injury  thereby.  In  any  case.,  it  will  be  well  to  remember  that, 
according  to  Italian  statistics  for  the  year  1887,  out  of  a  total  importation  of  about 
6i,000  quintals  of  glass  sheets  for  window-panes  and  mirrors,  the  British  imports  were 
but  little  in  excess  of  10,000  quintals.  Consequently,  any  facilities  granted  to  English 
industry  would  lead  to  a  far  more  considerable  advantage  to  the  whole  body  of  other 
countries,  even  though  we  except  France,  since  against  that  nation  differential  duties 
would  continue  in  force. 

With  regard  to  the  alterations  demanded  by  English  manufacturers  in  the 
matter  of  the  tare  for  wrappers  and  packing-cases  of  earthenware,  porcelain,  and  glass 
transmitted  by  sea,  this  Department  is,  in  principle,  favourabljr  inclined.  I  must,  how- 
ever, point  out  that,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  VI  of  the  Customs  Law 
of  the  14th  July,  1887,  the  whole  of  the  new  Regulations  respecting  the  management  of 
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tares  will  have  to  be  submitted  to  the  approval  of  the  Superior  Council  for  Industry  and 
Commerce. 

As  to  the  import  duty  upon  felt  hats,  the  desire  expressed  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment has,  in  part,  been  complied  with  in  the  Commercial  Treaty  with  Austria-Hungary, 
by  which  the  duty  was  reduced  from  100  to  60  lire  per  quintal. 

Finally,  as  regards  the  duties  upon  iron,  steel,  and  machinery,  I  can  only  repeat 
what  I  stated  to  your  Department  in  my  note  of  the  18th  June.  Only  here  I  must  6ia,w 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  trade  in  manufactured  iron  and  steel,  or,  to  speak 
more  correctly,  in  the  importation  of  such  manufactures  into  Italy,  the  interest  of  Great 
Britain  is  no  longer  the  preponderant  one,  since  German  industry  has  increased 
enormously  its  production  and  exportation. 

Here  on  the  Italian  market  the  struggle  between  Germans  and  English  is  being 
carried  on  fiercely,  and  as  it  is  a  struggle  of  prices  our  native  manufacture  is  crushed  in 
the  conflict.     Hence  the  need  for  a  suitable  defence. 

The  British  Embassy  must  doubtless  be  aware  of  the  complaints  of  Britiah 
manufacturers  against  the  premiums  on  exportation,  whether  real  or  imaginary,  which 
the  metallurgical  industry  of  Germany  is  supposed  to  enjoy,  and  it  certainly  cannot  have 
&iled  to  notice  certain  depositions  introduced  into  the  Report  of  the  Commission  of 
Inquiry  into  the  depression  of  trade,  according  to  which  German  manufacturers  are 
enabled  by  artificial  means  to  dispose  of  manufactured  iron  and  steel  goods  on  foreign 
markets  at  prices  incompatible  with  their  normal  cost  of  production.  I  do  not  discuss 
the  truth  of  such  assertions ;  I  only  think  it  advisable  to  refer  to  them  as  showing,  by  the 
admission  of  the  English  themselves,  that  German  competition  has  grown  formidable. 
Any  concession,  then,  which  we  might  make  to  Great  Britain,  while  applying  with  equal 
and  possibly  greater  force  to  Germany,  would  diminish  our  means  of  Tariff  self-defence, 
and  might,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree,  endanger  the  results  which  were  hoped  for  from 
the  reform  of  our  system  of  duties  upon  iron,  considered  as  a  whole. 

As  to  the  duties  on  machinery  I  will  not  insist  any  further,  but  I  must  call  the 
attention  of  your  Department  to  the  contents  of  the  Ministeria]  Report  of  the  7th  June, 
1888  (No.  169),  which  accompanied  certain  proposals  before  the  Chamber  respecting 
alterations  in  the  customs  duties.  I  finally  refer  you  to  the  following  proposal  which 
is  now  before  the  Chamber  (Bill  No.  168),  and  which  certainly  cannot  be  unknown  to 
the  British  Government : — 

^^  The  King's  Government  is  authorized  to  permit  the  importation,  free  of  customs 
duty,  of  the  machinery  for  weaving,  and  accessories,  required  for  the  establishment  of 
mills  for  the  manufacture  of  tissues,  mechanical  embroideries,  and  the  like,  the  production 
of  which  is  not  yet  as  practised  in  Italy.  This  concession  may  be  extended  also  to  milts 
which  carry  on  kinds  of  weaving  already  known  in  Italy,  provided  this  is  done  with  the 
approval  of  the  Superior  Council  for  Industry  and  Commerce."  .k 

After  setting  forth  the  above  fragmentary  observations  on  the  questions  referred  to 
in  the  despatches  of  the  Embassy,  I  do  not  think  it  out  of  place  to  point  out  that  whereas 
in  the  commercial  relations  between  Italy  and  France  (average  taken  for  the  three  years 
1886-87)  our  exports  amounted  to  497,363,000  lire,  as  opposed  to  an  importation  of 
373,018,000  lire ;  our  imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  were  fully  298,667,000  lire ; 
whilst  the  exports  from  Italy  to  England  were  only  74,626,000  lire. 

While  our  exports  to  England  were  only  7  per  cent,  of  the  total  exportation  from 
Italy,  those  to  Switzerland  and  Germany  amounted  respectively  to  9  per  cent,  and 
10  per  cent. ;  but  the  united  exports  from  those  two  countries  to  Italy  scarcely  reached 
218,986,000  lire,  that  is,  79,671,000  lire  less  than  the  imports  from  England  alone. 

Though  I  desire  to  make  some  concessions  to  the  United  Kingdom,  it  does  not 
seem  easy  to  suggest  any  claims  for  reciprocity,  in  view  of  the  peculiar  character  of  the 
British  Tariff. 

We  could  ask  for  reductions  in  favour  of  only  two  commodities  exported  from  Italy 
which  are  subjected  to  duty  on  entering  the  United  Kingdom :  I  mean  dried  fruits  and 
wines.  Dried  fruits  of  every  kind  pay  a  duty  of  17  lire  36  c.  per  quintal,  a  duty  which  is 
high  in  comparison  with  the  actual  value  of  the  goods ;  but  the  amount  of  this  trade  is 
80  small  that  it  does  not  deserve  the  attention  of  the  two  countries. 

As  to  wines,  it  is  well  known  how  long  the  controversy  lasted  between  England  and 
Spain  respecting  the  extension  of  the  alcoholic  scale  of  wines  subject  to  a  duty  of  1^.  to 
30  degrees  Sykes  scale  (i.e.,  17'22  cen.),  a  controversy  which  was  settled  by  the 
Convention  of  the  26th  April,  1886 ;  and  it  is  well  known  how  great  a  difficulty  there  is 
in  obtaining,  even  by  sacrifices,  a  reduction  in  the  present  rate  of  duty  on  wines,  since 
these  are  considered  articles  of  luxury  on  the  other  side  of  the  British  Channel  In  any 
case,  it  would  always  be  well  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  any  possibility  of  further 
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opening  the  British  market  to  our  oenological  productions,  and,  if  there  is,  on  what 
conditions  and  with  what  practical  results.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose  copy  of  a  letter  which  has  been  addressed  to  Her 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  by  Mr.  Bolitho,  a  Member  of 
the  British  Parliament,  advocating  the  claims  of  Cornish  pilchards  ("  salacchini ")  to 
importation  into  Italy  free  of  duty. 

In  support  of  his  representations,  Mr.  Bolitho,  as  you  will  perceive,  quotes  the 
opinion  of  English  experts  that  the  Cornish  pilchards  are  veritable  sardines. 

In  recommending  the  wishes  of  the  Cornish  fishermen  to  your  favourable  considera- 
tion, I  beg  to  add  that  the  exemption  from  customs  duty  now  solicited  may  be  granted 
under  the  most-favoured-nation  clause,  inasmuch  as  the  August  "  BoUettino  *'  of  the 
Italian  Customs  Department,  No.  XXTII,  announces,  under  section  138,  that,  under  the 
Commercial  Treaty  with  Spain,  not  only  sardines,  but  also  pilchards,  will  be  admitted  into 
Italy  duty  free.

Barrowfield  Iron  Works,  Fordneuk  Street,  Mile  End, 
Sir,  Glasgow,  October  9,  1888. 

WE  have  the  honour  to  address  you  as  to  the  Italian  Customs  Tari^  vrhich  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  March  last,  and  to  request  your  assistance  in  the  settlement  of 
points  as  to  which  we  are  at  variance  with  the  Italian  authorities. 

We  ship  frequently  to  Italy,  including  in  our  prices  the  customs  duties,  which  are 
thas  payable  directly  by  ourselves.  The  points  in  dispute  were  raised  on  a  shipment  of 
474  tons  iron-work  (wrought  iron  about  190  tons,  and  cast  iron  about  284  tons), 
marked  <^  and  <^ ,  by  the  British  steamer  "  Craigendoran,"  last  May,  from  Glasgow 
to  G^enoa,  and  declared  at  the  Genoa  Custom-house  in  June  and  July  last.  The  duties 
disputed  were  paid  by  us  (with  fines  in  addition),  and  referred  to  the  authorities  at  Rome. 
W^e  have  just  learned  thftt  these  authorities  have  maintained  what  we  consider  the 
erroneous  and  unjust  application  of  the  Tariff  made  by  the  Genoa  Custom-house. 

This  decision  will,  of  course,  rule  subsequent  shipments  which  we  have  made,  and 
which  we  declared  at  the  Custom-house  subject  to  this  decision. 

1.  The  principal  point  is  whether  under  No.  206,  Category  XII  of  the  Tariff, 
**  Manufactures  of  iron  and  steel,"  painted  with  ordinary  oxide  of  iron  paint  for  the 
object  of  preserving  them  from  rust,  should  be  classed  simply  as  *^  Manufactures  of  iron 
and  steel/'  or  as  '^Manufactures  of  iron  and  steel  varnished*'  (" vemiciati '*  in  the 
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Tariff).  The  Custom-house  maintains  that  this  ordinary  painting  brings  such  manu- 
factures under  the  classification  of  **  varnished,"  and  as,  therefore,  liable  to  an  additional 
duty,  in  some  cases,  of  ]6s.  per  ton,  and  in  others  of  21.  per  ton.  In  the  shipment 
above  named  the  difference  amounts  to  about  132/.,  solely  on  this  point.  Ton  will 
therefore  see  that  this  is  of  importance  to  shippers  of  iron  manufactures  to  Italy. 

Our  reasons  for  disputing  the  decision  of  the  Custom-house  are  not  only  that  we 
consider  that  ordinary  painting  is  properly  described  as  '^coloriti,*'  and  not  as 
"  verniciati.*'  This  difference  being  given  by  the  Tariff  itself,  Xo.  34,  Category  HI 
and  Nos.  72  and  73,  Category  IV,  where  "ossido  di  ferro"  (or  ''minio,"  "  Repertorio,'* 
p.  462)  is  used  to  designate  oxide  of  iron  or  (see  the  '*  Repertorio  "  to  the  Tariff) 
"English  red  paint,"  "colori"  ordinary  paints,  and  ''vemice"  varnish.  But  also 
because  in  the  **  Repertorio "  there  is  the  following  note,  p.  279,  to  the  classification: — 

"Ferro  ed  acciaio  de  seconda  fabbricazione,  sec.  ^o.  206:  H  ferro  e  Pacciaio  in 
lavori  fucinati  o  in  verghe,  spranghe,  fill,  lamiere,  e  tubi,  semplicemente  coloriti  con 
minio,  catrame  od  altre  simili  sostanze,  per  preservarli  dall'  ossidazione,  non  mutano 
classed* 

The  Custom-house  states  that  this  note  does  not  apply  to  any  manufactures  except 
those  specially  mentioned  in  it,  and  that  it  means  that  the  articles  named  do  not  change 
their  classification  because  of  being  painted.  But  if  the  commonest  manufactures  and 
unmanufactured  bars,  &c.,  which  are  classed  at  the  lower  rates  of  duties  (in  some  cases 
lower  than  the  duty  on  the  paint,  if  this  were  imported  separately),  may  be  painted  to 
preserve  them  from  rust  without  an  extra  duty  being  paid,  surely  those  manufactures 
which  pay  higher  rates  of  duty,  higher  than  the  duty  on  the  paint,  and  where  preserva- 
tion  from  rust  is  more  necessary,  may  be  painted  in  the  same  way  without  being  classed 
at  still  higher  rates.  Besides,  all  kinds  of  manufactures  of  cast  iron,  which  pay  much 
lower  rates  of  duty  than  the  wrought  iron,  may  be  (as  specially  mentioned  in  the 
"  Repertorio  *')  painted  without  extra  duty. 

For  these  reasons  we  would  have  thought  it  clear  that  the  meaning  of  the  note 
quoted  above  was  to  prevent  the  manufactures  and  bars,  &c.  (or  merchant  iron)  specially 
mentioned,  which,  unpainted,  are  clearly  classed  under  Nos.  203  and  204,  from  being 
classed,  because  of  the  painting,  at  the  higher  duties  of  No.  206,  and  that  its  real 
meaning  is  to  declare  that  painting  of  an  ordinary  kind  for  preservation  from  rust  is 
not  to  be  considered  as  labour  or  workmanship  at  all,  nor  to  be  taken  into  account  in 
any  way,  even  upon  merchant  or  unmanufactured  iron ;  and,  of  course,  that  it  is  not  to 
be  considered  as  additional  labour  or  workmanship  of  a  higher  quality,  involving  a  higher 
duty  like  varnishing.  The  result  of  this  wrong  interpretation  would  be  to  cause  manu- 
factures of  wrought  iron  to  be  shipped  unpainted,  and  so  exposed  to  injury  from  rust, 
while  unmanufactured  bars,  where  the  protection  is  not  so  absolutely  necessary,  can  be 
painted. 

2.  The  next  point  is  the  meaning  in  No.  206,  Category  XII,  of  the  expressions 
"  worked  on  a  small  part,"  and  "  worked  on  the  whole  or  large  part  of  the  surface.'* 

We  quite  understand  that  this  is  a  difficult  thing  to  decide,  and  that  importers 
must  generally  submit  to  the  decision  of  the  Customs  Agent.  We  disputed  certain 
decisions ;  the  principal  being  iron  sheets  (of  which  we  had  a  large  quantity)  and  bars, 
having  no  workmanship  other  than  holes  punched.  The  sheets  were  4  feet  X  2  feet, 
and  had  ^''  diameter  holes  punched  at  V  centres  round  the  edge,  and  no  other  work- 
manship whatever,  that  is,  144  holes  ^"  diameter  per  sheet;  the  total  area  of  them 
being  7'066  superficial  inches,  that  of  the  sheet  being  8  superficial  feet,  or  1,162  super- 
ficial inches :  the  area  of  the  holes  being  then  only  j^  of  the  total.     ^      , 

Or,  even  if  we  reckon  the  whole  strip  punched  as  12  feet  worked,     ^^^^^      ' 
we  had  4  +  4  +  2  +  2  =  12'  the  total  length  x  V  ^^^  diameter  of 
the  holes ;  that  is,  on  a  total  surface  of  8  superficial  feet,  only  ^  of  a 
superficial  foot  as  worked  surface  being  -^  of  the  whole ;  which,  we 
think,  cannot  be  called  a  large  part  of  the  surface. 

The  bars  were  of  various  lengths;    as  examples,   we  take  two,   (1)  a  bar  of 

angle  iron  aI'^  punched  only  on  one  web,  holes  ^  diameter  at  6''  centres ;  so  that, 

taking  the  area  of  the  holes  alone,  the  worked  surface  was  ^^  of  the  whole :  or,  if  we 
reckon  a  strip  the  width  of  the  holes  as  worked,  it  would  be  -jV  of  the  whole  surface ; 

(2)  bars  irT"  with  holes  4  to  5  feet  apart.     The  difierence  of  duty  varies  from  16^.

We  have  had  to  pay  the  fines  in  consequence  of  our  declaration  not  having  been  in 
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accordance  with  the  opinions  of  the  Genoa  Custom-house,  which  opinions  have  been 
maintained  by  the  authorities  at  Rome.  But  we  do  not  think  that,  in  any  event,  this  is 
a  case  for  the  imposition  of  fines,  as  there  was  no  fraud  on  our  part,  nor  any  imputation 
of  it ;  we  were  obliged  to  declare  the  goods  in  the  way  we  did,  otherwise  we  should 
have  had  no  right  to  appeal  to  the  authorities  at  Rome,  nor  to  now  ask  your  assistance 
in  the  matter. 

We  beg  that  you  will  give  this  question  your  early  attention,  and  trust  that  you 
will  succeed  in  obtaining  a  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the  Italian  authorities.

THE  Foreign  Trade  and  Tariffs  Committee  of  the  Council  of  this  Chamber  have  had 
under  consideration  an  instance  oTthe  classification  of  goods  by  the  Italian  Custom-house 
oflScials,  which  they  are  of  opinion  is  incorrect,  and  should  be  brought  under  your 
Lordship's  notice.  According  to  the  new  Customs  Tariff  of  Italy,  mixed  tissues  under 
the  heading  of  ^' woven  manufactures — cotton — which  contain  less  than  50  per  cent, 
of  wool"  (see  p.  144  of  the  Board  of  Trade  Journal  for  February  last) — pay  duty 
** according  to  the  quality  of  the  tissue,  with  20  lire  per  100  kilog.  additional;"  the 
tissue  which  predominates  in  weight  being  the  one  in  respect  of  which  duty  is  payable 
(see  p.  1 46). 

The  goods  in  question  have  been  manufactured  with  the  view  of  coming  under  the 
above  provisions  of  the  Tariff,  and  contracts  have  been  entered  into  accordingly  for  the 
supply  of  these  and  similar  goods.  The  warp  is  made  of  cotton  only,  and  the  weft  of  a 
mixture  of  cotton  and  wool  in  such  proportion  that  cotton  predominates. 

The  exporter  declared  the  goods  according  to  Tariff  as  follows : —

The  Custom-house  officials  have,  however,  charged  duty  on  these  goods  as  a  tissue 
of  carded  wool  at  the  rate  of  200  lire  per  100  kilog.,  and  have  imposed  a  fine  of 
42  lire  68  c,  or,  altogether,  a  total  excess  of  18Z.  17^.  6d.,  which  has  been  paid  under 
protest. 

We  inclose  the  following  documents : — 

Original  declaration  of  Joseph  Hall,  the  manufacturer,  showing  the  proportion  of 
cotton  and  of  wool  to  be  64  and  46  per  cent,  respectively. 

Certificate  by  the  Consular  Agent  for  Italy  in  Leeds  to  the  same  efiect. 

Certificate  of  analysis  of  a  sample  of  the  goods  in  question  by  the  Bradford  Borough 
Analyst,  which,  after  allowing  for  moisture  and  finish,  shows  that  cotton  still  predominates 
in  the  remainder. 

Statement  by  the  Custom-house  official  of  Naples,  giving  reasons  for  the  classification 
by  him. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  above-mentioned  facts  admit  of  no  doubt  that 
the  goods  should  be  classed  as  '^  cotton  predominant."  We  are  therefore  instructed  by 
the  Council  to  place  the  matter  before  your  Jjordship,  and  to  request  that  steps  may  be 
taken  to  obtain  the  return  to  the  exporter  of  the  surcharge  and  fine,  amounting  together 
to  18/.  17^.  6c2.,  paid  in  this  particular  case,  and  also  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Italian 
Custom-house  officials  to  the  admittance  of  similar  goods  in  future  according  to  the 
stipulated  rates  of  the  Tariff. 

It  may,  in  conclusion,  be  mentioned  that  the  above  contracts  are  due  for  delivery, 
and  part  of  the  goods  are  already  at  the  Naples  Custom-house  awaiting  decision ;  it  is 
therefore  important  that  steps  be  taken  to  get  the  matter  adjusted  as  early  as  possible, 
otherwise  exporters  may  sustain  serious  loss  by  being  prevented  from  carrying  out  their 
contracts.

YOUR  letter  of  the  29tii  ultimo  duly  readbed  me. 

I  have  now  to  state  that  I  am  informed  that  some  cargoes  of  Cornish  pilchards  have 
arrived  in  Italy. 

At  Genoa,  where  the  bulk  of  the  fish  is  landed,  these  fish  have  for  the  first  time 
been  admitted  free  of  duty ;  bat  at  Leghorn  and  Kaplee  the  authorities  demanded  the 
duty,  which  was  paid  by  the  consignees  under  protest. 

The  fact  of  the  free  entry  into  Grenoa  was  telegraphed  to  the  fishermen  of  ComwaU^ 
and  was  received  by  tb^n  with  great  delight,  and  on  the  strength  of  that  informatuw 
they  were  enabled  to  obtain  a  higher  price  for  their  fish;  but  since  some  uncertainty  mitii 
regard  to  the  remission  of  the  duty  has  prevailed  the  price  has  materially  fallen,  and 
apprehensions  are  entertained  lest,  after  all,  the  duty  wUl  be  generally  enforced. 

I  am  requested  by  the  fishermen  throughout  the  county  to  write  you  again  on  this 
subject,  and  to  respectfully  urge  that  every  possible  endeavour  should  be  made  by  the 
Foreign  Office  to  bring  about  die  entry  of  Cornish  pilchards  into  Italy  on  the  same  terms 
as  the  Spanish  pilchards,  which  are  identically  the  same  fish.

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While  this  question  is  being  dealt  with  by  Her  Majesty's  Charge  d'Affaires  at  Romct 
we  have  to  bring  under  notice  another  point.  It  is  that  "  ordinary  castings,"  such  as 
common  cast  iron  pipes,  classed  under  2016,  are  held  to  come  under  201c,  at  IQs.  per 
ton  higher  duty,  as  planed  or  machined  castings,  if  these  castings  or  pipes  have  any  trace 
of  chisel  or  file,  though  it  be  quite  evident  that  the  chisel  or  file  has  only  been  used  for 
cleaning  the  casting,  or,  as  it  is  technically  called,  *' dressing."  Under  the  old  Tariff  (in 
which  the  designation  of  the  castings  was  identical  with  that  in  the  new)  ordinary 
castings,  which  were  merely  " dressed,*' were  not  considered  as  "machined/'  In  fact, 
the  classification  2016  would  be  virtually  suppressed  if  the  interpretation  of  which  we 
complain  were  enforced,  unless  castings  were  to  be  shipped  "  undressed,"  or  as  they  come 
from  the  moulds.  The  matter  has,  we  believe,  been  referred  to  Eome,  though  not  by  us, 
and  decided  by  the  authorities  there  in  the  way  we  have  stated  above.  Probably  the 
authorities  are  quite  within  their  rights  in  so  deciding  and  interpreting  their  Tariff;  but, 
as  the  decision  has  the  eflTect  of  making  the  duty  on  these  ordinary  castings  entirely 
prohibitory,  it  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  British  trade  if  the  Italian  Minister  could 
be  got  to  reconsider  his  decision,  and  to  allow  "  dressed  "  castings  to  be  classed  2016. 
We  may  mention,  for  instance,  that  many  of  these  castings,  such  as  common  water  or 
gas  pipes,  are  worth  only  about  4/.  per  ton  in  this  country,  and  under  2016  would  pay 
2/.  entry  duty,  whereas  if  classed  under  201c  they  would  pay  2/.  16^.  per  ton  ;  that  is  to 
say,  instead  of  paying  a  duty  equal  to  60  per  cent,  of  their  value  in  this  country,  which  is 
A  high  rate  of  duty,  they  are  charged  a  duty  of  70  per  cent,  of  that  value.

WITH  reference  to  my  despatch  of  the  4th  instant,  I  have  the  honour  to  inclose 
translation  of  a  letter  addressed  to  me  by  the  Director-General  of  Customs,  in  reply  to 
the  request  which,  under  your  Lordship's  instructions,  I  had  made  that  Cornish  pilchards 
on  importation  into  Italy  should  be  admitted  duty  free. 

I  urged  the  above  exemption  from  duty  on  the  ground  of  the  most-favoured-nation 
treatment,  because  by  a  recent  Customs  Ordinance,  reported  in  my  despatch  No.  152, 
Commercial,  of  the  5th  ultimo,  Spanish  pilchards  were  assimilated  to  sardines,  which, 
under  the  Spanish  Treaty  of  Commerce,  can  be  imported  free  of  duty. 

The  Customs  Director,  as  your  Lordship  will  perceive,  seems  to  doubt  whether 
Cornish  pilchards  are  identical  with  Spanish  pilchards,  and  therefore  declines  to  take  a 
decision  in  the  matter  until  Cornish  pilchards  shall  have  been  examined  by  the  Customs 
experts.

Customs  Experts,  to  whom  is  assigned  by  law  the  duty  of  deciding  in  the  first  instance 
in  cases  dealing  with  the  classification  of  goods. 

It  is  therefore  necessary  that  the  persons  interested  should,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
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first  shipment  of  Comish  pilchards  to  Italy,  raise  a  Tarifi^  question  in  the  usual  manner 
before  the  Customs  authorities  at  the  time  when  the  goods  are  passed  through  the 
Custom-house,  in  accordance  with  the  i)rovisions  of  the  Law  of  the  13th  November, 
1S87,  No.  5028,  on  the  settlement  of  Tariff  questions.

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  inform  you  that  the  former  complaint  concerns  a  question 
which  arose  at  the  ISaples  Custom-house  respecting  the  classification  of  a  mixed  tissue 
of  wool  and  cotton,  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  examination  of  the  Committee  of 
Custoins  Experts  at  their  next  meeting,  to  be  held  next  month. 

I  shall  not  fail  to  inform  you  of  the  decision  of  the  Committee,  and  hope  that  it 
wifl  be  fsTonrable  to  the  opinion  put  forward  by  the  Leeds  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  second  complaint  seeks  to  obtain  the  recognition  as  ^'not  varnished''  of 
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manafactiures  of  iron  smeared  with  oil  and  red  lead.  On  this  point  there  has  already 
heen  a  decision  of  the  Consulting  Committee  of  Customs  Experts  unfavourable  to  the 
daim  of  the  firm  of  Laidlaw^  and  consequently  this  Department  is  unable  to  do  more 
than  submit  the  arguments  of  a  technical  nature  put  forward  by  the  said  firm  to  the 
Committee  above  mentioned  on  the  next  occasion  when  they  have  to  deal  with  a  question 
of  the  same  kind. 

For  my  own  part,  1  shall  not  fail  to  draw  the  special  attention  of  the  Committee  to 
the  interesting  arguments  submitted  by  Messrs.  Laidlaw^  and  to  inform  you  of  the  decision 
arrived  at. 

I  must  not,  however,  omit  to  point  out  that,  if  manufactures  of  iron  smeared  with  a 
coating  of  which  oil  forms  the  basis  have  been  treated  as  being  varnished,  this  was 
done  on  the  ground  that  the  provisions  of  the  Tariff  Index  which  declare  that  colouring 
matter,  intended  to  prevent  oxydation,  is  not  to  be  taken  into  account  in  assessing  the 
duty,  are  limited  to  iron  goods,  rough  (*^di  prima  fabbricazione  *')  and  forged,  and 
consequently  their  eflfects  could  not  strictly  be  extended  to  manufactures  of  iron.

The  letter  tells  i(s  own  story  so  clearly,  that  the  Board  instruct  me  to  send  a  copy 
thereof  to  your  Lordship ;  and,  as  showing  that  the  complainants' contention  is  reasonable, 
I  also  inclose  copy  Memorandum  received  from  the  complainants'  agents  in  Milan,  which 
makes  it  evident  that  the  Milan  Chamber  of  Commerce  takes  the  same  view.

Dear  Sir,  Patucroft^  Manchester,  October  30,  1888. 

WE  beg  to  refer  to  the  conversation  we  had  with  you  to-day,  and  request  you  kindly 
to  bring  before  the  Chamber  a  threatened  increase  of  duties  on  sewing  cotton  exported  to 
Italy. 

We  sent  to  the  Italian  market  sewing  cotton  wound  on  reels  or  spools,  and  sewing 
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cotton  iQ  bundles  divided  into  hanks  or  skeins.     Sometimes  a  hank  will  form  one  skein, 
but  more  frequently  it  is  subdivided  into  four  or  more  skeins. 

Our  sample  "A"  will  show  you  a  hank  containing  six  separate  skeins>  sample  "  B'* 
has  six  divisions,  but  the  thread  is  continuous,  so  that  a  skein  could  only  be  taken  out  of  a 
hank  by  cutting  the  thread. 

Hitherto  the  Italian  Custom-house  authorities  have  charged  1*10  lire  per  kilog.  on 
sewing  cotton  on  reels,  and  a  much  lower  duty  on  sewing  cotton  in  skeins  or  hanks,  but 
they  are  now  making  difficulties,  and  we  learn  from  our  agent  that  it  is  intended  to  apply 
the  higher  duty  to  the  latter  article  owing  to  its  being  intended  for  retail  sale.  Had  they 
applied  this  duty  to  skeins  made  up  like  our  sample  ^*  C,"  we  should  not  have  demurred, 
as  this  sample  is  specially  made  up  for  retail  sale. 

But  this  is  not  the  case  with  the  sewing-cotton  sent  in  bundles.  Much  of  it  is 
continuous,  and  not  divided  for  retail  sale,  and  some  of  it  is  actually  used  for  a  species  of 
knitting.  None  of  it,  as  imported,  is  immediately  available  for  retail  sale  without  further 
manipulation. 

If  the  practice,  which  has  been  followed  hitherto  by  the  Italian  Custom-houses,  of 
charging  on  bundle  sewings  only  the  lower  rate  of  duty,  be  changed,  and  the  higher  duty 
be  imposed,  sewings  would  have  to  bear  an  additional  charge  of  nearly  2d,  per  lb.  This 
would,  we  believe,  be  fatal  to  the  Manchester  trade  in  this  article. 

We  inclose  a  statement  forwarded  to  us  by  our  agent  in  Milan. 

We  shall  be  glad  if  your  Chamber  can  take  steps  through  the  Foreign  Office  to  prevent 
this  charge  being  made.

arguments,  has  decided  that  articles  of  iron  which  may  have  received  a  colouring 
(washing),  not  strongly  adhesive,  clearly  intended  to  preserve  the  articles  from  rust  during 
the  journey,  must  not  be  considered  as  varnished.** 

"If,  however,  the  colouring  (washing)  is  strongly  adhesive,  and  destined  to  remain 
and  form  the  first  coating  of  the  varnishing  to  which  they  shall  be  finally  subjected,  the 
iron  manufactures  must  be  considered  as  varnished.  As  you  will  perceive,  the  above 
decision  responds  to  the  wishes  expressed  by  the  firm  of  Laidlaw."

The  question  of  dressing  ("sbavatura"),  or,  as  the  firm  of  Laidlaw  writes,  the  work 
of  finishing  iron  castings,  which  consists  in  the  removal,  by  strokes  of  the  hammer  and 
chisel,  or  with  the  file,  of  the  roughnesses  (^^  have  ")  which  remain  on  iron  castmgs,  as  soon 
as  they  are  taken  out  of  the  moulds,  has  already  been  discussed  several  times  by  the 
College  of  Experts,  which  has  invariably  decided  that  such  work,  however  slight,  has 
the  effect  of  transferring  the  objects  of  cast-iron  from  the  class  of  cast-iron  worked 
in  rough  castings  (No.  2016,  of  the  Tariff)  to  the  class  of  cast-iron  worked  in^  castingr 
planed  or  turned  or  otherwise  worked  (No.  201c,  of  Tariff). 

The  lower  rate  of  duty,  under  ITo.  201c,  of  the  Tariff,  is  only  applicable  to  those 
castings  which,  after  coming  out  of  the  mould,  have  not  been  subjected  to  any  work, 
however  trifling.

The  decision  of  the  Italian  Government  in  this  matter  may,  we  believe,  be  strictly 
justified  by  the  letter  of  the  Tariff;  But  in  practice,  iron  castings  are  rarely,  we  may  even 
say  never,  shipped  **  undressed,**  and  the  decision  that  castings  which  have  been  **  dressed  *' 
by  a  chisel,  file,  or  other  tool,  are  to  be  classed  as  **  machined  "  under  201c  of  the  Tariff, 
will  virtually  exclude  from  classification  2016  the  larger  quantity  of  castings  which 
ought  to  be  so  classed — having  in  view  their  value  and  common  class  of  manufacture. 
In  the  Repertorio  or  Index  Guide  to  the  TariflT,  p.  326,  we  find  that  iron  castings  painted 
or  coated  with  oxide,  paint,  tar,.  &c.,  may  be  classed  under  2016 — if  not  machined 
(^^ghisa  lavorata  in  getti  greggi  semplicemente  spalmato  di  minio,'^  &c.,  XII  2016).. 
From  this  it  is  apparent,  we  think,  that  when  the  Tariff  was  compiled,  it  was  intended 
that  dressed  iron  castings  should  be  admitted  under  2016  at  the  lower  duty,  as  they  were 
under  the  old  Tariff. 

It  would  be  of  great  importance  to  the  iron  trade  of  this  country  to  get  the  Italian 
Government  to  allow  ordinary  dressed  castings  (though  dressed  by  tile,  chisel,  or  other 
tool)  to  enter  under  2016  of  the  Tariff.  We  mean  that,  admitting  that  the  present 
interpretation  of  the  Tariff  is  correct,  is  it  not  possible,  by  making  representations  to  the 
Italian  Minister,  to  get  him  to  issue  an  order  that  ^uch  ordinary  castings  so  dressed  are 
to  be  admitted  under  2016.  Really,  all  we  suggest  is  that  Article  2016  be  held  to  apply 
to  all  such  iron  castings  as  were  included  under  No.  1766  of  the  old  Tariff.  The  duty 
under  No.  1766  of  the  old  Tariff^  was  4  lire  per  100  kilog.,  and  under  2016  of  the  new 
Tariff  it  is  5  lire  per  100  kilog.,  which  is  a  great  inci*ease. 

As  we  have  pointed  out  in  a  previous  letter,  even  the  lowest  duty,  2016  2,  is  a  very 
high  percentage  of  such  iron  castings,  as  pipes,  being  60  per  cent,  and  more  of  the  value 
here.    The  higher  duty  being  presently  exacted  201  c  2  is  70  per  cent.,  and  more  of  such  value. 

We  should  be  glad  to  know  that  something  can  be  done  in  the  way  we  indicate.

WE  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  and  to  thank  you  for  your  letter  of 
the  4th  instant  as  to  the  claosifieation  under  the  Italian  Customs  Tariff  of  wrought-iron  and 
steel  manufactures  coloured  or  coated  with  red  lead,  oil,  &c.  We  are  pleased  to  learn 
that  the  Italian  Customs  authorities  have  decided  in  favour  of  our  views ;  but,  while  this 

•  No.  201. 
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is  so  far  satisfactory^  we  must  say  that  we  do  not  see  that  they  are  right  in  refusing  to 
apply  to  our  case  the  interpretation  now  given  to  the  TariflF,  on  the  plea  that  they  cannot 
alter  previous  decisions.  Had  we  paid  the  claims  of  the  Customs  officials  without  protest 
or  delayed  in  laying  the  subject  before  you,  we  would  have  understood  that  the 
authorities  might  be,  technically,  correct  in  refusing  to  open  up  a  matter  so  closed.  Our 
case  is  different :  we  protested  from  the  beginning,  and  paid  only  under  protest,  and 
immediately  on  learning  that  the  authorities  at  Borne  supported  those  at  Genoa,  we  laid 
the  case  before  you.  We  think  therefore  that  these  authorities,  who  now  admit 
that  they  were  mistaken  in  their  first  decision,  should  order  the  repayment  of  the 
excess  duty  levied  on  the  shipment  per  **  Craigendoran,'*  as  also  of  that  levied  on 
subsequent  shipments,  the  duties  on  which  we  paid  at  Genoa  on  the  express  under- 
standing that  they  should  be  ultimately  ruled  by  the  final  decision  in  the  '*  Craigendoran  '* 
case. 

The  final  decision  we  consider  is  that  now  communicated  to  Her  Majesty's 
Representative  at  Rome. 

We  do  not  see  how  we  could  have  properly  begged  your  intervention  at  an  earlier 
moment,  unless  we  had  supposed  that  the  Italian  Minister  would  willingly  act  unjustly,  a 
supposition  which  we  were  not  entitled  to  make ;  it  seems  to  us  your  earlier  intervention 
would  have  implied  such  a  belief. 

,We  have  therefore  to  beg  that  you  will  use  your  kind  endeavours  to  have  these 
excess  duties  repaid  to  us — the  amount  is  about  130Z. :  a  detailed  statement  would,  of 
course,  be  presented. 

We  are  sorry  to  trouble  you  so  much  in  this  matter,  but  from  our  own  experience 
(and  that  of  others  we  know),  we  fear  that  there  will  be  still  difficulties  at  the  various 
Custom-houses  unless  the  instructions  be  more  clearly  worded,  and  we  beg  that  you  put 
before  Her  Majesty's  Representative  at  Rome  our  suggestions,  that  the  instructions  state 
the  substances  with  which  the  wrought-iron  and  steel  manufactures  may  be  coated  or 
coloured.  The  expression  "  not  strongly  adhesive  '*  is  sure  to  be  the  cause  of  disputes, 
as  it  is  not  used  in  the  Tariff  with  regard  to  iron  castings  and  other  materials  which 
may  be  painted.  Why  should  it  be  adopted  with  regard  to  wrought-iron  and  steel 
manufactures  P 

Let  the  instructions  state  that  these  goods  may  be  coated  or  coloured  with  tar,  oil, 
red  lead,  and  ordinary  paints,  such  as  all  oxide  paints  of  whatever  colour.  All  o£  these 
substances,  if  imported  separately,  would  pay  less  duty  than  the  wrought-iron  and  steel 
manufactures.

WITH  reference  to  your  Lordship's  despatch  of  the  8th  ultimo  on  the  subject  of  the 
complaint  from  the  Manchester  Chamber  of  Commerce  relative  to  the  altered  inter- 
pretation alleged  to  be  put  upon  certain  clauses  of  the  Italian  Tariff  in  regard  to  sewing 
cottons  by  the  Customs  officials  at  certain  ports  in  Italy,  I  have  the  honour  to  inclose 
translation  of  a  note  which  I  have  to-day  received  from  the  Director-General  of  Customs, 
in  reply  to  my  representations  on  the  above  subject. 

Signer  Castorina,  as  your  Lordship  will  perceive,  states  that  the  College  of  Experts, 
for  reasons  adduced  in  his  note,  has  approved  the  decisions  complained  of  by  the 
Manchester  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and,  further,  that  the  remonstrance  of  the  Manchester 
spinners  has  been  evoked,  not  by  an  inexact  interpretation  of  the  Tariff,  but  by  one  of 
its  express  provisions;  so  that  it  is  impossible,  under  existing  circumstances,  for  the 
Italian  Customs  Department  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  the  Manchester  Chamber  of 
Commerce.

(Translation.)  Ministry  ofFinance^  Department  of  Customs  and  Excise, 

Sir;  Rome,  December  14,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  your  note  of  the  1 2th  November  last, 
transmitting  the  protest  of  the  Manchester  Chamber  of  Commerce  against  the  treatment 
to  which  certain  qualities  of  sewing  cottons  are  subject  on  their  importation  into  Italy. 

I  am  now  able  to  inform  you,  in  reply,  that  the  question  raised  by  the  above- 
mentioned  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Consulting  College 
of  Customs  Experts,  to  whom  the  settlement  of  certain  disputes  lately  raised  by  the 
Custom-houses  respecting  the  classification  of  sewing  cottons  had  just  been  referred,  at 
their  meeting  of  the  6lh  instant. 

The  principles  to  which  the  College  had  to  conform  in  the  settlement  of  such 
disputes  could  not  be  different  from  those  expressly  laid  down  in  the  Tariff  with  regard  to 
the  classification  of  cotton  yams,  on  which  a  special  duty  is  imposed  when  they  are 
intended  for  sewing  or  embroidery,  and  are  further  prepared  for  retail  sale,  i.e.,  wound  on 
reels,  in  balls,  skeins,  and  the  like. 

As  you  will  easily  understand,  this  provision  of  the  Tariff  could  not  give  rise  to  false 
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Inteirpretations^  since  for  their  right  applicatioti  it  is  only  necMsary  to  determine  twO 
questions  of  fact,  viz.,  whether  the  threads  under  consideration  are  intended  to  be  used  for 
sewing  or  embroidering,  and  not  for  weaving  or  other  like  industrial  purposes^  and  whether 
they  are  wound  on  reels,  or  in  balls,  skeins^  fcc,  so  that  they  must  be  considered  as 
prepared  for  retail  sale. 

^  Now,  the  Consulting  College  of  Experts  has  been  compelled  to  admit  that  the 
sewing  cottons  in  question  present  both  the  characteristics  which  distinguish  for  Tariff 
purposes  sewing  cottons,  that  is  to  say,  threads  intended  for  sewing  and  embroidery,  and 
that  in  the  condition  in  which  they  are  presented,  namely,  divided  into  skeins  and  hanks, 
they  pass  directly  into  use  by  retail  trade  without  undergoing  any  further  manipulation. 
The  College  has  therefore  approved  the  decision  of  the  Custom-houses,  and  has  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  yams  in  question  should  be  classified  as  cotton  sewing  threads 
prepared  for  sale  by  retail. 

The  above  will  enable  you  to  perceive  that  the  complaints  of  the  Manchester  spinners 
are  called  forth  not  by  a  wrong  interpretation  of  the  Tariff,  but  by  one  of  its  express 
provisions,  and  that  it  is  consequently  impossible  for  this  Department,  as  things  stand  at 
present,  to  adopt  the  measures  proposed  by  them.

My  Lord,  Rovne^  December  17,  1888. 

IN  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  your  Lordship's  despatches  of  the 
12th  instant,  received  to-day,  I  shall  not  fail  to  make  further  inquiry  on  the  point  raised 
by  Messrs.  Laidlaw,  of  Glasgow,  and  to  report  to  your  Lordship  whether  any  further 
representations  to  the  Italian  Government  on  behalf  of  the  above  firm  can  be  made  with 
any  prospect  of  success. 

I  venture,  however,  at  once  to  comment  upon  the  point  raised  in  the  letter  from 
Messrs.  Laidlaw  of  the  8th  instant. 

Messrs.  Laidlaw  now  solicit  repayment  of  excess  duties  paid  by  them  because  of 
previous  decisions  as  to  the  Tariff  classification  of  wrought  iron  and  steel  manufactures 
coloured  or  coated  with  oil,  &c.,  having  now  been  overruled  by  the  College  of  Experts,  and 
the  firm  in  question  thinks  itself  entitled  to  greater  consideration  because  it  abstained  from 
seeking  the  intervention  of  your  Lordship's  Office  until  it  had  learnt  that  the  authorities  at 
Rome  (t.e.,  the  College  of  Experts)  had  supported  those  at  Genoa  (i.e.,  the  Customs 
officials). 

But  in  reply  to  the  above  argument  I  beg  to  state  that,  had  Messrs.  Laidlaw  on  the 
occasion  of  the  Customs  controversy  at  Genoa  applied  to  your  Lordship's  Office  without 
waiting  for  the  decision  of  Rome,  the  point  in  dispute  nnght  have  been  settled  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  above  firm  at  an  earlier  date. 

There  is,  I  submit,  no  room  for  the  supposition  that  an  earlier  application  to  your 
Lordship's  Office  would  have  been  a  reflection  on  the  spirit  of  justice  of  the  Italian 
Ministry. 

Neither  the  Italian  Minister  of  Finance  nor  the  Director-General  of  Customs  have 
necessarily  anything  to  do  with  the  CoU^e  of  Experts,  whose  decisions  are  final  and 
without  appeal ;  but  it  stands  to  reason  that  a  special  representation  made  to  the  Customs 
Department  in  Rome  through  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  will  insure  spedal  attention  to  the 
point  at  issue« 

These  Customs  disputes  under  the  new  General  Tariff  are  incessant,  and  complaints 
reach  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  from  many  quarters.  The  work  of  this  Embassy  in 
obtaining  authoritative  decisions  upon  disputed  points  or  in  affording  relief  would,  I 
venture  to  state,  always  be  facilitated  by  prompt  application  for  official  intervention. 

I  do  not  think  that  a  request  for  the  repayment  to  Messrs.  Laidlaw  of  the  excess  duty 
claimed  by  them  would  have  any  chance  of  success.

The  question  raised  by  your  letter  wit  reamed  ito  the  Customs  et^i^$#  to  whom 
cert^n  other  qnestions  affecting  the  dassification  of  sewii^  cottons »  has  lately  been 
Inferred.  The  Ralos  by  which  the  experts  w^  boiind  were  thoae  laid  dowti  in  the  'i'artff 
itself  with  regard  to  the  classification  of  such  cotton  yams  as  are  talced  higher  wlteo 
intended  for  sewmg  or  embroidery,  and  are  prepared  for  retail  sal^  i.e.y  Ground  tm  rbds,  in 
balifii  fikdns,  or  tfaj^  like« 

Thus,  th^  experts  had  but  to  deterbliae  two  questions  of  fact,  namel)r»  whethier  the 
threads  under  consideration  were  intended  foi:  seeing  or  embroidery,  aUd  ooit  for  wwving 
6r  other  similar  tndhstrial  purpose,  and  whether  they  were  wound  on  raels^  in  baltls^  in 
skeins,  &c.,  so  that  they  might  be  considered  as  prepared  for  retail  sale* 

The  experts  were  compelled  to  admit  that  both  the  characteristics  which,  for  Tariff 
purposes,  distinguish  sewing  cottons,  were  present,  ue.y  the  threads  were  intended  for 
sewing  and  embroidery,  and  that,  being  divided  into  skeins  and  hanks,  they  wbiild  pass 
directly  into  th&  retail  trade  without  undeigoing  any  further  manipulation. 

For  these  reasons  the  experts  approved  the  decision  of  the  Custom-house,  and 
expressed  the  Opinion  that  the  yams  in  question  should  be  .classified  as  eotton  sewing 
threads,  prepared  for  sale  by  retail. 

.  In  these  circ«iii^tances,  the  Ministry  of  Finance  observes,  the  complaint  put  forwaiid 
by  the  Manchester  Chamber  of  Commerce  arises,  not  pn  a  misintefpretatioii  of  the  Tariff, 
but  on  the  express  provisions  of  the  Tariff,  and  tbe  Ministry  cannot,  such  being  the  cAse, 
adopt  the  course  the  Chamber  suggests.

'I  HE  vexed  question  of  the  definitiofi  of  '^  graticolati "  tissues  ha^i,  as  your  Lordsbip 
is  aware,  been  recently  settled  by  a  new  definition  introduced  into  the  Italian  Customs 
Tariff  index,  by  which  the  requirements  of  the  Bradford  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  of  the 
Italian  Customs  Department  have  been  alike  satisfied. 

In  connection  with  the  above  subject,  I  recently  communicated  to  the  Director- 
General  of  Customs  an  extract  from  a  letter,  addressed  to  me  by  Sir  Jacob  Behrens, 
expressing  the  sense  of  gratitude  of  himself  and  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Bradford 
for  the  fair  and  obliging  spirit  in  which  Signer  Castorina  had  always  listened  to  the  repre- 
sentations of  the  above  Chamber  on  the  subject  of  "  graticolati "  tissues,  so  important  to 
the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

I  beg  now  to  inclose  translation  of  the  reply  which  I  have  received,  and  at  the  same  time

As  these  ppints,  and  especially  the  one  respecting  the  classifi- 
cation of  cast-iron  tubes,  are  of  importance  to  the  iron  trade  with  Italy,  I  venture  to 
suggest  that  the  decisions  of  the  Customs  Department  thereon  should  be  made  generally 
known,  as  questions  on  this  subject  continue  to  reach  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  Kingdom,

I  HASTEN  to  reply  to  the  observations  of  the  firm  of  Laidlaw,  of  Glasgow,  contained 
a  the  Memorandum  which  you  were  good  enough  to  transmit  to  me  on  the  29th  December 
ast. 

The  recent  instructions  issued  to  Custom-houses  respecting  the  classification  of 
coloured  iron  manufactures  make  no  reference  to  the  material  of  which  the  colouring  may 
be  composed,  since  the  cnterion  for  their  classification  is  based  on  the  object,  and  not  on 
the  material,  of  the  colouring. 

A  distinction  has,  however,  been  drawn  between  colouring  *^  not  strongly  adhesive  " 
and  '*  strongly  adhesive,"  because,  if  the  former,  which  is  usually  employed  with  the  sole 
object  of  preserving  iron  materials  from  rust  during  their  journey  cannot  be  compared  to 
varnish,  yet  the  latter,  being  intended  to  remain  on  the  objects  to  which  it  is  applied,  and 
containing  resinous  drying  substances,  can  only  be  considered  as  true  and  proper  varnish, 
which  causes  it  to  be  included  in  the  class  of  varnished  goods. 

The  firm  of  Laidlaw  desires  explanations  on  the  interpretation  of  the  headings 
'*  No.  206a6  1  '*  and  "  No.  206a6  2 ''  of  the  Italian  Customs  Tariff',  which  refer  to  manufac- 
tured iron  and  steel  (**  di  seconda  fabbricazione  '*),  in  articles  made  chiefly  of  iron  or  steel, 
great  or  small,  in  goods  planed,  filed,  turned,  drilled,  &c.,  only  in  the  least  or  a  small 
part  or  over  the  whole  or  a  large  part  of  their  surface. 

Recently  the  Consultative  Council  of  Experts  has  established  this  rule : — 

^^  In  the  class  of  articles  planed,  filed,  turned,  drilled,  &c.,  only  in  the  least  or  a 
small  part  of  their  surface  are  to  be  included  those  iron  and  steel  goods  only  which  have 
heen  but  little  altered  from  their  primitive  state;  from  the  state,  that  is,  of  raw  iron,  by 
having  undergone  after  casting  or  plating  some  operation  not  sufficient  to  produce  from  it 
a  complex  and  completed  article. 

^*  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  class  of  articles  planed,  filed,  chiselled,  &c.,  over  the  whole 
or  a  large  part  of  their  surface  are  to  be  comprised  those  iron  or  steel  goods  which  have 
undergone  over  the  whole  or  a  large  part  of  their  surface  that  operation  of  whatever  kind 
which  has  determined  their  passing  into  the  class  of  manufactured  iron  and  steel  (^  di 
seconda  fabbricazione*),  notwithstanding  that  such  operation  may  have  been  effected 
otherwise  than  by  plane,  file,  lathe,  or  drill,  since  the  *&c.*  which,  in  the  Tariff*,  follows 
the  words  'planed,  filed,  pierced,'  indicates  precisely  any  other  operation  of  whatever 
kind.** 

The  firm  of  Laidlaw,  in  the  last  part  of  their  Memorandum,  express  the  desire  that 
the  ordinary  castings,  whether  worked  with  a  file,  chisel,  or  other  instrument,  may  remain 
in  the  class  of  pig-iron,  worked  in  ordinary  castings.  But,  as  I  have  had  to  point  out  to 
you  on  several  occasions,  the  desire  of  the  firm  of  Laidlaw  implies  a  violation  of  the  Tariff 
Regulations. 

Under  heading  **No.  201  {by*  can  only  be  classed  those  objects  of  cast  iron  which,  after 
casting — with  the  exception  of  the  detaching  of  the  joining  of  the  casting — have  not 
undergone  even  the  slightest  operation. 

This  is  a  rule  established  by  the  College  of  Experts  for  the  Custom-houses  since  the 
putting  in  force  of  the  old  Tariff",  and  the  same  College,  after  application  of  the  present 
Tariff,  has  had  occasion  several  times  to  confirm  it.

The  Marquis  of  Dufferin  and  Ava,  in  forwarding 
this  document,  adds  that  the  decision  of  the  Italian  Customs  Department  on  these 
points,  and  especially  with  regard  to  the  classification  of  cast-iron  tubes,  is  of 
importance  to  the  iron  trade  between  this  country  and  Italy ;  and  that  inquiries  on 
the  subject  reach  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  from  all  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom.

WE  think  it  necessary  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  action  of  the  Custom-house 
authorities  in  various  Italian  ports. 

Cast-iron  pipes  should  pay  a  duty  of  5  Italian  lire  per  100  kilog.  They  come 
under  Article  201  (6)  (2),  Category  XII,  of  the  new  Italian  Custom-house  Tariff 
(corresponding  to  Article  176  (6),  Category  XII,  of  the  old  Taritf),  and  till  recently  it 
has  been  the  invariable  custom  to  admit  them  under  the  designation  there  given. 

At  Genoa,  last  month,  an  attempt  was  made  to  exact  7  Italian  lire  under 
Article  201  (c)  (2),  but,  on  our  instructing  our  agents  to  leave  the  goods  in  the  Custom- 
house, the  lower  rate  was  accepted.    We  are  now  advised,  by  another  of  our  agents, 
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that  7  lire  have  been  exacted  on  a  q^aIltity  of  cast-iron  pipes  we  have  shipped  to 
Gioja  Tanra  (Calabria),  and  he  has  paid  the  excess  duty  under  protest.  We  shall 
take  the  necessary  steps  in  Italy  to  have  the  difference  refunded. 

Till  the  question  generally  is  definitely  settled,  British  commerce  with  Italy  in 
cast-iron  pipes  will  be  seriously  hampered,  and  heavy  expenses  will  be  incurred  by 
shippers.  The  charge  of  7  lire  per  100  kilog.  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  Custom- 
house Tariff,  and  is  consequently  contrary  to  existing  agreements  bej,ween  the  Govern- 
ments interested.  If  this  charge  be  authorized,  British  shippei's  will  no  longer  be 
able  to  compete  with  Italian  founders. 

We  request  that  you  will  take  such  action  in  this  matter  as  you  may  consider 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  British  trade,  and  we  place  ourselves  entirely  at  your 
disposal  for  such  farther  information  as  you  may  desire.

WE  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  your  letter  of  the  l9th  instant,  for  which 
we  have  to  thank  you. 

We  note  the  decisions  of  the  Italian  Customs  authorities  on  the  points  brought 
under  their  notice. 

We  cannot  accept  their  decision  as  satisfactory,  specially  on  the  question  of 
colouring  so  as  to  preserve  iron  materials  from  rust.  They  admit  that  we  are  right  in 
our  interpretation,  and  thnt  they  were  wrong  in  the  decision  they  formerly  gave  when 
the  matter  \fas  referretl  to  Home  from  the  Genoa  Custom-house.  Why,  therefore,  are 
we  not  to  be  repaid  the  sums  levied  in  excess  in  accordance  with  the  decision  which 
they  admit  to  be  wrong  ?  In  your  former  communication  of  the  4th  December,  1888, 
on  this  subject,  you  state  that  the  Director-General  had  then  said  that  forme?  decisions 
could  not  be  altered.  We  do  not  admit  that  the  case  of  the  steamer  **  Oraigendoran  " 
can  be  considered  as  closed  or  decided.  We  protested  against  the  interpretation  and 
du^  imposed  by  the  Genoa  Custom-house  ;  in  consequence,  the  question  was  referred 
to  iRome ;  immediately  on  learning  that  the  authorities  at  Rome  Supported  the  Genoa 
Custom-house,  we  laid  the  matter  before  you,  and,  in  reply  to  your  representations,  the 
authorities  admit  that  they  were  wrong  in  supporting  the  decision  of  the  Genoa 
Custom-house.  Why  do  they  not,  then,  order  the  repayment  to  us  of  the  money  levied 
in  error  atid  paid  by  us  under  protest  ?  We  have  never  accepted  the  decision  nor  let 
the  matter  lie  over,  and  cannot  see  why  we  should  suffer. 

We  regret  that  the  authorities  in  Italy  have  not  agreed  to  adopt  our  views  on 
other  points,  but  we  admit  that  they  are  strictly  within  their  rights,  though  we  think 
they  strain  the  words  of  the  Tariff  as  far  as  can  oe.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  Excellency's  fevour  of  the 
16th  instant. 

With  reference  to  the  last  paragraph  of  your  letter,  I  would  remark  that  the 
custom  of  classing  the  pipes  we  imported  into  Italy  as  "ghisa  lavorata  in  getti 
greggi  **  has  existed  for  years,  and  forms  a  precedent  that  ought  to  have  the  greatest 
weight  in  obtaining  a  reversal  of  the  decision  made  by  the  Customs  authorities. 

The  application  of  the  new  Tariff  Rhould  not  influence  this  point  in  the  least. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  old  and  new  Tariffs,  as  relating  to  cast-iron  pipes, 
establish  clearly  that  no  justification  of  the  decision  made  by  the  Customs  experts  is 
found  therein : —

These  pipes  have  been  for  years  imported  under  the  classification  of  "gbisa 
lavorata  in  getti  greggi."  The  new  Tariff,  as  shown  above,  admits  cast-iron  pipes 
luider  this  same  clarification,  with  the  sole  difference  that  the  rate  is  increased  from 
4  lire  to  5  lire  per  100  kilog. 

If,  therefore,  the  Customs  authorities  seek  to  justify  their  action  by  referring  to  a 
change  in  the  new  Tariff,  we  must  hold  that  such  is  not  borne  out  by  fact. 

Keferring  to  the  note  received  by  your  Excellency  from  the  Director-General  of 
Customs,  under  date  of  the  8th  instant,  I  woidd  beg  to  point  out  that  it  is  the  classi- 
fication under  Tarifi'  Article  201  (c)  that  we  object  to,  and  not  to  201  (6). 

I  take  the  liberty  of  making  these  observations  for  the  sake  of  clearness  in  the 
further  treatment  of  this  matter. 

I  have  taken  note  that  the  question  has  been  referred  to  Her  Majesty's  Foreign 
Office  in  London.

We  have,  of  course,  incurred  expense 
which  we  cannot  recover  from  the  Customs  authorities,  and  we  express  the  hope  that 
your  Ambassador's  representations  will  prevent  a  recurrence  of  similar  incidents.  We 
tender  you  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  attention  you  have  given  this  matter.

It  would  be  useful  if  the  Journal  could  point  out  that,  in  the  case  of  any  British 
merchant  being  called  upon  to  pay  any  fee  whatsoever,  or  finding  the  least  difficulty 
in  obtaining  a  certificate  of  origin  from  an  Italian  official,  or  having  any  other 
complaint  or  remark  to  make,  he  should  address  himself  to  the  Royal  Embassy  in 
London,  when  the  matter  will  be  carefully  inquired  into.

Q^  the  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  despatches  of  the  25th  and  26th  January 
last,  on  the  suhject  of  the  complaints  made  by  Messrs.  Laidlaw  and  other  Glasgow 
firms  as  to  the  alleged  erroneous  classification  for  duty  of  certain  iron  tubings,  I 
addressed  to  Signer  Orispi  a  note,  copy  of  which  I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  here- 
with, pointing  out  to  his  Excellency  the  hardship  inflicted  on  British  importers 
on  the  change  of  classification  above  referred  to,  and  requesting  his  favourable 
consideration  of  the  matter. 
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I  have  now  the  honour  to  transmit  translation  of  a  note  which  I  have  received 
from  the  Ministry  for  Foreign  Affairs,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  the  Ministry  of 
Phiance,  while  not  aware  that  the  tax  on  planed  and  turned  iron  castings  was  being 
imposed  on  raw  castings,  suggests  that  more  precise  information  would  be  desirable 
before  the  correctness  of  tiie  various  claims  could  be  verified,  and  calls  notice  to 
the  fact  that  an  appeal  to  the  Ministry  of  Finance  is  always  in  the  power  of  the 
importers.

I  HAVE  tlie  honour  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  complaints  have  reached 
Her  Majesty's  Embassy  in  Rome,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  from  the  representatives 
of  important  firms  in  Scotland,  complaining  that  cast-iron  pipes  are  no  longer  admitted 
into  Italy  as  "  tubi  di  ferro  in  getti  greggi,"  paying  5  lire  per  quintal  under  Tariff 
Article  201  (6),  (2),  but  are  classified  as  planed  or  turned  ("  piallati  o  tomiti**),  paying 
7  lire  per  quintal  under  (c),  (2)  of  Tariff  Article  201. 

The  hardship  inflicted  on  British  importers  would  appear  to  be  aggravated  by  the 
fact  that  these  cast-iron  pipes  have  long  been  imported  into  Italy  as  raw  castings 
("  getti  greggi  '*)  under  the  old  Customs  Tariff,  at  a  rate  of  duty  of  4  lire  per  quintal. 

If  these  cast-iron  tubes  were  now  charged  5  lire  per  quintal  \mder  the  new 
General  Customs  Tariff  no  fault  could  be  found,  but  the  British  importers  have  serious 
reason  to  complain  that  not  only  is  the  rate  of  duty  raised,  but  the  Tariff  classification 
has  been  changed  without  previous  warning  or  apparent  reason^  which  subjects  these 
cast-iron  pipes  to  a  duty  of  7  instead  of  4  lire  per  quintal  as  formerly. 

As  the  above  question  is  causing  much  comment  in  British  commercial  houses 
trading  with  Italy,  and  is  now  under  the  consideration  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  I  beg  to  commend  it  to  the  favourable  attention 
of  your  Excellency.

I  IMMEDIATELY  communicated  to  the  Minister  of  Finance  the  note  of  the 
5th  February  last,  in  which  your  Excellency  stated  the  complaints  of  certain  Scotch 
firms  on  account  of  the  alleged  incorrect  application  of  duty  on  their  iron  tubes 
coming  from  Great  Britain. 

In  answer  to  the  above-mentioned  note,  I  have  the  honour  to  call  your  Excellency's 
attention  to  the  following  points : — 

1.  It  does  not  appear  to  the  Ministry  of  Finance  that  the  Custom-house  imposes 
the  tax  of  7  lire  per  quintal  on  tubes  classed  as  raw  castings,  which  tax  is  only  applied 
to  those  planed  and  turned. 

2.  More  precise  information  is  necessary  on  the  several  cases  of  alleged  erroneous 
application  of  taxation  in  order  to  verify  the  correctness  of  the  various  claims. 

3.  It  is  moreover  in  the  power  of  the  importers  to  appeal  to  the  Ministry  of 
Finance,  and  meanwhile  to  oppose  the  classification  of  their  goods  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  Law  of  the  16th  November,  1887,  No.  6028. 

I  transmit  herewith,  for  the  better  information  of  the  English  Government,  the 
annexed  copy  of  a  note  on  the  subject,  containing  the  views  of  my  colleague  the 
Minister  of  Finance.

THIS  Ministry  is  not  aware  that  the  Customs  have  subjected  tubes  of  raw  cast- 
iron  to  the  duty  of  7  lire  per  quintal  fixed  for  cast-iron  tubes  planed  and  turned  or 
otherwise  worked- 

I  should  be  glad  of  fuller  and  more  precise  details  respecting  the  claim  communi- 
cated by  the  note  of  the  I7th  instant,  in  order  to  be  able  to  judge  whether  the 
erroneous  applications  of  the  Tariff  complained  of  by  the  Scotch  foimdries  have 
really  taken  place. 

In  any  case,  since  the  Law  of  the  13th  November,  1887,  allows  the  importers  to 
oppose  the  classification  of  their  goods  fixed  by  the  Customs  and  to  appeal  to  this 
Ministry,  which  decides  the  case,  alter  consulting  the  College  of  Customs  Experts,  the 
Scoteh  firms  had  means  of  causing  their  products,  before  they  passed  to  the  consumer, 
to  be  examined  not  only  by  the  Customs  but  also  by  the  superior  authority.

WE  are  favoured  with  your  communication  of  the  16th  instant,  inclosing 
translation  of  a  note  received  from  the  Italian  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  in  reply 
to  our  representations  regarding  erroneous  application  of  duty  on  cast-iron  pipes 
imported  by  us  into  Italy. 

As  advised  in  ours  of  the  6th  ultimo,  the  excess  charge  of  which  we  complained 
has  been  refunded  on  appeal  to  the  Ministry  of  Finance,  and  since  then  we  have  had 
other  shipments  of  cast-iron  pipes  to  Italy,  upon  which  duty  has  been  charged  at 
tlie  correct  rate.  The  cause  of  complaint,  therefore,  no  longer  exists,  and  it  is 
consequently  unnecessary  to  take  further  action  in  the  matter. 

The  note  of  the  Italian  Minister  of  Finance  seems  to  imply  doubt  as  to  the 
bond  fide  nature  of  our  representations,  so,  if  you  think  it  desirable,  we  shall  be  glad  to 
supply  all  necessary  particulars  in  support  of  our  allegations.

WE  have  to  acknowledge  receipt  of.  your  letter  of  the  16th  instant  as  to  Italian 
customs  duties. 

There  are  two  quite  different  points  under  consideration : — 

1.  As  to  the  classification  of  cast-iron  pipes.  As  to  this,  we  admit  that  the  action 
of  the  Customs  authorities  is  justified  by  the  strict  letter  of  the  Tariff,  But,  as  the 
matter  is  of  importance  to  British  industry,  we  submitted  that  it  might  be  possible  to 
obtain  fipom  the  Italian  Government  a  more  liberal  interpretation  tf  the  Tariff,  and  a 
decision  or  order  that  all  cast-iron  pipes  which  are  only  "  dressed,"  though  they  may 
be  "  dressed ''  or  cleaned  and  cut  to  length  by  a  machine  or  chisel,  should  be  classed 
at  the  lower  duty  of  6  lire  per  100  kilog.  Even  this  would  be  60  per  cent,  or  more  of 
the  value  of  such  castings.  If  the  pipe  be  planed  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  special 
loint,  of  course  it  should  pay  the  higher  duty.  On  this  point  no  actual  claim  can  be 
based  against  the  Italian  Government,  only  we  would  hope  that  that  Government 
might  yield  tp  the  representations  of  Her  Majesty's  Ambassador  at  Rome. 

2.  As  to  the  classification  of  wrought-iron  work  ("Ferro  di  seconda  fabbri- 
cazione  '*),  206  (a),  (1),  (2),  (3)  of  the  Tariff.  On  this  we  present  a  definite  claim  for 
repayment  of  duties  levied  in  error  amounting  to  2,381  fr.  80  c,  the  details  being : —

We  considered  that  a  large  portion  of  our  work  should  be  classed  under  206  (a),  (1), 
and  included  this  diflPerence  in  our  first  claim,  but  we  do  not  insist  further  on  this  and 
accept  the  classification  206  (a),  (2).  But  we  insist  that  no  part  of  our  work  to  which 
oiir  claim  refers  should  be  classed  under  206  (a),  (3),  which  applies  to  varnished  work 
(**verniciati"),  our  work  being  only  coloured  ("coloriti")  to  preserve  it  from  rust. 
The  Italian  Government,  in  reply  to  your  representations,  have  admitted  that  we  are 
right  in  our  interpretation  of  the  Tariff  (see  your  letter  to  us  of  the  4th  December, 
1888),  but,  at  the  same  time,  they  say  that  previous  decisions  cannot  be  altered.  We 
consider  that  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  decision  in  our  case  should  remain  without 
appeal.  The  circumstances  are  these.  At  the  presentation  of  our  goods  ex  *'  Craigen- 
doran  "  the  consignees  at  Genoa  declared  that  the  goods  were  not  varnished,  and  on 
the  Custom-house  claiming  that  they  should  be  so  classed,  an  appeal  was  made  to  the 
authorities  at  Rome  (exactly  as  the  Italian  Minister  says  in  his  letter  to  his  Excellency 
the  Marquis  of  Dufferin  and  Ava  should  be  done).  The  answer  to  that  appeal  was 
thjtt  all  such  work  ("  coloriti '')  should  be  regarded  as  "  verniciati."  We,  on  learning 
this,  at  once  laid  the  matter  before  you,  with  the  result  stated  above,  and  communi- 
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cated  to  us  in  yours  of  the  4th  December,  1888,  that  the  Italian  Grovernment  admitted 
our  interpretation. 

They  should  therefore  repay  the  money  levied  in  error.  We  do  not  see  ^\\)it  other 
steps  we  could  have  taken  to  keep  the  matter  open,  unless  we  had  asked  your 
assistance  when  the  appeal  was  made  from  the  Genoa  Custom-house  to  the  authorities 
at  Rome,  We  do  not  think  we  would  have  been  justified  in  doing  so,  as  it  would 
have  implied  that  the  Italian  Minister  would  knowingly  adopt  an  erroneous  view. 
An  error  has  been  made  and  admitted  by  the  Italian  Minister  in  reply  to  your  repre- 
sentations, and  we  consider  it  should  be  rectified  by  repayment  of  the  money.  The 
goods  by  the  subsequent  vessels  were  declared  and  duties  paid  on  the  expressed  under- 
standing that  they  should  foUovr  the  ultimate  decision  in  the  case  of  the  '*  Craigen- 
doran.'*

WITH  reference  to  your  Excellency's  despatch  of  the  10th  instant,  the  contents 
of  which  I  caused  to  be  communicated  to  the  parties  concerned,  I  have  now  to 
state  that  I  am  informed  by  Messrs.  Macnaughtan,  Brothers,  that,  after  they  had 
deposited  the  amount  of  the  duty  at  the  higher  rate  as  exacted  by  the  Customs 
Receiver  at  Gioja  Taura,  he  received  orders  from  Rome  to  charge  the  lower  and 
proper  rate,  and  their  cast-iron  pipes  have  now  been  delivered. 

Since  then  Messrs.  Macnaughtan  have  made  other  shipments  of  cast-iron  pipes 
to  Italy,  upon  which  duty  has  been  charged  at  the  correct  rate ;  but  as  they  consider 
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that  the  note  of  the  Italian  Ministry  of  Knance  seems  to  iiiiply  douhts  as  to  the  hofia 
fides  of  their  representation,  they  are  ready,  if  thought  desirable,  to  supply  all  neces- 
sary particulars  in  support  of  their  allegations.  I  shall,  therefore,  be  glad  to  learn 
whether  the  Ministry  of  Finance  still  desire  to  have  more  precise  information  upon 
the  subject. 

I  transmit  to  your  Excellency,  at  the  same  time,  a  letter  from  the  Barrowfield 
Iron  Works,  late  Messrs.  Laidlaw,  Sons,  and  Oaine,  respecting  the  classification  of 
their  cast-iron  pipes  and  wrought-iron  work  ;*  and  I  have  to  request  your  Excellency 
to  take  such  action  as  you  properly  can  in  this  matter.

THE  Italian  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  London,  on  the  26th  instant,  published, 
through  the  daily  papers,  the  notice  which  I  have  now  the  honour  to  send  herewith 
to  your  Lordship,  and  which  contradicts  what  I  had  the  honour  to  communicate  to 
you  in  my  letter  of  the  18th  instant. 

The  notice  was  published  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  notwithstanding  my 
having  communicated  to  them  the  instructions  received  from  my  Government  which 
were  contained  in  the  Circular  that  I  had  the  honour  of  communicating  to  your 
Lordship  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  same  inserted  in  the  Board  of  Trade  Journal. 

Having  informed,  by  telegraph,  my  Government  of  the  notice  issued  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  I  received  yesterday  a  telegram  stating  that  the  Ministry  of 
-Agriculture  and  Commerce  has  ordered  the  Chamber  to  abandon  the  idea  of  charging 
any  fee  on  the  certificates  of  origin,  as  such  a  course  would  be  contrary  to  the  Treaties ; 
and  that,  if  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  could  not  issue  certificates  without  charging  a 
fee,  they  should  discontinue  issuing  them.

Conrespondence  respecting  the  proposed  Expropriation  of  the 
Old  Protestant  Cemetery  at  Rome. 


No.  1. 
Mr.  J.  G.  Kennedy  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — {Received  June  18.) 

My  Lord,  Rome,  June  14,  1888. 

AMONGST  the  numerous  changes  effected  and  contemplated  in  the  topography  of 
Rome  hy  the  municipal  authorities  it  has  heen  recently  decided  to  make  a  new  road, 
leading  out  of  the  city  through  the  old  walls  near  the  Gate  of  St.  Paul,  which  will  involve 
the  expropriation  of  the  Old  Protestant  Cemetery. 

This  old  cemetery  is  separated  from  the  so-called  Protestant  Cemetery  which  was 
opened  in  1826.  The  tomhstones  in  the  old  cemetery  record  dates  from  1765  to  1823, 
excepting  six  tomhs,  which  were  prohahly  made  by  special  authority  aifter  the  above 
date» 

These  six  tombs  record  the  deaths  of — 

Augustus  William  Hare,  18th  February,  1834. 

Mary  Robertson  Garden,  18th  November,  1884. 

Mary  Abeheti  (German). 

Arthur  Severn,  16th  July,  1837. 

Jules  Harris. 

Joseph  Severn,  3rd  August,  1879. 

Of  the  graves  of  an  older  date  the  one  best  known,  and  which  has  a  special 
interest  for  Englishmen,  is  that  of  Keats,  with  the  well-known  inscription,  **  Here  lies  one 
whose  name  was  writ  in  water." 

There  are  also  graves  of  the  fiunsen  family  of  the  dates  of  1821  and  1823. 

Altogether  out  of  a  total  of  seventy-eight  graves  forty  are  British. 

The  history  of  the  Protestant  Cemetery  in  Rome  is  given  in  the  inclosed  Memoran- 
dum, kindly  prepared  by  Mr.  Consul  Franz. 

As  your  Lordship  will  see,  the  Cemetery  is  under  the  control  of  the  German 
Embassy.  The  German  Ambassador,  with  whom  I  have  discussed  the  proposed  expro^ 
priation  of  the  old  cemetery,  is  quite  in  favour  of  the  scheme,  because  the  Municipality 
undertake,  at  their  own  cost,  to  add  over  3,000  square  metres  to  the  existing  cemetery, 
to  surround  the  whole  with  a  wall,  and  to  make  a  new  entrance-gate.  Moreover,  the 
.^ound  of  the  old  cemetery  belongs  to  the  Humboldt  family,  to  whom  it  was  given  in 
the  beginning  of  this  century  to  provide  burial-places  for  the  children  of  Von  Humboldt 
(brother  of  Alexander  von  Humboldt),  then  Russian  Envoy  to  the  Vatican. 

Owing  to  the  public  utility  of  the  proposed  new  road,  to  the  favourable  terms  offered 
by  the  Municipality,  and  to  the  approval  of  the  scheme  by  the  German  Ambassador,  as 
well  as,  I  believe,  by  the  other  Protestant  Diplomatic  Representatives,  it  will  be  difficult 
to  oppose  the  realization  of  the  municipal  project,  but  I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  call  your 
Lordship's  attention  to  the  matter  on  account  of  the  interest  felt  in  England  in  many  of 
the  graves  of  the  old  Roman  Cemetery. 

I  may  assure  your  Lordship  that  every  care  will  be  taken  in  the  removal  of  the  tomb- 
stones from  the  old  to  the  new  cemetery.  As  regards  the  remains  of  the  dead,  it  will  be 
impossible  to  remove  them,  because,  with  one  exception,  none  of  the  graves  were  built, 
nor  were  the  coffins  of  lead ;  moreover,  the  soil  is  marshy,  and  nearly  all  the  bodies  were 
buried  over  seventy  years  ago.  Mr.  Severn  formerly  British  Consul  in  Rome,  was  alone

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buried  in  a  lead  coffin  and  in  a  built-up  grave^  and  his  tomb  was^  at  his  earaest  desire  and 
by  a  special  ffiTOur,  placed  next  to  that  of  his  friend  Keats.

Indosure  1  in  No.  1. 
Memorandum  respecting  the  Protestant  Cemetery,  Rome. 

AT  the  beginning  of  this  century  Protestttnts  were  buried  in  a  desert  tract  of 
ground  near  "Porta  San  Paolo/*  not  surrounded  by  any  inclosure;  in  consequence 
thereof  animals  were  free  to  ramble  and  feed  on  the  soil  covering  the  graves.  The 
graves  were  not  disposed  in  any  order,  and  the  interments  used  to  take  place  almost 
secretly  at  night  time.  After  the  Restoration  of  1816  the  Minister  of  Prussia  accredited 
to  the  Holy  See  moved  serious  complaints  to  his  Government  on  this  state  of  things, 
and  the  Prussian  Government  wrote  on  the  matter  to  Cardinal  Consalvi,  then  Secretary 
of  State^  who^  as  soon  as  he  received  the  nussivCi  went  himself  to  the  spot,  and  ordered 
that  the  ground  should  be  immediately  surrounded  by  a  ditch  and  inclosed  by  a  supporting 
wall,  and  also  ordered  that  another  tract  of  ground  near  it  should  be  inclosed  by  a  wall, 
and  appropriated  to  the  same  purpose.  An  entrance-gate  was  put  to  it.  On  the  inside 
a  small  chapel  was  erected,  which  exists  to  the  present  day.  In  that  way  Cardinal 
Qonsalvi  was  able  to  answer  the  Prussian  Government  that  it  was  not  at  all  true  that  the 
tombs  of  Protestants  were  not  respected,  offering  besides  to  place  the  cemetery  under 
the  proteetion  of  the  Prussian  Representative.  At  that  time  the  &ther  of  the  present 
keeper,  Trucchi,  was  employed  at  the  Octroi  OflSce  of  **  Porta  San  Paolo,**  and  to  him 
Cardinal  Consalvi  intrusted  the  key  of  the  ground  then  turned  into  a  cemetery,  which 
charge  was  afterwards  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Prussia. 

The  Minister  of  Prussia  convoked  more  than  forty  years  ago  a  Committee  in  order 
to  assist  him  in  the  management  of  the  cemetery.  Representatives  of  the  various 
Protestant  nations  formed  part  of  this  Committee.  The  English  (rather  Anglo-American) 
representatives  were,  each  time  that  the  Committee  met,  chosen  by  the  Committee  of 
the  English  Church  amongst  its  ^embers.  Mr.  Hooker,  one  of  the  oldest  members  of 
the  Church  Committee  (now  retired  in  consequence  of  a  dissension  which  arose  between 
him  and  Rev.  Canon  Wasse),  constantly  attended  these  meetings,  and  generally  the 
communications  of  the  Prussian  Legation  for  the .  English  members  were  addressed  to 
him.  This  Committee,  as  it  appears,  was  more  or  less  convoked  at  the  request  of  the 
English  members  in  order  to  discuss  some  special  plan,  or  in  view  of  the  good  manage- 
ment of  the  cemetery.  The  Committee  approved  the  present  tariff  of  charges  for 
funerals  and  burials,  the  price  to  be  charged  for  the  ground,  the  enlargement  of  the 
chapel,  the  erection  of  the  mortuary,  &c.  The  Committee  also  discussed  the  plan  for 
erecting  a  new  and  more  decent  entrance-gate,  and  for  buying  a  new  and  more 
appropriate  hearse  than  the  one  now  in  use  ,*  but  these  last  proposals  were  not  approved 
of  on  account  of  the  opposition  with  which  they  met  from  the  representatives  of  other 
nations. 

The  Committee  never  exercised  an  absolute  control  over  the  administration  of  the 
cemetery,  and  the  fund  belonging  to  it  has  always  been  under  the  control  of  the  Prussian 
Legation,  now  German  Embassy.  The  certificates  relating  to  the  acquisition  of  graves 
at  perpetuity  are  signed  by  the  Ambassador  of  Germany,  who  therein  declares  that  the 
ground  will  be  left  untouched  in  perpetuity  for  the  use  of  the  grave  for  which  it  is 
intended,  that  is  to  say,  as  long  as  the  cemetery  will  last. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  amount  now  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  fund  may  be 
50,000  fr. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  record  took  place  in  1879.  Many  of  the 
English  and  Americans  that  used  to  be  selected  for  joining  the  said  Committee  are  now 
dead.  The  Americans  are  now  separated  from  the  English  church  on  account  of  the 
new  church  which  was  erected  in  Via  Nazionale.  The  other  denominations  do  not 
approve  that  the  English  representatives  should  be  selected  only  from  the  English 
Church  Committee.  The  English  and  Americans  think  that  the  representation  of  the 
several  nationalities  and  their  vote  should  be  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  burials  of 
each  nation. 

The  cemetery  was  placed  from  the  beginning  for  all  sanitary  purposes  under  the 
surveillance  of  the  Municipality  of  Rome,  so  much  so  that  the  Municipidity  charge  a  fee 
of  21  lire  50  c,  formerly  4  Roman  scudi,  for  every  permission  of  burial,  and,  as  it 
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appears,  about  1858,  the  Mnnicipalitj  granted  another  tract  of  ground  with  which  to 
enlarge  it.    Thus  it  was  enlarged  to  the  extent  as  it  is  seen  at  present. 

The  keeper.  Signer  Trucchi,  was  comprised  amongst  the  employes  dependent  from 
the  Municipality,  and  a  monthly  salary  of  50  fr,  was  granted  to  him  by  the  Municipality, 
which  salary  passed  afterwards  to  AchiDe  Trucchi,  who  is  in  receipt  of  the  same  to  the 
present  day. 

Few  years  ago,  when  it  had  been  proposed  to  build  new  quarters  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Testaccio,  fears  were  entertained  that  in  consequenceof  the  new  streets  the  cemetery 
might  be  cut  through  and  overturned ;  it  was  then  that  the  Ambassador  of  Germany 
convened  the  Ambassadors  and  Ministers  of  Protestant  nations,  who  decided  to  submit  a 
Memorandum  to  the  President  of  the  Council  of  Ministers  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
such  an  occurrence.  The  idea  of  the  new  street  was  abandoned  or  modified ;  thus  the 
matter  dropped.  The  meeting  which  was  then  held  by  the  Ambassadors  and  Ministers 
was  an  entirely  exceptional  event  occasioned  by  the  gravity  of  the  circumstance. 

In  reference  to  the  abolition  of  the  cemetery,  it  is  observed  that  the  yearly  average 
numbers  of  burials  of  strangers  may  be  reckoned  at  twenty-five  only,  and  it  was  only  owing 
to  the  interment  of  Italian  Protestants,  which  took  place  there  before  a  section  for  Pro- 
testants was  opened  at  the  Campo  Verrano,  that  the  general  average  of  burials  during  late 
years  was  much  higher  than  the  above  figure.  It  ajipears  that  nearly  160  Italian  Protestants 
were  buried  in  the  Protestant  Cemetery  of  Testaccio  (or  Porta  San  Paolo)  since  the  year 
1870.  T'nere  is  no  reason  why  the  Protestant  Cemetery  should  be  suppressed  before  the 
suppression  of  the  Jewish  Cemetery,  and  the  Catholic  one  of  St.  Martha,  near  St.  Peters. 
The  average  number  of  burials  in  the  Jewish  Cemetery  is  200  yearly.  In  order  to 
suppress  the  cemetery  of  the  Jews  it  is  necessary  that  the  section  destined  for  them  at 
the  Campo  Verrano  be  completed,  and  as  the  works  proceed  very  slowly  two  or  three 
years  will  probably  elapse  ere  it  will  be  ready.  It  is,  however,  a  fact  that  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Municipality  have  decided  to  abolish  these  cemeteries,  and  the  Annuary  of 
Eome  for  the  year  1885  puts  that  decision  on  record. 

By  Article  64  of  the  Sanitary  Regulations  it  is  enacted  that  the  ground  of  suppressed 
cemeteries  should  be  left  for  ten  consecutive  years  in  its  original  state. 

The  keeper  Trucchi,  in  view  of  the  proposed  abolition,  has  been  appointed  by  the 
Municipality  to  the  post  of  Inspector  of  the  Cemetery  of  Campo  Verrano.

Mr.  J.  G.  Kennedy  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — {Received  August  13.) 

My  Lord,  Rome,  August  T,  1888. 

WITH  reference  to  my  despatch  of  the  14th  June  on  the  subject  of  the  proposed 
expropriation  by  the  Municipality  of  the  detached  portion  of  the  Protestant  cemetery 
in  Eome,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  the  German  Ambassador  now  informs  me 
that  a  further  search  in  his  archives  has  proved  that  the  cemetery  is  not,  as  was  generally 
believed,  the  property  of.  the  Prussian  Government  or  of  the  Humboldt  family,  but  that 
it  belongs  to  the  Municipality  of  Rome. 

Under  these  altered  circumstances,  and  owing  to  the  approval  of  his  Government 
and  of  his  Protestant  colleagues  in  the  proposed  municipal  scheme,  Count  Solms' 
intention,  so  he  informed  me,  is,  towards  the  end  of  this  month,  to  appoint  a  German 
delegate,  who,  with  a  delegate  named  by  the  Municipality,  will  draft  a  deed  of  transfer 
of  the  property  in  question,  subject  to  the  conditions  stated  in  my  above-mentioned 
despatch. 

This  deed  will  be  submitted  for  approval  to  the  Representatives  in  Rome  of 
Protestant  countries. 

I  informed  Count  Solms  that,  under  the  altered  conditions  of  title  to  the  property, 
it  was  difficult  to  oppose  the  municipal  project,  which,  moreover,  had  much  in  its  favour, 
but  that  I  still  awaited  instructions  from  your  Lordship  on  the  subject. 

If  the  projected  expropriation  be  eflfected,  I  shall  take  measures  for  the  reverential 
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removal  to  their  own  resting-place  of  all  monninents,  lind  of  remains^  if  any,  of  British 
suhjects. 

.   As  I  have  alreftdj  reported,  the  only  monument  of  general  interest  is  that  of  the. 
poet  Keats,  who  died  more  than  fifty  years  ago;  and  the  only  remains  likely  to  exist' 
are  those  of  Mr.  es-Consnl  Severn,  who  was  buried  about  twelve  years  ago,  by  special 
favour,  next  to  the  grave  of  Keats.

I  HAVE  received  your  despatches  of  the  14th  June  and  7th  August,  upon  the 
subject  of  the  proposed  expropriation  by  the  Municipality  of  the  detached  portion  of 
the  Protestant  Cemetery  in  Rome. 

As  the  Representatives  in  Italy  of  the  Protestant  Powers  appear  willing  to  accept 
the  proposals  of  the  Municipality,  Her  Majesty's  Government  would  hesitate  to  instruct 
you  in  an  adverse  sense,  even  if  there  were  good  grounds  for  opposing  these  proposals, 
which  there  do  not  appear  to  be. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  have  to  instruct  you  to  accept  them  on  behalf  of 
Her  Majesty's  Government  at  the  proper  time,  should  you  still  see  no  objection  to  that 
coarse.

IN  my  despatch  of  the  17th  ultimo  I  instructed  you  to  accept  the  proposal  of  the 
Municipality  of  Rome  with  respect  to  the  expropriation  of  the  Protestant  Cemetery  if  you 
should  still  see  no  objection  to  it.  The  exact  nature  of  the  proposal  is  described  by  you 
in  your  despatch  of  the  14th  June  as  a  decision  **  to  make  a  new  road  leading  out  of  the 
city  through  the  old  walls,  near  the  Gate  of  St.  Paul,  which  will  involve  the  expropriation 
of  the  Old  Protestant  Cemetery."  You  further  state  in  that  despatch  that  the  ground 
belongs  to  the  Humboldt  family. 

In  your  despatch  of  the  7th  August  you  inform  me  that  the  ownership  of  the 
Humboldt  family  is  not  borne  out  by  the  records  of  the  German  Embassy,  but  that  the 
ground  belongs  to  the  Municipality  of  Rome,  ^'evertheless,  you  add  that  it  is  Count 
Solms^  intention  to  cause  a  deed  to  be  drafted  transferring  the  property  in  question, 
vfhich  will  be  submitted  to  the  approval  of  the  Representatives  in  Rome  of  Protestant 
countries.  To  the  expropriation,  under  these  circumstances,  I  instructed  you  to  assent, 
if  you  saw  no  objection  to  it. 

But  since  that  date  communications  have  been  brought  under  my  notice  which 
appear  to  imply  that  it  is  not  only  the  intention  of  the  Municipality  of  Rome  to  have  the 
property  of  this  piece  of  ground  fully  and  formally  vested  in  themselves,  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  construction  of  the  road,  but  that  the  road  is  actually  to  be  driven  over  (he 
graves  in  which  the  remains  of  several  Englishnaen  of  distinction  rest,  among  them  those 
of  the  poet  Keats. 

I  need  not  discuss  such  a  project,  and  I  hope  I  may  be  mistaken  in  supposing  that, 
it  has  been  entertained.     But  I  am  cerfciinly  unable  to  give  any  sanction,  on  behalf  of 
Her  Majesty,  to  a  measure  which  would  be  extremely  repulsive  to  the  feelings  of  a  large 
number  of  Englishmen. 

If  this  should  be  the  intention  of  the  Municipality,  I  have  to  instruct  you  to  remon- 
strate earnestly  with  them,  and  to  do  whatever  is  in  your  power  to  dissuade  them  from 
carrying  it  into  effect.

(Extract.)  J2om^  Ocfofter  8,  1 888- 

THE  return  to  Rome^  during  the  past  week,  of  most  of  the  persons  interested  in 
the  Soman  Protestant  Cemetery  has  enabled  me  to  urge  a  coml»ned  opposition  to  the 
municipal  proposal  of  making  a  road  across  the  so*<^lled  •*  Old  Cemetery.** 

I  regret  to  state  that  my  efforts  in  the  above  direction  have  so  far  proved 
unsuccessful. 

A  feeling  is  strongly  and  unanimously  expressed  that^  if  we  lose  the  present  oppor- 
tunity of  securing  the  proposed  extension  at  the  cost  of  the  Municipality,  we  may,  within 
a  few  months,  see  our  actual  cemetery  closed/ftnd  be  compelled  ourselves  to  purchase  an 
unsuitable  site  outside  the  walls.    .  '         ,  : 

With  a  vi^w  to  devise  some  means  of  combating  the  municipal  plan,  I  carefully 
inspected,  a  few  days  ago,  in  company  with  Signer  Trucchi,  the  old  and  present  cemetery, 
the  proposed  new  extension,  ana  the  tracmg  of  the  new  road,  which  I  find  already 
partially  constructed,  and  in  use  by  a  new  tramway-line  which  passes  out  through  the 
walls  between  the  old  St.  Paul's  Gate  and  tiie  Pyramid  of  Caius  Cestius,  thus  skirting 
the  Old  Cemetery. 

One  idea  which  I  brought  away  from  the  above  inspection  was  the  possibility,  even  in 
the  event  of  the  construction  of  the  new  road,  of  leaving  the  tombs  of  Keats  and  Severn 
untouched.  They  might  remain  as  a  monument  and  a  place  of  pilgrimage,  although 
deprived  of  their  present  picturesque  surroundings,  because  they  would  form  a  small 
shrine  between  the  tramway  And  the  new  road. 

The  above  idea,  I  am  happy  to  report,  was  warmly  received  by  Marchese  Guiccioli, 
the  Acting  Mayor  of  Eome,  in  a  conversation  which  I  held  with  him  two  days  ago.  The 
Marchese  would  not  admit  the  possibility  of  allowing  the  new  road  to  follow  the  old  one, 
and  of  passing  through  St.  Paul's  Gate  or  beyond  it.  The  old  Roman  gateway,  as  he 
truly  observed,  is  narrow  and  tortuous,  and  unfit  for  the  increased  traffic.  The  gateway 
will  be  preserved  as  a  national  monument,  and  the  new  road  must  pass  through  the  city 
walls  between  the  pyramid  and  the  actual  non-Eomanist  Cemetery. 

Marchese  Guiccioli  assured  me  of  his  earnest  desire  to  consider  the  feelings  of 
Englishmen>  and  promised  himself  to  inspect  the  premises  with  the  Municipal  Architect, 
and  write  to  me  his  opinion. 

I  regret  to  be  unable  to  write  more  hopefully  upon  a  matter  of  such  interest  to 
English  men  and  women,  but  I  have  hardly  found  one  person  in  Rome  unfavourable  to  the 
municipal  project. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  many  residents,  British  and  American,  have  already 
purchased  burial-sites  in  the  actual  cemetery,  and  that  there  exists  a  wish  not  to  sacrifice 
the  interests  of  the  living,  and,  it  may  be,  the  very  existence  of  the  actual  cemetery, 
to  the  associations,  sacred  to  English  men  and  women,  of  the  old  cemetery. 

I  hope  within  a  few  days  to  report  to  your  Lordship  the  opinion  of  the  Acting 
Syndic  as  to  the  feasibility  of  sparing  the  tombs  of  Keats  and  Severn.

"WITH  reference  to  my  despatch  of  the  8th  instant,  I  have  the  honour  to 
inclose  copy  of  a  semi-official  letter  which  I  have  just  received  from  the  Syndic  of  Rome 
on  the  subject  of  the  proposed  expropriation  of  the  Old  Protestant  Cemetery. 

The  Marchese  Guiccioli,  as  your  Lordship  will  perceive,  expresses  his  conviction  that 
the  interests  of  the  ProteslaLnt  'colony  of  Rome  will  be  secured  by  the  acceptance  of  tb^ 
municipal  offer  of  an  extension  of  the  actual  cemetery,  and  also  that  the  formal  Deed  of 
Agreement  between  the  MunifcipaHty  and  the  German  Embassy  will  prevent  the  raising 
of  any  future  questions  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  actual  Protestant  Cemetery,  which,  I 
may  add,  in  the  opinion  of  many  persons,  violates  the  existing  sanitary  laws. 

The  Syndic  next  states  that  his  anxious  desire  to  avoid  any  action  which  might  be 
disagreeable  to  Her  Majesty^s  Government,  or  which  might  wound  national  feelings, 
induces  him^ain  to  study  the  tracing  of  the  proposed  road  in  order  to^e£Edct  an*ar«ioge- 
ment  by  which  the  tomb  of  our  great  poet  Keats,  as  well  as  other  adjacent  tombs,  might 
form  a  *^  square,''  adorned  by  trees,  and  surrounded  by  an  iron  railing.

Your  Lordship  will,  I  feel  sare,  recognize  the  friendly  spirit  and  good  feeling 
displayed  by  Marchese  Guiccioli  in  the  inclosed  letter.  His  proposal  goes  beyond  the 
proiect  which  I  had  submitted  to  him^  as  recorded  in  my  previous  despatch,  and  should, 
I  think/  be  gratefully  accepted,  as  affording  a  solution  of  a  diflSculty  which  three  weeks 
ago  seemed  insuperable.

WITH  reference  to  mj  despatch  of  the  20th  instanty  I  have  the  honour  to  inelose 
an  enlarged  plan,  received  from  the  Acting  Sjmdic  of  Rome^  of  the  proposed  triatigalar 
garden  within  which  the  tombs  of  Keats  and  Severn  will  be  inclosed. 

The  tombs,  as  your  Lordship  will  perceive,,  wil}  be  protected  by  an  iron  raSiing 
and  sheltered  by  trees  in  a  grass  plot. 

I  called  yesterday  upon  the  German  Ambassador  and  showed  him  the  ihdosed  plan. 
His  Excellency  was  good  enough  to  approve  the  project,  which  he  said  woidd  have  his 
hearty  concurrence ;  at  the  same  time  Count  Solms  showed  me  an  amended  draft  of  the 
Agi'eement  between  himself  and  the  Municipality,  in  which  his  Excellency  had  caused  to 
be  inserted  additional  paragraphs,  the  one  providing  for  the  preservation  of  the  tombs 
of  Keats  and  Severn,  and  the  other  for  the  careful  removal  of  remains  and  tombstones 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  German  Embassy. 

Count  Solms  again  impressed  on  me  the  necessity  of  a  speedy  settlement  of  the 
above  question,  so  as  to  secure  by  a  formal  deed  between  the  German  Embassy  and 
the  Municipality  the  use  for  a  long  term  of  years  of  the  actual  Protestant  Cemetery. 

I  thanked  Count  Sojms  for  the  kindly  action  which  he  had  taken  in  the  matter,  which 
I  assured  him  would  be  much  appreciated  in  England.  I  also  took  the  opportunity  of 
expressing  the  obligation  which  I  was  under  to  Count  Herbert  Bismarck,  who  during 
his  short  stay  in  Eome  with  the  German  Emperor  had  fciund  time  to  inform  the  Marchese 
Guiccioli,  the  Acting  Syndic  of  Rome,  that  the  German  Emperor  would  be  pleased  to 
learn  that  the  Municipality  had. been  able  to.  show  d^er^ce  to  British  sentiment  by  not 
disturbing  the  tomb  of  the  poet  Keats. 

i      Hoping  that  your  Lordship  may  be  {leased  to  approve  the  compromise  now  virtually 
effected  in  the  question  of  the  expropriation  of  the  Protestant  Cemetery,  I  have,  &c.

WITH  reference  to  your  Lordship's  despatch  of  the  29th  October  last,  and  to  my 
despatch  of  the  same  date,  I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  translation  of  the  amended 
Convention  signed  by  the  German  Ambassador  to  the  Quirinal  and  by  the  Sindaco 
of  Rome,  providing  for  the  cession  to  the  Eoman  Municipality  of  the  area  known  as 
the  Old  Protestant  Cemetery. 

Article  III  of  the  Convention  stipulates  for  the  preservation  in  their  present 
position  of  the  tombs  of  Keats  and  Severn,  and  Article  VI  reserves  to  the  German 
Embassy  the  right  of  superintending  the  work  of  removal  of  all  other  tombstones  and 
remains  so  as  to  provide  against  any  offence  to  religious  sentiment. 

The  Municipality,  as  your  Lordship  will  observe,  undertakes  to  enlarge  the  existing 
Protestant  Cemetery  by  a  grant  of  contiguous  ground  greater  in  extent  than  the  area 
covered  by  the  old  cemetery,  and  further  undertakes  all  expenses  connected  with  the 
above  operations. 

By  this  Convention  a  clear  title  will  be  secured  to  the  possession  by  the  non« 
Catholic  community  in  Eome  of  their  picturesque  burial-ground  near  the  Gate  of  St.  Paul.

Convention  between  the  German  Embassy  and  the  Municipality  of  Rome.     Signed  at  Rome^ 

December  31,  1888. 
(Translation.) 

THE  Municipality  of  Rome  having  found  itself  compelled,  in  consequence  of  the 
establishment  of  the  new  quarter  of  Testaccio,  to  occupy  the  site  of  the  Old  Protestant 
Cemetery,  opposite  the  Pyramid  of  Caius  Cestius,  which  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Imperial  German  Embassy,  the  following  Convention  has  been  concluded  between  the 
said  Embassy,  acting  in  behalf  of  all  the  foreign  Missions  interested,  and  the  Municipality 
of  Rome : — 

ARTICLE  L 

The  Imperial  German  Embassy  cedes  to  the  Municipality  of  Rome  the  site]  of  the 
Old  Protestant  Cemetery,  described  in  the  Map  as  plot  No.  628  in  the  Xllth  Region 
("  Rione  XII,  Ripa ")  and  marked  A,  C,  C,  D  in  the  plan  appended  to  the  presei 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  n. 

In  exchange  for  the  above-mentioned  plot  of  ground,  the  Municipality  cedes  th^ 
ground  belonging  to  it,  which  is  bounded  by  the  present  Protestant  Cemetery,  by  th^ 
city  walls  of  Rome,  by  the  zone  of  20  metres  in  width  occupied  by  the  new  Government 
collecting  sewer  of  the  left  bank,  up  to  a  distance  of  5  metres  from  the  said  zone,  and 
lastly,  by  a  line  continuing  the  present  front  of  the  said  cemetery,  as  shown  on  the  plan 
referred  to  above. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

The  Municipality  of  Rome,  on  acquiring  the  ownership  of  the  ground  ceded  to  it, 
shall  be  entitled  to  apply  it  to  any  purpose,  excepting  only  as  regards  the  plot  of  ground, 
situated  within  the  said  area,  which  is  marked  E,  F,  G,  H  upon  the  Plan,  in  which  plot 
the  tombs  and  monuments  of  the  English  poet  Eeats,  and  of  his  friend  Severn,  shall 
be  preserved,  and  the  plot  of  ground  shall  be  surrounded  by  an  iron  railing. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Municipality  binds  itself  to  cause  the  remains  of  the  persons  buried  within  the 
area  ceded  to  it  (excepting  those  mentioned  in  the  preceding  Article)  to  be  exhumed,  an  ' 
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removed,  together  with  their  respective  mopumentfl,  to  the  new  ground,  and  to  inter  them 
there  in  a  suitable  manner.  The  Municipality  further  binds  itself  to  put  in  order  the 
new  site  whiqh  it  gives  in  e^cchange,  imd  to  untite  to  it  the  presoit  Mmeiery.  For  this 
purpose,  the  Municipality  shall  cause  the  wall  marked  I  L,  which  now  separates  the  two 
plpts  of  ground,  to  be  demolished,  and  shall  surround  the  new  ground  with  a  wall  up<5n 
the  lines  I,  M,  K,  of  the  same  width  and  height  as  the  wall  of  the  present  cemetery. 

ARTICLE  V- 

The  cost  of  putting  the  new  ground  in  order,  as  well  as  of  the  removal  and  suitable 
re-erection  therein  of  the  tombs  and  monuments  at  present  in  the  old  cemetery,  shall  be 
borne  by  the  Municipality  of  Rome. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Municipality  concedes  to  the  German  Embassy  the  right  to  superintend  Ihe 
works,  for  the  special  purpose  of  preventing  any  oflfence  to  religious  feeling  from  resulting 
therefrom. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Should  any  human  remains  be  discovered  in  course  of  time,  and  subsequently  to  the 
removal  of  the  graves  and  monuments  to  the  new  cemetery,  within  the  area  ceded  to 
the  Municipality,  the  Communal  Administration  undertakes  to  give  notice  thereof  at 
once  to  the  Inspector  of  the  Prot6staht  Cemetery,  so  that  he  may  take  the  necessary 
steps  with  regard  to  the  matter. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

The  present  Convention  shall  come  into  force  on  the  day  when  the  parties  exchange 
their  ratifications,  such  exchange  to  be  effected  simply  by  letter. 

ARFTCLE  IX. 

All  expenses  relt^ng  to  present  Convention  shall  be  borne  by  the  Municipal 
administration*

I  have  to  request  your  Excellency  to  convey  to  Mr.  Kennedy  the  appreciation  by 
Her  Majesty's  Government  of  his  successful  efforts  in  this  matter,  and  their  satisfaction 
with  the  result  that  he  has  attained.

Who,  after  having  communicated  to 
each  other  their  respective  full  powers, 
foimd  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed

ARTICLE  L 

There  shall  be  perfect  peace  and  sincere 
friendship  between  the  United  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the 
United  States  of  Mexico.

intended  for  consumption,  warehousing, 
re-exportation,  or  transit,  shall  be  treated 
in  the  same  manner  as,  and,  in  particular, 
shall  be  subjected  to  no  higher  or  other 
duties,  whether  general,  municipal,  or 
local,  than  •  the  produce,  manufactures, 
and  goods  of  any  third  country  the  most 
favoured  in  this  respect.  No  other  or 
higher  duties  shall  be  levied  in  Mexico 
on  the  exportation  of  any  goods  to  the 
dominions  and  possessions  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty,  or  in  the  dominions  and  posses- 
sions of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  on  the 
exportation  of  any  goods  to  Mexico,  than 
may  be  levied  on  the  exportation  of  the 
like  goods  to  any  third  country  the.  most 
favoured  in  this  respect. 

Neither  of  the  Contracting  Parties  shall 
establish  a  prohibition  of  importation, 
exportation,  re-exportation,  or  transit 
against  the  other  which  shjdl  not,  under 
l£ke  circumstances,  be  applicable  to  any 
third  country  the  most  favoured  in  this 
respect. 

In  like  manner,  in  all  that  relates  to 
local  dues,  customs,  formalities,  brokerage, 
patterns,  or  samples  introduced  by  com- 
mercial travellers,  and  all  other  matters 
connected  with  trade,  British  subjects  in 
Mexico,  and  Mexican  citizens  in  the 
dominions  and  possessions  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty,  shall  enjoy  most-favoured-nation 
treatment. 

In  the  event  of  any  changes  being  made 
in  Mexican  laws.  Customs  Tariff  or  Regu- 
lations, sufficient  notice  shall  be  given,  in 
order  to  enable  British  subjects  to  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  meeting 
them. 

The  Mexican  authorities  shall,  more- 
over, deal  equitably  with  all  cases  arising 
from  unintentional  ignorance  of  any  of 
the  changes  above  mentioned.

British  ships  and  their  cargoes  shall,  in 
Mexico,  and  Mexican  vessels  and  their 
cargoes  shall,  in  the  dominions  and  posses- 
sions of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  from 
whatever  place  arriving,  and  whatever 
may  be  the  place  of  origin  or  destination  of 
their  cargoes,  be  treated  in  every  respect 
as  ships  and  cargoes  of  the  most  favoured 
nation. 

The  preceding  stipulation  applies  to 
local  treatment,  dues,  and  charges  in  the 
ports,  basins,  docks^  roadsteads,  harbours, 
and  rivers  of  the  two  countries,  pilotage, 
and,  generally,  to  all  matters  connected 
with  navigation. 

Every  favour  or  exemption  in  these 
respects,  or  any  other  privilege  in  matters 
of  navigation,  which  either  of  the  Con- 
tracting Parties  shall  grant  to  a  third 
Power,  shall  be  extended  inunediately  and 
imconditionally  to  the  other  Party. 

All  vessels  which,  according  to  British 
law,  are  to  be  deemed  British  vessels,  and 
all  vessels  which,  according  to  the  law  of 
Mexico,  are  to  be  deemed  Mexican  vessels, 
shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Treaty,  be 
respectively  deemed  British  or  Mexican 
vessels. 

For  the  same  purpose  shall  be  considered 
as  ports  of  each  of  the  Contracting  Parties 
those  which  are,  or  hereafter  may  be, 
declared  open  by  the  respective  Grovem- 
ments  for  import  or  export  trade.

Never- 
theless, this  stipulation  shall  have  no 
effect,  excepting  in  what  may  relate  to 
the  observance  and  application  of  the 
Custom-house  Regulations  and  the  mea- 
sures for  preventing  smuggling,  and  can- 
not be  extended  to  other  questions  of 
civil  or  criminal  jurisdiction,  or  of  inter- 
national maritime  law. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  subjects  or  citizens  of  each  of  the 
Contracting  Parties  shall  be  permitted  to 
reside,  permanently  or  temporarily,  in  the 
dominions  or  possessions  of  the  other,  and 
to  occupy  and  hire  houses  and  warehouses 
for  purposes  of  commerce,  whether  whole- 
sale or  retail.

The  subjects  or  citizens  of  each  of  the 
two  Contracting  Parties  in  the  dominions 
and  possessions  of  the  other  shall  have 
free  access  to  the  Courts  of  Justice  for 
the  prosecution  and  defence  of  their  rights, 
without  other  conditions,  restrictions,  or 
taxes  beyond  those  imposed  on  natives  of 
the  country,  and  shall,  like  them,  be  at 
liberty  to  employ,  in  all  causes,  their 
advocates,  attorneys,  or  agents  from  among 
the  persons  admitted  to  the  exercise  of 
those  professions  according  to  the  laws  of 
the  country.

They  shall 
likewise  be  exempted  from  all  contribu- 
tions, whether  pecuniary  or  in  kind, 
imposed  as  a  compensation  for  personal 
service,  and,  finally,  from  forced  loans, 
and  from  charges,  requisitions,  and  war 
contributions,  unless  imposed  on  real  pro- 
perty, when  they  shall  pay  them  equally 
with  nationals. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  subje^s  or  citizens  of  either  of  the 
two  Contracting  Parties  residing  in  the 
dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other 
shall  enjoy,  in  regard  to  their  houses, 
persons,  and  properties,  the  protection  of 
the  Government  in  as  full  and  ample  a 
manner  as  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  the 
most  favoured  nation. 

In  like  manner  the  subjects  or  citizens 
of  each  Contracting  Party  shall  enjoy  in 
the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other 
full  liberty  of  conscience,  and  shall  not 
be  molested  on  account  of  their  religious 
belief. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  subjects  or  citizens  of  each  of  the 
Contracting  Parties  shall  have,  in  the 
dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other, 
the  same  rights  as  natives,  or  as  subjects 
or  citizens  of  the  most  favoured  nation,  in 
regard  to  patents  for  inventions,  trade- 
marks, and  designs,  upon  fulfilment  of  the 
formalities  prescribed  by  law. 


ARTICLE  X. 

Each  of  the  Contracting  Parties  may 
appoint  Consuls-General,  Consuls,  Vice- 
Consuls,  Pro-Consuls,  and  Consular  Agents 
to  reside  respectively  in  towns  or  ports  in 
the  dominions  and  possessions  of  the  other 
Power,  each  one  of  them  reserving  the 
right  of  excepting  those  places  where  it 
may  not  appear  convenient  to  admit  them 
whenever  this  exception  is  extended  to 
the  Consular  functionaries  of  all  other 
nations. 

Such  Consular  officers,  however,  shall 
not  enter  upon  their  functions  until  after 
they  shall  have  been  approved  and  ad- 
mitted in  the  usual  form  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  which  they  are  sent.

If  any  ship  of  war  or  merchant- vessel 
of  one  of  the  Contracting  Parties  should 
run  aground,  or  be  wrecked  within  the 
territory  of  the  other,  such  ship  or  vessel, 
and  all  parts  thereof,  and  all  furniture 
and  appurtenances  belonging  thereunto, 
and  all  goods  and  merchandize  saved 
therefrom,  including  any  which  may  have 
been  cast  out  of  the  ship,  or  the  proceeds

the  State,  shall  not  be  liable  to  seizure  or 
sequestration,  or  to  any  other  charges  or 
demands  than  those  which  may  be  made 
upon  the  like  goods,  property,  and  effects 
belonging  to  native  subjects  or  citizens.

HER  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
his  Excellency  the  President  of  the  United 
States  of  Mexico,  having  judged  it  expe- 
dient, with  a  view  to  the  better  administra- 
tion of  justice  and  to  the  prevention  of  crime 
within  the  two  countries  and  their  juris- 
dictions, that  persons  charged  with  or  con- 
victed of  the  crimes  or  offences  hereinafter 
enumerated,  and  being  fugitives  from  jus- 
tice, should,  under  certain  circumstances,  be 
reciprocally  delivered  up,  have  named  as 
their  Plenipotentiaries  to  conclude  a  Treaty 
(that  is  to  say)  : 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
Sir  Spenser  St.  John,  Knight  Gomnittnder 
of  St.  Michael  and  St.  George,  Envoy 
Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary 
of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  in  Mexico ; 

And  his  Excellency  the  President  of  the

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each

AETIOLB  L 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  engage  to 
deliver  up  to  each  other,  under  the  circum- 
stances and  conditions  stated  in  the  present

A  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  sur- 
rendered if  the  offence  in  respect  of  which 
his  surrender  is  demanded  is  one  of  a 
political  character,  or  if  he  prove  that  the 
requisition  for  his  surrender  has,  in  fact, 
been  made  with  a  view  to  try  or  punish  him 
for  an  offence  of  a  political  character. 

ARTICLE  Vir, 

A  person  surrendered  can  in  no  case  be 
kept  in  prison  or  be  brought  to  trial  in  the 
State  to  which  the  surrender  has  been 
made,  for  any  other  crime,  or  on  account  of 
any  other  matters,  than  those  for  which  the 
extradition  shall  have  taken  place,  until 
he  has  been  restored,  or  has  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  returning  to  the  State  by  which 
he  has  been  surrendered.  This  stipulation 
does  not  apply  to  crimes  committed  after 
the  extradition. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  requisition  for  extradition  shall  be 
made  through  the  Diplomatic  Agents  of 
the  High  Contracting  Parties  respectively. 

The  requisition  for  the  extradition  of  an 
accused  person  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
warrant  of  arrest  issued  by  the  competent 
authority  of  the  State  requiring  the  extra- 
dition, and  by  such  evidence  as,  according 
to  the  laws  of  the  place  where  the  accused  is 
found,  would  justify  his  arrest  if  the  crime 
had  been  committed  there. 

If  the  requisition  relates  to  a  person 
already  convicted,  it  must  be  accompanied 
by  the  sentence  of  condemnation  passed 
against  the  convicted  person  by  the  com- 
petent Court  of  the  State  that  makes  the 
requisition  for  extradition. 

A  sentence  passed  in  contumaciam  is  not 
to  be  deemed  a  conviction,  but  a  person 
so  sentenced  may  be  dealt  with  as  an 
accused  person. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

If  the  requisition  for  extradition  be  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  stipulations, 
the  competent  authoVities  of  the  State 
applied  to  shall  proceed  to  the  arrest  of  the 
fugitive.

A  fugitive  criminal  may  be  appre- 
hended^  under  a  warrant  issued  by  any 
Police  Magistrate,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or 
other  competent  authority  in  either  country, 
on  such  information  or  complaint^  and  such 
evidence,  or  after  such  proceedings  as  would, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  authority  issuing  the 
warrant,  justify  the  issue  of  a  lyarrant  if 
the  crime  had  been  committed  or  the  person 
convicted  in  that  part  of  the  dominions  of 
the  two  Contracting  Parties  in  which  the 
Magistrate,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other 
competent  authority  exercises  jurisdiction : 
provided,  however,  that  in  the  United 
Kingdom  the  accused  shall,  in  such  case, 
be  sent  as  speedily  as  possible  before  a 
Police  Magistrate  in  London.  In  the  Re- 
public of  Mexico  the  Government  will 
decide  on  the  extradition  by  administrative 
procedure,  until  a  judicial  procedure  be 
established  by  law,  when  the  accused  wiU 
be  delivered  as  soon  as  possible  to  the 
Judge  designated  by  law.  ^he  criminal 
shall,  in  accordance  with  this  Article,  be 
discharged,  as  well  in  Mexico  as  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  if  within  the  term  of 
thirty  days  a  requisition  for  extradition 
shall  not  have  been  made  by  the  Diplo- 
matic Agent  of  his  country  in  accordance 
with  the  stipulations  of  this  Treaty. 

The  same  rule  shall  apply  to  the  cases  of 
persons  accused  or  convicted  of  any  of  the 
crimes  or  offences  specified  in  this  Treaty, 
and  committed  on  the  high  seas  on  board 
any  vessel  of  either  country  which  may 
come  into  a  port  of  the  other.

ARTICLE  XIL

2.  Depositions  or  affirmations,  or  the 
copies  thereof,  must  purport  to  be  certified 
under  the  hand  of  a  Judge,  Magistrate,  or 
Officer  of  the  other  State,  to  be  the 
original  depositions  or  affirmations,  or  to 
be  true  copies  thereof,  as  the  case  may 
require. 

3.  A  certificate  of,  or  a  judicial  document 
stating  the  fact  of  a  conviction,  must  pur- 
port to  be  certified  by  a  Judge,  Magistrate, 
or  Officer  of  the  other  State. 

4.  In  every  case  such  warrant,  depo- 
sition, affirmation,  copy,  certificate,  or  ju- 
dicial document  must  be  authenticated 
either  by  the  oath  of  some  witness,  or  by 
being  sealed  with  the  official  seal  of  the 
Minister  of  Justice,  or  some  other  Minister 
of  the  other  State ;  but  any  other  mode  of 
authentication  for  the  time  being  permitted 
by  law  in  the  State  where  the  examination  is 
taken  may  be  substituted  for  the  foregoing. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

If  the  individual  claimed  by  one  of  the 
two  High  Contracting  Parties,  in  pursuance 
of  the  present  Treaty,  should  be  also 
claimed  by  one  or  several  other  Powers  on 
account  of  other  crimes  or  offences  com- 
mitted upon  their  respective  territories, 
his  extradition  shall  be  granted  to  that 
State  whose  demand  is  earliest  in  date. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

If  sufficient  evidence  for  the  extradition 
be  not  produced  within  two  months  from 
the  date  of  the  apprehension  of  the  fugitive, 
or  within  such  further  time  as  the  State 
applied  to,  or  the  proper  Tribunal  thereof 
shall  direct,  the  fugitive  shall  be  set  at 
liberty.

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  Colonies  and 
foreign  possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty, so  far  as  the  laws  for  the  time  being 
in  force  in  such  Colonies  and  foreign  pos- 
sessions respectively  will  allow. 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a 
fugitive  criminal  who  has  taken  refuge  in 
any  of  such  Colonies  or  foreign  possessions 
shall  be  made  to  the  Governor  or  chief 
authority  of  such  Colony  or  possession  by 
the  Chief  Consular  Officer  of  the  Republic 
of  Mexico  in  such  Colony  or  possession. 

Such  requisition  may  be  disposed  of^ 
subject  always,  as  nearly  as  may  be^  and 
so  far  as  the  law  of  such  Colony  or  foreign 
possession  will  allow,  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Treaty,  by  the  said  Governor  or  chief 
authority,  who,  hoivever,  shall  be  at  liberty 
either  to  grant  the  surrender  or  to  refer 
the  matter  to  his  Government. 

Ifer  Britannic  Majesty  shall,  however, 
be  at  liberty  to  make  special  arrange- 
ments in  the  British  Colonies  and  foreign 
possessions  for  the  surrender  of  Mexican 
criminals  who  may  take  refuge  within  such 
Colonies  and  foreign  possessions,  on  the 
basis,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  so  far  as 
the  law  of  such  Colony  or  foreign  possession 
will  allow,  of  the  provisions  of  the  present 
Treaty. 

Requisitions  for  the  surrender  of  a 
fugitive  criminal  emanating  from  any  Co- 
lony or  foreign  possession  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules 
laid  down  in  the  preceding  Articles  of  the 
present  Treaty. 

AETICLE  XVIII. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  come  inta  force 
ten  days  after  its  publication,  in  conformity 
with  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  laws  of 
the  High  Contracting  Parties.  It  may  be 
terminated  by  either  of  the  High  Con- 
tracting Parties  by  a  notice  not  exceeding 
one  year  and  not  less  than  six  months.

FOR  the  purpose  of  making  better 
postal  arrangements  between  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
and  the  United  States  of  Mexico,  the 
Undersigned,  Sir  Spenser  St.  John,  Knight 
Oommander  of  the  Most  Distinguished 
Order  of  St.  Michael  and  of  St.  Gteorge, 
Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Pleni- 
potentiary of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  in 
Mexico,  and  Ignacio  Mariscal,  Secretary  of 
State  and  of  the  Department  of  Eoreign 
Relations  of  the  United  States  of  Mexico, 
•duly  authorized,  have  agreed  to  the  fol- 
lowing Articles : — 

ARTICLE  I.  ' 

1.  Parcels  iminsured  and  without  col- 
lection of  the  value  of  their  contents  on 
delivery  shall  be  forwarded  under  the 
denomination  of  postal  parcels  from  the 
United  Kingdom  to  Mexico  up  to  the 
weight  of  11  pounds  avoir-du-pois,  and 
from  Mexico  to  the  United  Kingdom  up 
to  the  weight  of  6  kilogram. 

2.  Merchandize  and  other  articles  trans- 
missible by  post  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
bags,  boxes,  or  baskets  exchanged  in 
accordance  with  this  CJonvention,  with 
the  sole  restriction  that  no  parcel  should 
exceed,  the  weight  previously  agreed  on, 
nor  the  following  dimensions : — 

Maximum  of  length,  60  centimetres, 
or  2  feet  English;  maximum  of  girth, 
120  centimetres,  or,  say,  4  English  feet. 

3.  There  shall  not  be  admitted  in  the 
postal  parcels,  which  may  be  exchanged

ARTICLE  II. 

No  letter  or  communication  having  the 
character  of  private  correspondence  shall 
accompany  the  parcel,  whether  written  on 
or  inclosed  in  it. 

Should  any  such  be  found,  it  shall  be 
put  into  the  post-office  if  it  can  be  se- 
parated ;  if  this  be  not  possible,  the  entire 
parcel  shall  be  excluded.  If,  however, 
any  letter  should  be  inadvertently  sent, 
the  country  of  destination  shall  collect 
double  postage,  in  conformity  with  the 
Universal  Postal  Union  Convention.  No 
parcels  shall  contain  smaller  ones,  and  with 
different  addresses  from  that  which  is 
on  the  principal  wrapper.  Should  such 
packets  or  parcels  be  found  they  shall 
be  forwarded  separately,  collecting  for 
each  one  of  them  a  new  and  distinct 
postage,  and  the  corresponding  supplemen- 
tary charge  in  case  of  change  of  address.

The  places  designated  for  the  exchange 
of  postal  parcels  conformably  to  this  Con- 
vention shall  be  for  the  present,  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  London  and  Liverpool, 
and  in  the  United  States  of  Mexico,  Vera 
Cruz  and  the  other  ports  of  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  at  which  the  Transatlantic  lines 
may  touch,  and  which  shall  be  designated 
by  the  Government  of  Mexico,  communi- 
cating them  opportunely  to  the  Post 
Office  of  the  United  Kingdom  for  the 
knowledge  of  the  public. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

The  present  Convention  shall  commence 
to  be  in  force  as  soon  as  both  Postal

THE  Government  of  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  Govemm^oit 
of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Nether- 
lands, acting  in  accordance  with  Ar- 
ticle XVII  of  the  International  Telegraph 
Conyention  of  St.  Petersburgh  of  the  22nd 
July,  1675,  and  in  order  to  secure  and 
improTe  the  telegraphic  communication 
between  the  Netherlands  and  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
have  agreed  together  to  modify  the  Ar-* 
tides  7  and  8  of  the  Agreement  between 
the  two  Governments  of  the  15th  March, 
1880,  in  the  following  manner : — 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  following  stipulations  are  substi- 
tuted for  the  Articles  7  and  8  before  men- 
tioned : 

Until  otherwise  mutually  agreed,  the 
charge  for  ordinary  telegrams  exchanged 
between  the  Netherlands  on  the  one  hand, 
and  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  on  the  other,  shall  be  fixed 
uniformly  and  by  word:  in  the  Nether- 
lands at  10  cents;  in  the  United  Kingdom 
at  2d.;  with  a  minimum  charge  of  60  cents 
per  telegram  in  Holland,  and  lOd.  in  the 
United  Kingdom. 

Prom  the  amount  collected  by  the  Office 
of  origin  and  in  behalf  of  the  British  Ad- 
ministration, there  shall  be  taken  for  the 
cable  transit  a  rate  of  10  centimes

Mr.  Thurston  to  Earl  Chranville. — (Received  April  29.) 

(Extract.)  ApHl  29, 1885. 

IN  accordance  with  the  direction  of  your  Lordship,  I  have  conferred  with 
Dr.  Krauel  (the  Commissioner  appointed  hy  the  Imperial  German  Government)  upon 
the  suhject  of  British  and  German  interests  respectively  in  such  parts  of  the  Western 
Pacific  Ocean  as  may  be  placed  by  either  Government  under  its  special  protection, 
with  a  view  of  recommending  the  adoption  by  both  Governments  of  such  principles  as 
in  our  own  opinion  might,  within  such  regions,  be  applied  by  the  one  party  to  the 
subjects  of  the  other,  and  generally  to  offer  suggestions  by  which  their  interests  may 
be  better  regulated  and  protected. 

The  Commission  also  makes  recommendations  with  reference  to  principles  which 
might  be  adopted  in  those  islands  which  are  not  under  the  special  protection  of  either 
Power,  nor  of  any  civilized  Government,  but  in  which  the  subjects  of  both  possess 
considerable  commercial  interests. 

With  regard  to  the  present  position  of  Samoa  as  between  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment and  the  Government  of  Germany,  the  Commission  has  been  unable  after 
repeated  endeavours  and  conferences  upon  the  subject  to  devise  any  feasible  scheme  by 
which  (with  the  native  Government  of  Samoa  as  now  constituted,  and  in  the  present 
state  of  the  Samoan  people)  any  arrangement  could  be  made  by  which  the  two  Govern- 
ments would  be  placed  in  all  respects  upon  an  equal  footing,  excepting  by  the  creation 
of  an  Anglo-Samoan  State  Council  similar  to  that  recently  set  up  by  Germany,  and 
this,  even  as  a  last  resource,  I  should  be  unwilling  to  recommend. 

In  the  presence  of  this  inability  to  submit  a  scheme  such  as  is  desirable,  upon  the 
old  order  of  things,  but  with  the  hope  that  its  suggestions  may  not  be  without  use 
in  anjr  communications  that  may  pass  between  the  Governments  of  Germany,  Great 
Britam,  and  America  (the  three  Powers  having  Treaty  relations  with  Samoa),  and 
impressed  with  the  conviction  that  an  early  definite  and  friendly  agreement  between 
the  three  Governments  is  necessary  in  the  interests  of  natives  and  foreign  residents  alike, 
the  Commission  submit  a  proposal  for  the  administration  of  affairs  in  Samoa  by  one  of 
the  Treaty  Powers,  security  to  their  common  satisfaction  being  token  that  such 
administration  is  conducted  in  the  name  of  the  King,  and  that  the  independence  of  the 
islands  is  not  endangered. 

Such  an  arrangement  might  be  made  for  a  predetermined  period,  at  the  expiration 
of  which  existing  internecine  feuds  would  in  all  probability  have  died  out,  and  the 
Samoan  officers  of  such  administrated  Government  would  have  grasped  the  fundamental 
principles  of  govemmenl^  and  acquired  dbility  for  managing  the  affairs  of  their  small 
State. 

In  case  of  this  proposal  not  commending  itself  to  the  three  Governments  concerned, 
another  suggestion  is  offered  by  which  the  present  native  Government  may  be 
strengthened  by  the  introduction  of  an  European  element  into  its  CouncUs. 

If  this  scheme  be  considered  practicable,  some  degree  of  external  aid  and 
protection  to  the  Samoans  would  be  necessary  in  the  beginning,  as  it  was  at  Hawaii, 
where  the  condition  of  the  native  Government  fifty  years  ago  was,  in  miany  respects, 
not  unlike  that  of  Samoa  at  the  present  time. 
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Inclosure  in  No.  1. 
Recommendations  with  regard  to  Samoa. 

THE  Commission  submits : — 

That  the  present  unsettled .  stat^  of  affairs  in  Samoa  under  the  rule  of  native 
Kings  (two)  ana  Chiefs  is  incompatible  with  the  maintenance  of  peace  and  order,  and 
destructive  of  the  best  interests  both  of  the  Samoans  themselves  and  of  the  foreign 
residents  in  the  islands,  and  thatr  awing  to  the  long  standing  of  the  feuds  and  divisions 
of  the  natives,  there  is  no  hope  of  early  improvement ; 

That  previous  efforts  to  establish  a  better  government  by  the  joint  action  of  the 
Consular  Representatives  of  the  three  Trejity  Powers — Germany,  Great  Britain,  and  the 
United  States — have  proved  ineffective  ;  and 

That  the  creation  of  British-Samoan  and  American-Samoan  Councils  of  State, 
similar  to  that  provided  for  in  the  Agreement  signed  by  the  German  Consul- General 
and  the  Government  of  Samoa  on  the  10th  November,  1884,  would  only  increase  the 
existing  difficulties,  and  probably  lead  to  rivalry  and  misunderstandings  between  the 
different  Consular  officers. 

The  Commission  is  therefore  of  opinion : — 

1.  That  a  real  and  immediate  improvement  in  the  social  and  economical 
conditions  of  Samoa  will  be  best  secured  if  the  administration  of  the  native  Govern- 
ment is  assumed  by  one  of  the  Treaty  Powers,  the  sovereignty  of  the  King  of  Samoa 
and  the  independence  of  the  islands  continuing  to  be  recognized,  and  due  care  being 
taken  by  prearrangement  to  secure  all  rights  justly  acquired. 

2.  That  all  conditions  as  to  the  assumption  of  the  administration  of  the  native 
Government  by  one  of  the  Treaty  Powers  should  be  previously  arranged  between  the 
Governments  of  Germany,  Great  Britain,  and  the  United  States  of  America. 

As  an  alternative,  another  scheme  is  submitted  for  reconstructing  the  native 
Government  upon  the  general  lines  of  a  Crown  Colony  Government,  or  of  the 
Grovemment  of  Hawaii  at  the  time  of  its  inception.  The  Executive  and  Legislative 
Councils  should  consist  partly  of  Samoans  ana  partly  of  Europeans,  the  hitter  being 
nominated  by  the  Treaty  Powers  of  their  respective  Consuls. 

Proposal  for  Strengthening  and  Maintaining  the  Independence  of  the  Samoan  Government. 

The  sovereignty  of  Samoa  to  be  permanently  confirmed  upon  King  Malietoa  and 
his  heirs ;  the  manner  of  deciding  upon  the  heir  being  as  provided  for  in  respect  of 
the  same  subject  by  the  laws  of  Hawaii  and  Tonga. 

A  Council  of  Chiefs  should  be  created  (called  the  King's  Council)  to  advise  and 
assist  the  King  in  the  administration  of  government. 

In  the  first  instance  this  Council  should  consist  of  one  person  (European)  nomi- 
nated by  each  of  the  three  Treaty  Powers  ;  or 

Nominated  by  each  of  the  three  Consuls,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  respective  Consul ;  or 

Simply  nominated  by  each  of  the  three  Consuls  and  appointed  by  the  King.* 

The  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  King's  Council  to  be  an  European  and 
Samoan  respectively,  being  members  of,  and  elected  by,  the  CounciL 

The  members  of  this  Council  to  hold  office  for  a  fixed  term,  when  a  fresh  nomi- 
nation and  election  might  be  made. 

All  business  connected  with  Government  should  be  done  with  the  President  and 
Vice-President  of  the  King's  Council,  under  authority  of,  and  in  the  name  of,  the 
King. 

A  General  Council  should  be  created  consisting  of  one  representative  (native) 
elected  by  the  people  of  each  tribal  district  or  division  of  the  land,  who,  together  with 
the  King's  Council,  should  form  a  General  Council,  meeting  annually  for  the  conside- 
ration and  adoption  of  Laws  for  the  islands. 

Laws  should  come  into  force  when  approved  by  a  majority  oft  of  the 

Council,  and  approved  by  the  King. 

The  Council  should  meet  as  soon  as  possible  after  an  agreement  had  been  arrived 
at  between  the  Treaty  Powers,  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  a  simple  form  of  Consti- 

♦  Upon  this  point  (the  cnnstltiition  of  the  King's  Council)  the  German  Commissioner  thinks  that  the  number 
of  members  siiould  be  increaj^ed  to  ei<*ht,  viz.,  four  Samoans  and  four  Europeans,  two  of  these  latter  being 
nominated  by  Germany,  one  by  Great  Britain,  and  one  by  America. 

t  i»e.,  by  such  a  majority  as  may  be  decided  upon  by  the  Council  when  framing  its  rules  of  ftot^inte* 
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tution  on  the  lines  of  this  sketch,  and  of  passing  Laws  necessary  for  the  creation  of 
revenue,  the  management  of  expenditure,  the  appointment  of  necessary  oflElcers,  and 
the  general  conduct  of  pahlic  affairs.

Mr.  Thurston  to  Earl  Cfranville.^^{Received  April  30.) 

(Extract.)  April  29, 1886. 

IN  continuation  of  my  other  letter  of  this  date,  I  now  beg  leave  to  offer,  for  your 
Lordship's  consideration,  the  following  observations. 

The  political  state  of  the  Navigators'  Islands  (Samoa)  for  many  years  past  has 
been. so  often  reported  upon  and  is  so  well  known  to  your  Lordship's  Department  that 
it  is,  I  think,  unnecessary  for  me  to  ent^jr  in  detail  upon  the  various  incidents  which 
have  gradually  led  up  to  the  present  situation. 

It  mar,  therefore,  be  briefly  stated  that  the  Government  of  Samoa  has  at  various 
times  entered  into  Treaty  relations  with  the  Governments  of  Germany,  Great  Britain, 
and  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  dates  of  these  Treaties  are  respectively  the  24th  January,  1879,  the 
28tli  August,  1880,  and  the  17th  January,  1877. 

Fach  of  these  Treaties  contains  a  most-favoured-nation  clause,  and  empowers  the 
foreign  State  to  form  naval  stations  and  coaling  dep6ts  at  various  parts  of  the  group. 

In  respect  of  the  harbours  of  Apia  and  Saluafata,  the  Samoan  Government  agree 
not  to  grant  to  any  other  nation  such  rights  in  them  as  have  been  granted  to  the 
German  Government. 

Apia  is  the  port  and  centre  of  Samoan  trade ;  both  it  and  Saluafata  are  open 
harbours,  and  during  the  months  of  January,  February,  and  March  are  particularly 
insecure. 

By  Article  VIII  of  the  German  Treaty  it  is  provided  "  that  all  Laws  and  Regula- 
tions (excepting  such  as  may  relate  to  police,  quarantine,  and  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors)  to  which  German  subjects  will  have  to  submit,  as  well  as  all  taxes  and 
charges  which  they  will  have  to  pay,  shall  be  deliberated  upon  by  the  German  Consul, 
and  shall  only  come  into  force  after  obtaining  the  confirmation  of  the  German 
Government." 

No  taxes  or  duties  are  to  be  levied  on  German  ships  or  cargoes  so  long  as  such 
shall  not  have  been  especially  agreed  upon  between  the  two  Governments. 

The  Treaty  with  the  United  States  of  America  provides  that  no  import  or  export 
dues  whatever  shall  be  levied  upon  cargoes  of  American  vessels,  and  no  other  than 
a  tonnage  duty  of  ^  per  cent,  per  ton  actual  measurement  upon  the  entrance  of  the 
vessels  themselves. 

The  only  expressed  advantage  gained  by  the  Samoans  in  this  Treaty  is  that 
provided  by  Article  V,  by  which  the  Government  of  the  United  States  engages  that 
"  If,  unhappily,  any  diflferences  should  have  arisen,  or  should  hereafter  arise,  between 
the  Samoan  Government  and  any  other  Government  in  amity  with  the  United  States, 
the  Government  of  the  latter  will  employ  its  good  offices  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting 
the  diflFerences  upon  a  satisfactory  and  solid  foundation.'*  The  exercise  of  America's 
good  oflRces  at  this  particular  juncture  may,  therefore,  be  invited  by  the  Samoan 
Gt)vemment. 

On  the  28th  August,  1879,  a  Treaty  was  concluded  between  Her  Majesty's 
Government  and  the  Government  of  Samoa, 

By  Article  II  the  King  and  Government  of  Samoa  engaged  to  grant  to  no  other 
Sovereign  or  State  any  rights,  privileges,  authority,  or  predominance  in  Samoa  in  excess 
of  such  as  are  or  may  be  accorded  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty. 

It  was  also  provided  that  the  subjects  of  Her  Majesty  shall  always  enjoy  in 
Samoa  whatever  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  shall  be  granted  to  those  of  the 
most  favoured  nation,  and  that  no  rights,  privileges,  or  immunities  shall  be  granted  to 
the  subjects  of  any  foreign  State  that  shall  not  be  equally  and  unconditionally  accorded 
to  the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty. 

Provision  was  also  made  for  the  peaceful  pursuit  of  commerce,  the  settlement  of 

land  disputes,  the  trial  of  British  subjects,  and  the  right  of  Her  Majesty's  Government 

to  form  a  naval  station  and  coaling  aep6t.    This  last  stipulation,  however,  was  not  to 

apply  to  the  harbours  of  Apia  or  Saluafata,  or  to  that  part  of  the  harbour  of 
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Pango  Pango  "  which  may  be  hereafter  selected  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  America*'  as  a  coaling  station  under  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty  of  the 
17th  January,  1877. 

Upon  the  11th  November,  1884,  certain  stipulations  were  signed  by  the  Kings  of 
Samoa  and  the  Imperial  German  Consul  at  Samoa  in  conformity,  it  is  said,  with 
the  provisions  of  Article  VII  of  the  German  Treaty  of  the  24th  January  before 
referred  to. 

The  text  of  these  stipulations,  creating  a  German-Samoan  Council  of  State, 
forms  the  inclosure  of  Count  Miinster's  letter  to  your  Lordship  of  the  28th  January 
last 

It  must  be  evident,  I  submit,  that,  subject  to  the  conditions  contained  in  the 
several  Treaties  quoted,  no  revenue  adequate  for  the  purposes  of  administration 
was  likely  to  be  raised,  and  no  local  or  native  Government  deserving  recognition  was 
possible. 

Difficult  for  the  Samoan  Government  as  was  the  situation  before  the  signing 
of  the  recent  stipulations  with  the  German  Consul,  it  has  become  infinitely  more 
so  now. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Treaties  between  the  Samoan  Government  and  the 
Governments  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Unit.ed  States,  it  may  be  competent  for  these 
Powers  to  set  up  an  Anglo-Samoan  Council  of  State  and  an  American-Samoan  Council 
of  State  on  the  ground  that  they  are  entitled  to  the  like  privileges. 

But  that  three  such  Councils  would  exist  long  without  friction  it  is  impossible  to 
conceive,  and,  moreover,  the  creation  of  even  one  such  Council  cannot,  whatever  may 
be  intended,  be  otherwise  than  destructive  of  a  native  Government,  the  independence 
of  which  has  been  expressly  and  frequently  recognized. 

Up  to  the  present  moment  the  intervention  of  the  three  Governments  and  of  their 
respective  subjects  in  Samoan  affairs  has  not  been  productive  of  happy  results  to  the 
people  principally  concerned,  viz.,  the  Samoans. 

In  their  original  state  it  is  probable  that  one  of  the  two  parties  dividing  Samoa 
would  have  conquered  the  other,  and  that  after  a  struggle,  with  its  attendant  loss  of 
life,  permanent  tranquillity  might  have  been  attained. 

But  the  eflfect  of  foreign  intervention— too  little  for  control,  and  too  much  if 
control  was  not  aimed  at — has  been  to  keep  the  dividing  forces  in  equipoise.  Since 
the  execution  of  the  Treaties  quoted,  feuds,  '*  rebellions/'  and  wars  have  been  as  rife 
as  before,  native  society  has  been  in  a  state  of  disorganization.  Considerable  loss  of 
life  has  occurred,  and  the  unfortunate  Samoans  have  bartered  away  large  areas  of  their 
lands  in  exchange  for  rifles,  powder,  and  bullets  wherewith  to  slay  each  other. 

In  my  letter  to  the  Acting  High  Commissioner  for  the  Western  Pacific,  dated 
the  1st  December,  1883  {vide  Blue  Book,  C— 8839  :  ''  New  Guinea  and  Western  Pacific 
Islands,  No.  1 "),  I  stated  that  for  years  past  j^esce  and  order  in  Samoa,  when  main- 
tained at  all,  had  been  maintained  by  foreign  Consuls  and  foreign  men-of-war,  and 
that  so  long  as  the  present  mockery  of  government  continued,  the  same  course  must  be 
pursued,  that  is  to  say,  domestic  peace  must  be  dependent  upon  foreign  force. 

I  further  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  only  way  of  ending  the  present  melan- 
choly state  of  things  would  be  by  including  Samoa  in  the  Colony  of  Fiji,  or  by  its 
being  aimexed  or  protected  by  some  State  other  than  Great  Britain. 

Nothing  has  occurred  since  the  date  of  that  letter  to  alter  my  views,  and  they  are 
now  referred  to  partly  for  the  purpose  of  indicating  that  they  have  not  been  lately  or 
hastilv  arrived  at. 

So  far,  the  imfortunate  attempts  of  the  Samoans  to  govern  themselves  and 
foreigners  resident  among  them  have  only  been  productive  of  much  social  misery  and 
almost  inextricable  political  entanglements,  and  I  am  imable  to  offer  any  hopes  that, 
torn  and  distracted  by  quarrels  which  a  generation  of  peace  will  hardly  assuage,  they 
are  capable  of  extricating  themselves. 

My  other  letter  will  acquaint  your  Lordship  that  neither  Dr.  Krauel  nor  I  have 
been  able  to  devise  any  scheme  giving  hope  of  permanent  good  by  which,  under  the 
native  Government  of  Samoa  as  now  constituted,  a  satisfactory  arrangement  can  be 
come  to  for  placing  all  parties  concerned  on  an  equal  footing. 

We  have,  therefore,  ventured  to  submit,  for  consideration,  alternative  schemes  by 
which  the  native  Government  may  for  a  time  be  administered  as  a  Regency  by  one  of 
the  Treaty  Powers,  and  here  the  American  interests  must  be  accorded  full  weight,  or 
may  be  reconstructed  and  strengthened  by  the  assistance  of  European  and  American 
advisers. 

TJn^er^pne  or  other  of  these  proposals,  we  think  that  the  Treaty  Powers  might  not 
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be  indisposed  to  give  up  such  of  the  provisions  of  the  respective  Treaties  as  bar  the 
imposition  of  taxes  or  duties,  without  which  the  expenses  of  the  most  simple  form  of 
government  cannot  be  met. 

In  drafting  the  recommendation  that  the  administration  of  the  native  Government 
should  be  assumed  by  one  of  the  Treaty  Powers,  Dr.  Krauel  proposed  **  that,  having 
regard  to  the  great  preponderance  of  German  commercial  interests  in  Samoa,  the  task 
of  forming  a  better  Administration  should  be  intrusted,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the 
German  Government.^' 

This  proposal,  was  however,  subsequently  omitted* 

Also,  when  considering  the  proposal  sketched  by  me  for  strengthening  the  native 
Government  by  the  infusion  of  an  European  element.  Dr.  Krauel  suggested,  with 
reference  to  the  preponderating  commercial  interests  of  Germany  in  Samoa,  that 
recognition  should  be  given  to  such  preponderance  by  the  nomination  of  two  German 
Members  of  Council  as  against  one  by  the  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  respectively. 

I  bring  these  facts  to  your  Lordship's  notice  because  it  appears  to  me  that  a 
recognition  of  Germany's  present  preponderating  interest  in  Samoa  would  facilitate  the 
friendly  and  equitable  settlement  of  the  questions  now  under  your  Lordship's  con- 
sideration in  respect  of  these  islands. 

And  upon  this  point  I  should  be  wanting  in  duty  if  I  failed  to  place  before  your 
Lordship  the  fact  that  German  investments  and  German  commercial  interests  in 
Samoa  are  incomparably  greater  than  British  investments  and  British  commercial 
interests. 

The  last  Report  upon  the  commerce  of  Samoa  by  Acting  Consul  Churchward,  and 
published  in  the  volume  of  Consular  Reports  in  the  year  ]883,  is  very  meagre.  But, 
in  fact,  with  the  exception  of  the  firm  of  Messrs.  MacArthur  and  Co.,  of  Auckland, 
New  Zealand,  who,  as  one  house  of  business  only,  do  a  by  no  means  inconsiderable 
trade,  commerce  is  almost  exclusively  in  the  hands  of  Germans. 

Thus,  the  entry  of  German  shipping  is  given  as  110  in  number,  aggregating 
20,566  tons,  as  against  British  entries,  numbering  21  ships,  with  an  aggregate  of 
2,665  tons  only. 

The  value  of  the  gross  imports  is  returned  at  60,786Z.,  and  of  gross  exports  at 
48,457/.  These  figures  accord  fairly  with  the  Report  of  the  German  Consular 
officer. 

A  translation  of  the  German  Consular  Report  for  the  year  1883  is  herewith 
annexed  for  your  Lordship's  information. 

It  appears  an  accurate  and  interesting  Report,  involving  not  only  the  trade  of 
Samoa  proper,  but  the  German  trade  with  all  those  places  of  which  Samoa  forms  the 
"entrep6t." 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  the  comparative  commercial  interests  of  the  two 
countries,  I  may,  in  addition  to  my  own,  be  permitted  to  quote  opinions  expressed  by 
others. 

In  the  Report  of  a  Commission  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  working  of  the 
Western  Pacific  Orders  in  Coimcil,  it  is  said,  with  reference  to  Samoa:  ''There  are 
several  British  residents,  but  German  interests  predominate.** 

The  Acting  High  Commissioner  for  the  Western  Pacific,  Sir  William  des  Vceux, 
in  his  Memorandum  on  the  future  of  New  Guinea  and  Polynesia  (laid  before  the  late 
Australasian  Convention  at  Sydney),  observed : — 

''And  with  regard  to  Samoa,  it  would  be  both  unjust  and  unwise  to  take  action 
without  the  previous  approval  of  Germany,  whose  existing  interests  in  the  group  are 
considerably  greater  than  ours,  and  which,  in  keeping  war-vessels  there  for  several 
years  past,  has  afforded  the  principal  protection  to  the  white  residents.** 

This  remark  was  made  in  connection  with  a  then  very  generally  expressed  desire 
that  the  whole  of  the  islands  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any 
civilized  Power  should  be  annexed  by  Her  Majesty*s  Government  in  the  interests  of 
the  Australasian  Colonies.* 

In  other  places,  the  testimony  of  missionaries,  travellers,  naval  ofl&cers,  and  others 
is  alike  given  to  the  present  preponderance  of  German  interests  in  Samoa. 

If,  therefore,  a  Mixed  Council  of  Government,  could  be  agreed  to,  I  would 
respectfully  suggest  that  a  wish  to  have  an  extra  German  Representative  might  be 
met  without  disadvantage. 

Whatever  interests  or  influences  predominate  in  Samoa,  tjiey  will  make  themselves

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felt ;  and  it  is  better  that  they  should  be  everted  in  an  open  way,  and  through  a  recog- 
nized channel,  than  otherwise. 

If  perfect  equality  of  treatment  in  all  matters  relating  to  trade  and  navigation  is 
secured  under  either  of  the  suggestions  submitted  for  the  future  government  of  Samoa, 
British  commerce  will  not  fail  to  improve  and  assert  its  proper  influence.

THE  Shipping  Book  records,  under  ninety-two  numbers,  eighty-eight  advices  of 
arrival,  and  a  hke  number  of  advices  of  departure ;  four  vessels  lay  in  the  harbour  of 
Apia  on  the  1st  January,  1883,  and  the  same  number  on  the  1st  January,  188  i. 

The  ninety-two  entries  relate  to  thirty-six  German  vessels.  Of  these,  1  vessel 
visited  the  harbour  sixteen  times;  1,  fifteen;  1,  eleven;  2,  six;  1,  three  times; 
5,  twice ;  and  25,  once. 

The  twenty-five  vessels  which  entered  and  quitted  the  port  only  once  are  the 
larger  vessels  sailing  direct  to  and  from  Europe.  On  the  voyage  out  these  vessels 
usually  touch  at  Cape  Town,  an  Australian  or  South  American  port,  and  unlade  there, 
bringing  any  remaining  cargo  on  here,  though  many  come  vrith  ballast  only.  All  these 
vessels  embark  native  produce,  chiefly  copra,  here  in  Apia,  in  Tonga,  Fiji,  &c.,  and 
then  return  directly  to  an  order  port  in  Europe.  During  the  past  year  eighteen  ships 
left  here  for  Lisbon. 

The  traffic  between  Apia  and  the  several  island  groups  of  the  South  Sea  was 
performed  by  the  remaining  eleven  ships,  mostly  schooners  of  intermediate  size. 

In  addition  to  the  above  vessels  entered  in  the  Shipping  Book,  there  are  to  be 
mentioned  four  boats,  of  German  nationality,  of  less  than  50  cubic  metres  capacity, 
which  ply  between  Apia  and  other  parts  of  the  Samoa  Islands. 

Including  His  Majesty's  steam  ships  **Carola"  and  **Hyane,"  forty-two  German 
vessels;  therefore,  visited  this  port  during  the  year  1883,  as  against  forty  during  the 
year  1882. 

Sixteen  British  vessels  visited  the  harbour  in  thirty-five  voyages,  against  fourteen 
in  twenty-one  voyages  in  1882.  Of  these  vessels,  one  belongs  to  the  London  Missionary 
Society,  four  had  been  chartered  by  the  German  Trade  and  Plantation  Company,  and 
the  remaining  eleven — mostly  ships  of  middling  size — conveyed  wares  from  Australia 
and  New  Zealand,  partly  as  their  own  speculation,  partly  consignments  to  the  smaller 
business  firms  in  Apia.  These  vessels,  for  the  most  part,  leave  here  with  only  ballast, 
or  visit  other  South  Sea  Island  groups  if  they  cannot  dispose  of  their  cargoes  here. 
There  was  no  direct  traffic  with  England.  A  British  war-vessel  twice  made  a  short 
stay  here. 

Nine  American  vessels  visited,  in  seventeen  voyages,  the  port  of  Apia,  as  against 
six  vessels,  in  twelve  voyages,  in  the  year  1882.  One  was  chartered  by  the  German 
Trade  and  Plantation  Company,  seven  came  on  the  account  of  the  new  American  San 
Francisco  firm,  &c.,  established  here,  and  one  plied  between  the  islands  for  the  first  of 
these  firms. 

The  vessels  from  America  usually  come  with  a  full  cargo,  but,  like  the  British 
vessels,  leave  with  ballast ;  inversely  with  the  German,  which  generally  come  with 
whole  or  part  lading  of  ballast,  and  depart  with  cargo.  One  American  war- vessel 
stayed  here  a  week.

The  German  shipping,  exceeding  on  an  average  two-thirds  of  ^he  whole,  has,  %^ 
shown  by  the  abov^  changed  but  little,  while  the  British  and  American  have 
fluctuated  considerably.  In  the  year  1883  a  remarkable  increase  was  apparent  in 
these  two  relatively  to  the  German. 

The  two  German  firms  in  Apia  lost  six  vessels  by  shipwreck  at  the  beginning  of 
the  past  year;  one  had  been  lost  at  sea  at  the  end  of  1982. ,  In  order  to  replace  these 
vessels  pending  the  purchase  or  construction  of  others,  jkhe.  fQ^X  ,^bove-me»tione4 
British  ships  were  chartered  in  Fiji  for  the  island  traffic.  These  appear  in  the  Shipping 
Book  in  fifteen  entries,  and  with  a  tonnage  of  1,274  tons,  so  that,  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  the  British  ship-list  would  have  been  slightly  reduced  and  the  German 
slightly  increased,  both  having  to  show  a  slight  augmentation  upon  1882. 

The  American  shipping  has  increased  considerably  in  the  two  |)i^vious  years. 

The  total  tonnasfe  of  all  the  non-German  vessels  plying  on  German  account  in 
1883  amounted  to  3,534  tons ;  so  that  altogether  22,830  tons  represent  German,  and 
7,219  tons  foreign  trade,  above  two-thirds  of  the  shipping  being  thus  in  (Jerman 
hands. 

Trade. 

The  imports  and  exports  of  Apia  are  really  those  of  the  whole  Samoa  group,  as 
this  is  the  only  port  in  that  group  which  is  in  direct  communication  with  abroad.

As  in  German  shipping,  so  also  in  the  importation  of  goods  by  German  merchants 
to  Apia,  there  has  be^^n  no  material  alteration,  while  the  imports  on  British  and 
American  accounts  show  a  diflferent  figure  each  year;  the  British  diminished  con- 
siderably during  the  past  year^  and  the  American  imderwent  an  important  rise  during 
the  past  two  years. 

The  German  firms  imported  on  the  average  of  the  four  years  between  two-thirds 
and  three-fourths  of  the  aggregate  merchandize ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  less  than 
half  thereof  was  conveyed  in  German  vessels. 

In  the  past  year  German  trade  imported  goods  to  the  value  of  247,793  dollars, 
and  the  trade  of  other  nationalities  together  to  the  value  of  108,173  dollars.  The  total 
import  for  the  year  1882  reached,  on  account  of  German  business,  to  about  24  per  cent., 
that  on  accoimt  of  each  of  the  remaining  nationalities  about  5  per  cent.  Notwith- 
standing the  notable  increase  in  the  tonnage  in  the  American  and  British  shippings 
the  proportion  of  goods  imported  in  them  rather  diminished  than  increased,  as  against 
an  increase  of  about  36  percent,  of  imports  carried  by  German  timber.  The  proportion 
of  goods  of  German  origin  rose  likewise  by  about  30  per  cent,  compared  with  1883  ; 
the  wan^s  of  English  and  American  origin  only  about  18  per  cent. 

Still,  only  from  22  to  23  per  cent,  of  the  aggregate  wares  were  of  German  manu- 
facture, and  this  circumstance  explains  why  so  many  German  vessels  come  to  this 
port  with  only  ballast. 

If  all  the  goods,  in  the  manufacture  of  which  German  industry  should  be  able  to 
compete  with  English  and  American  production,  such  as  manufactured  articles,  ready- 
made  clothes,  leather,  fancy  and  iron  goods,  liquors,  marine  stores,  machines,  &c.,  were 
brought  from  Germany,  German  manufacture  would  make  up  at  least  50  per  cent,  of 
the  imports.  Timber,  tobacco,  and  such  provisions  as  conserved  meats,  rice,  pulse, 
potatoes,  flour,  ships'  biscuit,  and  such  like,  on  account  of  greater  proximity  and 
cheapness,  must  always  be  brought  from  America  and  the  British  Colonies,  unless  these 
cbmAiodities  can  be  produced  in  this  country. 
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Besides  the  goods,  44,000  hard  dollars  (Chilean  currency)  were  imported  by  the 
two  great  German  houses.    This  was  the  only  import  of  specie. 

The  merchandize  imports  of  those  firms — ^the  German  Trade  and  Plantation 
Oompany  and  the  house  of  Messrs.  H.  M.  Ruge  and  Co.-^amounted  respectively  to 
174,773  dollars  and  50,520  dollars.  The  remaining  22,600  dollars,  which,  with  the 
247,793  dollars  (representing  the  total  Gterman  imports),  make  up  the  whole  import 
value,  is  distributed  among  four  smaller  businesses,  of  whose  representatives  three  are 
non-German  subjects,  though  bom  Germans. 

Re-exportation. 

The  re-exportation  of  imported  wares  by  the  great  German  firms  to  their  agencies 
on  other  island  groups  was  unusually  extensive  last  year,  reaching  nearly  three-fourths 
of  the  total  import  value,  whereas  in  the  preceding  year  it  had  constituted  only  about 
the  half.  This  circumstance  must  be  attributed  solely  to  the  conditions  just  then 
prevailing,  the  needs  of  the  port  and  the  agencies,  and  the  opportunity  of  shipping. 

The  specie  imported,  too,  was  sent  almost  entirely  to  the  foreign  agencies.  The 
retail  businesses  in  Apia  re-exported  nothing.

With  reference  to  the  above  it  may  be  observed  that  the  exports,  somewhat  in 
excess  of  those  for  1882,  remained  exclusively  in  the  hands  of  the  German  Trade  and 
Plantation  Company  and  of  Messrs.  H.  M.  Ruge  and  Co.  The  four  Grerman  retailers 
do  not  do  any  export  business. 

The  apprehension  that  the  competition  of  the  two  newly-established  American 
concerns,  to  which  a  third  is  shortly  to  be  added,  would  prove  prejudicial  to  the 
Oerman  copra  export  trade  has  not  yet  been  verified.  One  of  these  immediately  sold 
the  small  quantity  of  copra  purchased  by  it  to  the  Company  again. 

The  export  of  both  the  German  finns  from  the  whole  South  Sea  territory  reached, 
during  the  past  year,  698,274  dol.  90  c,  of  which  the  Company^s  share  was 
577,566  dollars,  and  that  of  Messrs.  Ruge  and  Co.  120,708  dol.  90  c. 

Of  this  amount,  70,000  dollars  represents  cotton,  and  all  the  rest  copra,  in  which 
the  Tonga  trade,  representing  about  300,000  dollars,  stands  first.  The  cotton  is 
cultivated  on  the  Company's  plantations  in  Samoa,  as  also  copra  to  the  value  of  about 
12,000  dollars.  The  copra  exported  from  Samoa  was,  for  the  most  part,  got  in  before 
the  occurrence  of  the  hurricane  of  the  24ith-25th  March  of  last  year ;  the  loss  caused 
by  this  storm  will  mainly  be  felt  only  in  the  present  year. 

OeneraL 

The  Samoa  Islands  trade  and  shipping  remains  now,  as  heretofore,  quite 
prejponderatingly  in  the  hands  of  the  two  German  houses.  Only  the  local  retail 
busmess  is  shared  with  them,  to  the  extent  of  half  or  thereabouts,  with  about  twenty 
small  traders.  Against  this,  they  are  masters  of  nearly  all  the  trade  on  the  other 
island  groups,  and  where  they  encounter  any  serious  competition,  it  is  still  from 
Germans,  e.g.,  Messrs.  Hemsheim  and  Co.,  in  Jaluit  and  Matupi.  Even  in  Fiji  the 
German  merchants  preponderate. 

English  trade  has  here  undergone  a  decided  decline,  American  has  waxed,  but 
does  not  seem  to  stand  on  a  very  substantial  basis.  The  Americans  have  glutted  the 
market^  and  do  not  find  the  sale  for  their  wares  which  they  looked  for,  and  sell  their 
merchandize  at  any  price  in  order  to  obtain  cash  to  meet  their  obligations.  The 
exportation,  in  wmch  there  is,  on  the  whole,  no  foreign  competition,  must  have

brought  in  considerable  gains  during  the  past  year.  Copra  is  purchased  here  at  the 
rate  of  from  lOZ.  to  13Z.  per  ton  of  2^240  English  lbs.,  while  fireightage,  insurance, 
deterioration,  &c.,  are  estimated  at  5Z.,  so  that  the  cost  upon  arrival  in  Europe 
amounts  upon  the  average  to  from  16/.  to  17Z.,  while  the  selling  price  there  is  from 
19/.  to2U. 

A  further  advantage  is  enjoyed  by  the  two  Gterman  exporters  in  the  fact  that  the 
whole  of  the  money  in  circulation  passes  through  their  hands. 

The  Chilean  money,  which  is  almost  exclusively  current  here,  is  exchanged  bv 
these  firms  in  South  America,  at  a  considerable  profit,  20  per  cent,  or  thereabouts.  It 
cannot  be  passed  back  again  to  San  Francisco,  Auckland,  Sjrdney,  &c.,  and,  accordingly, 
all  the  traders  who  obtain  their  goods  from  thence  are  obhged  to  bring  their  money  to 
the  German  exporters,  and  to  take  bills  of  exchange  for  it  on  those  places,  and  on 
these  bills  a  drawback  of  6  per  cent,  and  more  is  reckoned. 

Plantations  of  the  Oerman  Trading  and  Plantation  Company  in  Samoa. 

The  harvest  prospects  of  last  year  in  the  plantations  were  much  impaired  by  the 
injuries  caused  by  the  hurricane  which  prevailed  on  the  Samoa  Islands  during  the 
24th  and  25th  March. 

The  apprehensions  entertained  at  the  time  have  fortunately  not  been  realized  to 
their  full  extent.  The  cotton,  which  is  the  chief  product  of  the  plantations,  so 
recovered  in  consequence  of  the  extremely  favourable  weather  as  to  produce  a  second 
harvest  at  the  end  of  the  year,  of  which  it  was  found  possible  to  house  at  least  the 
greater  part  before  the  damp  season  set  in.

The  Marquis  of  Salisbury  to  Sir  E.  Malet. 

Sir,  Foreign  Office^  January  9, 1886. 

A  TELEGRAM  received  to-day  from  Her  Majesty's  Consul  for  the  Samoan 
Islands  announces  that  a  serious  disturbance  has  occurred  at  Apia,  the  King  having 
been  driven  from  the  seat  of  Government  and  his  flag  hauled  down  by  the  German 
Consul  with  a  force  from  the  Imperial  man-of-war  *^  Albatross.'^ 

In  view  of  the  Conventional  arrangements  existing  between  Great  Britain, 
Germany,  and  the  United  States  of  America  in  relation  to  this  group  of  islands,  Her 
Majesty's  Government  do  not  suppose  that  these  violent  measures  will  be  approved  by 
the  German  Government,  and  still  less  that  they  have  been  resorted  to  with  their 
sanction. 

In  a  note  addressed  by  the  German  Ambassador  to  my  predecessor  on  the  7th 
April  last  with  reference  to  the  hoisting  of  the  German  flag  at  Mulinuu,  his 
Excellency,  after  explaining  that  the  measures  taken  by  the  German  Consul  were 
merely  temporary  under  the  pressure  of  circumstances  and  not  directed  against  the 
independence  of  that  group  of  islands,  added,  "  that  the  Imperial  Government  adhered 
steadfastly  to  the  understanding  between  Germany,  England,  and  the  United  States  of 
America,  by  which  each  of  the  three  Powers  is  pledged  respectively  to  the  other  not 
to  endeavour  to  acquire  any  privileges  in  the  group  of  islands  without  the  consent  of 
the  others.** 

Her  Majesty^s  Government  cannot  doubt  that  the  German  Government  are  still 
animated  by  the  same  sentiments  in  regard  to  their  obligations  under  the  Conventions 
refei^red  to,  and  they  await  with  confidence  the  result  of  the  inquiry  which  will  no 
doubt  be  instituted  at  once  into  the  conduct  of  the  German  Consul. 

In  view  of  the  feelings  which  cannot  fail  to  be  created  in  this  country  by  the 
announcement  of  that  oflBcer's  proceedings.  Her  Majesty's  Government  woald  be  glad 
to  hear  as  soon  as  possible  whether  the  report  of  Her  Majesty's  Consul  at  Apia  is 
confiimed  by  the  information  received  by  the  German  Government,  and,  if  so,  to 
learn  under  what  circumstances  the  German  Consul  considered  himself  justified  in 
proceeding  to  such  extremities.  I  have  to  instruct  you,  therefore,  to  place  yourself 
immediately  in  communication  with  the  German  Minister  for  Eoreign  Afiairs  on  the 
subject,  and  to  report  to  me  the  resiQt  of  your  interview.

Sir  E.  Malet  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — {Received  by  telegraph,  January  11.) 

My  Lord,  Berlin,  January  11,  1886. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  that  on  the  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  despatch  of 
the  9th  instant,  respecting  the  proceedings  of  the  German  Consul  in  Samoa,  I  lost  no 
time  in  communicating  with  Count  Bismarck  on  the  subject.  His  Excellency  informed 
Se  that  the  German  Government  had  received  no  corresponding  intelligence  from 
ramoa,  and  added  that  he  was  the  more  surprised  at  the  news,  as  a  telegram  had  been 
feceived  from  the  Commander  of  the  "  Albatross,"  dated  the  same  day  as  the  telegram 
rom  Her  Majesty's  Consul,  viz.,  the  31st  December,  in  which  he  merely  stated  that 
he  had  reached  Samoa  on  the  25th  December,  and  proposed  to  leave  on  the  14th 
January,  and  that  all  was  well  on  board.  Count  Bismarck  concludes  that  this  message 
must  have  been  dispatched  by  the  same  steamer  which  conveyed  the  news  now 
[1401  C  2 
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received  by  your  Lordship,  and  he  is  at  a  loss  to  conceive  how  the  German  Commander 
can  have  omitted  to  mention  the  grave  incidents  reported,  or  how,  if  they  had  taken 
place,  he  could  announce  his  intention  of  leaving  Samoa  on  the  14th  January. 

Coimt  Bismarck  assured  me,  in  conclusion,  that  the  Imperial  Government  would 
maintain  all  previous  asjreements,  and  would  adhere  to  the  status  quo  until  an  arrange- 
ment to  alter  it  were  come  to  with  Her  Majesty's  Government.

Inclosure  in  No.  6. 

Telegram  received  on  Tuesday  night,  January  12, 1886. 

CONSUL  at  Apia  telegraphs  31st  December  that  the  King  of  Samoa  has  been 
driven  from  the  seat  of  Government  and  Samoan  flag  hauled  down  by  German  forces 
from  man-of-war.  British  and  American  Consuls  have  protested,  but  in  what  terms 
I  am  not 'yet  informed.  You  will  temperately,  but  decidedly,  in  oral  conference, 
notify  German  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  that  we  expect  nothing  will  be  done  to 
impair  rights  of  the  United  States  under  existing  Treaty  \idth  Samoa,  and  anticipate 
fulfilment  of  solenrm  assurances  heretofore  and  recently  given,  that  G^miany  seeks  no 
exclusive  control  in  Samoa.  Our  relations  with  Samoa  are  with  an  independent 
Treaty  Power,  and  our  Consul  there  is  accredited  to  Samoan  Government.

I  INSTRUCTED  you  to-day,  by  telegraph,  to  inform  the  United  States'  Govern- 
ment that  Her  Majesty's  Ambassador  at  Berlin  has  been  directed  to  communicate  to 
the  German  Gtovenunent  the  substance  of  Consul  Powell's  telegraphic  report  of 
serious  disturbances  at  Samoa,  which  was  repeated  to  you  on  the  9th  instant,  to  refer 
to  the  Conventional  arrangements  existing  between  Great  Britain,  Germany,  and  the 
United  States  in  relation  to  the  Navigator  Islands,  and  to  express  the  confidence  of 
Her  Majesty's  Government  that  the  G^erman  Government  have  not  sanctioned  the 
violent  measures  which  appear  to  have  been  taken  by  their  Representatives  in  those 
islands.

Sir,  Foreign  Office^  January  15, 1886. 

BARON  VON  PLESSEN  called  at  the  Foreign  Office  to-day  and  made  the 
following  verbal  communication. 

The  telegram  from  the  British  Consul  in  the  Navigators  Islands,  which  Sir  E. 
Malet  has  communicated  confidentially  to  the  German  Government,  seems  to  justify 
their  first  impression  that  the  object  of  the  German  Representative  was  not  to 
abolish  the  Samoan  Government  by  force,  but  only  to  take  reprisals  against  King 
Malietoa. 

It  would  seem  that  King  Malietoa  had  endeavoured  to  remove  the  sequestration  of 
Mulinuu  made  by  the  German  Representative,  and  to  hoist  his  own  flag  there  instead 
of  the  German,  a  proceeding  which  naturally  could  not  but  lead  to  a  conflict  with  the 
German  authorities. 

This  supposition  seems  the  more  probable  as  the  Gterman  Representative  was 
clearly  informed  of  the  intentions  of  the  German  Government  to  solve  the  Samoan 
question  in  concert  with  the  other  Treaty  Powers,  and  has  very  precise  instructions  to 
abstain  from  any  acts  which  might  forestall  the  diplomatic  negotiations  with  the 
Cabinets  of  London  and  of  Washington. 

The  Imperial  Government  therefore  trust  that  this  incident  will  be  cleared  up  in 
a  satisfactory  manner,  and  that  there  will  be  no  just  cause  of  complaint  against  tneir 
Representative  at  Apia.

(Extract.)  Samoa,  December  31,  1885. 

1  HAVE,  with  the  greatest  respect,  the  honour  to  report  that  M.  Weber  threatens 
to  turn  King  Malietoa  and  his  Government  off  Mulinuu  Point,  Apia,  which  is  looked 
upon  by  all  the  people  of  Samoa  as  the  seat  of  Government. 

The  land  was  originally  sold  by  a  native  named  Pinto  in  1883  to  Mr.  J.  M.  Coe 
for  300  dollars,  Mr.  Coe  being  at  the  same  time  United  States*  Commercial  Agent  and 
M.  Weber's  land  agent. 

Mr.  Coe  held  Mulinuu  as  his  own  for  some  time,  and  made  an  agreement  to  sell 
the  point  back  to  Malietoa's  Government  for  2,500  dollars  down,  and  later  1,500  dollars 
to  conclude  the  purchase ;  in  the  meantime,  Mr.  Coe  transferred  the  deeds  to  Weber, 
who  refused  to  sell  them. 

I  inclose  copies  of  letters  between  the  Samoan  Grovemment  and  M.  Weber,  also 
one  addressed  to  myself  and  the  United  States*  Consul,  in  which  your  Lordship  will 
observe  that  Malietoa  now  tenders  6,000  dollars  for  the  land  in  place  of  the  500  dollars 
originally  paid  for  it.  ?^*^ J^^

M.  Weber  to  His  Maiesty  Malietoa,  the  King^  and  the  Chiefs  of  his  Government. 

Your  Majesty,  ,  Apia,  December  18, 1885. 

WE  liaye  written  two  letters  to  your  Majesty  during  the  past  year — one  on  the 
10th  March,  the  other  on  the  4th  October — in  reference  to  our  land  at  Mulinuu,  but 
no  answer  to  these  has  reached  us.  • 

We  made  known  to  you  in  these  letters  our  purpose,  as  follows :  That  your 
Majesty  and  your  Government  should  pay  down  the  sum  of  50  dollars  for  each 
month,  that  this  should  be  the  payment  for  dwelling  upon  our  land  at  Mulinuu, 
and  if  the  payment  should  not  be  promptly  made  to  us,  then  we  will  add  the  interest 
accruing  thereto. 

But  now  more  than  two  years  have  elapsed  without  any  payment  being  made, 
but  your  Majesty  and  your  Government  continue  haughtily  to  occupy  our  land  at 
Mulinuu. 

We  are  now,  therefore,  fully  aware  that  it  will  be  no  advantage  to  continue 
waiting  any  longer,  for  it  is  very  clear  that  your  Majesty  and  your  Government  are 
entirely  unwilling,  to  agree  to  our  request,  but  still  maintain  your  arrogant  attitude. 

But  your  Majesty  and  your  Government  will  observe  that  we  still  maintain  our 
right  to  the  land  at  Mulinuu,  where  you  at  present  so  haughtily  remain.  We  strongly 
oppose  your  arrogance ;  wo  are  unable  to  endure  it  any  longer. 

For  that  reason  we  now  make  known  to  your  Majesty  and  your  Government  our 
purpose,  which  is  as  follows : — 

That  you  bring  to  us  the  payment  for  the  two  years  and  more  which  are  past, 
together  with  the  interest  on  it,  according  as  it  is  set  down  in  the  account  which 
accompanies  this,  the  total  amount  being  1,441  dol.  50  c. 

Another  thing  we  wish  also  to  state  to  your  Majesty  and  your  Government : 
That  you  leave  Mulinuu,  for  that  is  our  land. 

But  if  your  Majesty  and  your  Government  do  not  act  upon  our  decision,  now 
made  known  to  you,  before  the  31st  day  of  the  present  month,  we  shall  then  present 
our  complaint  ta  the  Imperial  German  Consul.

Mulinuu,  December  23, 1886, 

WE  humbly  submit  to  you  the  letter  sent  to  us  by  M.  Weber,  who  has  charge  oi 
the  property  of  the  "  Deutschen  Handels-  und  Plantagen-Gesellschaft,"  written  on  the 
18th  of  the  present  month. 

We  now,  in  consequence,  humbly  entreat  your  advice  and  assistance,  as  the  matter 
relates  especially  to  Mulinuu.  For  if  I  and  my  Government  are  expelled  or  driven 
away  from  this  land  fighting  will  immediately  begin.  It  is  on  that  account  I  am 
anxious  that  this  matter  should  be  settled  with  mutual  good-will. 

We  beseech  you  both  that  you  will  take  some  action  in  the  matter,  and  will  urge 
upon  the  German  Consul  to  induce  M.  Weber  to  deliver  up  the  deeds  of  this  land 
of  Mulinuu,  which  he  obtained  by  stratagem  and  now  unjustly  retains. 

M.  Weber  demanded  4,Qf|0  dollars  as  payment  for  the  land,  whereas  the  original 
sum  paid  for  it  was  only  500  dollars ;  but  though  we  do  it  unwillingly,  yet  we  think 
continually  of  the  possibiKty  of  another  war,  a  thing  which  we  desire  to  avoid,  and 
it  is  on  that  account  that  we  earnestly  entreat  you  both  that  you  will  endeavour  so  to 
arrange  this  matter  on  behalf  of  myself  and  my  Government  that  the  sum  of  5,000 
dollars  in  the  current  coin  of  Samoa  may  be  accepted. 
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We  beseech  you  so  to  use  your  knowledge,  and  your  thoughtful  consideration, 
and  your  great  influence  in  the  assistance  of  myself  and  my  Garemment  as  to  bring 
about  a  peaceful  settlement  of  this  matter. 

We  rely  on  you  both,  the  appointed  Representatives  of  Great  Britain  and  America, 
who  we  know  well  are  friends,  to  assist  us.

German  Proclamation. 
Let  all  people  in  Samoa  observe. 

DURING  the  long  period  that  Malietoa  has  been  King,  the  Government  of 
Germany  has  been  treated  with  unkindness  and  injury,  and  all  Agreements  that  have 
been  made  between  Germany  and  Samoa  have  been  repeatedly  violated.  For  that 
reason  I  must  now  make  armngements  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  subjects  of 
my  Government  and  their  possessions.  This  is  my  view  of  what  is  necessary  to  be 
done :  "  That  I  should  take  possession  of  the  lands  of  the  village  and  district  of  Apia, 
in  which  is  included  Mulinuu  and  the  harbour  of  Apia,  to  hold  possession  under  the 
supreme  control  that  was  under  the  Government  of  Malietoa,  for  the  Government  of 
Germany." 

This  is  the  sign  of  this,  that  I  have  lifted  the  flag  of  His  Imperial  German 
Majesty  in  Mulinuu.  This  is  the  meaning  that  only  the  Government  of  Germany  will 
rule  for  the  present  over  that  portion  of  the  territory. 

Samoans,  I  tell  you  plainly  that  it  is  only  the  territory  that  is  called  the  Mimici- 
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pality  that  is  taken  possession  of.  It  is  good,  too,  that  you  should  be  well  acquainted 
with  the  reason  of  that  which  is  done.     It  is  no  unkindness  to  Samoa. 

The  German  Government  wish  for  Samoa  to  have  a  strong  Government,  which  shall 
maintain  cordial  relations  with  the  Government  of  Germany.  When  a  peaceful 
solution  is  eflFected  of  these  difl&culties,  the  lands  now  taken  possession  of  will  be  given 
up  a^in. 

1  beseech  you  to  be  at  peace,  and  to  have  confidence  in  the  Government  of 
Germany  and  myself.    Then  will  Samoa  indeed  be  happy.

Consul  Powell  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — (Received  February  9.) 

(Extract.)  Samoay  January  5, 1886. 

SINCE  writing  my  despatch  of  the  31st  December  last  matters  of  a  serious  nature 
liave  occurred  here,  so  much  so,  that  I  considered  it  necessary  to  dispatch  a  cablegram 
for  transmission  vik  Auckland  by  an  American  schooner  "  Navigator,"  chartered  by 
myself  and  the  American  Consul  for  the  delivery  of  our  respective  cablegrams,  on  board 
the  mail-boat  for  Auckland,  the  usual  coasting  vessel  used  for  that  purpose  having 
sailed.    My  cablegram  to  your  Lordship  was  as  follows : — 


"  Consul  Powell^  Samoa^  to  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs. 

"  King  of  Samoa  driven  from  seat  of  Government  by  Weber.  His  flag  hauled 
down  by  German  Consul  with  force  from  Imperial  German  man-of-war  *  Albatross.* 
King  insulted.  Solemn  protest  by  British  and  American  Consuls,  whose  presence 
alone  prevented  a  German  massacre.  War  imminent.  Report  of  German  annexation. 
Prays  instructions." 

In  explanation  of  the  foregoing,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  the  King  and 
his  Government  having  been  obliged  to  leave  Mulinuu,  thev  moved  further  down  the 
Bay  of  Apia  to  a  piece  of  land  occupied  by  one  of  Malietoa  s  Chiefs,  and  owned  by  a 
British  subject.  This  place  was  nominated  as  the  future  seat  of  Government,  Malietoa's 
flag  being  hoisted  to  show  this ;  Dr.  Stuebel,  the  Gterman  Consul-General,  immediately 
proceeded  to  the  spot,  and  ordered  Malietoa  to  haul  it  down  at  once.  The  Government 
refused  to  lower  the  flag,  and  Df .  Stuebel  repaired  on  board  His  Imperial  Majesty's 
ship-of-war  "  Albatross,"  returning  with  an  oflficer  and  an  armed  party  of  men.  I  was 
sent  for,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  United  States'  Consul  solenmly  protested  against 
Dr.  Stuebel's  arbitrary  act,  in  the  name  of  our  respective  Governments.  He  accepted 
the  protests,  but  ordered  the  officer  to  remove  the  flag,  which  was  done  under  cover  of 
the  armed  party  from  the  German  man-of-war. 

Before  the  landing  of  the  force  from  the  German  man-of-war  I  warned  the  King 
that  I  would  not  allow  any  native  to  interfere  by  force  with  the  hauliiig  down  of  the 
flag,  telling  him  that  if  any  of  his  men  attempted  to  oppose  it  by  force  I  should  at  once 
terminate  my  friendship  with  his  Government.-  My  Lord,  strong  measures  were 
necessary,  as  there  were  present  from  300  to  600  armed  natives  worked  up  to  great 
excitement,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  strenuous  efforts  of  the  United  States*  Consul 
and  myself,  very  serious  consequences  must  have  resulted.  I  am  thankful,  however,  _ 
to  be  able  to  report  that  our  arguments  prevailed,  and  the  flag  was  lowered  without^ 
any  demonstration  further  than  our  respective  protests.

Consul  Powell  to  the  Chiefs  and  People  of  Samoa. 
Greeting,  January  1886. 

I  WRITE  to  tell  you  that  the  reports  which  have  reached  you,  that  the  Govern- 
ment of  "  Malietoa  has  fallen  '*  is  not  true.  It  is  standing  and  as  strong  as  ever. 
It  has  the  support  of  the  Great  Powers,  Great  Britain,  Germany,  and  the  United 
States,  who  have  signed  a  Treaty  with  MaHetoa^s  Government,  which  Treaty  has  not 
been  broken. 
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The  report  that  has  reached  you  is  a  false  report;  but  this  is  true,  that 
Malietoa  and  his  Government  have  thought  proper  to  remove  the  seat  of  their 
Grovemment  from  MuKnuu  to  Apia,  because  the  land  is  reported  to  have  been  sold- to 
foreigners.  ^ 

Let  nothing  cause  you  to  fear ;  Great  Britain  wishes  to  see  peace  in  Samoa,  and 
looks  to  you  Chiefs  and  people  of  to  prevent  war,  which  can  only  be 

attended  with  loss  of  lives,  of  money,  and  of  land.

Sir,  Foreign  Office^  February  19,  1886. 

THE  German  Ambassador  called  on  me  to-day  to  speak  about  some  pending 
Colonial  questions. 

His  Excellency  called  my  attention  to  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  Samoan  or 
Navigator's  Islands. 

I  said  that,  as  regards  Samoa,  I  should  send  him  in  a  few  days,  in  a  perfectly 
friendly  spirit,  a  statement  of  the  occurrences  which  had  recently  taken  place  there, 
and  which  had  given  rise  to  some  excitement. 

His  Excellency  remarked  that  it  seemed  hardly  possible  that  the  existing 
arrangement  could  continue,  that  it  would  always  produce  friction,  and  that,  of 
course,  it  would  be  infinitely  better  for  every  one  concerned  if  these  islands  could  be 
brought  under  the  control  of  a  single  Power. 

I  replied  that  Great  Britain  and  Germany  were  not  the  only  two  Powers 
concerned,  and  that  I  was  not  in  a  position  to  discuss  the  question 'of  a  modification 
of  the  arrangements  existing  in  Samoa.

Consul  Powell  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — {Received  March  1 2.) 

(Extract.)  Samoa,  February  3,  1886. 

ON  the  26th  January  I  paid  a  visit  to  the  rebel  Chief  Tamasese,  to  obtain  from 
him  an  assurance  that  he  would  not  allow  any  of  his  party  or  himself  to  make  any  act 
of  war  or  disturbance  in  these  islands  which  might  lead  to  war.  In  reply,  I  received 
his  solemn  promise  that  he  would  use  to  the  utmost  his  authority  to  prevent  a  war. 

On  the  same  day  I  called  on  Dr.  Stuebel,  and  offered  my  services  as  Representa- 
tive of  a  friendly  Power,  as  well  as  one  having  cordial  relations  with  King  Malietoa 
and  his  Government,  to  arrange  for  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  difficulties  between 
himself  and  Malietoa,  in  order  that  these  troubles  may  be  ended  and  affairs  return  to 
the  status  quo  ante.  I  informed  him  that  I  had  had  no  communication  whatever  with 
Malietoa  on  this  subject,  and  it  was  my  earnest  wish  to  prove  my  friendship  and  good 
intentions  only  that  had  led  me  to  make  this  offer.  I  further  added  that  I  should  be 
happy  to  do  anything  that  would  bring  about  the  desired  result,  provided  that  it  was 
in  noway  prejudicial  to  British  interests  in  Samoa. 

He  replied  that  he  could  not  accept  the  negotiations  of  any  third  party  in  the 
present  state  of  affairs,  as  the  matter  had  passed  from  his  handis  into  those  of  his 
Government.  I  reminded  him  that  the  rupture  had  taken  place  here,  and  therefore 
it  should  be  possible  to  be  remedied  here ;  Dr.  Stuebel  refused  to  accept  my  intervention 
in  any  way  whatever.

My  Lord,  Berlin,  April  23, 1886. 

COUNT  BISMARCK  spoke  to  me  to-day  about  your  Lordship's  proposal  to 
institute  an  inquiry  at  Samoa  by  the.  Commanders  of  a  British  and  German  man- 
of-war. 

He  said  that  he  thought  it  would  be  much  more  advisable  to  charge  civilians  with 
the  inquiry,  and  he  suggested  Mr.  Thurston  and  M.  Travers,  the  German  Consul- 
General  at  Sydney. 

He  said  that  the  negotiations  which  had  passed  between  Mr.  Thurston  and 
Dr.  Krauel  in  London  had  impressed  the  latter  with  great  respect  for  Mr.  Thurston's 
impartial  character  and  great  knowledge  of  local  questions,  and  that,  on  the  other 
hand,  M.  Travers  in  all  his  transactions  when  Consul-General  at  Zanzibar  had  gained 
the  good-will  of  the  Sultan  and  of  Sir  John  Kirk,  and  was  one  of  the  most  conciliatory 
and  able  men  in  the  German  Consular  Service.  Count  Bismarck  urged  very  truly 
that  naval  Commanders  could  but  take  the  evidence  of  persons  on  the  spot,  such  as 
Consuls  and  traders,  and  as  the  accounts  of  these  at  Samoa  seemed  to  vary  entirely 
according  to  their  nationality,  the  task  of  arriving  at  an  understanding  without  a 
previous  knowledge  of  the  situation,  and  a  mind  accustomed  to  other  than  naval 
training,  would  be  a  very  difficult  task. 

If,  however,  your  Lordship  could  not  consent  to  send  civilians,  he  must  ask  that 
the  ships  to  be  sent  should  be  of  equal  size,  and  the  Commanders  of  equal  rank. 

Also,  he  deemed  it  to  be  essential  that  the  persons  to  make  the  inquiry  should 
receive  beforehand  instructions  to  be  concerted  between  the  two  Governments,  giving 
the  points  which  they  were  to  inquire  inta  and  the  steps  they  were  to  take.  Eor 
instance,  the  British  and  German  authorities  gave  a  totally  different  account  of  the 
relative  power  and  influence  of  Malietoa  and  Tamasese.  The  two  Kings  might  be 
made  to  summon  the  Chiefs  who  obeyed  them,  and,  in  this  way,  the  Commissioners 
might  solve  the  point. 

Count  Bismarck  said  that  he  had  written  to  Count  Hatzf eldt  on  the  subject.

(Translation.)  Berlin,  April  25, 1886. 

THE  Undersigned  has  the  honour,  in  reply  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty*s 
Amhassador*8  note  of  the  21st  instant,  to  state  that  the  Imperial  Government  is 
ready  to  make,  in  concert  with  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Grovemment,  a  fresh  attempt 
to  re-estahlish  order  in  the  Samoan  Islands. 

In  view  of  the  disunion  between  the  Consiils  there,  and  of  their  contradictory 
reports,  the  Imperial  Government  also  consider  it  of  importance  to  institute,  in  the 
first  instance,  an  impartial  inquiry  on  the  spot  into  the  state  of  affairs  by  means  of 
other  organs. 

The  Imperial  Government  are,  however,  of  opinion  that  for  such  a  task  as  this, 
being  essentially  of  a  political  nature.  Commanders  of  a  man-of-war  would  not  be  so 
suitaole  as  Special  Commissioners  belonging  to  the  Service  of  Foreign  Affairs,  and 
possessed  of  experience  in  international  negotiations.  For  this  reason,  they  had 
selected  for  the  Mission  to  Apia  M.  Travers,  His  Imperial  Majesty's  Consul-General 
in  Australia. 

Should,  however.  Her  Britannic  Majesty*s  Government  hold  firm  to  their  jMroposal 
for  an  inquiry  by  a  Commission  of  Naval  Officers,  it  would  be  desirable  to  come  to 
an  understanding  to  send  German  and  English  ships  of  a  similar  class,  and  with 
Commanders  of  equal  rank. 

It  would  also  appear  to  be  imperative,  in  the  interests  of  a  successful  termination 
of  the  task  to  be  confided  to  the  Commissioners,  that  the  two  Governments  should 
agree  beforehand  as  to  the  instructions  to  be  furnished  to  them  in  common,  and  that 
the  individual  points  to  which  the  inquiry  is  to  refer  should  be  clearly  specified. 

The  view  of  the  Imperial  Government  in  this  respect  is  that  the  first  point  to  be 
dealt  with  is  the  removal  of  the  inconveniences  ("  Uebelstande ")  caused  by  the 
weakness  and  untrustworthiness  of  King  Malietoa,  and  by  the  disputes  of  the  Samoan 
Pretenders  to  the  Crown;  next  the  reorganization  of  the  existing  arrangements  for 
the  security  of  foreigners ;  and,  finally,  the  issue  of  strict  instructions  to  the  Consuls 
to  support  each  other  mutually  in  maintaining  order,  and  in  preventing,  by  common 
action,  its  disturbance  by  foreign  agitation.

THE  German  Ambassador  read  me  to-day  the  substance  of  a  long  communication 
on  Samoan  affairs,  which  dealt  with  the  alleged  declaration  of  a  Protectorate  by  the 
United  States'  Consul,  the  hoisting  of  the  American  flag  over  the  Samoan  flag,  and  the 
saluting  by  Her  Majesty's  ship  of  the  Samoan  flag.  The  despatch  further  went  on  to 
say  it  would  be  excee<fingly  advisable  that  Mr.  Thurston  and  the  German  Commis- 
sioner should  receive  their  instructions  and  proceed  to  the  spot  as  soon  as  possible.  It 
also  indicated  that  disturbances  were  to  be  apprehended  owing  to  the  action  of 
the  American  Consul,  and  that,  in  that  case,  the  Imperial  Government  would  be 
glad  if  instructions  were  given  to  the  Commander  of  Her  Majesty's  ship  to  protect 
German  subjects ;  otherwise  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  German  squadron  to  return 
to  Apia,  which  could  only  increase  the  state  of  tension.  I  replied  to  his  Excellency 
that,  with  regard  to  these  events,  I  had  absolutely  no  information  except  that  which 
appeared  in  the  newspapers,  and  a  telegram  from  the  United  States'  Government 
disavowing  the  action  of  their  Consul.  With  respect  to  the  saluting  of  the  Samoan 
flag  by  Her  Majesty's  ship,  therefore,  no  tidings  had  reached  me,  nor  had  I  even 
observed  this  circumstanoe  m  the  newspaper  accounts.    I  was  pressing  forT^ard  at  this 
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moment  the  mission  of  Mr.  Thurston,  but  the  remoteness  of  Piji  rendered  communica- 
tion somewhat  difficult.  I  would  further  cause  instructions  to  be  sent  to  the  Captain 
of  Her  Majesty's  ship  at  Apia  to  remain  there  for  the  present,  and  do  what  was 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  German  subjects.

I  INEORMED  the  German  Ambassador  to-day  that  I  had  asked  the  Admiralty 
to  instruct  the  Captain  of  Her  Majesty's  ship  at  Apia  to  protect  German  subjects  in 
case  of  disturbance,  if  the  German  Consul  should  appeal  to  him.  I  had  added  these 
words,  because  I  did  not  think  it  would  be  possible  for  our  naval  officer  to  act  for  such 
a  purpose  without  a  request  from  the  German  Consul.  The  Joint  Commission  could 
not,  from  the  nature  of  things,  proceed  to  Samoa  for  some  time.  Instructions  on,  at 
auy  mte,  parallel  lines  would  have  to  be  framed  by  the  German  and  British  Govern- 
ments, and  these  would  take  six  weeks  to  reach  the  German  Commissioner  at  Sydney, 
and  seven  weeks  to  reach  the  British  Commissioner  at  Fiji.

My  dear  Sir  Lionel,  Department  of  State,  Washington,  June  1,  1886. 

B/EPLYING  to  your  note  of  this  date,  with  copy  of  Lord  Rosebery's  telegram,  I 
inclose  a  copy  of  the  only  Report  (a  telegram)  I  have  of  tlie  situation  at  Samoa. 

I  have  suggested  immediate  communication  by  my  colleague  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  with  the  Commander  of  the  United  States'  ship  "  Mohican,"  in  order  to  obtain  a 
reliable  Report  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  this  will  be  attoaded  to.  Our  nearest 
approach  by  telegraph  to  Samoa  will  be  vi6»  Auckland,  New  Zealand,  and  a  voyage 
thence  to  Samoa  will  occupy  about  nine  days. 

The  action  of  Consul  Greenebaum  is  wholly  unexpected  and  unauthorized  by  this 
Government,  and  it  is  no  more  the  intent  or  wish  of  the  United  States  to  set  up  or 
grant  to  Malietoa  a  Protectorate  than  to  see  any  other  nation  in  such  exclusive  control 
in  those  islands. 

The  only  result  of  Consul  Greenebaum's  action  will  be  to  stimulate  the  ihree 
Powers  into  a  more  active  accord  in  arranging,  through  their  Consular  Representatives, 
an  Agreement  by  which  peace  and  good  order,  with  security  to  property  and  person, 
can  be  assured,  and  factious  violence  rebuked  and  subdued.

THE  German  AmbasBador  informed  me  to-day  that  he  had  received  from  Berlin  a 
copy  of  a  telegram^  dated  the  29th  May,  from  Samoa,  giving  a  bad  account  of  matters 
there,  and  stating  that  the  island  appeared  to  be  on  the  verge  of  a  civil  war. 

In  consequence  of  my  assurance  that  the  British  ship  would  protect  Grerman 
subjects  at  Apia  on  the  application  of  the  German  Consul,  the  question  did  not,  in 
Prince  Bismarck's  opinion,  preserve  its  former  acute  condition.  He  was  therefore 
inclined  to  adhere  to  the  proposed  inquiry  by  Messrs.  Thurston  and  Travers  on  the 
spot,  and  ask  the  American  Government  also  to  send  a  Commissioner.  These  officials 
would  then  be  able  to  collect  information,  both  as  to  the  existing  state  of  things  and 
as  to  past  occu  rences.     Count  Hatzfeldt  asked  if  I  had  any  objection  to  this  proposal. 

I  replied  that  I  naturally  could  only  welcome  the  proposition,  for  it  was  one  that 
I  had  myself  made  some  weeks  ago. 

His  Excellency  appeared  to  think  that  it  would  be  desirable  that  Messrs.  Thurston 
and  Travers  should  exchange  views,  confidentially,  with  regard  to  their  course  in  the 
matter.

Consul  Powell  to  the  Earl  of  Rosebery. — (Received  July  1.) 

(Extract.)  Samoa,  May  28, 1886. 

I  HAVE,  with  the  greatest  respect,  the  honour  to  report  that  a  German  fleet  of 
three  ships,  under  Rear- Admiral  Knorr,  arrived  here  on  the  28th  April:  the 
•*  Bismarck,"  carrying  the  flag  of  Admiral  Knorr  and  Captain  Kiihn,  the  "  Gneisenau," 
Captain  Valois,  and  the  "  Olga,"  Captain  Bendemann. 

On  the  16th  May,  as  the  German  fleet  were  leaving.  Her  Majesty's  ship 
" Diamond"  arrived.  The  United  States*  Consul  now  took  upon  himself  to  hoist  the 
Samoan  flag  under  that  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  assumed  the  protection 
of  these  islands,  stating  that  it  was  at  the  earnest  request  of  Eling  Malietoa.  This 
called  forth  a  violent  protest  from  Dr.  Stuebel. 

On  the  20th  May  the  United  States'  ship  of  war  "  Mohican  "  arrived  (Captain  Day). 
Matters  were  daily  growing  worse. 

On  the  25th  May  a  meeting  was  held  at  this  Consulate,  at  which  the  two  Captains 
of  the  men-of-war,  the  United  States'  Consul,  and  myself  were  present. 

At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  that  the  United  States'  war-ship  ''  Mohican,"  with 
the  United  States'  Consul  and  myself  on  board,  should  proceed  to  Seuleumoega, 
endeavour  to  see  Tamasese,  and  obtain  from  him  and  the  Chiefs  of  Aana  (in  rebellion) 
a  written  Agreement  of  Peace.  In  this,  however,  we  failed.  After  waiting  for  four 
hours  to  see  Tamasese,  he  came,  after  urgent  messages,  but  peremptorily  refused  to 
sign  any  paper. 

On  the  27th  May  a  meeting  was  held  on  board  the  United  States'  ship  of  war 
"  Mohican,"  in  order  to  agree  to  a  Proclamation  to  the  people  of  Samoa,  in  which 
it  was  set  forth  that  Dr.  Stuebel,  equally  with  the  other  Consuls,  did  not  recognize 
Tamasese.  At  this  time  the  two  armies  were  facing  each  other,  and  hostilities  were 
expected  to  begin  at  any  moment.  During  the  night  I  was  waited  on  by  two  B^^man 
Catholic  priests,  who  entreated  me  again  to  see  Malietoa  and  persuade  him  from 
fighting.  I  also  received  a  letter  from  Dr.  Stuebel  to  the  same  effect.  The  priests 
informed  me  that  Mr.  Greenebaum,  the  American  Consul,  was  indirectly  encouraging 
hostilities. 

I  therefore  again  visited  the  King  at  a  very  late  hour  and  found  that  he  was  about 
to  start  for  the  frontier  in  order  to  commence  the  fighting.  After  persuading  him  for 
two  hours,  he  consented  to  abstain  from  commencmg  hostilities,  his  chief  argument 
being  that  for  two  years  he  has  followed  the  advice  of  the  British  Consul  not  to  fight, 
and  each  year  the  rebellion  has  grown  in  dimensions  until  now,  they  having  received 
a  visit  and  recognition  from  Admiral  Knorr  and  Dr.  Stuebel,  he  could  no  longer  allow 
it  to  go  on,  but  wished  to  end  it  at  once.  I  then  called  upon  Dr.  Stuebel  and  told  him 
I  had  received  a  promise  from  King  Malietoa  to  refrain  from  beginning  hostilities,  but 
I  also  told  him  that  it  was  quite  useless  for  me  to  try  and  prevent  war  whilst  the 
German  flag  was  flying  and  the  King's  flag  unhoisted.  I  also  told  him  that  if  war  did 
take  place  I  should  consider  that  it  was  his  doing  entirely ;  that  this  attachment  had 
lasted  quite  l6ng  enough,  and  I  requested  him  to  remove  it  at  once  in  order  to  maintain 
peace. 
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I  am  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  to  your  Lordship  that  my  words  were 
listened  to,  and  this  morning  the  flag  of  Germany  was  lowered  and  the  attachment  of 
the  Municipality  removed. 

At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Government  House,  Captain  Clayton,  of  the  **  Diamond,*' 
Commander  Day,  of  the  United  States'  ship  of  war  "  Mohican,"  Mr.  B.  Greenebaum, 
United  States'  Consul,  and  myself  being  present  (Dr.  Stuebel,  German  Consul-General, 
having  excused  himself),  it  was  decided  that  I  should  request  Dr.  Stuebel  to  write  to 
the  rebels  telling  them  to  leave  their  forts  and  return  to  their  homes  in  peace,  the 
King  being  willing  to  give  them  five  days  to  carry  this  out ;  if  this  was  not  accomplished 
by  the  2nd  June,  war  would  follow. 

I  am,  however,  now  in  great  hopes  that  most  of  the  difficulties  in  Samoa  are 
ended,  and  that  matters  may  assume  a  more  prosperous  state,  both  politically  and 
commercially.

Proclamation  to  allay  such  fears,  and  to  bid  all  people  in  Samoa  to  be  quiet  and 
orderly,  and  to  go  to  their  own  villages  and  there  live  in  a  peaceful  and  orderly 
manner.

The  United  States  of  America  desire  that  happiness,  peace,  and  prosperity  mav  be 
enjoyed  by  Samoa,  and  trust  that  the  difficulties  hitherto  retarding  the  progress  of  these 
islands  will  soon  be  overcome,  and  that  by  reviving  commerce,  and  with  an  established 
Government,  the  great  natural  resources  of  this  kingdom  may  be  peaceably  developed, 
so  that  the  welfare  both  of  individuals  and  the  community  may  be  secured.

It  is  well  known  by  all  Samoa  that  negotiations  are  at  present  being  carried  on 
between  the  three  Great  Powers  with  a  view  to  bringing  about  that  which  will  conduce 
to  the  prosperity  of  Samoa.  The  negotiations  are  not  yet  complete.  Por  this  cause 
German  ships  of  war  have  left  Samoa  without  inquiring  into  the  transgressions  of 
Treaties  and  other  violations  of  law  recently  committed  by  Malietoa.  But  these  have 
been  made  known  to  the  Government  of  Germany,  in  consequence  of  which  the 
German  flajj  has  been  kept  flying  at  Mulinuu.  On  this  account  nothing  done  by 
Malietoa  during  recent  days  is  of  any  value  whatever.  It  is  quite  impossible  that 
protection  can  be  extended  over  the  Government  of  Samoa  by  the  American  Consul 
before  such  instructions  have  been  received  from  his  own  Government.  Hence  the 
hoisting  of  the  American  flag  over  the  flag  of  the  Government  in  Apia  is  of  no  value 
whatever.  I  emphatically  protest  against  that  act,  and  I  exhort  all  Samoa  to  place 
no  reliance  upon  it.  It  is  of  no  value  whatever,  for  they  are  committing  acts  which 
will  cause  serious  trouble,  since  Samoa  alone  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  conse- 
quence of  such  acts.

ON  the  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  despatch  of  yesterday  I  lost  no  time  in 
inquiring  from  the  Secretary  of  State  how  soon  the  United  States*  Commissioner  may 
be  expected  to  arrive  at  Samoa  to  take  part  in  the  joint  inquiry  that  has  been  agreed 
upon,  and  what  are  the  proposed  bases  of  inquiry. 

In  reply,  Mr.  Bayard  informed  me  that  he  hopes  to  be  able  to  send  an  Agent 
to  represent  the  United  States  in  the  inquiry  to  bo  conducted  at  Samoa  by  the 
United  States  jointly  with  Great  Britain  and  Germany  by  the  steamer  leaving  San 
Francisco  on  the  31st  instant,  which  would  be  due  at  Apia  about  three  weeks 
after  that  date. 

He  understands  **  the  proposed  bases  of  inquiry  '*  to  be  a  thorough  examination 
into  the  condition  of  the  group,  and  the  causes  of  tho  recent  disorders  and  discontent 
there,  with  a  view  to  finding  a  permanent  remedy ;  a  Report  to  be  drawn  up  by  each 
Commissioner  for  his  respective  Government ;  and  a  status  of  neutrality  to  be  main- 
tained by  the  joint  counsel  and  influence  of  the  three  Powers,  excluding  annexation  or 
predominance  by  any  one  Power,  and  promoting  the  autonomy  and  peaceful  government 
of  the  group  by  the  native  authority. 

Mr.  Bayard  further  observed  that  the  selection  of  new  Agents  will  avoid  aU  former

WITH  reference  to  your  Lordship's  despatch  of  yesterday's  date,  the  substance 
of  which  I  at  once  communicated  to  the  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
I  have  the  honour  to  state  that  Count  Berchem  has  expressed  to  me  an  earnest  hope 
that  it  may  be  still  found  possible  to  send  instructions  by  telegraph  to  Mr.  Thurston 
to  proceed  at  once  to  Apia,  where  fuller  instructions  might  meet  him,  sent  there  direct 
instead  of  to  Eiji. 

He  said  that  M.  Travers'  fuller  instructions  would  leave  Queenstown  on  the  16th 
and  San  Erancisco  on  the  30th  instant. 

In  regard  to  the  base  of  the  proposed  inquiry,  I  understand  from  him  that  the 
German  Government  agreed  generally  with  the  view  taken  by  the  Government  of  the 
United  States.  He  did  not,  however,  see  the  necessity  of  the  three  Commissioners 
being  provided  with  joint  instructions,  as  they  would  have  to  make  independent  inquiry 
for  their  respective  Governments,  not  only  into  the  causes  of  the  recent  disorders,  but 
also  the  present  state  of  affairs  in  the  Samoa  group. 

He  said  that,  as  M.  Travers  was  directed  to  communicate  freely  and  frankly  with 
Mr.  Thurston  on  the  subject,  it  would,  he  thought,  be  very  undesirable  to  delay  the 
arrival  of  that  gentleman  at  Apia  so  long  after  that  of  his  German  colleague.

Lord  Rosebery  is  of  opinion  that,  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  it  is 
desirable  that  i\Ir.  Thurston  should  be  instructed  to  proceed  forthwith  to  Apia  to  meet 
the  German  Commissioner,  and,  if  Earl  Granville  concurs  in  this  view,  I  am  to 
suggest  that  arrangements  should  be  made  to  enable  Mr.  Thurston  to  proceed  at  once 
to  Samoa,  and  that  a  letter  should  be  addressed  to  the  Admiralty  requesting  the 
dispatch  of  a  man-of-war  to  Fiji  to  convey  him  to  the  Navigator's  Islands. 

I  am  at  the  same  time  to  inclose  a  telegram  from  Lord  Rosebery  to  Mr.  Thurston, 
with  instructions  for  his  guidance. 

It  will  be  observed  that  they  are  based  upon  the  American  view  of  what  the  basis 
of  the  proposed  Samoan  inquiry  should  be,  in  which  view  the  German  Government  are 
understood  to  agree  generally,  and,  if  the  terms  of  the  telegram  meet  with  Earl 
Granville's  approval,  I  am  to  request  that  it  may  be  at  once  forwarded  to  its  destina- 
tion in  the  usual  manner  through  the  Governor  of  New  Zealand.

Thorough  examination  into  the  condition  of  the  group  and  the  cause  of  the  late 
disorders,  with  a  view  to  finding  a  permanent  remedy ;  a  Report  to  be  made  by  each 
Conmiissioner  to  his  Government ;  and  a  status  of  neutrality  to  be  maintained  by  the 
joint  influence  of  the  three  Powers,  excluding  annexation  or  individual  predominance, 
and  promoting  the  autonomy  and  peaceful  government  of  the  group  by  the  native 
authority. 

You  are  appointed  British  Commissioner  with  approval  of  Colonial  Office,  and 
ship  of  war  will  be  sent  to  convey  you  to  Samoa  at  once. 

German  Commissioner,  M.  Travers,  leaves  Sydney  on  15th  instant,  and  will  be 
due  at  Apia  vift,  Auckland  about  27th,  He  is  instructed  to  communicate  freely  and 
frankly  with  you. 

United  States'  Commissioner  will  probably  leave  San  Prancisco  on  31st  instant, 
and  arrive  three  weeks  later.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Eavl  of  Rosebeiy  to  request  that  you  will  state  to  Her 
Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  that  Baron  von  Plessen  called  at  this 
Office  on  the  16th  instant,  and  made  a  verbal  communication  to  the  following  effect  on 
behalf  of  the  German  Ambassador. 

The  German  Government  is  of  opinion  that  it  will  be  sufficient  for  each  Govern- 
ment to  instruct  its  Commissioner  to  inquire  into  the  causes  of  the  unsatisfactory  state 
of  affairs  in  Samoa,  and  to  elucidate  the  contradictory  Reports  sent  home  by  the 
Consuls  regarding  recent  events. 

The  German  Government  do  not  contemplate  that  the  Commissioners  should 
meet  for  the  purpose  of  holding  joint  sittings  and  the  elaboration  of  a  joint  Report ; 
on  the  contrary,  they  propose  that  each  Commissioner  should  undertake  the 
examination  of  the  situation  by  himself,  and  report  separately  to  his  own  Govern- 
ment. 

The  action  of  the  Commissioners  need  not  therefore  be  deferred  with  a  view  to 
arrive  at  a  preliminary  understanding  as  to  joint  instructions  and  the  settlement  of 
questions  of  detail. 

On  these  grounds  the  Imperial  Government  sees  no  reason  to  postpone  the 
departure  of  their  Commissioner  for  Apia,  or  to  keep  back  the  instructions  already 
prepared  for  him.

I  HAVE,  with  the  greatest  respect,  the  honour  to  report  that,  since  my  despatch 
of  tiie  28th  May  last,  affairs  here  have,  I'  am  glad  to  say,  assimied  a  more  peaceable 
aspect. 
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After  considerable  correspondence  with  Dr.  Stuebel,  it  was  arranged  that  a  meeting 
should  take  place  between  Delegates  from  the  King  and  Tamasese,  on  board  the 
United  States*  ship  of  war  "  Mohican." 

I  inclose  copy  of  the  Agreement  arrived  at. 

I  do  not  consider  that  this  is  by  any  means  a  satisfactory  Agreement ;  but,  having 
regard  to  the  conflicting  political  interests,  I  think  it  was,  perhaps,  the  best  result  that 
could  be  hoped  for  at  present. 

The  United  States'  Consul  is  for  allowing  war  to  take  its  course.  The  German 
Consul  is  averse  to  conceding  any  of  the  power  assumed  by  Tamasese. 

It  is  diflGlcult  to  see  how,  with  two  parties  so  bitterly  opposed  to  each  other,  war  is 
to  be  prevented,  unless  some  step  is  taken  by  the  Treaty  Powers  to  uphold  Malietoa 
and  establish  him  with  a  strong  Government,  in  which,  I  believe,  it  will  be  found 
necessary  to  include  the  three  Consuls.

The  Earl  of  Rosebery  to  Mr.  Thurston. 

(Extract.)  Foreign  Office,  July  28,  1886. 

I  INFORMED  you,  hy  telejS^aph,  on  the  17th  instant,  that  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment and  the  Governments  of  Germany  and  the  United  States  had  agreed  to  send 
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Commissioners  to  Samoa  to  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the  state  of  affairs  in  the 
Navigators'  Islands. 

I  added  that  the  following  would  be  the  general  basis  of  the  inquiry  : — 

Thorough  examination  into  the  condition  of  the  Samoan  group  of  islands  and  the 
causes  of  the  late  disorders,  with  a  view  to  finding  a  permanent  remedy ;  a  Report  to 
be  made  by  each  Commissioner  to  his  own  Government,  and  a  status  of  neutrality  to 
be  maintamed  by  the  joint  influence  of  the  three  Treaty  Powers,  excluding  annexation 
or  individual  predominance,  and  promoting  the  autonomy  and  peaceful  government  of 
the  group  by  the  native  authority. 

You  are,  however,  so  well  acquainted  with  the  past  and  present  state  of  affairs  in 
the  Navigators'  Islands  that  it  is  not  necessary  that  I  should  furnish  you  with  minutely 
detailed  instructions. 

The  German  Commissioner,  M.  Travers,  has  been  directed  to  communicate  freely 
and  frankly  with  you,  and  it  is  my  wish  that  you  should  meet  him  in  the  same  spirit, 
as  also  your  American  colleague,  Mr.  George  Bates,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  who  will 
leave  San  Francisco  on  the  31st  instant. 

In  drawing  up  your  recommendations  and  Report,  you  should  specially  bear  in 
mind  that  any  scheme  for  the  future  administration  of  the  islands  should  be  framed 
with  a  view  to  permanency,  and  should  provide  for  a  just  recognition  of  all  interests, 
both  native  and  foreign. 

With  this  view,  it  would  appear  desirable  that  an  endeavour  should  be  made  to 
provide  for  the  settlement  of  all  land  claims. 

It  is  probable  that  it  will  be  unnecessary  for  the  Commissioners  to  make  any 
prolonged  stay  in  Samoa,  but  before  separating  from  your  colleagues  you  will  not  fail 
to  concert  with  them  for  the  establishment  of  arrangements  calculated  to  insure  peace 
and  good  order  pending  the  consideration  of  the  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  by  their 
respective  Governments.

WITH  reference  to  my  despatch  of  the  12th  instant,*  I  have  the  honour  to 
transmit  herewith  to  your  Lordship  copy  of  a  note  which  I  have  received  from  the 
United  States'  Government  announcing  the  appointment  of  Mr.  George  H.  Bates 
as  United  States'  Commissioner,  to  take  part  conjointly  with  the  Representatives  of 
Great  Britain  and  Germany  in  the  inquiry  to  be  held  at  Samoa  into  the  affairs  of 
that  group. 

In  the  course  of  an  interview  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  Mr.  Bayard  informed 
me  that  when  the  proposal  of  the  joint  inquiry  was  first  made  his  idea  had  been  to 
depute  one  of  the  United  States'  Consuls  in  Australia  as  United  States'  Commissioner, 
but  owing  to  the  fact  of  his  being  personally  unacquainted  with  any  of  them,  although 
he  had  great  respect  for  them  as  forming  a  very  valuable  and  eflBicient  Consular  Staif, 
he  had  eventually  preferred  selecting  a  man  with  whom  he  was  personally  acquainted, 
and  in  whom  he  could  place  implicit  confidence,  not  so  much  as  an  agent  skilled  in 
diplomacy,  but  as  a  sensible,  plain-dealing,  and  outspoken  man,  and  that  he  is  perfectly 
confident  that  Mr.  Bates  is  one  who  thoroughly  answers  this  description,  and  one  to 
whom,  in  case  of  necessity,  the  interests  of  Great  Britain  and  Germany  could  be 
intrusted  without  detriment  to  either  nation. 

I  have  naade  inquiries  from  other  sources,  and  I  hear  that  Mr.  Bates  is  a 
prominent  lawyer  and  a  very  intimate  friend  of  Mr.  Bayard,  both  of  them  being 
inhabitants  of  Wilmington,  in  the  State  of  Delaware.  He  has  never  taken  any  public 
part  in  politics  in  this  country,  nor  has  he  previously  held  any  Diplomatic  or  Consular 
post.    He  is  said  to  be  a  very  able  and,  at  the  same  time,  a  very  agreeable  man.

for  their  joint  consideration,  but  he  made  the  suggestion  that,  when  the  affairs  of  the 
group  should  have  been  reduced  to  quiet  and  order,  it  might  be  convenient  that  the 
Agents  of  the  three  Governments  should,  each  of  them  in  rotation,  act  as  Resident  for 
a  certain  number  of  months  in  each  year.  I  presume  that  it  was  with  this  idea  that  he 
alluded  to  the  possibility  of  the  necessity  arising  for  intrusting  to  Mr.  Bates  the 
interests  of  Great  Britain  and  Germany,  as  I  had  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordship 
in  my  above-mentioned  despatch.

(Prom  our  Eegular  Correspondent.) 

Wtishington,  August  19, 1886, 
A  FEW  weeks  ago  Mr.  Bates,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  was  appointed  hf 
Secretary  Bayard  as  a  Special  Agent  of  the  State  Department  to  proceed  to  the 
Samoan  Island*  «nd  endeavour  to  restore  the  character  of  the  Consulate  to  its  former 
position  of  njeutcal  rdations  with  the  Samoan  Chiefs.  Yesterday  Mr.  Greenebaum,  of 
San  Francisco,  who  has  been  the  Consul  there  for  some  tiiire,  wrived  iB  Wa^iiigton, 
as  it  now  appears,  under  the  orders  of  the  State  Department,  to  expkin,  if  possible, 
the  allegations  made  against  him  of  having  ignored  his  instruction  not  to  take  part  in 
any  local  strife  which  was  known  to  exist  among  the  hostile  Chiefe  on  that  island. 
He  left  to-day  for  San  Francisco,  and  will  not,  it  is  said,  return  to  Samoa,  his  eSplaaa- 
tion  not  being  satisfactory  to  the  Secretary,  It  is  alleged  that,  almost  immediately 
after  arriving  at  Samoa,  he  began  to  take  sides  with  one  of  the  factions,  and  carried 
his  interference  so  far  as  to  provx)k6  the  opposition  of  Consuls  of  other  nations.  He 
will  be  permitted  to  resign,  and  his  resignation  is  expected  to  be  forwarded  on  his 
arrival  in  San  Francisco.

Sir,  "  Diamond  J  ^  at  Apia,  Samoa,  July  7, 1886. 

I  BEG  to  report  that  on  my  arrival  at  Apia  on  the  29th  June  I  found  an  Agree- 
ment had  been  come  to,  signed  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  Malietoa  and  Tamasese  parties,  a 
copy  of  which  is  inclosed.* 

This  probably  insures  peace  for  a  short  time,  but  it  is  a  very  weak  document  on 
Malietoa*s  side,  as  he  acknowledges  a  second  party  in  the  country,  and  I  do  not  think 
it  will  be  of  any  lasting  advantage. 

2.  I  ioformed  the  6erman  Consul-General  that  I  was  empowered  to  offer  protection 
to  German  subjects. if  he  requested  it.  He  replied  that,  as  everything  was  quiet,  he 
did  not  think  there  was  any  probability  of  protection  being  required  at  present. 

3.  Tamasese  still  remains  about  30  miles  from  Apia. 

Reports  say  that  he  is  strengthening  his  forts,  but  they  require  confirmation. 

4.  King  Malietoa's  flag  is  still  flying  under  the  American  ensign. 

The  United  States'  sloop  '^  Mohican  "  is  expected  to  return  in  about  a  month,  and 
a  German  man-of-war  will  probably  be  here  about  the  same  time.

I  HAVE,  with  the  greatest  respect,  the  honour  to  report  that  Her  Majesty*s  ship 
*'  Miranda  *'  arrived  here  on  the  24th  ultimo,  having  on  board  the  Honourable  J.  B. 
Thurston,  Her  Majesty's  Commissioner  for  Samoa,  the  Commissioners  for  the  United 
States  and  for  Germany  having  already  arrived  by  the  two  previous  mail-steamers. 

Joint  action  on  the  part  of  the  three  Commissioners  was  found  to  be  impossible, 
owing  to  the  instructions  received  by  the  Imperial  German  Commissioner,  who  was 
informed  that  he  was  not  to  take  joint  action,  but  to  report  separately  to  his 
Government. 

Mr.  Thurston  returned  to  Fiji  on  board  the  "  Miranda  **  on  the  5th  September. 

The  United  States'  Commissioner  leaves  this  on  Saturday,  the  18th  instant. 

With  reference  to  the  movement§  of  the  Imperial  Gt^rman  Commissioner  I  have 
no  information.

(Extract.)  Samoa,  September  18, 1886. 

I  HAVE,  with  the  greatest  respect,  the  honour  to  report  that  the  American  flag 
which  Mr.  Greenebaum,  the  United  States'  Consul,  caused  to  be  hoisted  over  that  of 
Samoa,  in  order  (as  he  stated)  to  show  the  protection  afforded  by  the  United  States  to 
King  Malietoa,  in  accordance  with  Article  V  of  the  American-Samoan  Treaty,  was 
lowered  by  the  orders  of  the  United  States*  Commissioner,  Mr.  G.  H.  Bates,  on  his 
arrival,  without  any  official  communication  having  been  addressed  to  this  Consulate.* 

I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  translation  of  a  Proclamation,  or  letter,  presented  at 
this  Office  by  M.  Sonnenschein,  the  Acting  German  Consul,  which  he  stated  had  been 
issued  by  the  orders  or  with  the  sanction  of  King  Malietoa  and  his  Government, 
being  a  gross  insult  to  Germany ;  at  the  same  time,  he  requested  me  to  co-operate  in 
making  a  counter-Proclamation. 

On  perusal  of  the  document  handed  in,  I  felt  convinced  that  it  did  not  emanate 
from  Malietoa  or  his  Government.  I  therefore  told  M.  Sonnenschein  that  I  should 
be  willing  to  join  In'^  in  issuing  a  Proclamation  provided  I  could  feel  assured  that  the 
document  in  question  really  came  from,  or  was  by  the  order  of,  Malietoa  or  any  of  his 
Government. 

On  my  visiting  His  Majesty  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  origin  of  this  Procla- 
mation, Malietoa  and  his  principal  members  of  Government  earnestly  protested  that 
such  a  document  had  never  been  made  by  their  order,  and  that  they  felt  sure  that  it 
was  a  scheme  of  the  King's  enemies  to  occasion  a  cause  of  quarrel. 

I  then  replied  to  M.  Sonnenschein,  copy  of  which  letter  I  inclose.

Proclamation. 
(Translation.) 
Be  it  known  to  all  (P  men)  Samoans : 

WE,  the  Taimua  and  Paipule  of  the  Government  of  Malietoa,  out  of  love, 
inform  ail  Samoans^  in  order  to  stop  the  lies  which  say  that  there  is  no  more 
one  Government  and  one  Eling  in  Samoa ;  these  are,  namely,  the  lies  which  the 
former  German  Consul-General,  Dr.  Stuebel,  who  has  lately  run  away,  told  to  the 
Tumua. 

The  consultations  of  the  three  great  Governments  have  come  to  an  end.  There 
are  appointed  as  Commissioners  one  English  "Alii"  (High  Chiei),  one  American 
"Alii  (High  Chief),  and  one  German ;  they  will  come  now  together  to  Samoa  in  order 
to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Government  of  Malietoa,  and'after  they  have  all  arrived 
then  at  once  the  rebel  party,  which  is  now  assembled  in  Aana,  shall  be  brought  up 
to  Apia. 

These  words  we  would  have  kept  secret,  but  for  our  love  to  Samoa  and  all  this 
country,  we  write  them  now.

Sir,  Samoa,  September  2,  1886. 

IN  accordance  with  our  understanding  of  yesterday,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  I 
had  an  interview  with  Malietoa,  and  beg  to  state  that  he  most  emphatically  denies 
having  any  knowledge  whatever  of  the  document,  copy  of  which  you  handed  to  me,  or 
of  the  authority  by  which  it  was  produced. 

I  presume  that  the  paper  in  question  emanated  from  some  irresponsible  person 
trilling  to  do  Malietoa  an  injury. 

In  any  case,  however,  it  appears  to  me  that  before  Consular  action  is  either 
necessary  or  possible,  it  must  be  shown,  to  the  mutual  satisfaction  of  the  three  Consuls, 
that  the  document  in  question  really  was  by  the  consent  or  with  the  approval  of  His 
Majesty. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  continuous  issue  of  Proclamations  is  calculated  to 
weaken  their  effect  on  future  occasions,  when,  upon  a  sufficient  reason,  it  may  be 
deemed  advisable  by  the  three  Consuls  to  advance  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  this 
group  of  islands  by  such  notice. 

I  have  therefore  the  honour  to  suggest  that  we  should  refrain  from  the  Proclama- 
tion proposed  by  you  until  such  time  as  it  shall  become  apparent  from  whence  this 
document  in  reality  proceeds. 

We  should  then  be  in  a  better  position  to  determine  as  to  whether  it  would  be 
heeded  or  not.

WITH  reference  to  our  conversation  about  Samoa,  I  beg  to  inclose  herewith,  for 
your  confidential  information,  the  scheme  for  the  government  of  Samoa  as  confidentially 
commimicated  by  Mr.  Thurston  to  the  German  Commissioner,  M.  Travers.  The  plan 
for  forming  a  Native  Government  seems  very  complicated.  The  composition  of  a 
Foreign  Council,  consisting  of  three  English,  three  American,  and  three  German 
members,  would,  as  far  as  I  can  judge,  be  inadmissible  for  Germany.

Mr.  Thurston^s  Proposals. 

THE  Government  should  consist  of — 

(a.)  The  Native  Government,  for  the  administration  of  native  affairs  pure  and 
simple;  and 

(6.)  A  Council  for  the  control  of  affairs  within  and  about  the  port  of  ^ia, 
commonly  called  the  Neutral  Territory. 

The  form  of  Native  Government  is  sketched  in  the  Annex  (A). 

The  form  of  Council  for  the  control  of  mimicipal  aflGEiirs  is  sketched  in  the 
Annex  (B). 

The  administration  of  justice,  and  general  affairs  relating  to  foreigners,  to  be  left 
to  High  Commission  or  Consular  Courts,  or  to  a  Mixed  Court,  upon  the  general  plan 
of  the  Egyptian  International  Courts,  from  whence  all  processes  and  Decrees  issue  in 
the  name  of  the  Sovereign. 

The  first  proposal  appears  the  most  simple,  and  such  Courts  already  exist.  The 
foreign  population  of  Samoa  is  comprised  almost  exclusively  of  English  and  German 
subjects  and  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Arrangements  may  be  possible  whereby  all  non-native  persons  register  themselves 
as  under  the  jurisdiction  of  one  of  the  three  Consulates  now  established  in  Samoa. 


Annex  (A). 
The  Executive,  or  King^s  Council. 


1.  The  King's  Council  shall  consist  of — 

The  King  (whoever  he  is),  the  Vice-King,  and  one  Samoa  Chief,  to  be  elected 
annually  by  the  Samoan  Legislative  Assembly,  together  with  three  members  of  such 
Assembly,  nominated  by  the  United  States  of  America,  Germany,  and  Great  Britain, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 
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^.  The  long's  OoimcU  shall  haye  referred  to  it  all.  laws  passed  hy  the  Samoan 
Legislative  Assembly,  and,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  have  a  right  of  veto. 

The  King  in  Council  shall  not  assent  to  any  law  conflicting  with  the  jurisdiction 
of  any  High  Commission  or  Consular  Court  as  established  in  Samoa  by  either  of  the 
Treaty  Powers  aforesaid.  The  draft  of  all  laws  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Consular  Board 
as  soon  as  introduced  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  such  Board  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
communicate  their  individual  or  collective  views  thereupon  to  the  King  in  Council. 

3.  The  King's  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  initiate  legislation. 

Any  legislative  measure  proposed  by  the  King's  Council  shall  be  introduced  to  the 
Samoan  Legislative  Council  through  one  of  the  three  nominee  members  provided  for  in 
section  1  hereof. 

4.  The  King's  Council  shall  appoint  members  of  the  Lower  Council  or  Legislative 
Assembly,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  into  eflfect  the  laws  of 
Samoa.  Provided  also  that  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  a  German,  and  a  British 
subject  shall  hold  the  offices  of  Chief  Secretary,  Chief  Magistrate,  and  Secretary  of 
Lands  and  Finance,  as  severally  nominated  by  the  Treaty  Powers  before  mentipned  and 
appointed  by  the  King. 

The  executive  duties  of  the  Samoan  members  of  the  Council  shall  be  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  King  with  the  advice  of  the  Coxincil. 

The  judicial  and  executive  officers  provided  for  in  the  next  preceding  section  shall 
receive  such  salaries  as  may  be  voted  by  the  Council  under  a  permanent  Appropriation 
Act.  No  such  officer  to  be  dismissed  from  his  post  except  in  the  manner  to  be 
provided  for  by  law  (analogous  to  the  Colonial  Office  Rules). 

The  executive  officers  of  the  Samoan  Government  shall  have  their  offices  in  Apia, 

/Samoan  Legislative  4ssevibly. 

1.  The  Assembly  shall  meet  annually  in  the  month  of  ,  at 
Provided  always  that  the  King  in  Council  may  at  any  time  call  an  extraordinary 
meeting  of  the  Assembly. 

2.  The  Assembly  shall  consist  of  two  Chiefs  of  each  of  the  following  districts,  or 
as  may  be  hereafter  determined : — 

(1.)  Tuamasage, 
Atua, 
Itu-o-tane, 

Itu-o-fafine,  * 

Aana, 
TutuUa, 
Taasabbaga; 

and  one  Chief  from — 

Manono^ 
Malata, 
Lalatana ; 

(2.)  And  of  the  three  B/Cpresentatives,  hereinbefore  referred  to,  of  each  of  the 
three  Treaty  Powers.    The  Assembly  shall  be  elected  for  five  years. 

3.  The  Assembly,  at  its  first  meeting,  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Chairman, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  and  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

4.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  incapacity  of  the  Chairman,  the  Assembly  shall 
thereon,  before  proceeding  to  any  business,  elect  a  Chairman. 

6.  There  shall  be  a  Clerk  to  the  Assembly,  appointed  by  the  Assembly.  The 
Clerk  shall  be  a  salaried  officer. 

6.  All  legislative  measures  for  the  government  of  Samoan  affairs  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  the  Municipality  and  port  of  Apia  shall  emanate  from  the  Assembly. 
All  questions  whatsoever  submitted  to  the  Assembly  shall  be  proposed  and  decided 
upon  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Standing  Orders  of  the  Coimcil. 

7.  The  King,  with  the  advice  of  his  Council,  shall  have  the  right  of  veto;  but  if 
any  legislative  measure  (not  affecting  the  foreign  residents)  shall  have  passed  the 
liCgislativ^  Assembly  at  two  successive  annual  meetings,  such  matte?  shall  thereon  bo 
assented  to  by  the  King  and  become  law. 

8.  The  Chainnan  of  the  Council  shall  have  a  casting  as  well  as  deliberative  vote. 
9^  All  laws  shall  be  printed  in  Samoan,  and>  unless  containing  a  susp^iding 

Q^^^ise^  ^hajl  become  law  upon  being  oigued  by  the  King  in  Cowneilt 
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10.  The  Council,  at  its  first  meeting,  shall  pass  its  own  Standing  Orders,  which 
from  time  to  time  may  be  altered  or  repealed. 

11.  Every  law  shall  relate  to  one  subject.    No  two  subjects  shall  ever  be  included 
in  the  one  enactment. 


Annex  (B). 

Municipal  CoundL 

(The  boundaries  might  be  enlarged.) 

1.  The  Mimicipal  Coimcil  to  consist  of  nine  members,  of  whom  the  Consuls  of  the 
Treaty  Powers  each  appoint  three  without  reference  to  nationality  of  nominee. 

2.  All  Regulations  passed  by  the  Board  before  becoming  law  to  be  referred  to 
such  Consuls,  hereinafter  called  the  Consular  Board,  who  should  either  approve  and 
return  the  same,  or  suggest  such  amendments  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  a 
majority  of  such  Board. 

3.  Should  such  modifications  or  amendments  not  be  accepted  by  the  Council,  the 
Consular  Board  thereupon  to  appoint  a  day  (not  later  than  three  months  from  the 
date  of  such  appointment)  for  the  further  consideration  of  the  proposed  Ilegulation 
and  amendments.  Should  the  suggestions  of  the  Consular  Board  be  adopted,  such 
Begulation  thereupon  to  become  law.  Provided  always  that  any  Regulation  as 
originally  proposed  should  become  law  if  passed  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  the  full 
Council  at  any  subsequent  meeting,  and  provided,  further,  that  such  Ilegulation  did 
not  conflict  with  the  jurisdiction  of  the  High  Commission  or  Consular  Courts,  of  which 
the  Consular  Board  should  be  the  judges. 

The  Chief  Magistrate  of  Samoa  to  be  the  Magistrate  for  the  Municipality.  He 
should  have  jurisdiction  in  respect  of  all  breaches  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Municipal 
Council. 

The  Municipal  Magistrate  should  have  no  jurisdiction  over  any  subject  of  one  of 
the  Treaty  Powers,  or  over  any  person  or  property  under  their  protection  in  respect  of 
matters  provided  for  by  any  Act  or  Order  in  Council  heretofore  or  hereafter  to  be 
passed  under  Treaty  with  the  Samoan  Government,  establishing  Consular  or  other 
Courts  of  Judicature  in  the  Samoan  Islands.

The  Earl  of  Iddesleigh  to  Mr.  Thurston. 

(!relegraphic.)  Foreign  Office,  October  29, 1886, 

IT  was  decided  that  the  Consuls  of  Great  Britain  and  Germany  should  quit 
Samoa  at  the  same  time,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  Commissioners  arrived.  Leave 
of  absence  must  at  once  be  taken  by  Powell  if  he  has  given  you  all  the  information 
which  is  necessary  to  you.  You  should  direct  some  one  to  proceed  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  charge. 


No.  87. 
Record  of  Conversation  with  Dr.  Krauel. 

Dr.  Kb  ATTEL  called  this  morning,  and  began  the  conversation  by  saying  that 
the  chief  object  which  his  Government  had  in  view  was  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of 
past  jealousies  and  recriminations  between  the  foreign  Consuls,  which  rendered  good 
government,  and  its  results,  the  security  of  life  and  property  and  the  maintenance  of 
peace  and  order,  almost  impossible  in  Samoa. 

I  said  that  in  that  respect  I  thought  that  the  views  of  our  Governments  were  the 
same. 

Dr.  Krauel  then  proceeded  to  describe  two  alternative  schemes  for  the  future 
government  of  the  Navigators'  Islands,  on  which  he  expressed  his  earnest  hope  that 
Lord  Iddesleigh  would  be  able  to  express  an  opinion. 

I  observed  that  Mr.  Thurston's  Report  had  not  yet  been  received.  That  he  had 
been  charged  with  a  thorough  examination  into  the  causes  of  the  late  disorders  with 
the  view  ^f  finding  a  permanent  remedy,  and  I  pointed  out  the  diflSlculty  of  Lord 
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Iddesleigh  being  able  to  form  an  opinion  on  those  schemes  in  the  absence  of  the 
recommendations  of  our  Commissioner,  as  well  as  of  his  reasons  for  making  them. 

Dr.  Krauel  said  that  he  wished  to  avoid  entering  into  details  or  speaking  of 
disputed  facts,  to  which,  however,  he  sometimes  alluded  in  explanation  of  certain 
points  in  his  alternative  plans,  such  as  the  incapability  of  MaUetoa  to  govern  his 
people. 

That  assertion,  I  observed,  was  contested.  The  information  received  from  our 
Consul  was  to  the  contrary  effect,  that  Malietoa  could  easily  have  subdued  his  rival 
Tamasese,  and  was  only  restrained  from  using  force  on  the  earnest  advice  of  the  English 
Consul,  and  in  order  to  avoid  bloodshed.  Dr.  Krauel  replied  that  the  German  Consul 
had  represented  the  case  to  be  the  same  as  regards  Tamasese ;  that  his  Government  had 
no  affection  for  Tamasese,  and  if  a  native  King  were  set  up,  for  which  he  doubted 
whether  the  Samoans  cared  or  were  fit,  all  they  wished  for  was  a  strong  Ruler  who 
would  preserve  order  and  observe  Treaties. 

I  wrote  down  the  bases  of  the  schemes  which  Dr.  Krauel  said  he  was  instructed  to 
submit,  as  far  as  possible  in  his  own  words. 

The  annexed  Memorandum  thereof  was  carefully  revised  by  Dr.  Krauel.

Memorandum. 

1.  ONE  plan  would  be  a  scheme  for  the  administration  of  Samoa  by  one  of  the 
Treaty  Powers  receiving,  under  a  Convention  with  the  other  Powers,  a  mandate  to 
exercise  such  authority  in  their  name  for  a  certain  period  of  years. 

In  view  of  th6  present  preponderance  of  German  interests,  Germany  should  be 
the  first  Power  to  receive  such  mandate. 

Under  this  scheme  Consular  jurisdiction  of  all  the  Powers  would  be  maintained, 
and  guarantees  would  be  given  for  the  perfect  equality  of  trade  of  all  nations,  and  for 
the  maintenance  of  all  rights  secured  by  Treaty  to  ^foreigners ;  Samoan  autonomy 
would  be  maintained,  and  foreign  relations  with  the  Treaty  Powers  would  remain 
unaltered. 

2.  Another  plan  would  be  that  a  scheme  should  be  devised  for  strengthening  the 
Native  Government.  That  there  should  be  a  Mixed  Foreign  Administration  to  have 
the  control  of  all  aflEairs  as  far  as  foreign  interests  are  affected ;  native  affairs  being 
left  to  a  Native  Government. 

But  a  better  plan  than  the  present  would  have  to  be  devised  for  rendering  the 
Native  Government  more  effective. 

If  the  latter  scheme  were  adopted,  the  German  Government  consider  that  there 
should  be  an  absolute  majority  of  the  German  element  in  the  Mixed  Administration 
in  order  to  safeguard  the  present  absolute  preponderance  of  German  interests  in 
Samoa. 

The  present  Bling  Malietoa  being  personally  unacceptable  to  Germany,  for  several 
reasons,  the  chief  of  which  are  that  he  is  incapable  of  exercising  sufficient  authority, 
and  that  he  has  not  executed  his  Treaty  engagements  towards  Germany,  the  German 
Government  consider  that  he  should  be  replaced  by  another  Chief — the  choice  to  be 
left  to  the  natives. 

Also  that  special  arrangements  should  be  made  for  the  protection  of  German 
plantations  and  other  property  outside  the  Mimicipality  of  Apia,  according  to 
Article  VII  of  the  German  Treaty  with  Samoa. 

The  object  of  this  arrangement  would  be  to  insure  punishment  for  theft  com- 
mitted by  Samoans  on  German  plantations,  and  generally  to  provide  for  the  security 
of  German  life  and  property  throughout  the  islands.

My  dear  Ambassador,  Foreign  Office^  November  10, 1886. 

I  AM  much  obliged  for  the  friendly  communication  by  Dr.  Krauel  of  the 
altematiye  scheme  for  the  future  government  of  the  Navigators*  Islands,  They  will 
receive  the  careful  consideration  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  who  greatly  desire 
to  arrive  at  a  solution  of  the  Samoan  question  which  will  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Ctovemment  of  the  Emperor ;  but  I  regret  to  say  that  at  the  present  stage  of  the 
negotiations,  and  before  the  receipt  of  tiie  Report  of  the  British  Commissioner^  w^ 
are  unable  to  arrive  at  any  conclusion  as  to  the  principle  on  which  a  settlement 
should  be  made. 

Mr.  Thurston  has  been  charged  to  examine  thoroughly  on  the  spot  the  causes  of 
the  late  disorders,  with  the  view  of  finding  a  permanent  remedy.  His  Report  will 
doubtless  contain  important  statistics,  and  valuable  information  on  other  matters, 
which  will  greatly  facilitate  the  consideration  of  the  bases  proposed  by  the  German 
Government  and  immediately  on  its  receipt  we  shall  communicate  our  views  on 
the  suggestions  which  your  Government  has  been  so  good  as  to  pieaent  iluough 
Dr.  Krauel. 

As  I  believe  I  told  you  some  days  ago,  a  telegram  was  sent  to  Mr.  Thurston 
inquiring  when  his  Report  may  be  expected  to  reach  London.

Mr.  Bates'  object  in  visiting  the  above  islands  was,  I  am  given  to  understand,  the 
signing  of  a  Treaty  between  the  United  States'  Government  and  that  of  the  Friendly 
I^and^;  also  to  establish  a  United  States*  Consulate  at  Tongatabu,  both  of  which 
objects  were,  I  believe,  accomplished.

My  Lord,  ^  Samoa,  October  14, 1886. 

I  HAVE,  mth  the  greatest  reroect,  the  honour  to  forward,  for  your  Lordship's 
information,  translations  of  various  letters  and  papers  connected  with  two  Proclama- 
tions said  to  have  emanated  from  King  Malietoa  and  his  Government. 

I  am  quite  unable  to  give  your  Lordship  any  information  as  to  the  person  from 
whom  these  documents  issued,  as  that  is  carefully  concealed ;  but  from  every  source  it 
becomes  more  apparent  that  they  did  not  originate  with  Malietoa  or  any  of  his 
Government. 

1  have  made  careful  inquiries  from  the  missionaries  and  teachers  on  Savaii,  to 
which  place  (Safotulafai)  the  letter  containing  my  name  is  addressed,  and  they  tell  me 
they  have  no  knowledge  of  such  a  letter  ever  having  been  received. 

The  people  and  Chiefs  of  Sa  Alaalatoa  have  stated  upon  oath  that  this  letter  was 
never  received  by  them,  and  that  they  had  never  heard  of  its  existence  until  inquiries 
were  made  about  it. 

I  would,  however,  call  your  Lordship*s  attention  to  the  fact  'that  the  letter 
(Inclosure  1)  bears  no  date,  and  that  Mr.  Vice-Oonsul  Sonnenschein  states  (in 
Inclosure  2)  that  it  was  sent  after  the  compact  made  on  the  8th  June  this  year. 

With  reference  to  the  second  Proclamation,  King  Malietoa  and  his  Government 
again  emphatically  deny  any  knowledge  of  it. 

I  may  add  that  there  are  many  of  the  foreign  population  willing  and  ready 
to  cause  trouble  to  Malietoa,  who,  having  sufficient  knowledge  of  Samoan  customs 
and  language,  might  forge  such  documents  and  send  them  to  the  German  Consul  as 

Snuine,  hoping  by  these  means  to  raise  ill-feeling  between  the  GermanJ  Consul^and 
alietoa. 

I  need  soiBtroely  tender  to  your  Lordship  my  most  earnest  assurance  that,  knowing 
these  natives  to  be  very  apt  to  exaggerate  the  meaning  of  a  word  carelessly  expressed, 
I  have  been  most  guarded  in  my  communications  with  them ;  and  my  continuedjeffort 
has  always  been  to  bring  about  a  state  of  friendship  and  good  feeling  between  Malietoa 
and  my  (German  colleague. 

The  expressions  made  use  of  in  these  letters  (Inclosures  1  and  6)  would  have 
received  my  strongest  disapproval  had  they  been  uttered  within  my  hearing.

Your  Majesty,  Apia,  September  21, 1886. 

I  AM  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  20th  of  this  month  relating  to  the  sale  of 
guns.  You  are  perfectly  aware  that  there  are  many  grave  difficulties  easting  between 
the  German  Government  and  yourself ;  it  is  therefore  difficult  for  me  to  entertain  your 
complaint  until  I  first  acquaint  the  German  Government  of  it,  and  receive  their 
instructions. 

As  for  the  peace  of  Samoa,  it  is  a  subject  which  has  great  weight  with  me,  because 
of  the  extensive  trade  carried  on  by  G^erman  subjects  in  Samoa.  I  shall  therefore  do 
my  best  to  preserve  peace  in  Samoa  as  in  days  gone  by. 

Nevertheless,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  I  do  not  know  whether  M.  Weber  will 
sell  guns  in  Samoa,  but  this  I  do  know,  that  he  sends  them  to  various  islands  in  the 
South  Pacific,  where  he  has  a  great  many  traders.  And  another  thing,  I  know  that 
there  are  traders  in  Samoa  who  are  accustomed  to  import  large  quantities  of  guns,  and 
sell  them  in  this  group,  for  there  are  no  other  islands  where  they  trade,  or  where  they 
can  sell  guns. 

I  have  also  received  your  note  wherein  you  deny  all  knowledge  of  a  letter  said  to 
have  been  written  at  Afega  on  the  19th  August,  and  which  contained  language 
reflecting  on  a  foreign  official.

Sir,  Government  House,  Apia,  September  22, 1886. 

I  AM  in  receipt  of  your  two  letters  of  yesterday's  date,  inclosing  the  copy  of  a 
letter  to  which  my  name  is  appended,  as  though  it  were  written  by  me. 

I  am  exceedingly  surprised  and  startled.    I  am  troubled  with  fear  because  of  that 
letter.    I  beg  His  Majesty  the  Kaiser's  (the  Emperor  of  Gtermany)  pardon.     I  did  not 
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write  the  letter,  nor  had  I  anything  to  do  with  it,  and,  further,  I  have  never  said 
anything  disrespectful  of  the  German  Government.  I  thus  apologize,  in  order  to 
conciliate  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany,  There  is  some  high-minded  and 
unscrupulous  person  who,  without  authority,  has  attached  my  name  to  a  disrespectful 
letter  to  the  German  Government. 

Believe  me,  your  Excellency,  it  is  my  desire  that  nothing  hut  friendship  should 
exist  hetween  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany's  Government  and  my  own  small 
islands. 

It  seems  to  me  that  some  evilly  disposed  persons  are  endeavouring  to  bring 
disgrace  upon  me  in  order  to  ruin  my  people.  I  therefore  deny  having  written  such  a 
lett'^.r. 

With  reference  to  the  peace  of  Samoa,  of  which  you  speak,  truly  it  is  my  sincere 
desire  that  peace  should  continue  in  Samoa,  and  may  the  days  speedily  arrive  when 
we  shall  dwell  together  in  friendship. 

As  for  the  guns  to  which  you  refer  as  being  imported  by  certain  merchants,  it  is 
true,  your  Excellency,  there  may  be  some  stores  in  which  arms  and  ammunition  are 
hidden,  but  other  merchants  have  probably  got  permission  from  the  Samoan  Govern- 
ment in  accordance  with  Article  2  of  the  Arms  Act  which  was  passed  on  the  25th  day 
of  October,  1880.  The  above-mentioned  Law  was  fully  respected  by  Captain  Zembsch, 
German  Consul-General,  and  by  the  British  and  American  Consuls. 

Notwithstanding  that  it  is  difficult  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  arms,  I  shall  still 
continue  to  seek  the  assistance  of  the  Great  Powers  in  this  matter.

Britain.

Be  it  known  to  all  Samoans  I 

WE,  the  Taimua  and  Faipule  of  the  Government  of  Malietoa,  out  of  love,  inform 
all  Samoans,  in  order  to  stop  the  lies,  which  say  that  there  is  no  more  one  Government 
and  one  King  in  Samoa,  these  are,  namely,  the  lies  which  the  former  German  Consul- 
General,  Dr.  Stuebel,  who  has  lately  run  away,  told  to  the  Tamua  that — 

The  consultations  of  the  three  Great  Governments  have  come  to  an  end.  There 
are  appointed  as  Commissioners  one  English  "Alii,"  one  American  "Alii,"  and  one 
German.  They  will  come  now  together  to  Samoa,  in  order  to  manage  the  affairs  of 
the  Government  of  Malietoa,  and,  after  they  all  have  arrived,  then  at  once  the  rebel 
party  which  is  now  assembled  in  Aana  shall  be  brought  up  to  Apia. 

These  words  we  would  have  kept  secret,  but  for  our  love  to  Samoa  and  all  this 
country  we  write  them  now.

WE  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  dated  this  day, 
concerning  a  so-called  Proclamation  dated  the  19th  August  last,  and  therein  containing 
a  number  of  falsehoods  and  inralting  tenguage,  and  wh^seof  the  Taimua  and  Eaipule 
in  Afega  are  supposed  to  be  the  ensigners. 

We,  your  Majesty's  tervants,  the  Taimua  and  Faipule,  the  legislative  power  of  the 
Government  of  Samoa,  strongly  deny  that  such  a  letter  or  Proclamation  was  ever 
written  or  posted  by  any  member  of  this  legislative  power,  or  even  heard  of  such  a 
paper,  until  the  receipt  of  yours  this  day.  We  further  say  that  it  is  believed  here  by 
all  of  us  that  the  forger  of  such  document  does  not  mean  us  any  good  by  having  such 
falsehood  written.  We  hope,  therefore,  that  yoxir  Majesty  wiU,  in  one  of  these  days, 
be  able  to  find  out  the  real  author,  and  the  mischief-maker  be  punished.

In  the  view  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  the  reports  now  sent  to  you  establish 
beyond  doubt  that  there  was  no  foundation  whatever  for  the  charge  brought  against 
Mr.  Powell  of  complicity  in  the  issue  of  any  of  the  Proclamations  complained  of. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  are  further  of  opinion  that  King  Malietoa  is  likewise 
exonerated  from  any  responsibility  in  regard  to  these  publications.

As  you  were  informed  by  my  telegram  above  mentioned,  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment did  not  believe  that  the  Proclamation  therein  referred  to,  which  was  alleged  to 
have  been  issued  by  King  Malietoa,  had  been  published  with  your  knowledge  and 
approval ;  and  his  Lordship  has  received  with  satisfaction  your  Report  on  the  subject, 
which  shows  that  the  charge  brought  against  you,  of  complicity  in  the  issue  of  the 
Proclamations  complained  of,  was  entirely  without  foundation,  and  also  exonerates 
King  Malietoa  of  all  responsibility  in  the  matter.

Extract  of  the  Message  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  the  two  Houses  of  Congress* 
(Inclosure  in  Sir  L.  Wesfs  Despatch  of  December  6,  1886.) 

CIVIL  perturbations  in  the  Samoan  Islands  have,  during  the  past  few  years,  been 
a  source  of  considerable  embarrassment  to  the  three  Governments,  Germany,  Great 
Britain,  and  the  United  States,  whose  relations  and  ex-territorial  rights  in  that  important ' 
group  are  guaranteed  by  Treaties.  TPhe  weakness  of  the  Native  Administration,  and 
the  conflict  of  opposing  interests  in  the  islands,  have  led  King  Malietoa  to  seek  alliance 
or  protection  in  some  one  quarter,  regardless  of  the  distinct  engagements  whereby  no 
one  of  the  three  Treaty  Powers  may  acquire  any  paramount  or  exclusive  interest. 

In  May  last,  Malietoa  offered  to  place  Samoa  under  the  protection  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  late  Consul,  without  authority,  assumed  to  grant  it.  The  proceeding 
was  promptly  disavowed,  and  the  over-zealous  official  recall^.  Special  Agents  of  the 
three  Governments  have  been  deputed  to  examine  the  situation  in  the  islands.  With 
a  change  in  the  representation  of  all  three  Powers,  and  a  harmonious  understanding 
between  them,  the  peace,  prosperity,  autonomous  administration,  and  neutrality  of 
Samoa  can  hardly  fail  to  be  secured.

My  Lord,  Berlin,  December  11, 1886. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  state  that,  in  compliance  with  the  instrnctions  of  your 
Lordship's  despatch  of  the  29th  ultimo,  I  communicated  to  Count  Bismarck  verbally 
yesterday  the  substance  of  the  correspondence  received  from  Mr.  Consul  Powell  with 
regard  to  the  alleged  Proclamation  by  King  Malietoa,  to  which  Count  Hatzfeldt  had 
drawn  your  Lordship's  attention. 

I  also  spoke  to  his  Excellency  in  the  sense  of  your  Lordship's  despatch. 

The  explanations  which  I  was  instructed  to  give  have,  I  am  happy  to  learn  from 
Dr.  Krauel,  entirely  exonerated  Mr.  Powell  and  King  Malietoa  in  the  minds  of  the 
German  Government  from  the  suspicion  of  any  complicity  in  this  fictitious  Proclama- 
tion.

High  Commissioner's  Officcy  Western  Pacific^  Suva,  Fiji, 
Sir,  October  1,  1886. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you  that,  in  pursuance  with  instructions  received 
by  me  upon  the  16th  August,  I  embarked  for  Samoa  in  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Miranda  " 
upon  the  20th  August,  and  arrived  there  upon  the  24th  of  that  month. 

2.  My  instructions  directed  me  to — 

(1.)  Make  a  thorough  examination  into  the  condition  of  the  Samoan  Islands,  and 
of  the  causes  of  the  late  disorders  there,  with  a  view  of  discovering  a  remedy  against 
their  recurrence ;  and 

(2.)  Devise,  in  concert  with  the  American  and  German  Commissioners,  whon;  I 
should  meet  at  Samoa,  means  of  promoting  the  autonomy  and  peaceful  government  of 
the  islands  by  the  native  authority. 

3.  I  was  further  instructed  that  the  present  neutral  status  of  the  Samoan  Islands 
Avould  be  maintained  by  the  joint  influence  of  the  three  Treaty  Powers,  that  is  to  say, 
Germany,  Great  Britain,  and  the  United  States  of  America,  each  continuing  to  exclude 
from  consideration  questions  of  annexation  or  individual  predominance. 

4.  Upon  the  points  indicated  I  have  made  careful  inquiry,  and  have  now  the 
honoxir  of  transmitting  my  Report  for  the  information  of  Her  Majesty's  Government.

Extract  of  Report  upon  the  Condition  of  the  Samoan  Islands. 

A  REPORT  upon  the  present  condition  of  the  Samoan  Islands,  and  upon  the 
chronic  state  of  unrest  which  forms  the  leading  feature  of  their  local  politics,  would  be 
incomplete  without  a  review  of  the  geographical  situation  of  the  group  and  its  previous 
history. 

2.  Por,  without  a  proper  understanding  of  the  relations  which  the  islands  bear  to 
the  not  distant  British  Colonies  of  Australasia,  of  the  commercial  value  rightly  or 
wrongly  attached  to  them,  of  their  convenience  as  a  port  of  call  by  Trans-Pacific  mail- 
steamers,  and  of  their  alleged  strategic  value  in  the  event  of  war  between  England  and 
any  of  the  other  great  naval  Powers,  the  most  potent  factors  in  the  production  of 
recent  events  cannot  be  adequately  appreciated. 

3.  The  group  known  as  Samoa,  or  the  Navigators'  Islands,  Ues  in  a  mean  latitude 
of  13^  60'  south,  and  extends  from  170°  30'  to  US'"  west  longitude. 

4i.  The  largest  island  of  the  group  is  Savaii,  which  atteins  an  altitude  of  nearly 
5,000  feet,  and  contains  ai^  approximate  area  of  325,440  acres. 
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5.  The  island  is  of  the  recent  volcanic  formation  observable  in  many  other  parts  of 
the  Pacific.  A  large  proportion  of  its  surface  consists  of  basalt  rock,  loose  boulders  of 
scoria,  and  other  igneous  d^rfs. 

6.  Such  parts  of  the  island  are  described  as  unfit  for  profitable  agricultural 
purposes. 

7.  The  remaining  part  of  the  island  consists  of  rich  but  stony  soil. 

It  is  covered  with  luxuriant  forest,  and  is  probably  capable  of  growing  such 
tropical  productions  as  do  not  require  for  their  perfection  a  more  nearly  equatorial 
temperature. 

8.  Savaii  contains  no  rivers  and  but  few  streams.  It  possesses  no  actual  hufoour 
whatever. 

9.  Anchorage  may  be  found  in  several  roadsteads,  but  though  affording*  some 
shelter  from  easterly  winds,  they  are  suitable  only  for  local  trading-vessels. 

10  A  large  extent  of  the  coast  of  Savaii  is  formed  of  high  and  unapproachable 
basaltic  cliffs,  against  which  the  sea  breaks  heavily. 

11.  The  Is&nd  of  XJpolu,  which  lies  10  miles  east  of  Savaii,  is  the  next  in  size.  It 
contains  approximately  an  area  of  169,984  acres,  and  reaches  an  altitude  of  about 
2,500  feet.  The  island  in  many  places  rising  from  the  sea  in  gradually  sloping  plains 
or  undulating  hills  with  intervening  valleys,  presents  attractions  which  in  a  great 
measure  are  absent  from  Savaii. 

12.  The  soil,  though  highly  fertile,  is,  for  the  most  part,  stony ;  little  or  no  part 
of  St  cotM  he  cdltivated  miik  the  fdovtgh  or  similar  agricultural  imfdenents.  StcttoiB 
are  numerous.  No  rivers  exist  of  sufficient  «i»e  to  be  accessible  to  anything  larger  than 
boats^  aud  then  only  at  the  spot  where  such  rivers  enter  the  sea. 

13.  There  tre  he  perfectly  sheltered  harbours  in  Upolu.  The  so-called  harbours 
of  Apia  and  Saluaf  ata,  upon  tiie  north  coast,  are  mere  anchorages  of  restricted  area, 
aflarding,  however,  conveniwit  dielter  from  the  easteriy  trade  winds. 

14.  In  the  hurricane  season,  i.e.^  the  months  of  Dumber,  January,  February,  and 
March,  these  anchorages,  being  open  to  the  north,  are  exposed  to  tiie  full  fury  of  the 
cyclonic  storms  which  almost  annually  traverse  this  region,  and  blow  most  heavily  from 
that  direction. 

15.  Upon  such  occasions  great  losses  occur.  Ships  often  drive  ashore,  where  they 
break  up  on  the  coral  reef.    Sometimes  they  go  down  at  their  anchors. 

16.  Next,  eastward  of  Upolu,  lies  the  small  island  of  Tutuila,  containing  an  area 
of  about  24,998  acres,  and  ascending  to  an  altitude  of  2,000  feet. 

17.  Its  soil,  also,  is  highljr  fertile. 

18.  The  Manua  Islands  he  eastward  of  Tutuila,  a  distance  of  60  miles.  They  are 
three  in  number,  and  of  small  wesi.  The  largest  of  them  rises,  in  the  form  of  a  oone, 
to  a  height  of  2,600  feet. 

19.  These  islands  are  properly  classed  with  the  Samoan  group;  but»  beycmd 
language  and  origin,  the  people  have  little  in  common  with  the  two  large  islands^  and 
take  no  permanent  or  practical  part  in  their  politics. 

20.  The  Islets  of  Manono,  Apoluna,  Olosiga,  and  Ofti  require  no  special  notice. 
They  are  smaU  and  unimportant.  Their  population  is  included  below  with  the  larger 
islands,  with  which  they  are  by  nature  associated. 

21.  The  following  is  a  r6sum6  of  the  approximate  area  and  population  of  the 
islands  described : —

22.  The  dii^tance  from  Aucklaend,  in  New  i2ealand,  to  Bamoa  is  only  1,600  miles, 
tmd  the  Island  of  Tutuila,  ref  ecred  to  above,  lies  difrectly  in  the  track  taken  hy  -tibe 
Trans-Pacdfic  steamers  running  ^between  the  Aushralasian  Colonies  and  San  fbraucisoe 
or  Vancouver's  Island,  vift  Havraii. 

28.  Turning  now  to  the  coidmeroial  elemenft  of  the  subjeet  undar  ooiisiderationy 
regarded  in  connection  with  the  causes  whicSi  have  ilately  led  tip  to  woettt  eivents  in 
IBamoa,  it  is  necessary  to  look  faacSc  over  a  period  of  thirty  years. 

24.  Prior  to  1866  ittMmdt  be  sidd  tlmt  commerce  had  any  well-^iiarked  ex&tteiioe 
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at  Samoa)  although  the  islands  Itad  been  occaskmally  resorted  to  bj  whalers  and 
trading-vessels,  chiefly  from  Sydney  and  Hobart. 

25.  ITiere  were,  however,  even  then,  two  British  resident  traders  and  one  American 
at  Apia,  doing  a  certain  amount  of  trade  with  the  Colonies  and  with  ships  passing 
between  California  and  Australia. 

26.  So  far  back  as  the  year  1845  a  British  Consul  had  been  appointed  to  reside  at 
Samoa.     It  was  also  the  residence  of  an  Anaerican  Consular  officer. 

27.  About  the  year  1857  the  powerful  and  well-known  firm  of  Messrs.  Godefifroy, 
of  Hamburgh,  established  themselves  at  Apia,  making  that  place  the  base  of  their 
operations  in  other  parts  of  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

28.  In  the  month  of  April  1877  there  is  reason  to  suppose  that  the  Consular  and 
Naval  Representatives  of  the  Gorman  Government  were  negotiating  with  the  native 
authorities  (Taimua  and  Faipule)  of  Samoa  with  a  twofold  object:  (1)  to  secure 
German  interests  during  the  prevalent  disputes  and  petty  wars  of  contending  native 
parties ;  and  (2)  to  obtain  the  recognition  of  Germany  s  equal  rights  with  other  Powers, 
as  against  the  efforts  constantly  made  to  bring  the  group  under  the  Protectorate  of  a 
foreign  Government. 

29.  With  these  objects  in  view  the  German  Representative  at  Samoa  obtained 
certain  engagements  from  the  then  ruling  native  authority,  by  such  Representative 
termed  the  Protocol  of  the  3rd  July,  1877  (Inclosure  1). 

30.  The  position  assumed  by  the  Representatives  of  Germany  under  this 
Protocol  is  stated  with  conciseness  in  a  letter  directed  to  the  Taimua  and  Paipule 
by  Captain  Hassenpflug  and  Consul  T.  Weber,  dated  Apia,  the  2ith  May,  1877 
(Inclosure  2).  * 

31.  On  the  17th  January,  1978,  a  Treaty  was  concluded  between  the  Governments 
of  Samoa  and  the  United  States  of  America  (Inclosure  3). 

b2.  When  the  ratified  Treaty  arrived  at  Apia  by  the  United  States*  war-ship 
**  Adams,"  the  German  Representative  deemed  it  necessary  to  vindicate  the  rights  of 
the  most  favoured  nation,  which  they  aflirmed  had,  under  the  Protocol  already  cited, 
been  guaranteed  to  Germany. 

3  <.  The  German  Consul  aflBm\ed  that,  in  the  Commercial  Treaty  concluded  with 
the  United  States,  privileges  were  granted  to  another  nation  in  violation  of  the  terms 
of  Article  4  of  the  Protocol.  The  oDJection  raised  by  the  German  Consul  was  founded 
upon  the  terms  of  Article  V  of  the  American  Treaty. 

84*  Not  receiving  a  satisfactorjf  reply  from  the  Government  of  Samoa,  the  ports 
of  Saluafata  and  Pulealili  were  seized  by  the  German  authority,  and  the  Imperial 
G<)vernment  notified  its  determination  to  maintain  this  seizure  until  security  was  given 
for  the  conclusion  of  a  Treaty  between  Germany  and  Samoa  on  the  footing  of  the  most 
favoured  nation. 

35.  Such  a  Treaty  was,  after  some  difl&culty,  finally  concluded  on  the  24th 
January,  1879.  Among  other  things,  the  Treaty  provided  (Article  V)  for  the  exercise 
of  certain  exclusive  privileges  by  Germany  in  the  harbour  of  Saluafata.  It  also 
contained  an  Agreement  with  respect  to  hmd  in  the  following  words  : — 

"  To  confirm  in  quiet  possession  of  German  subjects  all  lands  in  Samoa  which  they 
have  hitherto  bought  from  Samoans  in  a  regular  manner,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
custom  prevailing  at  the  time ;  and  all  further  interference  with  regard  to  such  lands 
is  therefore  excluded  by  this  confirmation  by  the  Samoan  Government  of  the  owner- 
ship of  the  German  subjects."  [It  is  open  to  question  whether  this  rendering  of  the 
original  German  text  is  permissible,  but  it  is  the  rendering  given  by  M.  Weber,  who 
at  the  time  was  both  German  Consul  and  Manager  for  Messrs.  Godeffroy,  and  who, 
sitting  as  a  Judge,  immediately  proceeded  to  act  on  it.] 

36.  Much  jealousy  was  created  by  the  exclusive  privileges  accorded  to  Germany 
in  respect  of  Saluafata  Harbour,  and  the  Samoans  laid  themselves  open  to  a  complaint 
similar  to  that  so  recently  preferred  by  German  Representatives,  viz.,  that  Article  V  of 
the  German  Treaty  was  in  violation  of  the  provision  of  Article  Vl  of  the  American 
Treaty. 

37.  British  and  American  residents  were  much  disturbed  by  the  assumption  that 
German  subjects,  which  practically  meant  the  house  of  Messrs.  Godeffroy,  had  secured 
possession  of  all  lands  claimed  py  ihfi^  without  investigation. 

38.  As  much  of  the  land  so  claimed  Wisis,  ajid  still  is,  disputed  by  other  nationals 
upon  titles  believed  to  be  equally  ad  good  or  belter  than  those  of  Germans,  this  further 
feeling  of  irritatjon  was,  perhaps,  not  unnaturA|.  A  Treaty  with  Great  Britam 
conferring  upon  the  latter  tne  privileges  of  the  most  favoured  nation  -ft^as  ccihdlu^ed 
upon  the  28th  August,  1879, 
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39.  It  is  proper  to  note  that,  all  though  the  official  correspondence  relating  to  the 
period  and  events  adverted  to,  the  German  Government  declared  itself  only  anxious  to 
acquire  **  equal  rights  *'  with  other  nations  in  Samoa,  in  order  to  safeguard  "  the  well- 
won  rights  of  its  subjects "  against  the  arbitrary  measures  of  a  policy  influenced  by 
speculators. 

40.  In  the  Reichstag  on  the  13th  June,  1879,  Herr  von  Billow,  when  submitting 
the  Samoan  Treaty  for  the  approval  of  the  Chamber,  observed,  ^'Nous  ne  voulons 
point  fonder  de  Colonic  en  ce  pays,  nous  ne  voulons  pas  avoir  de  monopole  envers 
et  centre  d'autres,  nous  voulons  uniquement  6tablir,  autant  qu'on  pent  le  faire,  que  la 
navigation  AUemande  et  le  commerce  AUemand  aient  Ik  le  bon  droit  et  r^galit6  de 
droit.'' 

41.  Shortly  after  the  conclusion  of  tlie  Treaty  with  Germany  the  islands  were 
distracted  by  civil  war,  which  was  brought  to  a  partial  close  in  the  month  of  December 
1879  by  the  influence  of  the  Treaty  Powers,  but  chiefly  by  the  active  steps  taken  by 
Captain  Deinhardt,  of  His  Imperial  German  Majesty's  ship  **  Bismarck, '  acting  on 
behalf,  and  at  the  request,  of  the  Representatives  of  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States,  as  well  as  those  of  Germany. 

42.  Malietoa  Talavoa  was  then  recognized  and  declared  to  be  King  "  for  lifetime," 
and  Malietoa  Laupepa  was  appointed  Regent. 

43.  It  may  be  convenient  in  this  place  to  state  that,  as  far  back  as  the  year  1873, 
the  so-called  Government  of  Samoa  consisted  of  two  Councils,  named^  respectively,  the 
Taimua  and  Faipule. 

44.  These  Councils  existed  at  the  date  of  the  first  visit  of  Colonel  Steinberger  in 
the  year  1873. 

45.  Upon  the  return  of  this  gentleman  from  Hamburgh  in  1876,  they,  at  his 
instance,  increased  the  number  of  representative  Chiefs,  reorganized  their  Government 
to  some  extent,  and  elected  the  Chief  Malietoa  Talavoa  as  their  King.  Colonel 
Steinberger  himself  became  Prime  Minister. 

46.  This  Government,  however,  broke  up  in  February  1876,  when,  at  the  instance 
of  the  American  Consul  Forster  and  Eling  Malietoa,  the  Premier,  Colonel  Steinberger, 
was  removed  from  Samoa  by  Captain  Stevens,  of  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Barracouta.'' 

47.  King  Malietoa  was  shortly  afterwards  deposed  by  the  friends  of  Colonel 
Steinberger,  and  an  acephalous  Government  was  conducted  by  the  Chiefs  calling 
themselves  Taimua  and  Faipule, 

48.  It  was  with  this  Government,  without  the  concurrence  of  Malietoa  and  the 
strong  party,  following  his  lead,  that  the  German-Samoan  Treaty  was  concluded. 

49.  In  March  1879  the  Taimua  and  Faipule  placed  themselves  in  the  hands  of 
General  J.  J.  Bartlett,  described  in  the  Samoan  official  papers  as  *'a  gentleman  of  the 
United  States  of  America."  His  connection  with  the  Government  occasioned  some 
difficulty,  but  was  of  brief  duration. 

50.  The  British-Samoan  Treaty  was  concluded  with  the  Government  of  Malietoa, 
who  soon  established  themselves  in  power. 

61.  In  this  matter  Sir  Arthur  Gordon  (Representing  Her  Majesty's  Government) 
appealed  for  an  opinion  to  the  different  Consular  officers  resident  in  Apia,  the  naval  officers 
in  command  of  the  English,  German,  and  American  ships  of  war  in  harbour,  and  Her 
Majesty's  Deputy  Commissioner  and  late  Acting  Consul,  who  unanimously  informed  him 
that,  in  their  judgment,  Malietoa  was  entitled  to  recognition  as  a  de  facto  King,  and 
was  in  a  position  to  enter  into  Treaty  engagements  with  Great  Britain. 

5  J.  ^Ealietoa  was  generally  recognized  as  the  Chief  most  entitled  by  birth  and 
actual  authority  to  be  King.  He  was  accordingly  proclaimed,  and  anointed  King  at 
Mulinuu  on  the  24th  May,  1879. 

53.  This  position,  as  above  stated,  was  subsequently  confirmed  by  the  influence 
and  authority  of  the  three  Treaty  Powers,  in  December  1879  {vide  Articles  of  Agree- 
ment signed  by  the  contending  native  parties  on  board  His  Imperial  German  Majesty's 
ship  "Bismarck,"  the  23rd  JDecember,  1879,  and  witnessed  by  Captain  Deinhardt, 
Captain  Chuden,  and  Consul  Weber). 

54.  The  party  opposed  to  Malietoa  shortly  afterwards  repudiated  their  obligations 
under  the  Agreement  referred  to,  and  until  the  middle  or  end  of  June  1880  the  Island 
of  XJpolu  was  the  scene  of  constant  fighting  and  disorder. 

65.  Por  the  better  security  of  life  and  property  during  the  continuance  of  strife, 
the  contending  parties  had  already  agreed  with  the  foreign  Consuls  to  define  and 
respect  a  neutral  territory  in  and  about  Apia.  This  Agreement  was  made  on  the  29th 
May,  1979. 
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56.  On  the  24th  March,  1880,  the  foreign  Representatives  agreed  with  King 
Malietoa  for  the  constitution  of  an  Executive  Council  for  the  Samoan  Government. 

57.  This  Agreement  was  not,  however,  confirmed  hy  the  Treaty  Powers.  Her 
Majesty's  Government  were  of  opinion  that  a  Council  of  the  nature  proposed  would 
exercise  so  preponderating  an  influence  over  Samoans,  over  the  officers  of  Samoa,  as 
practically  to  throw  the  government  of  the  islands  upon  the  three  Governments,  who 
would  be  represented  by  the  Executive  Council. 

58.  During  1880  the  contending  native  factions  in  Samoa  seldom  ceased 
quarrelling,  and  petty  conflicts  were  of  frequent  occurrence. 

59.  King  Malietoa  Talavoa  died  on  the  7th  November,  1880,  and  on  the  13th  of 
the  month  the  Consuls  wrote  to  both  war  parties,  proposing  a  cessation  of  hostilities. 

60.  The  King's  party  accepted,  the  others  declined  these  proposals. 

61.  In  March  1881  Malietoa  Laupepa,  the  Vice-King,  was  appointed  King,  the 
Chiefs  of  the  opposing  party  protesting,  and  notifying  that  they  had  chosen  Tamasese, 
a  Chief  of  the  Tupua  family,  to  be  King. 

62.  Tamasese  was  not  recognized  by  the  Consuls,  and  on  the  28th  April  Malietoa 
Laupepa  was  received  by  the  Captain  of  the  German  corvette  "  Herthe  '*  on  board  his 
ship,  and  saluted  as  King. 

63.  On  the  12th  July,  1881,  an  Agreement  for  Peace  was  signed  by  both  native 
parties  on  board  the  United  States'  ship  "  Lackawanna." 

64.  Peace  was  thereupon  proclaimed,  and  Malietoa  accepted  as  King,  with 
Tamasese  as  Vice-King. 

65.'  Two  days  afterwards  several  individual  fights  occurred  in  Apia  between  the 
party  Chiefs  of  the  King  and  Vice-King.  The  municipal  policemen  were  severely 
wounded.  Order  was  temporarily  restored  by  an  armed  party  promptly  landed  from 
the  German  gun-boat  "  Mowe." 

66.  After  numerous  distractions,  a  new  Government  was  inaugurated  at  Mulinuu 
on  the  12th  July,  1882. 

67.  The  whole  of  the  Consular  Body  was  present,  and  the  meeting  was  considered 
**a  thoroughly  representative  one."  Malietoa  Laupepa  and  Tamasese  were  again 
saluted  as  King  and  Vice-King.  Nine  Laws  or  Regulations  were  framed  by  this 
Government,  and  copies  thereof  sent  to  the  Consuls. 

68.  With  the  exception  of  minor  difficulties  and  rumours  of  divisions  among  the 
people,  affairs  went  on  more  quietly  imtil  the  middle  of  the  year  1883. 

69.  In  July  of  this  year  King  Malietoa  complained  that  the  Tupua  (Tamasese) 
family  were  again  plotting,  and  sought  the  advice  and  aid  of  the  Consuls. 

70.  The  Consuls  pronaised  the  exercise  of  their  good  offices.  Acting  German 
Consul  von  Oertzen  stating  that  he  held  instructions  to  the  effect  "  that  so  long  as 
Malietoa  observed  his  Agreements,  and  did  not  provoke  war,  he  was  to  support  him, 
by  force,  if  necessary.*' 

71.  On  the  2dth  September,  1883,  an  Agreement  was  signed  between  this 
Government  and  foreign  Representatives,  protecting  [?  protracting]  for  an  indefinite 
period  the  Municipal  Convention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879. 

72.  At  this  period,  and  owing  to  a  variety  of  circumstances,  commercial  and 
political  rivalries  in  Samoa  and  the  Pacific  generally  were  much  quickened. 

73.  Por  reasons  which  have  been  explained  by  the  Imperial  German  Government, 
its  Consul-General  at  Samoa  had,  on  the  10th  November,  1884,  concluded  a  Convention 
with  the  Samoan  Government  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Samoan  German  Council 
of  Government. 

74.  King  Malietoa  refused  or  failed  to  execute  the  terms  of  the  Convention. 

75.  In  some  other  matters  also  King  Malietoa  offended  the  German  Consul- 
General,  who  thereupon,  on  the  23rd  January,  1885,  by  way  of  '* reprisal"  seized  or 
attached  the  sovereign  rights  of  King  Malietoa  in  and  over  Apia,  and  hoisted  the 
Imperial  German  flag  on  Mulinuu  Point. 

76.  The  reasons  given  for  this  act  on  the  part  of  the  German  Consul-General  are 
given  in  the  annexures  forming  copies  of  communications  from  that  officer  to  the  King, 
the  resident  Consuls,  and  the  public  of  Samoa  (Inclosure  4). 

77.  The  act  of  the  German  Consul  was  at  once  protested  against  by  the  British 
and  American  Consuls  (Inclosure  4). 

78.  A  few  days  after  these  occurrences  Tamasese,  the  Vice-King,  and  head  of  the 
Tupua  party,  announced  that  he  had  separated  from  the  Government.  His  party  issued 
a  Proclamation,  hoisted  a  flag,  and  went  into  rebellion. 

79.  After  the  lapse  of  twelve  months,  during  which  the  relations  of  all  parties 
were  much  strained,  King  Malietoa,  by  reason  of  the  pressure  brought  to  bear  upon 
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him  by  M.  Weber*  was  compelled  to  remove  from  Mulinuu.  He  then  hoisted  his  fiag 
at  Apia,  within  the  boundaries  of  the  neutral  zone  governed  by  the  Municipality 
under  the  Convention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879. 

80.  Prom  this  position  it  was  hauled  down  by  an  armed  body  of  seamen  landed 
from  His  Imperial  German  Majesty's  ship  of  war  *'  Albatross,"  on  the  23rd  January, 
1886. 

81.  3?hi8  act  was  again  protested  against  by  the  American  and  British  Consuls. 

82.  TJpon  the  departure  of  the  King  and  his  people  from  Mulinuu,  and  its  seizure 
by  M.  Weber  for  the  Company  represented  by  him,  the  whole  country  became  more 
disturbed  than  ever,  King  Malietoa,  failing  to  hoist  his  flag  at  Apia,  established  his 
Government  at  a  village  a  mile  or  two  west  of  that  place.  The  T^masese,  or  Tupua 
party,  had  abready  hoisted  their  flag  and  fix^d  their  quarters  at  Leulumoega. 

83.  On  the  28th  April,  1886,  Admiral  Knorr,  commanding  a  German  squadron  of 
three  ships,  arrived  at  Apia,  when  it  was  hoped  that  a  better  imderstanding  would  be 
arrived  at. 

84.  From  official  and  other  information,  it  would  appear  that  the  Admiral 
accorded  no  recognition  whatever  to  King  Malietoa  or  his  Government. 

86.  On  the  16th  of  the  month  the  squadron  left  for  the  North  Pacific. 

86.  On  the  13th,  however,  Malietoa,  alarmed  by  the  support  he  believed  was  bei^g 
;giveiiJ)y  the  Getman  authorities  to  the  opposition  Chief,  Tamasese,  had  applied  to  the 
Consul  for  the  United  States  for  assistance  and  protection  (Inclosure  6). 
i  8.7.  The  application  was  acceded  to  by  Mr.  Greenebaum,  the  United  States' 
Consul,  who  on  the  14th  wrote  out  a  Notification,  which,  in  consequence  of  delay  in 
printing,  or  for  some  other  unexplained  cause,  does  not  seem  to  have  been  published 
until  the  16th. 

u  88.  Upon  the  16th,  after  the  German  squadron  had  left  the  port  of  Apia,  the 
United  States*  Consul  hoisted  the  Samoan  flag  under  the  American  colours,  as  an 
indication  that  he  had,  on  behalf  of  his  Government,  assumed  a  Protectorate  over 
Samoa. 

89.  On  the  same  day  that  the  German  fleet  left.  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Diamond  '* 
arrived,  and  on  the  20th  the  United  States'  ship  of  war  "  Mohican  '*  also  anchored  at 
Apia. 

90.  The  complications  were  now  dafly  growing  more  acute.  A  meeting  wJts  there- 
fore held  at  the  British  Consulate  on  the  26th,  at  which  Captain  Clayton,  of  Her 
Majesty's  ship  "Diamond,"  and  Captain  Day,  of  the  United  States*  ship  "Mohican,'* 
were  present,  together  with  the  Consuls  of  England  and  America. 

4  91.  It  was  then  arranged  that  the  two  Consuls  should  proceed  in  the  *'  Mohican  " 
io  Leulumoega,  and  endeavour  to  bring  about  a  reconciliation  with  Tamasese,  or  obtain 
a  promise  from  him  to  keep  the  peace. 

92.  Tamasese  behaved  with  rudeness,  and  peremptorily  refused  to  accept  advice. 

93.  Malietoa  then  prepared  in  earnest  for  war. 

94.  The  armed  factions  had  now  approached  within  striking  distance  of  each  other, 
^hoilgh,  by  the  exercise  of  unremitting  persuasion  on  the  part  of  the  British  Consul, 
King  Mahetoa  kept  his  force  in  camp. 

95.  The  King  declared  to  the  two  Consuls  that  the  rebel  party  had  been  recognized 
by  the  German  authorities,  and  that  the  German  flag  was  flying  over  Apia,  while  the 
.German  Consul  kept  his  (the  King's)  down  by  force.  He  wished,  he  added,  to  **  end  it 
at  once." 

96.  Further  meetings  were  then  held  between  the  Consuls,  when  the  German 
t)onsul-General  happily  recognized  the  undesirability  of  pushing  events  to  the  extreme. 

97.  The  German  flag  was  then  lowered,  the  attachment  upon  the  Municipality  of 
Apia  removed,  and  a  joint  Proclamation  issued  that  neither  the  Consuls  nor  the  respec- 
tive Governments  did,  or  ever  had,  **  in  any  way  recognized  Tamasese  as  King  of 
Samoa  "  (Inclosure  6). 

98.  But,  notwithstanding  these  remedial  measures,  the  King  notified  that  he  would 
attack  the  "  rebels "  if  they  had  not  returned  to  their  homes  within  the  five  days 
ending  the  2nd  June. 

99.  On  the  29th  May  Consul-General  Stuebel,  in  compliance  with  a  promise  made 
to  his  colleagues,  called  personally  on  the  Chief  Tamasese,  at  Aana,  with  the  object  of 
inducing  him  to  withdraw  his  forces  and  abstain  from  war.  The  result  of  this  inter- 
view was  communicated  to  the  American  Consul  in  a  letter  dated  the  30th  May, 
annexed  (Inclosure  7). 

99*.  Upon  the  8th  June  the  **  Representatives  of  Malietoa  and  his  Government,** 
and  the  *^  Eepresentatives  of  Tamasese  and  his  party,"  signed  on  board  the  United 
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States'  ship  "  Mohican  '*  an  Agreement  of  Perpetual  Peace ;  that  they,  the  two  Parties,* 
should  live  "in  friendship  and  cordial  relations,*'  and  "all  forts  should  he  desti'oyed,^ 
and  '*no  fire-arms  he  carried  hy  any  Samoan"  (Inclosure  8).     Since  this  date  an 
armed  truce  has  existed,  both  sides  buying,  chiefly  on  credit,  aU  the  arms  and  ammu- 
nition procurable, 

100.  The  United  States'  flag  continued  hoisted  for  some  time.  It  was  lowered — 
or,  perhaps  more  correctly  speaking,  not  hoisted — upon  the  24th  August,  1886,  since 
which  date  the  flag  of  King  Malietoa  has  flown  in  front  of  the  "  Government  Offices  " 
at  Apia. 

101.  Having  now  taken  a  sketch  of  the  previous  political  history  of  Samoa,  it  will 
be  proper  to  furnish  Her  Majesty's  Government  with  information  as  to  the  general 
character  and  capabilities  of  the  Samoan  people. 

102.  The  Samoans  have  been  described  as  '*a  fine,  tall  race,  of  light  brown  colour, 
They  are  docUe,  truthful,  hospitable,  and  are  lively  and  vivacious  in  conversation 
among  themselves,  and  in  their  intercourse  with  foreigners  they  are  exceedingly 
courteous  and  polite.  They  have  different  styles  of  salutations,  corresponding  with  the 
social  rank  of  the  person  addressed.  For  instance,  in  addressing  Chiefs  or  distinguished 
strangers,  they  use  the  expression,  *  Lau  Afio,'  or  *  Your  Majesty.'  In  speaking  to 
Chiefs  of  lower  rank  they  address  them  as  '  Lau  Susu,*  or,  as  we  would  use  the  words, 
'  Your  Lordship.' "  But  it  is  said  that  "  no  Chief,  however  high  his  rank,  appears  to 
have  authority  beyond  the  limits  of  his  own  family ;  and  if  he  offends  his  own  family, 
it  not  seldom  happens  they  take  his  name  away,  and  the  title  is  given  to  another 
member  of  the  family.  Outside  his  own  family  a  Chief  cannot  say  to  any  man, '  Do 
this,'  for  the  man  will  only  do  it  if  it  pleases  him.  As  long,  however,  as  a  Samoan 
holds  the  family  title,  every  one,  even  nis  enemies  and  rivals,  wiU  speak  to  him  in  the 
peculiar  language  of  respect  used  to  Chiefs  only,  and  on  all  public  occasions  wiU 
receive  him  with  the  ceremony  due  to  his  name  rather  than  rank.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  a  public  meeting,  days  are  often  wasted  and  endless  speeches  made  before  it 
can  be  settled  whose  name  entitles  him  to  make  the  first  speech  on  the  subject  they 
h^ve  met  to  consider." 

103.  The  only  exception  I  take  to  the  accuracy  of  these  descriptions  is  to  the  word 
«*  truthful." 

104.  The  Samoans  are  an  excitable,  voluble,  credulous  people,  much  given  to 
lying  and  the  circulation  of  false  or  extravagant  rumours. 

105.  In  some  degree  they  are  thieves  by  instinct,  and  in  many  cases  are  so  now  by 
necessity.  They  are  eminently  lazy,  consumed  with  mutual  jealousy,  and  the  memory 
of  old  time  feuds,  given  to  high-sounding  expressions  and  empty  promises,  fond  of  new 
faces,  j^^d  accessible  to  the  influences  of  any  plausible  knave  or  adventurer  ajJpearing 
among  them.  As  a  people,  they  are  incapable  of  unity  of  action.  They  have  no 
conception  of  the  use  or  value  of  public  opinion  as  declared  by  a  majority  of  voices. 

106.  After  public  discussions  the  minority  4^  not  even  tacitly  assent  to  the 
decision  of  the  majority.  It  at  once  retires  into  bitter  opposition,  latent  or  active.  If 
strong  enough  or  rash  enough  to  resort  to  the  ultima  raiioy  war  is  declared,  a  few'people 
on  each  side  are  murdered,  ancl  a  few  more  acres  of  land  (sold  to  acquire  armis  and 
ammunition)  pass  into  the  hands  of  foreign  residents.  Politically  considered^  ihj^ve  is 
no  homogeneity  discoverable  in  the  Samoan  racel'  »     " 

107.  Mr.  Maudslay,  in  his  Memorandum  already  quoted  from,  observe^ : — 

**  The  so-caUed  Governments,  which  have  been  in  exi8t;ence  ^ince  I  have  known 
Samoa,  have  done  absolutely  nothing  to  entitle  them  to  the  name  of  i&bverninents, 
their  only  claim  to  the  title  being  that  they  have*  occupied  Mulinuii  Points  and  that 
they  have,  in  consequence,  paid  visits  to,  and  received  them  from,'  foreign  Consuls  and 
Captains  of  men-of-war. 

"  They  have  raised  no  taxes,  unless  a  subscription  from  a  friendly  village,  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  arms,  or  to  help  to  pay  an  indemnity  levied  by  the  Captalii'  of  a 
foreign  man-of-war,  can  be  called  taxation.  "  '" 

"  Neither  have  the  so-called  Governments  attempted  the  administration  of  justice, 
except  on  a  few  occasions  under  strong  pressure  from  foreign  Consuls.  Such  matters 
as  making  roads  and  keeping  them  in  order,  and  improving  the  means  of  communica- 
tion, have  never  been  thought  of. 

**  The  industry  of  the  white  population  is  most  severely  checked  by  the  depreda- 
tions of  the  natives,  and  the  only  redress  to  be  obtained  is  the  occasional  enforcement 
of  a  fine  by  the  Commander  of  a  man-of-war,  and  thia  hope  of  obtaining  ^uch  com- 
pensation leads  the  unscrupulous  whites,  who  have  a  good  knowledge  of  the  country, 
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to  manufacture  bogus  claims,  which,  as  they  are  founded  on  some  basis  of  facts,  are 
not  easily  detected." 

108*  The  state  of  things  in  Samoa  has  not  improved  since  1880,  when  the  foregoing 
remarks  were  written. 

109.  The  great  object  of  a  Samoan  party,  when  seeking  to  gain  ascendency,  is  to 
intrigue  for  foreign  support,  and  hence  much  of  the  trouble  that  has  arisen. 

110.  I  have  on  a  previous  occasion  expressed  my  opinion  that,  unaided,  ^Hhe 
natives  of  Polynesia  are  neither  capable  of  forming  nor  maintaining  any  form  of 
Government  worthy  of  the  name,  and  that  any  attempts  to  do  so  are  only  likely  to 
afford  opportunities  for  involving  themselves  in  difficulties  with  foreign  Powers,  and  for 
entanglement  with  private  speculacors  and  low  adventurers." 

111.  I  have  also  reported,  for  the  information  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  tliat, 
subject  to  the  conditions  contained  in  the  several  Treaties  formed  with  foreign  Powers, 
no  revenues  adequate  for  the  purposes  of  administration  were  likely  to  be  raised,  and 
that  no  local  or  native  Government  deserving  recognition  was  possible. 

112.  My  late  personal  observations  in  Samoa  have  confirmed  these  opinions. 

113.  It  may  be  convenient,  for  the  purposes  of  examination,  to  classify  the 
subject  of  vested  interests  under  two  heads : — 

(1.)  Landed  interests. 

(2.)  Commercial  and  shipping  interests. 


Landed  Inteeests. 
Oerman  Landed  Interests. 


114.  Prom  information  furnished  to  me  by  the  German  Consul  at  Apia,  it  appears 
that,  apart  from  the  minor  claims  of  small  German  settlers,  those  of  the  German 
Commercial  and  Trading  Company,  M.  T.  Weber,  and  M.  D.  Wulff,  amount  to 
an  aggregate  area  of  133,122  acres,  and  with  the  exception  of  one  block  of  land  at  ^ 
Savaii  (30,000  acres)  are  confined  to  the  island  of  Upolu. 

116.  The  area  of  the  smaller  claims  referred  to  is  estimated  at  2,000  acres. 

116.  The  aggregate  area  of  German  land  claims  is  therefore  135,122  acres.  The 
plans  furnished  by  the  German  Consulate  indicate  only  a  total  area  upon  Upolu  of 
about  81,000  acres,  and  30,000  acres  in  Savaii ;  where  the  remaining  24,000  acres  are 
is  not  apparent. 

117.  The  annexed  Statement  gives,  in  a  tabulated  form,  the  names  and  total  areas 
of  actually  occupied  lands  (Inclosure  9).  It  also  shows  the  nature  of  the  cultivation, 
the  live-stock,  and  number  of  labourers  employed. 

The  total  area  of  improved  lands  is  given  at  7,985  acres. 

118.  Of  these  plantations  Vailele  and  TJtumapu  are  the  most  advanced. 

119.  The  first  contains  803  acres  of  bearing  cocoa-nut  trees  and  800  acres  of  young 
trees  not  yet  in  bearing. 

120.  At  TJtumapu,  a  pleasantly-situated  place,  900  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea, 
there  is  a  coffee  plantation  of  800  acres  bearing. 

121.  The  results  are  said  to  be  about  82  bushels  to  the  acre.  At  present  the 
plantation  may  be  regarded  as  an  interesting  experiment  deserving  of  f  mother  trial,  but 
it  can  hardly  yet  be  regarded  with  satisfaction. 

122.  There  are  two  large  cotton  plantations  of  677  and  436  acres  respectively,  and 
three  small  ones  of  95  acres  in  the  aggregate. 

123.  The  food  plantations  are  estimated  at  336  acres.    Deducting  the  land  ' 
described  as  "pasture-ground"  from  the  total  area  planted  and  lately  cleared  for 
planting,  we  have  an  area  of  6,770  acres,  attended  to  by  a  body  of  927  labourers,  or 
about  one  man  to  every  7  acres. 

124.  The  total  value  of  the  land,  buildings,  furniture,  and  live-stock  are  shown  in 
the  tabulated  Eetum  annexed  (Inclosure  10),  and  is  set  down  at  588,000  dollars  = 
117,600Z.  The  receipts  from  the  plantation  and  sale  of  stock  amounted  last  year  to 
94,000  dollars  =  18,980/. 

125.  In  looking  at  these  receipts  it  only  occurs  to  me  that  the  plantations  appear 
credited  with  the  highest  value  of  their  produce.  But  I  see  no  reason  for  not  accepting 
the  statement  generally. 

126.  Besides  the  property  described  above,  are  the  buildings  in  Apia,  which,  with 
machinery,  are  valued  at  181,600  dollars  =  36,320Z.    This  valuation,  which,  after 
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summary  observation,  I  Ihink  may  be  accepted  witV.ont  objection,  is  given*  in  the 
German  Consular  E/Cturn  annexed  (Inclosuie  11).  The  value  of  buildings  and 
machinery  probably  represents  the  amount  of  money  invested  rather  than  the  actual 
present  value  of  the  property. 

British  Landed  Interests. 

127.  Of  cultivated  and  improved  lands,  British  subjects  own  comparatively 
Uttle. 

128.  There  are  many  small  blocks  of  land  cultivated  in  a  fugitive,  trifling 
manner,  of  which,  for  the  purposes  of  comparison,  account  need  not  be  taken,  as  such 
interests  are  fully  balanced  by  the  smaller  possessions  and  claims  of  Germans,  not  in 
this  Report  taken  into  detailed  notice. 

129.  The  largest  British  claimants  to  land  in  Samoa  are  the  Messrs.  McArthur 
and  Co.,  of  Auckland,  New  Zealand,  who,  owing  to  various  circumstances,  have  been 
forced  to  take  such  land  (or  rather  the  deeds  of  sale  describing  them)  in  satisfaction  of 
debt. 

130.  Their  claims  embrace  nearly  the  whole  of  the  Island  of  Savaii,  and  comprise 
an  estimated  area  of  281,600  acres,  of  which  about  10,000  acres  are  in  dispute  with 
the  German  Commercial  and  Plantation  Company. 

131.  The  cultivation  of  a  portion  of  this  land  has,  it  is  stated,  been  lately  begun. 

132.  At  Magia,  in  the  Island  of  TJpolu,  the  Company  have  700  or  800  acres,  where 
the  cultivation  is  of  a  substantial  character. 

133.  The  whole  of  the  lands  claimed  by  this  British  firm,  are  therefore  (exclusive 
their  property  in  Apia)  about  282,0i)0  acres. 

American  Landed  Interests. 

134.  Setting  aside,  as  in  the  two  previous  instances,  the  smaller  area  of  land 
claimed  or  occupied  by  American  citizens,  there  remain  the  claims  originating  with  the 
Central  Polynesian  Land  Company  of  San  Francisco. 

135.  These  claims  are  more  particularly  specified  in  a  schedule  handed  to  me  by 
Mr.  G.  T.  Sherwood,  a  British  subject,  by  whom  they  have  been  acquired  by  purchase 
(Inclosure  12). 

136.  The  lands  described  in  the  deeds  enumerated  in  this  schedule  are  situated  in 
the  Islands  of  Upolu,  Savaii,  and  Tutuila  respectively,  and  their  aggregate  area  is 
estimated  to  be  276,000  acres. 

137.  No  part  of  this  land  is  improved  or  occupied,  and  in  many  places  the  claims 
conflict  with  those  of  Messrs.  McArthur  and  with  the  German  Commercial  and 
Plantation  Company. 

138.  From  these  figures  the  following  results  are  arrived  at : —

139.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that,  regarded  as  a  mere  question  of  alleged  interests  in 
land,  apart  from  improvements,  are  shown  by  documents  piu-porting  to  be  deeds  of 
sale,  those  of  German  subjects  are  comparatively  small. 

140.  It  will  also  be  conceived  without  difficulty  that  in  respect  of  charges  against 
natives  of  trespass,  pilfering  of  nuts,  bread-fruit,  &c.,  it  may  so  happen  that  the  native 
must  either  "  trespass  *'  and  "  pilfer,"  or  die. 

141.  The  idea  may  also  obtrude  itself  that  there  has  been  some  "  pilfering  '*  on 
the  other  side.  The  Governments  of  the  claimants  severally  concerned,  it  is  respect- 
fully submitted,  ought  without  delay  to  appoint  Commissioners,  consisting  of  competent 
and  independent-minded  men,  to  decide  \ipon  land  claims  in  Samoa,  and  to  relieve  the 
unfortunate  natives  from  a  state  of  affairs  painful  to  rejflect  upon. 
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142.  The  position  taken  by  German  subjects  in  this  matter  is : — 

(1.)  That  they  almost  alone  have  invested  large  sums  of  money  in  the  purchase 
and  improvement  of  part  of  the  land  claimed  by  them. 

(2.)  That  the  major  part  of  the  lands  purchased  was  bought  before  the  date  of 
the  Treaty  of  the  [24th  January,  1879]. 

(3.)  That  such  purchases  were  generally,  if  not  always,  marked  out ;  and  that 
boards  were  affixed  to  trees  notifying  that  the  land  was  the  property  of  German 
subjects. 

143.  So  to  as  improvements  are  concerned  this  position  cannot  be  denied.  As 
regards  the  amount  of  capital  disbursed  in  the  purchase  of  land,  there  are  no  reasons 
for  supposing  that  the  ** consideration"  paid  by  the  Germans  has  been  more  adequate 
than  in  the  case  of  purchases  made  by  the  subjects  of  any  other  nation. 

144.  To  the  last  two  propositions  it  is  answered  that  even  though  the  land  was 
bought  before  the  date  of  the  Treaty  referred  to,  it  was  not  unfrequently  sold  by  those 
who  had  either  no  right,  or  an  imperfect  right,  to  sell ;  that  such  land  was,  as  a  rule, 
not  alienated  in  conformity  with  any  known  Samoan  "custom;"  and  that,  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  the  transaction  was  in  no  sense  **  regular ;"  that,  as  the  Samoan 
neither  speaks  nor  reads  German,  the  notices  referred  to  (always  in  the  German 
language)  were  of  no  value  or  effect  as  notices. 

"^145.  |t  has  been  already  said  that  there  exists  much  confliction  of  claim  to  land 
as  between  American,  British,  and  German  subjects. 

146.  $ut  even  if  a  deduction  of  24,000  acres  is  made  by  way  of  adjusting  these 
confliotions,  that  is  to  say,  an  area  equal  to  the  deficit  referred  to  above,  there  still 
remains  nothing  for  the  natives  of  the  soil. 

147.  The  E»ev.  F^re  Pidier,  Boman  Catholic  missionary,  informed  me  that  upon 
the  lands  of  his  Mission  in  Apia  there  were  main1;^ed  no  fewer  than  270  natives, 
who,  having  been  excluded  from  their  hereditary  planting^grounds,  had  now  no  place 
of  their  own  on  which  to  live.  As  neither  the  Boman  Catholic  nor  the  Protestant 
Missions  can  provide  for  all  the  natives  who  are  in  a  feir  way  to  become  landless,  the 
future  pf  tup  Samoan  is  gloomy  in  the  extreme. 


Municipality  of  Apia. 

148.  The  tabulated  Statement  annexed  (Inclosure  13),  which  is  a  copy  of  the 
Assessment  Boll  of  the  Municipality  of  Apia  for  the  present  year  (1886),  affords  a 
comparative  value  of  the  property  in  Apia  owned  by  foreign  residents,  and  also  of  the 
number  and  nationality  of  the  proprietors. 

149.  The  municipal  rate  is  1  per  cent,  upon  the  the  assessed  value  of  the  property 
(Mimicipal  Begulation  No.  33). 

150.  The  total  rates  levied,  equal  to  271,200  dollars,  are  made  up  as  follows : —

IBl.  As  indicated  hy  these  rates,  the  value  of  Gterman-owned  property  within  the 
Municipality  is  larger  than  that  of  all  other  nationalities  put  together,  the  comparative 
figures  heing  163,280  dollars  and  107,920  dollars  respectively. 

Commerce. 

152.  Owing  to  rivalry  between  German  and  British  traders  in  Samoa,  in  which 
each  party  magnifies  his  own  and  depreciates  the  business  of  the  other,  the  question 
of  Samoan  trade  is  beset  with  difficulty. 

153.  The  two  most  untenable  arguments  observable  are — 

(a.)  That  British  traders  persist  in  representing  as  evidence  of  direct  British 
interest  in  Samoa  all  imports  of  British  manufacture  or  origin,  no  matter  by  whom  or 
in  what  ships  imported ;  and 

(6.)  That  German  traders  persist  in  representing  as  Samoan  products,  and  con- 
sequently as  evidences  of  German  interests  in  Samoa,  all  produce  of  the  South  Sea 
Islands  transhipped  at  Samoa,  no  matter  whence  brought. 

164  The  records  of  the  British  Consulate  afford  no  sufficient  details  for  the 
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accurate  ascertainment  of  British  imports  and  exports  on  account  of  local  British 
traders. 

155.  So  far  as  can  be  gathered  from  that  office,  the  following  Table  indicates  the 
value  of  the  trade  of  resident  British  subjects  during  the  last  three  years  : —

156.  During  the  first  six  months  of  1886  the  imports  of  British  traders  valued 
16,129Z.,  and  the  exports  2,721Z. 

157.  But  these  figures  cannot  be  said  to  furnish  that  degree  of  information  which 
is  so  much  desired.  It  appears  that  the  larger  part  of  British  trade  with  natives  is  for 
cash,  and  there  are  no  B^tums  procurable  showing  the  value  of  remittances  by  cash 
and  drafts.  This  circumstance  (which  is  in  some  degree  borne  out  by  German 
Consular  Reports,  which  dwell  upon  the  high  rate  of  exchange  the  small  British 
trader  is  compelled  tb  pay  the  Gterman  Commercial  Company  for  drafts)  serves  to 
explain  the  disQrepanqy  between  the^yalue  of  British  imports  and  exports.*

160.  These  figures  include  imports  for  the  supply  of  trading  stations  in  "  Samoa 
and  the  adjacent  islands,'*  hy  which  is  understood  all  islands  south  of  the  Equator. 

161.  In  the  same  manner  the  exports  give  the  products  of  hoth  Samoa  and  the 
adjacent  islands  (excluding  Tonga,  Figi,  and  Saluit),  which  in  detail  are  ttius  arrived

This  at  the  rate  of  5  dollars  to  the  1/.  amounts  to  58,890/. 

162.  It  is,  however,  declared  in  Samoa  by  competent  authority,  and  I  believe  with 
truth,  that  at  the  outside  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  cepra  exported  by  the  GremMin 
firms  is  the  produce  of  Samoa,  the  other  portion  being  conveyed  to  Apia  for  tranship- 
ment from  widely  scattered  spots  described  as  "  adjacent  islands." 

163.  I  endeavoured,  but  not  with  success,  to  obtain  details  from  the  German  firm 
of  their  business  with  the  other  islands. 

164.  Deducting  148,794i  dollars,  or  29,758Z.,  as  the  value  of  two-thirds  of  the 
copra  shipped  at  Samoa  upon  German  accoimt,  and  not  being  the  produce  of  that

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country,  but  merely  tliere  in  transit,  the  actual  value  of  German-Samoan  exports  in 
1885  would  reach  a  sum  of  about  29,182Z. 

165.  This  is  more  than  three  times  the  value  of  British  exports,  exclusive  of  the 
value  of  cash  or  drafts,  which  remains  an  unknown  quantity,  sent  away  for  the  same 
year. 

166.  The  value  of  copra  in  the  German  account  is  given  at  the  rate  of  2^  cents 
per  lb.,  or  about  11/.  4i$.  per  ton. 

167.  This  value  is  too  high,  the  average  value  of  copra  in  1885  in  Samoa,  Tonga, 
and  Fiji  not  being  more  than  9/.  10^. 

168.  In  any  case,  however,  it  still  remains  that  (Jerman  trade  in  Samoa  is  far 
greater  than  British.  ... 

169.  It  is  stated  by  the  German  Consulate  that  of  their  importations  only  from 
22  to  25  per  cent,  are  of  German  origin.  The  remainder  are  of  American  and  British 
production. 

170.  Thus  in  1883,  of  a  total  import  by  the  Gterman  Commercial  and  Plantation 
Company  amounting  in  value  to  174,773  dollars,  the  origin  and  value  were  as

171.  The  residents  in  Apia,  including,  until  lately,  both  the  British  and  American 
Consuls,  take  these  last  items  into  consideration  when  speaking  of  the  trade  interests 
of  their  respective  countries  in  Samoa. 

172.  British  and  American  manufacturers  have,  beyond  doubt,  a  strong  indirect 
interest  in  Samoa  when  a  German  firm  at  that  place  purchases  annually  10,000/. 
worth  of  goods, 

173.  But  it  may  be  conceded  that  the  direct  interest  in  the  matter  ceases  when 
the  German  firm  has  paid  for  such  goods. 

174.  The  following  Table  shows  the  movements  of  German  shipping  in  the  port  of 
Apia  during  the  year  1885  : —

176.  A  glance  at  this  tonnage,  enormous  for  so  small  a  place  as  compared  with  its 
exports,  will  indicate  the  fact  that  many  ships  go  away  empty,  or  partly  so. 

177.  The  port  of  Apia,  as  before  said,  is  the  head-quarters  in  the  Pacific  of  German 
trade,  and  thus  the  Return  furnished  of  the  movements  of  German  shipping  at  that 
place  is  not  wholly  connected  with  Gterman-Samoan  interests. 

178.  Some  of  the  smaller  vessels  often  run  in  and  out  with  little  or  nothing  in 
them. 

The  larger  occasionally  arrive  empty,  and  after  lying  at  their  anchors,  sometimes 
for  four  or  five  months,  awaiting  cargo  from  other  groups  in  the  Pacific,  termed 
"  adjacent  islands,'*  saU  away  half  or  quarter  full  to  pick  up  more  cargo  at  Tonga, 
Piji,  or  more  distant  New  Britain. 

1 79.  These  large  ships,  lying  idly  at  anchor  in  Apia  Harbour,  are  pointed  to  as 
evidences  of  German  industry,  and  the  question  is  asked,  "  Where  are  your  English 
ships?'* 
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180.  The  answer  is  not  a  difficult  one.  The  English  ships  are,  with  their  cargoes 
from  the  '*  adjacent  islands,''  sailing  the  seas  to  Sydney,  Auckland,  or  elsewhere,  as  the 
case  may  he,  instead  of  lying  idle  in  port.  Their  owners  have  no  need  of  an  "  entrep6t " 
such  as  Samoa  is  to  the  German  Company. 

181.  The  argument,  however,  as  deduced  by  Germans  from  shipping  Returns,  is 
unnecessary.  In  actual  local  business  and  investments  there  can  be  no  question  as  to 
the  preponderance  of  the  German  merchants. 

182.  But  even  admitting  this,  British  and  American  residents,  when  discussing 
the  question  of  the  predominating  influence  claimed  and  sought  for  practically  by 
Germans,  make  the  following  observations : — 

(1.)  That  German  trade  is  waning,  while  British  and  American,  particularly  the 
former,  is  increasing ;  and 

(2.)  That  British  interests  have  been  retarded  by  the  disability  of  British  subjects 
to  procure  Polynesian  labourers,  and  to  sell  alcoholic  liquors,  arms,  and  ammunition  tq 
natives. 

183.  There  is  much  truth,  at  all  events,  in  the  last  statements.  For  reasons 
which  need  not  here  bo  entered  into,  Her  Majesty's  Government  has  not  favoured 
the  introduction  of  Pacific  Islanders  to  act  as  agricultural  labourers  in  places  not 
within  Her  Majesty's  jurisdiction.  The  lands  of  British  subjects,  therefore,  lie  almost 
wholly  imcultivated. 

184.  The  Government  of  Germany,  on  the  other  hand,  gives  its  sanction  to  such 
immigration,  and  has  lately  brought  under  its  influence  certain  large  and  populous 
islands  for  the  sake,  as  it  would  appear,  of,  among  other  things,  conserving  the  Samoan 
plantations,  which  otherwise  might  fall  into  neglect  or  ruin. 

185*  The  affirmation  in  respect  of  alcohol,  arms,  and*  ammunition  is  also  substan- 
tially  correct. 

186.  The  High  Commissioner  for  the  Western  Pacific  has,  by  Regulation  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Western  Pacific  Orders  in  Council,  made  it  a  penal  oflfence 
to  sell  or  give  such  articles  to  natives,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  humanity  and 
sound  wisdom  of  such  Regulations. 

187.  But  other  traders,  Germans  especially,  sell  arms  and  ammunition  freely,  and 
thus  enjoy  an  immense  advantage  over  British  subjects. 

.    188.  It  is  necessary,  before  concluding  this  Export  upon  the  condition  of  Samoa, 
to  advert  to  the  Neutral  Territory  and  Municipal  Board  of  Apia. 

189.  The  circumstances  under  which  a  neutral  region  round  about  Apia  was 
defined  have  been  previously  described. 

190.  The  nature  of  the  Board  constituting  the  Local  Authority  at  Apia,  the 
Regulations  it  has  passed,  and  the  revenue  it  collects  and  disburses,  will  be  seen  upon 
reference  to  the  annexed  papers  (Inclosures  14  and  15). 

191.  The  German  Commissioner  expressed  a  strong  opinion  that  the  municipal 
scheme  had  been  a  failure,  that  its  jurisdiction  frequently  came  in  contact  with  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  German  Consular  Court,  and  that  it  could  not  continue  without 
inconvenience  soon  arising. 

192.  This  view  was  not  shared  by  the  American  Commissioner  or  myself. 

193.  Not  only  do  the  majority  of  Europeans  in  Samoa  regard  the  Municipal 
Board  with  favour,  but  I  found  that  Mgr.  Lamaze,  the  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of 
this  part  of  Oceania,  considered  that  it  had  conferred  great  advantages  upon  the 
community.  The  same  opinion  was  expressed  by  the  Head  of  the  London  Missionary 
Society. 

194.  I  observe  also  that  Consul- General  Stuebel,  in  his  correspondence  with  King 
Malietoa,  refers  to  the  benefits  conferred  by  this  body. 

195.  Some  of  the  Regulations  passed  are,  as  might  be  expected,  of  an  exceptional 
character.^  Thus,  the  "  offence  of  burglary  or  housebreaking "  is  made  punishable  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  ranging  from  10  dollars  to  200  dollars,  and  12  to  180  days 
respectively. 

196.  No  doubt  the  framers  of  the  Regulation  had  native  Samoans  in  view,  to 
whom  the  immediate  and  strict  application  of  European  laws  might  have  >)eon  unfair. 
But  the  expression  *' any  person,"  with  which  Regulation  76  begins,  makes  the  law 
applicable  to  those  who  are  not  natives,  and  who  may  regard  burglary  at  a  cost  of 
10  dollars  a  cheap  and  profitable  amusement. 

197.  It  is  not  improbable  that  a  few  of  the  Regulations  made  by  the  Municipal 
Board  are,  as  regards  the  Convention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879,  ultra  vires. 

198.  Consul  Zembsch,  writing  to  Sir  Arthur  Gordon,  observes : — 


[140] 
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"  In  organizing  the  details  of  the  Municipality  we  had  to  regulate  a  good  ?nany 
things  which  are  not  provided  for  in  the  Convention.  The  Convention  can  only  be 
the  basis  on  which  to  construct  the  whole  Municipality."* 

199.  Another  great  objection  taken  by  Germans  to  the  Municipal  Board  is  that 
the  three  Magistrates  hitherto  appointed  have  been  Englishmen,  whereas,  it  is  argued, 
the  predominating  interests  of  Germans  in  Apia  demand  that  the  post  should  be  filled 
by  a  Cterman  subject. 

200.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  qualifications  of  a  Magistrate  are  competency  and 
honesty,  irrespective  of  nationality. 

201.  And  I  may  observe  that  the  two  first  appointed  Magistrates  were  Qermsm 
notiiinees,  placed  in  office  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  British  Consul. 

202.  This  objection,  therefore,  has  not  much  to  support  it. 

203.  The  present  incumbent  of  the  office  is  a  British  subject,  named  Maben^  who 
appears  a  not  unfit  person.  Mr.  Maben  is  by  profession  a  land  surveyor,  and  was 
formerly  a  resident  of  New  Zealand.  It  appears  from  his  statement  that  he  has  been 
in  the  habit  of  writing  an  occasional  private  letter  upon  Samoan  affairs  to  a  member  of 
the  Samoan  Cabinet. 

204.  In  one  of  these  letters,  referring  to  political  matters,  he  wrote  that  it  was 
difficult  to  put  faith  in  the  statements  of  Germans,  '*as  they  are  such  liars." 

205.  This  private  letter  having  been  sent  by  the  Minister  in  question  to  the  New 
Zealand  press  for  publication,  the  German  community  at  Samoa  were  naturally 
indignant  at  the  use,  even  though  privately  intended,  of  such  unwan'antable  language^ 
and  now  insist  upon  Mr.  Maben's  retirement  from  the  Magistracy. 

296.  His  retirement  has  been  agreed  to,  and  in  all  probability  a  German  subject 
will  shortly  be  nominated  for  the  post,  without  any  opposition  from,  at  least,  the 
British  Consul. 

207.  I  could  not  ascertain  that  any  action  by  a  British  subject  in  his  judicial 
capacity  had  hitherto  operated,  or  was  ever  alleged  to  have  operated,  to  the  disadvantage 
of  the  rights  of  any  German  subject. 

Remedies  against  future  Disorders. 

208.  Upon  this  most  important  subject  the  Commissioners  could  come  to  no 
common  agreement  or  recommendation. 

209.  Like  myself,  the  American  Commisssoner  conceived  that  an  earnest  attempt 
to  establish  the  present  native  Government  upon  an  improved  footing  was  at  least 
worthy  of  trial. 

210.  The  German  Commissioner  had  no  hope  for  any  such  attempt,  and,  while 
not  refusing  to  informally  discuss  any  proposals  having  this  object  in  view,  he 
evidently  inclines,  to  the  conviction  that  a  solution  of  the  difficulty  could  only  be  found 
in  the  assumption  of  the  government  of  the  islands  by  one  of  the  Powers  in  the  name 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Samoan  Sovereign ;  and,  further,  that  the  Power  assuming  such 
control  should  be  Germany. 

211.  This  subject  not  harmonizing  with  my  instructions,  I  felt  unable  to  regard 
it  as  within  the  field  of  discussion,  a  view  that  was  shared  by  the  American  Com- 
missioner. 

212^  I  deem  it  right  to  state  that,  having  invited  the  opinion  of  the  Homan 
Catholic  Bishop,  the  resident  representative  of  the  Protestant  Mission,  and  other 
authorities  upon  native  character,  I  found  them  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  no 
native  Government  was  possible  if  unaided  by  Europeans  holding  the  most  responsible 
posts,  and  barely  possible  even  then. 

213.  Having  no  previous  experience  in  such  affairs,  the  American  Commissioner 
felt  an  insuperable  difficulty  in  formulating  any  scheme  of  native  Government ;  but 
after  receiving  explanation  on  the  subject,  he  concurred  with  me  in  thinking  that  a 
Government  such  as  that  in  force  among  the  native  communities  in  Fiji  could  be  made 
applicable  to  a  purely  native  Government  in  Samoa. 

214.  After  careful  observation  and  consideration  upon  the  spot,  it  does  not, 
however,  appear  to  me  that,  with  the  exception  of  questions  of  police  and  good  order, 
puch  as  might  be  dealt  with  in  a  Court  of  summary  jurisdiction,  the  interests  and 
affairs  of  Europeans  could  as  yet  be  intrusted  to  a  native  Government. 

215.  The  first  step  towards  the  attainment  of  a  good  and  stable  native  Govern- 
ment necessitates  that  the  natives  be  taught  to  rule  themselves  and  coalesce  in  all 
matters  concerning  their  common  weal,  as  natives  have  been,  and  still  are,  taught  in 

♦  Apia,  April  17,  1880. 
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216.  With  this  object,  I  would  recommend  that  a  Government  be  formed  con- 
sisting of  the  King  and  two  Councils,  and  that,  with  the  exception  of  its  nominee 
European  members,  such  Councils  be  constituted  upon  the  elective  principle. 

217.  The  higher  body  might  be  called  the  King's  Council,  or  "  Taimua,"  and  the 
lower  one  the  Legislative  Assembly,  or  "  Faipule." 

218.  The  outline  schemes  annexed  (Inclosure  16)  accord,  I  believe,  with  the 
instincts  of  the  people  and  with  the  attempts  made  in  1875-76. 

219.  The  Municipal  Board  for  the  governance  of  Apia  could,  I  consider,  be 
enlarged  and  remodelled  with  advantage. 

220.  The  Magistrate  might  have  jurisdiction  over  all  persons  in  civil  and  criminal 
matters  to  the  extent  conferred  upon  Stipendiary  Magistrates  in  the  Colony  of  Fiji. 
He  might  be  aided  by  Assessors  in  certain  cases. 

221.  A  sketch  of  such  Board  remodelled  is  annexed  (Inclosure  16). 

222.  In  respect  of  criminal  matters  not  coming  within  the  category  of  minor 
ofiFences,  and  in  all  civil  matters  wherein  the  sum  of  money  or  subject-matter  of  the 
action  exceeded  50Z.  in  value,  cognizance  of  the  matter  should,  in  the  case  of  British 
subjects,  be  taken  by  the  High  Commissioner's  Court.  And  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Oommsisioner  should  be  extended  to  the  classes  of  person  such  as  those  who  by  the 
provisions  of  certain  of  Her  Majesty's  Orders  in  Council,  to  wit,  **The  West  Africa 
Order,  1886,"  could  be  regarded  as  "properly  enjoying  Her  Majesty's  protection 
within"  the  Western  Pacific, 

223.  In  the  state  in  which  Samoa  is,  and  is  likely  to  remain  so  far  as  can  be  at 
present  seen,  it  is  of  great  advantage  to  British  subjects,  and  also  to  foreigners 
submitting  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  High  Commissioner's  Court,  that  the  judicial 
proceedings  of  Deputy  Commissioners  are  reported  at  once  to  higher  authority,  and 
that  appeal  lies  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Fiji. 

2X4.  In  closing  this  Report  I  cannot  but  express  regret  that  the  recommendations 
I  have  thfi  honour  of  submitting  for  the  consideration  of  Her  Majesty's  Government 
should  not  have  met  with  the  concurrence  of  the  German  Commissioner. 

226.  The  task  of  devising  a  scheme  of  government  for  a  native  community, 
disi^racted  by  internal  jealousies,  and  bewildered  by  foreign  influences  and  intervention 
of  long  duration,  could  not  at  the  outset  promise  any  higher  degree  of  success. 

226.  But  the  difficulties  inseparable  from  such  a  problem  were  not  lessened  when, 
of  the  three  Commissioners  appointed  to  visit  Samoa  and  report  to  their  respective 
Governments  upon  its  condition  and  requirements,  one  was  indisposed  to  join  in  a  task 
he  regarded  as  futile,  and,  moreover,  not  within  the  scope  of  his  instructions ;  and 
another,  though  approaching  the  subject  with  a  lively  and  earnest  interest,  was  unable 
to  make  any  substentive  proposals,  owing  to  inexperience  of  native  character  and 
capabilities. 

227.  With  the  assistance  of  three  foreign  members  of  Government  and  a 
Magistrate,  for  whose  services  the  revenue  of  the  native  Government  should  without 
difficulty  be  able  to  pay,  I  think  it  possible  tiiat  q.  native  Government  might  in  tjme  be 
established  on  a  satisfactory  footing. 

228.  it  would,  however,  be  necessary  for  the  Powers  interested  in  Samoa  to 
continue  an  executive  support  to  the  native  Govemement  through  theu'  naval 
authorities,  for  in  the  beginning  every  Chief  who  fancied  himself  slighted  would 
proclaim  that  he  had  "  left  the  King/'  and  then  proceed  to  hoist  a  flag  of  his  own. 

229.  Commissioners  of  the  three  Powers,  sitting  severally  or  collectively  with 
Samoan  coadjutors,  as  occasion  required,  would  also  be  necessary  to  settle  the  all- 
important  question  of  claims  to  land. 

230.  Such  a  Commission  ought,  perhaps,  to  precede  any  change  in  the  form  of  a 
Government  the  future  necessities  and  resources  of  which,  is  not  its  very  existence, 
must  so  greatly  depend  upon  its  decisions.

Protocol  of  July  3,  1877. 
(Translation.) 

WE  hereby  promise  the  German  Representatives  : — 

1.  We  will  accept  the  neutrality  of  tlie  district  from  Letogo  to  Mulinuu,  including 
both  those  places  (answer  for  or  observe  the  same). 

2.  If  war  breaks  out  we  will  strike  our  flag  that  is  hoisted  at  Mulinuu,  and  the 
officers  of  our  Government  will  leave  Mulinuu. 

3.  We  will  take  good  care  of  German  property,  houses,  land,  and  plantations. 
Should  any  one  who  belongs  to  our  Government  do  any  damages  to  a  German,  or 
to  anything  belonging  to  a  German,  we  will  pay  for  it  (make  amends  for  it). 

4.  We  will  in  nowise  slight  the  German  Government,  or  grant  privileges  to  any 
other  foreign  Government  in  preference  to  the  German. 

We  fully  adhere  to  all  that  we  have  written  to  the  German  Representatives  in  that 
respect,  in  accordance  with  the  points  indicated  to  us  in  their  (the  German  Represen- 
tives*)  letter  of  the  24th  May. 

5.  We  will  notify  the  day  to  the  Grcrman  Consul  if  the  war  breaks  out.

Captain  Hassenpflug  and  M.  Weber  to  the  Taimua  and  Faipule  of  Samoa. 

(Translation.) 

Chieftains,  Apia,  May  24,  1878  (sic;  ?  1877). 

WE  have  received  your  various  written  and  verhal  declarations  that  you  intend  to 
grant  no  privileges  whatever  in  these  islands  to  any  foreign  nation  in  preference  to  ours, 
hut  that  you  mean  to  put  all  foreign  Governments  on  the  same  footing,  and  in  nowise 
to  slight  the  German  Government;  moreover,  that  you  will  give  no  foreigner  a 
privileged  position  in  a  Government  of  these  islands. 

We  have  received  the  same  promises,  namely,  to  put  the  foreign  nations  represented 
here  in  Samoa  on  an  equal  footing,  from  the  Chieftains  of  the  Puletua. 

Furthermore,  on  occasion  of  our  conference  with  you  on  the  15th  of  this  month, 
we  told  you  why  the  Germans  and  their  interests  in  Samoa  must  not  he  regarded  as 
on  sufferance,  hut  as  possessing  rights,  and  that  a  one-sided  political  arrangement  of 
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affairs  in  Samoa  without  seeking  counsel  of  the  German  Grovemment  was  therefore 
untenable. 

We  now  inform  you  that  we  shall  hold  you  to  the  promises  given  to  us,  and  that 
we  shall  insist  upon  our  rights. 

For  these  reasons  we  now  protest  hereby,  in  the  most  decisive  and  solemn  manner, 
against  any  steps  whatever  whereby  one  or  more  foreign  Grovernments,  excluding  the 
German  Government,  may  bo  called  to  the  Protectorate  of  these  islands,  or  whereby  an 
annexation  of  these  islands  may  be  brought  about,  as  well  as  against  any  other  such 
steps  whatever  v/hereby  German  interests  might  in  any  way  whatever  be  injured  or 
prejudiced,  whether  by  arrangement  of  Samoa's  political  relations  without  asking  advice 
of  the  Consular  and  Maritime  Representatives  of  Germany,  or  by  granting  a  privileged 
position  to  the  Representatives  of  other  Governments  or  to  other  foreigners,  or  in  any 
other  way  whatever. 

We  protest  against  all  such  steps  in  virtue  of  our  instructions  from  the  Imperial 
Government  for  so  long  as  until  the  said  Government  intimates  its  concurrence  in  such 
steps.

Treaty  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Government  of  the  Samoan  Islands. 

(Friendship  and  Commerce.) 

Concluded,  17th  January,  1878. 

Ratification  advised  by  Senate,  with  Amendments,  30th  January,  1878- 

Ratified  by  President,  8th  February,  1878. 

Ratified  by  the  Samoan  Envoy,  11th  February,  1878. 

Ratifications  exchanged  at  Washington,  11th  February,  1878. 

Proclaimed^  13th  February,  1878. 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

A  Proclamation. 

Whereas  a  Treaty  of  Friendship  and  Conmierce  between  the  United  States  aiid 
the  Government  of  the  Samoan  Islands  was  concluded  and  signed  by  their  respective 
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Plenipotentiaries  at  the  city  of  Washington,  on  the  17th  day  of  January,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  1878,  which  Treaty,  after  having  heen  amended  and  ratified  by  the 
Contracting  Parties,  is  word  for  word  as  follows : — 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Government  of  the 
Samoan  Islands  being  desirous  of  concluding  a  Treaty  of  Priendship  and  Commerce, 
the  President  of  the  United  States  has,  for  this  pm^pose,  conierred  full  powers  upoa 
William  M.  Evarts,  Secretary  of  State ;  and  the  Government  of  the  Samoan  Islands 
has  conferred  like  powers  upon  M.  K.  Le  Mamea,  its  Envoy  Extraordinary  to  the 
United  States.  And  the  said  Plenipotentiaries,  having  exchanged  their  fuU  powers, 
which  were  found  to  be  in  due  form,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  Articles  : — 

ARTICLE  I. 

There  shall  be  perpetual  peace  and  friendship  between  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Government  of  the  Samoan  Islands. 

AKTICLE  n. 

Naval  vessels  of  the  United  States  shall  have  the  privilege  of  entering  and  using 
the  port  of  Pago-Pago,  and  establishing  therein  and  on  the  shores  thereof  a  station  for 
coal  and  other  naval  supplies  for  their  naval  and  commercial  marine,  and  the  Samoan 
Government  will  hereafter  neither  exercise  nor  authorize  any  jurisdiction  within  said 
port  adverse  to  such  rights  of  the  United  States,  or  restrictive  thereof.  The  same 
vessels  shall  also  have  the  privilege  of  entering  other  ports  of  the  Samoan  Islands. 
The  citizens  of  the  United  States  shall  likewise  have  free  liberty  to  enter  the  same 
ports  with  their  ships  and  cargoes  of  whatsoever  kind,  and  to  sell  the  same  to  any  of 
the  inhabitants  of  those  islands.  All  such  traffic,  in  whatever  articles  of  trade  or 
barter,  shall  be  free,  except  that  the  trade  in  fire-arms  and  munitions  of  war  in  the 
islands  shall  be  subject  to  Regulations  by  that  Government 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  import  or  export  duty  shall  be  charged  on  the  cargoes  of  the  vessels  of  the 
United  States  entering  or  clearing  from  the  ports  of  the  Samoan  Islands,  and  no  other 
than  a  tonnage  duty  of  one-half  of  1  per  cent,  per  ton,  actual  measurement,  shall  be 
charged  on  the  entrance  of  such  vessels. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

All  disputes  between  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  the  Samoan  Islands, 
whether  relating  to  civil  matters,  or  to  offences  or  crimes,  shall  be  heard  and  deter- 
mined by  the  Consul  of  the  United  States  at  Apia,  Samoa,  under  such  Regulations 
and  limitations  as  the  United  States  may  provide ;  and  all  disputes  between  citizens 
of  the  United  States  and  the  people  of  those  islands  shall  be  heard  by  that  Consul,  in 
conjunction  with  such  officer  of  the  Samoan  Government  as  may  be  designated  for 
that  purpose.  Crimes  and  offences,  in  cases  where  citi^ns  of  the  United  Sts^tas  may 
be  convicted,  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  laws  of  their  country:  aad  in  cases 
where  the  people  of  the  Samoan  Islands  may  be  convicted,  they  shall  be  punished 
pursuant  to  Samoan  laws,  and  by  the  authorities  of  that  country. 

ARTICLE  V. 

If,  unhappily,  any  differences  should  have  arisen,  or  shall  hereafter  arise,  between 
the  Samoan  Government  and  any  other  Government  in  amity  with  the  United  States, 
the  Government  of  the  latter  will  employ  its  good  offices  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting 
those  differences  upon  a  satisfactory  and  solid  foundation. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Government  of  Samoa  agrees  to  allow  to  the  Gtovemm^it  and  citizens  of 
the  United  States  free  and  equal  participation  in  any  privileges  that  may  have  been, 
or  may  hereafter  be,  granted  to  the  Government,  citizens,  or  subjects  of  any  other 
nation. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  remain  in  force  for  ten  years  from  its  data*  If  neither 
party  shall  have  given  to  the  other  six  months'  previous  notice  of  his  intentiop  tfaea  to 
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terminate  the  same,  it  shall  further  remiiin  in  f oi^ce  until  the  end  of  twelve  months 
after  either  party  shall  have  given  notice  to  the  other  of  such  intention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications  exchanged  as  soon  as 
possible.  In  faith  whereof  the  Plenipotentiaries  have  signed  and  sealed  this  Treaty  at 
Washington,  the  17th  day  of  January,  1878.

And  whereas  the  said  Treaty,  as  amended,  has  been  duly  ratified  on  both  parts, 
and  the  respective  ratifications  of  the  same  were  exchanged  in  the  city  of  Washington 
on  the  11th  day  of  February,  1878. 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  have  caused  the  said  Treaty  to  be  made  public,  to.  the  end 
that  the  same,  and  every  clause  and  Article  thereof,  may  be  observed  and  fulfilled 
with  good  faith  by  the  United  States  and  the  citizens  thereof.  In  witness  whereof  I 
have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

The  German  Consul  to  Acting  British  Consul  Churchward. 

Imperial  German  Consulate  for  the  South  Sea  Islands, 
Sir,  Apia^  January  23, 1885. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  in  consequence  of  the  unfriendly  attitude 
assumed  recently  by  the  Government  of  King  Malietoa  towards  German  interests,  I 
have  this  day,  in  a  way  of  reprisal,  attached,  in  the  name  of  the  Imperial  German 
Government,  all  the  territory  forming  the  Mimicipality  of  Apia,  as  far  as  the  rights  of 
sovereignty  of  King  Malietoa  and  his  Government  are  concerned,  and  I  shall  hold  the 
same  as  security  for  the  due  fulfilment  of  the  existing  Treaty  obligations  on  the  part 
of  the  Samoan  Government. 

As  a  public  manifestation  of  this  measure,  Captain  Pluddemann,  of  His  Imperial 
German  Majesty*s  ship  "Albatross,'*  will  hoist  the  Gorman  flag  at  Mulinuu.  I 
beg  to  inclose  copy  of  the  letter  I  have  to-day  addressed  to  King  Malietoa  on  the 
subject. 

As  regards  the  administration  of  municipal  affairs,  I  am  agreeable  to  continue  the 
present  arrangement  until  an  ultimate  settlement  has  been  arrived  at;  it  will,  however, 
be  understood  that  in  the  meantime  the  Samoan  flag  shall  not  be  hoisted  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  Municipality.

Copy  of  Inclosure  in  the  German  ConsuVs  Letter. 

On  the  6th  November  of  last  year  your  Highness  and  your  Government  appeared 
before  the  German  Consulate  to  humble  yourselves.  Tou  acknowledged  thereby  that 
you  had  for  a  long  time  disregarded  German  Treaty  rights. 

Already,  on  the  4th  November,  your  Highnesswrote  to  me  that  the  prisoners  whoj 
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in  Pebruary  last  year,  escaped,  in  consequence  of  the  order  of  your  Government,  out 
of  the  German  prison,  would  be  brought  back. 

Subsequently,  I  made  an  agreement  with  your  Highness'  Government.  I  supposed 
that  all  difficulties  which  arose  formerly  would  be  removed  thereby. 

Your  Highness'  Government,  however,  resumed  the  old  inimical  attitude  towards 
Germany.  Not  all  the  prisoners  were  brought  back,  and  those  who  were  escaped 
again  soon  after,  and  your  Highness'  Government  did  not  think  of  taking  the  trouble 
to  return  the  prisoners. 

In  a  letter  which  you  wrote  to  me  on  the  20th  November,  you  say  that  it 
is  generally  known  that  Samoa  was  to  be  taken  away  by  force  by  the  German 
Gtovemment. 

Since  then  the  followers  of  your  Highness  have  not  ceased  to  malign  Germany. 

Seumann  and  Lanata  have  repeatedly,  in  meetings,  designated  Germany  as  a 
robber  land,  as  a  country  of  slavery,  and  as  a  country  without  religion.  Under 
these  circumstances,  it  was  impossible  to  fulfil  the  Articles  of  the  Agreement  of  the 
10th  November.  Germany  can  no  longer  look  upon  this  state  of  affairs  with 
equanimity,  and  I,  as  Representative  of  the  Imperial  German  Government  in  Samoa, 
had  to  concert  measures  which  were  likely  to  secure  the  rights  and  interests  of  German 
subjects  in  Samoa. 

Eor  this  purpose  £  shall,  in  the  name  of  the  Imperial  German  Government,  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  same,  take  possession  of,  as  security,  all  the  land  which 
now  constitutes  all  the  Municipality  of  Apia,  as  far  as  your  Highness'  and  your 
Government's  sovereign  rights  are  concerned ;  and  the  Imperial  Government  will  so 
long  assume  these  sovereign  rights  until  an  understanding  has  been  successfully 
arrived  at  with  the  Grovemment  of  Samoa  which  will  make  German  interests  secure 
in  Samoa,  and  will  make  difficulties  such  as  have  heretofore  arisen  impossible  in 
future. 

As  a  public  manifestation  of  this  taking  possession,  there  will  be  landed  in 
Mulinuu  this  morning,  at  9  o'clock,  a  detachment  of  Imperial  officers  and  seamen, 
and  the  Imperial  flag  will  be  hoisted  there. 

At  the  same  time,  I  give  your  Majesty  the  assurance  that  no  hostile  action 
towards  Samoa  is  connected  herewith.  No  one  will  be  molested,  and  no  house  or 
property  of  Samoans  will  be  injured.  I  expect,  however,  that  the  Samoans  themselves 
will  commit  no  hostile  action.  Only  misfortune  would  be  the  result  to  your  Highness 
and  Samoa. 

May  it  prosper  with  your  Highness.

Proclamation  posted  upon  the  Municipal  Court  House  at  Apia,  and  also  circulated  in  the 

t  District. 

Let  all  the  people  of  Samoa  observe : 

During  the  long  period  that  Malietoa  has  been  King,  the  Government  of  Germany 
has  been  treated  with  unkindness  and  injury,  and  all  Agreements  that  have  been  made 
between  the  Governments  of  Gtermany  and  Samoa  have  been  repeatedly  violated.  For 
that  reason  I  must  now  make  arrangements  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  subjects 
of  my  Government  and  their  possessions.  This  is  my  view  of  that  which  is  necessary 
to  be  ^one:  that  I  should  take  possession  of  the  lands  of  the  village  of  Apia  and 
district,  in  which  are  included  Mulinuu  and  the  harbour  of  Apia,  to  hold  possession 
under  the  supreme  control  (that  was  under  the  Government  of  Malietoa)  for  the 
Government  of  Gtermany.  This  is  the  sign  of  this :  I  have  lifted  the  flag  of  His 
Imperial  German  Majesty  in  Mulinuu. 

This  is  the  meaning  of  the  lifting  of  the  flag,  that  the  Government  of  Germany 
will  rule  for  the  present  over  that  portion  of  territory.  Samoans  1  I  tell  you  now 
plainly  that  it  is  only  the  territory  that  is  called  the  Municipality  that  is  taken 
possession  of,  but  no  other  portion  of  land  in  Samoa  is  taken  possession  of.  It  is  good, 
too,  that  you  should  be  made  acquainted  with  the  reason  of  that  which  is  done.  It  is 
no  unkindness  at  all  to  Samoa.  The  German  Government  only  wish  for  Samoa  to 
have  a  strong  Grovemment,  that  shall  maintain  cordial  relations  with  the  Grovemment 
of  Germany. 

When  a  peaceful  solution  is  'effecte4  pf  these  difficulties,  the  lands  now  taken 
possession  of  wiU  bp  gjven  up  again. 
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I  beseech  you  to  be  at  peace,  and  to  have  confidence  in  the  Government  of 
Germany  and  myself ;  then  Samoa  will  indeed  be  prosperous.

And  I  hereby  state  that  no  English  or  American  war- ship 
will  be  requested  by  me,  acting  as  and  for  the  United  States  of  America,  His  Majesty 
King  Malietoa,  to  fire  upon  or  otherwise  molest  any  of  the  subjects  of  this  or  any 
other  country,  unless  for  the  preservation  of  life  or  property  or  the  punishment  of 
crime. 

The  United  States  of  America  desire  that  peace,  happiness,  and  prosperity  may  be 
enjoyed  by  Samoa,  and  trust  tliat  the  difficulties  hitherto  retarding  the  progress  of  these 
islands  will  soon  be  overcome,  and  that,  by  reviving  commerce  with  an  established 
Government,  the  great  natural  resources  of  this  kingdom  may  be  peaceably  developed, 
so  that  the  weKare  both  of  individuals  and  the  conmiunity  may  be  securea.

The  people  of  Manono 
wai  f^tfMaleaga  haviag,  in  obedience  to  Bang  Malietoa's  orders,  left  yesterday  their 
positions  on  the  left  side  of  Aana,  Tamasese  has  now  ordered  his  people  to  leave  the 
£(irts  on  the  east  boundary  to-day,  so  that  nothing  will  prevent  the  Tuamasaga  war 
party  from  withdrawing  from  their  position  to-morrow.  K  this  effect  of  the  Agree- 
ment  is  carried  out  the  war  parties  at  present  in  Aana  will  disperse,  and  return  on 
Wednesday,  the  2nd  June,  to  their  respective  homes,  so  as  to  have  the  siaiits  quo  ante 
restored.  You  will  oblige  me  by  informing  King  Malietoa  of  this  result  of  my 
negotiations,  and  I  shall  always  feel  happy  to  further  co-operate  with  you  for  the 
purpose  of  maintaining  the  peace.

Municipal  Regulations. 


Concerning  the  Treasurer. 

III.  A  Treasurer  shall  be  elected,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  all 
public  moneys,  and  to  disburse  them  only  under  an  order  from  the  Municipal  Board. 
The  Treasurer  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  services  a  commission  not  to 
exceed  5  per  cent,  of  all  public  moneys  paid  into  the  Treasury  during  his  term  of 
office. 

LVI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  take  charge  of  all  moneys  payable  to  the 
Municipality,  and  give  receipts  for  the  same. 

LVII.  The  Treasurer  shall  not  pay  out  any  such  moneys  except  on  a  draft 
approved  by  the  Municipal  Board,  or  on  a  written  order  from  the  Municipal  Board. 

LVIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed, 
which  account'  he  shall  render  to  the  Municipal  Board  at  their  meeting  on  the  first 
Friday  of  each  quarter. 

Dated  at  Apia,  Samoa,  6th  December,  1879,  and  12th  January,  1880. 

Concerning  Public-houses  and  Intoxicating  Drinks. 

VIII.  No  one  shall  have  the  right  to  sell  intoxicating  drinks  by  retail  without 
first  obtaining  a  licence  from  the  Municipal  Board  of  Apia,  which  licence  shall  be 
paid  for  quarterly,  in  advance,  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  at 
the  rate  of  10  dollars  per  month,  provided  his  sales  of  such  drink  do  not  exceed 
260  dollars  per  month ;  and  at  the  rate  of  12  dollars  per  month  if  his  sales  of  such 
drinks  exceed  250  dollars  per  month. 

IX.  Any  one  convicted  of  selling  intoxicating  drinks  by  retail  without  a  licence 
shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  50  dollars  (and  one-half  of  the  fine  imposed  shall  be  paid 
to  the  informer),  or  shall  be  imprisoned,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  not  to  exceed 
six  weeks. 

[Note. — "  Retail "  means  less  than  an  original  case,  or  less  tlian  two  gallons  of 
liquor  imported  in  bulk.] 

X.  Any  licensed  publican  who  shall  sell  or  supply  any  intoxicating  drink  to  a 
Samoan,  or  to  any  native  of  the  islands  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  shall,  on  conviction,  bo 
fined  5  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  six  days.  Such  conviction  shall  be  indorsed  on 
his  licence  by  the  Magistrate ;  and  when  two  such  indorsements  have  been  made 
thereon,  the  offender's  licence  shall  be  cancelled  immediately. 

XI.  No  licensed  public-house  shall  be  opened  to  the  public  before  6  a.m.  nor 
after  11  p.m.  on  week-days,  nor  before  1  p.m.  nor  after  11  p.m.  on  Sundays,  unless  a 
special  licence  has  been  first  obtained  for  the  occasion.  Any  breach  of  this  Regulation 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  10  dollars,  and  such  breach  thereof  shall  be  indorsed  on 
the  offender's  licence,  which  may  be  cancelled  for  the  third  offence.

XII.  Any  licensed  publican  who  shall  sell  or  supply  liquor  to  any  person  in  a 
state  of  intoxication  shall^  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  to  exceed  5  dollars,  and 
for  the  third  offence  his  licence  may  be  cancelled. 

Regulations  XIII  and  XIV amended* 

XIII.  Any  person  who  shall  supply  or  sell  any  intoxicating  drink  to  a  Samoan, 
or  to  any  other  islander  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  without  a  written  order  from  a  person 
permitted  to  give  such  an  order,  shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  25  dollars,  or  imprisoned 
not  to  exceed  thirty  days. 

XIV.  Any  Pacific  Islander  found  intoxicated,  or  in  possession  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  on  his  person  or  his  premises,  shall  be  fijied  not  to  exceed  10  dollars,  or 
imprisoned  not  to  exceed  twelve  days. 

On  reasonable  suspicion,  the  police  are  authorized  to  enter  any  native  house  to 
make  arrests  and  confiscate  any  intoxicating  liquor. 
Dated  Apia,  2nd  May,  1884. 

XV.  Any  person  found  intoxicated  and  disorderly  on  the  public  highways  shall 
be  fined  not  to  exceed  10  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned,  with  or  without  hard  labour, 
not  to  exceed  twelve  days,  and  shall  be  liable  for  any  injury  or  damage  done. 

Dated  at  Apia,  Samoa,  31st  December,  1879. 

CVIII.  Any  person  supplying  or  conveying,  or  causing  to  be  supplied  or 
conveyed,  any  intoxicating  liquor  on  board  of  any  vessel  in  the  harbour  of  Apia 
without  an  order  in  writing  signed  by  the  master  of  such  vessel,  shall,  on  conviction, 
be  fined  not  to  exceed  50  dollars,  or  sixty  days*  imprisonment.  If  a  licensed  publican 
or  boatman  be  convicted  of  the  above  offence,  he  shall  be  liable  to  have  his  licence 
cancelled. 

Dated  at  Apia,  Samoa,  1st  April,  1881. 

Concerning  Fire-arms. 

XVI.  On  and  after  the  1st  day  of  January,  1880,  the  sale  of  fire-arms  and  ammu- 
nition is  hereby  prohibited  without  a  special  licence  from  the  Municipal  Board.  Any 
breach  of  this  Regulation  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  200  dollars  (and 
one-half  of  the  fine  imposed  shall  be  paid  to  the  informer),  or  by  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  six  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment  not 
to  exceed  the  above-mentioned  penalties.* 

Concerning  TVades  and  Professions. 

XVII.  Any  person  following  or  exercising  any  of  the  professions,  trades,  or 
callings  enumerated  in  the  Schedide  annexed  to  this  Regulation,  whether  jointly  with 
any  other  profession,  trade,  or  calling,  or  otherwise,  shall  take  out  a  licence,  and  pay 
a  licence  fee  at  the  rate  per  year  set  forth  in  the  said  Schedule*  All  such  licences 
shall,  on  application,  be  issued  by  the  Municipal  Board  for  three,  six,  nine,  or  twelve 
months,  on  payment  in  advance  of  the  quarterly  fee  required  in  respect  of  each 
profession,  trade,  or  calling ;  and  in  all  cases  licences  shall  date  from  the  Ist  day  of 
January,  April,  July,  or  October,  and  shall  expire  on  the  last  day  of  March,  June, 
September,  or  December,  as  the  case  may  be. 

XVIII.  Persons  exercising,  following,  or  engaging  in  any  of  the  professions, 
trades,  or  callings  enumerated  in  the  Schedule  aforesaid  without  a  licence,  at  any  time 
after  the  lapse  of  seven  days  from  the  1st  day  of  the  months  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October  respectively,  shall,  on  conviction  in  a  simmiary  manner,  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  100  dollars,  or  in  default  of  payment  shall  be  imprisoned  not  to  exceed 
seventy.five  days. 

XIX.  There  shall  be  five  classes  of  licences  in  general  for  stores.

LXXIV.  Every  Miesman^  hook-kfeeper,  and  clerk,  whose  salary,  wage,  or  pay 
does  not  exceed  73  dollars  per  month,  shall  take  out  a  licence,  for  whieh  he  shall  pay 
i  dollars  per  annum,  and  every  such  person  whose  salanr,  wages,  or  pay  exceeds 
75  dollars  per  month  shall  take  out  a  licence,  for  which  he  shall  pay  6  dollars  per 
annum.  Any  violation  of  this  and  the  preceding  Regulation  shall  be  punished 
according  to  RegulaUcni  XVIII.  Board  and  lodging  provided  by  the  employer  to  be 
reckoned  as  sala^  at  the  rate  of  80  dollars  per  month. 

Unlicensed  Traders. 

XX.  All  persons  other  than  licensed  butchers  selling  fresh  meat  within  the 
Municipality  shaU  pay  a  t&x  of  1  per  cent,  on  their  s^les. 

Concerning  Fast  Riding. 

XXV.  Fast  riding  through  the  streets  of  Apia  is  hereby  prohibited,  and  the  police 
are  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  arrest  any  person  violating  this  Regulation, 
who  shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  5  dollars,  or  who  shall  be  imprisoned,  with  or  without 
hard  labour,  not  to  exceed  six  days  lor  each  offence,  and  shall  b^  liable  for  injuiy  and 
damages  done. 
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Concerning  AnimnU. 

XXVI.  Any  person  tying  horses  or  cattle  in  such  a  manner  that  the  aniiuals  may 
he  on  the  public  roans  and  paths,  or  so  that  the  ropes  may  extend  across  said  roads  8m4 
paths,  shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  2  dollars  for  each  offence  of  each  siieh  animal,  4nd 
shall  be  liable  for  Injury  and  damage  done. 

This  Regulation  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  horses  and  vehicles  in 
waiting  in  front  of  smj  premises,  provided  that  the  same  do  not  in  any  way  obstruct 
the  free  passage  of  the  road.

Concerning  Public  Exposure. 

XXVIII.  The  police' are  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  warn  any  one  when 
necessary  against  the  indecent  exposure  of  his  person  in  public,  and  against  (committing 
any  nuisance  in  any  public  place,  under  penalty  of  being  fined  not  to  exceed  5  dollars 
for  each  such  offence,  or  of  being  imprisoned,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  not  to 
exceed  six.  days. 

Concerning  Public  Gatherings. 

XXIX.  Public  assemblies  of  Samoans  from  districts  outside  the  Ttiamasaga 
territory  will  not  be  allowed  within  the  Municipality  of  Apia  without  special 
permission  from  the  Municipal  Board.  And  on  all  such  occasions  the  discharge  0^ 
fire-arms  is  hereby  prohibited  when  other  than  blank  cartridgegi  are  used. 

Concerning  Prisoners  and  Deserters. 

XXX.  Any  one  harbouring  or  concealing  any  escaped  prisoner  or  desettw  from  a 
ship  of  war  or  merchant- vessel,  shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  10  dollars,  or  imprisoned 
not  to  exceed  twelve  days,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  each  offence. 

XXXI.  Any  one  aiding  a  prisoner  to  escape,  or  a  sailor  to  dissert  frpm  a  vesa^}^ 
shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  10  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned,  with  or  without  hard 
labour,  not  to  exceed  twelve  days. 

Concerning  Assault^  upon  Public  Q0per^^ 

XXXII.  Any  one  assaulting  or  in  anv  wise  molesting  aiiy  ttteiliber  of  the  Municipal 
Board  shaU  be  fined  not  to  exceed  200  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned,  with  or  without 
hard  labour,  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or  shall  be  fined  and  imprisoned  not  to  exceed 
the  before-mentioned  penalties. 

Concerning  Taxes. 

XXXIII.  A  tax  of  1  per  cent,  shall  be  leyie^  on  the  real  value  of  all  houses  and 
lands,  except  churches,  hospitals,  and  schools,  within  the  town  and  district  of  Apia, 
payable  to  the  Treasurer  quarterly  in  advance. 

LXXXIII.  So  much  of  Regulation  XXXIII  as  applies  to  tJ|e  property  of  Samoans 
or  other  natives  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  is  hereby  repealed,  and  a  poll  tax  of  1  dollar  per 
annum,  payable  in  advance,  shall  be  levied  on  all  mala  adult  Samoans,  or  other  male 
adult  islanders  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  resident  within  the  Municipality. 

LXXXVI.  Any  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comJ)ly  with  the  provisions 
of  Municipal  Regulations  XXXIII,  XXXIV,  and  LXXXIII,  shall,  on  conviction,  be 
fined  not  to  exceed  100  dollars,  or  in  default  shall  be  imprisoned  not  to  exceed  seventy- 
five  days. 

XXXIV.  All  male  persons  of  the  age  of  21  years,  except  ministers  of  the  Gospel, 
priests,  teachers,  and  Representatives  of  foreign  Governments,  not  paying  taxes  or 
licences  otherwise,  shall  pay  a  head  tax  of  1  dollar  each  annually  in  advance:

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Concerning  Police. 

XXXV.  There  shall  be  one  Chief  of  Police  for  the  Municipality  of  Apia,  and  as 
many  subordinates  as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  good  order  and  to  protect  the  liveb 
and  property  of  those  within  the  Municipality. 

XXXVI.  All  policemen  shall  he  appointed  by  the  Municipal  Board,  and  shall 
be  subject  only  to  their  authority  and  instructions,  and  hold  office  during  their 
pleasure. 

XXXVII.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  his  subordinates, 
but  their  appointment  must  be.  confirmed  by  the  Municipal  Board ;  or  said  nominations 
may  be  rejected  by  the  Municipal  Board,  who  may  then  nominate  and  appoint  such 
subordinate  policemen  as  they  deem  most  suitable. 

XXXIX.  There  shall  be  a  place  where  the  Chief  of  Police  can  be  found  when  not 
on  duty,  and  his  subordinates  shall  report  to  him  at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may 
direct. 

XL.  Any  member  of  the  police  force  who  shall  receive  any  remuneration,  other 
than  his  salary,  for  any  official  service  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  Municipal  Board  or  be 
liable  to  be  dismissed. 

XLI.  Any  person  interfering  with  a  police  officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  official 
duties  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  not  to  exceed  50  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned, 
with  or  without  hard  labour,  not  to  exceed  six  weeks  for  each  offence,  or  shall  be  both 
fined  and  imprisoned. 

XLII.  Any  policeman  who  shall  leave  the  service  without  permission,  or  without 
a  fortnight's  previous  notice  of  his  intention  to  do  so,  shall  forfeit  his  wages,  and  may 
be  punished  otherwise. 

Dated  at  Apia,  Samoa,  31st  December,  1879. 

Concerning  the  Magistrate. 

LIX.  The  Magistrate's  Court  shall  be  open  every  day  in  the  week  (except 
Sunday's  Christmas,  New  Year's  Day,  Good  Friday,  Boxing  Day,  March  22nd, 
May  24th,  and  July  4th)  for  the  hearing  of  cases,  between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and 

4  P.M. 

LX.  The  Magistrate  shall  hand  over  to  the  Municipal  Board  for  examination 
the  Minute-book  of  the  Magistrate's  Court  at  their  sitting  on  the  first  Friday  in  each 
month. 

LXI.  The  Magistrate  shall  hold  his  Court  at  such  places  as  may  be  provided  for 
him. ' 

LXII.  The  Magistrate  shaU  hold  his  office  during  the  term  for  which  he  is 
appointed  by  the  Mcmicipal  Board. 

Concerning  the  Port  of  Apia. 

LXIV.  All  vessels  (except  those  belonging  to  the  Samoan  group  and  engaged  in 
the  interisland  or  coasting  trade)  coming  into  and  leaving  the  harbour  of  Apia  shall 
take  the  pilot  licenced  by  the  Mimicipal  Board. 

LXV.  The  pilotage  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  1  dollar  per  foot  draught  of  water  in,  and 
1  dollar  per  foot  draught  of  water  out,  of  port,  and  the  pilot  may  arrange  with  any 
captain  for  extra  service,  towing,  use  of  boat,  &c. 

LXVI.  All  vessels  coming  into  the  port  of  Apia  shall  be  anchored  in  such  a 
position  as  the  pilot  may  direct. 

Alteration  in  Regulation  LXVI. 

To  read  after  the  first  sentence : — 

Por  changing  any  vessel  from  her  moorings  from  one  part  of  the  harbour  to 
another  the  pilot  shall  receive  5  dollars. 
Dated  Apia,  2nd  May,  1884. 

LXVII.  The  master  of  any  vessel  desiring  to  change  her  from  one  place  in  the 
harbour  to  another  shall  notify  the  pilot,  who  shall  direct  the  removal,  unless  he  has 
good  and  sufficient  reason  to  the  contmry. 

LXVIII.  The  pilot  may  order  the  removal  of  any  vessel  so  anchored  as  to  obstruct 
the  navigation  in  or  out  of  the  harbour,  or  for  any  other  good  and  sufficient  reason; 
and  any  master  of  a  vessel  who  shall  refuse  to  comply  with  such  order  shall  be  h'able  to 
a  fine  of  10  dollars. 
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LXIX.  The  throwing  of  ballast  into  the  harbour  is  hereby  strictly  prohibited. 
And  all  masters  or  persons  in  command  of  vessels  arriving  in  the  port  of  Apia^  and 
having  ballast  to  discharge,  shall  notify  the  pilot,  who  will  inform  them  where  to 
deposit  the  same ;  and  the  pilot  shall  take  such  precautions  as  he  may  deem  necessary, 
when  any  vessel  is  receiving  or  discharging  ballast,  to  prevent  the  same  from  falling 
into  the  harbour ;  and  if  any  master  or  mate  of  a  vessel  receiving  or  discharging 
ballast  shall  neglect  the  necessary  measures  to  prevent  the  same  from  falling  overboard; 
on  complaint  of  the  pilot  a  policeman  shall  be  placed  on  board  such  vessel,  at  the 
vessel's  expense,  to  observe  and  report  such  carelessness  or  neglect,  and  the  master  of 
such  vessel  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  for  the  first  offence  not  to  exceed  100  dollars, 
nor  less  than  10  dollars  and  cost  of  suit,  and  for  each  subsequent  conviction  the  fine 
shall  be  doubled. 

LXX.  If  any  master  or  person  in  command  of  any  vessel  shall  have  reason  to 
complain  of  any  action  of  the  pilot,  he  shaU  make  such  complaint  to  the  Municipal 
Board. 

LXXT,  A  printed  copy  of  the  above  Regulations  shall  be  handed  by  the  pilot  to 
the  master  or  person  in  command  of  every  vessel  which  he  may  bring  into  port.

Concerning  the  City  Front. 

LXXV.  Since  it  is  desirable  for  the  public  health  that  the  sea-breeze  should 
circulate  freely  through  the  town,  and  not  be  intercepted  by  buildings  near  the  water 
along  the  shore  of  the  harbour,  all  persons  are  hereby  warned  against  erecting  or 
repairing  buildings  or  structures  of  any  kind  whatever  on  the  north  or  sea-side  of  the 
present  public  road  between  the  store  of  Thomas  Throod  in  Matafele,  and  the  store  of 
Messrs.  Biige,  Hedemann,  and  Co.,  Matautu,  without  special  permission  from  the 
Municipal  Board,  which  permission  will  only  be  granted  for  the  erection  of  boat-houses 
and  similar  small  structures  near  the  water.  Any  violation  of  this  Regulation  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  100  dollars,  or  three  months'  imprisonment,  with  or 
without  hard  labour.

Concerning  Appeals^ 

LXXXVII.  After  the  hearing  and  decision  of  any  complaint  by  the  Municipal 
Magistrate,  every  person  against  whom  Judgment  is  rendered  shall  be  entitled  to  appeal 
from  such  decision  to  the  Consular  menjbers  of  the  Municipal  Board,  provided  always 
that  such  appeal  shall  be  made  by  notice  given  to  the  Municipal  Magistrate  within  one 
week  from  the  date  of  such  decision ;  provided,  further,  that  in  all  cases  where  the 
decision  appealed  against  imposes  fine  or  imprisonment,  security  shall  be  given  by  the 
appellant  to  the  Municipal  Magistrate  that  he  will  comply  with  the  decision  which  the 
Appellate  Court  shall  pronounce  upon  such  appeal.  Upon  such  notice  and  security 
being  given  as  aforesaid,  the  execution  of  the  decision  of  the  Municipal  Magistrate 
shall  be  postponed  pending  the  appeal.  All  appeals  shall  be  heard  by  the  Appellate 
Court  at  as  early  a  date  as  shall  be  possible  after  the  date  of  the  said  notice  of  appeal, 
and  persons  concerned  shall  be  notified  of  such  hearing.  No  appeal  shall  he  on 
account  of  any  defect  in  form.  If  it  shall  appear  to  the  Appellate  Court  that  any 
appeal  has  been  made  upon  frivolous  grounds,  then,  and  in  such  case,  payment  of 
costs  may  be  placed  upon  the  appellant  by  the  Court.  The  Appellate  Court  may, 
upon  the  hearing  of  any  appeal,  rehear  the  evidence  adduced  in  the  Court  below,  or 
may  not,  and  may  refer  the  case  to  the  Magistrate  for  rehearing,  and  may  alter,  amend, 
or  annul  the  decision  of  the  Magistrate.  The  costs  of  hearing  an  appeal  shall  not 
exceed  26  dollars.

XCVIL  A  Health  Office^!  shall  be  appointed  for  the  ifunlcipality  of  Apia,  whd 
shall  act  under  the  Quarantine  liaws  ps^ss^  by  the  Municipal  ^o^rd. 

OIX.  Section  1.  A  Quars^ntine  Commission,  for  the  Mumcipftlity  of  Apia,  is 
hereby  appointed,  consisting  o^  the  three  Consuls,  who  shall  give  orders  in  regard  to 
vessels  to  be  kept  in  quarantine  as  each  case  may  require. 

Section  2.  To  prevent  the  introduction  of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases  in  the 
town  of  Apia,  no  communication,  except  by  signal,  shall  be  held  with  or  from  any 
vessel  coming  from  beyond  Samoa  into  tte  waters  of  the  Municipality  of  Apia  before 
the  master  of  each  has  signed  the  certificate  and  bond  hereto  attached,  or  before  tiie 
Health  Officer  has  admitted  such  vessel  to  pratique. 

Section  3.  The  pilot,  or  his  substitute,  shall  go  to  every  vessel  nearing  this  port 
and  coming  from  beyond  Samoa,  approaching  her  on  the  windward  side,  taking  with 
him  a  yellow  flag.  Before  boarding  any  such  vessel,  he  shall  have  a  blank  certificate 
and  bond,  in  the  form  hereto  attached,  delivered  to  the  master.  Upon  completion, 
signing,  and  delivering  of  said  certificate  and  bond,  the  pilot  may  board  the  vessel,  and 
she  may  enter  the  port. 

Section  4.  In  case  the  master  declines  to  subscribe  the  certificate  and  bond,  the 
pilot  shall  not  go  on  board,  but  shall  direct  the  master  to  hoist  a  yellow  flag  at  the  fore 
(if  there  is  no  yellow  flag  on  board  the  vessel,  the  pilot  shall  supply  the  same),  and  to 
remain  off  the  port  or  proceed  to  the  appointed  quarantine-ground  or  elsewhere,  and 
anchor  where  the  pilot  may  direct,  and  the  pilot  shall  at  once  report  to  the  Health 
Officer. 

Section  5.  Provided  always  that  the  pilot  may  board  a  vessel  imder  any  circum- 
stances if  by  his  not  doing  so  her  safety  would  be  endangered.  Should  the  pilot  have 
been  obliged  to  board  a  vessel  coming  from  beyond  Samoa^  the  master  of  which 
declines  to  sign  the  certificate  and  bond,  then  the  pilot  sball  order  the  yellow  flag  to 
be  hoisted,  and  remain  on  board  until  the  Health  Officer  has  admitted  the  vessel  to 
pratique,  or  has  disinfected  the  pilot,  his  boat^s  crew,  and  boat,  properly  according  to 
circumstances,  and  has  given  permission  to  the  pilot  to  leave. 

Section  6.  The  master  of  any  vessel  coming  from  beyond  Samoa  shall  hoist  the 
yellow  flag  immediately  after  being  directed  so  to  do  by  the  pilot,  and  shall  keep  the 
same  hoisted  until  the  Health  Officer  has  admitted  the  vessel  to  pratique,  and  ordered 
the  yellow  flag  to  be  hauled  down;  and  the  master  or  other  officer  of  such  vessel  shall 
not  allow  any  communication  with  or  from  such  vessel,  except  by  signal,  or  by  the 
Health  Officer,  until  she  has  been  admitted  to  pratique  by  the  health  Officer. 

Section  7.  The  Health  Officer  on  seeing  a  vessel  hoist  the  yellow  flag,  or  on 
receiving  information  from  the  pilot,  shall  proceed  to  the  vessel,  and  approach  her  to 
windward  v/ithin  speaking  distance.  He  shall  then,  by  questioning  the  master, 
ascertain  the  reason  why  the  former  declines  to  sign  the  certificate  and  bond. 

Section  8.  If,  from  the  answers  of  the  master,  he  has  good  reason  to  suspect  that 
the  vessel  has  any  contagion  on  board,  he  shall  order  the  vessel  to  remain  in  quarantine, 
to  keep  the  yellow  flag  hoisted,  and  he  shall  at  once  report  to  the  Quarantine  Commis- 
sioners, who  shall  meet  as  soon  as  possible  to  investigate  the  case,  and  decide  according 
to  circumstances. 

Section  9.  If  the  Health  Officer  has  good  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  no 
contagi9n  on  board  such  vessel,  he  may  go  on  board  and  examine  her  bill  of  health,  her 
log-book,  and  journal,  and  inspect  her  crew  and  passengers. 

Section  10.  If  the  Health  Officer  finds,  after  inspection,  that  there  is  no  danger  of 
any  contagion  being  on  board,  he  may  admit  the  vessel  to  pratique,  and  order  the 
yellow  flag  to  be  hauled  down. 

Section  11.  If  he  finds  there  is  danger  of  any  contagion  being  on  board,  he  shall 
oVder  the  vessel  to  remain  in  quarantine,  to  keep  the  yellow  flag  hoisted,  and  he  shall 
report  to  the  Quarantine  CommissioxieTS,  taking  good  care,  after  leaving  the  ship,  to 
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disinfect  himself  and  his  boat's  crew  and  boat,  as  circumstances  may  require,  before  he 
lands  or  communicates  with  any  other  vessel  or  boat. 

Section  12.  Every  master  and  every  surgeon  of  any  vessel  which  shall  have  sailed 
from  a  place  where  there  shall  have  existed  at  the  time  of  such  sailing  any  infectious 
or  contagious  disease,  or  which  shall  have  communicated  otherwise  than  by  signal 
with  any  vessel  or  place  in  which  such  contagious  or  infectious  disease  existed,  shall 
make  a  true  declaration  of  such  circumstances  to  the  pilot  and  Health  Officer  who 
shall  come  on  board  or  alongside  such  vessel. 

Section  13.  Every  master  or  surgeon  of  a  vessel  which  shall  have  on  board  any 
person  affected  with  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  shall  declare  the  same  to  the 
pilot  and  Health  Officer,  and  shall  not  attempt  to  conceal  from  the  Health  Officer  any 
person  so  affected,  and  shall  bring  every  person  on  board  such  vessel  before  the  Health 
OflScer,  at  his  request,  for  inspection,  and  the  master  of  any  vessel  shall,  on  the  demand 
of  the  Health  Officer,  produce  for  inspection  by  him  the  log-book  and  journal  of  such 
vessel. 

Section  14.  Every  person  on  board  of  any  vessel  arriving  at  the  port  of  Apia  shall 
answer  truthfully,  and  without  evasion,  any  question  that  may  be  put  to  him  by  the 
Health  Officer  or  pilot,  in  order  to  find  out  whether  there  is  danger  of  any  contagion 
being  on  board  such  vessel. 

Section  16.  No  person,  save  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  approach  or  leave  any 
vessel  on  board  of  which  the  yellow  flag  is  hoisted  until  she  has  been  admitted  to 
pratique  by  the  Health  Officer,  and  the  yellow  flag  has  been  hauled  down. 

Section  16.  A  quarantine  fee  shall  be  paid  by  all  vessels  coming  from  beyond 
Samoa  as  follows :  Vessels  whose  tonnage  does  not  exceed  50  tons,  60  cents  ;  vessels 
whose  tonnage  is  over  60  tons  and  does  not  exceed  100  tons,  1  dollar ;  vessels  whose 
tonnage  exceeds  100  tons  shall  pay  1  dollar  more  for  every  100  tons  or  fraction  thereof, 
and  such  fee  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Municipality. 

Section  17.  Any  person  committing  a  breach  of  any  of  the  above  Quarantine 
E/Cgulations  shall,  on  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  200  doUarr,  or 
by  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or  by  both 
these  penalties. 

Section  18.  All  expenses  caused  to  the  Municipality  by  any  vessel  with  regard  to 
quarantine  shall  be  borne  by  such  vessel,  or  by  the  master,  owners,  agents,  or  consignees 
thereof,  and  such  vessel  or  persons  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  recovery  of  such 
expenses. 

Section  19.  Should  any  of  the  statements  contained  in  the  certificate  signed  by 
the  master  of  any  vessel  be  proved  to  be  untrue,  then  the  master  of  such  vessel  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  stated  in  the  bond,  or  any  part  of  such  sum,  according  to  the  decision 
of  the  Quarantine  Commissioners,  and  such  sum  shall  be  recoverable  in  the  manner 
provided  by  section  17. 

Section  20.  All  forfeits  or  fines  levied  or  paid  for  breaches  of  Quarantine  Regula- 
tions shall  be  paid  to  the  Municipal  Treasurer,  to  the  credit  of  the  Quarantine  Fund, 
which  shall  be  used  by  the  Municipal  Board  to  defray  public  expenses  with  regard  to 
the  public  health  of  the  Municipality. 

Section  21.  No  owner  or  any  person  whatever  on  board  or  connected  with  any 
vessel  put  in  quarantine,  nor  any  person  importing  or  exporting  or  intending  to  export 
any  goods  or  cargo  in  any  such  vessel,  shall  have  any  claim  against  the  Municipality 
for  detention  or  any  loss  or  expense  incurred  in  connection  with  quarantine.

1.  Any  one  having  any  infectious  disorder  on  his  premises,  and  not  declaring  such 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  200  dollars,  or  six  months' 
imprisonment. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Quarantine  Commission,  on  the  report  of  the  Health 
Officer,  to  declare  any  premises  infected,  to  cause  them  to  be  isolated,  and  to  have  the 
quarantine  flag  hoisted  thereon.  No  communication  with  the  outside  must  then  be 
held,  except  tlurough  a  properly  appointed  channel,  under  a  penalty  of  200  dollars,  or 
six  months'  imprisonment. 

3.  Any  one  from  the  outside  found  cotnm\micating  with  the  infected  premises, 
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except  through  the  appointed  channel,  will  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  200  dollars,  or  six 
months'  imprisonment ;  he  will  also  remain  in  quarantine. 

4.  The  isolation  will  terminate  on  the  favourable  report  of  the  Health  Officer.

Addition  to  Regulation  CXIV  {concerning  Dynamite). 

The  sale  of  dynamite  or  other  similar  explosives  to  natives  is  strictly  forbidden 
within  the  Municipality. 

No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  keep  or  sell  dynamite  or  similar  explosive  imtil 
he  has  given  proof  to  the  Municipal  Board  that  he  is  able  to  store  it  in  a  hght  wooden 
building,  distant  at  least  100  yards  from  any  inhabited  house. 

Persons  wishing  to  use  dynamite  or  other  similar  explosive  for  the  removal  of 
wrecks,  or  other  necessary  purposes,  shall  give  due  notice  to  the  Board,  [who]  will 
Imit  the  amount  to  be  used,  and  fix  the  time  for  its  use.  The  person  using  such 
explosive  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damage  caused  by  the  same. 

Any  infringement  of  these  Regulations  will  be  liable  to  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
25  dollars,  or  in  default  of  payment  by  imprisonment  for  thirty  days,  with  or  without 
hard  labour.

Concerning  Trespass.  / 

CXV.  Any  person  found  trespassing  on  and  thereby  doing  damage  to  inclosed 
land  within  the  Municipality  of  Apia  shall,  on  conviction,  be  compelled  to  make 
good  the  amount  of  damage  done,  and  shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  26  dollars,  or  in 
default  be  imprisoned  for  any  time  not  exceediug  thirty  days,  with  or  without  hard 
kbour. 

Concerning  False  Pretences. 

GXYI.  Every  person  who  shall  obtain  from  any  oth^  person,  with  intent  to 
de&audy  any  dbadkA,  mcmey,  or  valuable  security,  shall  be  liable  on  conviction  to  a  fine 
not .  exceedmg  100  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  not 
exceeding  120  davs,  or  to  both  fine  and  imprisonment.

In  such 
oMes  he  will  infonn  the  Consuls,  who  will  appoint  a  Magistrate  ad  hoc.

Concerning  Weeding. 

CXX.  All  occupiers  of  houses  in  the  town  and  villages  of  the  district  of  Apia 
have  to  weed  and  keep  clear  the  space  between  their  houses  and  the  public  roads. 

They  shall  also  keep  in  sanitary  condition  their  entire  premises. 

The  Chief  of  Police  will  see  that  this  is  carried  out. 

Any  offender  shall  be  liable  to  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  10  dollars, 
or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  twelve  days,  or  by  both  of  such  penalties.

Any  breach  of  this  B/Cgulation  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
.  26  doUa^.

Concerning  Public  Nvdsancm. 

CXXIV.  All  public  nuisances  shall  be  removed. 

1.  Anything  endangering  the  safety  of  public  life,  health,  private  or  public 
property,  shall  be  considered  a  public  nuisance,  and  as  such  be  subject  to  immediate 
removal  on  the  unanimous  order  of  the  Municipal  Board. 

2.  The  Magistrate  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  proprietors  or  occupants  of 
any  property  on  which  a  public  nuisance  is  to  remove  the  same. 

3.  If  the  removal  be  not  made  within  a  reasonable  time,  the  Magistrate  will 
enforce  this  BiCgulation  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  25  dollars,  or  in  default  of  pay- 
ment by  imprisomnent  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  and 
he  will  order  the  removal  of  the  nuisance  at  the  expense  of  the  persons  so  fined  or 
imprisoned. 

4.  Any  resident  of  this  Municipality  may  make  complaint  of  public  nuisances  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  who  Avill  communicate  the  same  to  the  Board 
in  session,  which  will  empower  the  Magistrate  to  order  the  removal  thereof  if  proved 
to  be  such.

Concerning  Mulivai  Bridge. 

CXXVII,  It  is  forbidden  to  ride  or  drive  over  the  Mulivai  Bridge  except  at 
a  walking  pace. 

Any  person  offending  against  this  Regulation  will  be  liable  to  a  fiae  not  exceediitig 
6  dollars^  or  in  default  of  payment  to  be  imprisonftd^  wi&  or  without  haj^  labour,  for 
six  days. 

Any  repetition  of  such  offence  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  10  dollars,  or 
twelve  days'  imprisonment  with  or  without  hard  labour.

Concerning  Horses. 

CXXVIII.  It  is  forbidden  to  ride  on  horseback  through  the  towns  of  the 
Municipality  without  a  proper  bridle.  Unbridled  horses  passing  through  such  towns 
must  be  led. 

Any  one  offending  will  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  6  dollars,  or  six  days' 
imprisonment.

Concerning  Dogs. 

CXXIX.  The  owners  of  dogs  over  three  months  old  hdxmgmg  within  the 
Municipality  shall  register  the  same  in  the  OflSce  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Boaid,  and 
shaU  take  out  a  licence  for  each  one,  for  which  th^  shall  pay  the  sum  of  2  dollars 
per  ^^Tiunij  payable  quarterly  in  advance.  Any  aog  for  which  a  licence  has  not 
been  taken  out  by  the  end  of  the  first  fortnight  of  a  quarter,  and  which  is  loose  in  the 
Municipality,  shall  be  liable  to  be  destroyed.  Any  violation  of  this  B/Cgnlation  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  6  dollars,  or  ten  days*  imprisonment.

Concerning  the  Public  Peace. 

CXXX.  The  Magistrate  is  empowered,  upon  complaint  of  any  one  resident 
within  the  Municipality  of  Apia,  and  upon  proof  of  s«fli«lent  grounds  for  such  com-

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plaint,  to  bind  any  person  over^  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  200  dollars,  to  keep  the 
peace. 

The  Magistrate  has  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Consul  of  the  nationality  to  which 
the  offender  belongs  before  taking  any  proceedings  under  this  Regulation.  In  the 
eyent  of  the  offender  having  no  Consular  representation,  the  Magistrate  shall  obtain 
the  consent  of  the  three  Consuls.

Concerning  Cattle. 

CXXXI.  No  cattle  shall  be  slaughtered  in  any  part  of  the  Municipality  where 
such  proceeding  would  be  likely  to  create  a  nuisance. 

Any  person  persisting  in  so  doing,  after  being  warned  by  the  police,  will  be  liable 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  50  dollars,  or  to  sixty  days'  imprisonment.

Concerning  supplying  Intoxicating  lAquor  to  Policemen. 

CXXXII.  Any  person  supplying  intoxicating  liquor  to  a  policeman  while  on 
duty  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  10  dollars,  and  not  exceeding 
60  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  twelve  days,  and  not  exceeding  sixty 
days. 

Any  policeman  who  shall  drink  intoxicating  liquor  while  on  duty  shall  be 
liable  to  be  dismissed  from  the  mimicipal  police  force,  and  to  forfeit  all  wages  then 
due  to  him.

Concerning  Cricket. 

CXXXIIT.  It  is  strictly  prohibited  to  play  cricket  on  the  public  road,  or  within 
8  fathoms  of  the  public  road,  such  distance  to  be  marked  by  a  rope  on  all  occasions  of 
playing. 

Any  one  found  guilty  of  a  breach  of  this  Regulation  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  5  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  days. 

All  damages  or  injuries  received  by  persons  passing  on  the  public  road  from 
cricket  balls,  from  wheresoever  thrown,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  party  throwing  or 
striking  the  ball.

Concerning  Payment  of  Rates. 

CXXXIV.  After  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed,  any  one  remaining  in  arrear 
of  payment  of  rates  shall,  on  making  a  settlement  of  such  payment,  pay  in  excess 
25  per  cent,  over  and  above  the  sum  due.

Concerning  new  Buildings. 

CXXXV. — ^1.  Before  erecting  any  building  at  or  close  to  a  public  road  within  the 
Municipality  of  Apia,  the  permission  of  the  Municipal  Board  will  have  to  be  applied 
for  by  laying  before  the  same  the  plan  of  the  premises,  with  a  sketch  of  the  building 
to  be  erected. 

2.  No  building  shall  be  allowed  which  might  prove  an  obstruction  to  enlarging  a 
public  road  in  future. 

3.  No  building,  as  a  rule,  shall  be  erected  in  advance  of  the  row  of  existing 
buildings. 

4.  Any  building  erected  in  contravention  of  the  present  Regulations  must  be 
removed  on  the  order  of  the  Municipal  Board. 

Any  contravention  of  this  Eegulation  will  be  punished  with  a  fine  not  exceeding 
200  dollars.

Concerning  Buildings* 

CXXXVI. — 1.  All  buildings,  wooden  fences,  and  walls  fronting  on  any  public 
road  within  the  Municipality  shall  hereafter  be  erected  in  accordance  with  the  building 
and  verandah  lines  determined  by  the  Municipal  Board,  a  plan  of  which  lines  shall  be 
made  and  kept  in  the  Municipal  Office  for  inspection. 
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2.  The  verandah  line  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  distance  of  10  feet  from  the 
building  line  as  laid  down  on  the  plan  to  be  kept  on  view  in  the  Municipal  Office. 

3.  No  buildings  of  any  description  shall  be  erected  in  advance  of  the  building  line, 
and  no  verandah  or  fence  in  advance  of  the  verandah  line. 

4.  In  the  event  of  the  building  not  being  erected  on  the  building  line,  then  it  will 
be  permitted  to  erect  a  high  fence  on  that  line ;  and  in  the  event  of  no  verandah  being 
erected  on  the  verandah  line,  then  an  open  picket  fence,  not  more  than  4  feet  high, 
may  be  erected  on  the  verandah  line. 

5.  No  offensive  buildings,  such  as  water-closets,  pigsties,  &c.,  shall  be  allowed  near 
any  public  i-oad  within  the  Municipality. 

6.  Any  violation  of  this  Regulation  will  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
200  dollars,  or  imprisonment  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months.  The  building  or 
fence  to  be  removed  at  the  owner's  expense.

'  Concerning  Fireworks. 

OXXXVII.  No  person  shall  from  this  date  be  permitted  to  fire  Off  any  fireworks 
of  any  kind  on  the  municipal  roads,  nor  from  verandahs  or  balconies  abutting  on  to 
the  same. 

Any  person  violating  the  above  Regulation  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more 
tlian  10  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  fourteen  days.

1.  THIS  Council  to  consist  of  the  King,  the  Vixje-Klng,  three  foreign  nominees 
as  hardnafter  provided,  and  Chiefs  from  the  several  districts  of  Samoa,  in  number  as 
fellows : —

2.  The  Eang  and  Tioe-King  to  be  of  the  Malietoa  and  Tupua  fietmilies,  with 
BQCoesaon  to  the  Kingship  alternating  in  the  two  families. 

3.  The  Chiefs  of  the  King's  Council,  or  Taimua,  to  be  elected  by  the  people  of  the 
'distaiets  named,  and  to  hold  their  seats  for  lifis,  but  with  libwty  to  resign,  and  subject 
to  removal  for  treason,  felony,  or  other  high  misdemeanour. 

4.  All  vacancies  of  natives  occurring  in  the  Council  to  be  filled  as  originally  by  the 
election  of  the  people. 

5.  There  should  be  three  foreign  members  of  the  King's  Council,  nominated  by 
Germany,  Great  Britain,  and  the  United  States  of  America.  These  officers  should  hold 
the  posts  of  Chief  Secretary  and  Leader  of  Government,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  for 
Lands  and  Works,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  three  Powers.- 

6.  These  three  officers  should  have  seats  in  the  Lower  Council  and  join  in  its 
debates. . 

7.  Provision  for  the  salary  of  the  throe  officers  provided  for  above  should  be 
secured  by  a  permanent  Appropriation  Act;  and  no  officer  filling  either  of  such 
offices  should  be  dismissed  from  his  post,  except  in  manner  to  be  provided  for 
by  law. 

8.  A  certain  number  (say  three)  native  members  of  the  King's  Council,  should  be 
charged  with  such  executive  duties  as  might  be  necessary,  and  for  which  they  appeared 
competent.    These  offices  to  be  held  subject  to  good  behaviour. 

9.  The  King's  Council  should  appoint  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  Samoa  and  all 
minor  Magistrates.     The  Chief  Magistrate  should  be  an  American  or  European. 

10.  The  King's  Coimcil  should  appoint  all  the  officers  required  for  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs  in  the  districts. 

The  Governors  or  Head  Chiefs  of  districts  to  be  those  elected  or  actually  recog- 
nized as  such  by  the  people. 

11.  The  Eling,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  should  have  the  right  of  veto. 

12.  In  the  absence  of  the  King,  the  Chief  Secretary  should  be  President  of  the 
Council. 

13.  The  President  should  have  a  casting  as  well  as  a  deliberative  vote. 

2. — The  Legislative  Assembly,  or  Faipule. 

1.  The  Assembly  to  meet  annually  in  the  month  of  at  such  place  as 
shall  have  been  decided  upon  at  the  annual  meeting  next  preceding. 

2.  The  first  meeting  to  be  at 

8.  The  Assembly  to  consist  of  representatives  from  the  before-mentioned 

districts,  who  should  be  elected  triennially,  one  representative  to  be  elected  for  every 
2,000  people  in  the  districts  severally. 

4.  The  Chief  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary  for  Lands  and  Works  to 
have  seats  in  the  Assembly. 

5.  The  Assembly  should  elect  its  Chairman  and  officers. 

6.  All  Laws,  including  those  in  respect  of  revenue  and  expenditure,  to  originate 
in  and  be  passed  by  the  L^islative  Assembly ;  but  no  Laws  should  in  any  way  affect 
the  Municipality  of  Apia,  which  for  the  present  may  be  compared  to  a  free  city. 

7.  No  Laws  to  be  passed  affecting  thejurisdiction  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  High 
Commissioner's  Court,  nor  the  Consular  Courts  of  other  foreign  Powers,  excepting  of 
the  nature  and  to  the  extent  that  may  be  determined  by  Treaty. 
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3.— Munfcipo/  Council. 

1.  The  Municipal  Council  to  consist  of  nine  members,  of  whom  the  Consuls  of  the 
Treaty  Powers  should  each  appoint  three,  not  necessaarily  iheit  own  countryman. 

2.  All  B/Cgulations  passed  by  the  Council  under  Article  III  of  the  Convention  of 
the  2nd  September,  1879,  before  becoming  law,  to  be  referred  to  such  Consuls,  hereiii*- 
after  called  the  Consular  Board,  who  should  either  appfow  and  retium  gueh  Regula- 
tions or  suggest  such  amendmesits  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  a  majority  of  soeh 
Board. 

3.  Should  such  amendment  not  be  accepted  by  the  Council,  the  Consular  Boai^ 
thereupon  to  appoint  a  day  (not  later  than  one  month  teom.  the  date  of  9ach  a{)point- 
ment)  for  the  further  confitideration  by  the  Council  ot  the  proposed  ameiMim^tits. 

Should  the  suggested  amendments  of  the  Consular  Board  be  adopted,  the  amended 
Regulation  thereupon  to  become  law;  provided  always  ttoit  aay  Regulation,  as 
originally  proposed,  should  become  law  if  passed  by  a  majority  of  two-thiids  of  the  fiflll 
Council  at  any  meeting  subsequent  to  the  day  appointed  as  aforesaid ;  and  providei^ 
further,  that  such  Regulation  did  not  conflict  with  the  iunsdktion  of  tiie  High 
Commissioner's  or  Consular  Courts,  of  which  the  Board  shovild  be  the  sole  judges. 

The  Chief  Magistrate  of  Samoa  to  be  the  MagMrate  fcnr  the  Municipal^  of  Apia. 
He  should  have  jurisdiction  over  b31  persons  whatsoever  in  respect  of  breadftis  of  tlie 
Municipal  Regulations,  and  in  respect  of  such  other  matters  as  mtay  be  oMs^eded  by 
the  Powers  possessing  Treaty  relations  with  Samoa. 

Excepting  as  regards  matters  so  oom^eded,  the  Municipal  Magistrate  iliould  haim 
no  jurisdiction  over  subjects  or  citizens  of  tHher  of  the  Treaty  IV^wiro,  or  over  aa||r 
persons  properly  under  their  protection,  in  respect  of  things  provided  for  by  any  Aat 
or  Order  in  Council  heretofore  or  hereafter  to  be  passed  by  either  of  such  Powers  under 
Treaty  rights  establishing  Consular  or  other  Courts  of  Judicature  in  the  Samoan 
Islands.

Jurisdiction  of  Stipendiary  Magistrates  in  Fiji. 

» 

1.  Civil.—  Ordinance  No.  14, 1876,  for  the  establishment  of  a  Supreme  Court  of 
Judicature  in  the  Colony  of  Pi]i»  with  full  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction,  sedtion  34,. 
empowers  the  Chief  Justice  to  appoint  Commissioners  of  the  Supreme  Courts  with  suoh 
jurisdiction  as  may  be  prescribed  oy  Rules  for  regulating  the  pjrocedure  of  the  Supreme 
Court. 

Rules  made  under  the  Supreme  Court  Ordinance,  1875,  for  regulating  the 
summary  procedure  of  the  Supreme  Court : — 

Rule  3.  Where  the  subject-matter  of  the  action  is  of  a  less  amount  than  50/.,  tiie 
action  shall  be  heard  and  determined  in  a  summary  way. 

Rule  7.  Every  Stipendiary  Magistrate  shall,  within  his  district,  be  a  Commissioner 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  with  jurisdiction  to  the  extent  limited  by  these  Rules. 

2.  Criminal, — Ordinance  No.  23, 1876,  provides  for  criminal  law  and  procedure  of 
the  Supreme  Court  in  its  criminal  jurisdiction. 

Ordinance  No.  5,  1876 : — 

Section  1  provides  for  the  M)pointment  of  Stipendiary  Magistrates.  Section  6 
gives  Stipendiary  Magistrates  of  Fiji  the  same  jurisdiction  as  that  possessed  by  one  or 
more  Justices  of  the  Peace  or  by  any  Court  of  Petty  Sessions. 

Ordinance  No.  12, 1876,  provides  for  the  procedure  of  Magistrates*  Courts  in  cases 
of  indictable  offences  and  commitment  for  trial  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

Ordinance  No.  13,  1876,  provides  for  the  procedure  of  Magistrates'  Courts  in  cases 
within  their  summary  jurisdiction,  and  for  the  exercise  of  their  powers  within  such 
jurisdiction. 

Other  Ordinances,  such  as  No.  17  of  1876,  make  certain  offences  subject  to  the 
summary  jurisdiction  of  Magistrates. 
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No.  97. 
Acting  ConsuUGeneral  Thurston  to  the  Earl  of  Iddesleigh. — {Received  December  18.)  • 

My  Lord,  Government  House,  Suva,  Fiji,  October  20,  1886. 

BEFORE  my  arrival  in  Samoa,  to  whicli  place  I  proceeded  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment  after  the  receipt  of  my  instructions  by  telegraph,  the  Consular  RepresentatiTes 
of  Germany  and  the  United  States  of  America  had  left  the  islands,  pursuant,  as  I  am 
informed,  to  instructions  from  their  respective  Governments. 

The  United  States*  Consulate,  at  the  date  of  my  arrival,  was  in  charge  of 
Mr.  Hamilton,  the  Vice-Consul,  and  a  very  old  resident,  and  the  German  Consulate  in 
charge  of  Consul-General  Travers  from  Sydney,  New  South  Wales. 

A  day  or  two  after  my  arrival  I  was  orally  informed  by  Herr  Travers  that 
the  Vice-Consul,  Herr  Sonnenschein,  had  assumed  solely  the  responsibilities  of  the 
oflSce. 

I  have  in  my  Report  stated  that  the  two  Consuls  had  withdrawn  from  Samoa 
before  my  arrival,  but  I  have  not  dwelt  upon  what,  from  one  point  of  view,  appears  to 
me  an  unsatisfactory  proceeding,  as  it  precluded  the  United  States'  Commissioner  and 
myself  from  acquiring  direct  information  from  gentlemen  who,  in  my  opinion,  are 
almost  entirely  responsible  for  the  recent  state  of  affairs  in  the  Navigators'  Islands. 

In  not  referring  at  length  to  this  subject  in  my  Report,  I  was  actuated  by  a 
strong  desire  to  let  the  past  rest,  and  regard  the  position  as  I  found  it,  and  as  far  as 
possible  a  champ  libre,  a  desire  which  I  believed  would  be  approved  by  Her  Majesty's 
€k)vemment. 

With  reference  to  the  German  Ambassador's  communication  upon  the  assertion 
of  Mr.  Consul  Powell  that  the  land  within  the  Municipality  of  Apia,  over  which  the 
Samoaa  flag  was  hoisted  in  December,  was  the  bond  fide  property  of  a  British  subject, 
I  have  the  honour  to  state  that  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  the  perfect  accuracy  of 
Consul  Poweirs  statement,  but  I  have  called  for  a  special  Report  upon  the  case. 

I  apprehend  that  the  German  Ambassador  has  misunderstood  the  meaning?  of 
the  language  reported  to  have  been  used  by  the  Samoan  Chiefs  who  went  to  New 
Zealand,  tliough  I  regret  not  having  a  copy  of  the  Parliamentary  Papers  referred  to  in 
his  communication. 

When  King  Malietoa  left  Mulinuu,  he  personally  went  to  reside  in  Apia,  taking 
up  his  quarters  on  a  house  lot  reported  to  be  the  property  of  a  British  subject,  that  is, 
Mr.  Churchward,  the  ex-Consul,  who  was  on  the  ground  when  Dr.  Stuebel  arrived  for 
the  purpose  of  pulling  the  Samoan  flag  down. 

The  "  Government "  of  King  Malietoa  had  removed  on  leaving  Mulinuu  to  a 
place  about  2  miles  to  the  west,  named  Afega,  and  there  the  Government  flag  was 
raised.  It  is  not  improbable  that  this  is  the  "  territory  "  actually  referred  to  by  the 
Chiefs  when  in  New  Zealand.  The  King  "  occupied  "  and  hoisted  the  Samoan  flag  in 
both  places. 

I  have  never  doubted  the  accuracy  of  the  assertion  that  the  land  on  which 
the  Samoan  flag  was  hoisted  within  the  Municipality  of  Apia  was  bond  fide  British 
property. 

I  deprecated  the  permission  given  by  the  owner  of  the  land  in  question  to 
hoist  the  Samoan  flag  there,  and  as  far  as  possible  took  steps  for  the  avoidance  of  the 
recurrence  of  such  an  incident,  and  the  numerous  inconveniences  that  might  arise  out 
of  it.

2.  Mr.  Powell  forwards  to  me  copy  of  a  lease  from  Seumanutafa  to  John  Lundon 
and  p.  H.  McKenzie,  for  a  temi  of  twenty-one  years  from  the  12th  Eebruary,  1885 ; 
and  affidavits  by  the  said  Seumanutafa,  and  by  Selu,  the  Secretary  to  the  Samoan 
Govenim^it,  cei^fying  that  the  knd  so  leased  is  the  same  as  that  on  which  the  flag 
was  lowered.  It  is  therefore  clear  that  the  land  in  question  was,  at  the  time,  the 
leasehold  property  of  British  subjects. 

3.  Mr.  Powell  informs  me  that  the  house  in  which  the  King  resided  after  his 
retreat  from  Muhnuu,  and  which  is  but  a  little  distance  from  the  place  where  the  flag 
was  hoisted,  stands  on  ground  belonging  to  the  natives.  This  may  possibly  explain 
the  misconception  of  the  language  used  by  Samoan  Chiefis,  as  reported  in  a  New 
Zealand  Parhamentary  Paper,  and  referred  to  by  the  German  Ambassador,  to  the  effect 
liiat  the  territory  which  the  King  occupied  after  leaving  Mulinuu,  and  on  which  he 
hoisted  his  flag,  belonged  to  natives.

4.  Upon  my  arrival  at  Apia,  I  was  careful  to  observe  whether  Mr.  Consul  Powell 
made,  any  attempt  to  influence  my  opinion  upon  local  politics  or  the  future  of  the 
islands.     I  feel  bound  to  say  that  he  did  not  do  so,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

5.  Mr.  Powell  gave  me  all  the  information  in  his  p«9,wer  ^hen  Requested,  but  he 
neitjlpLer  volunteered,  his  opinions,  nor  made  any  attempt  to  force  himsell  upon  my 
confidence.  His  references  to  Jhjs  German  colleague  were  free  of  any  signs  of  personal 
or  ofl&cial  jealousy.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  Mr,  Powell  did  not  agree  vith  many  of 
tte  official  acts  of  his  (J^man  colleague^  nor  did  I  expect  that  he  would.  Had 
Mr.  Consul  Powell  been  under  the  iimuenoe  alleged,  I  could  hardly  have  failed  to 
perceive  it.

Report  of  the  Special  Commissioner  {Consul^General  Travers)  on  the  State  of  Affairs  in 
Samoa. — {Communicated  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury  by  Baron  Plessen,  February  14.) 

(Translation.) 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  to  your  Excellency  the  following,  being  the  result 
of  my  experiences  and  observations  during  a  stay  of  four  months  in  Samoa. 

The  bulk  of  foreign  interests  in  Samoa  lies  clearly  in  the  hands  of  Germans. 

The  moment  you  enter  the  harbour  of  Apia  your  eye  rests  upon  the  great  ware- 
houses and  business  premises  of  the  German  firms  of  H.  M.  Huge  and  Co.,  and  the 
German  Commercial  and  Plantation  Company,  especially  the  yards  for  cleaning  wool 
and  working  the  cocoa  fibre  by  steam,  the  extensive  store-houses,  and,  next  to  them, 
the  long  row  of  houses  occupied  by  the  employes  of  the  Company,  while  you  perceive 
clearly  on  the  green  hills  which  come  down  close  to  the  harbour  the  extensive 
Grerman  plantations  of  Vaitele,  Motootua,  Vailele,  and  especially  the  ooffee  plantation 
of  Utumapu  lying  above  the  rest. 

The  position  and  importance  of  this  Company  becomes  still  more  apparent  in 
Apia  itself.  Any  one  who  knows  the  place  will  recognize  in  every  third  foreigner  he 
meets  an  employ^  of  the  Company,  or  else  a  person  who  has  formerly  been  in  its 
service  and  owes  his  means  of  subsistence  to  it,  or,  at  least,  is  dependent  on  it  in  his 
business  relations.  The  Samoans  themselves,  and,  indeed,  every  one  in  Samoa,  have 
only  one  name  for  the  Company,  which  is  "  the  old  firm."  The  natives  know  it  by  no 
other. 

Of  the  210  foreign  inhabitants  of  Apia  (not  counting  dependent  members  of 
families),  ninety  are  Germans.  If  we  include  the  German-speaking  nationalities  who 
are  without  Consuls  of  their  own  (Swiss,  Danes,  Swedes,  &c.),  the  German  element 
includes  more  than  half  of  all  foreigners,  and  considerably  more  than  the  English 
(thirty-three)  and  American  (twenty-four)  together. 

The  German  Plantation  and  Commercial  Society  has  also  to  show  a  foreign 
peculation  of  coloured  workmen  amounting  to  about  1,000  souls*

while  the  trade  of  German  firms  with  the  Samoan  group  alone  represents  the 
figure  of  576,413  dollars,  i.e.,  considerably  more  than  double  the  amoimt  of  the  whole 
remaining  foreign  trade  with  Samoa ;  while,  if  we  include  the  trade  of  the  German 
firms  in  Apia  with  the  other  South  Sea  Islands,  Germany  shows  a  figure  of 
1,005,176  dollars,  i.e.,  almost  five  times  the  amount  of  the  total  remaining  foreign 
trade. 

As  regards  the  trade  of  New  Zealand  with  the  Samoan  group,  out  of  which  the 
people  of  the  Colony  try  to  make  so  much  capital,  its  total  is  not  o!ne-twentieth  part  of 
the  German  trade  in  Samoa  alone. 

With  regard  to  shipping  statistics,  of  the  foreign  merchant  fleet  of  Samoa  of 
24  ships  having  1,675  British  registered  tons,  21  ships,  having  1,519  British  registered 
tons,  belong  to  Germany. 
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Of  226  entries  of  ships  into  Samoan  harbours  (with  a  tonnage  of  22,000  British 
registered  tons)  in  1886, 187  (with  a  tonnage  of  14,588  British  registered  tons)  fall  to 
Germany.  If  we  consider  those  ships  which  were  occupied  exclusively  with  trade 
with  Samoa,  England  shows  only  21  entries  (1,423  British  registered  tons),  while  161 
entries  (14,146  British  registered  tons)  fall  to  Germany,  i.e.,  eight  times  as  many  entries 
with  ten  times  the  tonnage. 

The  total  area  of  German  land  in  Samoa  is  135,137  English  acres,  or  about  211 
English  square  miles.  The  total  area  of  the  remaining  foreign  land,  including  English 
and  American,  is  less  than  80,000  acres  (or  125  square  miles).  Of  the  German  land 
7,986,  or  roundly  8,000  acres  (or  roundly  12,672  Prussian  acres),  are  cultivated,  i.e., 
they  are  planted  under  the  supervision  of  plantation  overseers  by  regularly  employed 
workmen  (about  1,000  on  an  average)  on  the  principles  of  organized  plantation  work. 
As  against  the  8,000  acres  of  Germany,  we  find  1,300  to  1,400  acres  of  cultivated  land 
in  the  hands  of  Englishmen  and  Americans.  If  this  land  is  called  cultivated  land,  it 
only  means  that  it  has  been  planted  for  years  with  cocoa  palms  and  native  useful 
plants.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  cultivated  by  regular  workmen,  and  is  generally 
neglected.  Only  Germans  carry  on  real  plantation  work  in  Samoa.  The  English 
firm  of  McArthur  and  Co.  has  indeed  set  up  a  small  plantation  in  Magia  this  year,  but 
even  there  real  cultivation  cannot  be  said  to  exist  as  yet. 

However  great  the  natural  advantages  of  the  coimtry  may  be,  they  are  counter- 
balanced by  the  badness  of  its  government.  Every  one  in  Samoa  admits  that  the 
present  political  state  of  the  country  cannot  last,  and  that  the  anarchy  now  prevailing 
can  only  be  put  an  end  to  by  the  intervention  of  the  Powers. 

A  reform  of  the  present  order  of  things  is  made  necessary  by  the  mere  fact  that 
no  legally  constituted  Government  has  existed  since  the  separation  of  the  Tumuas  and 
the  creation  of  an  independent  rule  under  Tamasese.  The  following  points  may  be 
taken  as  a  guide  to  the  reforms  that  are  required  in  Samoa  : —  -  • 

1.  The  Samoans  should  be  made  to  confine  themselves  to  the  regulation  of  their 
own  internal  affairs. 

2.  Care  must  be  taken  that  the  new  Government  shall  be  composed  of  homo^ 
geneous  elements,  shall  have  the  greatest  possible  freedom  of  action  assured  to  it,  and 
shall  appear  before  the  coimtry  which  is  split  up  into  firactions,  and  before  the  people 
which  is  so  inclined  to  intrigue,  as  an  organism  united  in  itself,  strong  enough  to  hold 
its  own  against  foreign  attacks,  and  supported  by  a  single  Power. 

The  regrettable  incidents  which  have  so  often  taken  place  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Municipality  must  not  be  repeated  under  the  new  administration.  There  can  be  no 
idea  of  a  triumvirate  of  Consuls  or  of  the  government  of  the  country  by  an  Inter- 
national Commission. 

3.  The  new  order  of  things  to  be  created  in  Samoa  must  be  durable ;  the  agree- 
ment of  the  Powers  for  this  purpose  must  be  definitive  and  effective. 

A  limitation  in  time  of  the  new  system  of  govern  aaent  would  bear  the  stamp  of 
weakness  on  its  face.  The  discontented  natives  as  well  as  foreignerd  would  look 
forward  to  the  end  of  the  period  fixed  to  realize  their  schemes  for  the  overthrow  of  the 
existing  state  of  things,  doing  all  in  their  power,  meanwhile,  to  throw  impediments  in 
the  way  of  the  Government,  while  the  latter,  knowing  its  duration  would  be  short, 
would  be  wanting  in  the  energy  necessary  for  carrying  out  refonns,  devoid  of  interest 
in  the  work,  and  possibly  without  any  feeling  of  responsibility. 

The  government  of  the  country  must  then  be  put  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the 
Treaty  Powers  to  act  alone  with  the  sanction  of  the  rest. 

The  correctness  of  this  view  is  proved  by  the  history  of  Samoa  and  the  political 
struggles  of  the  last  three  years,  and  the  causes  which  produced  those  struggles,  as 
well  as  by  the  opinions  expressed  by  competent  judges. 

I  shall  refer  in  the  first  place  to  the  opinion  of  the  South  Sea  Commission,  which 
met  in  London  in  1885,  which  is  as  follows  : — 

*'  A  real  and  immediate  improvement  in  the  social  and  economical  conditions  of 
Samoa  will  be  best  secured  if  the  administration  of  the  native  government  is  assumed 
by  one  of  the  Treaty  Powers." 

The  exjpressions  used  by  the  Governor  of  New  Zealand  in  his  despatch  to  the 
Colonial  Oface  of  the  Blst  December,  1885,  and  already  quoted  elsewhere,  are  still 
stronger.     He  says  : — 

**  The  only  means,  therefore,  of  avoiding  anarchy  is  by  placing  the  administration 
of  public  aflFairs  in  the  islands  in  the  hand  of  one  civilized  State.** 

I  would  call  attention,  further,  to  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  French  Mission 
here]: — 
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"  L'action  unique  d'un  Gouvemement  stranger,  en  sauvegardant  les  droits  et  les 
int^tfi  ded  autres,  semblerait  devoir  donner  plus  d'unit6,  de  consistance,  et  de  force 
au  Gouvemement  de  Samoa ;  il  est  Evident  que  trois  D6l6gu6s  de  diverses  nations 
n'auraient  pas  toujours  les  m^mes  vues  ni  les  m6mes  int6r6ts." 

This  opinion  is  indorsed  in  principle  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Turner,  for  many 
years  the  Head  of  the  London  Mission  in  Samoa.  This  is  contained  in  his  letter  of  the 
24th  March,  1885,  to  the  Colonial  Office,  on  the  subject  of  ways  and  means  to  introduce 
an  orderly  state  of  things  in  Samoa.  His  most  important  proposal,  that  the  islands 
should  be  annexed  by  one  of  the  Treaty  Powers,  is  founded  on  his  conviction  of  the 
necessity  of  the  country  being  governed  by  a  sinrfe  Power. 

A  regards  the  question,  which  of  the  three  Powers  shall  assume  the  government, 
it  cannot  in  fairness  be  disputed  that,  in  view  of  the  magnitude  and  value  of  the 
interests  held  by  Germany  in  Samoa,  as  well  as  the  services  she  has  rendered  to  the 
islands,  the  preference  should  be  given  to  her. 

The  claim  of  the  other  Powers  to  have  an  equal  share  in  the  government  is  not 
supported  by  the  possession  of  important  interests  in  the  islands. 

From  among  a  great  number  of  concurrent  opinions  on  this  subject,  I  will  only 
now  cite  a  despatch  of  the  Commission  for  the  Western  Pacific,  Sir  W.  G.  des  Voeux  to 
the  Governor  of  New  Zealand  of  the  26th  October,  1883,  in  which  he  writes  as  follows : 

** would  not  probably  be  sanctioned  by  Germany,  which  has  interests  in  the 

islands  considerably  greater  than  those  of  any  other  Power,  and  which  deserves  special 
consideration,  as  having  afforded  for  years  past  the  principal  protection  to  all  white 
settlers,  by  keeping  ships  of  war  almost  continuously  in  Samoan  waters.'* 

It  surely  cannot  be  expected  that  Germany,  the  subjects  of  which  pay  half  of  the 
total  amoimt  of  taxes  collected  in  Samoa,  the  trade  of  which  with  Samoa,  excluding 
the  South  Sea  trade,  amoimts  to  double  that  of  the  trade  of  England  and  the  United 
States  together,  and  which  holds  almost  twice  the  amount  of  uncultivated  land  and 
six  times  the  area  of  cultivated  land  of  that  held  by  England  and  America  together, 
will  give  up  the  effectual  administration  of  the  country,  to  which  it  has  been  called  by 
the  free  voice  of  the  great  majority  of  the  people,  and  hand  it  over  to  England  or  the 
United  States. 

By  the  handing  over  of  the  administration  of  Samoa  to  Germany,  it  is  not  of 
course  intended  that  England  and  America  shall  be  excluded  from  an  active 
participation  in  the  creation  of  the  new  regime  in  Samoa,  or  from  effectually 
influencing  the  future  government  of  the  country.  But  their  participation  in  the 
new  arrangement,  as  well  as  their  future  influence,  must  be  defined  in  a  Treaty  to  be 
entered  into  on  the  subject  by  the  three  Powers. 

In  this  Treaty  the  Powers  will  first  of  all  have  to  agree  upon  the  new  order  to  be 
introduced  into  Samoa,  upon  the  Constitution  in  accordance  with  which  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  coimtry  is  to  be  carried  on,  and  upon  the  conditions  of  the  handing  over 
of  the  government  to  Germany.  With  reference  to  the  latter  point,  the  Treaty  will 
define  the  programme  of  government,  which  must  not  be  altered  without  the  assent  of 
the  other  two  Powers.  Provision  will  also  be  made  in  the  Treaty  for  the  security  of 
the  interests  of  the  subjects  of  the  Powers  not  called  to  the  leadership,  so  that  there 
may  be  no  fear  of  Germans  being  favoured  to  the  prejudice  of  others. 

The  principles  which  should  guide  the  Powers  in  the  practical  execution  of  the 
scheme  indicated  above  will  be  found  to  be  the  following : — 

1.  As  much  consideration  as  possible  should  bo  shown  for  the  institutions  existing 
in  the  country,  and  for  the  wants  and  reasonable  desires  of  the  natives  and  foreigners. 

2.  Well-grounded  rights  of  third  parties  should  be  respected. 

3.  The  new  Government  must  appear  as  an  organism  formed  of  homogeneous 
elements,  and  strong  inwardly  and  outwardly. 

With  reference  to  these  points  we  have  to  remark— 

(a.)  The  legal  position  of  foreigners  is  not  to  be  affected  by  the  new  order  of 
things. 

The  jurisdiction  assigned  to  the  Consuls  and  the  British  High  Commissioner 
accordingly  remains,  and  should  only  be  modified  as  far  as  seems  necessary  in  the 
interest  of  the  strengthening  of  the  authority  of  the  new  Government,  and  for  the 
advantage  of  the  foreigners  themselves. 

(b.)  A  more  or  less  independent  organ  of  Government,  whether  it  be  a  King  with 
more  than  purely  nominal  attributes,  or  a  Representative  Assembly  with  a  power  of 
final  decision,  cannot  be  allowed  to  exist  in  the  new  system.  A  King  invested  with 
independent  powers  would,  as  proved  by  history,  represent  a  foreign  Power  in  the 
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Central  Government  of  the  country.  Nor  has  a  King  ever  enjoyed  more  than  nominal 
powers  among  the  Samoans. 

(c.)  No  direct  influence  of  the  Consuls  of  the  three  Treaty  Powers  upon  the 
Government  can  be  permitted.  The  action  of  the  Consuls  must  be  confined  to  the 
discharge  of  their  purely  Consular  duties,  without  detriment,  however,  to  their  right 
of  seeing  that  the  new  Grovemment  carries  on  the  administration  of  the  country  in 
conformity  with  the  agreement  between  the  three  Powers.  Their  control  must, 
however,  confine  itself  to  reporting  matters  to  their  Governments. 

(rf )  The  Municipal  Council,  as  at  present  composed,  and  with  its  present  powers, 
must  be  abolished.  The  unlimited  right  of  issuing  Police  Regulations,  the  right  of 
imposing  taxes,  the  criminal  jurisdiction,  the  supervision  of  the  harbour,  &c.,  must 
pass  into  the  hands  of  the  new  Government.  The  preservation  of  the  present 
Municipal  Council  would  create  a  State  within  the  State.  Nothing  can  be  said  against 
the  abolition  of  the  Municipal  Council  in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  Article  X  of  the 
Mimicipality  Treaty,  as  well  as  in  the  Agreement  of  the  29th  September,  1883,  for 
prolonging  the  Convention,  provision  is  expressly  made  for  the  passing  over  of  the 
functions  of  the  Municipality  to  the  Central  Government  as  soon  as  a  more  orderly 
system  has  been  introduced. 

(e.)  Foreign  residents  not  enjoying  Consular  representation  of  their  own  in 
Samoa  will  be  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  new  Government.  It  is  also  very 
desirable  that  the  decision  of  mixed  suits,  i.e.,  of  all  civil  causes  between  subjects 
of  different  States,  should  belong  to  the  new  Government. 

(/.)  Disputes  relating  to  land  require  special  treatment.  These  cases  will  have  to 
be  withdrawn  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Consuls  and  the  British  High  Conmiissioner, 
and  handed  over  to  the  new  Government. 

Suits  relating  to  land  will  have  to  be  decided  with  a  uniform  mode  of  procedure 
and  on  uniform  principles  by  a  Commission  of  three  members,  one  to  represent  each 
of  the  three  Treaty  Powers,  and  in  the  last  instance  by  a  special  Court  to  be  constituted 
under  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  new  Government. 

Bearing  these  preliminary  points  in  mind,  we  proceed  to  the  plan  for  the  con- 
stitution of  the  new  Government : — 

(a.)  The  Foreign  Administration. — At  its  head  will  be  the  **  Administrator  "  (Resi- 
dent Adviser),  to  be  appointed  by  Germany.  He  is  cliarged  with  the  whole  direction 
of  the  countiy,  with  the  exception  of  those  portions  of  the  Government  which  are 
intrusted  to  particular  authorities.  He  presides  in  the  Council  of  Government,  and 
nominates  the  administrative  of&cials,  witii  the  exception  of  those  whose  nomination  is 
reserved  to  the  German  Government. 

He  has  at  his  side,  as  the  Heads  of  particular  Departments,  a  Chief  Justice,  a 
Director  of  Finance,  and  a  Judge  of  First  Instance. 

These  three  officials  are  also  to  be  appointed  by  the  German  Government.  In 
case  theB/Csident  is  absent,  or  prevented  from  acting,  the  Chief  Justice  takes  his  place. 

The  Director  of  Finance  will  draw  up  the  annual  Budget  and  the  necessary 
financial  and  taxation  laws,  and  control  and  supervise  the  whole  financial  machinery. 

The  Chief  Justice  will  have  under  him  the  whole  judicial,  police,  and  prisons 
system ;  he  is  the  Judge  of  Appeal  and  the  Chief  Judge  of  the  Court  to  be  constituted 
for  land  suits. 

The  Police  Magistrate  at  Apia  has  jurisdiction  in  mixed  cases  and  civil  suits 
between  subjects  of  coimtries  not  represented  by  Consuls  in  the  first  instance ;  he  has 
also  criminal  jurisdiction  in  causes  where  a  foreigner,  not  represented  by  a  Consul  at 
Samoa,  appears  as  defendant,  as  well  as  the  decision  on  appeal  against  appealable 
Judgments  pronounced  in  civil  suits  by  Samoan  Judges  within  the  region  of  the 
Island  of  TJpolu.  He  will  also  dischai^e  the  functions  of  a  Superintendent  of  Police 
and  Prisons. 

A  white  Police  Magistrate  will  also  have  to  be  appointed  for  each  of  the  Islands 
of  Savaii  and  Tutuila,  who  will  also  act  in  their  respective  districts  as  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Resident  in  all  matters  of  administration. 

The  functions  of  these  officials  will  be  analogous  to  those  of  the  Police  Magistrate 
at  Apia.  In  criminal  suits  jigainst  foreigners  not  represented  by  a  Consul  of  their 
own  they  will,  however,  only  be  competent  to  decide  in  the  case  of  minor  offences. 
In  the  case  of  crimes  committed  by  such  persons  they  will  only  direct  the  preliminaries, 
while  the  inquiry  and  sentence  will  be  reserved  for  the  Police  Magistrate  or  Chief 
Justice  at  Apia. 

The  functions  of  legislation  and  issuing  Ordinances  will  be  in  the  hands  of  a 
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Council  of  State,  compowed  of  the  Resident  as  President,  the  Chief  Jxustiee,  the 
Director  of  Finance,  and,  in  certain  cases,  the  Jud^  of  Eirst  Instance,  and  strengthened 
hy  the  addition  of  one  member  to  be  nominated  by  each  of  the  three  Treaty  Powers, 
perhaps  their  Consuls. 

(6.)  The  Administration  of  Native  Samoan  Afairs. — This  will  be  possible  with 
native  organs  of  government  with  the  retention  of  existing  arrangements. 

1.  The  Question  of  the  King. — ^The  King's  functions  will  have  to  be  of  a  purely 
representative  character. 

2.  The  Internal  Administration  of  the  Country,  (a)  The  Administration  of  the 
Districts. — Nothing  will  be  changed  in  the  present  administration  of  the  districts. 

The  supervision  and  control  reserved  to  the  Central  Government  will  be  exercised, 
firstly,  through  the  right  of  the  B/Csident  to  confirm  or  not  the  appointments  of  the 
Governors  elected  by  the  districts,  and,  in  the  case  of  those  already  m  office,  the  right 
of  recognizing  or  not  recognizing  them ;  and,  secondly,  through  periodical  Reports  to 
be  furnished  to  the  Resident  on  their  official  proceedings.  In  settling  the  limits  of 
the  judicial  districts,  those  of  the  old  political  districts  should  be  kept  in  view  as 
much  as  practicable. 

The  nomination  of  native  Police  Magistrates  will  be  left,  as  heretofore,  in  the  hands 
of  the  districts,  but  these  appointments  must  be  confirmed  by  the  Central  Gk)vemm«it, 
i.e.,  by  the  Chief  Justice. 

Ail  Samoan  officials,  including  the  Governors  and  the  members  of  the  Popular 
Assembly,  will  receive  salaries  to  be  fixed  and  paid  out  by  the  Central  Government. 

3.  The  Popular  Assembly. — Drafts  of  Laws  relating  to  Samoan  affairs  are  to  be  laid 
before  a  representative  Assembly  of  Delegates  of  the  country  for  examination  and 
sanction,  before  their  final  adoption  by  the  Coimcil  of  State.  The  institution  of  this 
Assembly,  which  will  meet  perhaps  twice  in  the  year  for  sessions  of  one  to  two  months, 
is  derived  from  the  ancient  Samoan  custom  of  deliberating  on  matters  of  common 
interest  in  public  assemblies  of  the  Taimua  and  Paipule.  The  Assembly  must  not 
possess  the  right  of  final  decision,^though  its  wishes  with  regard  to  the  draft  Laws  laid 
before  it  should  be,  as  far  as  possible,  carried  out.  The  same  procedure  has  been 
adopted  in  Eiji,  and  is  said  to  be  a  success. 

The  Popular  Assembly  will  include  the  Governors  of  the  eight  districts,  as  the 
representatives  of  the  Chiefs,  and  eighteen  or  nineteen  Paipule,  as  Representatives  of 
the  people,  i.e.,  three  each  from  Atua,  Tuamasaga,  and  Ituotane,  two  each  from  Aana, 
Faasaleleaga,  Ituofafine,  and  Tutuila,  and  one,  or  perhaps  two,  from  Manono.  A 
Government  official  will  attend  the  Assembly,  who  will  examine  and  explain  the  draft 
Laws  submitted  to  it,  give  any  information  required,  and  lead  the  debates. 

It  would,  perhaps,  be  best  to  begin  by  sending  to  Samoa,  as  Administrator,  an 
official  well  acquainted  with  the  country,  language,  and  chief  inhabitants,  to  charge 
him  with  the  preparations  for  the  introduction  of  the  new  stat^  of  things,  and  to 
proceed  gradually,  on  his  recommendations,  with  the  appointment  of  the  remaining 
functionaries,  as  circumstances  require.

Mr.  W.  M.  Oibson  to  Mr.  Hqffhung. —{Communicated  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbwy  by 

Mr.  Hofnung,  February  19.) 

Sir,  Honolulu,  January  18, 1887. 

IN  pursuance  of  the  policy  and  aspirations  which  recently  led  His  Majesty  to 
send  Mr.  Carter  on  a  special  mission  to  England,  Germany,  and  other  European 
States,  to  urge  consideration  for  the  Polynesian  communities  which  still  remain 
independent,  the  King  has  now  commissioned  the  Honourable  John  E.  Rush  as  his 
Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  Samoa  and  Tonga,  and  as  his  High  Commissioner  to  the 
independent  Chiefs  and  peoples  of  Polynesia. 

Mr.  Bush's  mission  to  Samoa  is  intended  as  an  evidence  of 'that  friendly  interest 
which  His  Majesty  so  naturally  feels  for  a  brother  Monarch  of  Polynesian  race 
and  for  his  people,  an  interest  which  is  ftdly  shared  with  him  by  the  Hawaiian 
people. 

A  similar  remark  applies  to  the  mission  to  Tonga,  where  a  King  reigns  who  haa 
receiyed  a  measure  of  recognition  fix)m  the  Great  Maritime  Powers. 

[140]  Q 
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To  the  Gilbert  and  other  groups  still  independent  of  foreign  domination,  the 
mission  k  one '(^iP^dearour' to  realize  for  their  inhabitants  the  blessing  of  confirmed 
ikd^endenoe,  founded  on  good  laws,  and  a  reliable  administration  of  those  laws,  as 
foreshadowed  in  my  several  despatches  to  Mr.  Carter,  copies  of  which  are  given  in  the 
Appendix  to  my  Report  to  the  Legislature  of  1886. 

'  His  Majesty  feels  that  the  course  now  taken  is,  on  his  part,  a  solemn  duty 
which,  on  account  of  the  opportunities  he  and  Hawaii  enjoys,  he  owes  to  his  brother 
CJiief  s  of  Polynesia,  whose  islands  should  not  remain  in  the  position  of  being  mere 
waifs  to  be  seized  upon  by  the  first  strong  hand  that  may  be  stretched  out  to  take 
them. 

In  Samoa,  the  internal  affairs  of  which  are  at  present  occupying  the  attention  of 
several  Powers,  His  Majesty  has  no  pretence  to  interfere.  He,  nevertheless,  enter- 
tains the  hope  that  the  presence  there  of  his  Envoy  may  prove  to  be  conducive  to  the 
rational  settlement  of  affi^rs,  both  between  contending  native  parties  and  as  rega^s 
the  interests  of  foreigners. 

Mr.  Bush's  mission  is  no  intermeddling  of  a  petty  State,  but  the  earnest  endeavour 
of  a  favoured  Polynesian  Ruler  to  assist  and  counsel  for  the  best  one  of  the  same  race 
less  fortunately  situated. 

To  the  Gilbert  and  other  groups  the  mission  of  Mr.  Bush  is  entirely  tentative. 
"Where  he  finds  the  elements  of  a  stable  Government  to  exist,  he  will  express  Hia 
Majesty's  earnest  desire  to  see  such  steps  taken  to  develop  them  as  may  warrant  the 
hope  that  a  recognized  independence  will  be  secured.  He  will  also  tender  all  the 
assistance  which  it  is  within  the  power  of  this  country  to  give  towards  the  attainment 
of  that  end. 

Mr.  Bush  is  an  intelligent  man,  a  Noble  of  the  kingdom,  and  formerly  Governor 
of  the  Island  of  Elauai  He  has  had  considerable  experience  of  business,  and  has  seen 
many  foreign  lands.  He  has  also  had  experience  of  some  length  in  the  Legislature, 
and  also  of  official  life  during  the  time  he  was  a  Minister  of  the  Crown. 

I  rely  upon  his  experience  and  discretion  with  much  confidence,  and  the  more  so, 
as  he  has  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Henry  P.  Poor  as  Secretary  of  Legation,  a  gentleman 
who  in  a  similar  capacity  visited  many  foreign  Courts  with  Governor  laukea,  and 
conducted  with  the  latter  our  negotiations  on  the  subject  of  immigration  with  British 
India  and  Japan. 

I  feel  sure  that  in  the  conduct  of  this  mission  Mr.  Bush  will  be  found  prudent, 
and  that  he  will  be  able  to  satisfy  the  susceptibilities  of  those  nations  which  have 
important  interests  in  the  Pacific,  and  that  in  all  he  says  and  does  he  will  make  clear 
ttie  real  object  of  his  visit,  viz.,  an  expression  of  kindly  sympathy,  and  the  giving  of 
sound  advice  which  will  conduce  to  the  welfare  of  both  the  native  people  of  Polynesia 
and  of  the  foreigners  who  are  resident  among  them. 

I  venture  to  entertain  the  hope  that  in  this  way  the  mission  will  be  fruitful  of 
good  results,  and  will  assist  the  diplomacy  of  England  and  of  other  Powers  who  are 
int^ested  in  the  matter  in  the  settlement  of  Polynesian  affairs. 

You  will  please  communicate  the  contents  of  this  despatch  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Poreign  Affairs.

I  HAVE  the  honoiur  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  I  spoke  to  Count  Bismarck 
to-day  respecting  the  information  which  had  reached  Her  Majesty's  Government,  to 
the  ^ect  that  the  new  German  Consul  at  Samoa  had  recognized  Tamasese,  as  well  as 
Malietoa,  as  King. 

I  had  written  out  what  I  intended  to  say,  and  I  left  the  dociunent  with  him,  copy 
inclosed  herewith. 

Count  Bismarck  said  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  the  action  attributed  to  the 
German  Consul,  but  that  he  would  inquire  into  the  matter.

Memorandum. 

IT  will  be  within  the  recollection  of  Count  Bismarck  that  in  May  last  the  Consuls 
of  England,  Germany,  and  the  United  States  at  Samoa  came  to  an  agreement  to 
recognize  Malietoa  only  as  King.  It  appears  from  recent  information,  however,  that 
Tamasese  has  been  recognized  by  the  new  Imperial  German  Consul,  and  is  beiojg 
treated  as  equal  in  authority  to  Malietoa  in  the  Navigators'  Islands.  Should  this 
information  be  exact.  Her  Majesty's  Government  cannot  but  think  that  the  step  taken 
by  the  Imperial  Consul  is  highly  inconvenient,  and  likely  to  lead  to  the  outbreak  of 
disorders  and  civil  war,  and  to  render  all  government  in  Samoa  impossible.  They 
consider  that  it  is  essential  that  the  existing  arrangements  in  that  group  should  be 
observed  by  the  three  Treaty  Powers  until  they  have  been  modified  by  mutual 
agreement.

WITH  reference  to  my  immediately  preceding  despatch  of  to-day  respect- 
ing the  recognition  of  Tamasese  as  King  in  Samoa,  as  well  as  Malietoa,  by  the 
German  Consul,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  Count  Bismarck 
disclaimed  all  knowledge  of  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Consul,  and  said  that  he 
entirely  agreed  with  the  view  which  Her  Majesty's  Government  took  of  the  matter,  if 
it  were  true.  In  his  opinion,  matters  would  remain  in  statu  quo  until  they  were 
modified  by  mutual  agreement.

(Translation.) 

TB!E  Imperial  Government  is  unable  to  accept  ae  correct  the  vienT.  that  the 
Consuls  of  Germany,  England,  and  the  United  States  at  Apia  agreed  in  Ma^  last  to 
recognize  Malietoa  only  as  King  of  Samoa.  No  doubt  the  ■  Government  of  Great 
Britain  has  in  view  the  declaration  published  on  the  27th  May  last  by  the  three 
Consuls  at  Apia.  But  this  Proclamation,  which  was  issued  in  order  to  keep  the  peace 
in  the  islands,  merely  declares  that  Tamasese  has  not  been  recognized  as  King  of 
Samoa  by  the  Treaty  Powers,  without  mentioniag  any  recognition  of  Malietoa.  On 
the  contrary,  the  Representatives  of  the  two  opposing  parties  in  Samoa,  that,  namely, 
of  Malietoa  and  that  of  Tamasese,  at  the  instigation  of,  and  in  the  presence  of,  the 
Consuls,  signed  a  solemn  Agreement  on  the  8th  June  last,  on  board  the  United  States' 
ship  of  war  "  Mohican,"  to  the  effect  that  both  parties  would  for  the  future  live 
together  in  friendship.  Both  to  natives  and  foreigners  in  Samoa  this  proceeding 
amoimted  to  a  recognition  of  the  de  facto  existence  of  Tamasese's  party  on  the  same 
footing  as  Malietoa's.  The  Imperial  Consul  at  Apia  was  therefore  instructed  in 
ri401  Q  2 
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September  last  to  communicate  respecting  current  business  with  Malietoa  or  with 
Tamasese,  according  as  circumstances  and  the  geographical  distribution  of  the  territory 
under  the  power  of  these  Chiefs  should  demand. 

The  Imperial  Government  is  not  aware  of  the  German  Consul  having  gone  beyond 
the  limits  thus  imposed  on  him  for  his  guidance  as  to  his  relations  with  Tamasese,  or 
of  his  having  recognized  Tamasese  as  King, 

As  Tamasese^s  party  is  at  present  far  larger  and  more  powerful  than  Malietoa's^ 
the  Imperial  Govemmeat  would  not  be  in  a  position  to  alter  the  instructions  given  to 
their  Consul  respecting  his  relations  with  Tamasese ;  were  they  indeed  to  do  so,  he 
would  no  longer  be  able  to  discharge  his  official  duties,  or  to  afford  any  efficient 
protection  to  German  interests  in  Samoa.  The  Imperial  Government  does  not 
perceive  that  this  course  will  in  any  way  endanger  peace  or  the  security  of  affairs  in 
Samoa.

The  Mission  to  Samoa. 

Foreign  Office,  February  14, 1887. 
HIS  Majesty  the  King  has  received  an  autograph  letter  from  His  Majesty 
Malietoa,  King  of  Samoa,  of  which  the  following  is  the  official  translation : — 

"  By  the  Grace  of  Almighty  God,  Malietoa,  from  the  Eight  Families  and  King 
of  Samoa. 

"To  His  Majesty  Kalakaua,  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 

"  Beloved  Brother : 

"  How  happy  and  delighted  I  was  when  your  welcome  letter  of  the  23rd  December 
last  reached  me,  and  I  sincerely  thank  God  that  you  are  in  the  enjoyment  of  good 
health  with  the  members  of  your  Royal  Family. 

"And  now  with  great  pleasure  and  delight  I  welcome  your  Majesty's  Pleni- 
potentiary in  the  person  of  Mr.  John  Edward  Bush,  Knight  Grand  Cross  of  your 
Royal  Order  of  the  Crown  of  Hawaii,  &c.,  to  these  my  islands,  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  together  with  us.  I  am  much  pleased,  and  especially  because  it  seems 
to  me  now,  from  the  way  you  have  remembered  me,  that  your  love  for  us  is 
unchanged.  By  traditions  we  have  learned  the  truth  that  your  people  are  of  one 
blood  with  us. 

"But  this  is  not  all.  I  was  pleased  to  find  in  meeting  Mr.  Bush  that  he, 
Mr.  Bush,  is  a  perfect,  kind,  and  good  gentleman,  and  to  know  his  truth  and  loyalty 
to  your  Majesty. 

"  Your  Majesty  be  pleased  and  allow  me  to  tell  you  a  little  news  in  regard  to  the 
troubles  at  these  my  islands,  and  within  my  kingdom. 

"  The  present  rebellion  was  encouraged  by  some  foreigners  who  want  to  seU  arms 
and  amtmunition  of  war.  This  is  the  commencement  from  which  the  so-called 
*  Tumua  *  have  arisen. 

"And  it  was  by  the  advice  of  the  foreign  Consuls  which  I  follow,  or  otherwise 
this  rebellion  would  have  been  quenched  ere  this ;  the  Consuls  advise  me  to  be  patient 
and  strong,  and  leave  the  rebellion  to  them,  and  the  rebellion  is  still  in  existence 
to-day. 

"  And  it  is  not  my  wish  to  make  any  war,  or  to  see  any  among  these  my  islands, 
as  there  are  only  a  few  people  in  them. 

"  But  I  earnestly  pray  God  that  the  time  will  soon  come  (through  His  blessing) 
when  Somoa  will  unite  under  one  Government  again. 

"  I  pray  for  health  and  prosperity  to  your  Majesty,  with  all  the  blessings  of  God 
on  your  Government. 

"Done  at  the  residence  of  Malietoa  at  Apia,  this  18th  day  of  January^  a.d. 
1887.**

His  Majesty's  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  Samoa,  Honourable  John  E.  Bush,  was 
received  in  audience  by  His  Majesty  Malietoa,  King  of  Samoa,  at  his  residence,  Apia, 
on  the  7th  January. 

Mr.  Bush  read  an  address  to  His  Majesty,  of  which  the  following  is  a  trans- 
lation : — 

**  His  Majesty  Kalakaua  I,  "King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  having  been  pleased 
to  appoint  jne  as  ms  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  Samoa>  it 
is  with  pleasure  that  I  now  present  myself  before  your  Majesty,  and  plac.e  in  your 
hands  an  autograph  letter  which  my  Sovereign  intrusted  to  me  to  present  to  you  in 
token  of  his  feelings  of  friendship  towards  your  Majesty  and  the  people  of  Samoa,  and 
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in  renewal  of  previous  courtesies  liitherto  exchanged  with  you  in  common  with  other 
Powers. 

"  His  Majesty  also  desires  me  to  convey  to  you  an  expression  of  the  deep  interest 
he  feeis  id  the  weKare  of  yourself  and  the  people  of  Samoa,  recognizing  in  them  a 
people  of  a  kindred  race  closely  allied  to  the  Hawaiians  by  blood,  by  language,  and  by 
historical  traditions,  and  to  give  you  every  assurance  of  his  friendship  and  his  desire  to 
see. the  Samoan  Kingdom  progressive  and  happy,  and  assured  of  its  independence  and 
peaceful  prosperity.  His  Majesty  also  desires  me  to  say  that  it  is  his  earnest  wish  to 
draw  closer  the  bonds  of  friendship  and  sympathy  which  already  unite  the  people  of 
Hawaii  and  Samoa,  and  to  preserve  and  advance  the  interests  and  weU-being^of  ;^both 
countries. 

"  His  Majesty,  whose  sympathies  are  with  you  as  a  brother  Sovereign  of  a 
kindred  race,  has  viewed  with  solicitude  the  internal  difficulties  that  have  encompassed 
the  Government  of  Samoa,  and  the  possibility  of  foreign  intervention  affecting  its 
independence;  and  desires  me  to  express  his  sympathy  and  hope  that  you  may 
succeed  in  maintaining  peaceful  stability  and  perfect  autonomy,  and  should  you 
desire  the  friendly  advice  and  encouragement  of  His  Majesty  Ejalakaua,  it  will  be 
freely  given. 

"  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  announce  also  to  you  that  in  further  token  of  friendship 
my  Sovereign  takes  this  occasion  to  confer  upon  you  the  Grand  Cross  of  His  Royal 
Order  of  the  Star  of  Oceania,  an  order  specially  instituted  to  decorate  the  Kings  and 
Chiefs  of  Polynesia,  and  those  who  may  in  any  way  contribute  to  the  welfare  and 
advancement  of  Polynesian  communities.  The  insignia  of  this  decoration  was 
accidentally  delayed  in  transit  from  abroad,  and  will  be  forwarded  here  by  first  oppor- 
tunity, when  I  snail  have  the  pleasure  to  present  it  to  you." 

,     His  Majesty  IS^ing  Malietoa  was  pleased  to  reply  to  Mr.  Bush^  in  terms  of  which 
tne  following  is  a  translation :— • 


C( 


I  am  already  aware  of  the  contents  of  the  letter  through  my  Minister,  and  I 
have  to  thank  His  Majesty  Kalakaua  for  his  kind  expressions  of  friendship.  It  is  true 
that  the  Hawaiians  and  Samoans  are  related  by  blood  and  other  ties.  I  have  in  my 
possession  genealogical  records  which  prove  that  your  Kings  and  people  and  myself 
are  related.  We  have  often  met  here  Representatives  of  America,  England,  and 
Germany,  but  this  is  the  first  time  I  have  had  the  pleasure  to  meet  an  Envoy  from 
Hawaii,  though  we  are  so  near  to  each  other,  and  a  similar  people.  I  am  very  much 
pleased  to  meet  you,  the  Envoy  of  His  Majesty  Kalakaua,  and  I  shall  be  happy  further 
to  meet  you  privately."

Acting  Consul  Symonds  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. -^Received  April  4.) 

My  Lord,  Samoa,  February  22, 1887. 

I  HAVE,  the  holiotir  to  report  that  a  letter  has  been  addressed  by  the  Secretarj^ 
of  the  Samoan  Government  to  the  Imperial  German  Consul,  protesting  against  a 
German  subject  being  allowed  to  take  part  in  an  open  rebelUon  against  the  King 
and  Government.  I  have  now  the  honour,  with  the  utmost  respect,  to  inclose  herewith, 
for  your  Lordship's  information,  a  translation  of  the  reply  which  has  been  forwarded 
to  me  by  command  of  His  Majesty. 

2.  With  regard  to  the  Hawaiian  Mission  to  this  Government,  there  appears  to  be 
every  reason  to  believe  that  it  will  be  a  permanent  one,  for  the  Envoy,  Mr.  Bush,  has 
at  a  considerable  outlay  caused  a  house  to  be  erected  for  his  use,  and  I  am  given  to 
understand  that  the  Hawaiian  Government  has  purchased  a  small  leading  steamer  (the 
'*  Explorer,"  171  ions),  which,  after  being  fitted  out  as  a  ship  of  war,  will  be  stationed 
at  Samoa. 

,  3.  I  Jiave  moreover  boen  informed  by  Selu,  Secretary  to  the  Samoan  Government, 
that  Mr.  Bush  has  askea  King  Malietoa  to  enter  into  Treaty  relations  with  the  King 
of  Hawaii,  and  has  suggested  that,  the  Hawaiian  Government  is  prepared  to  isissist  the 
Govemnieiit  of  Sanjioa.  King,  Malietoa  asked  if  Her  Majes^*s  Government  was 
pognizant  of  th|e  afptign  of  ,the  Hawaiian  authorities,  and  added  that  imless  such  was 
the  case  he  coulo  not  entertain  the  proposal.    Mr.  Bush  replied  that  he  believed  the 
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British  Government  to  be  aware  of  his  Mission,  and  that  he  had  the  support  of  the 
United  States. 

4.  Upon  my  opinion  on  the  subject  being  asked  by  Selu,  I  replied  that  I  could  not 
believe  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  would  view  otherwise  than  with  disfavour  any 
interference  in  Samoan  affairs  on  the  part  of  the  Hawaiian  Government,  and  I  express^ 
a  hope  that  His  Majesty  the  King  would  not  take  any  steps  without  long  and  mature 
consideration.     I  trust  that  these  remarks  will  meet  with  your  Lordship's  aj^probation. 

5.  It  is,  I  believe,  the  opinion  of  my  colleagues  that  one  of  the  objects  of  entering 
into  Treaty  relations  with  Samoa  is  to  gain  for  the  Hawaiian  Representative  a  seat  on 
the  Municipal  Board  of  Apia,  but  whence  this  belief  has  arisen  I  know  not,  for  it  does 
not  seem  to  me  that  any  addition  can  be  made  to  the  Board  unless  by  directly  ignoring 
the  terms  of  the  Convention  of  1879.  '  >     *-

(Translation.) 

Your  Majesty,  German  Consulate^  Apia,  February  10,.1887. 

I  AM  in  receipt  of  the  letter  stamped  with  your  Government  seal,  dated  the  31st 
January,  from  Mr.  William  Coe,  complaining  about  Brandeis,  a  German  gentleman 
gone  to  Seulumoega,  in  a  military  character,  now  in  seditious  relations  to  the  Samoan 
Government,  and  attempting  insurrections,  requesting  me  to  do  something  to  Brandeis. 

The  contents  of  a  letter  delivered  to  you  on  the  12th  November,  1886,  I  have 
informed  your  Majesty  that  my  Government  has  instructed  me  that  when  I  nssumed 
my  duties  in  the  German  Consulate  to  write  similiar  letters  to  Tuiaana  Tamasese,  the 
same  as  to  you. 

Be  it  well  known  by  your  Majesty  in  relation  to  the  above  letter  the  Government 
of  the  Emperor  of  Germany  is  in  friendly  relations  with  the  Seulumoega  Government 
as  it  is  with  your  Government.  The  letter  with  the  seal  sent  to  the  German  Consulate 
*?reatly  surprises  me  in  calling  the  Government  of  Seulumoega  "  rebels.'*  In  the 
future,  I  therefore  request  your  Majesty  to  prohibit  Mr.  William  Coe  to  say  no  more 
bad  words  like  that ;  for  again,  if  he  says  any  more  bad  words  like  that  in  the  future, 
it  will  be  my  duty  to  inform  my  Government,  and  the  letters  which  you  will  receive 
from  my  Government  you  will  not  like  their  contents. 

I  assure  you  that  I  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  gentleman  Brandeis,  for  I  am  not 
instructed  by  the  German  laws  to  prohibit  any  German  gentleman  coming  here  on  his 
own  business,  and  find  an  appointment  among  some  gentlemen  who  are  in  friendly 
relations  with  the  German  Government. 

I  have  therefore  to  inform  your  Majesty  that  I  will  always  be  ready  to  attend  to 
those  subjects  that  you  may  write  to  me  upon.  I  shall  at  once  dispatch  the  Vioe- 
Consul  to  Seulumoega  to  get  information  in  relation  to  the  doings  of  the  g^itleman 
Brandeis ;  should  he  find  the  work  of  the  above  gentleman  unsatisfactory,  then  shall 
the  Vice-Consul  speak  to  him. 

Again,  be  it  well  known  that  the  gentleman  Brandeis  has  no  appointment  in  a 
military  character,  but  resides  peaceably  assisting  the  Government  of  Seulumoega  in 
their  work,  for  Brandeis  is  a  quiet  sensible  gentleman,  and  I  trust  his  labour  at 
Seulumoega  will  do  a  great  deal  of  good  for  the  blessings  of  Samoa,  and  ^mam  in 
peace. 

May  you  live.

Sir,  Department  of  State,  Washington,  March  23, 1887. 

REFERRING  to  correspondence  heretofore  exchanged  respecting  the  situation 
in  the  Samoan  Islands,  and  in  particular  to  the  understanding  reached  for  a 
simultaneous  examination  on  the  spot  by  special  Agents  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  Great  Britain,  and  Gtermany,  1  have  the  pleasure  to  hand  you  herewith, 
for  the  information  of  your  Government,  copy  of  extracts  from  the  Report  made  to 
this  Department  by  its  Agent,  Mr.  Bates,  who  visited  Samoa  at  the  same  time  as  the 
British  Agent,  Mr.  Thurston,  and  the  Gterman  Agent,  Herr  Travers.

Extracts  from  Report  by  Mr.  Bates  on  Foreign  Intervention. 

THE  material  question  now  to  be  determined  is  the  character,  extent,  and 
methods  by  which  the  express  desire  of  the  three  Great  Powers  to  co-operate  in 
the  estabmhment  of  stable  Government  in  the  islands  may  be  most  effectively 
carried  out. 

My  own  conviction  is,  doubtless,  already  apparent— that  the  extent  of  this 
intervention,  to  be  effective  and  successful,  must  be  systematic  and  comprehensive. 
The  Central  Government  must  be,  for  a  time  at  least,  adnMnistered  by  the  three  Treaty 
Powers,  or  through  such  agencies  as  they  may  select.  There  should  be,  in  the  first 
place,  a  quadripartite  Treaty,  to  which  the  three  Treaty  Powers  and  the  Government 
of  Samoa  should  be  parties,  and  which  would  be  practically  the  constitutional  basis  of 
the  new  Government. 

While  avoiding  too  much  detail,  this  instrument  should  clearly  define  the  con- 
ditions under  which  the  Government  is  to  be  carried  on,  which  might  be  done  by 
having  the  Constitution  iEtgreed  upon  annexed  to  the  Treaty  as  a  schedule  and 
connected  with  it  by  reference. 

The  Treaty  should  contain  a  mutual  guarantee  by  the  three  Powers  as  between 
themselves  of  the  neutrality  and  autonomy  of  the  new  Government ;  it  should  also 
contain  the  proper  stipulation  that  each  Power  will  prevent  its  citizens  or  subjects 
from  performing  such  acts,  to  be  specified,  as  experience  has  shown  materially  interfere 
with  the  peace  and  well-being  of  the  natives.  Such  would  be  the  sale  to  the  natives 
of  arms  and  ammunition  or  intoxicating  liquors,  and  exciting  among  them  rebellion 
and  civil  strife. 

Principles  of  future  Government. 

The  executive  power  may  be  vested  either  in  a  Council  or  a  Bang  and  Vice-King, 
as  heretofore.  I  am  inclined  to  think -that  the  idea  of  a  King  is  pleasing  to  the  native 
mind;   and  in  that  case  an  arrangement  for  the   future. jnay  be  made — ^following 
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closely  the  lessons  of  the  past— by  compelling  a  return  to  the  Agreement  by  which 
Malietoa  should  be  recognized  as  King  and  Tamasese  as  Vice-King,  with  a  term  of 
office  limited  to  an  alternation  in  the  tenure  of  these  offices  between  the  two  families 
of  Malietoa  and  Tupua.  The  King  and  Vice-King  should  be  elected  by  the  Taimua. 
I  feel  sure  that  this  arrangement  would  be  acquiesced  in  immediately  if  proposed  by 
the  three  Powers.  Whether  or  no  there  be  a  King,  the  real  executive  power  must 
be  exercised  by  officers,  who  must,  for  a  long  time  be  white  men,  appoint.ed  by  the 
Samoan  Government,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Treaty  Powers. 

The  executive  functions  won  11  naturally  divide  themselves  into  three  classes,  each 

requiring  one  of  these  officers,  who  would  be  in  the  nature  of  a  Cabinet  if  there  be  a 

King,  or  an  Executive  Council  if  there  be  none.    In  the  latter  case,  I  would  advise 

that  the  chosen  Heads  of  the  two  great  families  be  also  members  of  the  Executive 

'Council. 

The  three  divisions  of  the  executive  business  would  bcj,  one  headed  by  a  Secretary, 
who  would  correspond  to  what  is  called  a  Secretary  of  State  or  Premier,  including 
foreign  relations,  the  authentication  and  custody  of  laws,  and  he  may  also  be  charged 
with  the  duties  of  Public  Prosecutor;  the  second,  of  land  surveys,  public  works,  and 
generally  matters  of  interior  administration,  including  harbour  and  quarantine 
Regulations;  and,  third,  treasury  and  revenue.  These  officers  might  be  called 
Secretaries  of  State,  Interior,  and  Treasury  respectively;  although,  for  a  simple 
Gtovemment  appropriate  to  that  coimtry,  I  would  prefer  more  unpretentious  titles, 
such  as  Secretary,  Surveyor-General,  and  Treasurer.  I  am  sure  that  no  little  harm 
has  been  done  in  countries  just  merging  into  civilization  by  the  use  of  high-sounding 
titles,  which  convey  no  meaning  to  those  who  bear  them.  If  the  theory  of  tripatrite 
control  should  be  determined  upon,  one  of  these  three  offices  could  be  held  by  a 
nominee  of  each  Power ;  and,  in  that  case,  they  should  be  of  equal  grade. 

The  Legislature  should  be  formed  on  the  model  familiar  to  the  country,  consisting 
of  two  branches,  to  be  called  the  Taimua  and  the  Faipule.  The  Upper  House  should 
be  composed  of  Chiefs  selected  by  the  districts  and  the  Lower  House  of  Representatives, 
the  numbers  and  mode  of  selection  to  be  so  adjusted  as  to  secure  the  difference  of 
tenure  and  checks  and  balances,  which  are  the  object  of  having  two  branches  of  the 
Legislatiu*e. 

The  three  foreign  officers  should  have  seats  in  the  Taimua,  with  the  right  of 
debate,  and,  if  such  a  check  should  be  deemed  requisite,  all  Laws  passed,  before  going 
into  effect,  might  require  the  approval  of  two,  or,  if  preferred,  aU  three  of  the  foreign 
officers ;  and  regular  meetings  of  the  Legislative  Bodies  should  not  be  held  oftener 
than  once  a-year. 

The  Judicial  Department  should  consist  of  a  Chief  Judge,  who  should  be  a  white 
man,  appointed  by  the  three  foreign  Executive  officers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  his  term 
of  office  to  be  sufficiently  long  to  give  stability  to  the  administration  of  justice.  There 
should  also  be  a  native  Judge,  selected  by  the  Taimua,  who  should  sit  with  the  Chief 
Judge  in  all  cases  to  which  a  native  is  a  party.  The  Chief  Judge  might  be  removable 
for  cause  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  three  foreign  Executive  officers,  such  act  of 
removal,  however,  to  be  approved  by  the  three  Treaty  Powers ;  and  pending  such 
approval,  the  removal  might  operate  as  a  suspension. 

The  King,  Vice- King,  and  the  native  Associate  Judge  should  be  removable  only 
upon  proceedings  in  the  nature  of  an  impeachment  and  trial  thereon. 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  so  constituted  should  extend  to  the  hearing  of  all 
appeals  in  cases  where  they  are  provided  for,  to  all  matters  now  included  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Municipal  Magistrate  at  Apia,  and  to  such  other  matters  as  may  be 
provided  by  the  Treaty  to  be  made,  as  before  suggested. 

The  Local  Magistrate  should  be  appointed  by  the  foreign  Executive  officers,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Chief  judge.  I  would  also  invest  the 
Chief  Judge  or  the  Public  Prosecutor,  as  may  be  preferred,  with  the  appointment  and 
superintendence  of  the  police,  and  thus  fix  upon  him  the  entire  responsibility  for  the 
administration  of  justice  and  the  preservation  of  order.  The  vesting  of  such  power  in 
the  Chief  Judge  is  not  in  accord  with  the  best  theories  of  government,  but  as  a 
practical  measure,  adapted  to  the  necessities  of  the  case,  I  believe  it  would  operate 
satisfactorily,  as  a  similar  arrangement  has  already  done  in  Apia. 

With  respect  to  the  distribution  of  jurisdiction  between  the  Court  so  created  and 
the  extra-territorial  Consular  Court,  I  have  carefully  considered  a  M^niorandum  on 
that  subject  made  by  M.  Travers,  and  am  prepared  to  recommend  it.  I  therefore 
quote  it  verbatim : — 

<<  The  Consular  jurisdiction  $hall  rennain  UBalt6re4 — 
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**  1.  As  fer  as  the  ciril  jurisdiction  is  concerned.  All  civil  suits  between  two 
subjects  of  the  same  nationality  shall  be  decided  by  a  competent  Consular  Court. 

"2.  All  crimes,  &c.,  committea  by  a  subject  of  a  nation  having  a  Consul  in 
Samoa  shall  be  dealt  with  by  such  Consul, 

"  There  shall,  however,  be  exempted  from  the  Consular  jurisdiction — 

"1.  As  far  as  civil  jurisdiction  is  concerned : 

"  (a.)  All  suits  between  one  subject  of  a  Consular  Power  and  a  subject  of  another 
Power,  whether  represented  by  Consuls  or  not. 

**  (6.)  All  land  claim  suits. 

"  2.  As  far  as  criminal  jurisdiction  is  concerned,  all  cases  of  police  offences,  so  far 
as  they  are  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Municipality. 

**  The  new  Government's  Courts  shall  accordingly  deal — 

"  (1.)  With  all  civil  or  penal  suits  against  subjects  of  nations  not  represented  tiy 
Consuls. 

**  (2.)  With  all  police  offences  as  stated  before. 

'*  (3.)  Land  cases,  but  under  a  specially  constituted  Court." 

Mr.  Thurston  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Consular  jurisdiction  should  Wmjlin 
imaltered,  but  this  plan,  afterwards  discussed  by  M.  Travers  and  myself,  was  not 
submitted  to  him. 

Separate  and  distinct  from  the  peamanent  judicial  system,  I  Would  earnestly 
recommend  the  establishment  of  a  temporary  Court  or  Commission  foit  the  determina- 
tion and  settlement  of  all  claims  by  foreigners  of  title  to  land.  Such  a  Court  should 
be  composed,  as  suggested,  under  the  head  of  '*  Land-Title,''  and  should  be  upon  the 
model  of  the  International  Court  in  Egypt. 

In  these  propositions  for  a  Government  for  the  future  I  have  not  endeavoured  to 
go  into  details,  nor  to  frame  what  might  be  called  a  Constitution,  but  merely  to 
enumerate  the  leading  features  sufficiently  to  indicate  the  character  of  the  Government 
which  I  think  is  required. 

So  far  as  details  are  concerned,  several  plans  of  government  have  been  framed 
which  will  be  found  to  bear  much  resemblance  to  each  other,  and  which  afford  sufficient 
material  as  a  guide  in  the  elaboration  of  a  specific  scheme  of  government  by  those  who 
may  be  charged  with  that  duty. 

1.  A  Constitution  prepared  by  the  Consuls  before  Steinbergcr's  return  to  the 
islands.  This  provides  lor  a  purely  native  Government,  and  is  accompanied  by  an 
estimate  of  income  and  expenditures.  The  provision  for  two  Kings  in  this  Consti- 
tution is  nominally  an  unnecessary  one,  the  suggestions  already  made  on  this  point 
being  such  as  would,  without  question,  be  accepted  if  proposed  by  the  Powers. 

2.  What  is  known  as  the  Steinberger  Constitution  of  August  1873,  prepared  by 
him,  and  adopted  when  he  was  in  control  of  the  Government. 

3.  Draft  proposals  of  Mr.  Thurston,  received  from  him  by  mail,  being  an  amend- 
ment of  suggestions  fm*nished  by  him  to  M.  Travers  and  myself  at  Apia.  (Inclosed 
marked  '*  Inclosure  1,  2.") 

4.  Memoranda  on  this  subject  submitted  to  me  by  two  of  the  foreign  residents, 
one  of  which  includes  also  an  estimate  of  income  and  expenditures.      (Inclosed 

marked'^,  3,  4.^0 

The  suggestion  of  creating  a  system  of  elections  by  which  foreigners  should  vote 

I  do  not  think  advisable  in  the  present  condition  of  the  foreign  society  in  Apia.     All 

such  proceedings  would  tend  simply  to  intensify  the  jealousies  arising  from  difference 

of  nationality  and  other  causes.     Some  future  system  may  be  developed  by  which 

foreign  residents  may,  if  they  desire  a  voice  in  the  government  of  the  country,  acquire 

some  sort  of  citizenship,  as  in  flawaii ;  but  at  present  1  feel  perfectly  clear  that  the 

foreigners  there  should  acquiesce  in  the  natural  result  of  voluntary  residence  in  a 

foreign  country.      An^  other  position '  is  inconsistent  with  intervention  by  their 

Governments,  which  is  intended  tor  and  secures  their  protection. 

Objections  to  Tripartite  Control 

My  instructions  having  cpntemplated  a  triangular  feontrol  of  the  native  Govern- 
ment, I  have  set  forth  principles  which  seem  to  me  best  adapted  for  it.  Mf.  I'hurston 
also  considered  himself  bound  by  his  instructions  to  do  the  same  thing,  and  has  made 
a  proposal,  already  referred  to. 

M.  Travers  and  I  agreed  that  whatever  should  be  determined  upon  ttlttst  bo 
carefully  provided  for  in  the  Treaty  such  as  I  have  suggested,  but  he  \ta^  ethjhatically 
of  the  opinion  that  an  effort  by  tli0  thte6  Potvei's  td  ti^trf  out  details  ot  goverillnent  in 
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Sainoii  by  jdnt  aotiost  would  be  absolutely  futile.  His  plan,  as  suggastad  to  me,  was 
that  the  tluree  Powers  should,  by  the  Treaty,  select  one  to  administer  the  Government 
of  Samoa,  under  the  arrangements  proposed,  ai^the  agent  of  all,  fully  guaranteeing  the 
rights  of  citizens  and  subjects  of  the  other  two  Powers. 

I  have  now,  and  expressed  to  him,  grave  doubts  of  the  practicability  of  the 
tripartite  control.  My  instructions  undoubtedly  contemplate  a  local  native  Govern- 
ment there  of  some  force,  and  that  the  part  to  be  performed  by  the  three  Powers 
would  not  be  so  much  that  of  administration  as  oversight. 

I  doubt  whether  it  is  understood  either  in  London,  or  Berlin,  or  in  Washington, 
that  the  real  function  of  the  intervening  Powers  in  Samoa  will  of  necessity  be  actual 
administration  of  Government.  Nothing  short  of  this,  at  least  for  a  time,  will  remedy 
the  existing  condition  of  things. 

I  share,  to  a  verv  great  extent,  with  M.  Travers,  the  apprehension  that  a  Govern- 
ment substantially  of  Representatives  of  the  three  Powers  will  be  constantly  disturbed 
by  international  dissensions  of  the  same  nature,  though  perhaps  to  a  much  less  degree, 
as  those  which  have  characterized  the  Government  by  the  Consuls.  This  Government 
— the  only  one  for  the  last  two  years — has  been,  to  some  extent,  of  the  character  of 
the  proposed  tripartite  control,  and  no  one  can  doubt  that  it  has  been  an  absolute 
ftulure.  ' 

The  difllculty  which  I  saw  in  M.  Travers'  plan,  and  frankly  suggested  to  him, 
was  the  very  apparent  one  of  reaching  a  conclusion  satisfactory  to  the  three  Powers 
and  their  citizens  and  subjects  as  to  which  one  of  the  three  Powers  should  be  deputized 
for  this  work  of  administration.  There  are  reasons  why  I  should  deem  it  improper  for 
our  own  Government  to  assent  to  the  delegation  of  the  sole  power  of  administration 
iu  these  islands  to  either  Great  Britain  or  Germany, 

There  are  two  serious  objections  to  the  sole  control  of  the  latter  Government  :— 

1.  The  concentration  of  German  interests  almost  entirely  in  one  Company,  which 
has  exercised  in  the  past,  and  would  undoubtedly  exercise  in  the  future,  a  dominating 
influence  over  all  local  German  officials  in  Samoa. 

2.  While  there  are  a  large  number  of  German  residents  at  Apia,  they  are,  with 
few  exceptions,  employes  of  the  great  German  Company.  While  the  other  foreign 
residents  are  either  British  or  American,  the  prevailing  language  among  foreigners  is 
English,  which  the  Germans  usually  understand,  while  the  British  and  American 
subjects  do  not  understand  German.  Under  these  circumstances  the  administration  of 
government,  and  of  the  laws,  in  the  German  language,  would  be  a  great  hardship, 
which  the  use  for  the  same  purpose  of  the  English  language  would  not  be. 

I  frankly  expressed  these  views  to  M.  Travers  in  response  to  his  equally  frank 
admission,  that  when  he  proposed  a  control  by  one  Power,  deputized  by  Treaty  with 
the  others,  he  really  meant  a  control  by  his  own  Government,  urging  as  the  sole 
ground  of  this  claim  what  he  claimed  to  be  the  predominance  of  German  interests. 

On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Thurston  did  not  admit  that  German  interests  predomi- 
nated, and  statistics  from  both  points  of  view  will  doubtless  be  furnished  in  the  Keports 
of  these  gentlemen. 

If  it  were  true  that  German  interests  did  predominate,  it  would  be,  to  my  mind, 
an  additional  reason  why  Germany  should  not  be  allowed  to  control  the  Government, 
and  there  are  reasons  why  the  British  Government  should  not  be  selected  for  the  sole 
control  of  these  islands. 

As  is  the  case  with  Germany,  so  Great  Britain  is  pursuing  a  policy  of  the  annexa- 
tion and  acquisition  of  the  South  Pacific  Islands,  which  renders  it  incumbent  upon  the 
United  States,  if  they  desire  absolutely  to  secure  the  future  autonomy  aoid  neutrality 
of  this  group,  to  object  to  the  assumption  by  either  of  those  Powers  of  the  absolute 
control  of  the  Samoan  Government,  even  under  the  most  guarded  Treaty. 

The  only  solution  of  this  difficidty  that  I  can  see  is,  thai  the  other  Powers  shall 
consent  to  the  selection  of  the  United  States  as  a  single  Power,  to  exercise  the 
necessary  oversight  in  connection  with  the  new  Government  to  be  formed.  The 
freedom  of  our  country  from  any  disposition  to  absorb  territory  in  that  region  was 
fully  recognized  by  the  Representatives  both  of  Great  Britain  and  Germany. 

The  fact  that  our  concern  in  the  matter  does  not  arise  ftotn  the  preponderance  of 
the  interests  of  our  citizens,  but  solely  from  a  desire,  arising  from  a  national  policy,  to 
preserve  the  independence  and  neutrality  of  this  group,  is  a  reason  why  there  should 
be  a  greater  degree  of  confidence  in  the  disinterested  action  of  our  Government,  and 
the  conservation  of  the  interests  of  the  native  population,  to  whom  the  country  really 
belongs,  as  well  as  those  of  foreigners  who  have  loc|tted  themselves  and  their  business 
interests  there, 
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I  need  only  add  on  this  subject  that  I  believe  that  the  practical  control  of  the 
islands  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  would  be  the  result  which  would  best 
satisfy  the  larger  proportion  of  the  foreign  residents  of  Samoa. 

Municipality  of  Apia. 

The  present  Municipal  Government  of  Apia  has  been  referred  to  as  affording  an 
example  of  what  might  be  done  in  the  way  of  tripartite  control.  While  this  municipal 
arrangement  has  been,  to  some  extent,  a  success,  so  far  only  as  the  preservation  of 
peace  and  order  was  concerned,  its  history  emphasizes  the  objections  to  tripartite 
government  rather  than  encourages  the  extension  of  it.  It  has  been  distinguished  by 
constant  differences  between  the  Consuls,  and  in  the  appointment  of  officers  the 
international  distinctions  have  been  strictly  observed,  the  nationality  of  a  candidate 
having  often  more  to  do  with  his  selection  than  the  question  of  his  capacity  and  fitness 
for  the  duties  of  the  office. 

In  this  connection  I  would  recommend  that  whatever  plan  be  adopted  for 
establishing  a  stable  Government,  it  shall  include  the  abolition  of  the  present  Govern- 
ment of  the  Municipality,  as  it  will  then  be  no  longer  needed,  having  been  simply  a 
makeshift  for  the  preservation  of  order  during  the  practical  suspension  of  all 
government  for  the  last  two  or  three  years. 

Expenses  of  the  Government. 

It  was  my  intention,  in  connection  with  the  plan  of  Government,  to  present  also 
an  estimate  of  probable  receipts  and  expenditures,  but  it  is  impossible  to  do  this 
intelligently  until  after  the  scheme  of  Government  has  been  matured  in  detail.  One 
point,  however,  it  is  proper  that  I  should  suggest  for  your  consideration  in  connection 
with  future  negotiations  between  the  Powers. 

While  a  considerable  revenue  can  be  raised  from  taxes  upon  property  and  business 
of  foreigners,  it  is  neither  practicable  nor  just  to  put  upon  them  the  burden  of  support- 
ing the  Government  of  the  countiy,  and  therefore  the  best  method  of  raising  the 
required  revenue  from  the  natives  with  the  least  friction  will  be  a  very  important  point 
to  determine.  A  Government  which  costs  them  something  will  undoubtedly  be  more 
valued  and  better  appreciated  by  the  natives,  but  care  should  be  taken  that  whatever 
direct  tax  may  be  laid  upon  them  shall  be  sufficiently  moderate  to  be  readily  collected, 
and  to  accustom  them  gradually  to  such  burdens. 

The  easiest  method  of  taxing  the  natives  would  undoubtedly  be  by  impost  duties, 
which  could  be  so  adjusted  as  to  yield  considerable  revenue  without  being  felt,  as  is 
a  direct  tax.  If,  however,  it  should  be  deemed  advisable  to  resort  to  this  method  of 
taxation  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  some  modification  in  existing  Treaties,  and 
therefore  this  subject  must  not  be  overlooked. 

After  a  form  of  Government  has  been  determined  upon,  it  will  not  be  difficult  to 
estimate  the  necessary  amount  of  taxation  and  expenses.  As  the  abolition  of  the 
Municipality  has  been  recommended,  and  I  think  would  naturally  follow  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Government,  its  present  resources  of  revenue  would  then  be  available  for 
the  general  Government. 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  expressing  the  opinion,  and  upon  this  point  Mr.  Thurston, 
M,  Travers,  and  I  fully  concur,  that  there  will  be  no  difficulty  whatever  in  raising 
from  the  coimtiy  itself,  by  taxation,  a  sufficient  annual  sum  to  pay  all  expenses  of 
such  a  Government  as  is  required.

Consul- General  Wodehouse  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisburi/. — {Received  May  6.) 

(Extract.)  Honolulu,  April  12, 1887. 

WITH  reference  to  Mr.  Bush's  mission  to  Samoa,  Tonga,  and  other  Polynesian 
States,  I  have  now  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  Lordship  copies  of  a  Convention 
between  King  Malietoa  and  King  Kalakaua,  signed  by  the  former  at  Apia  on  the  17th

BY  virtue  of  my  inherent  and  recognized  rights  as  King  of  the  Samoan  Islands 
by  my  own  people  and  by  Treaty  with  the  three  great  Powers  of  America,  England, 
and  Germany,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  of  my  Government,  and  the  consent  of  the 
Taimua  and  Faipule  representing  the  legislative  powers  of  my  kingdom,  I  do  hereby 
freely  and  voluntarily  offer  and  agree  and  bind  myself  to  enter  into  a  political 
confederation  with  His  Majesty  Kalakaua,  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  and  I 
hereby  give  this  solemn  pledge  that  I  will  conform  to  whatever  measures  may 
hereafter  be  adopted  by  His  Majesty  Kalakaua,  and  be  mutually  agreed  upon  to 
promote  and  carry  into  effect  this  political  confederation,*and  to  maintain  it  now  and 
for  ever.

Convention  for  Political  Confederation  with  King  Malietoa,  signed  by  King  Kalakaua^ 

March  20, 1887. 

KALAKAUA,  by  the  grace  of  God  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  King.  To  all  to 
whom  these  presents  shall  come,  greeting : — 

Whereas,  on  the  17th  day  of  February  last  past.  His  Majesty  Malietoa,  King  of 
the  Samoan  Islands,  entered  into  an  Agreement  and  Treaty  binding  himself  to  enter 
into  a  political  confederation  with  us,  and  whereas  the  said  Agreement  and  Treaty  was 
at  the  same  time  approved  by  the  Taimua  and  Faipule  of  Samoa,  and  accepted  in  our 
name  by  our  Minister  Plenipotentiary,  Honourable  John  B.  Bush : 

Now,  therefore,  having  read  and  considered  the  said  Agreement  and  Treaty,  we 
do  by  these  presents  approve,  accept,  confirm,  and  ratify  it,  for  ourselves,  our  heirs, 
and  successors,  subject  to  the  obligations  which  His  Majesty  Malietoa  may  be 
under  to  those  foreign  Powers  with  which  he  and  the  people  of  Samoa  and  the  Govern- 
ment thereof  have  at  this  time  any  Treaty  relations,  engaging  and  promising  upon 
our  Eoyal  word  to  enter  into  a  political  confederation  with  His  Majesty  King  Malietoa, 
and  to  conform  to  such  measures  as  may  be  hereafter  agreed  upon  between  us  for 
the  carrying  into  effect  of  such  confederation.  For  the  greater  testimony  and  validity 
of  all  which  we  have  caused  the  Great  Seal  of  our  Kingdom  to  bo  affixed  to  these 
presents,  which  we  have  signed  with  our  Royal  hand. 

Given  at  our  Palace  of  lolani,  this  20th  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1887,  and  in  the  fourteenth  vear  of  our  reign.

THE  following  appears  in  the  New  Zealand  "  Herald  ''  of  the  10th  March  : — 

** The*  bark  *  Neptune'  arrived  at  Apia  the  end  of  last  month  with  about 
150  labour  boys  from  New  Britain.  These  are  to  be  employed  on  the  German  planta- 
tions. 

"  There  are  a  number  of  buildings  being  erected  now  in  the  Municipality.  Two 
are  hotels,  and  the  rest  are  stores.  The  Hawaiian  Embassy  is  building  a  large  saloon 
in  front  of  the  residence,  in  which  to  entertain  their  guests.  On  the  17th  instant  a 
large  entertainment  was  given  to  Samoan  Chiefs  by  the  Embassy.  A  large  number  of 
bottles,  some  partly  filled,  and  some  unopened,  left  an  impression  to  passers-by  the 
next  morning  that  a  quantity  of  liquor  was  wasted.  The  jollity  continued  nearly  all 
night,  during  which  time  the  policemen  were  hard  at  work  keeping  order. 

"  It  is  against  the  law  to  supply  intoxicating  drinks  to  Samoans,  but  somehow  or 
other,  these  Hawaiian  gentry  manage  to  evade  it,  and  one  told  a  policeman,  when 
carrying  out  his  duty  in  preventing  a  disturbance  on  the  main  road,  not  to  interfere 
with  a  certain  person,  as  he  was  under  the  Hawaiian  flag. 

"  Whatever  may  be  the  motives  of  the  Hawaiian  Government  in  sending 
Ambassadors  here,  actions  setting  the  present  Administration  at  defiance  cannot  be 
met  with  approval."

PRINCE  PLESS  called  at  this  Office  on  the  20th  instant,  and,  on  behalf  of  Count 
Hatzfeldt,  desired  to  know  whether  the  Acting  British  Consul  at  Apia  had  been 
informed  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  did  not  approve  of  the  action  of  Hawaii  in 
Samoa,  as  I  had  stated  to  his  Excellency  was  the  case. 

Prince  Pless  added  that  his  Government  had  received  from  their  Minister  at 
Washington  a  Report,  from  which  it  would  appear  that  the  United  States'  Govern- 
ment approve  such  action,  and  will  probably  look  favourably  on  the  claims  of  King 
Kalakaua  to  interfere  in  Samoan  affairs.  This  would  seem,  however,  not  to  be  in 
accordance  with  the  information  received  by  Her  Majesty's  Government  from  Her 
Majesty's  Commissioner  and  Consul-Qeneral  in  the  Sandwich  Islands,  who  reported 
that  Mr.  Bates,  the  United  States'  Commissioner  in  Samoa,  when  passing  through 
Honolulu  on  the  30th  October  last,  had  advised  the  King  not  to  interfere  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Samoan  and  Tongan  groups ;  also  that  Mr.  Bates  had  stated  that  a  communi- 
cation in  that  sense  would  be  addressed  to  the  Hawaiian  Government,  through  the 
usual  channel,  as  soon  as  he  had  made  his  official  B;eport  to  his  Government. 

Prince  Pless  concluded  by  saying  that  the  German  Government  would  be  glad  if 
Her  Majesty's  Minister  at  Washington  were  directed  to  unite  with  his  German 
colleague  in  opposing  the  pretensions  of  Hawaii,  and  I  have  accordingly  addressed  an 
instruction  to  Sir  L.  West,  a  copy  of  which  is  inclosed  herewith  for  your  Excellency's 
information.* 

You  will  read  the  latter  to  the  German  Minister  for  Eoreign  Affairs,  and  give  hk 
Excellency  a  copy  if  he  desires  it.

Sir,  Foreign  Office,  May  31, 1887. 

I  TRANSMIT,  for  your  information,  the  accompanying  copy  of  a  despatch  from 
Her  Majesty's  Commissioner  and  Consul-General  in  the  Sandwich  Islands,*  inclosing 
copies  of  a  Convention  between  King  Malietoa  and  King  Kalakaua,  binding  each  other 
mutually  to  enter  into  a  political  confederation,  together  with  copy  of  a  Memorandum 
upon  the  same  subject  which  has  been  received  from  the  German  Embassy  at  this 
Court. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  cannot  regard  this  intervention  of  Hawaii  in  Samoa  as 
likely  to  lead  to  any  advantageous  result. 

As  regards  King  Malietoa,  Her  Majesty's  Government  have  the  right  to  insist  that 
he  shall  be  regarded  as  the  lawful  King  of  the  Navigators'  Islands  until  ho  is  lawfully 
deposed,  but  he  has  been  ill-advised  to  make  the  Hawaiian  alliance  without  consulting 
the  Treaty  Powers,  and  cannot  look  for  their  sympathy  or  support. 

I  have  therefore  to  request  you  to  unite  with  your  German  colleague  in  informing 
the  United  States'  Government  that  on  the  grounds  above  stated  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment  view  with  dissatisfaction  the  action  of  Hawaii  in  Samoa,  the  more  so,  as  they 
have  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  calculated  to  create  anarchy  and  disorder,  while  the 
three  Powers  are  using  their  best  efforts  to  restore  the  blessings  of  peace  and  of  a  stable 
Government  to  those  islands. 

They  hope,  therefore,  that  the  United  States'  Government  will  join  them  and  the 
German  Government  in  signifying  to  the  Government  of  Hawaii  that  the  three 
Powers  will  not  recognize  their  right  of  interference  in  the  affairs  of  Samoa  by  means 
of  the  "  political  confederation  "  which  they  have  recently  attempted  to  establish  with 
that  group. 

Her  Majesty's  Ambassador  at  Berlin  will  be  directed  to  communicate  this 
despatch  to  the  German  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs,  and  copies  of  it  will  also  be  sent 
to  Her  Majesty's  Representatives  at  Honolulu  and  Apia,  for  their  information  and 
guidance.

Actiny  Consul  Symonds  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — {Received  June  3.) 

My  Lord,  Samoa,  April  25,  1887. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  most  respectfully  to  report  that  I  have  been  officially 
informed  by  the  Samoan  Government  that  a  general  meeting  of  its  supporters  will 
shortly  be  held,  in  order  to  discuss  plans  to  induce  the  rebel  party  under  Tamasese  to 
again  recognize  the  rule  of  King  Malietoa. 

This  meeting  has  been  arranged  by  Malietoa  in  order  to  satisfy  the  more  turbulent 
of  his  Chiefs,  who  are  constantly  urging  him  to  put  down  the  rebellion  by  force,  and 
who  are  becoming  impatient  of  his  passive  policy. 

I  believe  that  it  is  intended  to  offer  to  allow  Tamasese  local  jurisdiction  over  his 
people,  with  any  title  he  may  wish  to  take,  on  condition  that  he  will  recognize  the 
suzerainty  of  the  Eling. 

The  attitude  of  Malietoa  under  the  constant  pressure  brought  to  bear  upon  him 
by  his  Chiefs,  and  his  determination  to  save  his  country  from  the  evils  of  civil  war, 
cannot  but  command  admiration  and  respect,  more  especially  since  his  personal 
courage  is  undoubted,  and  I  quite  believe  that  the  coming  meeting  will  end  quietly 
and  pea<3eably.  Still,  I  would  humbly  point  out  to  your  Lordship  that  it  may  be 
otherwise,  and  that,  if  the  rebels  receive  the  overtures  about  to  be  made  to  them  in  a 
discourteous  and  contemptuous  way,  the  feelings  of  the  people  may  be  excited  to  such 
an  extent  that  the  King's  control  over  them  will  be  lost,  and  the  meeting  which  has 
been  called  with  the  object  of  promoting  peace  will  have  just  the  opposite  effect. 

I  pointed  this  out  to  the  Government,  and  I  deprecated  in  strong  terms  the 
bringing  together  of  a  large  body  of  men,  who,  as  former  events  show,  are  not  always 
amenable  t^  the  constituted  authority ;  but  I  was  informed  that  there  was  no  other 
way  to  preserve  peace ;  that,  if  some  such  step  is  not  taken  by  the  Government,  many 
of  the  Chiefs  have  determined  to  take  the  matter  into  their  own  hands  and  attack  the 
rebels;  and  that  King  Malietoa  is  perfectly  satisfied  of  hin  ability  to  prevent  any 
outbreak  of  hostilities  beginning  with  the  GoFcmment  party,  when  they  are  imme- 
diately under  his  influence,  as  they  would  be  in  this  case.

Acting  Consul  Symonds  to  tke  Marquis  of  Salisbury. ^^{Received  June  3.) 

My  Ijox^y  Samoa,  April  26,  ;^87- 

I  WOULD  venture  to  lay  the  details  of  the  destruction  of  property  own^d  hy 
British  subjects  by  the  so-called  Government  of  Tamasese  before  your  Lordship, 
together  with  a  Report  of  the  steps  that  I  have  taken  to  insure  to  British  subjects 
who  reside  in  the  disaffected  district  those  rights  that  have  been  secured  to  them  by 
Treaty. 

2.  A  few  days  after  my  arrival  ^^  Samoa  the  death  of  a  British  subject,  a  tr^er 
and  pig-farmer  residing  on  the  borders  of  the  rebel  district,  was  reported  to  me,  and  as 
it  was  believed  that  he  had  died  intestate,  I  sent  an  officer  of  the  High  Commissioner's 
Coip^  to  t^e  charge  of  his  effects.  The  officer  sei^led  up  all  the  trade  and  cash  and 
left  ^  son  of  the  deceased  in  charge  of  the  house,  land,  and  live  stock,  which  consisted 
of  a  large  number  of  valuable  pigs.  After  thp  expiration  pf  ^  fortnight  the  man  in 
ppssession  came  to  Apia,  and  informed  me  that  a  large  n^mber  of  the  pigs  had  been 
killed,  and  he  brought  a  witness  with  him.  pe  a]sQ  stated  that  when  he  ha4  cpm- 
plained  to  the  Chief  of  the  village  he  had  bepn  told  that  the  pigs  ha4  l^eeR  killed 
because  his  father  and  he  had  not  paid  taxes  to  Tapa^scse's  Government. 

.  3.  I  reported  the  matter  to  tlie  Samoan  Qovernment,  and  an  officer  was  at  pnce 
dispatched  to  make  inquiries,  and  to  try  and  induce  the  Qffen4er  to  §uhmit  to  the  juris- 
diction of  tbe  Courts.  When  this  official  returned  to  Apia  1  was  informed  that  the 
complaint  was  well  founded,  and  that  the  heads  of  the  village  had  agreed  to  be  tr^pd  in 
Apia. 

4.  Upon  going  to  the  Court-house  on  the  day  fixed  for  the  trial,  |  was  informed 
by  the  Judge  that  the  people  had  landed  in  Apia  that  morning,  but  that  they  had 
evidently  been  ill-advised,  for  they  had  soon  after  sailed  away  again,  and  that  therefore 
the  trial  could  not  take  place.  A  copy  of  a  letter  from  a  self-sfyled  Judge  wa^  i5|ibse- 
quently  handed  to  me,  stating  that  the  people  would  not  attend  any  Cour|;  MvH^ 
ordered  to  by  "  His  Majesty  the  'S^ng  of  Aana  "  (Tamasese). 

5.  I  now  deemed  it  to  be  my  duty  to  address  a  letter  to  Tamasese,  pointing  out 
the  facts  of  the  case,  and  notifying  him  that  he  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  loss 
sustained  by  the  destruction  of  the  pigs,  and  also  for  the  imprisonment  of  a  British 
subject  that  had  been  reported  to  me.  The  Chief  wrote,  in  reply,  that  he  was  quite 
ignorant  of  the  offences  that  I  had  complained  of,  and  asked  that  I  would  sit,  in 
conjunction  with  one  of  his  Judges,  to  try  the  cases.  I  answered  that  I  was  unable 
to  recognize  any  jurisdiction  in  Samoa  other  than  that  provided  for  by  Treaty,  anfl  I 
expressed  astonishment  that  he  should  plead  ignorance  of  the  cases,  eii^ce  I  had  in  my 
possession  two  letters  written  by  his  officials,  one  threatening  to  kill  the  pigs  that  had 
since  been  destroyed,  and  the  other  asking  payment  of  a  fine  imposed  on  the  British 
subject  who  had  been  in  prison. 

6.  After  the  lapse  of  a  short  time  Tamasese  wrote  asking  me  not  tp  take  any 
further  steps  in  the  matter  imtil  after  the  Conference  of  the  Representatives  of  the 
three  Treaty  Powers  had  been  held  at  Washington.  To  this  I  replied  that  I  had 
nothing  further  to  say  in  the  matter.  I  had  already  informed  him  that  I  held  hin^ 
personally  responsible  for  the  damages  sustained,  and  I  pointed  out  that,  as  the 
destruction  of  the  pigs  had  seriously  affected  the  business  of  a  British  subject,  I 
considered  that,  unless  the  damage  was  promptly  paid,  it  would  be  necessary  to  charge 
interest. 

7.  I  should  have  been  reluctant  to  trouble  your  Lordship  with  these  lengthy 
details  but  for  the  fact  that  it  has  been  reported  to  me  that  M.  Brapdeis,  the  German 
adviser,  or,  as  I  believe  he  styles  himself,  "  Premier,"  to  Tamasese,  has  notified  the 
traders  in  that  district  that  it  is  his  intention  to  enforce  obedience  to  the  local  Begula- 
tions  J  and  only  yesterday  a  complaint  reached  me  that  the  hoyse  of  a  British  sjibject 
had  been  seized  and  impounded,  because  it  had  '*  been  tie4  too  near  to  the  road." 

8.  I  have  the  honour,  with  the  utmost  respect,  to  transmit  herewith^or  ypur 
Lordship's  information,  a  copy  of  the  correspondence  that  has  passed  betwepn  Tamasese 
and  myself.

Sir,  Samoa,  February  15, 1887. 

A  COMPLAINT  has  been  made  to  me  that  certain  disaffected  Samoans,  followers 
of  yours,  did,  in  or  about  the  month  of  December  last,  destroy  a  number  of  pigs, 
valued  at  526  dollars,  the  property  for  the  time  being  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
High  Commissioner's  Court. 

I  adopted  the  only  course  open  to  me,  and  applied  to  the  Government  of  Samoa, 
as  recognized  by  Her  Majesty's  Government,  for  a  trial  of  the  offenders  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  Samoa.  A  summons  was  forthwith  issued,  but  it  was  not  obeyed, 
and  a  lett/Cr  was  written  by  a  person  styling  himself  "  Samoan  Government  Judge," 
giving  very  inadequate  reasons  for  not  attending  to  the  summons. 

You  have  already  been  informed  by  Mr.  Consul  Powell  that  Her  Majesty's 
Government  will  not  permit  you  or  your  so-called  Government  to  assume  any  juris- 
diction over  British  subjects,  and  it  is  now  my  duty  to  state  that  I  hold  you  respon- 
sible for  the  loss  sustained  by  the  killing  of  the  pigs,  and  also  for  any  sum  that  may 
have  to  be  expended  in  order  to  recover  the  money. 

It  has  already  been  reported  to  me  that  a  British  subject,  named  Kennedy,  has 
been  illegally  arrested  by  your  authority*  You  must  be  well  aware  that  any  complaint 
against  a  British  subject  must  be  brought  before  the  proper  Tribunal  established  by 
Her  Majesty's  Government,  and  if  I  find  that  Kennedy's  complaints  are  well  founded 
I  shall  have  no  other  course  than  to  demand  that  substantial  compensation  be  made 
to  him. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  express  regret  that  my  first  communication  to  you  should 
have  to  be  couched  in  these  terms,  but  I  must  point  out  that  the  responsibility  rests 
entirely  with  you.  I  have  endeavoured  to  cause  your  people  to  submit  to  a  fair  trial 
(the  only  trial  that  I  am  empowered  to  recognize),  and  this  endeavour  to  bring  about 
a  judicial  settlement  has  been  received  in  a  manner  that  can  only  be  characterized  as 
disrespectful.

Your  Excellency,  Leuleumoega,  March  6,  1887. 

THIS  is  the  answer  to  your  Excellency's  letter  of  the  16th  February  (a.  c),  which 
I  did  not  receive  before  the  2nd  March  myself,  having  been  absent  from  here  on  a  trip 
to  Atua. 

I  am  very  thankful  to  your  Excellency  for  the  information  you  give  me  in  your 
letter  concerning  wrongs  done  by  Samoans  to  Englishmen :  by  your  communication 
I  am  now  enabled  to  show  to  you  how  great  is  my '  desire  that  such  wrong  may 
not  be  done,  and  if  it  be  done,  that  it  shall  be  punished  and  full  indemnification 
provided  for.* 

Concerning  the  first  matter  you  make  mention  of  in  your  letter,  I  have  not  heard 
yet  in  which  place  pigs  have  been  stolen  from  an  Englishman,  or  that  any  pigs  have 
been  stolen.  Since  several  years  myself  and  the  largest  part  of  the  Samoans  do  not 
acknowledge  Malietoa  as  the  King,  and  we  are  patiently  awaiting  the  result  of  the 
Conference  of  the  Great  Powers  which  will  decide  who  shall  rule  Samoa.  I  sincerely 
regret  that  it  is  therefore  not  in  my  power  to  comply  with  your  request  in  sending 
people  of  my  party  in  order  that  they  may  be  tried  by  a  Court  of  Justice  of 
MaUetoa's. 

I  beg  to  propose  that  you  will  meet  a  Chief  I  will  send  to  Apia,  or  to  any  place 
you  should  like,  in  order  to  give  a  fair  trial  to  the  complaints,  and  to  see  that  full 
justice  is  done. 

Concerning  the  second  matter,  I  really  feel  struck  in  hearing  you  say  that  an 
Englishman  had  been  imprisoned,  and  scarcely  I  can  believe  the  fact.  Never  myself 
nor  the  people  of  my  party  shall  dare  to  lay  hand  on,  or  to  assume  any  jurisdiction 
over,  a  subject  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  England.

I  HAVE  received  your  letter,  dated  the  6th  March,  1887.  I  do  not  wish  to 
reply  at  length  to  it,  for  there  is  nothing  to  add  to  what  I  have  already  written  to  you. 

I  am  surprised  at  your  saying  that  you  are  ignorant  of  the  offences  concerning 
which  I  wrote  to  you,  for  I  have  in  my  possession  letters  referring  to  both  oases^ 
written  and  signed  by  people  acting  on  your  behalf. 

With  regard  to  your  suggestion,  that  I  should  meet  a  Chief  who  you  will  send  to 
Apia  to  give  a  fair  trial  to  the  complaints,  I  have  already  informed  you  that  I  can 
recognize  no  jurisdiction  in  Samoa  beyond  that  provided  for  by  Treaty.  But  should 
vou  wish  to  give  or  receive  any  explanation  about  these  or  any  other  matters,  I  shall 
be  glad  to  receive  with  all  courtesy  the  Chief  you  may  desire  to  send. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  suggest  that,  if  you  make  up  your  mind  to  communicate 
in  this  way  with  me,  you  send  a  Chief  who  can  converse  in  Tongan,  so  that  there 


need  be  no  interpreter.

THE  German  Ambassador  at  this  Court,  when  calling  at  the  Foreign  Office 
to-day,  complained  to  me  that  German  subjects  had  suffered  ill-treatment  at  Samoa ; 
that  the  authors  of  the  outrages  had  been  brought  before  a  Consular  Court,  in  which 
the  Acting  British  Consul  sat  as  a  Judge,  and  that  they  had  been  discharged  with  the 
sanction  of  the  latter. 

i  expressed  to  Count  Hatzfeldt  my  regret  that  this  difficulty  should  have  arisen 
between  his  countrymen  and  the  British  Consular  authorities^  but  said  that  I  did  not 
see  the  prospect  of  a  satisfactory  remedy  in  any  action  we  could  take  at  the  Forfeigii 
Office.  ,  I  could  only  hope  to  find  a  lasting  remedy  through  the  appointment  of  some 
Judge  belonging  to  a  neutral  nation,  whose  decisions  both  Powers  should  pledge  them- 
selves to  respect,  and,  in  case  of  need,  jointly  to  enforce. 

At  the  same  time,  I  observed  that  British  subjects  had  grievances  on  their  side. 

t  then  referred  to  the  case,  reported  by  Acting  Consul  Symonds,  of  the  pigs 
belonging  to  British  subjects  which  had  had  the  misfortune  to  awaken  the  cupidity  of 
Tamasese,  the  proteg^  of  Germany,  by  whom  they  wete  stolen,  apparently  with  the 
sanction  of  M.  Brandeis,  his  adviser,  who  is  said  to  be  a  German.  His  Excellency 
promised  to  mention  the  matter  in  his  Reports  to  Berlin.

IT  appears  from  the  Report  of  tlie  Acting  British  Consul  at  Apia  of  the  25th 
April  last,  which  has  been  communicated  to  the  Imperial  Government  by  Sir  E,  Malet, 
that  the  Chief  Malietoa  proposes  to  convoke  an  assembly  of  his  followers  to  concert 
measures  for  inducing  the  party  of  the  Chief  Tamasese  again  to  acknowledge  the  rule 
of  Malietoa,  and  that,  in  consequence,  a  fresh  outbreak  of  hostilities  between  the  two 
parties  is  to  be  feared. 

Such  action  on  the  part  of  Malietoa  would  be  contrary  to  the  promise,  signed  and 
sworn  to  by  him  on  the  8th  June  of  last  year  in  the  presence  of  the  Consuls  of  the 
Treaty  Powers,  to  keep  the  peace  and  live  in  friendship  and  cordial  relations  with  the 
party  of  Tamasese.  ("  The  two  parties  of  Malietoa  and  Tamasese  shall  live  in  friend- 
ship and  cordial  relations.") 

If,  in  spite  of  this  solemn  compact,  a  breach  of  the  peace  of  Samoa  by  the  party 
of  Malietoa  should  now  take  place,  Malietoa  will  have  to  be  held  responsible. 

The  Imperial  Government,  who  are  equally  desirous  with  Her  Majesty's  Gtovem- 
ment  to  preserve  the  status  quo  in  Samoa,  will,  accordingly,  again  instruct  their  Consul 
at  Apia  in  the  sense  desired  by  Lord  Salisbury,  and  they  hope  that  analogous  instruc- 
tions will  be  sent  to  the  British  Eepresentative.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  despatch 
of  the  31st  ultimo,  instructing  me  to  unite  with  my  German  colleague  in  informing 
the  United  States'  Government  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  view  with  dissatisfac- 
tion the  actpn  of  Hawaii  in  treating  with  King  Malietoa. 

The  German  Minister  made  a  verbal  communication  some  days  ago  to  Mr.  Bayard 
in  the  sense,  more  or  less,  of  your  Lordship's  above-mentioned  despatch  to  me.  I 
therefore  called  on  Baron  -Alvensleben,  and  made  him  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  the 
communication  which  I  was  about  to  make  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  obedience  to  your 
Lordship's  instructions,  that  I  should  unite  mth  him  in  expressing  the  views  of  our 
respective  (Jovemments  upon  the  injudicious  course  pursued  by  King  Kalakaua  in 
interfering  with  the  affairs  of  Samoa  by  means  of  the  "  political  confederation  "  which 
he  has  lately  attempted  to  establish. 

I  afterwards  sought  an  interview  with  Mr.  Bayard,  and  conveyed  to  him  the 
substance  of  your  Lordship's  despatch.  He  asked  to  be  allowed  to  read  it,  to  which 
I  consented,  and  he  then  proceeded  to  comment  upon  it.  He  said  that  he  entirely 
agreed  with  all  your  Lordship's  observations ;  that  he  had  all  along  been  opposed  to 
any  political  interference  on  the  part  of  the  Hawaiian  Govcrument  in  the  affairs  of 
Samoa ;  that  he  had  spoken  to  Mr.  Carter,  the  Hawaiian  Minister  here,  in  this  sense, 
and  that  he  had  strongly  urged  him  to  prevent  King  Kalakaua  from  taking  a  step 
which  he  considered  injudicious,  uncalled  for,  and  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  Samoa. 
He  had  told  Mr.  Carter,  also,  that  the  President  was  not  prepared  to  receive  him  in  any 
capacity  as  accredited  by  King  Malietoa.  He  observed  that  he  thought  it  hard  that  it 
should  be  sought  to  depose  King  Malietoa,  who  had  certainly  been  recognized  for  some 
time  past  as  King  of  Samoa,  but  he  appeared  willing  to  concede  the  point  of  a  free 
election  for  the  constitution  of  the  new  Government. 

I  then  asked  Mr.  Bayard  whether  he  would  be  disposed  to  join  the  British  and 
German  Gov^ernments  in  signifying  to  the  Government  of  Hawaii  that  the  three 
Powers  will  not  recognize  their  political  interference  in  the  affairs  of  Samoa.

THE  Imperial  Government  is  unable  to  waive  their  right  to  immediate  satisfaction 
for  the  insult  offered  to  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  and  the  honour  of  the  German 
nation  by  the  bodily  ill-treatment,  at  the  hands  of  followers  of  Malietoa,  of  German 
subjects  in  Samoa  on  the  iJ2nd  March  last,  on  the  occasion  of  the  celebration  of  His 
Majesty's  birthday. 

We  shall  also  have  to  insist  on  satisfaction  for  the  thefts  and  robberies  committed 
on  the  German  plantations,  and  for  the  systematic  denial  of  legal  protection  in  cases 
of  pimishable  acts  committed  by  Samoan  natives  against  German  subjects ;  as  also  on 
obtaining  sufficient  guarantees  for  the  future  observance  of  our  Treaties  with  Samoa 
and  for  the  protection  of  German  interests. 

These  interests  have  recently  been  directly  threatened  by  the  outbreak  of  a  civil 
war,  endangering  the  lives  and  property  of  the  German  residents,  which  has  been 
provoked  by  the  imwarranted  interference  of  the  Hawaiian  Government  in  the 
political  affairs  of  the  islands.  In  these  circumstances,  and  observing  with  deep 
regret  that  our  Eepresentatives  at  Apia  do  not  find  the  assistance  we  expected  on  the 
part  of  their  colleagues  in  their  differences  with  Malietoa,  it  becomes  our  duty 
independently  to  protect  our  interests  and  rights,  and  to  obtain  the  satisfaction  due  to 
our  national  honour. 

We  shall  therefore  be  compelled,  in  case  Malietoa  does  not  possess  the  will  or  the 
power  to  afford  us  the  necessary  satisfaction  for  the  past,  and  sufficient  guarantees  for 
the  future,  to  declare  war  against  him,  and  to  refuse  him  our  recognition  as  Ruler. 

Naturally,  the  Imperial  Government  are  far  from  aiming  at  any  change  in  the 
political  relations  of  the  three  friendly  Powers  in  Samoa ;  on  the  contrary,  we  hold 
unswervingly  to  the  existing  Treaties  and  Agreements  between  ourselves  and  the 
Governments  of  England  and  the  United  States  which  refer  to  this  group  of  islands, 
and  to  the  equality  of  rights  of  the  Treaty  Powers.  We  shall  also  continue  in  our 
endeavours  to  arrive  at  an  agreement  with  those  Powers  about  the  reforms  which  may 
appear  necessary  for  re-establishing  desirable  order  on  the  Samoan  islands  in  the 
interests  of  the  foreign  and  native  population.  Only  we  are,  unable  to  allow  the 
prestige  of  the  German  Empire  and  the  safety  of  its  subjects  to  be  jeopardized  as  it 
has  been  by  Malietoa.

His  Excellency  said  thi^  such  a  course  might  be  adopted  later,  but  that  it  would 
be  inconvenient  for  the  present  that  any  insfeniction  should  be  given  which  might 
premaioirely  announce  the  intentions  which  the  Chancellor  had  confidentially  explained.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury  to  inform  you  that  his  Lordship 
understands  that  Bis  Imperial  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany  has  the  intention  of 
making  certain  demands  on  King  Malietoa,  which,  in  the  event  of  their  being  refused, 
may  lead  to  warlike  measures  on  the  part  of  Germany. 

His  Lordship  has,  however,  received  from  the  German  Government  the  strongest 
assurances  that  the  rights  of  the  three  Treaty  Powers  will  be  carefully  respected,  and 
it  will  therefore  be  your  duty  to  maintain  an  attitude  of*  the  strictest  neutrality,  both 
in  word  and  action.

Hawaiian  Mission  to  Samoa,  and  to  the  Chiefs  and  peoples  of  Polynesia,  has  been 
unconditionally  recalled,  thus  ending  the  dream  of  a  Polynesian  Empire.     It  will 
therefore  be  imnecessary  to  carry  out  your  Lordship's  instructions.

AT  an  interview  which  I  had  this  day  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  I  alluded  to 
reports  in  the  newspapers  of  the  attitude  which  had  heen  assumed  hy  the  German 
Government  in  Samoa,  and  to  the  communication  made  to  him  hy  the  German 
Minister  of  the  course  which  they  felt  called  upon  to  pursue. 

Mr.  Bayard  said  he  had  read  this  document  with  astonishment,  for,  he  said,  to  talk 
of  the  preservation  of  the  neutrality  of  Samoa  when  war  was  to  he  declared  if  fines  for 
which  there  was  no  money  to  ha  had  were  not  paid,  appeared  to  him  ahsurd.  Such 
threats  meant  confiscation  for  the  profit  of  a  commercial  Company  to  which  the 
government  of  the  islands  was  to  he  confided,  and  we  all  knew  what  the  greed  of 
a  commercial  Company  was. 

He  had  not  made  up  his  mind  as  to  the  nature  of  the  answer  he  should. return  to 
the  German  communication,  and  he  proceeded  to  insist  on  the  necessity  of  ohtaining 
the  neutralization  of  the  group.

THE  German  Charg6  d'Affaires  called  at  this  Office  on  the  21st  instant,  and  made 
the  following  communication  and  request  on  hehalf  of  his  Government : — 

"Tamasese  has  estahlished  his  Government  in  the  Peninsula  of  Mulinuu,  near 
Apia,  and  convoked  the  Representatives  of  the  district  for  the  15th  instant. 

"It  is  helieved  that  this  gathering  of  the  Chiefs  will  he  for  the  purpose  of 
recognizing  Tamasese  as  King  of  Samoa.  The  immediate  ahdication  of  Malietoa  after 
the  declaration  of  war  appears  to  have  heen  prevented  hy  the  influence  of  the  British 
and  American  Consuls,  who  apparently  have  encouraged  his  resistance  to  the  demands 
made  on  hehalf  of  Germany,  and  who  appear  to  continue  to  prevent  the  party  of 
Malietoa  from  recognizing  Tamasese  as  King.  The  war  will  continue  until  Malietoa 
suhmits,  as  after  the  insult  offered  to  the  Emperor  on  the  occasion  of  His  Majesty's 
hirthday,  and  the  injuries  inflicted  upon  German  suhjects,  it  is  considered  incompatible 
with  the  dignity  of  the  Empire  that  he  should  be  allowed  to  rule  over  the  country  any 
longer. 

"  The  war  is  directed  not  against  Samoa,  but  against  Malietoa,  and  if  his  resistance 
be  continued  it  may  necessitate  measures  of  coercion,  such  as  the  blockade,  which  will 
seriously  interfere  with  foreign  trade. 

"  The  German  Government  would  ask  that,  in  the  common  interest,  telegrg,phic 
instructions  should  be  sent  to  the  Acting  British  Consul  to  dispel  all  illusion  in  the 
mind  of  Malietoa  that  he  may  expect  any  support  from  Her  Majesty's  Government.  If 
that  be  done,  they  believe  that  it  will  put  an  end  at  once  to  liis  resistance  and  to  the 
present  state  of  disorder. 
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*^  The  Grerman  Goyemment  renew  their  assurance  that  their  engagements  with 
regard  to  the  political  situation  of  Samoa  will  be  respected.  They  add  that  their 
squadron  is  sufficiently  strong  to  protect  British  subjects,  in  case  of  armed  resistance 
and  any  atteelcan  tiiepart  of  Mahetoa,  and  to  preiwant  civil  wasr.^

2.  On  Tuesday  (23rd  instant)  I  was  informed  that  Consul  Becker  had  demianded 
from  King  Malietoa  a  sum  of  13,000  dollars. 

3.  Between  7  and  8  o'clock  of  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  the  24tii,  I,  saw  a 
number  of  armed  men  (supposed  to  be  over  500),  also  a  quantity  of  field  guns,  landed 
from  the  German  squadron.  The  Government  House  was  taken  possession  of,  and 
search  was  made  for  Xing  Malietoa.  Not  finding  him  in  the  Government  House, 
attempt  was  made  to  enter  British  premises  adjoining ;  but,  on  receiving  information 
that  these  premises  were  British  property,  the  troops  were  called  away.

(Translation.) 

Your  Excellency,  Afega^  August  4, 1887. 

I  HAVE  received  your  letter  written  yesterday  in  which  fs  the  following : — 

The  Samoans  attacked  and  threw  stones  and  wounded  different  Germans,  besides 
breaking  the  nose  of  one. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Municipal  Magistrate  that  Sila  Segesegi  and  Tuisse  be 
returned  to  the  prison  for  one  month  on  account  of  the  attack  made  by  them. 

Also  you  charge  my  Government  with  protecting  and  afterwards  crying  for  an 
appeal  or  new  trial,  according  to  your  letter  of  the  31st  March  of  the  present  year. 

Again  it  states  that  your  Government,  by  command  of  the  Emperor,  has  ordered 
that  all  this  trouble  be  thrown  back  on  me  because  all  these  offences  belong  to  my 
people. 

Also  it  is  your  opinion,  expressed  through  the  Emperor,  that  these  offenders  be 
punished  severely.  That  on  account  of  their  being  many  of  my  people  present  at  the 
time  of  the  trouble,  it  will  be  a  very  easy  matter  to  find  out  through  them  who  were 
the  real  offenders;  and  it  is  your  desire  that  I  should  inform  you  who  were  the 
offenders ;  and,  again,  what  was  to  be  the  amount  of  each  one's  punishment.  This  is 
my  answer : — 

1.  I  have  heard  the  report  of  this  row  that  only  Samoans  attacked  Germans,  but 
the  report  that  had  wide  circulation  was  this,  that  the  Germans  had  made  the  first 
attack  on  the  Samoans. 

2.  I  cannot  possibly  interfere  in  returning  the  above  named  to  the  prison  as 
required  by  the  Municipal  Magistrate,  as  if  it  had  been  proved  for  certain  against 
them  by  the  witnesses  brought  forward  that  they  were  the  persons  who  threw  stones 
at  the  Germans. 

3.  It  is  a  great  mistake  to  charge  my  Gt)vemment  with  protecting  these  offenders. 
The  reason  for  my  crying  for  an  appeal  or  new  trial  was  this :  Sapolu,  the  Samoan 
Judge  who  sat  on  the  trial,  declares  that  the  punishment  or  fines  put  on  these  men 
was  not  just ;  that  there  was  not  a  witness  to  prove  they  were  the  offenders.  This  is 
the  reason  for  my  making  the  appeal  by  my  letter  of  the  3l8t  March  last. 

4.  You  are  well  aware  that  the  control  of  this  Municipality  is  at  the  present  time, 
as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  in  or  under  the  control  of  the  foreign  Consuls  and  Rulers, 
chosen  also  a  Magistrate  and  a  force  of  police. 

It  is  for  them  to  keep  watch  and  prevent  any  trouble  fix)m  growing  in  this  district ; 
and  you  will  please  observe  that  in  the  village  of  Matafele  there  are  dwelling  Samoans 
from  all  parts  of  Samoa,  and  those  from  'the  people  in  Aana,  also  from  the  different 
islands  in  the  sea;  so  that  you  cannot  declare  that  these  offenders  were  my  people,  you 
can  only  suspect  them  to  be  mine. 

5.  I  accept  with  pleasure  the  desire  of  the  Grerman  Emperor  in  case  I  can  learn 
for  certain  who  were  the  offenders  who  began  the  row ;  if  it  is  possible  to  be  certain 
who  they  were  among  so  many  who  were  present  there,  I  should  be  ready  to  punish 
them. 

Your  Excellency,  I  am  anxious  myself  to  learn  who  these  offenders  were,  for  I 
have  never  learned.  I  could  never  find  out,  therefore  I  cannot  tell  what  would  be 
their  punishment. 

My  Government,  as  well  as  myself,  would  be  greatly  pleased  if  you  could  show 
us  any  witnesses,  that  is^  tnie  ones,  against  Sela  Selesegi  and  Tuisse,  or  any  one  else  who 
Wds  in  Ihe  row  of  the  22nd  March  where  Sela  Segesegi  and  Tuisse  were.     Yet  neither^

(Translation.) 

Your  Majesty,  German  Consulate,  Apia,  August  23,  1887. 

I  AM  commanded  by  the  Government  of  Germany  to  inform  you  as  follows : — 

1.  That  your  people  attacked  German  people  on  the  ending  of  the  day  celebrating 
the  anniversary  of  the  birthday  of  His  Majesty  the  Emperor,  the  22nd  day  of  March 
of  the  present  year.  This  action  has  caused  great  offence  and  much  distress  of  mind 
to  the  Emperor  and  to  all  the  German  people. 

I  now  inform  you  to  become  on  friendly  terms  with  the  Government  of  Germany 
in  this  wise  :  You  will  be  quick  in  punishing  the  above  offenders,  and  do  so  at  once. 
You  will  also  pay  the  sum  of  1,000  dollars  to  those  who  ai*e  wounded,  and  you  are  to 
make  an  abject  apology  to  (Germany). 

2.  From  one  year  to  another  year  in  the  past  your  people  have  stolen  animals  and 
produce  from  plantations  belonging  to  Germans,  and  have  injured  their  lands. 

Eor  four  years  they  have  continued  this  abuse  of  their  lands  to  the  extent  of  more 
than  3,000  dollars  each  year. 

I  now  inform  you  that  you  are  to  pay  quickly  for  all  this  abuse  done  by  your 
people. 

3.  Eor  many  years  past  your  Judges  have  been  unable  by  themselves  to  protect 
Germans  (among  you),  and  this  is  the  reason  your  people  have  been  abusing  the 
Germans. 

I  now  tell  you  it  is  highly  necessary  that  the  Government  should  be  more  severe 
in  their  trials  and  Judgments,  in  order  that  they  may  be  able  to  protect  Germans  in 
future. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  there  is  nothing  just  or  correct  in  Samoa  in  all  the  days 
that  you  may  have  the  rule,  or  while  you  are  at  the  head  of  the  Government. 

I  send  you  this  letter  the  morning  of  the  present  day.  I  shall  be  at  Afega  on  the 
morning  of  to-morrow,  of  Wednesday,  the  24th  August,  at  11  a.m. 

I  want  to  hear  from  you  your  reply.

Statement  pi'epared  by  Mr.  Banbury  (in  charge  of  Despatches  to  High  Commissioner 
from  Acting  Consuly  Samoa)  and  handed  by  him  to  the  Inspector  of  Police,  Suva,  on 
arrival. 

THE  schooner  **  Lily/'  under  charter  by  the  English  and  American  residents  of 
Samoa,  brings  Mr.  Banbury  (of  the  firm  of  Wm.  McArthur  and  Co.)  with  despatches 
for  the  Governor  and  Commodore,  and  most  astounding  news  from  that  island. 

It  appears  that,  just  a  fortnight  since,  four  German  men-of-war  arrived  there, 
ostensibly  with  the  most  friendly  intentions — in  fact,  the  Commodore  stated  this  to 
the  English  and  American  Consuls,  who  called  on  him  in  the  usual  way.  Nothing 
suspicious  occurred  for  a  few  days,  with  the  exception  of  the  following  incident :  a 
party  of  German  oflficers  landed  one  afternoon  with  a  target  for  shooting  practice ; 
they  went  but  a  short  distance  from  the  landing-place,  erected  the  taiget  on  one  side 
of  it,  and  began  their  shooting,  right  across  the  only  street  from  one  part  of  the  town 
to  the  other ;  certainly,  they  placed  a  sailor  at  either  side  to  warn  people  against 
passing,  but  the  American  Consul  and  others  who  wished  to  pass  up  the  street  were 
threatened  with  a  shot  if  they  passed  up  the  line  of  fire.  The  German  Consul 
afterwards  apologized,  and  it  was  looked  upon  as  a  little  indiscretion  on  the  part  of  the 
officers,  but,  in  the  light  of  subsequent  events,  it  can  now  be  looked  on  only  as  one  of 
the  attempts  to  create  a  disturbance  with  the  Samoans,  and  to  give  the  Germans  an 
excuse  for  interference. 

I  would  here  mention,  so  as  to  make  matters  clear  as  I  proceed,  that  on  the 
occasion  of  the  Emperor  William's  last  birthday,  the  Germans  had  their  usual  beer- 
drinking  spree ;  it  is  against  the  law  to  sell  or  give  drink  to  the  Samoans,  but  against 
the  repeated  protests  of  the  police,  the  Germans  plied  all  Samoans  with  drink  (ad  lib.) 
who  would  tjJce  it;  the  inevitable  consequence  being  that  there  was  an  all-round  row 
and  a  free  fight,  during  which  one  of  the  Germans  got  a  whack  on  the  nose,  which 
appears  to  have  cracked  it,  as  well  as  the  heads  of  many  of  his  countrymen,  from  the 
way  in  which  they  have  since  conducted  themselves. 

Apia,  the  principal  town  here,  has  a  Municipality  and  a  Resident  Magistrate, 
German,  of  course,  for  the  first  one  appointed  was  an  Englishman,  who  had  too  much 
backbone  for  them,  and,  in  deference  to  our  German  friends  and  allies,  he  was 
superseded,  and  their  own  nominee  appointed  ;  of  course,  the  matter  was  investigated 
time  after  time,  and  a  number  of  natives  were  arrested  on  suspicion,  but  the  only 
evidence  asjainst  two  or  three  was  by  one  man  who  thought  he  recognized  their  voices ; 
even  the  German  Magistrate  could  not  convict  on  this  evidence,  and  they  were  dis- 
missed,  the  universal  opinion  being  that  in  all  probability  it  was  one  of  his  own 
countrymen  who  damaged  his  nasal,  and  served  him  right  for  getting  tight.  With 
the  utmost  simplicity  and  innocence  of  intention  of  course  the  English  mail  was 
allowed  to  leave,  also  the  "  Lubeck  "  for  Sydney  on  the  23rd ;  but  now,  as  there  would 
be  no  means  of  communicating  with  the  outside  world  for  nearly  a  month,  now  was 
their  chance  to  act ;  so  in  less  than  an  hour  after  the  steamer  left  the  Germs^n  Consul 
forwarded  to  Malietoa,  the  Samoan  King,  a  letter  demanding  payment  by  11  o'clock 
the  following  morning  of  the  sum  of  13,000  dollars,  made  up  as  follows :  1,000  dollars 
for  the  German's  broken  nose,  and  12,000  dollars  for  cocoa-nuts  robbed  from  German 
plantations  during  last  four  years. 

Malietoa,  who  lives  about  8  miles  from  Apia,  at  once  rode  into  town  and  consulted 
several  of  his  Chiefs  and  some  English  friends  whom  they  usually  apply  to  when  in  a 
difficulty,  and  a  letter  was  composed,  stating  his  inability  to  meet  such  a  demand  at 
such  short  notice,  but  he  would  call  his  Chiefs  together  and  forward  a  reply.  On  the 
26th* — I  would  just  here  remark  that  while  in  town  that  evening  it  became  known  he 
was  being  watched,  no  less  than  four  half-castes  were  watching  the  house  in  which 
he  was  staying — suspecting  there  was  some  mischief  brewing,  his  friends  by  means  of  a 
glass  got  some  of  the  spies  away  for  a  few  minutes,  and  he  walked  down  the  street, 
right  through  a  party  of  German  officers,  went  to  his  boat,  and  pulled  away  to  the 
Settlement.  His  reply  was  sent  to  the  German  Consul  about  7  o'clock  the  next 
morning  (24th),*  and  exactly  at  8  o'clock  a  boat-load  of  Gterman  sailors  armed  to  the 
teeth,  and  with  a  Gatling  gun  mounted  in  the  bows  of  the  boat,  came  ashore  and  rushed 
to  the  Government-house.  Written  papers  were  then  nailed  up  in  various  places, 
declaring  war  between  the  Emperor  William  of  Germany  and  Malietoa,  Kmg  of 

♦  Sie  in  orig. 
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Samoa.  In  the  meantime,  steant^anincfaes  and  bostB  hurried  ashore  with  their  freights 
of  armed  men,  until  about  800  of  them  were  ashore :  a  great  number  of  the  first 
arrivals  were  hurrying  about  in  every  dtrection  sewfiiiiig  ti»  houses  of  natives  and 
Europeans,  apparently  without  any  knowledge  of  ttieir  object,  for  it  is  very  evident 
they  could  not  personally  know  the  poor  unfortunate  King ;  to  say  they  Ousted  with 
great  brutality  is  too  mild  a  term,  as  the  following  incidents  will  prove.  In  the  house 
adjoining  Messrs.  McArthur*B  extensive  promises  the  owner  was  lyin^  dangerously  ill ; 
the  Germans  ransacked  the  whole  place,  searched  cupboaids  and  under  the  beds,  wod 
then  ended  by  turning  the  whole  family,  indwling  the  siek  man,  ant  into  their  ynrd 
in  the  broiling  son,  and  not  until  his  dofrtor  came  and  certified  that  his  life  was 
endangered  would  they  idlow  faim  to  go  to  bed  again. 

An  ofSeer  went  into  a  store  owned  by  an  Ameniean,  and  daring  the  temporary 
absence  of  the  man  in  charge  searcbed  tiie  whole  ]irenn«es,  then  went  to  the  nooi's 
wife,  and,  presenting  a  loaded  revolver  at  her  breast,  threatened  to  shoot  her  if  afae  did 
not  give  up  the  keys.  Por  a  consiiikrable  time  they  stopped  everybijdy,  and  tamed  tiie 
street  opposite  the  Samoan  Government  Hoose  into  a  parade^gvoond,  ordering^  off  aE 
liiose  who  were  on  the  road,  and  an  officer  threatened  and  even  ordered  two  mien  to  load 
fi>r  the  purpose  of  firing  at  an  Anstrian  who  refused  to  go  sway,  and  was  able  to  tcU 
him  in  his  own  language  ttiat  he  was  on  a  public  road.  Anothar  American  who  was 
crossing  his  own  property,  while  going  to  his  store,  was  ordered  off  it,  bat  refused  to 
go,  so  three  or  four  armed  men  attempted  to  put  him  off ;  fee  resisted  for  a  time,  and 
gave  one  man  a  blow  in  the  face ;  he  received  a  blow  or  two  himself,  and  to  the 
onlookers  it  appeared  certain  he  would  be  bayoneted,  especially  when  an  officer  mt 
forward  and  began  brandishing  his  sword,  but  ttiey  appeared  satisfied  with  hammering 
and  turning  him  off  his  land.  Many  other  instances  might  be  cited,  but  more 
important  news  remains  to  be  told.  The  Samoan  flag  wm  towered  as  soon  as  the 
soldiers  landed,  and  the  Imperial  flag  of  (rermany  raised  in  ite  place  over  the  Samoan 
house,  which  was  early  taken  possession  of,  widi  all  docoments,  books,  papers,  and 
furniture  therein,  also  about  four  rifles  and  3,00(1  rounds  of  ammunition^ 

I  omitted  to  mention  that,  to  make  quite  sure  of  not  being  overpowered  by 
Malictoa,  the  German  army  has  brought  ashore  four  field  guns,  and  a  fully  equipped 
ambulance  corps,  sunjeonsand  stretcl^rs  complete,  but  as  it  gradually  dawned  on  them 
that  all  this  show  was  very  like  a  farce,  all  these  accessories  in  the  demonstration  were 
sent  aboard  again  about  11  o'clock,  leaving  about  200  men  about  the  town  as  guards, 
pickets,  &c. 

About  12  o'clock  one  of  the  men-of-war  was  seen  to  steam  off  to  Ofanga,  the 
King's  Settlement,  and  it  was  surmised  with  the  intention  of  searching  for  him  there ; 
but  his  friends  felt  pretty  sure  that  he  would  be  safe,  because  a  message  had  been  sent 
during  the  morning  telling  him  what  had  taken  place;  a  few  of  them,  however, 
procured  horses  and  rode  off  at  once  to  his  Settlement  to  wateh  and  advise ;  it  was 
fortunate  they  did  so,  for,  although  Malietea  and  400  or  500  fighting  men  had  gone 
into  the  bush,  they  discovered  he  had  left  about  260  of  his  men  fully  armed  just  on 
the  boundary  between  his  land  and  that  of  Tamasese,  the  opposition  Chief,  who  is 
supported  by  the  Grermans.  Those  of  our  readers  who  have  read  Samoan  news  in  the 
past  will  recollect  that  they  have  previously  instigated  this  Chief  to  rise  in  rebellion 
against  Malietoa,  and  even  gone  so  far  as  to  present  him  with  a  fiag  which  they  raised 
in  his  name,  but  had  to  take  it  down  again.  These  fighting  men  were  strongly  urged 
not  to  commit  any  excesses,  or,  if  possible,  to  have  any  disturbance  whatever  with  the 
other  tribes,  because  that  would  simply  give  the  Germans  the  excuse  they  have  been 
waiting  for  for  a  long  time,  viz.,  that  there  was  civil  war  and  anarchy  in  the  islands, 
and  for  the  sake  of  humanity  they  stepped  in,  seized  the  islands,  and  established  a 
permanent  Government.  The  advice  was  so  far  followed  that  the  natives  agreed  to 
retire  from  their  present  position  and  join  Malietoa  inland.  It  was  also  fully  apparent 
that  they  were  prepared  for  extremities,  for  it  was  noticed  that  they  had  removed  all 
their  boxes  and  other  valuables  from  their  villages,  and  numbers  of  girls,  women,  and 
old  men  were  seen  packing  up  and  taking  things  away  into  the  bush  by  the  Englishmen 
who  went  out  to  confer  with  them. 

The  steamer's  crew  did  not  land  at  Malietoa's  place,  but  it  was  seen  to  land  a 
boat's  crew  at  Tamasese's  Settlement,  and  the  next  morning  (25th  ultimo)  at  8  o'clock 
she  steamed  into  Apia  Harbour  flying  the  afore-mentioned  rebel  fiag,  which  was 
immediately  saluted  by  the  "  Bismarck/'  the  Admiral's  ship,  with  a  lloyal  salute  of 
twenty-one  guns.  The  roar  of  these  guns  had  scarcely  died  away  when  the  German 
Consul's  clerk  was  seen  hurrying  from  place  to  place  fixing  up  notices  that  Tamasese 
was  thereby  proclaimed  King  of  Samoa  by  the  German  Commodore.     During  the 
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morning  a  flag-stafiE  was  erected  on  a  piece  of  land  belonging  to  Malietoa  just  outside 
the  town,  and  off  which  the  German  sailors  had  forcibly  turned  him  and  part  of  his 
tribe  about  two  years  sinceL  At  11  o'clock  the  Admiral  and  Captains  of  other  men- 
of-war  came  ashore  with  Tamasese ;  they  escorted  him  in  State  procession  through 
the  town ;  and,  again,  at  12  o'clock,  the  guns  rang  out  their  deafening  salute  to  the 
new  King's  flag,  which  was  then  hoisted  at  the  flag-staff  and  at  the  Samoan  house 
where  Malietoa's  flag  had  floated  until  three  days  ago.  Tamasese's  followers  had  been 
arriving  all  the  morning,  and  at  the  time  when  his  flag  was  hoisted  it  is  supposed  he 
had  nearly  300  armed  warriors  surrounding  him  and  commencing  to  take  up  their 
abode  on  the  land  rightly  belonging  to  Malietoa.  TJp  to  this  time  the  English  and 
American  Consuls  had  been  able  to  do  nothing  beyond  protesting  against  such  high- 
handed proceedings ;  but  after  the  Proclamation  of  Tamajaese  as  King  they  joined  in 
iflsning  one  to  the  following  effect : —

Ev^ry  evening  since  the  armed  patrols  have  been  established  at  a  certain  hour, 
entries  have  been  placed  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  and  all  persons  about  after- 
wards are  challenged  and  inspected  in  the  rudest  manner,  apparently  for  the  purpose 
of  making  all  other  nationalities  as  well  as  Samoans  feel  how  irksome  is  German 
martial  law.  The  American  Consul-General  seems  to  have  rendered  himself  specially 
obnoxious  to  them,  having  had  several  passages  at  arms.  Some  of  the  officers  treated 
him  very  disrespectfully  at  an.  interview,  and  are  continually  speaking  of  him  in  the 
same  way;  but  for  the  time  being  it  appears  utterly  useless  for  any  one  to  say 
anything,  or  even  to  notice  things,  because  there  is  no  man-of-war  in  harbour  but  the 
Germans,  and  to  resent  any  indignity  would  be  only  to  invite  a  repetition  of  it. 

The  "  Lily  "  left  Apia  at  3  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  the  26th,  and  up  to  that 
time  no  hostilities  had  coonmenced  between  the  natives,  but  it  was  not  known  at  what 
moment  they  might  commence  fighting,  for  by  that  time  it  was  understood  that 
Malietoa  had  fully  1,000  armed  warriors  with  him  at  no  great  distance  away  in  the 
bu^h,  and  any  commencement  of  hostilities  by  Tamasese's  men,  who  were  then 
roaming  at  large  through  Malietoa's  Settlement  at  Apia,  would  in  all  probability  cause 
a  raid  to  be  made  by  his  men,  and  there  could  be  no  saying  what  might  be  the  end  of 
it,  as  likely  as  not  an  indiscriminate  slaughter  would  take  place,  especially  when  it  is 
recollected  that  the  Europeans'  stores  and  houses  are  mixed  up  with  the  natives' 
"fales,"  or  huts  all  over  Apia  ;  besides  whicb,  so  many  hundreds  of  men  collected  on 
both  sides  at  such  notice  cannot  possibly  have  very  large  supplies  of  provisions,*  while 
they  know  that  plenty  of  all  kinds  are  obtainable  at  the  stores.

The  Marquis  of  Salisbury  to  Sir  E.  Malet. 

Sir,  Foreign  Office^  October  17, 1887. 

THE  German  Charg6  d' Affaires  called  at  this  Office  to-day  to  make  the  following 
communication. 

The  United  States'  Minister  at  Bertin  on  the  12th  instant  proposed  to  the 
German  Government  to  proceed  at  once  to  the  election  of  a  King  and  Vice-King  in 
Samoa.  Count  Bismarck  informed  Mr,  Pendleton  that,  from  advices  under  date  of 
the  19th  September,  tranquillity  now  reigned  there,  and  that  Tamasese  had  been 
formally  recognized  as  King  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  Malietoa  party  at  a  meeting  of  all 
Chiefs  convoked  by  Tamasese.  This  constituted,  therefore,  his  election  as  King.  The 
news  of  disturbances  must  refer  back  to  a  period  before  Malietoa  surrendered  to  the 
German  squadron. 

The  choice  of  a  Ring,  Baron  von  Plessen  went  on  to  say,  was,  in  the  opinion  of 
his  Government,  a  matter  for  the  Samoans,  to  whom  the  selection  of  a  Vice-King 
might  also  be  left.  The  German  Government  were  prepared  to  instruct  their  Consid 
at  Apia  in  this  sense,  and  they  hoped  that  negotiations  would  be  renewed  in  course  of 
time  between  the  three  Treaty  Powers  for  the  settlement  of  Samoan  affairs.  For  the 
present,  the  German  Government  thought  such  negotiations  did  not  seem  pressing,  as 
a  fair  trial  ought  to  be  given  to  Tamasese. 

In  conclusion.  Baron  von  Plessen  expressed  the  wish  of  his  Government  that  Her 
Majesty's  Government  would  consent  to  let  the  question  of  the  King's  election  remain 
in  abeyance,  and  not  oppose  any  obstacle  to  the  Government  of  Tamasese,  which  had 
now  been  recognized  by  the  Samoans.

Acting  Consul  Wilson  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — (Received  October  20.) 

My  Lord,  Samoa,  September  1, 1887. 

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  report  to  your  Lordship 
proceedings  which  have  taken  place  since  my  despatch  of  the  20th  August. 

1.  On  the  23rd  August  Consul  Becker  addressed  a  letter  to  King  Malietoa 
demanding  payment  of  a  fine  imposed  by  the  German  Government  of  13,000  dollars. 
Malietoa  replied,  requesting  permission  to  call  together  his  Chiefs  and  Government  to 
take  into  consideration  this  demand,  agreeing  to  send  an  answer  on  the  27th  ultimo. 

2.  On  the  ntDrning  of  the  24th  ultimo,  between  7  and  8  o'clock,  over  500  armed 
men,  also  a  quantity  of  field  guns,  were  landed  from  the  German  squadron  opposite 
Government  House,  the  purpose  being  to  secure  the  person  of  King  Malietoa. 
Unsuccessful  search  was  made  in  the  Government  House;  which  was  then  taken 
possession  of  by  the  German  forces  and  converted  into  a  garrison.  The  Imperial 
German  flag  was  hoisted  on  the  Government  flag-staff.  Between  10  and  11  o'clock 
the  same  morning  (three  hours  after  the  landing  of  the  forces)  I  received  ofl&cial 
information  from  Consul  Becker  that  war  had  been  proclaimed  by  the  Government  of 
Germany  against  Malietoa. 

3.  On  tlie  morning  of  the  25th  ultimo  Tamasese  was  brought  from  Leulumoega 
to  Apia  in  the  German  man-of-war  "  Carola,"  and  was  saluted  with  twenty-one  guns. 
Consul  Becker  called  at  the  British  Consulate  shortly  after  to  inform  me  that  the 
Government  of  Germany  had  recognized  Tamasese  as  King  of  Samoa,  giving  me  at 
the  same  time  a  letter  containing  the  official  notification.  About  noon  of  the  same  day 
Tamasese  was  conducted  to  Mulinuu  (formerly  the  seat  of  Malietoa's  Government), 
and  his  flag  hoisted  at  precisely  the  same  place  where  the  Imperial  German  flag  used 
to  be.  Here  another  salute  was  fired  from  the  "  Bismarck."  The  rumour  was  quickly 
circulated  that  the  action  of  the  German  Government  was  done  with  the  consent  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government.  In  consequence,  great  excitement  prevailed 
among  natives  and  foreigners.  The  adherents  of  Malietoa,  believing  that  Her 
Britannic  Majesty's  Government  had  ceased  to  recognize  him  as  King  of  Samoa, 
determined  to  trust  to  the  issues  of  war.  Owing  to  the  imminent  danger  of  civil  war, 
and  with  the  desire  of  preserving  peace  until  the  result  of  the  Washington  Con- 
ference should  be  known,  I,  after  grave  deliberation,  and  at  the  most  urgent  request  of 
Mr.  Sewall  and  a  number  of  the  British  residents,  co-operated  with  Mr.  Sewall, 
and  issued  a  joint  Proclamation.  This  Proclamation  is  based  on  that  issued  by  the 
three  Consuls  in  May  1886.  I  most  humbly,  and  with  the  greatest  respect,  trust  that 
my  action  to  prevent  bloodshed  and  to  ward  off  civil  war  may  meet  with  the  approval 
of  your  Lordship. 

4.  On  the  26th  ultimo,  Consul-General  Sewall  and  I  called  on  Consul  Becker  with 
a  desire  to  know  what  further  steps  could  be  taken  to  prevent  hostilities  and  bloodshed, 
and  to  bring  about  a  better  condition  of  tilings.  We  were  informed  (and  a  written 
declaration  to  the  effect  was  signed  by  Consul  Becker)  that  hostilities  would  cease 
between  the  Imperial  German  forces  and  Malietoa,  and  also  that  he  (Consul  Becker) 
would  use  his  best  endeavours  to  prevent  the  followers  of  Tamasese  from  attacking 
Malietoa's  party  if  Malietoa  would  surrender.  Mr.  Sewall  communicated  with 
Malietoa,  but  Consul  Becker's  conditions  could  not  be  complied  with,  as  the  followers 
of  Malietoa  refused  to  surrender  their  King.  When  Mr.  Becker  heard  of  this  refusal 
he  requested  Mr.  Sewall  to  return  the  declaration  signed  by  him,  and  informed  us  that 
hostilities  must  now  proceed. 

5.  On  the  27th  ultimo  a  Proclamation  (affecting  natives  and  foreigners)  was  issued 
by  Commodore  Heusner,  which  caused  considerable  alarm.  This  Proclamation  being 
issued  only  in  German  and  Samoan,  I  had  a  translation  printed  for  the  benefit  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty's  subjects.  As  yet  I  am  able  to  report  to  your  Lordship  that  (with 
the  exception  of  one  Samoan  shot  through  the  hand)  no  blood  has  been  shed. 

I  have  the  honour,  also,  most  respectfully  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  particulars 
of  above  were  sent  to  bis  Excellency  Sir  C.  B.  H.  Mitchell,  K.C.M.G.  (by  schooners 
leaving  direct  for  Fiji),  in  despatches  dated  the  25th  August  and  1st  September.

L  That  I  received  a  communication  from  Tamasese  on  the  26th  ultimo,  informing 

me  that  he  was  in  possession  of  the  Government  of  all  Samoa. 

2.  That  on  the  28th  ultimo  I  received  another  communication  from  Tamasese,  to 
the  eflTect  that  he  had  appointed  a  Samoan  Judge  to  sit  with  the  Municipal  Magistrate 
in  the  Municipal  Court  of  Apia,  thus  deposing  the  former  Judge  appointed  by  King 
Malietoa.  Having  received  no  instructions  from  your  Lordship  to  recognize 
Tamasese  ps  King  of  Samoa,  I  have  not  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  Tamasese'a 
communications. 

3.  That  on  the  28th  ultimo  a  Proclamation  was  issued  by  Tamasese  appointing 
the  15th  day  of  September  next  as  the  day  on  which  the  Chiefs  of  all  districts 
throughout  Samoa  are  to  assemble  at  Mulinuu  to  offer  their  allegiance  to  hinfi  as  King 
of  Samoa. 

I  have  the  honour  also  most  respectfully  to  remark  to  your  Lordship  that  such 
meeting  is  in  contravention  of  Article  29  of  the  Municipal  Regulations,  no  permission 
having  been  sought  by  Tamasese  from  the  Municipal  Board.

Take  Notice  all  Men  in  the  Samoan  Group  of  Islands.  Kim's  Palace. 

I,  TUIAA.NA  TAMASESE,  the  King! 

I  am  in  possession  of  the  Government  of  all  Samoa.  I  will  observe,  and  cause  to 
he  of  very  great  influence,  the  Treaties  which  have  heen  made  hetween  the  Govern- 
ment of  Samoa  and  all  Great  Governments. 

I  now  inform  all  divisions  of  the  whole  Government  of  Samoa  that  they  assemble 
here  in  Mulinuu  on  the  IBth  day  of  September  of  this  year :  the  Taimua  and  Eaipule 
of  Tutuila,  Aana,  Manono,  Faasaleleaga,  Itu  oTane  and  Itu  oEafine. 

But  if  any  Government  district  does  not  quickly  obey  this  direction  I  shall 
immediately  make  war  on  that  Government  district ;  but  I  will  treat  well  and  with 
peace  the  men  from  all  Government  districts  that  obey.

THE  "  North  (Jerman  Gazette  '*  of  this  morning  refers  in  a  leading  article  to  a 
correspondence  from  Apia,  published  in  the  "  New  York  Herald,^  attacking  the  recent 
German  proceedings  at  Samoa  in  t^rms  which  the  article  describes  as  malicious  and 
foolish  inventions.  The  article  goes  on  to  state  that  the  fact  that  naval  demonstration 
involved  neither  violence  nor  menace  to  individuals  is  clearly  established  from  the 
official  Report,  from  which  it  appears  that  only  the  Government  buildings  at 
Mulinuu  were  surrounded  by  a  detachment  of  sailors  landed  from  the  German 
squadron,  while  a  post  was  established  at  the  German  hospital  in  Apia  to  guarantee 
the  foreign  inhabitants  against  any  disturbance  of  the  peace.  No  disturbance  having 
arisen,  the  blue-jackets  landed  on  the  24th  August  were  withdrawn  the  following  day, 
and  no  further  occupation  of  Samoan  territory  occurred,  while  public  traffic  in  Apia 
was  only  stopped  for  about  the  space  of  an  hour  after  the  landing  was  effected. 

The  quiet  manner  in  which  the  deposition  of  Malietoa  was  effected,  and  in  which 
Tamasese  has  been  recognized  by  all  the  leading  Chiefs,  is  the  best  contradiction  to 
the  American  correspondent's  apprehensions  of  a  fierce  and  bloody  war.  The  article 
concludes  by  saying  that  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  American  press  generally 
has  recognized  the  fact  that  there  can  be  no  occasion  for  the  United  States  to 
intervene  in  the  question,  as  the  Imperial  Government  has  declared  its  intention  to 
respect  all  Treaty  rights  on  these  islands.

Sir,  Samoa,  September  1, 1887. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  most  respectfully  to  report  to  your  ExoeUency  proceedings 
which  have  taken  place  since  my  despatch  of  the  25th  August  was  sent  to  you. 

On  the  26th  August  Consul-Gteneral  Sewall  and  I  called  on  Consul  Becker  to  know 
what  was  the  utmost  theJjGermans  would  concede  and  what  measures  we  could  employ 
to  prevent  hostilities  and  hloodshed.  We  were  informed  by  Ck)nsul  Becker  (who  gave 
a  written  declaration  to  the  same  effect  signed  by  him)  that  hostilities  should  cease 
between  the  Imperial  German  Gt)vemment  and  Malietoa,  and  also  that  he  would  use 
his  best  endeavours  to  prevent  the  followers  of  Tamasese  from  attacking  Malietoa*s 
party,  if  Malietoa  would  give  himself  up. 

Mr.  Sewall  communicated  with  Malietoa,  but  the  conditions  of  Consul  Becker 
could  not  be  complied  with,  as  the  followers  of  Malietoa  refused  to  surrender  their 
Bling.  Mr.  Sewall  and  I  then  waited  upon  Consul  Becker,  and  told  him  of  this 
decision  on  the  part  of  Malietoa's  followers.  Mr.  Becker  thereupon  requested 
Mr.  Sewall  to  return  his  declaration,  at  the  same  time  informing  us  that  matters 
must  now  proceed.  On  the  27th  ultimo  very  great  excitement  prevailed  throughout 
Apia,  owing  to  the  Proclamation  issued  by  Commodore  Heusner.  Owing  to  this 
Proclamation  having  been  printed  only  in  German  and  Samoan,  I,  for  the  benefit 
of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  subjects,  published  it  iu  English ;  also  the  information 
given  me  by  Consul  Becker  that  martial  law  had  been  proclaimed.  On  the 
28th  ultimo  the  "  Sophie  "  and  "  Carola  "  went  respectively  to  Tutuila  and  Savaii  to 
inform  the  people  of  these  islands  as  to  the  state  of  affairs.  These  vessels  returned 
to  Apia  this  morning. 

On  the  28th  ultimo  I  received  a  commimication  from  Tamasese,  informing  me 
that  he  had  appointed  a  Samoan  Judge  to  sit  with  the  Municipal  Magistrate  in  the 
Municipal  Court,  thus  deposing  the  former  Judge  appointed  by  Malietoa.  This  com- 
munication I  have  not  acknowledged.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  28th  ultimo  a 
Proclamation  was  issued  by  Tamasese  appointing  a  day  on  which  the  Chiefs  of  all  the 
districts  are  to  assemble  to  offer  their  allegiance  ta  him  as  King. ,  As  yet  I  am  able  to 
report  to  your  Excellency  that  no]^blood  has  been  shed  (with  the  exception  of  one 
Samoan  shot  through  the  arm).  Several  Samoans  were  taken  prisoners  on  board  the 
"Bismarck,"  but  have  since  been  released.  I  have  been  requested  to  take  more 
definite  action  on  behalf ^of  King  Malietoa,  but  have  not  felt  empowered  thereto  until 
I  rececive  instructions  fi*om  your  Excellency  or  the  Eoreign  Office.

Acting  Consul  Wilson  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — (Received  November  14.) 

My  Lord.  Samoa,  September  19, 1887. 

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  report  to  your  Lordship  that  on 
the  15th  instant  the  majority  of  Samoan  Chiefs  (in  response  to  the  Proclamation 
issued  by  Tamasese)  assembled  at  Mulinuu  to  ofter  their  allegiance  to  him  as  King  of 
all  Samoa. 

I  am  informed  that  Commodore  Heusner  intimitated  at  the  commencement  of 
the  proceedings  that  any  Chief  who  refused  to. come  forward  and  sign  the  paper 
acknowledging  Tamarese  as  King  of  Samoa  would  be  strongly  dealt  with  by  him 
as  Commander  of  the  German  forces.  No  speeches  were  allowed  to  be  made  by  the 
Samoans. 

On  the  16th  instant  the  high  Chiefs  who  had  been  with  King  Malietoa  in  the 
bush,  and  who  had  refused  to  come  in  on  the  15th  instant,  surrendered  and  signed  the 
paper.  They  were  informed  by  Commodore  Heusner  that  if  Malietoa  had  not 
surrendered  by  6  o'clock  of  the  evening  of  the  17th  instant,  that  1,000  men  would  be 
landed  from  the  German  squadron  (with  rations  for  eight  days)  to  search  for  the 
King,  assisted  by  armed  bhujk  labourers  from  the  German  plantations,  and  by  the 
forces  of  Tamasese. 

On  the  morning  of  the  I7th  instant  His  Majesty  King  Malietoa  surrendered,  and 
was  conveyed  on  board  the  "  Bismarck." 

On  the  morning  of  the  18th  instant  His  Majesty  was  removed  to  the  "  Adler,'' 
and  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  was  deported  from  Samoa.  The  destination  of 
the  "Adler"  is  uncertain.  It  was  rumoured  that  she  had  gone  to  the  Marshall 
Islands,  and  that  His  Majesty  the  King  will  be  left  at  Gtiluit.  It  has  also  been 
reported  that  the  "  Adler  *'  went  to  Cooktown  in  order  that  the  Commander  might  be 
able  to  telegraph  to  Germany  for  instructions.

King  Malietoa  to  Acting  Consul  Wilson. 


The  Bush,  Saanapu,  September  16, 1887- 
To  his  Highness  W.  H.  Wilson,  Acting  British  Consul  in  Apia. 

I,  MALIETOA,  the  King  of  Samoa,  I  write  this  letter  to  you  because  I  am 
now  in  great  distress  on  account  of  Tamasese  and  other  Chiefs  also.  When  they  first 
commenced  these  troubles  my  desire  indeed  was  to  punish  them  and  put  an  end  to  the 
rebellion  which  they  had  raised.  But  I  yielded  according  to  the  advices  of  the  then 
British  and  American  Consuls.  Por  assistance  and  protection  were  offered  to  me  and 
my  Government  if  I  would  not  do  anything  by  which  to  cause  war  in  my  own 
country.  Relying  %ipon  these  directions,  I  did  not  put  down  the  rebellion.  Now 
war  has  been  raised  against  me  by  the  Emperor  of  Germany,  and  they  have  made 
Tamasese  King  of  Samoa.  The  German  forces  and  the  adherents  of  Tamasese  threaten 
to  make  war  upon  all  my  people  who  do  not  desire  to  acknowledge  Tamasese  as  King. 
I  do  not  know  what  wrongful  act  I  have  done,  and  do  hereby  protest  against  the 
action  done  by  Germany.  But  the  German  Government  is  strong,  and  I  indeed  am 
weak.  Therefore  I  yield  to  their  strength  that  my  people  may  live  and  not  be 
slaughtered. 

I  shall  now  obey  and  put  myself  to-morrow  into  the  hands  of  the  German  forces 
to  prevent  the  blood  of  my  people  being  spilt,  and  because  of  my  love  to  my  coimtry. 
I  desire  to  remind  you  of  the  promises  so  frequently  made  by  your  Government,  and 
trust  that  you  will  cause  these  assurances  to  come  to  pass  in  order  that  the  lives  and 
liberties  of  my  Chiefs  and  people  may  be  respected.  I  d<5sire  to  make  known  to  you 
thus :  I  fear,  indeed,  that  Germany  will  desire  to  compel  me,  as  they  are  now  making 
my  people  to  sign  papers  acknowledging  Tamasese  as  King.  If  1  write  my  name  to 
a  paper  it  will  be  under  compulsion  and  to  avoid  war  being  made  on  my  people  by  the 
German  forces.

My  Lord,  Samoa,  September  29,  1887. 

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  report  to  your  Lordship  that  on 
the  28th  instant  a  mass  meeting  of  Samoans  was  held  at  Leulumoega,  at  which 
B/Cpresentatives  from  all  Samoa  were  commanded  to  be  present. 

There  was  a  great  feast,  which  was  intended  to  be  a  testimony  of  joy  on  account 
of  Tamasese  having  been  acknowledged  King  of  all  Samoa. 

At  the  feast  and  kava-drinking  Tamasese  was  supported  by  Consul  Becker,  Com- 
modore Heusner,  a  number  of  officers  from  the  German  squadron,  and  M.  Brandeis. 
The  German  man-of-war  **  Olga  "  was  anchored  near  the  place  of  meeting.  It  is 
estimated  that  about  6,000  Samoans  were  present. 

I  am  informed  that  the  great  characteristic  of  tlie  meeting  was  the  presence  of 
2,000  of  Malietoa's  warriors,  and  the  defiant  and  contemptuous  bearing  exhibited  by 
the  adherents  of  His  Majesty  King  Malietoa.    They  ridiculed  the  whole  affair. 

It  was  with  difficulty  that  some  of  the  principal  Chiefs  restrained  their  men 
from  fighting,  though  care  had  been  taken  to  keep  the  Malietoa  and  Tamasese  parties 
distinct.  About  8  p.m.  the  whole  of  King  Malietoa's  party  left,  a  proceeding  most- 
unusual  with  Samoans  when  dancing  and  other  festivities  are  to  take  place  in  the 
[140J  Y 
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evening.  Tbe  meeting  proved  beyond  reasonable  doubt  thjxt  the  Malietoa  party  are 
far  from  willing  to  recognize  Tamasese  as  King,  but  that  they  are  pveraw ed  into 
apparent  submission  by  the  presence  of  the  Grerman  squadron.

Acting  Consul  Wilson  to  the  Marquis  of  SaKshury. — {Received  November  14.) 

My  Lord,  Samoa,  September  26,  1887. 

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  report  to  your  Lordship 
proceedings  which  have  taken  place  recently,  in  which  British  interests  are  involved. 

Messrs.  W.  McArthur  and  Co.  (British  subjects)  bought  the  land  on  which  the 
Government  House  belonging  to  the  late  Malietoa  Government  stands  from  a  native 
Chief  (adherent  of  King  Malietoa),  whose  title  to  sell  the  same  was  and  is  undisputed. 
Prior  to  the  16th  instant,  when  war  was  imminent,  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.  posted 
notices  informing  people  that  the  land  was  theirs.  They  desired  afterwards  to  inclose 
the  property,  but  as  the  Government  House  had  been  taken  possession  of  by  the 
Germans,  and  as  Tamasese's  flag  was  hoisted  on  the  Government  flag-staff^  I  requested 
them  to  desist  during  the  unsettled  state  of  affairs,  as  such  a  proceeding  would  irritate 
the  Germans.  They  acquiesced  in  my  request,  but  wrote  me,  through  Mr.  Campbell^ 
their  solicitor,  that  the  land  was  theirs,  and  requested  me  to  apply  to  Consul  Becker 
.for  the  key  of  the  Government  House,  as  they  required  the  building  tot  their  own 
purposes. 

On  the  23rd  instant  I  had  an  interview  with  Consul  Becker,  to  whom  I  presented 
Mr.  Campbell*s  request.  Mr.  Campbell  informed  me  that  the  key  of  the  Government 
House  was  not  in  his  possession,  but  in  that  of  the  "  new  "  Government,  and  further, 
that  M.  Weber  (a  German  subject)  claims  the  land  as  belonging  to  his  brother. 
M.  Th.  Weber  (now  in  Germany).  After  some  conversation  I  suggested  to  Consul 
Becker  that  as  there  were  two  claimants  to  the  land,  and  as  it  was  impossible  to  hold 
a  properly  constituted  Land  Court  to  decide  on  the  respective  claims,  the  matter  had 
better  stand  over  until  a  Land  Court  could  adjudicate  thereon. 

To  this  M.  3ecker  assented,  and  I  informed  Mr.  Campbell  thereof,  to  which  he 
also  agreed. 

On  the  morning  of  the  24th  instant  M.  Weber's  employes  were  engaged  inclosing 
the  property.  Mr.  Campbell  complained  against  the  proceeding,  and  requested  me  to 
see  Consul  Becker.  As  we  were  within  a  few  yards  of  the  German  Consulate  when 
Mr.  Campbell  made  the  complaint,  I  requested  liim  to  accompany  me. 

After  explanation  had  been  made  of  the  cause  of  complaint  M.  Becker  informed 
us  that  he  thought  M.  Weber  had  done  right,  inasmuch  as  he  claimed  the  land  on 
behalf  of  his  brother.  I  reminded  Consul  Becker  of  the  understanding  arrived  at 
between  us  on  the  preceding  day,  of  which  the  action  of  M.  Weber  was  a  direct 
violation.  I  also  informed  Consul  Becker  that  but  for  my  interference  Messrs.  W. 
McArthur  and  Co.  would  baye  inclosed  the  land  a  week  ago,  an  act  which  he  (Consul 
Becker)  acknowledged  that  he  would  not  have  permitted. 

To  q»  euggestion  mjwle  by  Mr.  Campbell,  that  the  fence  might  be  pulled  down, 
M.  Becker  yeplied  that  if  so  he  would  have  to  employ  force  to  have  it  put  up  and 
protected,  evidently  meaning  us  to  infer  that  he  would  call  in  the  assistance  of  the 
German  squadron.  I  tjien  protested  against  the  action  of  M.  Weber,  and  left  the 
Consulate. 

M.  Weber  posted  a  notice  to  the  effect  that  the  land  belonged  to  his  brother ;  this 
was  followed  by  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.  posting  one,  to  the  effect  that  the  lana  was 
theirs,  and  hoisting  the  British  ensign  over  the  property.  I  did  not  feel  justified  in 
ordering  the  removal  of  the  flag,  and  doubt  if  Messrs.  W.  McArthur  and  Co.  would 
have  yielded  to  my  request  had  I  done  so. 

1  would  most  humbly  ?tnd  with  the  greatest  respect  remark  to  your  Lordship  that 
this  act,  coupled  with  recent  acquisitions  of  land  by  the  Germans,  is  a  sufficient  testi- 
mony to  the  absolute  need  for  an  International  Land  Court  to  be  established,  if  the 
rights  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  subjects  and  others  are  to  be  respected.

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  inclose  herewith,  for  your 
Lordship's  information,  a  translation  of  a  copy  of  the  notice  issued  by  the  Commander 
of  the  "  Sophie."  prior  to  the  burning  of  Satupaitea,  an  account  of  which  I  had  the 
honour  to  forward  to  your  Lordship  in  my  despatch  of  the  6th  September. 

The  Kev.  Mr.  Collier,  Wesleyan  Missionary,  Satupaitea,  certiflied  before  me  to  the 
inclosed  being  a  true  copy  of  the  original. 

It  was  probably  intended  by  the  Commander  to  notify  the  four  Chiefs  mentioned 
in  the  notice,  that  if  they  did  not  come  quickly  on  board  he  would  bum  the  town, 
whereas  the  notice  issued  was  to  the  effect  that  if  the  four  Chiefs  came  on  board  the 
town  would  be  burned. 

The  omission  of  the  negative  was,  in  this  instance,  a  matter  of  very  grave  con- 
sequence.

Acting  Consul  Wilson  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — (Received  November  14.) 

My  Lord,  .  Samoa,  October  7, 1887. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  with  the  greatest  respect  to  report  to  your  Lordship : — 

1.  That  since  Tamasese  was  acknowledged  King  of  all  Samoa  by  the  Emperor  of 
Germany,  and  his  flag  was  hoisted  in  the  Municipality,  there  has  not  been  a  meeting 
of  the  Municipal  Board.  Conaul-General  Sewall  refused  to  attend  unless  the  Samoan 
flag  were  hoisted  over  the  Court-house  during  the  sitting  of  the  Board.  I  had  an 
interview  with  Consul  Becker,  when  I  informed  him  that  I  could  not  sit  under 
Tamasese's  flag  until  I  had  received  instructions  from  Her  Majesty's  Government* 

2.  On  the  14th  September,  Mr.  Pritchard  (a  British  subject)  appealed  against  thd 
decision  of  the  Municipal  Magistrate  in  an  action  in  which  he  was  the  defendant.  As 
it  was  impossible  to  hold  a  meeting  of  the  Consular  members  of  the  Municipal  Board 
at  the  Court-house,  and  a«  the  matter  was  urgent,  I  proposed  to  ConsiU-General 
Sewall  and  to  Consul  Becker  that  the  Appellate  Court  should  meet  at  the  British 
Consulate.  This  arrangement  was  agreed  to,  and  would  have  been  carried  out  but  tot 
a  difficulty  which  arose  as  to  the  presidency  of  the  Court.  Mr*  Sewall  claims  the 
right,  as  Consul-General,  to  sit  as  President  of  the  Municipal  Board  and  the  Appellate 
Court.  Consul  Becker  refuses  to  acknowledge  his  right,  having  been  informed  by  the 
Imperial  German  Government  that  the  position  of  the  Consul  has  nothing  whatever 
to  do  with  the  presidency. 

Owing  to  the  causes  enumerated  above,  the  Municipal  Board  has  been  tmable  to 
meet  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  present  Magistrate  has  not  yet  been  properly  appointed  by  the  imaninious 
vote  of  the  three  Consuls,  but  is  allowed  to  act  untU  the  next  meeting  of  the  Boards 
[140]  T2 
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General  dissatisfaction  prevails  among  the  taxpayers.     It  is  rumoured  that  the 
majority  of  American  and  British  taxpayers  do  not  intend  to  pay  their  taxes.

IN  the  course  of  conversation  with  the  Hawaiian  Minister,  he  alluded  to  the 
seizure  and  deportation  of  King  Malietoa  by  the  German  naval  forces  in  Samoan 
waters. 

lie  said  that  he  had  information  to  the  effect  that  Tamasese  having  been  deserted 
by  nearly  all  the  tribal  Chiefs  was  on  the  point  of  submitting  to  King  Malietoa,  and 
that  M.  Brandeis,  the  German  oflScer  who  had  been  organizing  his  men  and^furnishing 
them  with  arms  and  ammunition,  seeing  the  state  of  affairs,  had  urged  the  Naval 
Commandant  to  take  immediate  steps  to  secure  the  person  of  King  Malietoa.

The  Marquis  of  Salisbury  to  Sir  L.  West. 

Sir.  Foreign  Office^  November  28,  1887. 

THE  United  States'  Minister  called  upon  me  to-day,  and  stated  that  he  had  been 
desired  by  his  Government  to  ask  what  view  I  took  with  respect  to  recent  events  in 
Samoa.  He  complained  strongly  that  Germany,  by  bringing  about  the  election  of 
Tamasese  to  the  Throne,  had  decided  the  question  by  force  c»f  arms. 

I  said  that,  owing  to  the  death  of  our  Representative  in  the  island,  my  informa- 
tion was  imperfect,  and  that  I  did  not  know  precisely  the  nature  of  the  events  that  had 
brought  about  Tamasese^s  appointment ;  that  Germany  had  given  us  fair  warning  of 
her  intention  to  exact  reparation  for  an  insult  to  the  Emperor,  and  had  undertaken 
that  tlie  rights  of  the  Treaty  Powers  should  not  suflTer ;  but  no  notice  had  been  given 
us  of  the  intention  to  elect  a  new  King.

The  Marquis  of  Salisbury  to  Sir  jB.  Malet. 

Sir,  Foreign  Office,  November  30, 1887. 

BARON  VON  PLESSEI^  called  at  the  Foreign  Office  to-day,  and  left  a  despatcb 
from  the  German  CSonsul  at  Apia. 

Baron  von  Plessen,  on  behalf  of  Count  Hatzfeldt,  was  instructed  at  the  same  time 
to  state  that  the  Gterman  Government  having  considered  that  the  execution  of  the 
Apia  Municipal  Convention  of  the  2nd  April,  1879,  had  proved  impossible,  they 
intended  to  denounce  it  and  come  to  an  agreement  as  to  its  revision  first  with  Her 
Majesty^s  Government.  The  German  Government  considered  that  as  the  said  Conven- 
tion bad  been  prolonged  for  an  indefinite  period  by  the  Protocol  of  the  29th  September, 
1883,  of  the  Consuls  of  the  three  lYeaty  Powers  and  of  the  Government  of  Samoa, 
each  party  had  the  right  of  immediate  denunciation.  The  Imperial  Government 
thought  that  the  time  for  such  denunciation  had  now  come,  as  the  experiences  of  last 
year  had  shown  that  a  joint  control  of  the  municipal  affairs  by  the  three  Consuls  had 
only  led  to  disputes,  and  especially  that  the  required  unanimity  for  the  appointment 
of  a  Mimicipal  Magistrate  had  not  been  obtained;  nor  had  the  Court  of  Appeal, 
composed  of  the  Consuls  of  the  Treaty  Powers,  against  the  decisions  of  the  Municipal 
Magistrate,  proved  practical.

It  could  not  now  be  seen  whether  it  would  be  possible  to  hand  over  at  the  present 
moment  to  the  Samoan  Government  the  whole  administration  of  the  municipal  district 
of  Apia,  according  to  Article  X  of  the  Convention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879,  but 
jurisdiction  would  have  to  be  allowed  also  in  the  municipal  district  to  the  Samoan 
Government  over  Samoan  subjects  and  over  those  foreigners  not  subject  to  any  of  the 
Treaty  Powers,  and  the  appointment  of  a  judicial  oflB.cial  for  that  purpose,  with  a  seat 
in  Apia,  would  have  to  be  conceded. 

It  seemed  further  advisable  to  restrict  the  powers  of  the  Municipal  Council  to 
matters  purely  communal,  and  to  exclude  the  participation  therein  of  the  Consuls. 

And,  lastly,  added  Baron  von  Plessen,  it  would  be  necessary  to  alter  the  compo- 
sition of  the  Municipal  Council,  to  exclude  theref  orm  the  intervention  of  the  Consuls, 
and  to  establish  fixed  regulations  for  the  elections,  as  well  as  regards  the  electors  as 
those  who  might  be  elected,  such  as  exist,  for  instance,  for  the  municipal  administration 
of  the  foreign  Settlement  in  Shanghae. 

Before,  however,  submitting  proposals  on  these  heads  to  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, the  German  Government  proposed  to  instruct  their  Consul  at  Apia  to  furnish 
them  with  his  views  and  suggestions,  and  they  would  be  glad  that  the  British  Consul 
at  Apia  should  be  similarly  instructed,  in  order  that  an  understanding  might  be 
obtained,  if  possible,  on  the  spot  on  the  points  to  be  taken  into  consideration  on  a 
revision  of  the  Municipal  Constitution  of  the  2nd  September,  1879.

I  AM  commanded  by  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  to  forward,  for 
the  informatiom  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  AflFairs,  copies  of  Reports  of  the 
proceedings  of  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Opal,"  Captain  Bosanquet,  at  Samoa,  dated  the 
19th  and  22nd  September  last,  and  also  a  copy  of  a  despatch  addressed  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-chief on  the  Australian  Station  by  the  Governor  and  Consul-Gteneral  at 
Fiji,  dated  the  5th  September  last,  on  the  subject  of  the  deposition  of  Eling  Malietoa 
and  the  Proclamation  of  Tamasese  as  King  by  the  Germans,  and  generally  as  to  the 
state  of  affairs  at  Samoa. 

2.  These  Reports  have  been  forwarded  by  Rear- Admiral  Fairfax  in  his  submission 
of  the  9th  October  last,  a  copy  of  which  is  also  inclosed. 

3.  A  similar  commimication  has  been  addressed  to  the  Colonial  Office.

Sir  C.  Mitchell  to  Rear^Admiral  Fairfax. 


Sir,  Government  House,  Suva,  Fiji,  September  5,  1887. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  I  have  recently  received  despatches  firom 
Samoa  relating  to  events  which  have  ended  in  the  Chief  Tamasese  being  proclaimed 
King  of  Samoa  by  the  German  Consul-General. 

It  appears  that  on  the  22nd  March,  when  the  birthday  of  the  Emperor  William 
was  being  celebrated,  a  fray  took  place  between  the  Samoans  and  Germans.  Certain 
inquiries  and  trials  followed,  which  do  not  appear  to  have  been  satisfactory  to  the 
German  authorities ;  but  I  am  not  yet  in  possession  of  full  information,  as  despatches, 
which  have  doubtless  been  sent  vift.  Sydney,  have  not  yet  arrived.  From  later 
despatches,  sent  direct,  I  learn  that  on  the  3rd  August  M.  Becker,  the  German  Consul- 
General,  wrote  a  letter  to  King  Malietoa,  demanding  the  return  to  prison  of  two 
Samoans  who  had  been  sentenced  by  the  Municipal  Magistrate,  and  for  whom 
Malietoa  desired  a  new  trial.  Malietoa  expressed  himself  unable  to  comply  with  the 
request. 

During  the  month  the  German  squadron  arrived,  and  on  the  21st  the  German 
mail-steamer  "  Liibeck  '*  reached  Apia. 
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On  the  23rd  August,  M.  Becker  demanded  that  Malietoa  should  make  an  *' abject 
apology,"  and  should  pay  a  fine  of  1,000  dollars  to  the  Germans  who  were  woimded  in 
the  affray  before  referred  to,  and  a  further  fine  of  12,000  dollars  for  alleged  depreda- 
tions committed  during  the  last  four  years  on  the  property  of  Germans.  M.  Beckw 
required  a  reply  on  the  24th  August.  Malietoa  said  he  must  first  consult  his  Chiefs, 
and  would  send  a  reply  on  the  27th. 

On  this  M.  Becker  issued  a  Proclamation  declaring  war  on  the  part  of  the 
Emperor  of  Germany  against  Malietoa,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  24th  a  considerable 
armed  force  with  some  field-guns  was  landed  from  the  German  squadron.  The 
Government  House  was  taken  possession  of,  and  search  Avas  made  for  Malietoa,  but 
without  success.  The  Government  flouse  was  garrisoned  by  a  German  force,  and  the 
Imperial  German  flag  hoisted. 

On  the  25th  August  the  Chief,  Tamasese,  was  brought  to  Apia  in  the  German 
man-of-war  ** Carola,"  and  was  saluted  with  twenty-one  guns;  his  flag  was  hoisted 
where  the  German  flag  used  to  fly,  and  the  German  flag  at  the  Government  House  was 
afterwards  hauled  down.  M.  Becker  on  the  same  dav  notified  to  the  Consuls,  and 
generally,  that  the  German  Government  had  recognized  Tamasese  as  King  of  Samoa. 
On  the  same  day  the  Consul- General  for  the  Unit^  States  and  the  British  Pro-Ooiisul 
issued  a  notice  that  their  Governments  had  not,  and  never  had,  recognized  Tamasese 
as  King  of  Samoa,  but  continued,  as  heretofore,  to  recognize  Malietoa.  They  advised 
all  Samoans  to  subihit  quietly  to  what  they  could  not  help ;  not  to  fight,  but  to  await 
peaceably  the  result  of  deliberations  then  in  progress,  which  alone  could  determine 
the  future  of  Samoa. 

No  serious  disturbance  had  taken  place  at  the  time  of  the  departure  of  the 
schooner  which  brought  this  information;  but  the  British  and  American  residents 
expressed  apprehension  that  they  might  not  be  able  to  induce  Malietoa,  who  is  said  to 
be  in  the  bush  at  the  back  of  Apia  with  a  large  armed  force,  to  tefrain  from  fighting, 
and  they  are  desirous  of  the  presence  of  a  British  man-of-war,  which  they  think  would 
tend  to  a  conservation  of  the  peace. 

Tour  Excellencv  will  be  able  to  form  an  opinion  as  to  the  expediency  of  this 
course,  and  to  obtam  by  telegraph,  if  you  think  it  necessary,  instructions  on  the 
subject  from  Her  Majesty's  Government,  to  whom  I  have  reported  the  whole 
occurrence. 

Lord  Salisbury  will  probably  receive  about  the  8th  instant  a  telegraphic  message 
that  I  have  sent  mm.

Sir,  "  Opal,''  at  Tongatabu,  September  19,  1887. 

IN  continuation  of  my  letter  of  proceedings  of  the  28th  ultimo,  I  have  the 
honour  to  report  that  I  left  Auckland  the  29th,  in  compliance  with  Admiralty  telegram 
of  the  27th,  and  arrived  in  this  port  thfe  6th  September,  aftei*  a  smooth  passage. 

I  took  in  57  tons  of  coal,  completing  to  206  tons  on  the  8th  September,  there 
being  very  little  coal  on  the  island. 

On  the  7th  September,  the  German  sloop  of  war  "  Adlei^  **  arrived  from  Sydney, 
and  left  the  next  morning  for  Samoa. 

On  the  4th  the  •*  Arme,"  German  barque,  arrived  with  conflicting  rumours  of 
German  proceedings  at  Samoa,  infliction  of  punishment  on  natives  of  King  Malietoa's 
party  for  alleged  outrage  in  breaking  the  windows  of  the  German  Consulate. 
This  rumour  is  uncertain,  denied  by  German  Consul  here.  On  the  19th  September 
the  "Southern  Cross'*  arrived  from  Fiji,  bringing  newspaper  reports  of  further 
proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  German  squadron  at  Samoa.

I  HAV|i  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  report  to  your  Lorcjship  that 
op  the  5.2th  instant  a  mass  meeting  of  Samoans  was  held  at  Mulinuu  at  the  command 
of  Tamasese.  There  was  a  very  large  numher  of  the  Malietoa  party  present,  the 
pafQority  heing  dressed  in  mourning.  After  the  usual  presentation  of  food  (at  which 
Consul  Becker,  Commodore  Heusner,  and  a  numher  of  officers  from  the  Imperial 
German  scjuadron  were  present),  Tamasese,  supported  by  M.  Brandefs,  Prime  Minister 
(pk  German),  and  Mr.  George  Pritchard  (a  British  subject),  met  the  Taimua  and  Faipule 
to  take  into  consideration  the  imposition  of  taxes. 

I  am  credibly  informed  that  M.  Brandeis  announced  to  the  Chiefs  that  no 
discussion  would  be  allowed,  but  that  certain  taxes  (mentioned  in  the  printed  Notices 
tq  be  distributed  to  the  Samoans)  would  be  enforced.

The  Law  for  the  Payment  of  Taxes  of  the  Government  of  Samoa. 
(Translation.)  — __ 

King's  Palace. 

I,  TUIAANA  TAMASESE,  the  King.  I  now  command  all  men  in  the  Islands  of 
Samoa  thus : — 

1.  That  taxes  of  the  Government  of  Samoa  of  1  dollar  for  each  person  for  this 
year  shall  be  paid  by  all  men  and  by  boys  able  to  climb  a  cocoa-nut  tree ;  also  by  women 
and  girls  who  know  how  to  work. 

2.  The  taxes  shall  be  paid  to  the  Judges  of  the  Government  District  or  the  island 
from  the  1st  November  to  the  10th  November ;  because  on  the  15th  November  the 
Judges  shall  pay  all  taxes  into  the  hand  of  the  Governor  of  the  district. 

3.  The  Governor  of  each  district  or  island  shall  pay  all  the  taxes  of  his  district 
into  the  hand  of  the  Treasurer  in  the  capital  on  the  15th  December  in  this  year. 

4.  If  a  Samoan  breaks  this  direction,  and  does  not  pay  his  taxes  by  the 
10th  November,  he  shall  pay  2  dollars  on  the  1 5th  November.  If  he  does  not  pay  the 
2  dollars  by  the  16th  November,  he  shall  be  put  in  prison  and  work  for  the  Government 
for  one  month. 

5.  I  shall  deliberate  also  with  the  Great  Governments  on  a  future  day,  in  order  to 
make  a  Treaty  by  which  a  tax  will  be  paid  to  the  Government  of  Samoa  by  foreigners 
and  people  from  the  different  islands  of  this  ocean  living  in  Samoa,  and  under  the 
protection  of  the  Great  Powers.  Por  this  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  wait,  and  a 
Judge  or  a  Governor  must  not  by  any  means  obstruct  them  (the  foreigners),  lest  a 
difficulty  should  arise  between  the  Samoan  Government  and  the  Great  Powerr. 

6.  Towns  and  villages  within  the  neutral  territory  do  not  pay  the  taxes  of  the 
Samoan  Government.

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  report  to  your  Lordship  that  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Municipal  Boaid  was  called  for  Friday,  the  14th  instant,  at 
10  o*clock  A.M.,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  Magistrate.  Mr.  Sewall  (the  United 
States'  Consul-General)  not  having  arrived,  and  the  memhers  present  having  wait^ 
until  twenty-five  jninutes  past  the  hour  appointed,  it  was  suggested  that  the  hosiness 
of  the  Board  should  commence.  It  is  necessary,  however,  according  to  Bye-law  5. 
that  among  the  four  members  constituting  a  quorum  there  must  be  a  Representative 
present  of  each  of  the  three  Governments  having  Treaty  relations  with  the  Samoan 
Government.  There  being  no  Representative  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
predfent,  the  meeting  terminated. 

About  4  o'clock  p.m.  of  the  same  day  I  received  a  communication  from  Consul 
Becker  informing  me  that  he  was  obliged  to  consider  the  Municipal  Government  to 
be  provisionally  in  abeyance,  and  that  the  Samoan  Government  had  taken  over  the 
administration  of  the  town  and  district  of  Apia.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  to  my  regret  I  am  obliged  to  consider 
the  Municipal  Government  to  be  provisionally  in  abeyance  since  Mr.  Sewall,  United 
States'  Consul-General,  has  withdrawn  his  consent  to  the  continuation  of  Mr.  Martin 
in  the  position  as  Magistrate,  and  since  Mr.  Sewall  has  refused  to  take  part  in  the 
meeting  of  the  Municipal  Board  agreed  to  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  Magistrate. 

The  government  of  the  town  and  district  of  the  Municipality  rests  as  long  the 
Municipality  is  suspended  with  the  Samoan  Government. 

The  Samoan  Government  has  taken  over  the  administration  of  the  town  and 
district  of  Apia,  and  has  applied  to  the  Commander  of  the  Imperial  German  squadron 
for  assistance  in  the  preservation  of  good  order. 

In  assLd;ance  to  the  Samoan  Government  the  Imperial  German  Commodore  has 
provisionally  occupied  Apia  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property  of  the  German 
inhabitants.

It  appears  to  me  that  the  position  of  the  Municipality  is  not  aflfected  by  recent 
events.  There  is  no  doubt  that  at  present  Tamasese  is  de  facto  King  of  Samoa,  and 
the  flying  of  his  flag  instead  of  Malietoa's  during  the  sittings  of  the  Municipal  Board 
involves  no  breach  of  the  Convention. 

You  will  therefore  inform  Tamasese  and  the  American  and  German  Consuls  that, 

pending  the  receipt  of  instructions  on  the  subject  from  Her  Majesty*s  Grovemment,  you 

will  be  in  a  position  to  take  part  as  before  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Municipal  Board. 

You  will  also  inform  M.  Becker  that  the  withdrawal  of  the  American  Consul-General 
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from  the  Board  in  no  way  aflfects  the  right  of  the  British  Representatives ;  that,  if 
Mr.  Sewall  insists  on  withdrawing,  it  appears  to  me  that  the  control  of  the  Board  will 
then  belong  properly  to  the  British  and  German  B/opresentatives ;  and  that  if  the 
Samoan  Government  takes  over  the  Municipality  you  will  not  be  able  to  recognize  its 
actions.

PRINCE  RATIBOR  called  at  the  Foreign  Office  to-day  and  left  certain  papers 
on  the  subject  of  the  Municipal  Government  of  Apia. 

He  was  likewise  instructed  to  state,  on  behalf  of  Count  Hatzfeldt,  that  the 
German  Government,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that,  in  view  of  the  attitude  of  the 
United  States'  Consul- General,  the  continuation  of  the  Municipal  Government  of  Apia 
in  the  former  manner  had  become  impossible,  they  had  approved  the  action  of  tlieir 
Consul  in  having  complied  with  the  request  of  the  Samoan  Government  for  support 
in  the  maintenance  of  peace  and  order  in  the  Municipal  District.  The  protest  made 
by  Mr.  Sewall  appeared  to  them  to  be  without  foundation,  as  it  was  not  the  Com- 
mander of  the  German  squadron,  but  the  Samoan  Government  that  had  assumed  the 
provisional  government  of  the  Apia  district;  and  as,  moreover,  the  Municipal 
Convention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879,  on  which  Mr.  Sewall  based  his  protest,  had 
not  been  recognized  by  the  United  States'  Government.

Tour  Excellency  will  observe  that,  as  the  continuance  of  the  Mimicipal  Govern- 
ment of  Apia  has  become  impracticable,  the  Acting  British  Consul  in  Samoa  has  been 
directed  to  consider  the  Municipal  Convention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879,  as  temporarily 
suspended,  and  to  recognize  the  provisional  jurisdiction  of  the  Samoan  Government  as 
that  of  the  de  facto  Government  over  that  district. 

I  have  to  request  your  Excellency  to  conmiumcate  these  instructions  to  the 
€terman  Government,  and  to  propose  that  the  Convention  of-  the  2nd  September,  1879, 
should  be  terminated  under  Article  X  of  that  Convention,  in  which  case  the  Consuls 
of  the  Treaty  Powers  would  revert  to  the  exercise  of  their  ordinary  Consular  jurisdic- 
tion in  Apia,  as  well  as  in  the  rest  of  Samoa.

The  Imperial  German  Government  has  given  notice  of  withdrawal  from  the 
Convention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879,  concerning  the  Municipality. 
Through  this  Notice  the  Mimicipality  has  ceased  to  be  in  force. 
The  former  municipal  district  passes  again  under  the  control  of  my  Government. 
The  Municipal  Regulations  8  to  20,  25,  28,  30  to  37,  39  to  42,  59,  61,  62,  64  to 
71,  74  to  76,  83  to  86,  97,  108  to  111,  114  to  116, 118  to  120, 122,  124, 127  to  129, 131 
to  138,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  laws  of  Samoa  and  continue  to  be  in  force  for  all 
persons  residing  within  the  former  municipal  district,  with  the  exception  of  those 
foreigners  who  are  under  foreign  jurisdiction. 

In  the  above-mentioned  Regulations  the  Judge  appointed  by  me  takes  the  place  of 
the  "  Magistrate  "  and  "  Chief  of  Police,'*  and  my  Government  the  place  of  **  Consuls  *" 
and  of  the  "  Municipal  Board."

inquire  whether  Her  Majesty's  Government  have  accepted  the  notice  of  Germany's 
withdrawal  from  the  Convention  in  question,  and  if  so,  whether  they  have  instructed  the 
British  Consular  Representative  at  Apia  as  to  the  course  he  shall  pursue  with  regard  to 
the  municipal  property  and  funds.

Pending  a  further  and  definite  agreement  between  the  Treaty  Powers  upon  the

M.  BRANDEIS  and  myself  called  on  the  8th  February  upon  the  Acting  British 
Consul,  Mr.  W.  H.  Wilson,  in  his  oflSce. 

M.  Brandeis,  as  Bepresentative  of  the  Samoan  Government,  informed  Mr.  Wilson 
that  on  the  7th  instant  the  British  subject  Denvers,  Sheriff  of  the  Deputy^Oommissioner's 
Court  in  Apia,  and  several  others,  British  subjects,  on  the  occasion  of  an  auction  in  the 
house  of  a  French  subject,  Laferriere,  ordered  by  the  Samoan  authorities,  had  foreibly 
prevented  the  Judge  of  the  Samoan  Government,  Mr.  Martin,  and  the  Samoan  police 
officers,  irom  arresting  a  certain  M.  Erause,  who  is  not  under  British  protection. 

M.  Brandeis  further  mentioned  that,  concerning  the  same  affair,  a  meeting  of 
British  subjects  had  taken  place  in  Apia  in  the  evening  of  the  7th  instant,  and  that 
further  excesses  directed  against  the  Samoan  authorities  were  to  bej  expected. 
M.  Brandeis  asked  Mr.  Wilson,  in  order  to  render  easier  the  preservation  of  order, 
to  enjoin  the  British  subjects  to  abstain  from  interference  in  the  affairs  and  operations 
of  the  Samoan  Government  so  long  as  such  were  not  directed  against  British  subjects. 

I  joined  in  the  request  of  M.  Brandeis  in  the  name  of  my  Government,  and 
proposed  as  an  efficient  measure  that  Mr.  Wilson  should  have  the  kindness  to  issue 
a  Proclamation.

I,  TUIAANA  TUIATtJA  TAJMASE8E,  the  King,  do  now  command  as  follows:— 
That  there  shall  not  be  any  forcible  dragging  or  paining  by  Samoan  Judges  of  foreigners  or 
persons  who  are  protected  by  the  great  Governments,  if  these  deny  the  jurisdiction  of 
Samoan  Judges,  lest  there  should  arise  difficulties  between  the  great  Governments  and 
Samoa. 

If  a  foreigner  or  any  person  protected  by  the  great  Governments  denied  the 
jurisdiction  of  Samoan  Judges,  it  is  proper  for  the  Samoan  Judges  to  petition  the  foreign 
Judge  (Magistrate)  in  Matafele,  in  order  that  he  mav  make  (it)  known  to  the  Consul  of 
that  man,  and  that  jurisdiction  may  be  exercised  by  trie  Consul.

IN  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  21st  instant,  and  with  reference  to  our  conversation 
about  the  pilot  station,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  of  the  following : 

The  United  States'  Consul-General,  Mr.  Sewall,  claims  for  himself  the  right  to 
dispose  over  the  pilot's  house  in  Apia,  which  belonged  to  the  former  Municipality,  and 
which,  since  the  suspension  of  ihe  same,  has  been  occupied  by  the  Samoan  Government. 
According  to  my  opinion  the  pilot's  house,  as  well  as  all  the  property  of  the  Municipality, 
belongs  in  common  to  the  three  Treaty  Powers. 

The  Samoan  Government  has  evacuated  the  pilot's  house.  As  the  said  Government 
is  not  recognized  by  the  other  Treaty  Powers,  it  has  given  over  the  house  to  me  as  the 
last  Chairman  of  the  Municipality.  .  I  have  taken  the  building  provisionally  into  my 
custody,  and  affixed  my  official  seal  unto  the  house.

My  Lord,  Samoa,  February  29,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  report  to  your  Lordship  that  I  had 
an  interview  with  Captain  Dey,  Commander  of  the  United  States'  man-of-war  "  Mohican,'' 
to-day.  I  was  informed  that  the  land  on  which  the  pilot  station  was  situated  belonged 
to  an  American  citizen  named  Coe,  having  been  leased  to  him  for  a  term  of  fifteen 
years  by  a  Samoan  named  Patioli.  Mr.  Coe  had  granted  a  lease  to  the  former 
Municipality,  but  refused  to  sublet  the  property  to  the  Tamasese  Government.  When 
the  Municipality  was  suspended,  the  Tamasese  Government  took  possession  of  the  pilot 
station,  and  the  new  Samoan  flag  was  hoisted  on  the  flagstaff.  Consul  Becker  was 
informed  by  Consul-General  Sewall  of  Coe's  unwillingness  to  sublet  to  the  Tamasese 
Government,  and  of  his  desire  to  have  possession  of  the  property.  Some  correspondence 
passed  between  the  German  and  United  States'  authorities,  which  resulted  in  the 
pilot  station  being  vacated.    The  German  firm  then  put  in  a  claim  to  the  land,  on 
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the  ground  that  they  had  a  mortgage  on  all  the  lands  belonging  to  Patioli,  of  which  this 
was  a  part.  This  claim  is  disputed  by  the  American  authorities,  the  date  of  the  mortgage 
deed  being  subsequent  to  that  of  the  lease.  The  Imperial  German  Consul,  who  had 
officially  announced  the  withdrawal  of  the  Imperial  German  Government  from  the 
Convention,  then  sealed  the  doors  of  the  pilot  station  with  his  official  seal.  Owing  to  the 
difficulties  which  have  arisen  relative  to  the  pilot  station,  social  relations  between  the 
United  States'  man-of-war  "  Mohican  '*  and  the  German  men-of-war  have  been  suspended. 
I  am  also  informed  that  should  the  Tamasese  flag  be  again  hoisted  at  the  pilot  station, 
it  will  be  hauled  down.

I  TRANSMIT  to  your  Excellency,  for  your  information,  the  accompanying  copy  of  a 
despatch  from  the  Acting  British  Vice-Consul  at  Samoa,^  inclosing;  copy  of  a  communica- 
tion  addressed  to  him  by  the  Grerman  Consul  in  the  Navigators*  Islfmds,  in  which  the 
latter  informs  Mr.  Wilson  that  he  has  been  authorized  to  declare  the  withdrawal  of  his 
Gh)vernment  from  the  Apia  Municipal  Convention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879,  and 
expresses  his  readiness  to  negotiate  as  to  the  division  of  the  property  of  the  Municipality. 

Before  furnishing  Mr.  Wilson  with  instructions  in  the  matter,  I  have  to  request  your 
Excellency  to  ascertain  and  report  to  me  how  the  German  Government  propose  that  the 
property  in  question  should  be  divided.

(Translation.) 

My  Lord,  German  Embassy,  London,  April  d,  1688. 

ON  the  12th  March  last  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Ambassador  at  Berlin  was  so  good 
as  to  address  to  my  Government  a  note  respecting  the  municipal  administration  of 
Apia,  to  which  I  now  have  the  honour  to  reply  as  follows. 

The  Imperial  Government  thoroughly  agrees  with  your  Excellency  that  the 
Municipal  Convention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879,  has  shown  itself  to  be  unpractical, 
and  to  be  no  longer  in  harmony  with  existing  circumstances.  As  I  had  the  honour  to 
state  in  December  last,  my  Government  was  even  then  of  opinion  that  the  moment  had 
come  for  denouncing  the  Municipal  Convention.  His  Imperial  Majesty's  Consul  was 
thereupon  furnished  with  instructions,  and,  on  the  18th  January  last,  the  Agreement  in 
question  was  by  him  denoanced. 

On  the  municipal  administration  of  Apia  being  thus  set  aside,  jurisdiction  over 
Samoans  and  over  foreigners  in  Apia,  other  than  those  belonging  to  one  of  the  Treaty 
Powers,  reverts  to  the  Samoan  Government.  But,  as  explained  in  Sir  Edward  Malet'a 
note,  the  jurisdiction  of  their  respective  Consuls  over  persons  belonging  to  one  of  the 
Treaty  Powers  revives  in  its  full  force. 

After  the  denunciation  of  the  Municipal  Convention,  the  Samoan  Government 
converted  a  number  of  the  former  Municipal  Begulations  into  Samoan  Laws  by  the 
Proclamation  of  the  18th  January  last,  and,  on  the  24th  of  that  mouthy  there  was  there- 
upon concluded  between  His  Imperial  Majesty's  Consul  in  Apia  and  the  Samoan  Govern* 
ment  the  Agreement,  copy  of  which  is  inclosed,  by  which  persons  belonging  to  the 
Empire  are  made  subject  to  a  number  of  the  Tjaws  in  question.  With  a  view  to  the 
maintenance  of  order  in  Apia,  it  seemed  right  that  persons  belonging  to  the  Empire 
should  be  made  subject  to  these  provisions  in  cases  where  the  Laws  concerned  dealt  with 
infractions  of  Police  Regulations  not  found  in  the  German  Criminal  Code.  With  regard 
to  other  Laws  on  the  collection  of  the  poll,  industrial,  and  other  taxes,  the  fact  that  the 
Samoan  Government  had  assumed  the  maintenance  of  the  communal  undertakings  in 
Apia  (such  as  streets,  bridges^  harbour  works,  &c.),  which  were  called  into  existence 
almost  exclusively  in  the  interests  of  the  foreigners,  was  held  to  be  decisive,  and  it 
appears  right  that  Germans  living  in  Samoa  should  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  t^e 
undertakings  in  question  by  the  payment  of  taxes. 

For  the  above  considerations  the  Imperial  Government  has  approved  the  Agreement^ 
reserving,  however,  their  right  to  withdraw  from  it  at  any  time. 

As  the  considerations  in  question  apply  to  Englishmen  living  in  Samoa  as  much  as 
to  Germans  living  there,  I  am  instructed  to  request  your  Excellency  to  take  into 
favourable  consideration  the  question  whether  the  conclusion  of  a  similar  Convention 
Hetween  the  Government  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Samoan  Government  would  not 
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commond  itself  to  your  Excellency,  pending  the  establishineiit  of  an  international 
settlement  of  the  communal  administration  of  Apia.

(Translation.)  Apia^  January  29, 1886. 

I  BEG  to  report  to  your  Highness  that,  on  the  18th  instsnt,  I  availed  myself  of 
the  authority  conveyed  to  me  to  announce  our  formal  withdrawal  from  the  so-called 
Municipal  Oonvention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879.  Such  action  seemed  likely  to  make  the 
situation  more  intelligible,  and  gradually  to  facilitate  an  understanding  with  the  other 
Consular  Representatives  in  Apia. 

The  latter  had  not  ceased  to  look  upon  the  practical  suspension  of  the  Municipality 
since  the  14th  October  of  last  year  as  irregular,  and  maintained  their  protest  against  the 
action  of  the  Island  Government  in  taking  over  temporarily  the  administration  of  Apia. 
Such  a  situation  might  easily  have  led  to  further  complications.  But  the  right  of  the 
Imperial  Government  to  denounce  the  Convention  cannot  be  disputed,  nor  can  it  be 
contested  that,  on  the  abrogation  of  the  Treaty  on  which  the  Municipality  depended,  the 
Island  Government  acquired  the  right  to  carry  on  the  administration  of  Api%  and  even 
became  subject  to  the  obligation  of  so  doing.  Thus,  none  of  the  foreign  Consuls  raised 
any  objections  on  my  informing  them,  by  my  notes  of  the  18th  instant,  of  the  withdrawal 
of  the  Imperial  Government  from  the  Convention  in  question.  The  English  Acting 
Consul  expressed  his  satisfaction  that  the  state  of  affairs  was  becoming  more  intelligible. 
My  previous  Reports  on  the  progress  of  political  affairs  here  will  have  shown  that  it  had 
now  become  practicable  to  denounce  the  Convention^  and  that  Tamasese's  Government 
was  now  sufficiently  strong  to  fulfil  the  task  imposed  upon  It.  In  the  meantime,  not  only 
has  the  Samoan  administration  of  Apia  met  with  no  difficulties,  but  an  improvement  is 
visible  in  the  manag[ement  of  the  town. 

On  the  denunciation  of  the  Municipal  Oonvention  Tamasese  issued  a  Proclamation 
on  the  18tb  instant,  of  which  a  printed  copy  is  inclosed.  This  Proclamation  announces 
that  the  municipal  district  has  reverted  to  the  administration  of  the  Samoan  Government, 
and  declares  that  the  former  Municipal  Eegulations,  whereof  a  certain  number  are 
abrogated  as  being  unpractical  or  no  longer  applicable,  are  henceforth  binding,  as 
Samoan  laws,  on  such  inhabitants  of  Apia  as  are  not  under  any  foreign  jurisdiction. 
M.  Brandeis,  the  Samoan  official,  laid  this  Proclamation  before  the  foreign  Consuls,  and 
at  the  same  time  informed  them  that  the  Samoan  Government  was  prepared  to  concede 
to  foreigners  in  Apia  the  right  of  self-government  in  communal  matters,  and  for  thb 
pmrpose  to  conclude  a  new  Convention.  The  English  Acting  Consul  promised  to  report 
to  his  Government  on  the  subject.  As  regards  my  action  in  the  matter^  I  informed  the 
English  Acting  Consul  verbally  with  reference  to  my  note  ot  the  18th  instant,*  regarding 
the  denunciation  of  the  Conventioui  that  I  was  authorized  and  ready  to  consult  with  him 
as  to  preparing  the  draft  of  the  new  Convention  in  question. 

In  pursuance  of  Article  VIII  of  the  Treaty  of  Friendship  between  the  German 
Empire  and  Samoa  of  the  24th  January,  1879, 1  concluded  pn  the  24tb  instant  with  the 
Eepresentative  of  the  Samoan  Government  a  Preliminary  Agreement  which  is  inclosed  in 
original ;  the  confirmation  of  the  respective  Governments  is  reserved.  I  beg  to  offer  the 
foUowing  explanatory  observations. 

On  the  abrogation  of  the  Municipal  Convention,  the  Municipal  Regulations  to  which 
persons  belonging  to  the  Empire  were  till  then  subject  cease  to  be  binding  im  them; 
and,  in  particular,  persons  belonging  to  the  Empire  and  living  in  Apia  were  no  longer 
liable  to  pay  the  taxes  levied  for. the  town.  In  view  of  the  &ct  that  the  public  under- 
takings, such  as  streets,  bridges,  pilot  establishments,  and  harbour  works,  have  been 
called  into  existence  for  the  benefit  of  the  foreigners  and  their  trade,  and  not  fpr  that  of 
the  natives,  who,  in  fact,  want  nothing,  and  of  the  further  6tct  that  the  Samoan 
Government  will  carry  on  and  extend  the  communal  undertakings  in  question,  it  is  but 
fair  that  the  foreigners  should  contribute  to  the  cost  thereof.  Under  the  Proclamation 
of  the  18th  instant,  the  Island  Government  has  maintained  the  liability  of  all  inhabitants 
under  their  jurisdiction  to  pay  the  taxes  hitherto  levied  in  the  former  municipal  district. 
It  would  be  right  and  proper  that  persons  belonging  to  the  Empire  should  Ukewise  be 
liable  to  these  taxes.    Under  the  provisions  <^  the  aWe^mentioned  Article  VIII  of  our 
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Treaty  persons  belonging  to  the  Empire  can  only  become  liable  to  Samoan  taxes  with 
the  consent  of  the  Imperial  Government.  It  is  to  be  presumed  that  if  Germany  aUows 
the  taxes  and  contributions  in  duestion  to  be  levied  on  persons  belonging  to  the 
Empire,  the  other  Governments  will  follow  the  example  thus  set. 

Among  the  Regulations  converted  into  Samoan  Laws  by  the  Proclamation  of  the 
18th  instant  there  are  several  regarding  infractions  of  measures  of  police,  which  are  not 
provided  for  in  the  German  Crinunal  Code,  but  to  which  persons  belonging  to  the  Empire 
and  living  here  have  hitherto  been  subject.  It  would  contribute  to  the  maintenance  of 
order  if  the  persons  in  question  were  to  continue  to  be  subject  to  these  Regulations. 

Article  I  declares  persons  belonging  to  the  Empire  and  living  in  Apia  to  be  bound 
to  obey  the  provisions  in  regard  to  taxation  and  other  Regulations  therein  mentioned. 

Article  II  lays  down  that  persons  belonging  to  the  Empire  and  living  in  Samoa 
outside  Apia  shall  be  liable  to  the  general  Samoan  taxes,  and  fixes  the  maximum  thereof. 

Article  III  regulates  the  procedure  in  cases  of  complaints  respecting  taxation. 

Article  lY  emphasizes  the  fact  that  German  Consular  jurisdiction  is  to  be  in  no  way 
restricted  by  the  Agreement ;  and  contains  provision  for  an  appeal  from  the  decisions  of 
the  Samoan  Police  Magistrate  at  Apia. 

I  submit  the  Agreement  to  your  Highness  for  confirmation. 

Should  any  necessity  for  such  a  course  arise,  I  will  at  once  bring  into  force  that 
part  of  the  Agreement  which  comes  under  section  2  of  the  above-mentioned  Vlllth  Article 
of  our  Treaty. 

I  also  inclose  a  collection  in  print,  made  in  March  1886,  of  the  former  Municipal 
Regulations.

Agreement  between  Oermany  and  Samoa,  dated  January  24,  1888. 

(Translation.) 

IN  pursuance  of  Article  VIII  of  the  Treaty  of  Friendship  between  the  German 
Empire  and  Samoa  of  the  24th  January,  1879 — 

The  Imperial  German  Consul,  Herr  Becker,  and  the  Representative  of  the  Samoan 
Government,  M.  Brandeis,  have  drawn  up  the  following  Agreement  and  concluded  the 
same,  saving  the  confirmation  thereof  by  their  respective  Governments. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  Samoan  (Government  binds  itself  to  the  Imperial  German  Government  to 
maintain  and  extend  the  public  undertakings  in  Apia,  such  as  public  roads,  streets, 
bridges,  lighting,  quarantine,  pilot  establishments,  and  harbour  works,  which  were  under 
the  administration  of  the  late  Municipality. 

The  tjierman  Goyemment  on  its  part  allows  that  persons  belonging  to  the  Empire 
and  persons  under  German  protection  living  within  the  limits  of  the  late  Municipality  shall 
be  subject  to  the  Regulations  converted  into  Samoan  Laws  by  the  Proclamation  of  the 
Samoan  Goremment  of  the  18th  January  last  and  hereinafter  separately  enumerated, 
and  that  the  said  persons  shall  pay  to  the  Samoan  Government  the  taxes  and 
contributions  therein  set  down. 

The  said  Regulations  are  the  following : — 

Regulations  8  to  13,  15,  and  108,  respecting  the  sale  of  spirits,  licences  for  public- 
houses,  taxes  on  public-houses,  and  drunkenness. 

Regulation  16,  respecting  the  sale  of  arms. 

Regulations  17  to  19,  74,  and  20,  respecting  taxes  on  industry. 

Regulations  30  and  31,  respecting  assistance  to  be  rendered  in  the  case  of  seamen 
deserters. 

Regulation  83,  respecting  the  land  tax. 

Regulation  34,  respecting  the  poll  tax. 

Regulations  64  to  69,  respecting  the  police  of  the  harbour. 

Regulation  75,  respecting  buildmgs  [Building  Regulations]. 

Regulation  84,  respecting  so-called  trading  ships. 

Regulation  109,  respecting  quarantine. 

Regulation  110,  respecting  the  prevention  of  infection. 

Regulation  111,  respecting  the  pilot  establishment. 
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Begolation  114,  respecting  the  prohibition  of  dynamite. 

Begulation  120,  respecting  the  cleansing  of  the  streeta 

Regulation  124,  respecting  public  molestation. 

Regulation  127,  respecting  Mulivai  Bridge. 

Regulation  128,  respecting  riding  without  a  bridle. 

Regulation  129,  respecting  the  dog  tax. 

Regulation  131,  respecting  the  slaughter  of  animals. 

Regulation  132,  respecting  the  serving  of  policemen  with  brandy. 

Regulation  133,  respecting  the  playing  of  cricket  in  the  streets.

ARTICLE  U. 

The  German  Government  further  allows  that  persons  belonging  to  the  Empire  and 
persons  under  German  protection  in  Samoa  living  outside  the  limits  of  the  late 
Municipality  shall  pay  the  same  poll  tax  to  the  Samoan  Government  as  Samoans  pay, 
but  no  person  belonging  to  the  Empire  or  person  under  German  protection  shall  be  called 
upon  to  pay  a  higher  amount  than  5  dollars  for  himself  and  his  family. 

ARTICLE  III. 

If  any  persons  belonging  to  the  Empire  or  persons  under  German  protection  should 
feel  themselves  aggrieved  on  account  of  the  taxes  and  contributions  imposed  on  them  by 
the  Samoan  Government,  such  cases  shall  be  inquired  into  and  decided  by  the  German 
Consul  or  his  locum  tenens  in  conjunction  with  an  official  of  the  Samoan  Government. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

German  Consular  jurisdiction  in  Samoa  shall  not  be  in  any  way  restricted  by 
Article  I.  The  criminal  provisions  of  the  Regulations  inserted  in  Article  I,  and  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Judge  at  Apia,  appointed  by  the  Samoan  Government  to  try  cases 
arising  thereunder,  shall  affect  persons  belonging  to  the  German  Empire  and  persons 
under  German  protection  only  in  cases  of  such  infractions  of  measures  of  police  as  are 
not  provided  for  in  the  German  Criminal  Code.  There  shall  be  an  appeal  from  the 
decisions  of  the  above-mentioned  Judge,  in  so  far  as  they  affect  persons  belonging  to  the 
Empire  and  persons  under  German  protection,  to  a  Court,  consisting  of  the  German 
Consul  or  his  locum  tenens  and  an  official  of  the  Samoan  Government. 

ARTICLE  V. 

This  Agreement  will  come  into  force  after  it  has  obtained  the  confirmation  of  the 
respective  Governments.

THE  official  correspondence  between  the  United  States  ahd  Germany,  grdwing  out 
of  the  recent  troubles  in  the  Samoan  Islands,  WiD  probably  be  sent  to  Congress 
to-morrow.  It  shows  that  this  GoTenitrlent  has  scrupulously  refrained  from  ifaC^reasing 
its  prestige  and  influence  in  the  islands,  by  availing  itself  Of  the  unmistakable  friendship 
which  the  natives  entertained  for  this  country.  On  the  contrary,  the  United  States 
have  used  their  good  offices  to  preserve  the  autonomy  of  the  islands  without  any  further 
consideration  than  that  of  protection  to  American  interests.  Further  than  this  we  have 
not  gone.  On  one  occasion,  when  Mr.  Greenebaum,  the  American  Consul  at  Apia^ 
attempted  to  set  up  a  Protectorate  over  the  island,  his  conduct  was  sternly  rebuked^  and 
his  dismissal  speedily  followed. 

Germany^s  Action. 

'*It  is  not  strange,  therefore,'*  writes  Secretary  Bayard  to  Minister  Pendleton, 
''  that  I  was  taken  wholly  by  surprise  when  the  German  Minister  called  at  this 
Department  on  the  29th  August  *  last  and  left  a  Memorandum  stating  that  his 
Government  proposed  to  independently  protect  its  own  interests  and  obtain  satisfaction 
and  reparation  due  to  its  national  honour,  if  necessary^  to  tjhe  extent  of  declaring  wa^ 
against  King  Malietoa. 

"  Coupled  with  this,  however,  was  the  assiu-ance  that  Germany  did  not  intend  to 
bring  about  any  change  in  the  political  relations  of  the  other  nations — viz.,  the  United 
States  and  England,  represented  there." 

The  Secretary  then  alludes  to  the  action  of  Germany  in  beginning  hostilities  llgainst 
Malietoa,  which,  he  alleges,  were  instituted  six  days  before  any  notification  was  given  to 
the  United  States.  He  makes  no  comment  upon  this  arbitrary  action  of  Prince  Bismarck, 
but  regrets  that  a  powerful  Government  like  Germany  did  not  find  it  possible  to  take  a 
more  liberal  view  of  the  condition  of  Samoan  life  and  civilization,  and  the  unfortunate 
condition  of  the  native  King,  who,  regarding  himself  as  the  ri^htfid  Euler  of  the  islands, 
could  point  in  confirmation  of  his  title  to  a  long  series  of  acknowledgments  by  all  the 
Treaty  Powers. 

The  United  States^  Government  displeased. 

Mr.  Bayard's  letter  to  Minister  Pendleton  concludes  in  these  words:  **In  the 
opinion  of  this  Government,  the  course  taken  by  Germany  in  respect  to  Samoa  cannot  be 
regarded  as  having  been  marked  by  that  just  consideration  which  the  ancient  friendship 
between  the  United  States  and  Germany  entitles  this  Government  to  expect,  and  that 
the  present  condition  of  affairs  in  the  islands  <;annot,  In  view  of  the  circumstances  under 
which  it  was  brought  about  and  is  still  maintained,  be  regarded  by  the  United  States  as 
satisfactory." 

Permission  is  given  to  Minister  Pendleton  in  this  letter  to  communicate  Mr.  Bayard's 
views  to  Prince  Bismarck.

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  report  to  your  Lordship  that  on 
the  7th  instant  an  attempt  was  made  by  Mr.  Martin  (the  foreign  Judge  of  the 
present  de  facto  Samoan  Government),  to  have  the  goods  belonging  to  a  frenchman 
named  Laferri^re,  sold  by  public  auction.  The  above-mentioned  goods  hacj  been 
seized,  because  of  Laferrifere  s  refusal  to  pay  the  taxes  imposed  upon  him  by  the  de 
facto  Samoan  Government ;  he  having  been  advised  by  his  Consul  not  to  pay  them. 
Considerable  indignation  was  manifested  by  the  European  and  American  residents, 
who  assembled  at  the  house  of  Laferrifere  on  the  above-mentioned  day.  I  am  informed 
i;hat  the  auctioneer,  seeing  how  strong  the  feeling  was,  declined  to  conduct.the  sale.

Lordship's  information,  a  copy  of  the  Resolutions  passed  at  a  public  meeting  held  at 
the  "  T^voli  Hq^ll "  on  the  9th  instant,  relative  to  the  seizure  and  attempted  sale  of 
Laferri6re*8  goods.  The  above-mentioned  Resolutions  were  forwarded  to  me  on  the 
14th  instant.

Resolutions  qdopted  at  a  Public  Meeting  held  at  the  **  Tivoli  Hall,**  Apia,  on  Thursday, 

February  9, 1S8S. 

1 .  THAT  this  meeting  protests  against  the  illegal  action  of  the  de  facto  Samoan 
Government  in  seizing  and  attempting  to  sell  the  goods  of  M.  W.  J.  Leferri^re  on 
Tuesday,  the  7th  February,  1888,  to  pay  taxes  illegally  and  improperly  imposed,  and 
further  protests  against  the  overbearing  and  aggressive  action  of  the  Representative  of 
the  said  Government,  Mr.  Otto  Martin,  at  the  sale  referred  to,  and  also  against  the 
action  of  Mr.  Martin  in  carrying  away  M.  Laferri^re-s  goods  to  the  value  of  several 
hundred  dollars  to  satisfy  a  pretended  claim  of  63  dollars. 

2.  Thq,t  this  meeting  desires  to  express  its  sympathy  with  M.  Lafeyri^re,  and 
considers  that  it  would  have  been  a  more  honourable  course  for  the  de  facto  Samoan 
Government  to  have  pursued  had  they  attempted  to  enforce  the  payment  against  some 
one  who  (refusing  to  pay  taxes)  was  under  the  protection  of  a  Resident-Consul,  and 
in  this  way  have  made  a  test  case  satisfactory  to  all  residents  here. 

3.  That  tjiose  present  at  this  meeting  pledge  themselves  to  unite  for  the  purpose 
of  resisting  by  all  lawful  means  the  illegal  demands  and  oppressive  and  despotic  actiqn 
of  those  persons  who  have  illegally  seized  the  Municipal  property  and  assumed  to 
exercise  jurisdiction  over  European  and  American  residents. 

4.  That  those  present  at  this  paeeting  wish  it  to  be  dearly  understood  that  their 
action  is  defensive  and  not  aggressive,  and  that  they  purpose  uniting  together  for  the 
protection  of  the  life  and  pifoperty  of  any  oppressed  aud  ill-treated  person  of  any 
nationality  within  the  Municipality  of  Apia  should  such  person  require  their 
assistance. 

5.  That  copies  of  the  foregoing  Resolutions  he  forwarded  by  the  Chaimaan  of  this 
meeting  to  the  ^•esident  Representatives  of  all  countries  represented  in  Samoa. 

6.  That  those  present  at  this  meeting  resolves  themselves  into  a  Committee,  with 
power  to  add  to  their  number,  to  watch  over  the  interest^  of  the  European  and  American 
residents  in  Apia,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  in  their  opinion  conduce  to  the  general 
ssrfety  wd  piQtficiicm  at  Ufa  liberty,  and  praperty  within  the  Municipality.

I  have  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  remark  to  your  Ix)rdship  that 
should  pressure  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  Samoans  to  pay  the  taxes  (mentioned  in  the 
inclosure  transmitted  herewith  to  your  Lordship)  amounting  in  all  to  47,000  dollars 
by  obtaining  the  money  or  its  equivalent  from  the  Gterman  firm,  the  Deutschen 
Handels-  and  Flantagen  Gesellschaft,  considerable  harm  will  be  done  to  British 
interests  in  Samoa,  as,  according  to  precedent,  the  Samoans  will  in  a  great  measure  be 
compelled  to  mortgage  their  lands  to  obtain  the  desired  amount.

3.  The  Governor  and  the  Chiefs  of  each  district  are  to  deliberate  and  make 
known  to  all  the  villages  of  each  district  their  wishes  as  to  the  distribution  of  the 
taxes  to  be  levied  on  each  man  or  on  each  village,  in  order  that  the  total  named  for 
each  district  may  be  obtained. 

4.  Samoans  away  from  their  homes  will  be  expected  to  pay  their  taxes  in  their 
own  villages 

5.  Let  not  any  Governor  or  Judge  interfere  with  any  man  who  is  under  the 
protection  of  the  Great  Powers  in  any  matter  that  pertains  to  this  taxation.  I  hope 
that  on  some  future  day  I  shall  be  able  to  make  a  Regulation  on  this  subject  that 
will  be  agreeable  to  the  wishes  of  the  Great  Powers.

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  report  to  your  Lordship  that  I 
called  this  morning  on  Consul  Becker  and  M.  Brandeis  to  protest  against  the  removal 
of  the  house,  formerly  known  as  Government  House. 
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This  house  was  built  on  the  land  claimed  by  Messrs.  W.  McArthur  and  Co.,  and 
M.  Theodore  Weber,  concerning  which  claim  1  had  the  honour  to  address  your 
Lordship  in  my  despatch  of  the  26th  September,  1887.  As  this  land,  with  its  appur- 
tenances, was  by  deed  conveyed  to  Messrs.  W.  McArthur  and  Co.,  they  claim  the 
house  as  their  property,  and  some  months  back  notified  M.  Brandeis  to  that  effect. 

When  I  informed  Consul  Becker  that  the  Malietoa  Gtovemment  only  leased  the 
house,  and  that  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.  claimed  it,  he  replied  that-the  Government 
House  was  taken  by  the  Imperial  German  Government  by  right  of  war  in  the  month 
of  August  1887,  and  that  the  Imperial  German  Government  had  transferred  its  rights 
to  the  de  facto  Samoan  Government. 

After  an  ineffectual  attempt  to  convince  Consul  Becker  that  it  was  desirable  that 
the  house  should  remain  until  the  rights  of  ownership  could  be  decided,  I  personally 
and  by  letter  protested  against  the  action  of  the  de  facto  Samoan  (Jovemment.

Memorandum  on  the  Subject  of  the  Property  of  the  late  Municipality  of  Apia. — {ComtnU" 
nicated  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury  by  Count  Leyden,  May  30.) 

(Translation.) 

ON  the  6th  April  last  Su*  E.  Malet  addressed  an  inquiry  to  the  Imperial  Govern- 
ment with  reference  to  the  disposal  of  the  property  of  the  late  Municipality  of  Apia. 

According  to  the  information  possessed  by  the  Imperial  Government,  the  property  of 
the  late  Municipality  consists  of  about  2,000  dollars  in  money,  some  real  property,  i.e., 
the  cemetery,  the  pilot-house,  and  the  prison,  and  a  number  of  tools  and  miscellaneous 
articles. 

The  Imperial  Government  are  of  opinion  that  this  property  should  continue  to  be 
used  for  the  purposes  it  has  hitherto  served.  They  think  that  an  inventory  should  be 
drawn  up  by  the  Consuls  of  the  three  Treaty  Powers  of  Apia,  and  the  money  and 
movable  property  taken  care  of  until  the  establishment  of  a  new  Municipality. 

With  regard  to  the  land  and  buildings  which  were  used  by  the  Municipality  for 
services  now  attended  to  by  the  Samoan  Government,  the  Imperial  Government  think 
that  they  should  for  the  present,  and  until  the  creation  of  a  new  Municipal  Adminis- 
tration, be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Samoan  Government,  on  condition  that  they  are  kept 
in  good  repair.

My  Lord,  Suva,  Fiji,  April  13, 1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose  copy  of  a  letter  which  I  have  received  from 
M.  Brandeis  (a  German,  who  acts  as  Tamasese's  Secretary  in  Samoa),  remonstrating 
against  the  action  taken  by  Mr.  Acting  Deputy  Commissioner  Wilson  in  two  charges 
of  manslaughter  recently  brought  before  him,  one  against  a  Mr.  McDonald^  and  the 
other  against  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hills,  a  missionary  at  Apia. 

2.  From  the  evidence  given  in  the  first  case,  it  appears  that  some  Samoan 
constables  wished  to  take  McDonald  before  a  Samoan  Tribunal  to  answer  a  charge 
with  respect  to  trespass  committed  by  his  horse:  McDonald  refused  to  go;  and 
your  Lordship  will  observe  that  it  is  not  contended  by  M.  Brandeis  that  the  Samoan 
constables  had  any  right  to  act  as  they  did.  McDonald  threatened  them  with  his  gun, 
on  which  a  constable  named  Ta  rushed  at  him  and  tried  to  seize  it.  McDonald  fired 
the  gun,  or  it  went  ofE  accidentally  in  the  struggle,  Ta  being  shot  and  dying  almost 
immediately  afterwards.  Mr.  Wilson  appears  to  have  considered  that  the  discharge  of 
the  gun  was  accidental,  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  charge  was  not  made  out. 
He  did  not,  however,  dischai^e  the  prisoner,  but  admitted  him  to  bail  pending  the 
receipt  of  instructions. 

3.  As  I  am  advised  that  a  primd  facie  case  has  been  made  out,  I  have  so  informed 
Mr.  Wilson,  and  am  making  arrangements  for  the  Chief  Judicial  Commissioner  to 
proceed  to  Samoa  to  try  the  case. 

4.  The  case  against  Mr.  Hills  is  of  a  different  nature.  A  woman  named  Mamele 
was  confined  at  6  a.m.  on  Saturday,  the  11th  February,  and  the  placenta  did  not  come 
away.  Her  sister,  who  worked  for  M.  Ruge,  obtained  a  note  (whether  addressed  or 
not  is  uncertain)  from  one  of  M.  Ruge's  clerks  guaranteeing  to  Dr.  Funk,  a  German 
physician,  his  fees,  in  order  that  he  might  attend  the  woman  Mamele.  This  note  was 
sent  by  a  messenger,  who  thought  it  was  intended  for  Mr.  Hills,  and  who  accordingly 
carried  it  to  that  gentleman.  The  note  was  in  German,  and  Mr.  Hills  did  not  under- 
stand it,  and  his  knowledge  of  Samoan  was  so  limited  (he  had  only  been  in  Samoa 
about  five  months)  that  he  and  the  messenger  misunderstood  each  other.  Mr.  Hills 
thought  he  was  told  that  the  note  was  brought  to  him  from  Dr.  Funk,  who  had 
declined  to  attend.  The  origin  of  the  misunderstanding  was  Mr.  Hills'  supposition 
that  the  Samoan  word  "alii"  meant  "doctor.''  Its  meaning  is  "chief;"  and  the 
messenger  really  said  he  brought  the  note  from  the  German  Chief  (meaning  M.  Ruge), 
and  who  had  given  no  medicine.  Mr.  Hills  gave  the  woman  some  medicine,  a  stimulant, 
which,  on  the  evidence,  had  nothing  to  do  with  her  death. 

5.  Owing  to  the  miscarriage  of  the  note.  Dr.  Funk  did  not  see  the  woman  till  ten 
hours  after  her  confinement,  when  it  was  too  late.  The  woman  unfortunately  died, 
and  there  is  only  too  much  reason  to  beKeve  that,  but  for  the  unfortunate  mistake  as 
to  the  note,  her  life  might  have  been  saved. 

6.  There  is,  however,  no  ground  for  a  charge  of  manslaughter  against  Mr.  Hills, 
and  one  should  never  have  been  brought. 

7.  I  am  advised  that  by  being  charged  on  such  evidence  with  such  an  offence 
Mr.  Hills  has  suffered  a  serious  >vrong,  and  one  for  which  in  any  part  of  Her  Majesty's 
dominions  he  would  have  a  civil  remedy  against  the  prosecutors.  Mr.  Hetherington 
Carruthers,  who  appeared  with  Dr.  Funk  to  lay  the  information,  will,  being  a  British 
subject,  be  liable  to  such  a. civil  action  in  the  High  Commissioner's  Court: 

8.  The  wrongful  action  of  Mr.  Carruthers  and  Dr.  Funk  has  been  aggravated  by 
an  attempt  to  bring  a  charge  for  "  embezzlement  or  larceny "  against  Mr.  Hills  in 
connection  with  the  note  which  was  miscarried. 

9.  I  have  caused  a  letter  to  be  addressed  to  M.  Bra^ideis,  informing  him  of  my

I  HAVB  ttie  hoiiour,  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Samoa,  to  lay  before  your 
Excellency  the  following  respeotful  remonstrances  with  respect  to  two  cbAfges  pf 
manslaughter,  in  which  preliminary  examiuQ^tiopS  were  v^p  ix[  fl^er  Britannic 
Jfajesty^s  High  Commissioner's  Court  before  Mr.  Wil^op,  Hey  Bntannip  ^^^esty's 
Acting  Deputy  |  *ic],  one  of  which  examinations  resulted  in  the  ^man4  of  the  ftcp^sed 
pending  your  ExceUency's  decision  upon  the  recommendation  pf  the  Actipg  Deputy 
Commissioner,  that  the  accused,  a  Uritieh  i^ulyept,  nf»mp4  5^Pp9WW|  PftQula  be 
acquitted,  and  the  other  resulted  in  the  axjquittal  of  the  accu8e4i  the  ttpv,  J,  W,  Silk 

The  particular  matters  to  which  I  would  respectfully  ^vs\yf  yqqf  Exopl^ency's 
attention  with  respect  to  the  first  case  are  as  follows :  M  ih«  persop  frilled  by 
McDonald  was  a  Samoan  policeman,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Samoan  (Joveimment  to 
prosecute  McDonald  on  the  charge  of  manslaughter ;  the  accused  was  ^pfeuded  by  a 
Mr.  Campbell,  an  able  lawyer,  then  on  a  visit,  ip  Messrs.  William  ItfcArtbur 
and  Co.'s  interests,  to  Samoa,  and  the  Goverppaent  tried  to  obtain  t\\Q  services  of 
Mr.  Hetherington  Carruthers,  the  only  other  lawyer  in  Samoft ;  but,  flndipg  that  he 
was  too  ill  to  appear,  applied,  when  the  case  was  called  on,  for  m  adjoummeiit  for  four 
days,  in  order  that  that  gentleman  might  be  enabled  to  appear.  Mr,  Wilsop  refused 
to  grant  any  adjournment,  stating  that  a  doctor's  certificate  must  l|e  produced;  but 
tha^  if  such  certificate  were  obtained,  ho  would  grant  qtx  f^djoumip^nt ;  and, 
accordingly,  on  the  third  day  of  the  trial,  a  doctor's  certificate  was  produced,  showing 
that  Mr.  Carruthers  was  too  ill  to  appear.  But  Mr.  Wilwp,  op  the  prp4uctiQ^  of  the 
certificate,  refused,  even  then,  to  grant  au  adjournment,  although  he  had  prpmised  to 
do  so.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  officials  of  this  Government  were  wholly 
unacquainted  with  the  practice  of  British  Courts.  A  clerk  of  Mr.  Carruthers  was 
asked  to  do  the  best  he  could ;  but,  until  Mr.  parruthers'  appearance,  the  prosecution 
was  practically  unrepresented.  As  to  the  pt^anner  in  T^hich  the  testimonv  of  the 
Samoan  witnesses  was  taken,  I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  cqmpl^in  about  tbe  following 
points,  which  came  under  my  own  persopal  potice,  t  beipg  present  iu  Court  at  the 
time  at  which  they  occurred :— i 

1.  Several  questions  were  asked  the  native  witnesses  whic^^  they  cpuld  not  possibly 
understand,  and  answers  to  these  questions  were  insiste4  upon. 

2.  Such  questions  as  the  foUowing  were  put  several  times  to  t^he  T^itnesse^  ; — 

"  If  a  witness  to  be  called  for  the  defence  states  that  whc^t  ypu  have  said  is  not 
correct,  will  that  witness  be  guilty  pf  perjury  ?" 

8.  On  the  third  day  of  the  hearing,  finding  thi^t  twq  of  the  ^itifies^es  for  thp  prosecu- 
tion had  not  arrived,  one  oi  these  being  a  |ick  man,  who  had  ^Q  pome  a.  distance  of 
4K)  miles  in  stormy  weather  in  an  open  boat,  pr  by  a  (^ffieuit  path  over  the  paoyntains, 
Mr.  Wilson  allowed  an  adjournment  of  one  day  only. 

4.  Before  Mr.  Carruthers  was  able  to  appear,  none  of  the  witpei^ses  were  asked 
the  question  whether  they  saw  the  gunshot  wpund  in  the  bpdy  of  the  man  ipapaediately 
after  McDonald  fired  the  gun.  When  Mr.  Carruthers  was  able  to  appear,  it  y^bs  too 
late  to  correct  the  omission  which  had  been  made,  a9  the  remaining  ^itn^^ses  were 
tmable  to  prove  that  they  saw  the  gimshot  wound. 

Your  Excellency's  great  experience  in  the  diffipujties  which  surround  the 
education  of  native  races  in  the  Pacific  in  the  observance  of  laws  must  ha^e  ponvinced 
you  that  they  have  much  difficulty  in  understanding  how  a  person  who  has  committed 
a  crime  should  escape  through  an  earror  in  judj^ment,  and  that,  therefore,  when  a 
foreigner,  who  has  killed  one  of  their  nationality,  goes  unpunished,  and  the  ppvernment 
ruling  over  the  native  race  insists  that  persons  of  their  pwp  nationality  ^^all  bjp  severely 
punished  for  similar  acts,  doubts  are  pstahUshed  ifi^  i\^^  VP^V^^^  ^  tl^e  na^iyes^}  thereby 
the  diffiomiiQi  in  Ih^  w^  tA  tile  iuitaT«  ^TQcnpAM  v^  train^ngf  t^e  people  to  an 
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observance  of  the  laws  are  greatly  incroMed.  The  idea  of  retaliation,  which,  as  yonr 
Excellency  will  know,  is  always  the  ruling  idea  of  a  semi-civilized  race,  when  a  man 
causes  the  death  of  anoth^^  is  Ulso  to  be  takexji  into  consideration,  and  it  must  be 
admitted  that  an  acquittal  of  McDonald  would  much  increase  the  anxieties  and 
resjWilribilities  of  this  Goverflment,  and  as  there  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  the 
Saitioan'fii  death  wai  caused  by  a  gunshot  wotind  inflicted  by  McDonald,  this  Gorern- 
ment  earnestly  begs  that  your  Bxeellency  will  ^ke  into  coiw^ideration  the  above 
reasons  why  McDonald  should  be  either  committed  to  take  his  trial,  or  Mr.  Wilson  be 
instructed  to  rehear  the  case. 

Your  Excellency  will  allow  me  to  state  that  the  Samoan  Government  admits  that, 
as  it  is  at  ffresent  fcoftstitttted,  it  has  no  jurisdiction  whatever  over  British  subjects,  and 
that  the  policemen  concerned  had  no  right  to  request  McDonald  io  appear  before  a 
SamtotI  Go«rt,  altlKrtigh  there  is  all  excuse  for  their  so  doing,  as  McDonald  had 
invoked  the  aid  of  that  same  Court,  and  had  profited  by  a  decision  in  his  favour  in  a 
previous  case.  The  policemen  had  no  right,  howetei^,  to  apply  to  McDonald  to  go  before 
a  Samoan  Court,  but  their  actioB,  although  ignorant,  could  not  justify  McDonald  in 
shooting  down  and  killing  one  of  them,  and  this  Government  feels  assured  that  your 
Excellency  will  feel  deeply  dtasatisfied  with  the  wanton  disregard  for  human  life  which 
was  displayed  by  him. 

gteitte  tiBto  before  the  said  occurrence,  all  Samoan  Governors  and  Judges  had  been 
instructed  hf  thkr  (Jovemment  not  to  interfere  with  British  subjects,  and  immediately 
jifter  the  said  oecnrrenee,  the  same  instructions  were  repeated  in  a  pnblicati6n  which 
was  printed  and  published  in  every  part  of  Samoa. 

With  respect  io  the  second  charge  against  Mr.  Hills,  this  Government  begs  io 
assure  your  Excellency  of  the  very  high  respect  in  which  it  holds  the  Britisfe 
ntiisionaries,  and'of  its  great  desire  to  assist  them  in  carrying  out.  theiy  efforts  for  the 
^pfT^Kl  of  refigion  j  but  such  feelings  were  po^werless  to  prevent  a  complaint  b^g  made 
uj  this  Gknremment's  medical  officer,  which  he  felt  it  to  be  his  duty  to  make. 

During  the  hearing  of  this  case,  it  was  made  apparent  that  an  insistance  by  the 
defence  tipon  the  obsertances  of  legal  niceties  and  technicalities  in  a  preliminary 
eiiatnination,  where  no  rules  for  procedure  are  laid  down,  renders  it  difecult  to  obtain 
k  e^xmniittal  of  a  person  acetlsed,  more  especially  where  a  determined  opposition  is 
shown  by  the  defence  to  the  adoption  of  ordinary  rules  for  the  production  of  evidence 
^mi  thb  exe^pFtions  thereto.  I  may  further  be  allowed  to  draw  your  Excellency's 
^Ittentieix  tor  ^e  following  facts. 

In  Mie  instoDce^  Mr.  WUsoiii  asked  the  Superintendent  of  the  Samoan  police,  a 
i^evpeetable  German  gentleman,  then  tipon  his  oath,  if  he  had  come  there  to  tell  wh^t 
h#  saw  himi$dLf  ai*  the  post-mortem  examination,  or  if  he  had  come  there  to  tell  ihe 
€tmti  what  B&em  o^er  person  had  told  him  to  say.  In  another  instance,  Mr.  Wilson 
asked  a  witness,  a  Mr.  Rose,  a  question  which  Imd  he  answered  it  carelessly  would 
hinve  had  the  retsnAi  of  criminating  the  witness.  Another  matter  which  had  a  Very 
considerable  effect  in  bringing  about  the  acquittal  of  the  accused  was  that,  after  some 
of  the  most  important  of  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution  had  stated  to  the  Solicitor 
for  the  prbsfecutiott  the  evidence  they  eould  give  upon  the  trial  and  had  been  notified 
to  appear  before  the  Court  to  give  their  evidence,  these  persons  were  interviewed  by 
the  Solicitor  for  the  defence,  and  one  of  the  missionaries  Of  the  London  Mission  Society, 
to  which  Mr.  Hills  belongs,  in  Mr.  Campbell's  o&toe^  and  they  were  indueed  to  sign 
written  accounts  of  the  statements  which  they  wef e  said  to  have  then  made,  which 
statements  were  produced  in  CQw^ft,  and  relied  npon  by  the  defence  to  injure  the 
credibilitv  of  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution,  and  I  might  perhaps  be  permitted  to 
talje  Ike  liberty  of  stefing  iWy  belief  that  your  Excellency  would  consider  the  course 
^msr  adojrted  by  the^  def ^ice  a  reprohensible  one.  No  nottc^  wa»  tak^i  by  Mr.  Wilson 
of  flue  character  of  thw  {Mpocedure  oi  the  defence. 

I  beg  leave  to  refer  your  Excellency  to  the  notes  of  the  evidence  ifn  these  cases, 
W^ich  have,  as  I  und^'stand,  been  forwarded  by  Mr.  Wifeotf  cither  to  your  [Excellency 
0*"  to  the  Judicial  Commissioner ;  and,  farther,  that  if  your  Eptcellency  shall  consider 
HiMft  this  communication  falls  within  the  province  of  the  Judicial  Commissioner,,  you 
will  be  pleased  to  forward  it  to  him. 

Assuring  your  Excellency  of  the  great  respect  in  whit^  your  ExceUenpy  is  held 
by  the  €k>vemment  of  Samoa,  and  that  these  representations  are  made  out  of  a  strong 
^AiMse  of  duty,  and  not  with  any  desire  to  injure  anybody,  I  have,.  &c.

High  Commissioner's  Office,  Western  Pacific, 
My  Lord,  Suva,  Fiji,  April  13, 1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose  copy  of  a  correspondence  I  have  received  from 
Mr.  Wilson,  Acting  Deputy  Commissioner  at  Samoa,  with  reference  to  a  charge  which 
the  so-call^  Samoan  Government  desires  to  bring  against  a  British  subject  named 
Denvers. 

2.  The  circumstances  related  by  Mr.  Wilson  leave  little  reason  to  doubt  that  the 
laying  of  this  charge  was  purposely  delayed,  with  the  intention  of  depriving 
Mr.  Denvers  of  legal  assistance,  i'or  this  and  other  reasons,  I  liave  directed 
Mr.  Wilson  not  to  entertain  the  charge. 

3.  Judging  from  the  information  before  me,  I  consider  it  extremely  doubtful  that 
Mr.  Denvers  has  committed  any  offence  at  all ;  and  I  know  of  no  good  reason  why  he 
should  be  singled  out  for  prosecution  in  connection  with  a  matter  in  which  several 
people  of  different  nationalities  were  equally  concerned. 

4.  Mr.  Hetherington  Carruthers  (formerly  known  in  Fiji  as  Mr.  B;ichard  Hether- 
ington),  who  has  a  general  retainer  from  Tamasese's  Gt>vernment,  is  a  person  of  very 
unenviable  reputation;  and  from  his  conduct  in  this  and  the  case  of  Mr.  Hills, 
referred  to  in  another  despatch,  it  appears  that  he  intends  to  vexatiously  harass 
respectable  British  subjects.  Whether  he  does  so  at  the  instigation  of  Tamasese's 
Gt>vemment,  or  whether  that  Government  is  misled  by  its  legal  adviser,  I  am  unable 
at  present  to  say. 

I  shall  be  obliged  if  your  Lordship  will  cause  this  despatch  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  for  perusal.

Mr.  Wilson  to  Mr.  Berkeley. 

Sir,  Deputy  Commissioner's  Office,  Samoa,  March  5,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  most  respectfully  to  report  to  your  Honour  that  on  the  7th 
February  an  attempt  ivas  made  by  Mr.  Martin  (Judge  of  the  Samoan  Government)  to 
sell  the  goods  belonging  to  a  Frenchman  named  Laferri^re,  which  had  been  seized 
because  Laferri^re  refused  to  pay  the  taxes  imposed  upon  him  by  the  de  facto  Samoan 
Government,  he  having  been  stdvised  by  his  Consul  in  Sydney  not  to  pay  th^n. 
Considerable  indignation  was  manifested  by  the  Europe^an  and  American  residents, 
who  assembled  at  the  house  of  Laferri^re  on  the  above-mentioned  day. 

I  am  informed  that  the  auctioneer,  seeing  how  strong  the  feeling  was,  declined  to 
proceed  with  the  sale.  Mr.  Martin,  for  some  reason,  ordered  the  arrest  of  a  man  named 
Krause.  The  policemen  attempted  to  arrest  Mr.  Krause;  but  were  unsuccessful. 
Then  Mr.  Martin  ordered  the  arrest  of  Mr.  Denvers  (a  British  subject),  but  probably 
remembering  that  his  authority  did  not  extend  to  Her  Majesty's  subjects,  did  not 
proceed  with  the  arrest. 
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On  the  9tli  February,  Mr.  Martin  laid  a  complaint  in  the  High  Commissioner's 
Court,  but  of  such  a  nature  that  I  was  compelled  to  communicate  with  Mr.  Martin  on 
the  10th,  asking  him  to  state  precisely  the  charge  of  which  Mr.  Denvers  was  accused ; 
also  as  to  whether  the  charge  was  brought  by  him  in  the  name  of  the  de  facto  Samoan 
Government.  I  requested  also  the  names  of  other  British  subjects  included  in  the 
charge,  but  not  named.  To  my  communications  of  the  10th  February  I  have  not 
received  any  reply* 

Mr.  Hetherington  Carruthers  (formerly  known  as  Mr.  Bichard  Hetherington), 
who  has  received  a  general  retainer  to  act  as  counsel  for  the  de  facto  Samoan 
Government,  informed  Mr.  Denvers  that  the  charge  was  abandoned,  but  would  be  laid 
in  the  High  Commissioner's  Court.  He  (Mr.  Denvers)  then  engaged  Mr.  Campbell 
to  act  as  counsel  in  his  defence. 

Some  time  having  elapsed,  and  the  charge  not  having  been  laid ;  believing,  also, 
that  this  was  done  purposely  in  order  to  prevent  Mr.  Denvers  from  having  legal 
assistance,  as  Mr.  Campbell  was  to  leave  Samoa  on  the  7th  instant,  Mr.  Campbell 
wrote  to  Mr.  Hetherington  Carruthers,  requesting  that  the  charge  be  laid 
forthwith.     (I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  herewith  a  copy  of  Mr.  Campbell's  letter.) 

No  notice  having  been  taken  of  Mr.  Campbell's  letter,  I  considered  that 
Mr.  Carruthers'  Conduct  was  open  to  censure,  being  manifestly  unfair  to  Mr.  Denvers. 

I  have  the  honour  most  respectfully  to  request  that  your  Honour  will  be  pleased 
to  instruct  me  as  to  the  course  to  be  adopt^  with  reference  to  Mr.  Hetherington 
Carruthers,  should  the  charge  be  laid.  I  do  not  feel  authorized,  without  your  Honour's 
permission,  to  forbid  Mr.  Hetherington  Carruthers  to  appear  in  this  case  (though  his 
conduct  might  justify  me  in  so  doing),  as  such  refusal  might  be  put  down  to  political 
prejudice. 

I  have  the  honour  most  respectfully  to  transmit,  for  your  Honour's  information, 
a  copy  of  tbe  Resolutions  passed  at  a  public  meeting  held  on  Tuesday,  the  9th 
February,  relative  to  the  seizure  and  sale  of  Laferri^re's  goods.

Thurston,  Her  Majesty's  High  Commissioner  and  Consul-Greneral  for  the  Western 
Pacific,  I  have  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect^  to  transmit  to  your  Lordship 
copies  of  correspondence  relative  to  certain  claims  made  against  the  Imperial  German 
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Qovermnent  for  damages  done  to  the  property  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects,  when  the 
officers  and  men  from  the  Imperial  German  man-of-war  "  Sophie  "  burned  the  village 
of  Satupaitea,  Savaii,  in  September  of  last  year. 

I  had  the  honour  to  forward  to  your  Lordship  an  account  of  the  burning  of 
Satupaitea  in  my  despatch  of  the  6th  September. 

I  had  also  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  Lordship  a  copy  of  the  notice  issued  by 
the  conunander  of  the  Imperial  (Jerman  man-of-war  *'  Sophie  **  prior  to  the  burning 
of  Satupaitea  in  my  despatch  of  the  29th  September,  1887.

Apia,  Samoa,  September  6, 1887. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  address  you  under  the  following  circumstances : — 

I  am  X  member  of  the  firm  of  Russell  and  Campbell,  solicitors  to  Messrs.  W. 
McArthur  and  Co.,  of  New  Zealand  and  Samoa.  I  am  also  the  duly  constituted 
attorney  for  the  above-named  firm  within  the  Colony  of  Fiji  and  the  Western  Pacific 
Islands.  I  am  credibly  informed,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  public  notoriety,  that  the  forces 
of  His  Imperial  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany  have  burned  down  a  large  number 
of  native  houses  at  Satupaitea,  in  the  Island  of  Savaii.  This  property  (viz.,  Satupaitea) 
has  been  mortgaged  to  my  clients  to  secure  the  repayment  of  certain  advances  made 
to  the  native  owners  thereof,  and  the  destruction  of  the  houses  has  of  course  much 
impaired  the  security. 

Although  I  am  aware  that,  as  a  matter  of  international  law,  the  possessor 
of  property  in  a  belligerent  country  is  liable  to  have  that  property  captured  as  belong- 
ing to  an  enemy ;  still,  possessions  in  an  alien  country  are  never  acquired  except 
on  the  supposition  that  should  war  unfortunately  arise  it  will  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  dictates  of  humanity,  and  in  conformity  with  the  principles  laid 
down  by  writers  on  international  law,  and  recognized  by  all  civilized  nations.  More 
especially  is  it  to  be  anticipated  that  those  dictates  and  those  principles  will  be 
observed  when  the  attacking  nation  is  one  of  the  Great  European  Powers,  and  the 
nation  attacked  is  passive  and  comparatively  weak. 

Mr.  Kent,  in  his  work  on  the  "  Law  of  Nations,"  12th  edition,  vol.  i,  pp.  92,  93, 
treating  on  the  rights  of  belligerents,  says : — 

'*  The  general  usage  now  is  not  to  touch  private  property  upon  land  without  making 
compensation,  unless  in  special  cases  dictated  by  the  necessary  operations  of  war,  or 
when  captured  in  places  carried  by  storm,  and  which  repelled  all  the  overtures  for  a 
capitulation.  Contributions  are  sometimes  levied  upon  a  conquered  country  in  lieu  of 
confiscation  of  property,  and  as  some  indemnity  for  the  expenses  of  maintaining  order 
and  affording  protection.  If  the  conqueror  goes  beyond  these  limits  wantonly,  or 
when  it  is  not  clearly  indispensable  to  the  just  purposes  of  war,  and  seizes  private 
property  of  specific  persons  for  the  sake  of  gain,  and  destroys  private  dwellings,  or 
public  edifices  devoted  to  civil  purposes  only,  or  makes  war  upon  monuments  of  art 
and  models  of  taste,  he  violates  the  modem  usages  of  war,  and  is  sure  to  meet  with 
indignant  resentment,  and  to  be  held  up  to  the  general  scorn  and  detestation  of  the 
world/* 

As  the  destruction  of  property  at  Satupaitea  does  not  seem  to  come  within  any  of 
the  exceptions  specified  in  the  above  extract  which  warrant  such  an  act  without 
making  compensation,  I  would  respectfully  request  that  you  apprise  His  Imperial 
Germanic  Majesty*^  Consul  here  that  my  clients  claim  to  be  indemnified  for  the 
damages  done  to  their  property  at  Satupaitea.  Particulars  of  the  claim  will  be 
forwarded  to  you  as  soon  as  the  extent  of  the  damage  has  been  ascertained.

That  having  suffered  great  loss  through  the  action  of  Bis  Imperial  German 
Majesty's  ofl&cers  of  the  war-ship  "  Sophie,**  I  pray  to  be  permitted  to  lay  the  following 
statement  of  facts  before  you,  and  further  pray  for  redress  of  wrong : 

1.  That  I  possess  the  lease  of  a  certain  piece  of  land  situated  in  Satupaitea, 
Savaii,  in  Samoa. 

2.  That  upon  this  land  I  had  erected  a  store  and  dwelling-house. 

3.  That  certain  goods  and  fixings  were  in  the  said  store  and  dwelling.house. 

4.  That  when  the  town  of  Satupaitea  was  destroyed  by  the  action  of  His  Imperial 
German  Majesty's  officers  of  His  Imperial  Germanic  Majesty's  war-ship  /*  Sophie,'* 
the  whole  of  my  property  was  likewise  destroyed. 

5.  That  I  estimate  the  value  of  my  property  destroyed  at  the  sum  of  600  dollars 
in  Samoan  currency. 

6.  That  I  claim  to  be  a  British  subject,  and  humbly  pray  that  you  will  use  your 
best  endeavours  to  gain  redress  for  the  loss  I  have  sustained ;  and  your  petitioner  will 
ever  pray.

WE  have  the  honour  to  inclose  herewith  our  claim  as  mortgagees  of  the  village  of 
Satupaitea,  Island  of  Savaii,  for  6,040  dollars  against  the  Imperial  German  Govern- 
ment for  damage  done  to  tlie  village  by  the  destruction  of  the  houses  and  cutting 
down  of  the  bread-fruit  trees  situated  and  growing  thereon.  We  desire  to  inform  you, 
in  addition  to  what  was  stated  in  Mr.  Campbell's  letter  to  you  of  the  5th  September, 
1887,  that  the  ultimatum  sent  to  the  Chiefs  and  Rulers  of  Satupaitea  (our  mortgagors) 
was  to  the  effect  that  if  four  of  the  Chiefs  (naming  them)  would  go  on  board  the 
man-of-war  quickly  the  German  forces  would  bum  down  the  town.  The  Chiefs 
named  did  not  go  on  board,  and  the  town  was  burned  down.

THE  Marquis  of  Salisbury  has  informed  the  German  Ambassador  in  London  that^ 
in  regard  to  the  municipal  administration  of  Apia,  Her  Majesty's  Government  are  not 
opposed  to  the  conclusion  of  an  Agreement  with  Samoa  similar  to  that  made  by 
Germany  on  the  24th  January  last,  provided  that  the  United  States'  Government  aire 
willing  to  do  the  same,  and  under  certain  specified  conditions. 

These  cotiditions  are  that  the  Regulations  referred  to  in  Article  I  of  the  German 
Agreement  «heli  be  embodied  in  a  British  Regulation  of  Hot  Majesty'*  High  Oommia* 
sion  Under  the  Western  Pacific  Orders  in  Council,  1877-80. 

It  must  further  be  stipulated  that  British  subjects  shall  be  under  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  the  British  Consul  as  Deputy  Commissioner,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  any  Judges  a|)pointed  by  the  Samoan  Government^  as  provided  in 
Article  IV  of  the  Gterman  Agreement. 

I  have  now  the  honour,  in  accordance  with  inBtru<5tions  from  Lord  Salisbury,  to 
ask  you  to  be  so  good  as  to  favour  me  with  the  views  df  the  United  States'  Government 
on  the  subject,  and  to  commimicate  to  you  at  the  same  tiiiie,  for  the  sabe  of  reference, 
a  copy  of  the  Regulations  referred  to  in  Article  I  of  the  G^iaan  Agreement.

1  have  now  to  acquaint  you  that  Hot  Majesty's  Government  see  no  objectton  te 
tile  ^proposal  that  the  money  and  movable  artidles  should  be  scheduled  and  kept  in  the 
custody  of  the  Consuls  of  the  Treaty  Powers  pendiag  an  agreemeiit  for  a  new 
Munieipc^tyv  and  tiiat  the  buildings  shoiQd  be  lent  in  the  meanwhile  to  the  Samoan 
Government  on  their  imdertaking  to  keep  them  in  repair  sulA  iiifimred.  Also  witk 
the  fnrtiier  condition  that  the  claims  of  third  parties  to  the  buildings  are  satisfactorily 
adjusted,  such  ifor  instance  a^  the  claim  of  Messrs.  McArthuis  to  which  the  att^tion 
of  tiie  German  Government  has  been  called  by  Her  Majesty's  Ambassador  «t  BerMn^ 
and  tiiat  of  Mr.  Coe,  an  United  Stwbes'  citie^Ei.

Sir  J.  Thurston  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — ^Received  July  23.) 

(Extract.)  Government  House,  Suva,  Fiji,  June  1,  1888. 

I  HAVE  had  the  honour  of  informing  your  Lordship  that  it  was  my  intention,  if 
possible,  shortly  to  visit  Samoa. 

Admiral  Pairfax,  in  response  to  my  request,  having  kindly  placed  at  my  service 
one  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  under  his  command,  I  left  Fiji  for  Samoa  upon  the  5th 
ultimo,  and  reached  the  port  of  Apia,  in  the  Island  of  Upolu,  on  the  9th  May. 

Upon  my  arrival  at  Samoa  I  found  the  German  gun-boats  "  Adler  "  and  *'  Eber  " 
and  the  United  States'  corvette  ** Mohican"  at  anchor,  and  shortly  afterwards  I 
received  visits  from  their  commanding  officers  and  the  Imperial  German  Consul, 
which  were  returned  upon  the  following  morning. 

Mr.  Acting  Consid  Wilson  placed  himself  in  communication  with  me  without 
delay,  and  I  learnt  that  his  relations  with  the  other  resident  Consular  officers  were  of 
a  friendly  nature,  and  that  upon  the  whole  Samoa  was  in  a  state  of  Cvomparative 
quietness,  which  even  embraced  Apia. 

Three  Chiefs,  including  the  well-known  Manunga  of  Tutuila,  had  been  deported 
to  Jaluit,  in  the  Marshall  group  of  islands.  North  Pacific,  and  rumour  was  rife  as  to 
the  deportation  of  other  adherents  of  Malietoa. 

Air.  Wilson  had,  in  consequence  of  his  instruction  of  the  3rd  November  last, 
offered  no  fresh  objections  to  Tamasese  as  the  de  facto  Ruler  of  Samoa,  pending  any 
fresh  agreement  among  the  Treaty  Powers,  and  had  tacitly  accepted  the  fact  that  he 
was  exercising  the  functions  of  government. 

There  had,  however,  been  no  formal  communications  between  the  Consulate 
and  the  Gtovemment,  but  I  subsequently  ascertained  that  the  Acting  Consul  was  upon 
good  terms  with  Herr  Brandeis,  the  German  gentleman  acting  as  Tamasese's  official 
adviser  or  **  Premier." 

In  consequence  of  several  matters  coming  to  my  knowledge  in  the  course  of 
conversation  with  the  Acting  Consul  and  with  Herr  Becker,  the  Imperial  German  Consul, 
I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  for  the  moment,  and  pending  the  further  instructions 
from  your  Lordship  which  may  be  anticipated  upon  any  fresh  agreement  come  to 
between  the  Treaty  Powers  with  reference  to  these  islands,  it  would  be  advisable  to 
abstain  from  according  Tamasese  the  regal  honours  and  recognition  given  to  him  by 
Imperial  Gennan  officers. 

In  other  respects,  however,  I  accepted  Tamasese  as  the  ds  facto  Ruler,  with 
which  his  representative  appeared  both  satisfied  and  pleased. 

Among  other  complaints  made  to  me  by  or  on  behalf  of  British  subjects  was 
one  to  the  effect  that,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  year 
imposed  upon  the  native  race,  the  dejacto  Government  had  instructed  the  heads  of 
villages  or  communities  and  **  Governors  "  of  districts  that,  if  unable  to  provide  the 
necessary  money,  they  were  to  borrow  it  from  German  traders,  mortgaging  their 
oommunal  lands  and  the  produce  thereof  by  way  of  security. 

And  it  was  represented  to  me  that  beyond  this  the  natives  were  debarred, 
when  once  such  loans  and  mortgages  had  been  effected,  from  satisfying  any  other 
creditor  in  respect  of  previous  indebtedness  or  to  do  business  with  other  persons  than 
the  merchant  mortgjigees  until  the  loan  and  interest  thereon  was  fully  paid  off. 

During  the  visit  paid  to  me  by  Herr  Becker,  the  German  Consiil,  he  was  good 
enough  to  give  me  a  sketch  of  what  was  being  done  by  the  de  facto  Gtovemment, 
which,  in  view  of  his  intimate  knowledge  of  the  circumstances,  was  of  great  use  to 
me.  He  spoke  in  favourable  terms  of  M.  Brandeis,  who  he  believed  was  doing  his 
duty  in  a  fair  and  impartial  spirit.  He  added  that  it  was  not  impossible  some  things 
may  have  been  done  under  pressure  of  circimistances,  which,  m  my  opinion,  might 
not  accord  with  the  interests  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects,  but  that  nothing  of  such 
a  nature  had  been  done  intentionally,  and  that  if  found  to  exist  there  would,  he 
felt  sure,  be  no  difficulty  in  remedying  them. 

I  thanked  Consul  Becker,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  acquainting  your 
Lordship  that  during  the  whole  of  my  short  stay  in  Apia  I  was  indebted  both  to 
Consul  Becker  and  Captain  Wietersheim,  commanding  His  Imperial  Majesty's  ship 
"  Adler/*  for  most  frank  and  courteous  assistance  in  several  matters  whereon  I  sought 
information. 

In  reply  to  my  inquiries,  Consul  Becker  informed  me  that  it  was  quite  true 
that  the  natives  were,  under  directions  from  the  de  facto  Government,  borrowing 
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o  ney  on  security  of  their  lands  and  produce  in  order  to  pay  their  taxes,  but  that  he 
did  not  believe  any  instructions  have  been  issued  to  coi^e  such  borrowings  to 
German  merchants.  Consul  Becker  concluded  by  asking  me  if  I  would  like  to  see 
Herr  Brandeis  himself. 

I  said,  in  reply,  that  I  had  been  instructed  that  Her  Majesty's  Government 
accepted  Tamasese  as  the  Ruler  of  the  de  facto  Government,  and  consequently  that  it 
was  my  duty  to  accept  any  officer  of  his  in  whatever  capacity  he  appeared,  but  that 
pending  my  inquiry  into  the  actual  state  of  affairs  I  could  only  receive  Herr  Brandeis 
informally. 

Consul  Becker  thought  Herr  Brandeis  would  have  pleasure  in  visiting  me  and 
stating  his  views  upon  such  subjects  as  I  might  desiro  information,  and  that  he  would 
inform  Herr  Brandeis  accordingly. 

Upon  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  Herr  Brandeis  came  on  board  Her  Majesty's 
ship  "  Calliope  "  and  furnished  me  with  such  information  as  I  invited.  The  general 
result  of  my  interview  was  that,  while  favourably  impressed  with  Herr  Brandeis 
personally,  who  I  take  to  be  an  earnest  man  anxious  to  do  right,  he  gave  me  the  idea 
of  being  wanting  both  in  experience  and  even  in  the  elementary  principles  of  political 
economy  and  administrative  business. 

In  the  course  of  conversation  Herr  Brandeis  informed  me  that  he  was  endea- 
vouring to  create  a  perfectly  autonomous  Native  Government,  and  one  in  which 
neither  of  the  Treaty  Powers  should  have  a  predominating  influence.  That  Parliament 
was  now  sitting,  and  would  probably,  at  least  for  some  years,  be  always  in  session. 
This  Parliament  was  one  of  selection  and  nomination  by  the  King  from  the  Chiefs  and 
class  who  constituted  the  old  Taimua  and  Paipule, 

The  nominees  were,  of  course,  persons  friendly  or  not  opposed  to  Tamasese.  They 
numbered  about  seventy,  exclusive  of  a  Privy  Council  about  the  King. 

Under  the  old  system  the  numbers  present  would  reach  about  700. 

The  Members  of  Parliament  and  the  Kang  were  living  upon  Mulinuu  Point, 
and  were  maiatained  at  the  public  expense.  This  perhaps  had  something  to  do  with 
their  love  of  office.  He  (Herr  Brandeis)  had  proposed  an  adjournment  until 
December,  but  his  motion  was  received  with  suspicion  and  disfavour.  He  did  not 
think  very  highly  of  Samoan  patriotism  or  public  spirit,  but,  nevertheless,  hoped  in 
time  to  create  a  Government  by  and  for  Samoans,  leavinsj  out  all  foreigners  subject  to 
any  recognized  Consular  jurisdiction.  His  Government  did  not  purpose  to  assume 
authority  over  such  persons,  nor  did  he  see  a  way  at  present  to  any  reconstruction  of 
the  old  Municipal  Board  of  Apia,  nor  any  foreign  representation  within  the  area  of 
such  Municipality.  But,  added  Herr  Brandeis,  **  natives  and  also  Germans  residing 
in  Apia  pay  taxes  notwithstanding  the  suspension  or  abrogation  of  the  Municipid 
Board.*' 

I  concurred  with  Herr  Brandeis  that  the  time  had  not  yet  arrived  for  the 
reconstruction  of  the  Mimicipality  of  Apia,  and  in  the  meantime,  or  for  the  present, 
requested  that  the  de  facto  Government  would  refrain  from  imposing  or  attempting  to 
collect  any  taxes  from  British  subjects. 

This  was  at  once  assented  to,  but  Herr  Brandeis  dwelt  upon  the  fact  that  in 
some  countries,  Haiti  and  Colombia  to  wit,  all  foreigners  paid  taxes,  but  were  debarred 
from  holding  land  and  from  the  enjoyment  of  Municipal  or  Parliamentary  representa- 
tion. 

I  replied  that  if  right  in  his  facts  the  countries  cited  were  not  such  as  he  should 
turn  to  as  models  for  his  projected  institution  in  Samoa.  British  and  other  Europeans 
had  created  the  town  and  port  of  Apia ;  they  had  for  some  years  past  claimed  and 
exercised  the  right  of  taxing  themselves  for  their  common  advantage  through  their 
elected  and  official  representatives ;  and  that  though  the  authority  by  which  this  was 
effected  was  temporarily  suspended,  or  even  were  it  abrogated  entirely,  it  would  be 
well  to  abstain  from  imposing  taxes  on  British  subjects  until  new  arrangements  had 
been  come  to  between  the  Treaty  Powers. 

This  was  again  assented  to,  and  Herr  j^randeis  again  assured  me  that  he  wished  to 
treat  all  foreigners  alike,  and  was  not  influenced  by  any  desire  for  German  supremacy 
in  local  affairs. 

.  Herr  Brandeis  then  inquired  whether,  as  High  Commissioner,  I  would  pass  a 
Regulation  for  the  guidance  and  control  of  British  subjects,  more  expressly  in  respect 
of  what  may  be  termed  common  police  cases,  of  sanitary  precautions,  quarantine,  &c. 

I  invited  Herr  Brandeis  to  send  in  the  heads  of  the  subjects  to  which  he 
referred,  and  said  the  subject  should  receive  my  attentive  consideration. 

This  he  subsequently  did. 
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Thfe  subject  of  local  improvements  Was  then  adverted  to  by  Hert  fiiandeis,  wko 
ihformed  me  that  the  Government  were  going  to  biiild  a  tvharf  for  the  convenlencg 
of  shipping.  It  would  be  ordered  from  JEurope,  be  of  ih)ii,  and  was  estitnatM  to  cobI 
70,000  dollars.  . 

I  ^tiBfeumed  that  this  woUld  be  paid  foi*  oUt  of  the  taxes  now  being  raised  from  the 
niatites,  and  was  answered  in  the  affirmative. 

At  this  boitit  I  informed  Herr  Brandeis  that  I  proposed  to  ask  him  a  few 
questions,  and  that,  if  agreeable  to  him,  would  do  so  without  any  reserve. 

I  then  mentioned  what  had  been  told  me  with  regard  (1)  to  natives,  under  Ordert 
frbtti  thb  rfe/afcto  Government — that  was  to  say,  from  him,  Herr  Brandeis — ^borrowing 
money  lipott  niortgage  of  their  communal  land  and  its  produce ;  and  (2)  that  th6 
natives  were  ordered  to  borrow  of  Germans  only.  I  asked  whether  these  statements 
were  true. 

Hteir  Brandeis  said  that  the  first  statement  was  quite  true,  the  second  ond 
quite  false. 

Upon  my  deprecating  such  an — as  it  appeared  to  me — exbAordinary  and  unjust 
policy,  Herr  Brandeis  explained  that  he  had  adopted  it  **  as  a  measure  of  safety  ;*^ 
but  I  was  quite  unable  to  follow  his  argimients,  or  in  the  least  to  understand  the 
justification  he  advanced  for  such  a  measure. 

He  had,  he  informed  me,  directed  the  native  Governors  of  districts  to  borrow  ot 
Englishmen  as  well  as  Germans ;  but  if  Englishmen  would  not  come  into  the  scheme, 
or  not  avail  themselves  of  the  opportuniiy  of  doing  business,  that  was  their  own 
affair.  The  de  facto  Government  would  just  as  soon  receive  money  obtained  from 
Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.  as  from  the  German  Trading  and  Plantation  Company. 

Herr  Brandeis  did  not  think  that  there  was  the  least  danger  of  the  natives  losing 
their  lands.  Europeans  had  too  much  land  already  in  their  possession,  and  did  not 
want  more.  Samoans,  he  thought,  could  pay  off  their  mortgages;  they  must  be 
made  to  do  so.  Mortgages  by  individuals  were  forbidden  and  illegal.  No  commimity 
smaller  than  was  contained  in  two  villages  could  effect  a  mortgage  of  their  lands  and 
produce,  but  such  communities  could  and  were  doing  so. 

In  reply  to  his  inquiry,  I  informed  Herr  Brandeis  that  I  felt  sure  Her  Majesty's 
Government  would  support,  not  only  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  native  lan(i5,  but 
the  prohibition  of  such  mortgages  as  he  had  described,  the  effect  of  which,  so  far  ik 
I  could  see,  would  be  to  bind  the  natives,  body  and  soul,  if  I  might  so  express  it,  to 
resident  foreign  creditors. 

The  conclusion  I  came  to  upon  the  whole  matter  was  that,  in  effect,  and  without 
reference  to  the  discretion  alleged  to  have  been  given,  Tamasese's  "  Grovemors''  had, 
when  Without  money,  made  the  people  under  them  borrow  the  means  of  paying  their 
taxes  from  the  large  German  Company,  or  at  all  events  from  Germans,  to  the  exclusion 
of  English  ot  Ainerican  traders. 

Ais  regards  the  subject  of  mortgages  above  referred  to,  I  do  not  think  that  this 
feeling  should  form  cause  for  regret,  but  to  its  consequences  in  other  respects  I 
deemed  it  my  duty  to  express,  on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  grave 
dissatisfaction. 

I  acquainted  Herr  Brandeis  that  I  was  wilUng  to  accept  his  assurances  of  good 
faith,  and  recognized  the  difficulties  of  his  position ;  that,  this  being  so,  it  was  my 
intention,  before  making  any  more  formal  complaint,  to  afford  him  reasonable  time  for 
improving  the  present  position  of  affairs  in  the  direction  I  had  indicated. 

As  regarded  Samoans,  I  counselled  him  to  proceed  slowly,  and,  above  all,  urged 
him  to  bring  to  an  end  the  scheme  of  ordering,  or  even  permitting,  the  Samoans  to 
mortgage  their  lands  for  the  purpose  of  raising  taxes. 

I  subsequently  took  an  opportunity  of  expressing  my  views  upon  this  last  subject 
(mortgage)  to  the  Imperial  German  Consul,  and  although  in  neither  quarter  did  I 
receive  a  distinctly  favourable  reply,  I  am  in  hopes  my  observations  may  have  some 
useful  effect.

'itj  Lord,  Government  House,  Suva,  Fiji,  June  1, 1888. 

IN  my  other  despatch  of  this  date  I  had  the  honour  of  furnishing  your  Lordship 
with  information  respecting  the  present  state  of  affairs  in  Samoa.    My  despatch  to 
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Lord  Bjiutafor4  upo^  the  subjept  of  the  special  jiiwipies^  V^ob  tfto^  mp  tfl  ^^hoae 
islands,  viz.,  the  tnal  of  a  British  subject  upon  a  charge  of  manslaughter,  an^  flt'ltB^ 
mfttters,  will  po  (ipftbt  be  transputted  for  the  inforpiation  of  ypur  Lordship. 

My  object  in  th^s  dpapatch  i$  to  lay  before  your  J^or^ship  m  inQi4pnt  that 
pccuwed  alipQst  fit  the  moment  of  my  departure,  exemplifying  the  operation  an4  effeot 
of  the  upwly-estc^blislxed  system  of  nc^ortgages  referred  to  in  my  other  communication. 

The  depart^e  of  Her  Majesty's  ship  ''  Calliope  "  was  fiifed  at  8  o'clppk  of  the 
morning  of  the  X3th  Mi^y,  when  late  in  t^ie  afternoon  of  the  12th  (Saturday)  Acting 
Consul  Wilson  brougl^t  a  jptter  addressed  tp  him  by  a  clergyman  of  the  Jiondon 
Missionary  Sopipty?  complaining  that,  uppia  thp  afternoon  qf  that  day,  one  Leauga,  a 
n^it^iye  pastpr  of  the  inission  stationed  at  Easitootai,  had  been  tried  by  some  Council 
for  thp  offence  of  selling  a  few  bags  of  copra  to  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.,  had  been 
found  guilty,  and  se^t  to  gaol  f o|r  three  weeks.  The  Acting  Consul  was  asked  to 
intercede  on  behalf  of  the  prisoner,  both  on  the  ground  of  the  ineqi^ity  of  the 
proceeding,  and  because  he  was  in  the  service  of  a  British  mission. 

Thp  local  manager  of  the  British  firm  of  McArthur  and  Co.  wrote  much  to  the 
saine  pifrpopt,  pointing  out  that  the  effect  of  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  de  facto 
Goverjimfint  would  be  ruinous  to  the  interests  of  themselves  and  other  conapatriots 
4ping  business  in  Samoa. 

I  directed  the  Acting  Consul  to  forward  the  letter  from  the  mission  at  once  to 
Hprt  Brandeis,  asking  him,  by  my  direction,  whethpr  the  statements  made  in  it  were 
fa-ue,  ajid  if  §0  to  favour  him,  the  Acting  Consul,  with  a  copy  qf  the  law  under  which 
Leauga  had  been  convicted  and  sent  to  prison. 

4^  reply  wai?  yecpived  the  sapxp  evening,  in  which  Hepr  Brandeis  statpd  that  the 
native  pastor,  Leauga,  had  been  sent  to  gaol  for  paying  a  debt  to  McA^Jmr  and  Co., 
and  that  "  there  h^  been  passed  i^o  law  by  the  Samoan  Goyemmei^t  by  which  the 
§aid  leauga  has  Ijepi^  sentenced ;"  but  that  Jjeauga  ''  had  coijimitted  an  ^t  of  manifest 
jiishonesty." 

^  may  here  observe  that  the  offender,  Leauga,  had,  in  fact,  not  paid  his  petty 
debt  of  4  dollars  to  McAythur  and  Co.,  having  been  arrested  while  engaged  in 
so  doing. 

Leauga  is  the  "  pastor,"  or,  as  he  would  be  called  in  Fiji,  the  *'  native  minister '' 
of  the  town  of  Pasitootqii,  situated  about  twenty-seven  miles  to  the  west  pf  Apia. 
In  accordance  with  pustom  this  native  minister,  I  am  informed,  had  been  allotted 
a  bit  of  land  surrounding  his  house,  together  with  a  certain  number  of  cocoa-nut 
trees,  which  every  ij^tive  of  the  Pacific  requires  for  domestic  purposes. 

Prop^  the  ptodjipt  of  these  trees  Leauga  had  made  a  few  baskets  of  copra  (the 
drie4  kpn^el  of  t^P  ^^^)  ^^  the  purpose  of  meeting  his  small  debt  at  McArthur  and 
Co.'s  local  store.  Probably,  but  time  did  not  permit  me  to  ascertain,  the  man  W9^ 
paying  ijfl.  copra  for  his  previous  supplies  of  tea  and  sugar,  or  at  least  some  similar 
articles.  He  had  delivered  two  small  basketsful  of  copra,  and  was  arrested  and  sent 
to  Apia  while  on  his  way  home  for  the  remainder. 

Por  this  act  of  so-called  *^  pjanifest  dishpflpsty  "  he  was  sentenced  to  gaol  for 
three  weeks. 

Li  his  reply,  Herr  ]^f3,ij4eis  first  pxpresspd  the  determination  of  the  Samoan 
Grovemment  not  to  admit  any  question  of  extra-territoriality  in  respect  of  the  native 
Leauga ;  if^nd  jp  the  concluding  portion  of  his  letter,  of  which  an  extract  is  inclosed, 
procee4e.d  to  jj^tify  the  policy  of  the  Government  in  this  matter. 

Until  plapejd  in  possession  of  full  information  upon  the  points  to  which  I 
Jiave  directed  the  Aeti^g  Consul's  attention,  I  refrain  from  writing  upon  this  subject 
at  ai^y  lengtt. 

Li  the  mpaptipiGj  however,  I  may  state  that  the  policy  of  encouraging  or 
sanctioning  the  njortgage  of  native  communal  lands  seemed  to  me  one  that  should  bp 
discouraged  by  3^ej:  Majesty's  Govemmei^t  amj  the  other  Treaty  Powers.  I  cannot 
thi^lc  that  this  v^ew  feqixires  any  argument  from  me  in  support  of  its  pprrectnpss. 
Moreover,  it  was  shown,  to  my  satisfaction,  that  no  written  law,  or  even  recogni?ed 
custom,  sanctipn^  and  regulates  such  a  procedure,  and,  consequently,  that  no  ijegisters 
or  other  oflGlcial  aflid  public  records  exist  by  which  claims  to  priority  of  mortgage 
can  be  established,  or  by  wljulch  persons  engaged  in  trade  can  guard  themselves  against 
giving  credit  to  pommunities,  or  the  heads  thereof,  imder  the  impression  that  they 
are  ft^  from  debt  in  the  form  of  a  recognized  legal  incumbrance  upon  their  lands. 

Ip.  the  ca^e  pf  Leauga  it  is  not  contended  that  he,  personally,  was  a  party  to 
the  mortgage  held  by  the  German  Trading  and  Planting  Company;  but  that  he  is,  as 
p^^tor  of  the  tpwn  of  Pasitootai,  a  provisional  member  of  that  comijiu»ity,  bound  by 
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its  obligations,  or  by  its  obligations  as  interpreted  by  those  now  controlling  afiairs  in 
Samoa. 

Thus  not  only— under  an  unwritten  and  hitherto  unknown  law-*-may  the 
communal  lands  of  Samoa  be  given  as  security  for  advances  from  private  persons  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  taxes ;  but  during  the  continuance  of  any  mortgage  (I  include 
old  mortgages  given  some  time  ago  in  connection  with  the  purchase  of  arms  and 
ammunition  {vide  paragraph  292  of  Acting  High  Commissioner's  Report  on  the 
condition  of  Samoa  of  the  1st  October,  1886),  it  is  held  in  eflfect  that  no  debt  whatever 
must  be  paid  to  others  than  the  mortgagee  of  the  communal  lands. 

I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  the  object  of  such  a  law,  if  it  can  yet  be  called 
one,  was  to  throw  the  trade  of  Samoa  into  the  hands  of  the  large  German  Company ; 
though  that  is  the  current  opinion  and  belief  among  English  and  American  residents. 
I  am  at  present  disposed  to  regard  this  consequence,  for  it  is  one,  more  as  the  outcome 
of  unnecessary  haste  and  want  of  due  consideration  than  intent  on  the  part  of  those 
responsible  for  it. 

As  matters  stood  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  though  the  fact  came  upon  me  by 
surprise,  and  at  the  moment  of  my  departure,  the  right  of  any  Samoan  to  pay  a  debt 
during  the  continuance  of  a  mortgage  executed  by  his  commune  was  denied  him  by 
the  de  facto  Government,  consequently,  and  in  practice,  he  could  not  contract  one,  no 
matter  how  small,  unless  with  the  mortgagee,  who  in  such  a  case  would  naturally  not 
proceed  against  him  by  information.  By  this  course  the  mortgagee  enjoys,  not  only 
security  for  his  loan  of  money  or  sale  of  goods,  but  the  whole  business  and  trade  of 
the  mortgagors  from  day  to  day  as  well. 

The  mortgagee  becomes  a  monopolist.  His  debtor  must  deal  with  him  or  give  up 
dealing  altogether. 

I  understand  that  some  few  mortgages  are  held  by  McArthur  and  Co.,  and  a 
very  large  number  by  the  German  Trading  and  Planting  Company ;  which  is  to  be 
accounted  for  by  the  facts  (1)  that  such  mortgages  are  not  regarded  with  favour  by 
British  traders;  and  (2)  that  for  years  past  British  subjects  have  been  prohibit^ 
by  Regulation  made  under  provision  of  the  Western  Pacific  Orders  in  Council  from 
trading  in  arms  and  ammunition,  and  it  is,  I  am  informed,  in  respect  of  such  a  trade 
that  most  of  the  security  or  mortgage  of  their  land  by  natives  has  been  given. 

After  consideration  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  take  exception  to  the  imprisonment 
of  the  pastor  Leauga  upon  the  grounds  set  forth  in  my  Minute  to  Acting  Consul 
Wilson  of  the  12th  May,  herewith  transmitted,  a  copy  of  which  is  inclosed  in  a  letter 
addressed  by  him  to  the  de  facto  Government  on  the  Monday  following  my  departure, 
wherein,  by  my  instructions,  he  moved  for  the  release  of  the  imprisoned  teacher. 

Trusting  my  proceedings  in  this  matter  will  receive  your  Lordship's  approval, 
I  have,  &c.

(Extract.)  Mulinm,  Samooy  May  12, 1888. 

THE  Samoan  Government  is  animated  by  the  spirit  of  the  most  sincere  im- 
partiality concerning  the  interests  of  the  foreign  residents  in  this  coimtry,  and 
repudiates  any  insinuation  of  lending  itself  to  favour  the  commercial  interests  of  any 
psurticular  nationality.  It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Samoan  Government  to  promote 
foreign  commerce  in  this  country  and  to  procure  all  possible  guarantees  for  its  safety. 
Before  the  establishment  of  this  Government  the  natives  could  evade  their  engagements 
without  incurring  punishment,  but  the  actual  Government  has  the  will  and  the  power 
to  enforce  the  fulfilment  of  engagements  taken  by  the  natives,  and  will  do  it  unflinch- 
ingly- 

I  am  very  sorry  that  the  first  person  taken  in  the  very  act  of  dishonesty  in  this 
matter  is  a  teacher  or  pastor,  who  should  give  to  the  population  the  example  of  good 
faith  and  common  honesty.  He  cannot  be  acquitted  with  a  monetary  fcae,  ss  such 
punishment  would  fail  to  produce  the  salutary  eflfect  on  the  minds  of  the  Samoan 
population. 

On  this  occasion  I  have  the  honour  to  bring  to  your  knowledge  that  the  Samoan 
Government  has  given  instructions  to  the  Governors  of  the  different  districts  that,  in 
order  to  stop  wantonly  mortgaging  of  land  and  the  increasing  of  impoverishment,  no 
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Samoan  indiyidually  is  allowed  for  the  future  to  mortgage  land.  The  right  to 
mortgage  land  is  reserved  only  to  the  communities  (villages)  in  ui^nt  caaes^  the 
fulfilment  of  the  engagement  to  be  controlled  by  the  Government. 


Inclosure  2  in  No.  247. 

Memorandum  for  Acting  Consul  Wilson  upon  M.  Brandeis'  Letter  of  the  I2th  May,  1888» 
touching  the  Imprisonment  of  the  Samoan  Teacher  Leauga. 

IN  replying  to  this  note  take  occasion  to  observe  that  the  object  of  your  laat 
communication  was  not  to  raise  a  question  as  to  the  enjoyment  by  any  Samoan  of 
extra-territorial  privileges  or  protection,  but  simply  to  ascertain  the  correctness  or 
otherwise  of  certain  representations  made  to  you  with  reference  to  the  Samoan,  Pastor 
Leauga,  of  FasitootaL 

Shortly  stated,  these  representations  were  to  the  effect  that  a  certain  Samoan 
named  Leauga  had  been  tried  by  some  Tribunal  and  sent  to  gaol  for  the  offence  of 
desiring  and  attempting  to  pay  his  debts. 

The  explanation  which  M.  Brandeis  (acting  on  behalf  of  the  de  facto  Govern- 
ment of  Samoa)  has  been  so  good  as  to  furnish  confirms  the  general  correctness  of  the 
I'epresentations  referred  to,  and  admits  that  "  there  has  been  passed  no  law  by  the 
Samoan  Government  by  which  the  said  Leauga  has  been  sentenced,'*  but  states  that 
Leauga  has  "  committed  an  act  of  manifest  dishonesty." 

it  would  therefore  appear  that  Leauga  has  been  sentenced  to  i?aol  upon  what  may 
be  termed  the  pleasure  of  the  Executive  authority  only,  a  state  of  affairs  which  cannot 
be  regarded  with  satisfaction  by  any  well-wisher  to  the  Samoan  people. 

You  will  address  the  de  facto  Government  of  Samoa  upon  the  case  of  Leauga  in- 
the  terms  of  my  other  Memorandum  of  this  date. 

Considered  generally,  the  justification  of  the  course  taken  in  this  matter  of  the  • 
de  facto  Government,  as  founded  upon  the  mortgage  of  "  the  copra  produce  and  the 
whole  land  of  the  village  of  Fasitcotai,"  appears  open  to  very  grave  doubts,  even  though 
the  earlier  history  of  the  case,  such  as  the  origin  and  force  of  such  communaP 
obligations,  the   formalities   and   publicity  attending  such  communal  acts,  is  not 
before  me. 

I  note  the  expressed  intention  of  the  de  facto  Government  to  promote  foreign 
commerce  in  Samoa  with  perfect  impartiality  as  regards  nationalities,  but  I  may 
remark  that  it  is  a  novel  feature  in  commercial  law  or  custom  that  a  debtor  should  not 
be  at  liberty  to  pay  off  his  creditors  at  his  own  discretion,  or  that  the  Executive 
authority  of  any  country,  without  the  sanction  of  law,  should  decide  which  creditor 
should  have  a  preferential  claim ;  and  further,  should  take  the  power  to  criminally 
pimish  debtors,  not  for  evading  "  their  engagements,"  as  mentioned  by  Mr.  Brandeis, 
but  for  meeting  them. 

From  the  general  terms  of  the  policy  and  intention  of  the  de  facto  Government, 
as  enunciated  in  the  letter  of  M.  Brandeis,  I  am  apprehensive  that  the  effect  of  such 
intentions  will  be  hostile  to  the  interests  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects.  For  when  an 
authority,  such  as  the  existing  de  facto  Government,  establishes  itself  as  the  mordl 
censor  of  the  people,  and  somewhat  unnecessarily  adverts  to  its  *^  will  and  power  "  to 
act  upon  its  conclusions,  independently  of  any  legislative  authority,  such  Government 
is  in  danger  of  becoming  one  of  mere  caprice,  and  to-morrow  Leauga  or  some  other 
Samoan  may  be  flogged  or  hung  for  having  paid  a  debt  to  a  British  merchant. 

The  effect  of  the  unwritten  Samoan  law  of  mortgages  as  now  acted  upon  is  not 
only  to  sanction  the  mortgage  of  produce  and  communal  lands,  but  virtually  of  the 
people  themselves.  As  I  am  informed  at  present,  it  is  a  most  pernicious  law,  and  one 
repugnant  to  the  principles  of  all  recognized  jurisprudence. 

It  is  not  to  be  questioned  that  Her  Majesty's  subjects  are  in  Samoa  entitled  to  the 
treatment  of  the  most  favoured  nation,  but  it  would  be  with  reluctance  and  regret 
that  I  should  in  the  case  of  a  British  merchant  press  for  execution  upon  the  mortgage 
of  the  property  and  lands  of  any  Samoan  Commune,  or  in  case  of  default  from  any 
cause  become  tacitly  or  otherwise  a  party  to  the  imprisonment  of  the  native 
mortgagors. 

It  appears  to  me  that  in  the  interests  of  justice  and  reason  the  position  of 
mortgagors  and  mortgagees  should  receive  early  consideration  and  settlement.  As  to 
the  future  I  should  be  glad  to  learn  that  both  land  sales  and  mortgages  of  communal 
lands  were  absolutely  interdicted. 
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Witii  reference  to  ibe  first  it  would  appear  neoeBBary  im  the  interest  of  all 
concened  that  existing  mortgages  should  be  roistered  without  delay,  and  that  copies 
of  such  registrations  sfaoold  be  forwarded  to  the  respective  Consulates  in  Apia  for 
general  information. 

You  will  be  good  enough  to  procure  all  the  information  you  can  upon  the  subject 
of  mortgages  such  as  are  under  consideration ;  the  nianner  and  degree  in  which  they 
affect  the  legitimate  interest  of  British  subjects  residing  in  Samoa,  and  report  to  me 
thereupon  for  the  information  of  Her  Majesty^s  Govemmeat.

I  HAVE  had  the  honoer  to  recdve  aod  submit  to  Her  Majesty's  Consul-Greneral 
for  the  Western  Pacific  your  letter  of  the  12th  instant  in  reply  to  mine  of  the  same 
date,  relative  to  the  imprisonment  of  the  Samoan  Pastor  Leauga»  of  Fasitootai,  for 
desiring  azMi  attempting  to  pay  a  debt  of  4  dollars  to  the  firm  of  Messrs.  McArthur 
and  Co.,  British  merch^^ts,  residing  and  doing  business  in  Samoa. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  given  to  me  by  Ck)nsul-(xeneral  Sir  John  Thurston, 
I  inclose,  for  your  ccmsideration,  a  copy  of  a  Memorandum  which  he  has  written 
upon  your  reply  under  acknowledgnobent,  and  I  have  also  the  honour,  by  his  directions, 
to  observe  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  the  Samoan  pastor  in  question  is,  by  your  own  statement,  now  suffering 
at  the  instance  of  the  Executive  authority  of  the  de  facto  Government,  and  not  in 
virtue  of  any  known  legislative  enactment^ 

2.  That,  irrespective  of  this  admitted  fact,  the  native  Leauga  has  not,  as  you 
suppose,  '*  conmiitted  an  act  of  manifest  dishonesty."  For,  assuming  that  the  exercise 
of  the  man's  discretion  in  paying  his  debts  was  a  dishonest  act  (a  position  to  which  I 
demur),  the  fact  is  that  Leauga  has  not  up  to  this  date  dischai^d  his  trifling  debt  to 
the  Company  named,  having  been  stopped  while  intending  and  attempting  so  to  do. 

3.  And  for  this  intent  Leauga  is  dealt  with  as  a  criminal  and  placed  in  gaoL 
Whatever,  therefore,  may  be  the  intention  of  the  de  facto  Government,  such  an  act 

cannot  be  regarded  as  otherwise  than  unnec^sarily  harsh  and  illegal  in  itself  and 
opposed  to  the  commercial  rights  of  British  traders  in  these  islands. 

I  have,  therefore,  the  honour  to  request  that,  in  order  to  remove  the  appearance 
of  that  unfriendly  spirit  towards  Her  Britannic  Mi^esty's  Government  which  the  act  in 
question  of  the  de  facto  Samoan  Government  carries  with  it,  you  will  canse  the 
Samoan  Leauga  to  be  set  at  liberty ;  and  further,  and  for  the  same  reason,  that  you 
will  advise  the  de  facto  Government  to  abstain  from  punishing  the  Samoan  people  in 
respect  of  their  commerce  with  Her  Majesty's  subjects  except  in  so  far  as  such 
commerce-  is  in  contravention  of  any  law  not  repugnant  to  modem  principles  of 
government  from  time  to  time  sanctioned  and  published  by  due  authority.

Sir  J.  Thurston  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisimry.—{Recsived  July  23.) 

My  Lord,  Government  House,  8ima,  Fiji,  June  6, 1888. 

K/EPERRING  to  my  despatch  of  the  Ist  Jime  instant,  I  have  the  honour 
to  inclose,  for  your  Lordship's  information,  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  I  have  just 
received  from  Actiog  Consul  Wilson,  of  Samoa,  relative  to  the  native  pastor  Leauga. 

2.  The  letter  &om  Herr  Brandeis  of  the  14th  May,  forming  an  inclosure  to 
Mr.  Wilson's  despatch,  confirms  in  paragraphs  2  and  3  the  information  given  in  my 
communication  to  your  Lordship  of  the  1st  instant. 

3.  The  pastor  Leauga  was  punished  "because  he  contracted  a  new  debt;"  and 
^^  in  the  short  time  since  the  establishment  of  the  present  Government,  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  create  a  complete  legislation." 

4.  The  rigorous  application  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinary  liens  en  Crops  Acts 
to  the  circumstances  of  Samoa  and  to  communal  mortgages  tvich  as  ihoae  in  questibn 
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OBB|  and  I  fear  will — ^imless  tin  Bamoan  de  fatUk  QmwBoaad  In  veil  adrised  upon 
tiie  subject — constitute  titat  whieh  I  can  only  regaird  aa  an  iniquiiiMis  power  eoBfeRofl 
upcm  astute,  and  possibly  rByaniims,  creditors  m  tiieir  relations  witii  igneiamt  and 
belpless  debtors. 

6.  One  of  the  first  effeets  of  tbia  dam  of  legislalion  is  to  campd  the  debtar 
to  abstain  £roin  buying  his  gooda  at  the  cheapest  mai^ot,  or  baying  tioe  goods  that 
please  him  most ;  to  do  so  would  be  "  contracting  a  new  debt,*'  iat  which  tile  p!imiah«* 
ment  is  sentence  to  gaol. 

6.  The  debtor,  I  presume,  and  have  strong  reason  io  h^eve,  may,  howerex; 
increase  his  debt  with  his  first  creditor,  who  may  possibly  charge  him  what  he  pleases, 
and  compel  him  to  take  the  nearest  thing  to  that  which  he  wants,  if  the  thing  itself  is 
not  procurable. 

Competition  as  between  traders  bids  fair  under  the  present  regime  to  come  to  an 
end  and  give  place  to  one  of  the  worst  forms  of  monopoly. 

7.  What  is  really  wanted  in  Samoa  is  an  inquisition  by  a  legally  competent 
Tribunal  into  all  existing  native  mortgages.  The  origin  of  the  debt  and  rate  of 
interest  should  be  ascertained,  and  the  claims  be  settled  upon  recognized  principles  of 
equity*    Upon  this  being  d(me^  they  should  be  xeoosded  tot  public  information. 

8.  I  have  no  desire  to  dwell  upon  the  contsadictiona  contained  in  Bjerv  Bnmieis' 
letters  excepting  to  say  that  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  the  anfortamrte  mm 
Leauga  could  have  been  ccmvicted  under  the  authority  of  **  a  lawful  judgment,**  when 
it  is  known  and  admitted  that  no  law  exists  bearing  upon  the  act  of  which  he  was 
accused.  But,  as  I  indicated  elsewhere,  the  haste  being  made  by  the  new  Government 
to  *'  establish  order,'*  as  it  is  termed,  and  the  attempt  to  treat  natives  as  communists 
for  one  purpose,  and  as  individuals  for  another  purpose,  will  be  fraught  with  much 
wrongdoing  if  not  averted  by  the  influence  of  the  Treaty  Powers. 

9.  I  purpose  acknowledging  in  suitable  terms  the  prompt,  and  in  one  respect 
satisfactory,  response  given  by  the  de  facto  Samoan  (xovemment  to  my  request  in  the 
case  of  the  pastor  Leauga,  and,  subject  to  your  Jjordship's  future  instructions,  maintain 
the  objections  it  has  appeared  necessary  for  me  to  toke  with  regard  to  its  policy  in 
respect  of  debt  and  mortgage.

IN  answer  to  your  conmiunication  of  the  14th  May,  I  have  the  honour  most 
respectfully  to  make  the  following  observations : — 

1.  The  Samoan  Government  protests  agamst  the  insinuatioii  of  having  pimished 
a  Samoan  subject  in  respect  of  his  commerce  with  Her  Britannic  Mi^esty's  subjects. 

2.  Leauga  has  not  been  punished  because  he  has  paid  his  debts,  or  has  been 
willing  to  pay  his  debts  to  a  British  subject,  but  he  has  been  punished  because  he 
contracted  a  new  debt  and  sold  the  produce  of.  his  land  to  a  new  creditor,  although  he 
had  lawfully  promised  to  pay  first  their  old  debts.  A  man  who  mortgages  the  produce 
of  his  land  to  one  creditor,  and  afterwards  gives  it,  or  attempts  to  give  it,  to  another 
creditor  is  pimishable  according  to  the  laws  of  many  highly  civilized  nations. 
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3.  The  Samoan  Ooyemment  is  earnestly  endeayouring  to  establish  order  in.  Samoa ; 
hut  in  the  short  time  since  the  establishment  of  the  present  Government  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  create  a  complete  legislation.  There  are  many  crimes  and  unlawful 
actions  in  respect  to  which  no  written  laws  have  been  published,  but  which,  neverthe- 
less, are  punishable.    Such  a  criminal  action  has  been  the  dishonest  act  of  Leauga. 

4.  Leauga  has  not  been  sentenced  by  the  **  pleasure  of  the  executive  authority,*' 
but  by  a  lawful  judgment. 

In  order  to  please  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  the  order  has  been  given 
to  set  at  liberty  the  said  man.

In  M.  Brandeis'  communication  of  the  10th  instant,  covering  a  copy  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Law,  he  remarks : — 

''  That  this  Government,  in  order  to  prevent  the  impoverishment  of  the  natives, 
would  be  wdlling  to  issue  a  Law  restraining  the  sale  of  land  by  Samoans.  But  as  such 
a  Law  would  be  valueless  without  the  formal  consent  of  the  three  Treaty  Powers,  this 
Government  feels  not  able  to  issue  the  said  Law  before  the  other  Treaty  Powers  have 
recognized  the  Government  of  King  Tamasese.'* 

I  have  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  report  to  your  Lordship,  that  in  a 
Memorandum  from  his  Excellency  Sir  J.  B.  Thurston,  Her  Maiesty's  Consul-Gteneral

With  reference  to  the  past  it  woTild 
appwr  DLcoessary  in  the  interests  of  all  concerned  that  existing  mortgages  should  be 
regjbsteeed  witiiout  delay,  and  tibuat  copies  of  such  registration  should  be  fumighed  to 
the  respective  Consulates  in  Apia  for  general  inf onniation.''

2.  Offences  committed  by  any  Samoan  against  section  1  will  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  with  hard  labour  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year  for  each  offsnce, 
and,  in  case  of  recidivation,  confiscation  of  the  mortgaged  property  may  be  adjudged.

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3.  All  existing  morl^ges  cm  SaniioAn  land  and  copm  produce  mtttt  be  paid  and 
discharged  as  soon  as  practicable.  Any  Samoan  who  sells  or  deHrers  cowa  prodtiic^ 
which  has  been  mortgaged  to  any  person  other  than  ttte  mortgagee  will  oe  pitiished 
by  imprisonment  with  hard  labour  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year  for  each 
offence. 

4.  As  soon  as  the  land  or  the  copra  produce  of  any  village  or  person  is  free  f  roitt 
mortgage,  the  same  village  or  person  will  be  at  liberty  to  seU  their  copra  jwroduce  to 
whomsoever  they  please. 

5.  Governors  and  Judges  who  are  remiss  in  seeing  to  the  due  execution  of  this 
Law  will  be  punished.

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  the 
difficulties  between  the  German  and  American  authorities  relative  to  the  Pilot  Station, 
and  concerning  which  I  had  the  honour  to  address  your  Lordship  in  my  despatches 
of  the  24th  and  29th  February,  1888,  have  been  overcome. 

By  order  of  the  United  States'  Consular  Court,  Mr.  William  Coe's  titles  to  certam 
properties  (among  which  was  the  property  on  which  stands  the  Pilot  Station)  were 
sold  by  public  auction  on  Wednesday  last,  the  13th  instant.  The  de  facto  Samoan 
Government  purchased  the  title  to  the  land  on  which  the  Pilot  Station  stands,  and 
M.  Brandeis  (Premier  to  the  de  facto  Government)  in  consequence  addressed  letters  to 
the  three  Consuls  informing  them  of  his  "  intention  to  instal  the  pilot  for  the  port  of 
Apia  in  the  house  erected  upon  the  said  land ;"  also  asking  if  they  had  any  objection 
to  the  carrying  out  of  his  "  intention  concerning  tiie  pilot  house." 

As  the  return  of  the  pilot  to  the  station  (which  had  been  vacated  owing  to 
Consul-General  SewalFs  interference)  was  of  great  benefit  to  the  Apia  community  and 
to  shipping  generally,  I  offered  no  objection  to  M.  Brandeis*^  inteaition,  but  cordially 
consented  thereto.

I  had  the  honour  to  report  to  your  Lordship  the  particulars  of  the  burning  of 
Satupaitea  in  my  despatches  of  the  6th  September  and  of  the  29th  September,  1887. 

I  have  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  transmit  herewith,  for  your  Lord- 
ship's information,  copies  of  correspondence  relative  to  the  above-mentioned  claim. 

The  second  claim  made  by  Messrs.  W.  McArthur  and  Co.  is  for  losses  sustained 
owing  to  the  land  at  Apia  on  which  the  Government-house  stood  being  occupied  by 
the  troops  from  the  Imperial  German  squadron ;   and  also  for  the  transfer  by  the 
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Imperial  German  Gk)yermnent  of  the  GoTermnent-house  which  stood  theron  to  the 
de  facto  Samoan  Govemment. 

I  had  the  honour  to  address  your  Lordship  relative  to  McArthur  and  C5o/s  claim 
to  the  land  on  which  the  Government-house  stood  in  my  despatch  of  the  26tti 
September,  1887  ;  and  also  I  had  the  honour  to  address  your  Lordship  in  my  despatch 
of  the  24ith  March^  1888,  relative  to  the  removal  of  Government-house  by  the  de  facto 
Samoan  Government.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  address  you  under  the  following  circumstances.  I  am  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  Russell  and  Campbell,  solicitors  to  Messrs.  W.  McArthur 
and  Co.  of  New  Zealand  and  Samoa.  I  am  also  the  duly  constituted  attorney  for  the 
above-named  firm  within  the  Colony  of  Fiji  and  the  Western  Pacific  Islands.  I  am 
credibly  informed,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  public  notoriety,  that  the  forces  of  His 
Imperial  Majesty  the  JEmperor  of  Germany  have  burned  down  a  large  number  of 
native  houses  at  Satupaitea,  in  the  Island  of  Savaii.  This  property  (viz.,  Satupaitea) 
has  been  mortgaged  to  my  clients  to  secm^e  the  repayment  of  certain  advances  made 
to  the  native  owners  thereof,  and  the  destruction  of  the  houses  has,  of  course,  much 
impaired  the  security.  Although  I  am  aware  that  as  a  matter  of  international  law  the 
possessor  of  property  in  a  belligerent  country  is  liable  to  have  that  property  captured 
as  belonging  to  an  enemy,  still  possessions  in  an  alien  country  are  never  acquired 
except  on  the  supposition  that,  should  war  unfortunately  arise,  it  will  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  dictates  of  humanity,  and  in  conformity  with  the  principles  laid 
down  by  writers  on  international  law,  and  recognized  by  all  civilized  nations. 
More  especially  is  it  to  be  anticipated  that  those  dictotes  and  these  principles  will  be 
observed  when  the  attacking  nation  is  one  of  the  great  European  Powers,  and  the 
nation  attacked  is  passive,  and  comparatively  weak.  Mr.  Kent  in  his  work  on  the 
Law  of  Nations,  12th  edition,  vol.  i,  pp.  92-3,  treating  on  the  rights  of  belligerents, 
says: — 

"The  general  usage  now  is  not  to  touch  private  property  upon  land  without 
making  compensation,  unless  in  special  cases  dictated  by  the  necessary  operations  of 
war,  or  when  captured  in  places  carried  by  storm,  and  which  repelled  all  the  overtures 
for  a  capitulation.  Contributions  are  sometimes  levied  upon  a  conquered  country  in 
lieu  of  confiscation  of  property,  and  as  some  indemnity  for  the  expenses  of  maintaining 
order,  and  affording  protwtion.  If  the  conqueror  goes  beyond  these  limits  wantonly, 
or  when  it  is  not  clearly  indispensable  to  the  just  purposes  of  war,  and  seizes  private 
property  of  specific  persons  for  the  sake  of  gain,  and  destroys  private  dwellings  or 
public  edifices  devoted  to  civil  purposes  only,  or  makes  war  upon  monuments  of  art 
and  models  of  taste,  he  violates  the  modem  usages  of  war,  and  is  sure  to  meet  with 
indignant  resentment,  and  to  be  held  up  to  the  general  scorn  and  detestation  of  the 
world." 

As  the  destruction  of  property  at  Satupaitea  does  not  seem  to  come  within  any  of 
the  exceptions  specified  in  the  above  extract,  which  warrant  such  an  act  without  making 
compensation,  I  would  respectfully  request  that  you  apprise  His  Imperial  Gtermanic 
Majesty's  Consul  here  that  my  clients  claim  to  be  indemnified  for  the  damage  done  to 
their  property  at  Satupaitea.  Particulars  of  the  claim  will  be  forwarded  to  you  as 
soon  as  the  extent  of  the  damage  has  been  ascertained.

I  HAVE  ifce  heiie^ur  to  inform  your  Lordship  that,  in  accordance  with  my  request, 
Bear-Admiral  Fairfax  dic^atefaed  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  CaDiope,"  undar  the  command 
of  Captain  H.  Ooey  Kane,  to  Fiji,  in  order  to  convey  the  Acting  Chief  Judicial  Com- 
missioner to  Samoa  for  the  purpose  bf  holding  the  trial  of  a  British  subject,  named 
James  McDonald,  accused  of  manslaughter. 

I  availed  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  proceed  to  Samoa  for  the  purpose  of  making 
inquiry  into  various  matters  connected  with  my  High  Commission  and  Consular 
duties.  I  accordingly  left  Gau  on  the  8rd  May,  after  the  opening  of  the  annual 
Council  of  Chiefs,  and  proceeded  to  Samoa,  vift  Levuka,  where  the  Chief  Judicial 
Commissioner  and  the  Secretary  to  the  High  Commissioner  came  on  board,  and  arrived 
at  Apia  on  the  morning  of  the  9th  May.  I  left  Apia  on  the  afternoon  of  the  13th 
May,  arriving  at  Gau  in  time  to  close  the  Council  of  Chiefs  on  the  18th. 

During  my  stay  at  Apia  I  had  an  informal  interview  with  Herr  Brandeis,  the 
Adviser  of  the  de  facto  Government,  in  the  course  of  which  he  requested  my  assistance 
in  the  maintenance  ot  order  in  the  district  of  the  late  Municipality  of  Apia  1)y  the 
issue  of  certain  Regulations,  more  especially  for  the  observance  by  Her  Majesty's 
subjects  of  quarantine,  for  sanitary  purposes,  prevention  of  furious  riding,  and  similar 
objects. 

I  promised  to  give  this  matter  my  favourable  consideration,  and  it  is  at  present 
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engaging  the  attention  of  myself  and  the  Cliief  Judidal  Commissioner.  I  hope  by 
next  mail  to  be  able  to  submit  to  your  Lordship  such  Regulations  as  have  become 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of   good   order   in   Apia   on  the   suspension  of  the 


Municipality.

REFERRING  to  my  despatch  of  the  13th  April,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform 
your  Lordship  that  the  Acting  Chief  Judicial  Commissioner,  Mr.  Berkeley,  sitting 
with  Mr.  Thomas  Maben  and  Mr.  John  Davies,  both  of  Apia,  Samoa,  held  a  criminal 
sitting  of  the  High  Commissioner's  Court  at  Apia  on  the  10th  May,  at  which  James 
McDonald  was  tried  on  an  indictment  for  manslaughter  of  a  Samoan  named  la. 

No  evidence  was  tendered  by  the  defence ;  but  that  of  the  prosecution,  though 
not  conclusive,  was  strongly  in  favour  of  the  presumption  that  the  discharge  of  the 
gun  by  which  the  deceased  undoubtedly  met  Ids  death  was  accidental.  This  view 
being  taken  by  the  Assessors  and  by  the  Court,  the  defendant  was  acquitted.

Sir,  Foreign  Office,  August  10,  1888. 

IN  a  Report  recently  received  from  Her  Majesty's  Consul-General  for  the  West 
Pacific  of  a  visit  paid  by  him  to  Samoa,  copy  of  which  is  inclosed  herewith,*  it  is  stated 
that,  among  other  complaints  made  to  him  by  or  on  behalf  of  British  subjects,  was 
one  to  the  effect  that,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  year 
upon  the  native  race,  the  de  facto  Government  had  instructed  the  Heads  of  villages  or 
conmumities,  and  "  Governors  "  of  districts,  that,  if  imable  to  provide  the  necessary 
money,  they  were  to  borrow  it  from  German  traders  or  others,  mortgaging  their  com- 
munal lands  and  the  produce  thereof  by  way  of  security,  the  natives  being  debarred* 
when  once  such  'loans  and  mortgages  had  been  effected,  from  satisfying  any  other 
creditor  in  respect  of  previous  indebtedness,  or  from  doing  business  with  other 
persons  than  the  merchant  mortgagees  until  the  loan  and  interest  thereon  was  duly 
paid  off. 

In  two  subsequent  despatches  from  Sir  J.  Thurston,  copies  of  which,  as  marked 
in  the  margin,t  are  also  inclosed,  he  reports  an  incident  which  occurred  shortly  before 
his  departure  from  Samoa  which  fully  illustrates  the  unfortunate  effects  of  this  newly- 
established  system  of  mortgages. 

It  appears  that  a  native  pastor,  named  Leauga,  of  the  British  mission  stationed  at 
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Fasitootai,  was  tried  for  selling  to  Messrs.  MeArthur  and  Co.,  British  merchants,  in 
payment  of  a  small  debt  at  their  local  store,  a  few  bags  of  copra  produced  from  the 
trees  on  the  land  surrounding  his  house,  which.,  according  to  native  custom,  had  been 
allotted  to  him  by  his  community,  and,  having  been  found  guilty,  was  sent  to  prison 
for  three  weeks* 

In  reply  to  the  protest  which  Acting  Consul  Wilson  made  on  behalf  of  the 
prisoner,  on  the  ground  of  the  inequity  of  the  proceeding,  Herr  Brandeis,  the  official 
Adviser  of  the  de  facto  Ruler  of  Samoa,  stated  that  Leauga  had  been  sent  to  gaol  for 
paying  a  debt  to  Messrs.  MeArthur  and  Co.,  that  there  had  been  passed  no  law  by  the 
Samoan  Government  by  which  the  said  Leauga  had  been  sentenced,  but  that  he  liad 
committed  an  act  of  manifest  dishonesty. 

After  further  representations  from  Acting  Consul  Wilson  as  to  the  illegality  of 
the  sentence,  Herr  Brandeis  wrote  and  informed  him  that,  ^^  to  please  Her  Majesty's 
Government,"  Leauga  had  been  set  at  liberty ;  but  he  stated  at  the  same  time  that  he 
had  been  sentenced  "  by  a  lawful  judgment  *'  (although  it  was  known  and  admitted 
that  no  law  existed  bearing  upon  the  act  of  which  he  was  accused),  and  that  he  had 
been  punished  because  he  contracted  a  new  debt  and  sold  the  produce  of  his  land  to 
a  new  creditor. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  it  was  not  contended  that  Leauga  personally  was  a  party 
to  the  mortgage  executed  by  his  community,  and  held  by  the  German  Trading  and 
Planting  Company ;  but  that  he  was,  as  pastor  of  the  town  of  Pasitootai,  a  provisional 
member  of  that  community,  and  bound  by  its  obligations  as  interpreted  by  the  de  facto 
(Government. 

The  right  of  any  Samoan  to  pay  a  debt  during  the  continuance  of  a  mortgage 
executed  by  his  commune  is  thus  denied,  and,  consequently,  he  cannot  contract  one, 
no  matter  how  small,  unless  with  the  mortgagee,  who  enjoys  not  only  security  for  his 
loan  of  money  or  sale  of  goods,  but  the  whole  business  and  trade  of  the  mortgagors 
from  day  to  day  as  well,  and,  in  fact,  becomes  a  monopolist. 

Moreover,  the  majority  of  these  mortgages  being  held  by  the  German  Trading 
and  Planting  Company,  the  commercial  rights  of  British  subjects  in  Samoa  must 
therefore  be  necessarily  affected. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  cannot  but  disapprove  of  the  system  of  raising  mort- 
gages in  order  to  provide  money  for  taxes,  at  present  in  force  in  Samoa,  as  being  wrong 
in  principle  and  unjust  in  its  effects;  and  they  desire  to  protest  most  strongly  against 
the  action  of  the  de  facto  Government  in  respect  to  Leauga,  which  they  regard  as 
unnecessarily  harsh  and  illegal,  as  injurious  to  the  house  of  Messrs.  MeArthur  and 
Co.,  and  most  prejudicialto  the  interests  of  British  traders  in  general  in  Samoa. 

I  have  therefore  to  instruct  you  to  bring  this  case  verbally  to  the  notice  of  the 
German  Government,  pointing  out  the  illegality  of  the  proceedings  of  the  de  facto 
Government  of  Samoa,  and  laying  special  stress  on  the  TiTong  done  to  -Messrs. 
MeArthur,  and,  through  them,  to  the  whole  British  trading  community  in  those 
islands.

Letter  from  Ex-King  Malietoa. 

IT  will  be  remembered  that  on  the  23rd  August  last  year  a  demand  was  made 
in  the  name  of  the  German  Government  on  King  Malietoa  of  Samoa  to  pay  a  fine  of 
13,000  dollars  by  the  following  morning  at  11  o*clock.  This  was  for  some  alleged 
thieving  from  German  plantations  by  the  natives.  Malietoa  begged  to  be  allowed 
four  days  to  call  together  the  members  of  his  Government  for  consultation  and  aid,  but 
delay  was  refused,  and  on  the  following  morning  a  party  was  landed  from  the  German 
ships  of  war  and  hostilities  declared.  Malietoa  fled  to  the  bush  for  some  days,  but 
returned,  and,  to  preveht  bloodshed,  gave  himself  up  to  the  Germans.    On  the  28th 
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he  was  deposed,  a  rival  chief  proclaimed  King,  and  soon  afterward  he  was  taken  i^way 
In  ft  German  ship  of  war  and  transported  to  the  Cameroons.  Malietoa  is  about  fifty. 
Ave  years  of  age.  Dr.  Turner,  who  has  received  the  under-mentioned  letter  from  him, 
has  known  him  since  he  was  a  boy,  and  for  seven  years  had  him  under  instaruction  in 
the  Mission  Seminary  of  the  London  Missionary  Society  at  Maluft  in  Samoa.  Dr. 
Turner  is  now  in  England,  and  retired  from  foreign  service,  but,  hearing  that  his  old 
pupil  and  friend  wis  in  exile  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa,  he  wrote  hito  in  March 
last  a  few  words  of  sympathy  and  good  advice,  accompanied  by  a  volume  of  Scripture 
comments  in  the  Samoan  dialect.  The  following  is  a  translation  of  Matietoa's  r^ly, 
irritten  in  May.  It  will  interest  many  to  know  where  he  really  is,  and  how  he  is  in 
these  days  of  strange  experience.  He  is  the  first  of  his  chieftain  race  who  has  ever 
been  exiled  in  this  way : — 

"  My  Salutations  to  you,  Mr.  Turner,  "  Cameroons^  Africa. 

"  I  have  received  your  kind  letter  to  me,  wliich  reached  this  place  in  the  month 
of  May.  Great  was  my  joy  and  thanks  when  I  read  the  comforting  words  and  good 
advices  contained  in  your  epistle.  Specially  do  I  thank  you  for  the  book  of  Scripture 
comments  sent  to  me.  Very  precious  indeed  is  that  gift.  My  heart  rose  very  high 
when  I  looked  on  your  portrait  in  that  volume.  And  now  let  me  tell  you  that  in  the 
good  provid^ce  of  God  I  am  well,  and  the  young  men  also  who  have  come  here  with 
iae.  Thete  are  three  of  them.  Alesana  and  Aisake  of  Apia,  and  Tali,  the  son  of 
Pomare,  who  was  with  us  in  old  times  at  Malua.  This  country  is  very  hot,  like 
Samoa.  Cocoanuts  are  plentiful,  and  also  broad-fruits  and  bananas.  Here,  however, 
fever  is  prevalent,  and  it  does  not  agree  with  us.  The  Governor  is  kind  to  us  in  the 
iray  of  food.  We  have  bread,  and  tea,  and  rice,  and  bananas  also  as  our  food.  N  othing 
has  been  said  to  me  as  to  ihe  time  we  are  to  remain  here,  or  as  to  when  we  may  return 
to  our  own  land  in  Samoa.  The  Govertior,  however,  has  said  that  my  brother  and  I 
are  to  remain  here  at  Cameroons,  but  Aisake  and  Tali  are  soon  to  return  to  Samoa. 

"  My  best  regardi?  to  Mrs.  Turier.  My  regards  also  to  the  doctor  (Dr.  G.  A.  Turner), 
and  to  Mr.  Davies.  My  brother  Alesana  also  sends  best  respects,  and  here  I  write  in 
tears  for  the  love  I  h^ve  to  yoii.  You  are  my  father  in  the  Lord  who  cared  for  me,  and 
taught  my  brother  and  myself  when  we  were  little  boys.  My  brother  is  the  only  one 
of  us  who  is  sick  at  present ;  he  is  laid  down  with  a  pain  in  the  chest.  I  keep  at  a 
distance  from  all  spirit  drinking.  We  do  not  go  about  at  night.  When  it  gets  dark 
we  go  into  our  house  and  sit  there.  We  are  afraid  to  go  about  this  place  at  night. 
There  is  a  missionary  here.  And  now  I  end  my  letter.  May  God  bless  you,  and  may 
Mrs.  Turner  and  yourself  have  abiding  health.  May  we  all  be  blessed  by  the  love  of 
Jesus.

Mr.  Seott  to  tk^  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — (Received  August  20.) 

My  Lord,  Berlin,  August  17,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  state  that  I  took  advantage  of  my  interview  with  Dr.  Krauel 
to-day  to  speak  to  hinfi  it  the  sense  of  your  Lordship's  despatch  of  the  10th  instant,  and 
to  bring  under  his  notice  the  illegal  proceedings  of  the  de  facto  Goveniment  of  Samoa, 
as  instanced  by  its  action  with  regard  to  the  native  Pastor  Leauga,  of  the  British 
Mission,  laying  special  stress  on  the  mjory  dene  to  Messrs.  Mc Arthur,  and  through  them 
to  the  whole  British  community  in  those  islands,  by  the  system  which  had  apparently 
been  recently  introduced  into  Samoa  of  raising  mortgages  in  order  to  provide  money 
for  taxes. 

Dr.  Krauel  said  that  the  German  Consul,  Herr  Becker,  had  already  reported  on 
the  case  of  Leauga,  and  on  the  representations  made  in  his  behalf  to  himself  and 
Hetr  Brandeis  by  Sir  J.  Thurston  and  Acting  Consul  Wilson,  but  that  it  had  not  been 
made  quite  clear  on  what  grounds  this  native  Samoan  had  claimed  British  intervention. 

Dr.  Krauel  said  that  after  the  explanation  which  I  had  given  him  upon  this  point  he 
would  read  Herr  Becker's  last  Ifeeports  carefully  over,  and  fix  a  day  when  we  could  discuss 
the  matter  more  thoroughly. 

He  qtiit6  admitted  the  responsibility  of  the  German  Government   to    me  their 
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influence  with  the  present  Government  of  Samoa  to  remove  any  injustice  in  the  treat- 
ment of  British  or  other  foreign  interests  in  those  islands.

Mr.  Scott  to  the  Marqnis  of  Salisbury. — {Recewed  August  20.) 

My  Lord,  BtrUn,  August  18, 1988. 

BINCB  writing  my  deq>atch  of  the  17th  instant^  I  hare  received  a  visit  from 
Dr.  Krauel,  who,  having  refreshed  his  memory  with  a  perusal  of  the  last  Reports 
from  the  German  Consul  at  Samoa,  proceeded  to  give  me  the  latter^s  version  oi  the 
incident  relating  to  the  arrest  of  the  native  pastor  Leauga,  and  to  discuss  the  question 
of  the  mortgage  system  recently  introduced  by  the  present  Samoan  Government. 

With  regard  to  the  circumstances  which  led  to  the  imprisonment  of  Leauffa,  the 
German  Consul's  Eeport  placed  the  incident  in  a  slightly  different  light  from  that  of 
Sir  J.  Thurston's  Report. 

According  to  the  German  version,  the  debt  due  to  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.  was  a 
trifling  one  of  4  dollars,  and  Leauga  appears  to  have  proceeded  to  satisfy  it  by  disposing 
of  a  part  of  a  copra  crop,  which  he  was  quite  aware  had  been  mortgaged  by  the  village 
community  to  the  German  Plantation  Company.  The  Ordinance  which  he  was  charged 
with  violating  was  one  issued  in  the  interests  of  the  natives  to  prevent  them  from 
recklessly  disposing  of  their  latids  «nd  property  without  the  consent  of  the  community. 

I  here  read  to  Dr.  Krauel  the  account  of  the  incident  as  it  was  stated  by  Sir  J. 
Thurston  to  Herr  Brapdfti%  w4  I  laid  stress  upon  the  practical  injury  which  the  workiiyj 
of  thill  system  of  raising  mortgage*  in  ora*r  t9  prftvide  money  for  taxes,  was  doing  to 
Messrs.  MeArthur  and  Co ,  aiid  through  th^m  tp  the  vhol^  Britiih  trading  community 
in  Samoa,  as  these  mortgages  seemed  tQ  be  aotually  held  e^olu^ivoly  by  the  German 
Company,  and  no  native  menib^r  9i  an j  village  iJQmmwnity  would  be  able  to  trade  in 
kind  with  auy  one  e^oej^  the  holdera  of  the  mortgige,  as  induced  iu  the  case  quoted, 
however  small  might  bare  be«ft  the  amount  of  lieauga'^  debt.  Dr.  Krauel  repeated 
Herr  Brandeis'  argument  th»t  there  wai  uothiug  to  prevent  !&)gliab  houses  from 
acquiring  mortgagee  iu  thft  sam*  way  a»  the  German  Oompany,  hut  that  they  must  not 
do  so  without  the  consent  of  the  viUftge  oontmHnity. 

He  admitted  that  the  system  complained  of  might  h«  open  to  questian,  but  main- 
tained that  its  injustice  had  not  been  established  by  the  facts  in  Leauga's  case.  If 
stronger  evidence  of  its  injurious  restrictions  on  trade  between  the  natives  and  foreigners 
could  be  produced,  the  subject  would  merit  serious  consideration. 

Dr.  Krauel  then  went  on  to  say  that  the  Samoan  Government  had  released 
Leanga,  who  appeared  to  them  to  have  been  justly  punished  for  making  away  with 
property  over  which  he  had  not  a  free  right  of  disposal,  in  consequence  of  the  energetic 
remonstrances  of  Sir  J.  Thurston  and  Acting  Consul  Wilson ;  but  they  had  felt  them- 
selves somewhat  embarrassed  by  this  intervention  en  behalf  of  a  native  who  was  not  a 
British  i?|ibject,  end  h^d  pvipt^d  out  to  the  German  Government  the  difliculties  which 
similar  intervention  mighf  create  ip  parrying  on  the  adn^iniis^tratipn  of  tfee  id»nd. 

Count  pismaypli,  Ov.  li^rauel  ^id,  had  »l?e^dy  sent  aU  the  corresponclence  (dialing 
to  this  incident  to  ponnt  Hatzfeldt,  but  h^d  instructed  his  ExceUoney  to  fn«ke  no  obser- 
vations upon  it  to  the  Foreign  Office  in  London,  as  he  had  anticipated  that,  in  consequence 
of  a  comnmnication  wWch  had  been  made  last  year  by  the  German  Government  in 
London,  a^y  reports?  which  rt\\^\  he  made  on  the  subject  of  Samoa  by  Sir  J.  Thurston 
would  be  received  with  caution  by  Her  Majesty's  Government. 

I  thou2:ht  it  advisable,  in  consequence  of  this  remark,  to  read  to  Dr.  Krauel  the 
passage  in  Sir  J.  Thurston  s  Keport,  in  whicl^  Jic  expresses  his  great  sense  of  the  courtesy 
and  assistance  rendered  to  him  by  the  German  authorities  in  Samoa,  and  pointed  out 
to  him  that  Sir  John  \^^^  frai^kly  di§ci»s|8ed  the  ^hole  qu^stio^i  pf  \\kt  incident,  and  the 
effects  of  the  system,  with  Ifferr  feran^eis  and  Consul  Becker.

Sir,  «  Calliope,''  at  Suva,  Fiji,  May  21,  1888. 

IN  continuation  of  my  letter  dated  the  4th  May,  I  have  the  honour  to  make  the 
foUowing  report  of  proceedings. 

2.  Having  embarked  the  Chief  Judicial  Commissioner  and  the  Secretary  to  the 
Commission  on  the  5th  instant,  I  left  Levuka  for  Apia,  where  we  arrived  on  the  9th. 

8.  We  found  lying  there  the  "  Mohican,*'  United  States'  corvette,  and  two  Grerman 
vessels — the  '*  Adler,**  sloop,  and  the  "  Eber,"  gun-boat. 

4.  The  latter  was  about  to  survey  the  reefs  off  FaluUi  Point,  near  Apia,  which  have 
been  found  to  extend  a  good  mile  further  to  seaward  than  are  marked  on  the  Charts. 
A  white  beacon  has  been  placed  on  the  point,  which,  until  the  survey  is  completed, 
should  be  given  a  berth  of  5  miles  in  rounding.  Two  leading  lights  are  now  being 
arranged  for  entering  Apia  Harbour,  the  one  to  be  shown  from  the  Roman  Catholic 
church,  and  the  other  from  the  Mission-house. 

5.  The  Captain  of  the  "  Mohican "  informed  me  that  he  expected  to  be  shortly 
relieved  by  the  "  Dolphin." 

6.  The  High  Commissioner  being  on  board,  I  was  not  directly  concerned  with 
political  affairs,  and  I  understand  from  his  Excellency  that  he  will  communicate  fully 
with  you  on  the  subject. 

7.  As,  however,  he  may  not  have  time  to  write  by  this  mail,  I  may  say  that  things 
are  going  on  smoothly,  and  that  the  British  subjects  have  few  bond  fide  causes  of 
complaint.  The  de  facto  Government,  nominally  of  Tamasese,  really  of  the  German 
Consul,  appears  to  be  conciliatory.  They  profess  an  ardent  desire  to  do  justice  to  all 
alike,  and  seem  to  be  fairly  acting  up  to  it. 

The  few  points  to  which  we  could  take  exception  are  probably  more  the  result  of 
inexperience  in  the  art  of  governing,  than  of  any  d^eliberate  intention  to  favour  any  party 
unjustly. 

8.  On  two  points  their  action  has  given  rise  to  international  complications.  In  one 
case  the  property  of  a  Frenchman  was  sold-up  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  which  he 
refused  to  pay  to  authorities  which  his  Government  did  not  recognize.  It  was  reported 
at  Apia  that  a  French  man-of-war  was  coming  to  inquire  into  the  matter,  and  possibly 
to  demand  reparation. 

9.  The  other  case,  the  attempt  to  take  possession  of  a  house  claimed  as  American 
property,  which  had  been  leased  to  the  Municipality,  now  dissolved,  has  produced  a 
serious  breach  between  the  Americans  and  Germans,  amounting  to  a  suspension  of  even 
social  relations  between  the  officers  of  the  two  nationalities. 

10.  Neither  the  High  Commissioner  nor  I  had  any  official  communications  with 
Tamasese  or  his  Government,  but  the  Prime  Minister,  a  German  called  Brandeis,  came 
on  board  unofficiaUy,  and  had  a  private  interview  with  his  Excellency. 

11.  The  manslaughter  trial,  resulting  in  an  acquittal,  having  been  held,  and  the 
other  buisness  finished,  we  left  Apia  on  the  13th  instant,  and  arrived  at  Gau  on  the 
17th.  The  native  Council  was  closed  on  the  18th,  and  next  day  we  returned  to  this 
port. 

12.  Since  our  arrival  at  Fiji,  in  fact  ever  since  we  left  Norfolk  Island,  the  weather 
has  been  very  bad,  almost  constant  rain.  The  trade  is  now  setting  in,  however,  and  we 
may  hope  for  some  fine  days.  I  am  happy  to  say  the  ship's  company  continue  in  good 
hefiJth. 

13.  I  propose  to  carry  out  the  various  quarterly  torpedo  and  gunnery  practices 
during  the  next  ten  days,  proceeding  to  Kandavu  for  the  prize  firing  with  great  guns, 
night  firing,  &c.

I  HAVE  the  honoiuf  to  submit  herewith  to  your  Lordship  copy  of  the 
representation  which,  in  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  your  Lordship's  despatch 
of  the  20th  instant,  I  have  made  to  the  Oerman  Foreign  Office  in  the  form  of 
a  note  verbale,  with  regard  to  certain  claims  of  British  subjects  holding  property  in 
the  Island  of  Savaii,  for  losses  sustained  by  them  through  the  burning  of  Satups^tea 
by  a  Grerman  man-of-war  in  September  1887. 

I  have  called  special  attention  to  the  unfortunate  mistake  of  the  German 
Commander  which  brought  about  this  occurrence,  and  in  handing  in  this  note  verhok 
to-day  to  Pr.  Krauel  J  explained  to  him  verbally  in  fuller  detafi  the  circumstances 
as  reported  in  the  correspondence  inclosed  in  your  Lordship's  despatch. 

Vt.  Krauel  replied  that  he  had  not  yet  seen  any  report  front  the  German  Consul 
in  Samoa  on  these  claims,  which  hiave  doubtless  been  officially  lodged  V(tli  hiiu,  \ut 
that  inquiries  would  at  once  be  made  so  as  to  enable  the  German  Government 
to  ta^e  the  matter  into  prompt  consideration.

HEB  Majesty'is  Embassy  has  been  directed  by  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury  to  bring 
before  the  notice  of  the  Imperial  German  Government  certain  claims  preferred  by 
British  subjects  for  losses  sustained  by  them  through  the  burning  of  Satupaitea, 
Island  of  Savaii,  Samoa,  by  the  German  man-of-war  '*  Sophie,"  on  the  3rd  September, 
1887.  .        .^  . 

The  said  claims  are  in  substance  as  follows : — 

1.  The  claim  of  Messrs.  W.  McArthur  and  Co.,  as  mortgagees  of  Satupaitea, 
Island  of  Savaii,  for  destruction  of  property  at  Satupaitea : — 

120  Samoan  houses  destroyed  by  fire,  at  an  average  per  house  of  50  dollars,  6,000 
dollars;  80  bread-fruit  trees  cut  down,  at  an  average  of  half-a-doUar  per  tree, 
40  do^ars.    Total  claim,  6,040  dollars. 

2.  The  claim  of  Mr.  IP.  Wilson,  owner  of  a  weather-boarded  house  at  Satupaitea, 
in  Palauli,  for  a  trading  station,  and  used  as  well  for  a  copra  house,  which  was  burned 
down  by  the  sailors  of  the  German  man-of-war.    Value  of  the  house,  100  dollars. 

3.  The  claim  of  Mr.  W.  B^.  Barron,  possessor  of  the  lease  of  a  piece  of  land  in 
Satupaitea,  on  which  he  had  erected  a  store  and  dwelling-house  containing  certain 
^oods  and  fixings,  the  whole  ofwbic^i  property  was  destroyed.  T^e  value  of  the 
property  is  estimated  at  600  do^tars.^ 

Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Embassy  is  also  further  directed  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  German  Government  to  the  fact  Ihat,  according  to  information  furnished  to  Her 
Majesty's  Government  by  the  Acting  British  Consul  at  Samoa,  it  was  owing  to  au 
unfortimate  mistake  in  the  wording  o^  the  notice  issued  by  the  Commander  of  the 
**  Sophie  '*  that  the  occurrences  which  broug|at  about  the  present  claims  took  place. 
The  following  is  a  translation  of  the  notice  in  (q[uestion,  ais  forwarded  by  Her  Majesty's 
Acting  Consul : — 

"  Notice  issued  by  the  Commander  of  the  '  Sophie '  to  the  Chiefs  of  Satupaitea. 

"  I  say  to  you  thus :  If  you  four  Chiefe,  Asiata,  Fauaua,  Tunuasei^e,  and  Nasuu, 
come  on  board  the  man-of-war  very  quickly,  I  will  bum  the  town.'*

It  was  probably  intended  by  the  Conunander  to  notify  to  the  four  Chiefs  mentioned 
in  the  notice  that  if  they  did  not  come  quickly  on  board,  he  would  bum  the  town, 
whereas  the  notice  issued  was  to  the  effect  that  if  the  four  Chiefs  came  on  board  the 
tbwn*wouIdbe^*urne3^™  "" "" "' 
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^he  omissioii.  of  the  negative  apparently  was  thus  the  cause  of  the  grave 
consequences  which  ensued. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Embassy  trust  that. the  Imperial  German  Government 
will  he  so  good  as  to  inquire  into  the  circumstances  of  the  matters  above  described,  and 
to  take  tjie  claims  in  question  into  their  most  favourable  consideration.

Sir  J.  Thurston  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury.— {Received  September  17.) 

My  Lord,  Government  House,  Suva,  Fiji,  July  31,  1888. 

REFERRING  to  my  despatch  of  the  6th  June,  reporting  the  result  of  my 
mediation  between  the  Samoan  Government  and  the  native  Pastor  Leauga,  I  have 
now  the  honour  to  transmit,  for  the  information  of  your  Lordship,  a  copy  of  a  letter 
received  by  me  from  Acting  Consul  Wilson,  dated  the  11th  June,  1888,  inclosing  copy 
of  a  Law  recently  passed  in  Samoa  with  regard  to  mortgages  by  natives. 

The  passing  of  this  liaw  by  the  King  is,  I  venture  to  think,  conclusive  proof, 
if  any  were  wanting,  that  Pastor  Leauga  was  pimished  for  an  alleged  offence  not 
known  to  the  law  at  the  time  of  the  charge  against  him  being  made  and  his  imprison- 
ment ordered. 

The  Law,  as  communicated  by  M.  Brandeis  on  behalf  of  the  de  facto  Govern- 
ment, appears  somewhat  difficult  to  understand,  and  will  probably  be  unjust  and  harsh 
in  its  operation. 

Thus  section  1,  directed  apparently  at  the  Samoan  as  an  individual,  is,  I  under- 
stand, intended  to  compel  natives  in  the  matter  of  mortgages  to  act  in  their  communal 
capacity  only ;  while  section  4  appears  to  recognize  both  a  "  village,"  or  conunune, 
and  a  "  person,"  or  individual. 

Again,  in  section  1  it  is  enacted  that  a  repeated  breach  of  the  provisions  of  the 
section  will  be  pimished  by  **  confiscation  of  all  the  property  mortgaged.**  This  would 
include  the  confiscation  of  land,  if  mortgaged,  as  well  as  copra,  as  land  is  not  held  by 
individuals  in  Samoa.  It  was  upon  the  argument  that  Leauga  had  no  personal  rights 
that  he  was  imprisoned.  It  follows  that  a  breach  of  this  Law  by  any  Samoan  in  his 
personal  capacity  would  render  his  whole  community  liable  to  the  deprivation  of  their 
lands  in  perpetuity. 

Experience  in  other  places  has  show  n  the  impossibility  of  treating  natives  as 
individuals  for  one  purpose,  and  as  members  of  a  commune  for  another  purpose,  saving 
always  criminal  acts  of  a  purelv  personal  nature. 

Section  3  of  the  Act  provides  that  all  existing  mortgages  on  Samoan  land  and 
copra  must  be  paid  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  provides  for  the  punishment  of  any 
native  selling  or  delivering  copra  produce  which  has  been  mortgaged  to  any  other 
person  than  the  mortgagee.

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This,  I  venture  to  think,  lends  weight  to  the  view  expressed  in  my  despatch 
of  the  6th  June,  that  the  first  or  one  of  the  first  things  required  is  a  public  registry 
of  mortgages,  and  the  ascertainment  and  settlement  of  the  amounts,  interest,  and 
circumstances  of  all  pre-existing  mortgages. 

In  his  letter  to  Acting  Consul  Wilson  of  the  10th  June,  1888,  M.  Brandeis,  on 
behalf  of  the  de  facto  Government,  states  its  willingness^  in  order  to  prevent  the 
imprisonment  of  the  natives,  to  issue  a  Law  restraining  the  sale  of  land,  but  expresses 
the  opinion  that  such  a  Law  would  be  valueless  without  the  formal  consent  of  the 
"  other  Treaty  Powers.** 

I  think  this  position  not  free  from  doubt;  but,  considering  the  enormous  area 
of  land  claimed  by  the  nationals  (or  persons  claiming  through  them)  of  each  of  the 
Treaty  Powers  upon  documents  purporting  to  be  titles,  I  would  submit  that  the  passing 
of  such  a  Law  might  be  acceded  to  by  the  Treaty  Powers  without  any  more  formal 
recognition  of  the  Government  of  !^ng  Tamasese  than  has  been  accorded  by  Her 
Majesty's  Government. 

The  expression,  "other  Treaty  Powers,"  used  by  M.  Brandeis,  has,  of  course, 
no  reference  to  the  Government  which  he  represents,  but,  I  apprehend,  refers  to  the 
German  Government.

In  making  use  of  this  opportunity,  I  have  the 
honour  to  inform  you  that  this  Government,  in  order  to  prevent  the  impoverishment  of 
the  natives,  would  be  willing  to  issue  a  Law  restraining  the  sale  of  land  by  Samoans. 
But  as  such  a  Law  would  be  valueless  without  the  formal  consent  of  the  three  Treaty 
Powers,  this  Government  feels  not  able  to  issue  the  said  Law  before  the  other  Treaty 
Powers  have  recognized  the  Government  of  King  Tamasese.

,  WITH  reference  to  the  note  addressed  on  the  26th  June  last  by  Her  Majesty's 
Charg^  d' Affaires  at  Washington  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  inclosing  a  copy  of  the 
Reeulations,  referred  to  in  Article  I  of  the  German  Agreement  with  Samoa,  of  the 
24tn  January  last,  stating  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  is  not  opposed  to  the  con- 
elusion  of  6,  similar  Agreement  with  Samoa,  providing  the  United  States  are  willing  to 
do  the  same,  ana  asking  for  my  Government's  views  in  the  matter,  I  have  the  honour 
to  acquaint  you  that  oefore  arriving  at  a  decision  on  the  subject,  Mr.  Bayard 
would  like  to  be  further  informed  witn  regard  to  certain  details  of  the  Agreement  in 
question. 

Mr.  Edwardes  states  in  his  note  that  it  must  be  stipulated  in  the  proposed  British- 
Samoan  Agreement  that  British  subjects  shall  be  imder  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
the  British  Consul  as  Deputy  Commissioner.  My  Government  understands  this  to 
have  reference  pnly  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Eegulations,  and  I  am  directed  to  inquire 
whether  'Aer  Majesty's  Government  proposes  to  consider  what  disposal  is  to  be  made 
of  the  taxes  levied,  and  into  whosa  hands  the  fines  imposed  shall  be  paid. 

So  far  as  the  adoption  of  the  Regul^itions  is  concerned,  the  views  of  my  Govern- 
ment coincide  with  those  of  your  liordship  as  to  the  expediency  of  putting  them  into 
force ;  but,  there  being  no  Conventional  guarantee  in  the  German  Agreement  as  to 
who  is  to  enforce  them,  thfe  Secretary  of  State  sees  llo  reason  why  the  United  States 
should  yield  any  part  of  its  existing  exclusive  Consular  jurisdiction  in  Samoa. 

Before  fexpressing  further  concurrence  with  vour  Lordship's  views,  the  Secretary 
of  State  would  be  glad  to  know  whether  it  be  not  thought  advisable,  in  thus  convert- 
ing the  late  Mimicipal  B/Cgulations  into  American  or  British  Regulations,  to  make 
some  provision  in  any  future  American  or  British  Convention  with  Samoa,  which 
would  afford  guarantees  in  respect^  to  the  disppsition  and  application  of  the  revenues 
referred  to.  This  is  a  question  of  practical  administration,  in  respect  to  which 
Germany  appears  at  present  to  possess  such  influence  as  to  render  it  in  her  judgment 
imnecessary  to  etact  nominal  guarantees,  which  may,  however,  be]  essential  to  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain.

Excellency,  Apia,  August  12,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  Highness  a  Samoan  Law,  in  English,  ot 
the  5th  June  of  the  present  year,  on  the  prohibition  to  mortgage  land  and  copra,  and 
on  measures  for  the  quicker  extraction  of  existing  mortgages. 

Eor  yesjrs  past  the  mortgaging  by  natives  of  Samoa  of  their  plots  of  land 
has  increased  to  such  an  extent  as  to  constitute  a  grave  danger  to  the  dev^elopment  of 
the  country  and  the  properly  understood  interests  of  foreigners. 

Owing  to  their  little  appreciation  of  the  real  value  of  money  and  of  the  binding 
nature  of  legal  documents,  the  Samoans  are  always  ready  to  mortgage  their  land  and 
its  produce  in  copra,  often  for  a,  i^umber  of  years.  There  is  often  a  want  of  all 
proportion  between  the  amount  found  by  the  mortgagee  and  the  value  of  the  object 
mortgaged.  By  far  the  larger  and  more  valuable  pprtion  of  the  land  being  already  in 
the  hands  of  foreigners,  who,  with  the  exception  of  the  German  Company  for  trade 
and  plantations,  have  as  yet  left  it  fallow,  the  native  population  is  in  danger  of  finding 
itself  without  property,  and  therefore  without  any  industry  which  they  could  follow. 
The  production  of  copra  by  the  natives  would  eease,  and  with  it  not  only  would 
the  purchasing  power  of  the  natives  decrease,  but  also  the  export  trade. 

The  former  Provisional  Ordinance,  under  which  land  could  only  be  mortgaged 
with  the  consent  of  the  whole  district,  proved  to  be  insufficient.     The  Samoan 
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GoTemment  has  therefore  issued  the  a]}OTfi-mentioned  Law  to  meet  in  part  at  least 
the  evils  complained  of. 

The  Law  was  received  Ipiy  the  Tft^mua  an^  the  Fa^pnle  ^^^i  spccml  favour.  The 
more  fer-seeing  among  the  foreigners  have  admitted  the  necessity  and  use  of  the 
measure.  The  High  Commissioner  in  Piji  has  expressed  himself  favourably  towards 
it.  I  inclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  on  the  subject  from  tbe  |)ng]is^i  Qonsul  here  to  Captain 
Brandeis. 

Existing  mortgages  on  real  property  in  Samoa  may  be  taken  to  amount  to 
60,000  dollars.  Captain  Brandeis  estimates  that  under  the  provisions  of  section  No.  3 
of  the  Law  they  will  be  extinguished  in  three  years  at  most.  The  execution  of  the 
Law  has  as  yet  met  with  no  difficulty.

Sir,  Samoa,  July  22, 1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  most  respectfully  to  inform  the  de  facto  Samoan 
Government,  that  his  Excellency  Sir  J.  B.  Thurston,  Her  Majesty's  Consul-Gteneral 
for  the  Western  Pacific,  considers  that  the  passing  of  the  Law  forbidding  the  mortgage 
by  any  Samoan  to  either  a  foreigner  or  a  Samoan  of  land,  or  copra,  or  both,  is  a  step  in 
the  right  direction.  And  that  it  is  his  Excellency's  intention  to  address  Her  Majesty's 
Government,  with  the  object  of  obtaining  its  concurrence  to  the  prohibition  relative  to 
the  sale  of  land,  which  was  suggested  by  him  during  his  recent  visit  to  Samoa. 

At  the  same  time,  in  order  to  give  the  fullest  value  to  the  Law  relating  to 
mortgages,  his  Excellency  is  of  opinion  that  iall  present  mortgages  should  be  inquired 
into,  and  that,  if  or  so  far  as  equity  and  good  faith  sanction  the  obligation  expressed, 
they  should  be  registered,  and  that  the  register  should  be  accessible  to  the  public  on

Mr.  Phelps  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — {Received  October  6.) 

My  Lord,  Legation  of  the  United  States ^  London^  October  5,  X888. 

I  AM  requested  by  my  Government  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  it  has  rfeceived 
telegraphic  intelligence  from  Samoa  to  the  effect  that  King  Tamasese  has  been  over- 
thrown, and  that  Mataafa  has  been  declared  King  by  nearly  the  Whole  population,  and 
is  gaining  constantly. 

I  am  also  instructed  respectfully  to  inquire  whether  any  intelligence  has  been 
received  on  the  subject  by  Her  Majesty's  Government. 

It  U  assumed  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  that  the  Treaty  Powers 
wiW,  in  conformity  with  the  joint  understanding  that  exists  in  regard  to  Samoa, 
respect  the  choice  of  King  made  by  the  Samoan  people,  as  the  United  States'  Govern- 
ment feels  bound  and  intends  to  do.

Sir  E.  Malet  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — (Received  October  8.) 

My  Lord,  Berlin,  October  5, 1888, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  Herr  von  Holstein  informed 
me  on  the  3rd  instant  that  Mr.  Colman,  the  United  States'  Oharg6  d'Aflfaires  at  this 
Court,  had  made  a  communication  on  the  part  of  his  Government,  to  the  effect  that 
disturbances  had  arisen  at  Samoa,  with  the  result  that  King  Tamasese,  who  did  not 
command  the  suffrages  of  the  majority  of  the  population,  had  been  driven  from  power, 
and  that  the  United  States'  Government  desired  to  know  whether  the  German  Govern- 
ment would  respect  the  wishes  of  the  majority  of  the  population,  or  whether  they 
proposed  to  interfere  in  an  adverse  sense. 

Herr  von  Holstein  said  that  he  had  informed  Mr.  Colman,  in  reply,  that  the 
German  Government  intended  to  restrict  their  action  to  insuring  the  safety  of  the  hves 
and  property  of  Grerman  subjects  on  the  islands. 

Herr  von  Holstein  added  that  Mr.  Colman  seemed  to  be  quite  satisfied  at  this 
reply,  and  had  informed  him  that  the  United  States'  Minister  in  London  had  been 
desired  to  make  similar  inquiry  of  your  Lordship.

WE  beg  respectfully  to  call  your  attention  to  our  letters  of  the  22nd  March  and 
the  4th  April  last,  referring  to  the  claim  made  by  our  firm  in  Samoa,  Messrs.  W. 
McArthur  and  Co.,  against  the  German  Government  for  the  destruction  of  the  village 
of  Satupaitea. 

Our  partners  there  write  that  full  particulars  of  this  claim  have  been  handed  in 
to  the  Acting  British  Consul,  who,  they  believe,  has  forwarded  his  Report  on  this 
subject  to  the  Home  Government  some  time  ago. 

This  letter  is  dated  the  1st  August. 

So  far  as  we  can  see,  their  claim  appears  to  be  extremely  moderate,  and  we  trust 
that  we  may  look  for  the  influence  of  the  foreign  Office  in  our  endeavour  to  obtain 
redress  for  this  utterly  unprovoked  outrage. 

Our  friends  also  forward  us  copies  of  letters  addressed  to  Mr.  Wilson,  the  Consul 
at  Apia,  under  date  the  14th  June,  1888,  for  damages  sustained  by  the  forcible  occu- 
pation of  our  premises  there  by  the  forces  of  the  German  Government.  No  doubt 
these  particulars  have  also  been  sent  home  by  Mr.  Wilson. 

Our  agents  at  Apia  have  also  repeatedly  complained  of  the  conduct  of  Germans 
inJSamoa  in  regard  to  threats  which  are  constantly  being  used  to  the  native  population 
in  order  to  force  them  to  refrain  from  dealing  with  English  traders  and  compel  them 
to  sell  their  produce  to  German  merchants.    . 

We  venture  to  press  these  matters  upon  the  early  attention  of  the  Government, 
as  we  cannot  believe  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  will  refuse  to  protect  the  interests 
of  British  subjects  guaranteed  to  them  imder  Treaty.

You  will  have  observed  that,  in  his  communication  to  Acting  Consul  Wilson, 
M,  Brandeis  intimates  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  T&masese  that  Her 
Majesty's  Government  should  assent  to  this  measure. 

In  view^  however,  of  the  recent  disturbances,  which  are  said  to  have  resulted  in 
the  overthrow  of  Tamasese's  Government,  but  of  which  no  official  information  has 
yet  been  received,  further  discussion  of  the  new  Law  must  be  post^^oned  for  the 
present.

A  Regulation  {made  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty  by  Her  Majesty^s  High 
Commissioner  for  the  Western  Pacific^  under  the  provisions  of  the  Western  Pacific 
Order  in  Council,  1 879)  for  the  Preservation  of  Good  Order  in  the  Toim  and  Harbour 
of  Apia,  Samoa. 

(L.S.)  John  B.  Thurston. 

July  31,  1888. 

1.  NOTHING  in  this  Regulation  contained  shall  be  construed  to  take  away  or 
diminish  the  power  of  the  High  Commissioner's  Court  to  award  any  pimishment  which 
may  now  be  awarded  by  the  Court  for  any  of  the  offences  named  in  this  Regulation. 

Interpretation. 

2.  The  following  words  and  expressions  in  this  Regulation  shall  have  the  meaning 
hereby  assigned  to  them  unless  there  be  something  in  the  subject  or  context  repugnant 
to  such  construction  (that  is  to  say) : — 

'*  Apia  "  shall  include  the  town  and  district  of  Apia,  being  the  space  comprised 
within  the  following  limits  (that  is  to  say) :  Commencing  at  Vailoa,  passing  thence 
along  the  coast  to  the  mouth  of  the  Fuluasa  River,  thence  up  the  course  of  the 
Fuluasa  River  to  the  point  at  which  the  Alafaalava  road  crosses  such  river,  thence 
along  the  said  road  to  the  point  where  it  reaches  the  River  Vaisigano,  and  thence  in  a 
straight  line  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

'*The  harbour'  shall  include  the  waters  lying  between  the  sea-reef  and  the  coast, 
and  bounded  on  the  east  and  west  by  lines  running  north  from  the  British  Consulate 
and  from  the  northern  end  of  Mulinuu  Point. 

"  British  Consul  '*  shall  mean  the  senior  British  Consular  oflficer  at  Apia. 

^'  Samoan  Government "  shall  mean  such  body  as  is  recognized  by  the  British 
Consul,  on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty,  as  exercising  the  fimotions  of  government  in  Apia 
for  the  time  being. 

^*  Health  Officer  "  shall  mean  any  duly  qualifled  person  appointed  by  the  Samoan 
Qt)vemment  to  be  Health  Officer  in  Apia. 

^^Harbour-master"  shall  mean  any  duly  qualified  person  appointed  by  the 
Samoan  Government  to  perform  the  duties  of  Harbour-master  in  the  harbour. 

"  Street  '*  shall  include  any  road,  square,  court,  alley,  lane,  wharf,  jetly,  thorough- 
fare,  or  public  passage  or  highway  within  the  town  of  Apia. 

''  Publican  "  shall  mean  any  British  subject  keeping  a  house  in  Apia  for  the  sale 
of  fermented  and  spirituous  liquors  te  be  consumed  on  the  premises. 

*'  Cattle  "  shall  include  horses,  asses,  mules,  kine,  sheep,  goats,  and  swine,  as  well 
as  homed  cattle. 

Part  I.— flffreete  and  Public  Places. 

3.  Every  British  subject  who  shall,  in  Apia,  commit  any  of  the  foUowing 
offences : — 

(1.)  Ride  or  drive  in  any  street  any  cattle  or  vehicle  so  as  to  endanger  public 
safety ; 

(2.)  Ride  or  drive  over  any  bridge  except  at  a  walking  pace ; 

(3.)  Ride  any  horse,  mule,  or  ass  without  a  proper  bridle ; 

(4.)  Lead  or  drive  any  cattle  without  proper  and  sufficient  assistance ; 


(5.)  Play  cricket  in  any  street,  or  play  cricket  except  within  a  space  at  a  distance 
of  not  less  than  16  yards  from  any  street ; 

(6.)  Indecently  expose  himself  in  any  street  or  other  public  place ;  shall  on  con- 
viction be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  21.  for  each  offence,  and,  in  default  of 
payment  thereof,  to  imprisonment  with  or  without  hard  labour  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  fourteen  days. 
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Part  II. — Public  Health. 

4.  Every  British  subject  who  erects  any  building  or  part  of  a  building  (except  as  Free  clrcula- 
Jiereinafler  provided)  on  the  north  or  sea-side  of  the  principal  public  road  between  the  ^^^  ®^  *^'- 
store  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Thomas  Throod,  in  Matafele,  and  the  store  now  occupied 

by  Messrs.  Ruge  and  Co.  at  Matautu  shall,  on  conviction,  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding 
5/.>  and,  in  default  of  payment  thereof,  shall  be  imprisoned,  with  or  without  hard 
labour,   for  any  term  not  exceeding  one  month ;  and  the  Court  may  inflict — ^in 
addition  to  such  pimishment  by  imprisonment  or  fine — a  further  fine  not  exceeding 
10*.  a-day  for  every  day  during  which  such  building  remains,  counting  from  the  day 
on  which  such  building,  or  part  of  a  building,  was  erected  until  the  day  on  which  it 
shall  be  i-emoved.     Provided  always  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  British  subject  to 
serve  tlie  Health  Officer  with  a  written  notice  that  it  is  his  intention  to  apply  to  the 
British  Consul,  after  an  interval  of  not  less  than  six  days,  for  permission  to  erect  a 
boat-house,  or  similar  small  structure,  near  the  water;  and  the  British  Consul  may  fix  Erection  of 
a  day  (notice  of  which  shall  be  given  t.o  the  Health  Officer)  to  hear  objections  against  ^^**«^e^8, 
the  erection  of  the  proposed  small  structure,  and  if  the  British  Consul  is  of  opinion,    ^ 
after  hearing  the  objections  (if  any),  that  such  structure  can  be  erected  without 
interfering  with  the  public  convenience  and  the  free  circulation  of  air  in  the  town  of 
Apia,  he  shall  give  a  certificate  to  that  effect  to  the  applicant. 

5.  Every  British  subject  occupying  or  owning  biuldings  in  Apia  shall  weed  and  Weeding, 
keep  clear  the  space  between  such  buildings  and  the  street.     Every  person  neglecting 

to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction,  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  21.  for  each  offence,  and,  in  default  of  payment  thereof,  shall  be  imprisoned, 
with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  fourteen  days. 

6.  Every  British  subject  suffering,  from  an  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  or  who  Coatagious 
occupies  any  building  in  which  there  is  any  person  suffering  from  any  such  disease,  ?°^  . 
shall  give  written  notice  of  the  same  to  the  Health  Officer  as  soon  as  such  British  Jnseases!* 
subject  shall  become  aware  of  the  existence  of  such  disease.     And  it  shall  be  lawful 

for  tlie  Health  Officer  to  declare  to  be  infected  any  such  premises  on  which  there  is  or 
has  been  any  person  sufiering  from  any  such  disease,  and  to  forbid  communication 
between  persons  inside  and  persons  outside  the  said  premises,  except  in  such  manner 
as  such  Health  Officer  shall,  in  writing,  direct.  Provided  always  that  if  the  existence 
of  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Health 
Officer  witliout  any  notification  as  aforesaid,  or  when,  in  the  early  and  imperfectly 
diagnosed  stage  of  any  disease,  the  Health  Officer  shall  deem  it  necessary  for  the  public 
safety,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  Health  Officer  to  declare  any  such  premises  to  be 
infected,  and  to  forbid  any  communication  therewith  excepting  in  the  manner  provided 
for  in  this  section. 

7.  Every  British  subject  who  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  provisions  of  the  section  Penalty, 
next  preceding  shall,  on  conviction,  suffer  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
three  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  and  with  or  without  a  fine  not  exceeding 

10/.,  or  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  lOZ.  without  any  imprisonment,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Court. 

Paet  III. — Harbour  and  Vessels. 

8.  The  master  of  every  British  vessel  riding  at  anchor  in  the  harbour  shall,  if  so  Riding 
directed  by  the  Harbour-master,  exhibit  from  sunset  to  simrise  a  bright  white  light  %^t«- 
not  less  than  16  feet  from  deck  under  the  forestay  of  such  vessel,  and  the  master  or 
owner,  or  person  in  charge  of  every  such  vessel  on  which  such  light  is  not  so  displayed, 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  1/.,  and,  in  default  of 
payment  thereof,  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  seven  days. 

9.  Any  British  subject  who  shall  throw,  or  cause  to  be  thrown,  an  rubbish,  ballast.  Throwing 
earth,  or  refuse  into  the  harbour  without  the  permission  of  the  Harbour-master,  or  j*"^®^  *°^^ 
except  at  such  place  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Harbour-master  may  direct,  shall,  on    *    "^' 
conviction,  for  every  such  offence,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  10/.,  and,  in 
default  of  payment  thereof,  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  month. 

10.  Every  British  subject  who  uses  dynamite  or  other  explosive  substance  to  catch  Fishing  with 
or  destroy  fish  in  the  harbour  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  5/.,  or,  in  the  dynamite, 
discretion  of  the  Court,  to  be  imprisoned,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  fourteen  days. 

11.  Every  British  subject  supplying  or  conveying,  or  causing  to  be  supplied  or  Convoyinp 
conveyed,  any  intoxicating  liquor  on  board  of  any  vessel  in  the  harbour  without  an  |"toxi(aiin;,- 
order  or  permit,  in  writing,  signed  bv  the  master  of  such  vessel,  shall,  on  conviction,  ||^"^^[  ^" 
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be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  lOL^  oi,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ck)urt,  to  imprison- 
ment for  any  term  not  exceeding  two  months. 

Pabt  IY. —Puhlic-houses. 

Hours.  12.  No  publican  shall  ke^  his  premises  open  for  the  sale  of  liquor,  or  shall  sell 

any  liquor,  or  permit  the  same  to  be  drunk  or  consumed  in  or  on  his  premises,  unless 
between  the  hours  of  5  in  the  morning  and  11  at  ni^t  on  the  six  business  days  of 
the  week,  and  between  the  hours  of  1  in  the  afternoon  and  11  at  night  on  Sundays. 
'Every  publican  offending  against  any  part  of  this  section  shall,  on  oonyiction,  be  liable 
to  a  p^ialty  not  exceeding  5/.,  and^  in  default  of  payment  thereof,  to  imprisonm^t 
for  any  period  not  exceeding  fourteen  days, 

13.  If  any  publican  or  his  serrant  supplies  intoxicating  liquor  to  any  person  who 
is  at  the  time  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  such  publican  shall,  on  conTiction,  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  not  exceeding  5/.,  and,  in  default  of  payment  thereof,  to  imprisonment  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  seven  days. 

14.  Every  publican  shall  keep  burning  a  bright  light  at  the  main  entrance  to  the 
bar  from  sunset  till  the  hour  of  closing,  and  every  publican  neglecting  to  comply  with 
this  section  shall,  on  conviction,  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  2/.,  and,  in 
default  of  payment  thereof,  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  seven  days.

My  Lord,  Govemmmt  House,  Suva,  Fij%  August  29, 1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  indose,  for  your  Lordship's  information,  a  copy  of  a  letter 
which  I  have  received  from  Mr.  Acting  Consul  Wilson  referring  to  the  subject  of  the 
mortgage  of  native  land  and  produce,  i.e.,  its  crops,  in  Samoa. 

This  subject  was  adverted  to  in  my  previous  despatches  to  your  Lordship  of 
the  1st  and  6th  June  and  31st  July  respectively. 

The  letter  of  which  copy  is  inclosed  bears  upon  a  suggestion  which  I  directed 
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Aoting  Consul  Wilson  to  being  before  his  CJoosular  eoUeagues  mud  the  defwdo  Goirem- 
ment  of  Samoa,  to  the  effect ''  that  all  present  m<n*tgage8  should  be  inquired  into,  and 
that,  so  far  as  equity  and  good  faith  sanctioned  the  obligations  expressed,  they  should 
be  recognized  and  roistered,  and  that  the  registry  should  be  open  to  the  public  on 
payment  of  a  nominal  fee.'^ 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  in  the  interests  of  the  natires  of  Samoa,  that  some  equit- 
able inquiry  and  settlement  cannot  be  arrived  at  with  regard  to  mortgages  on  their 
land  and  produce  made  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  so-called  Law,  copy  of  which  I  had 
the  honour  of  transmitting  in  my  despatch  of  the  31st  July,  1888, 

The  local  de  facto  Government  has  felt  no  diflB.culty  in  undertaking  to  enforce 
payment  of  debts  contracted  and  secured  by  mortgage  prior  to  the  passing  of  the 
Law  referred  to,  and  irrespectively  of  the  terms  and  conditions  such  mortgages  may 
contain. 

It  is,  I  venture  to  submit,  doubtful  whether  people  in  the  condition  of  the 
Samoans  should  be  allowed  or  are  competent  to  mortgage  their  lands.  A&  the  Ist 
section  of  the  Law  referred  to  prohibits  such  tranaactions,  it  would  appear  that  the 
policy  of  the  Grovemment^  as  to  the  future,  is  in  oonformity  widi  the  recommendatioiis 
I  have  made  on  the  subject. 

But,  by  investing  with  legal  sanction  and  without  inquiry  {we-existing  trans- 
actions of  this  nature,  the  de  fodsto  Government  has,  I  am  satisfied,  inflicted  so  great 
a  wrong  upon  its  own  subjects,  s^  shown  so  great  a  leaning  to  interests  which  are 
abnost  entirely  German,  that  no  confidence  can  be  felt  in  its  jurisdicticm  orer  Britidi 
residents  were  such  to  be  conceded  by  Her  Majesty's  GoTemxnent. 

Considering  that  when  the  moitgages  in  question  were  contracted  the  country 
was  in  a  state  of  xmrest;  that  the  probaUHties  of  p^^ent  were  attended  with  infinite 
risk ;  that  the  transactions  had  no  legal  authority  or  security  whatever ;  and  that,  in 
all  probability,  charges  were  liigh,  rates  of  interest  extravagant,  and  the  conditions 
generally  inequitable,  it  would  have  more  than  sufficed  if  the  Government  had  con- 
fined its  action  to  enforcing  the  discharge  of  the  debts  contracted,  without  obliging, 
under  pains  and  penalties,  the  imf ortunate  native  debtor  to  abstain  from  selling  hSs 
produce  "  to  any  other  person  than  the  mortgagee." 

Such  a  law  deprives  the  debtor  both  of  the  advantages  attending  upon  compe- 
tition in  an  open  market  and  of  a  possible  rise  of  prices  abroad ;  and  I  respectfully 
submit  that,  as  bearing  upon  the  fair  and  equitable  treatment  of  such  antecedent 
obligations,  it  is  no  answer  to  say  that  the  conditions  of  the  mortgages  in  question  bind 
the  native  to  sell  his  produee  exclusively  to  the  mortgagee  and  at  a  fixed  price. 

I  do  not  intend  moving  further  in  the  matter  for  tibe  present,  deeming  it 
sufficient  to  report  upon  the  subject  for  your  Lordship's  consideocatian.

I  H AYE  the  honour  most  respectfully  to  acknowledge  the  receifvt  of  your  Exeei- 
lenc^s  despatch  of  the  4tia  July,  1888,  relative  to  the  mortgages  of  lands  in  Samoa ; 
and  to  state  that  I  have  inJEorqi^  ^ede  facto  Samoan  Government  of  your  Exoellency^s 
views  as  expressed  therein.  I  le^mt  tlmt  the  suggestions  relative  to  the  ^  registmtion 
of  all  present  mortgages ''  did  not  meet  with  the  support  from  Hear  Brandeis  wMch  I  had 
anticipated  from  former  conversations.  He  seemed  opposed  to  a  general  registration, 
and  to  the  register  being  open  to  the  puhUc,  and  thought  it  would  be  sufficient  if  each 
Consul  procured  a  list  of  the  mortgages  held  by  idie  subjects. t>f  the  country  which  he 
represented,  and  that  these  lists  shonid  be  opoi  for  the  inqiectaon  of  the  Bepresenta- 
tives  of  the  Powers. 

I  had  an  interview  this  mcimdng  with  Consul  Becker  relative  to  the  **  registration 
of  mortga^."  Consul  Hecker,  whate  apparently  sympathizing  with  your  Excellency's 
views,  said  that,  should  any  German  subject  object  to  register,  he  could  not  compel  him 
thereto ;  neither  did  he  think  that  the  Imperial  German  Government  would  permit 
any  such  subject  to  be  punished  for  objecting,  or  that  the  objection  would  validate 
the  mortgage.  Neither  punishment  nor  invalidation  of  the  mortgage  for  objection 
having  been  suggested  by  me,  I  did  not  see  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  any  remark 
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relative  thereto.  I  have  thought  it  somewhat  suspicious  that  Herr  Brandeis  and 
Consul  Becker  should  he  apparently  so  opposed  to  the  ^'  registration  of  all  present 
mortgages." 

I  have  the  honour  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  I  sent  a  copy  of  the  Law  passed 
hy  the  de  facto  Government  relative  to  mortgages  to  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  Stati 
for  Foreign  Affairs  in  my  despatch  of  the  12th  June,  1888.

1  am  also  to  inform  you  that  a  despatch  was  addressed  to 
Mr.  Wflson,  by  Lord  Salisbury's  direction,  on  the  5th  ultimo,  requesting  him  to 
acquaint  Messrs.  McArthur  in  Samoa,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  a  note  addressed 
to  Her  Majesty's  Embassy  at  Berlin  by  the  German  Government,  that  that  (Jovem- 
ment  had  not  yet  received  the  report  requested  from  the  Imperial  Consul  in  Apia  with 
regard  to  the  claim  of  your  firm  to  the  Government  building  in  Apia,  and  that,  as 
regards  the  claim  for  an  indemnity,  it  could  not  be  taken  into  consideration  unless  the 
grounds  on  which  it  is  based  Avere  stated  in  fuller  detail.

Consul  de  Coetlogon  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — {Received  October  18.) 

My  Lord,  Samoa,  September  10,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report^  with  the  greatest  respect,  for  your  Lordship's 
information,  that  on  the  29th  August,  1888,  some  of  the  disaffected  members  of  the 
Tamasese  party  retired  into  the  bush,  where  they  were  joined  by  some  of  the  Malietoa 
men;  reports  vary  as  to  the  actual  numbers,  but  it  is  believed  that  by  the  next 
morning  there  were  fully  300  men  in  open  rebellion. 

On  the  morning  of  the  31st  August  M.  Brandeis,  with  some  500  men,  went  into 
the  bush  for  the  purpose  of  suppressmg  the  rebellion,  but  were  imsuccessful,  having 
lost  two  Chiefs  killed  and  three  men  wounded. 

Since  then,  and  up  to  to-day,  various  alarming  rumours  have  been  in  circulation 
concerning  an  immediate  attack  on  Mulinuu  (the  seat  of  the  de  facto  Samoan  Govern- 
ment). Beyond  all  doubt  the  Malietoa  party  have  been  enormously  increased,  and 
several  influential  Chiefs,  with  their  followers,  have  gone  bodily  over. 

I  have  also  the  honour  to  inclose  a  translation  of  a  copy  of  a  letter  written  by 
M.  Brandeis  (Premier  to  the  de  facto  Samoan  Govegiment)  to  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Malietoa  party  now  in  arms  against  the  Government,  and  to  inform  your  Lordship 
that  His  Imperial  German  Majesty's  ship  **  Adler,*'  with  a  number  of  Tamasese's  men 
on  board,  and  towing  their  boats,  did  proceed  to  the  Island  of  Manono,  and  according 
to  report  (correct  information  being  very  difficult  to  get)  destroyed  some  houses.  The 
**  Adler  *•  returned  to  Apia  the  same  evening.  It  is  also  reported  on  all  sides  that  the 
Malietoa  party  have  elected  Mataafa,  one  of  the  Malietoa  family,  as  their  King,  and 
that  he  is  to  be  anointed  to-morrow,  the  11th  instant.

the  bush : 
Sirs,  Samoan  Governments  Mulinuu^  September  5, 1888.^ 

ACCORDING  to  the  command,  of  His  Majesty  Tamasese,  the  King  of  Samoa^  I 
make  known  to  you  that  the  (Jerman  man-of-war,  together  with  a  Samoan  fleet,  is 
about  to  go  and  bum  Manono  because  of  their  secret  actions.  When  the  burning  of 
that  country  is  finished,  it  is  well,  indeed,  that  the  people  return  peacefully  to  their 
villages  to  dwell.     If  they  obey,  then  no  other  punishment  will  be  added  to  this. 

Return  now  also  the  people  of  the  Eaasaleleaga  to  their  villages  to  dwell,  likewise 
also  the  people  of  the  Tuamasaga.    If  they  obey,  then  they  will  be  all  forgiven,  but . 
if  they  do  not  obey  this  direction,  then  their  villages  will  be  quickly  burned  in  the 
same  manner  as  Manono.    This  direction  is  now  put  before  you  in  truth,  indeedi  in  the 
presence  of  God  in  Heaven.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you  that,  armed  bands  having  been  seen  near  Apia, 
I  have  thought  that  it  would  be  expedient  to  beg  the  Commancler  of  His  Imperial 
Majesty's  sliip  **  Adler'*  to  place  a  detachment  of  his  crew  at  Apia,  in  order  to  protect 
the  life  and  property  of  German  and  other  inhabitants  of  this  town.  With  the  consent 
of  the  Samoan  Government  the  Commander  of  the  **  Adler  "has  previously  placed  a 
guard  at  the  frontier  of  Sogi  and  Mulinuu.

Your  Highness,  Falexda,  Capital  of  Samoa,  September  9,  1888. 

WE  make  known  to  your  Highness  we  have  anointed  to-day  Malietoa  Mataafa 
to  be  King  of  the  Government  of  Samoa  from  one  end  of  Samoa  to  the  other. 

He  has  been  anointed  to-day^  the  9th  day  of  Septemfcer,  1888,  at  the  hour  of  10  m 
the  morning.

My  Ix)rd,  Sam^a,  September  17,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  report,  for  your  Lordship's 
information,  that  the  United  States'  Vice-Consul-General  called  on  me  on  the 
11th  instant  in  consequence  of  a  rumour  that  the  rebel  forces  were  marching  on 
Apia  in  order  to  attack  Mulinuu  (the  seat  of  the  de  facto  Government). 

The  chief  object  of  his  call  being  to  consult  relative  to  the  observation  by  the 
war  parties  of  both  sides  of  the  neutrality  of  Apia,  I  may  remark  to  your  Lordship 
that,  imder  Article  IX  of  the  Convention,  signed  the  2nd  September,  1879,  Apia  and 
district  were  strictly  considered  neutral  territory.  After  some  consultation,  I  expressed 
the  opinion  that  it  was  desirable  that  the  district  formerly  observed  as  "neutral 
territory  "  should  be  considered  so  in  the  present  civil  war,  especially  as  the  lives  and 
property  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  would  otherwise  be  in  great  danger,  and  I  agreed 
to  consult  Consul  ]?ecker  relative  thereto.  The  United  States'  Vice-Consul-General, 
however,  objected  to  accompany  me  to  the  German  Consulate,  on  account  of  the 
difficulties  existing  between  the  United  States  and  the  German  authorities. 

I  proceeded  to  the  Imperial  German  Consulate  s^i  consulted  with  Consul  Becker 
relative  to  the  observance  of  the  neutral  territory  in  case  of  civil  war. 

M.  Becker,  however,  informed  me  that  there  was  no  neutral  territory  (in  which 
opinion  M.  Brandeis,  who  was  also  present,  coincided),  but  should  any  fighting  take 
place  in  Apia,  the  forces  of  His  Imperial  German  Majesty's  ship  *'  Adler ''  would  be 
landed  to  protect  the  German  and  other  inhabitants.  Immediately  after  the  above* 
mentioned  interview,  I  informed  the  United  States'  Vice-Consul-Gteneral  of  the 
result.

Consul  de  Coetlogon  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — (Received  November  2.)* 

My  Lord,  Samoa,  September  17,  1888, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  with  the  greatest  respect,  for  your  Lordshq)'s 
information,  that  about  1  o'clock,  p.m.,  on  the  12th  instant,  a  force  of  the  Malietoa 
party  opened  fire  on  the  Tamasese  party  stationed  at  Matantu,  in  Apia.  Incessant 
firing  was  kept  up  for  five  hours,  the  result  being  that  the  Tamasese  were  driven  away 
from  all  their  forts.  During  this  engagement  the  lives  and  property  of  Her  Majesty's 
subjects  were  in  danger,  the  bullets  piercing  the  British  Consulate  and  the  houses  of 
foreigners  in  the  vicinity ;  Captain  Bissett^  a  British  subject,  being  shot  dead  wbiiB  on 
his  way  to  the  Consulate.  On  the  evening  of  the  12th,  about  9  o'clock,  the  Malietoas 
attacked  the  stronghold  of  the  Tanmseses  to  the  eastward  of  Apia,  about  2  miles,  and: 
completely  routed  them,  taking  possession  of  their  forts  and  a  quantity  of  rifles  and 
antuuunition. 
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Oq  the  morning  of  the  13th  instant  the  Malietoas  marched  quietly  through  Apia 
and  joined  their  King. 

On  the  same  day,  an  attack  being  threatened  on  Mulinuu  (the  seat  of  the  de 
fdcto  Government),  the  entrance  was  guarded  by  a  number  of  blue  jackets  from  His 
Imperial  German  Majesty's  ship  **  Adler/'  the  ''  Adler  "  herself  taking  up  a  position 
to  shell  the  rebel  forces  should  the  attack  take  place.  On  Saturday,  the  15th  instant, 
the  Imperial  German  Consul  had  an  interview  with  Mataafa,  the  anointed  King  of 
Malietoas,  at  which  it  is  reported  that  he  informed  Mataafa  that  he  would  represent 
the  change  of  circumstances  to  his  Government,  but  that  meanwhile  he  must  support 
Tamasese  as  King. 

I  was  informed  by  Consul  Becker,  after  the  above-mentioned  interview,  that  he 
and  Mataafa  had  consulted  relative  to  the  observance  of  a  neutral  territory  extending 
from  the  British  Consulate  to  Sogi,  near  Mulinuu,  and  that  he,  Consul  Becker,  had 
agreed  to  prevent  the  Tamasese  party  from  fighting  therein  on  condition  that  Mataafa 
would  do  the  same  with  respect  to  his  followers.

Sir,  Mulinuu,  May  12,  1888. 

I  AM  very  thankful  for  your  communication  relative  to  the  case  of  the  Samoan 
teacher  Leauga,  of  Fasitootai,  district  of  Aana,  as  it  affords  me  the  occasion  to  state 
to  you  the  view  of  the  Samoan  Government  in  this  matter. 

Before  all,  I  beg  to. state  that  the  Samoan  Government  is  fiilly  resolved  not  to 
allow  ex-territoriality  to  the  person  or  to  the  property  of  any  native  Samoan  by  the  fact 
of  his  being  a  member  of  any  foreign  mission  or  religious  society ;  nor  does  the  Samoan 
Government  intend  to  grant  any  privileges  to  such  Samoan. 

There  has  been  passed  no  law  by  the  Samoan  Government  by  which  the  said 
Leauga  has  been  sentenced.  Leauga  has  committed  an  act  of  manifest  dishonesty  in 
evading  to  fulfil  an  engagement  taken  by  the  whole  community  he  and  his  property 
belong  to. 

By  my  knowledge  of  Samoan  customs  and  manners  I  doubt  it  very  much  that  the 
teacher  L^uga  tells  the  truth  in  upholding  that  he  was  in  ignorance  of  the  Contract 
passed  in  July  last  year  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  village  of  Fasitootai  with  the  Deutsche 
Handels-  imd  Plantagen-Gesellschaft,  by  authority  of  the  whole  village,  mort- 
gaging the  copra  produce  and  the  whole  land  of  the  village  of  Fasitootai  in  order 
to  save  the  village  from  the  loss  of  common  land  which  had  been  previously  mortgaged 
to  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Ruge  and  Co.  The  firm  of  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.  were 
then  competitors  to  the  German  firm  in  this  operation. 

Leauga  has  admitted  that  he  was  warned  by  the  Magistrate  of  Fasitootai  before 
he  brought  his  copra  td  the  agent  of  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.  He  says  that  he  has 
passed  an  engagement  with  this  agent;  that  after  the  warning  received  from  the 
[140]  2  I 
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Magistrate  he  thought  the  matter  over  during  three  days ;  and  finally,  by  the  fear  of 
God,  being  afraid  to  break  his  engagement  to  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.,  he 
delivered  his  copra  to  their  agent. 

Leauga  had  no  right  to  mortgage  the  copra  produce  of  his  land  belonging  to 
Fasitootai  before  the  mortgage  on  the  whole  land  of  Fasitootai  was  not  paid  off.  He 
has  the  less  cause  to  separate  himself  from  the  community,  as  in  his  quality  as  a 
teacher  he  draws  more  money  and  produces  out  from  his  fellow-citizens  of  Easitootai 
and  their  wives  than  they  have  individually  to  pay  taxes  to  the  Government. 

If  Leauea  has  really  made  a  contract  with  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.  which 
he  had  no  right  to  conclude  at  that  time  when  his  land  was  already  included  in 
the  general  mortgage  of  his  village,  this  Government  will  compel  him  to  fulfil  his 
engagement  as  soon  as  the  prior  contract  passed  with  Iho  Deutsche  Handels-  und 
Plantagen-Gesellschaft  is  fulfilled. 

The  Samoan  Government  is  animated  by  the  spmt  of  the  most  sincere  impartiahty 
concerning  the  interests  of  the  foreign  residents  in  this  country,  and  repudiates  any 
insinuation  of  lending  itself  to  favour  the  commercial  interests  of  any  particular 
nationality.  It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Samoan  Gevernment  to  promote  foreign 
commerce  in  this  country,  and  to  secure  all  possible  guarantees  for  its  safety. 

Before  the  establishment  of  this  Government  the  natives  could  evade  their 
engagements 'without  incurring  punishment ;  but  the  actual  Government  has  the  will 
and  the  power  to  enforce  the  fulfilment  of  engagements  taken  by  the  natives,  and  will 
do  it  unflinchingly. 

I  am  very  sorry  that  the  first  person  taken  in  the  very  act  of  dishonesty  in  this  matter 
is  a  teacher  or  pastor,  who  should  give  to  the  population  the  example  of  good  faith  and 
common  honesty.  He  cannot  be  acquitted  with  a  monetary  fine,  as  such  punishment 
would  fail  to  produce  the  salutary  eftect  on  the  minds  of  the  Samoan  population. 

On  this  occasion  I  have  the  honour  to  bring  to  your  knowledge  that  the  Samoan 
Government  has  given  instructions  to  the  Governors  of  the  diff'erent  districts  that,  in 
order  to  stop  the  wantonly  mortgaging  of  lands  and  the  increasing  of  impoverishment, 
no  Samoan  individually  is  allowed  for  the  future  to  mortgage  land.  The  right  to 
mortgage  land  is  reserved  only  to  the  community  (villages)  in  urgent  cases,  the 
fulfilment  of  the  engagement  to  be  controlled  by  the  Government.

My  Lord,  Samoa,  October  9, 1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  inform  your  Lordship  that 
since  my  last  despatch,  dated  the  17th  September,  there  has  been  no  fighting  in  these 
islands ;  the  Tamasese  party  are  still  shut  up  in  Mulinuu,  protected  by  sailors  and 
guns  from  the  German  man-of-war  "Adler,"  and  Mataafa  and  his  party  hold  a 
fortified  camp  abount  200  yards  east  of  this  Consulate. 

On  the  2nd  October  Rear- Admiral  H.  Fairfax,  with  Her  Majesty's  ships 
"  Calliope  "  and  '*  Lizard,"  arrived  at  this  port. 

Admiral  Fairfax  at  once  recognized  the  dangers  to  which  all  foreign  subjects 
were  exposed,  and  called  a  meeting  on  board  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Calliope.'* 

The  meeting  was  attended  by  the  following  officials : — 

Rear-Admiral  Henry  Fairfax,  C.B.,  Commander-in-chief  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty's  ships  in  Australia. 

Herr  Becker,  Imperial  German  Consul  for  Samoa.

Captain  H.  C.  Kane,  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  ship  "  Calliope." 

Commander  Richard  Phillips  Leary,  United  States'  ship  "  Adams." 

W.  Blacklock,  Esq.,  United  States'  Vice-Consul-General  for  Samoa. 

W.  H.  Wilson,  Esq.,  recently  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Acting  Consul  in  Samoa. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  a  draft  translation  of  the  Proclamation  which  will  be 
prepared  and  issued  by  the  respective  leaders  of  the  contending  parties,  for  your  Lord- 
ship's information. 

This  measure  will  secure,  I  respectfully  submit,  a  limited  area  from  being 
exposed  to  actual  fighting,  but  any  encroachment  on  either  side  of  the  limits  laid 
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down  would  again  place  Apia  and  its  inhabitants  in  the  position  they  found  themselves 
on  the  12th  September  last.  The  present  de  facto  Tamasese  and  Brandeis  Govermnent 
are  powerless  to  rule,  and  is  only  upheld  by  the  above-mentioned  Gterman  sailors 
and  guns  from  the  "  Adler."     In  the  meanwhile  trade  is  paralyzed  and  foreign  subjects 


live  in  fear  and  anxiety.

(Translation.) 


House  of  thb  King. 


I,  TAMASESE,  the  King,  declare  that  I,  for  my  part,  in  order  to  secure  the  lives 
and  property  of  foreigners  in  Apia^  bind  myself  to  observe  the  following  guarantee : — 

Limits  shall  be  drawn  as  follows :  from  a  point  100  yards  east  of  Mr.  Goe's  house 
(next  to  the  English  Consulate)  going  south  in  the  same  direction  as  the  Vaisigano, 
crossing  the  Vaisigano,  going  round  the  Motootua  plantation,  along  the  southern  side 
of  the  Motootua  plantation  and  the  land  of  the  Catholic  Mission,  crossing  the  Vala 
Mountains,  goin^  to  the  extreme  south-western  comer  of  the  land  of  the  Catholic 
Mission,  then  going  along  the  western  and  north-western  limits  of  the  land  of  the 
Catholic  Mission  to  the  point  where  a  creek  comes  out  of  the  land  of  the  Catholic 
Mission,  from  there  in  a  direct  line  to  the  south-western  comer  of  Mulinuu,  crossing 
from  there  in  a  direct  line  to  the  south-eastern  corner  of  Mulinuu,  and  from  that 
point  in  a  diiject  line  across  the  harbour  to  the  point  from  which  these  limits 
began. 

Within  these  limits,  which  shall  be  marked  by  flags,  no  fighting,  or  discharging 
of  guns  or  rifles,  or  hostilities  whatever  shall  take  place. 

Any  breaeh  of  these  Rules  will  be  punished  by  me.

Tour  Excellency,  Apia,  October  3, 1888. 

WE,  Malietoa  Mataafa,  and  the  Chiefs  and  Rulers  of  my  Government.  This  is 
our  Petition,  informing  you  of  the  reason  why  we  have  turned  away  from  Tamasese 
(who  was  called  our  King)  and  Brandeis  (who  Vas  called  the  Premier  of  our  Grovem- 
ment),  and  the  reason  why  these  two  have  heen  made  leaders  of  our  Government. 

In  the  month  of  August  of  last  year  the  Emperor  of  Germany  declared  war 
against  our  King  Malietoa  (who  is  now  away) ;  he  was  taken  away  by  the  hands  of 
Germany,  and  remains  so  until  now.  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany  made 
Tamasese  our  King  and  Brandeis  as  our  Premier.  Notwithstanding  that,  it  was  not 
our  will  but  our  fear  of  the  Government  of  Germany.  On  the  other  hand,  we  were 
glad,  because  we  thought  that  the  Government  of  Germany  would  not  abandon  these 
two  to  themselves,  but  that  their  rule  would  be  good,  similar  to  the  laws  of  the 
German  and  other  civilized  Governments.  But  now  it  is  thus  with  us :  anything  good 
is  still  far  away  from  all  men ;  but  it  is  as  if  the  way  of  acting  in  all  things  was  for 
those  two  only,  and  they  are  exceedingly  oppressive  (despotic).  In  the  month  of 
September  of  last  year  their  rule  began ;  they  appointed  the  Taimua  and  Faipule,* 
who  remained  with  them  at  Mulinuu,  and  they  appointed  Gt)vemors  for  every 
district. 

The  following  different  things  have  caused  us  to  turn  away  from  those  two,  who 
were  elevated  by  the  German  Government  to  be  the  heads  of  our  Grovemment.  This 
is  the  reason  why  we  have  been  afraid  lest  the  Government  of  Germany  should  be 
angry ;  but  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  be  patient  longer. 

1.  Nominally,  there  was  the  Taimua  and  Eaipule,  but  these  two  divisions  were 
of  no  account^  because  they  were  not  allowed  any  voice  in  the  deliberations,  or  in  any 
of  the  directions  in  anything  of  advantage  to  the  Government.  This  was  their 
custom :  If  Brandeis  and  Tamasese  thought  it  right,  and  a  thing  they  wished  to  be 
d^ne,  then,  it  was  shown  to  those  called  the  Taimua  and  Eaipule,  but  not  one  of 
these  two  divisions  was  permitted  to  object  to  things  which  they  (Tamasese  and 
Brandds)  desired. 

2.  The  Governors  also  of  the  districts,  each  one  did  as  he  liked;  this  was  allowed 
to  him  to  do  what  he  liked ;  things  were  done  anyhow.  Will  now  relate  some  things 
which  they  have  done :  (1)  a  man  said  thus,  "  An  American  or  British  man-of-war 
is  coming,"  then  he  was  put  in  chains  and  put  in  gaol,  there  was  no  proper  trial  of 
any  kind ;  (2)  he  was  not  allowed  to  be  released  from  gaol  imtil  he  had  first  paid  some 
money.  After  that  he  was  fined ;  when  the  fine  was  paid  he  had  to  pay  the  costs, 
though  there  was  no  proper  trial.  There  were  five  kinds  of  fines :  (1)  putting  in 
irons;  (2)  imprisonment;  (3)  payment  to  be  released  in  order  to  have  a  trial; 
(4)  fine  of  money ;  (6)  costs.  This  happened  to  all  men,  to  boys,  to  girls,  to  Chiefs, 
aud  to  Rulers,  without  any  law  having  been  broken,  but  a  small  thing  through 
which  the  Government  thought  to  lay  hold  of  people ;  and  not  ozily  that,  but  the 
Governors  were  energetic  in  their  deliberations  and  in  setting  traps  by  which  to  get 
money.    This  would  be  a  long  letter  if  everything  of  this  sort  were  told. 

3.  There  are  some  laws  which  are  spread  abroad  (and  known  to  all  men),  but 
the  Governors  and  others  in  oflBlce  do  not  obey  them;  owing  to  this  some  of  the 
districts  have  complained  to  Tamasese  and  Brandeis,  but  they  were  unwilling  to  put 
them  out  of  oflS^ce ;  but  one  thing,  they  would  do  it  if  the  men  complaining  were  of 
the  party  of  Tamasese  and  Brandeis  in  Mulinuu. 

*  The  two  Astemblies  aDswering  in  a  way  to  Lords  and  CommonB. 
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4.  They  deported  some  Chiefs  and  Bulers  to  a  distant  country  without  any  trial 
whatever. 

5.  Men  were  killed  through  the  order  of  Tamasese,  but  there  was  no  trial  or 
examination  when  it  was  done. 

6.  The  taxes  were  heavy.  Not  only  that,  but  each  man  was  embarrassed  becauss 
of  former  debts.  We  suspect  this  was  a  scheme  by  which  Tamasese  and  Brandeie* 
should  obtain  possession  of  all  the  land  in  Samoa,  and  all  men  become  slaves, 

7.  They  were  most  importunate  in  compelling  the  people  to  gite  the  litter  and 
fine  mats,  which  are  the  wealth  of  Samoa. 

Your  Excellency.  There  are  many  different  things  which  I  desire  to  make  known 
to  you,  but  it  would  make  the  letter  long.  But  you  will*  see  well  the  meaning  of 
Tamasese  and  Brandeis'  power,  through  which  has  risen  the  fear  to  Samoa,  namely, 
fear  indeed  of  the  German  Government, 

8.  The  reason  for  the  beginning,  of  the  present  war.  was  this.  Some  Chiefs  ran 
away  into  the  bush  because  they  were  afraid  they  would  be  deported  without  any  trial. 
It  was  the  command  of  Tamasese  and  Brandeis  if  they  saw  them  they  were  to  kill 
them.  It  came  to  pass  last  August  Brandeis  went  and  killed  four  men.  These  tried 
to  defend  themselves,  and  one  of  Brandeis'  party  were  killfed.  The  opinion  of  all  these 
men  who  were  in  the  bush  was  that  it  was  better  to  die  than  submit  to  the  tyranny  of 
Tamasese  and  Brandeis.  One  day  in  September  Tamasese  and  Brandeis  commanded 
all  men  to  come  to  his  war  (against  those  men  in  the  bush).  They  came  owing  to  their 
fear  of  the  German  Government.  But  notwithstanding  this  fear  they  cannot  be 
patient  any  longer.  Then  we  thought  that  the  German  Government  would  not  be 
again  angry  because  of  the  tyranny  exercised  by  Tamasese  and  Brandeis.  The  war 
began.  The  Tamasese  party  was  driven  from  here  (where  we  now  are),  and  are  now 
in  Mulinuu,  in  the  place  where  Tamasese  and  Brandeis  are.  The  reason  they  remain 
in  Mulinuu  being  that  they  are  protected  by  the  German  troops.  Now  I  make  known 
that  the  Government  is  mine,  and  the  rule  of  Samoa  and  the  town  of  Apia  and  its 
administration.  My  letters  have  been  taken,  making  known  this  to  the  Consuls  of 
the  Great  Powers.  The  German  Consul  sent  a  verbal  answer  that  Germany  ruled  the 
neutral  territory.  I  did  not  accept  this  reply  of  the  German  Consul  because 
Tamasese's  flag  was  still  flying  at  the  Court-house.  I  make  known  to  you  that  if  the 
German  Consul  had  not  protected  the  Tamasese  Government  it  would  have  been 
destroyed,  because  there  are  very  few  people  with  him.  The  reason  they  remain  is 
because  Brandeis  threatened  them  that  when  the  German  squadron  came  great 
calamity  would  arise  to  those  that  turned  away  from  Tamasese.  But  now  the  majority 
of  all  Samoa  is  with  Malietoa.  He  is  the  King  of  Samoa.  We  pray  that  the  will  of 
Germany  may  be  favourable  to  us  by  your  work ;  that  the  question  of  Samoa  be  left 
to  the  Samoans,  in  accordance  with  the  English  word  "  fair  play,"  which  side  can 
obtain  most  people.  One  thing  I  am  grieved  for,  that  the  blood  of  subjects  of  the 
Great  Powers  has  been  spilled  because  Tamasese  remained  near  Mulinuu.  If  he  had 
gone  away  this  would  not  have  taken  place.  But  this  matter  I  leave  to  the 
llepresentatives  of  tho  Great  Powers.  I  have  faith  in  the  actions  of  your  GtDVernment, 
whose  oflBicers  have  done  things  which  have  been  always  right.

Sir,  «  Calliope;'  at  Apia,  Samoa,  October  8, 1888. 

BE  pleased  to  inform  their  Lordships  that  on  my  arrival  at  Apia,  Samoa,  in  the 
"  Calliope  *'  on  Tuesday,  the  2nd  October,  I  found  the  town  and  neighbourhood  to  be 
the  scene  of  civil  war,  the  respective  parties  being  the  Chief  Mataafa,  representing 
the  Malietoa  (the  name  always  assumed  by  the  hereditary  ruling  King)  on  the  one 
hand,  and  Tamasese,  the  head  and  leader  of  the  (nominal)  de  facto  Government,  on 
the  other. 

2.  I  find  that  on  the  9th  September,  Mataafa,  a  relative  of  the  King  Malietoa, 
deported  last  year  by  the  Germans,  was  proclaimed  King.  I  attach  a  Samoa  paper 
giving  a  copy  of  the  Proclamation  ;  also  of  a  Notice  sent  to  each  of  the  foreign  Consuls 
(under  Convention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879)  announcing  the  fact,  and  the  intention 
to  remove  Tamasese  from  his  appointment  as  King  of  Samoa,  and  his  Premier,  a 
M.  Brandeis,  who  was  formerly  a  clerk  to  the  German  Consulate  at  Sydney. 

3.  On  the  12th  September,  an  engagement  took  place  between  the  two  parties, 
ending  in  a  defeat  of  Tamasese,  who  withdrew  his  troops  to  Mulinuu  Point.  Between 
those  troops  and  the  mainland  a  German  armed  party,  with  machine  guns,  landed 
from  the  gun-vessel  *'  Adler,"  reside,  under  the  flag  of  Tamasese,  not  under  a  German 
flag.    I  observed  also  that  the  "  Adler's ''  port  battery  is  trained  on  this  point. 

In  the  engagement,  lives  of  British  and  others  residing  in  Apia  were  endangered ; 
houses  in  the  town  were  riddled  with  bullets  ;  the  British  Consulate  was  in  danger  and 
imder  fire ;  and  a  British  subject.  Captain  Bisset,  of  the  schooner  "  Vindex,"  lost  his 
life  while  proceeding  to,  and  in  close  proximity  to,  the  British  Consulate. 

The  accompanying  newspaper  gives  a  detailed  account  of  the  occurrences. 

4.  The  British  Consul  ii^ormed  me  that,  acting  in  British  interests,  and  also  with 
the  concurrence  and  in  the  name  of  the  United  States'  Acting  Consul-General,  he  had 
previous  to  this  date  (12th  September)  called  on  Herr  Becker,  the  Imperial  German 
Consul,  and  inquired  whether  a  neutral  territory  existed  as  formerly.  Herr  Becker 
stated  that  there  was  no  neutral  territory,  and  that  there  was  no  occasion  for  such, 
and  that  the  Gterman  force  present  would  insure  safety.  Subsequent  events  proved 
how  inadequate  these  measures  were. 

5.  On  the  3rd  October  the  Britiish  Consul  addressed  me  a  letter  (copy  inclosed), 
urging  on  me  that  the  lives  and  property  of  British  subjects,  imder  the  present  so 
called  de  facto  Government,  are  in  great  danger,  and  stating  that  the  Germans  are 
quite  unable  at  the  present  time  to  give  the  protection  offered  by  the  Imperial  German 
Consul. 

6.  Hitherto  I  have  not  stationed  any  ship  at  Samoa,  believing  the  state  of  safety 
to  be  unquestionable.    I  greatly  regret  to  find  that  such  is  not  the  case. 

7.  Seeing  the  necessity  for  some  immediate  steps  for  protection  of  life  and 
property,  I  wrote  to  Herr  Becker,  the  Imperial  German  Consul,  and  invited  him  to 
attend  a  meeting  on  board  my  flag-ship,  with  the  view  of  insuring  a  well-defined 
neutral  zone.  And  I  also  invited  the  English  and  United  States'  Consuls,  and  the 
Captains  of  the  United  States'  ship  "  Adams  "  and  the  Imperial  German  ship  **  Adler  " 
to  attend :  also  Mr.  W.  H.  Wilson,  recently  Acting  British  Consul  here. 

8.  All  these  gentlemen,  excepting  the  Captain  of  the  ^^  Adler,"  did  me  the  honour 
to  attend. 

Copies  of  their  replies  attached. 
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The  meeting  agreed  to  a  neutral  territory  being  re-established  within  which 
fighting,  or  firing  of  guns,  is  to  be  prohibited ;  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  obtain  the 
concurrence  of  the  Chiefs  Mataafa  and  Tamasese.  The  plan  attached  shows  proposed 
limits.  * 

9.  The  safety  of  British  subjects  and  other  foreigners  resident  in  "  Apia  "  will,  I 
hope,  be  thus  assured,  at  any  rate  for  some  time. 

10.  It  is,  however,  a  matter  for  much  regret  that  there  is  at  present  no  prospect, 
under  existing  conditions,  of  a  termination  to  the  present  unsettled  state  of  the 
country. 

11.  It  is  obvious  that  Malietoa's  party  far  outnumbers  that  of  Tamasese,  who 
holds  his  present  position  as  King  solely  by  German  influence ;  and,  subsequent  to  the 
engagement  on  the  12th  September,  the  force  of  Tamasese  could  have  been  annihilated 
by  that  of  Mataafa  (Malietoa)  but  for  the  presence  of  the  German  armed  party  on 
Mulinuu  Point.  The  force  of  Malietoa  have  so  far  contrived  not  to  inflict  injury  on 
any  German  subject. 

12.  The  force  of  Tamasese  on  Mulinuu  Point  are  obliged  to  obtain  a  large  propor- 
tion of  their  provisions  from  a  distance  by  water,  and  firing  between  the  boate  carrying 
supplies  and  boats  sent  to  intercept  them  is  frequently  occurring.  The  trade  of  the 
port  is  at  a  standstill. 

13.  I  doubt  whether  it  will  be  possible  that  the  present  Tamasese  Government 
can  ever  be  maintained  except  by  the  aid  of  armed  forces  landed  by  German  ships,  the 
perpetual  presence  of  German  men-of-war,  and  at  the  expense  also  of  prolonged  civil 
war  between  the  natives,  involving  loss  of  life  and  property.  The  Government 
of  Tamasese  and  Brandeis  commands  the  respect  of  neither  natives  or  of  foreign 
residents. 

14.  The  captain  of  the  United  States'  ship  "  Adams  "  informs  me  that  he  has 
been  obliged  to  protest  against  bombardment  of  inoffensive  villages  by  the  "  Adler.** 

15.  The  natives  of  Samoa  are  not  savages ;  they  are  an  intelligent  and  very  fine 
race,  and  can  understand  and  appreciate  the  advantage  of  a  just  Government. 
Possibly,  after  a  long  period  of  time  she  might  be  coerced,  and  reduced  so  as  to  render 
resistance  to  foreign  power  ineffectual;  but  it  would  be  a  matter  for  regret  that 
encouragement  or  support  of  civil  war,  or  the  bombardment  of  villages,  should  be 
pursued  to  such  an  extent  as  might  eventually  destroy  them.  A  satisfactory  solution 
of  the  diflficulties  would  be  the  election  of  a  King  who  would  be  the  choice  of  the 
natives,  and  who  would  also  be  recognized  by  the  Consuls  of  the  Great  Powers, 
so  that  the  Government  might  be  renewed  under  Convention  of  the  2nd  September, 
1879. 

16.  I  consider  that  it  was  mainly  owing  to  the  inaction  of  the  Imperial  German 
Consul  and  the  Premier,  M.  Brandeis,  that  Captain  Bisset,  of  the  schooner  "  Vindex,** 
lost  his  life ;  the  British  and  American  Consuls  anticipating  disturbances  made  known 
their  views  respecting  a  neutral  ground  to  those  officials.  Tamasese  at  that  time 
occupied  forts  within  the  old  neutral  ground,  on  the  east  of  the  town,  an  advantageous 
pbsition.  The  wish  of  the  two  Consuls  was  disregarded  as  not  necessary,  and  the 
Imperial  German  Consul  stated  that  the  German  guard  would  afford  all  necessary 
protection.  This  guard  was  placed  at  a  distance  of  1^  to  2  miles  from  the  centre  of 
the  town,  and  fully  2^  miles  from  the  forts  then  occupied  by  Tamasese,  and  from 
which  he  was  driven  on  the  12th  September.  The  German  guard  was  not  moved 
from  that  position,  so  that  any  protection  it  might  be  supposed  to  afford  was  clearly 
imperative. 

17.  I  attach  copy  of  my  reply  to  Her  Majesty's  Consul's  letter  of  the  3rd  October. 
Accompanying  it  is  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  on  board  Her  Majesty's 
ship  "  Calliope,"  and  a  copy  of  the  draft  Proclamation,  which  will,  I  hope,  be  issued 
by  the  respective  leaders  of  the  contending  parties  with  the  view  of  carrying  into  effect 
the  wishes  of  the  meeting ;  but  there  are  difficulties  at  present  which  T  hope  may  be 
overcome  before  I  leave. 

18.  I  leave  shortly  for  Piji ;  if  I  do  not  find  it  necessary  to  leave  "  Lizard  "  here 
she  accompanies  me  to  Piji,  and  should  his  Excellency  the  High  Commissioner  concur 
with  me  as  to  the  necessity  for  the  presence  of  a  ship  of  war  at  Apia,  I  shall  order 
Lieutenant- Commander  Pelly  to  return  here  for  the  protection  of  British  interests.

Consul  de  Coetlogon  to  ReavAdmiral  Fairfax. 

Sir,  Samoa,  October  3,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  most  respectfully  to  lay  before  you  the  following  state- 
ment : — 

For  a  few  days  after  my  arrival  in  Samoa,  which  took  place  on  the  19th  August, 
1888, 1  was  assured,  more  particularly  by  the  Germans,  that  all  was  going  on  quietly  and 
well :  this  proved  very  soon  not  to  be  the  case,  as  shortly  afterwards  the  present  rising 
against  Tamasese  took  place. 

The  United  States'  Vice-Consul-General  and  myself  consulted  concerning  a  neutral 
territory,  and  I  called  on  the  German  Consul  to  ask  him  if,  in  his  opinion,  there  was  at  the 
present  moment  a  neutral  territory.  M.  Brandeis  happened  to  come  in  at  the  time  of  my 
visit,  and  he  seconded  Consul  Becker's  reply,  that  there  was  no  neutral  territory  whatever. 
I  communicated  this  reply  to  the  United  States'  Vice-Consul-Gefleral,  Previous  to  the 
fight  on  the  12th  September,  Matiaafa  wrote  to  the  German,  American,  and  British 
Consuls,  asking  if  it  was  true  that  there  was  no  neutral  territory.  I  did  not  reply  to  him, 
and  what  answer  he  received,  if  any,  from  the  other  Consuls,  I  cannot  say,  but  I  know 
and  saw  that  Tamasese's  men  raised  and  garrisoned  several  forts,  all  of  which  were  on 
the  old  neutral  ground. 

On  the  12th  September,  Matiaafa  delivered  his  attack  on  these  forts,  all  of  which  he 
carried,  and  drove  the  Tamasese's  men  back  into  Mulinuu,  where  they  have  been  and  still 
are  to  this  date.  Mulinuu  is  held  by  men  and  guns  from  His  Imperial  Majesty's  ship 
^'Adler." 

Consul  Becker  notified  to  me  by  letter  on  the  10th  September,  1888,  that  he 
had  "  thought  it  expedient  to  beg  the  Commander  of  the  *  Adler  *  to  place  a  detachment 
of  his  crew  at  Apia,  in  order  to  protect  the  life  and  property  of  German  and  other 
inhabitants  of  this  town,"  stating  also  in  the  same  letter  that,  "  with  the  consent  of 
the  Samoan  Government,  the  Commander  of  the  *  Adler '  has  previously  placed  a  guard  at 
the  frontier  of  Sogi  and  Mulinuu." 

This  letter  adds : — 

"  I  have  the  honour  most  respectfully  to  ask  you  to  inform  the  British  residents  of 
Apia  of  the  above-mentioned  measure."  The  protection  thus  offered  by  the  German 
Consul  has  been  simply  nt7,  and  the  troops  landed  are  holding  Mulinuu  against  Matiaafa, 
thus  prolonging  the  war  which  would  be  over  in  twenty-four  hours  if  the  German  forces 
were  withdrawn,  as  but  a  very  small  remnant  of  the  population  remain  true  to  Tamasese, 
and  they  only  so  remain  from  fear  of  the  Germans.  I  most  respectfully  urge  that  the 
lives  and  property  of  British  subjects  under  the  present  so-called  de  facto  Samoan  Govern- 
ment are  in  great  danger,  and  I  also  distinctly  state  that  the  Germans  are  quite  unable 
at  the  present  time  to  give  the  protection  Consul  Becker  offers  in  the  above-mentioned 
letter.  During  the  fight  on  the  12th  September,  Captain  Bissett,  of  the  schooner 
*'  Vindex,"  a  British  subject,  was  shot  dead  while  on  his  way  to  the  Consulate,  and 
several  other  Englishmen  had  narrow  escapes  of  being  killed  or  wounded.  The  Consulate 
was  repeatedly  struck  by  bullets,  and  a  house,  situated  about  100  yards  from  the 
Consulate,  occupied  by  Mr.  Chatfield,  with  his  wife  and  several  children,  British  subjects, 
was  so  riddled  by  bullets,  that  the  whole  family  fled  in  terror  of  their  lives  to  the 
Consulate.  It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  say  that  all  trades  and  industries  are 
paralyzed  by  the  state  of  chaos  that  now  reigns  in  these  islands.  Several  British  subjects 
lave  laid  complaints  before  me  of  losses  of  cattle,  &c,  incurred  by  them,  as  both  parties 
ost  pigs,  fowls,  &c.,  and  the  so-called  Government  are  quite  unable  to  give  any  redress. 
'. '.  have  therefore  instructed  British  subjects  to  keep  an  account  of  their  losses,  to  keep 
their  property  inclosed,  and  to  hoist  the  British  ensign.

Sir,  «  Calliope,''  at  Apia,  Samoa,  October  3,  1888. 

ON  my  arrival  here  yesterday  in  Her  Majesty's  ship  **  Calliope,''  I  find  that  the 
town  of  Apia  is  almost  in  a  state  of  siege,  and  that  life  is  not  safe  in  the  town,  not 
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owing  to  any  attack  bj  natives  of  Samoa  on  subjects  and  citizens  of  other  Powers,  but  to 
the  firing  on  each  other  of  contending  parties,  between  whom  there  was  an  engagement 
on  the  12th  September,  the  respective  parties  being  Malaafa,  as  representing  the 
"Malietoa"  on  the  one  hand,  and  Tamasese,  the  head  and  leader  of  the  nominal  de  facto 
Government,  on  the  other. 

2.  I  find  that  the  lives  of  British  subjects  are  endangered ;  that  the  houses  of 
subjects  and  citizens  of  foreign  Powers  residing  in  the  town  (many  of  whom  are  British) 
are  riddled  with  bullets ;  that  the  British  Consulate  is  in  danger  and  bullets  lodged  in  it, 
equally  with  other  residences ;  and  that  a  British  subject,  Captain  Bissett,  of  the  schooner 
"Vindex,"  lost  his  life  while  proceeding  to,  and  in  close  proximity  to,  the  British 
Consulate  on  the  12th  September. 

3.  Apparently,  the  armed  party,  which  I  notice  is  landed  from  His  Imperial 
Majesty's  ship  *'Adler/'  proves  not  to  be  in  a  position  to  insure  the  safety  (supposing 
that  to  be  its  object)  of  the  lives. and  property  of  British  and  other  subjects  and  citizens 
residing  in  Apia ;  hitherto,  I  have  not  stationed  any  vessel  here,  believing  the  state  of 
safety  to  be  unquestionable,  and  I  greatly  regret  to  find  that  such  is  not  the  case. 

4.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  beg  to  urge  the  necessity  for  an  extensive  neutral 
ground,  with  well-defined  limits.  I  am  informed  some  such  proposal  has  been  already 
made,  but,  if  so,  its  limits  are  not  clearly  defined  or  understood,  so  that  safety  of  those 
residing  in  the  town  may  for  the  future  be  established. 

6.  With  a  view  to  some  such  arrangement,  I  beg  to  invite  your  attendance  on  board 
my  flag-ship  at  3  p.m.  to-morrow  afternoon,  the  4th  instant,  to  meet  myself  and  those 
foreign  Consuls  resident  in  Apia,  whose  nations  entered  into  Treaty  relations  with  Samoa 
under  Convention  signed  at  Apia  on  the  2nd  September,  1879,  to  discuss  what  steps 
shall  be  taken,  and  what  limits  assigned  to  the  proposed  neutral  ground,  and  when 
decided,  to  take  steps  to  press  the  true  and  strict  observance  of  such  limits  on  the 
contending  parties. 

6.  I  propose  also  that  the  captains  of  the  German  and  American  ships  of  war  in  port 
be  invited  to  attdnd«

AT  a  meeting  of  foreign  Consuls  and  Captains  of  the  foreign  ships  of  war  in  port, 
convened  on  board  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  ship  '^  Calliope,"  at  Apia,  Samoa,  by  Bear- 
Admiral  Henry  Fairfax,  C.B.,  Commander-in-cluef  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  ships  on 
the  Australian  Station,  on  Wednesday,  the  4th  October,  1888  : 

It  was  agreed  that  a  neutral  territory  shall  be  established  at  Apia,  so  that  the  safety 
of  the  lives  and  property  of  foreigners  residing  in  Apia  may  be  assured. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  limits  of  the  neutral  territory  by  land  and  by  sea  shall  be 
as  hereinafter  detailed ;  and  that  within  those  limits  no  fighting  or  firing  of  guns  shall  be 
permitted. 

And,  it  was  further  agreed  that  the  contending  parties  as  represented  by  Tamasese, 
the  de  facto  King  of  Samoa,  and  by  the  High  Chief  Mataafa  respectively,  be  requested 
by  the  British  Beat -Admiral  Commander-in-chief  to  sign  an  undertaking  that  the  limits 
of  the  said  neutral  territory  shall  be  strictly  and  truly  observed. 

Consequent  on  representation  conveyed  to  the  above  effect,  Proclamations  will  be 
prepared  and  issued  by  the  King  Tamasese,  and  by  the  High  Chief  Mataafa,  forbidding 
fighting  or  discharging  of  gnus  or  rifles,  or  any  hostilities  whatever  within  the  limits 
therein  assigned — and  in  the  terms  of  the  foregoing — save  that,  exception  having  been 
taken  to  the  word  ^^  neutral,''  that  word  has  been  omitted  from  the  Procljunations.

Consul  de  Coetlogon  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — (Received  December  3.) 

My  Lord,  Samoa^  October  16, 1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  great  respect,  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  Admiral 
Fairfax,  with  Her  Majoij^e  ship  ^'OaUiope,''  left  these  islands  on  Wednesday  the 
10th  instant,  leaving  hehind  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Lizard  "  for  the  protection  of  British 
life  and  property. 

The  neulMl  territory  mentioned  by  me  in 'my  despatch  of  the  9th  Octoher 
has  been  agreed  to  and  signed  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  contending  parties,  and  I  haye 
every  reason  for  thinking  that  these  limits  will  be  strictly  observed  by  both  aides. 

On  WiuTftday  night,  the  11th  instant,  by  night,  and  without  any  previous  notice 
being  given,  the  de  facto  Samoan  Government  changed  the  seat  of  Government  from 
Mulhiuu  to  a  place  about  12  miles  along  the  coast,  called  Saluafata.  I  have  reason  to 
believe  this  sudden  change  was  caused  by  strained  relations  existing  between  the 
United  States'  Vice-Consul  General  and  Captain  Leary,  United  States'  ship  "  Adams," 
and  the  de  facto  Samoan  Government,  by  reason  of  an  attack  on  an  American  citizen. 

There  has  been  no  fighting  of  late,  but  a  big  fight  is  expected  this  week. 

All  Bri^h  inhabitaiits  are  greatly  reassured  by  Adnural  Eair&x's  kindness  in 
leaving  a  man-of-war  at  Apia. 

I  am  informed  that  two  more  United  States'  war-ships  will  arrive  shortly,  having 
on  board  an  Admiral  and  the  United  States'  Consul-General.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  19th  ultimo,  inclosing  copy  of  the  remarks  of  the  Commander-in-chief  on 
the  Australian  Station,  with  copy  of  letter  from  Mahiafa  Malietoa,  representing  the 
grievances  of  the  Samoans  againrt  the  de  facto  Government  of  the  Navigator's  Islands, 
and  copy  of  Rear- Admiral  Fairfax's  reply. 

I  am  now  to  transmit  to  you,  for  the  information  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of 
the  Admiralty,  the  accompanying  copy  of  a  despatch  addressed  by  Lord  Salisbury  to 
the  Acting  British  Consul  at  Apia,*  and  to  add  that  Colonel  de  Coetlogon,  Her  Majesty's 
Consul,  will,  in  accordance  with  those  instructions,  maintain  an  attitude  of  strict 
neutrality,  and  abstain  from  intervention  except  for  the  protection  of  British  life  and 
property.

(Extract.)  Oovernment  House,  Suva^  Fiji,  October  25, 1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  despatch 
of  the  27th  August,t  transmitting  copies  of  despatches  relating  to  claims  of  British 
subjects  in  Samoa  for  losses  sustained  through  the  action  of  the  German  authorities  in 
Bamoa.

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As  this  matter  had  been  fully  reported  to  Her  Majesty's  Government  before  it  came 
under  my  notice,  I  have  abstained  from  adding  to  the  correspondence  on  the  subject. 
I  have,  however,  no  doubt  that  the  unfortunate  mistake  in  the  wording  of  the  Notice 
issued  to  the  people  of  Satupaitea  by  the  Commander  of  the  "  Sophie  '*  did  lead  to  the 
unnecessary  burning  of  that  town,  and  to  some  loss  and  annoyance  being  inflicted  upon 
British  subjects. 

I  do  not,  however,  think  that  the  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.  are  entitled  to  claim 
specific  damages  for  the  loss  of  their  nominal  security  through  the  burning  of  the  houses 
in  question.  For,  in  the  first  place,  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.,  in  default  of  payment 
of  any  debt  due  to  them  by  Satupaitea,  could  not  have  seized  and  possessed  themselves 
of  the  bouses,  fruit  trees,  and  lands  of  the  town  in  question  ;  and,  secondly,  it  is  morally 
certain  that  the  houses  (palmetto  huts),  of  no  large  dimensions,  will  have  been  rebuilt 
by  the  villagers.

My  Lord,  Government  House,  Suva^  Fiji^  October  26, 1888. 

I  HAVE  had  the  honour  to  receive  and  carefully  peruse  your  Lordship's  despatch, 
and  inclosure,  of  the  4th  September,  more  particularly  Mr.  Scott's  despatch  to  your 
Lordship  of  the  18th  August,  1888. 

2.  My  previous  despatches  upon  the  subject  of  the  imprisonment  of  the  native  pastor 
Leauga,  and  the  system  of  mortgages  introduced  by  the  nominally  de  facto  Government 
of  Samoa,  will  have  placed  your  Lordship  in  possession  of  the  facts  of  that  case,  which 
cannot  be  altered  by  any  light  the  German  Consul's  report  can  throw  upon  them. 

3.  I  have  had  the  honour  to  explain  in  my  despatch  that  the  debt  due  by 
Leauga  to  McArthur  and  Co.  was  small,  probably  not  exceeding  4  dollars,  but  the 
right  of  the  creditor  to  payment,  or  the  obligation  of  the  debtor  to  pay,  cannot  in 
case  of  British  subjects  be  regulated  by  the  magnitude  of  the  account,  or  the 
caprice  or  interests  of  a  nominal  Samoan  Council,  created  on  paper  by  M.  Brandeis,  a 
German  gentleman  previously  in  the  employ  of  the  German  Trading  Company. 

4.  The  native  Leauga  in  his  efforts  to  pay  his  petty  bill  did  not,  as  represented  to 
the  German  Government,  proceed  to  do  so  by  disposing  of  a  part  of  a  copra  crop.  This 
is  quite  a  mistake.  There  is,  I  may  observe,  no  such  a  thing  known  as  a  **  copra  crop.*' 
The  cocoa-nut  flowers  and  fruits  all  the  year  round,  and  the  albumen  of  the  nut  is  dried 
all  the  year  round,  and  forms  the  article  named  copra. 

5.  I  was  informed  and  believe  that  Leauga,  the  pastor  of  Fasetootai,  was  not  a 
native  of  that  town,  but  was  an  appointed  native  minister.  Li  accordance  with  custom, 
this  man  had  a  house  and  a  small  plot  of  ground  given  him  upon  which  to  live,  and  it  was 
from  a  few  cocoa-nut  trees  upon  this  land,  from  in  fact  part  of  the  consideration  given 
him  (not  unlike  glebe  land)  that  the  basket  or  two  of  cocoa-nuts  wherewith  he  tried  to 
pay  his  petty  debt  were  taken. 

6.  It  is  inconceivable  that  the  whole  of  the  cocoa-nut  trees  of  any  native  conmiunity 
or  individuals,  trees  with  which  the  domestic  comfort  and  necessities  of  the  people  are 
inseparably  associated,  can  be  mortgaged  to  the  German  Plantation  Company. 

7.  With  reference  to  the  assumption  that  Leauga  was  charged  with  violating 
an  Ordinance  issued  in  the  interests  of  the  natives  to  prevent  them  recklessly  disposing  of 
their  lands,  it  will,  I  trust,  be  manifest  to  your  Lordship  from  my  previous  correspondence 
that  it  was  not  even  pretended  by  the  de  facto  Government  that  any  such  Ordinance  at 
that  time  existed.  The  explanations  afforded  me  were  simple.  The  native,  being  arrested 
and  forcibly  brought  before  M.  Brandeis  and  a  few  followers  of  Tamasese  called  a 
**  Council,'*  was  charged  with  breaking  the  law.  The  prisoner  pleaded  that  he  knew  no 
law  bearing  upon  the  matter  whereof  he  stood  charged,  but  that  he  knew  the  law  of  God 
and  feared  it ;  under  the  direction,  "  Owe  no  man  anything,''  he  had  tried  to  pay  his 
creditors,  Messrs.  McArthur  and  Co.,  and  had  no  other  defence  to  offer. 

The  Council  found  him  guilty  of  "  manifest  dishonesty,"  and  ordered  him  to  be 
imprisoned  for  fourteen  days. 

8.  So  far  from  this  unfortunate  man  having  been  '*  justly  punished,*'  I  am  quite  clear 
that  he  was  treated  with  the  cruellest  injustice.  And  it  has  been  a  continuance  of  such 
acts  of  injustice,  acts  which  I  foresaw  and  against  which  I  cautioned  M.  Brandeis,  that 
the  natives  have  turned  in  desperation ;  that  all  business  is  at  a  standstill,  much  blood 
already  been  shed,  and  that  unless  the  authorities  can  be  induced  to  see  and  admit  the 
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wrong  and  injury  thej  are  imposing  on  a  quiet  and  defenceless  people,  the  future  ot 
Samoa  will  become  more  deplorable  than  ever. 

9.  I  have  not  failed  to  notice  Dr.  ErauePs  observations  upon  the  embarrassments 
of  the  Samoan  Government  in  consequence  of  my  remonstrances,  and  that  it  had  pointed 
out  to  the  German  Government  the  difficulties  which  similar  intervention  might  create  in 
carrying  on  the  administration  of  the  islands. 

10.  I  trust  1  may  be  allowed  to  assure  your  Lordship  that  my  intervention  (con- 
ducted with  a  friendly  regard  to  the  circumstances  of  the  de  facto  Government)  was  in 
order  to  protect  rights  of  a  British  subject,  as  well  as  those  of  a  native  who  was  not 
one ;  and  I  would  submit  that  no  difficulties  either  at  that  time  or  later  would  have 
beset  the  Local  Administration  if  it  had  guided  itself  with  that  moderation  and  justice 
which  Her  Majesty's  Government  has  the  fullest  right  to  expect. 

11.  So  far,  however,  as  my  recent  observations  permit  me  to  judge,  neither  natives 
nor  British  subjects  residing  in  the  country  will  receive  either  consideration  or  justice  if 
the  administration  of  affairs  continues  under  the  existing  Direction.

Consul  de  Coetlogon  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — (Received  December  10.) 

(Extract.)  Samoa,  November  6, 1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  since 
my  last  despatch,  of  the  16th  October,  1888,  affairs  in  Samoa  have  assumed  a  more 
and  more  difficult  aspect. 

As  I  informed  your  Lordship  in  the  above-named  despatch,  the  de  facto  Samoan 
Government  suddenly  and  secretly  removed  the  seat  of  Government  from  Mulinuu  to 
Saluafata,  12  miles  from  Apia,  along  the  coast.  Virtually,  since  that  time  the 
Tamaiese  Government  has  ceased  to  exist,  the  largest  by  far  party  of  Samoans  having 
given  allegiance  to  the  High  Chief  Matiafa,  who  is  their  anointed  King.  The  high- 
handed policy  of  the  Germans  renders  the  carrying  out  of  my  orders  most  difficult, 
"  that  of  strict  neutrality." 

I  must  here  inform  your  Lordship  that  the  entire  sympathy  of  these  islands  rests 
with  the  High  Chief  Matiafa — ^European  and  native — ^Tmnasese  and  his  followers  being 
only  able  to  show  a  rag  of*  authority  by  the  support  given  to  them  by  the  armed  force 
of  the  Gennan  gun-boat  "Adler,'*  which  is  entirely  under  the  control  of  Consul 
Becker. 

An  imarmed  war  canoe  belonging  to  the  High  Chief  Matiafa,  with  about  thirty 
men  on  board,  went  off  the  shore  of  Mulinuu  Point,  lately  abandoned  by  Tamasese,  to 
try  and  pick  up  an  old  gun  that  had  been  thrown  overboard  by  the  old  Bang's 
(Malietoa)  party.  The  Germans,  having  got  wind  of  their  intention,  sent  an  armed 
boat  from  His  Imperial  Majesty's  ship  "  Adler  "  to  waylay  this  canoe  on  its  return. 
About  the  centre  of  the  town  of  Apia,  and  near  the  German  Consulate,  the  Gtermans 
opened  fire ;  the  canoe  escaped  without  much  injury  until  nearly  opposite  Baker's 
Wharf,  where  the  German  man-of-war's  boat  again  opened  fire  with  the  result  of 
capturing  the  canoe,  but  none  of  the  men  in  her,  who  at  the  second  fire  threw 
themselves  into  the  water  and  escaped  by  swimming ;  but  a  more  serious  injury  was 
inflicted,  as  the  German  bullets  meant  for  the  crew  of  the  canoe  struck  several  houses 
inhabited  by  British  subjects,  and  it  was  only  by  mere  chance  that  some  of  our 
countrymen  were  not  injured.  This  action  on  the  part  of  the  Germans  raised  a  great 
scare,  and  I  considered  it  advisable  to  ask  Captain  Pelly,  of  Her  Majesty's  ship 
'*  Lizard,"  to  land  some  men  to  garrison  the  Consulate,  which  was  placed  in  a  state  of 
defence,  and  at  the  same  time  I  issued  a  Notice  that  any  British  subjects  would  find 
refuge  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  at  Her  Majesty's  Consulate.  Captain  Pelly,  of 
Her  Majesty's  ship  *' Lizard,"  also  informed  them  a  refuge  was  also  offered  on  board" of 
his  ship.  These  precautions  Captain  Pelly  and  I  considered  necessary  by  reason  of  the 
fury  excited  against  the  Germans,  **  by  their  action,"  by  the  followers  of  Matiafa,  who 
numbered  some  thousands,  and  whose  first  intention  was  to  bum  the  German 
Consulate. 

I  would  at  this  point  most  respectfully  remind  your  Lordship  that  Matiafa's  camp 
is  just  150  yards  from  this  Consulate.  I  would  also  inform  your  Lordship  that  the 
Americans  at  the  same  time  landed  their  marines  and  placed  their  Consulate  in  a  state 
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of  defence,  and  this  state  of  affairs  still  continues.  This  evening  Matiafa's  pariy  arc 
moving  off  for  a  decisive  action  against  Tamasese. 

You  will  see,  my  Lord,  by  the  above,  the  position  in  which  I  am  placed.  I  shall 
act  to  the  best  of  my  power  and  ability  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  British 
subjects,  but  I  am  sure  your  Lordship  will  recognize  the  diflBculties  of  the  situation. 

Since  the  above  has  taken  place  the  following  complaint  has  been  laid  before  me. 

A  young  gentleman,  named  Mr.  Richie,  was  walking  through  the  public  street  in 
Apia  when  they  met  the  German  patrol — I  would  add  he  was  in  company  with  two 
other  yonpg  Englishmen ;  Mr.  Richie  being  unable,  quickly  enough,  to  get  out  of  the 
way,  was  violently  pushed,  and  received  a  blow  in  the  face  from  the  non-commissioned 
officer  in  command  of  the  German  patrol.  Mr.  Richie  and  his  companions  behaved 
most  quietly.  They  had  no  words  with  the  patrol,  but  first  thing  next  morning 
reported  the  matter  to  me.  I  immediately  wrote  to  the  German  Consul,  and  have 
only  to-day  received  his  reply,  which,  being  in  German,  I  have  to  get  translated,  and, 
consequently,  cannot  forward  the  whole  case.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose,  for  your  Lordship's  information,  copies  of  despatches, 
and  their  inclosures,  which  have  been  addressed  to  me  by  Rear- Admiral  Fairfax,  with 
reference  to  the  state  of  affairs  in  Samoa,  and  his  proceedings  while  recently  there  in 
Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Calliope,"  and  would  ask  that  they  may  be  transmitted  for  the 
information  of  Lord  Salisbury. 

From  time  to  time  I  have  informed  Her  Majesty's  Government,  through  the  Foreign 
Office,  of  the  harsh  and  oppressive  way  in  which  the  authority  of  King  Tamasese  has,  in 
many  respects,  been  forced  upon  the  Samoan  people,  and  especially  the  manner  in  which 
the  late  de  facto  Government  have  raised  taxes  by  advising,  if  not  compelling,  the 
mortgage  of  native  lands  and  their  products,  and  the  way  in  which  antecedent  mortgages 
have  been  recognized  and  enforced. 

The  letter  from  the  Chief,  Mataafa,  copy  of  which  4s  inclosed  in  Admiral  Fairfax's 
letter  to  me  of  the  10th  instant  (A),  well  indicates  the  feelings  of  the  Samoans 
at  large  towards  the  new  order  of  things  imposed  upon  them  by  German  authority. 

In  the  eighth  paragraph  of  the  Chiefs  letter  to  Admiral  Fairfax,  he  mentions  the 
killing  of  four  Chiefs  "  by  command  of  Tamasese  and  Brandeis." 

From  independent  sources,  I  learn  that  these  unfortunate  Chiefs,  fearing,  as  it  is  said, 
deportation  without  trial,  took  to  the  forest,  whereupon  the  order  was  given  by 
M.  Brandeis,  in  the  name  of  Tamasese,  to  shoot  them  down  wherever  found. 
M.  Brandeis,  I  am  informed,  led  a  search  party  himself,  and,  falling  in  with  the 
fugitives,  four  of  them  were  shbt  down  after  a  brief  effort  to  defend  themselves,  in 
which  one  of  M.  Brandeis'  party  lost  his  life. 

This  event,  it  would  appear,  produced  an  impression  on  the  minds  of  the  natives 
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hat  they  had  better  all  "  die  than  submit  to  the  tyranny  "  (for  such  it  unquestionably 
is)  under  which  they  are  livings  and  led  to  the  attack  of  Mataafa. 

Natives  from  all  quarters  flocked  to  that  Chief,  whose  success  has  only  been  rendered 
abortive  by  the  intervention  of  a  German  armed  force.

I  have  forwarded  the  originals  (in  Samoan) 
to  Her  Majesty's  Consul  at  Samoa,  and  requested  him  to  cause  them  to  be  published. 

On  that  signed  by  Tamasese  the  following  addition  was  made  by  the  Imperial

I  have  instructed  Lieutenant-Commander  Pelly  that  should  difficulties  arise  on 
which  he  is  unable  to  decide,  or  should  require  advice,  or  should  important  changes 
occur,  with  which  he  thinks  your  Excellency  should  be  made  acquainted,  that  he  may 
proceed  to  Fiji  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  your  Excellency  and  asking  advice.

This  is  our  entreaties  to 
your  Excellency,  that  this  day,  by  the  decision  of  all  Chiefs  of  Samoa,  we  have  elected  in 
the  person  of  His  Royal  Highness  Malietoa  To-oa  Mataafa  as  our  King,  and  another 
matter  which  we  inform  your  Excellency,  that  it  has  been  decided  by  all  Samoa  that 
Tamasese  shall  be  removed  from  his  appointment  as  King  of  Samoa,  and  also 
M.  Brandeis,  who  is  speaking  without  authority  in  the  politics  of  Samoan  Government, 
is  to  be  removed  this  day. 

**  We,  the  whole  of  Samoa,  have  agreed  upon  this  matter,  and  we  have  decided  that 
prosperity  and  peace  shall  be  permanent  in  Samoa.  Our  desire  and  wish  in  these  days, 
that  we  could  select  three  gentlemen  of  the  Great  Powers  to  direct  and  advise  us  in  our 
present  Government.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose,  for  your  Excellency's  information,  copy  of  a  letter, 
dated  the  9th  October,  addressed  to  me  by  Her  Britannic  Majeaty*s  Consul,  Samoa, 
reporting  that  shot  fired  from  passing  boats  had  that  day  struck  buildings  close  to  the 
British  Consulate  at  Apia. 

Consequent  on  this,  I  desired  Captain  H.  C.  Kane  to  call  on  the  de  facto  King 
Tamasese,  and  explain  that  such  reckless  firing  must  not  be  permitted.  Her  Majesty's 
Consul  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Wilson  accompanied  Captain  Kane  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit. 

Captain  Kane's  Seport  (inclosed)  details  what  occurred,  and  Lieutenant-Commander 
Pelly  has  corresponding  orders  from  me  to  fire  a  gun  from  ''Lizard'*  should  occasion 
arise,  and  take  steps  necessary  to  insure  punishment  of  the  offender. 

The  result  may  be  considered  satisfactory.

Consul  de  Coetlogon  to  Rear-Admiral  Fairfax. 


Sir,  Samoa,  October  9,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  that  at  2  30  o'clock  this  afternoon  a  fleet  of  boats 
fired  on  and  struck  the  house  of  Mr.  Chatfield,  a  British  subject,  the  bullet  passing 
through  the  roof  of  the  verandah  on  which  Mrs.  Chatfield  and  her  children  were  sitting, 
causing  them  great  alarm.  As  soon  as  I  heard  of  the  matter,  I  visited  the  house  and  saw 
the  hole  made  by  the  bullet,  and  on  looking  about  the  bullet  was  found ;  I  have  it  in  my 
possession,  A  native  house,  situated  about  60  yards  east  of  Mr.  Chatfield's,  was  also 
struck  and  the  bullet  found  ;  two  American  officers  were  in  or  near  the  native  house  at 
the  time. 

I  have  written  to  Consul  Becker,  informing  him  that  I  should  appeal  to  your 
Excellency  for  the  protection  that  the  Samoan  Government  is  either  unwilling  or  unable 
to  extend  to  British  subjects. 

I  would  add,  for  your  Excellency's  information,  that  the  boats  belonging  to  the  de 
facto  Samoan  Government  are  constantly  in  the  habit  of  firing  on  this  shore,  to  the 
danger  of  the  British  Consulate  and  the  houses  of  American  and  English  subjects.

Captain  Kane  to  Rear- Admiral  Fairfax. 


Sir,  "  Calliope''  at  Apia,  Samoa,  October  10,  1888. 

IN  obedience  to  your  order  to  call  on  King  Tamasese  for  an  explanation  of  the  firing 
on  the  houses  of  British  subjects  on  the  afternoon  of  the  9th  instant,  and  to  convey  to 
him  your  decision  in  the  raattter,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  T  proceeded  this 
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morning  i©  Muiinua,  aocompanied  by  Colonel  de  Coetlogon,  Her  Majesty's  Consi^,  and 
Mr.  Wilson  as  interpreter. 

2.  We  were  at  first  received  by  M.  Brandeis,  who  at  once  entered  on  the  matter 
of  the  firing,  saying  that  he  regretted  it  extremely,  that  the  men  who  fired  were  much  to 
blame,  and  that -strict  orders  had  already  been  given  that  no  boats  were  in  future  to  fire 
on  the  shore  from  [  ?  .  ],  some  distance  to  the  east  of  the  spot  which  has  been  made 
neutral  territory ;  even  if  fired  at,  that  they  are  not  to  answer  the  fire  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

3.  We  replied  to  M.  Brandeis  that  his  explanations  were  satisfactory  so  far  as  they 
went,  but  that  we  wished  to  see  the  King ;  in  fact,  that  we  were  commanded  to  address 
ourselves  to  the  King  personally.  M.  Brandeis  tried  very  hard  to  avoid  our  seeing  the 
King,  saying  that  he  was  empowered  to  make  any  explanations  or  to  receive  any 
communications,  but  yielded  on  my  saying  that  I  would  only  give  my  message  to  the 
King.  Whilst  His  Majesty  was  preparing  to  receive  us,  M.  Brandeis  entered  on 
a  general  discussion  of  the  question,  with  the  object  of  minimizing  the  gravity  of 
yesterday's  affair  by  mixing  it  up  with  the  neutral  engagement,  which  he  said  had  not  at 
that  time  been  promulgated  sufficiently  or  come  into  full  force.  We  answered  that  we 
wished  to  keep  the  two  matters  quite  apart ;  that  we  were  not  come  to  complain  of 
any  broach  of  the  neutrality  Convention,  but  of  axt  outrage  on  British  property,  and  a 
risk  to  British  lives,  at  a  place  far  removed  from  any  of  the  opposing  belligerents. 

4.  M.  Brandeifi  then  repeated  what  he  had  said  in  the  first  place,  that  it  was  very 
wrong,  and  that  strictest  orders  were  being  given  against  its  repetition,  such  orders  being 
embodied  in  a  Royal  Proclamation  then  being  printed,  but  he  said,  "If  we  give  orders 
that  no  firing  be  permitted  along  the  line  from  the  boats,  it  would  only  be  just  that  there 
should  be  no  firing  from  the  ^hore  at  the  boats;''  and  he  very  much  wished  that  the 
Admiral  would  exert  his  influence  on  Mataafa  to  prevail  on  him  to  stop  it. 

T  replied  that,  without  expressing  an  opinion  on  that  point,  I  nmst  again  remind 
M.  Tirandeis  that  we  had  come  on  a  special  mission  into  which  Mataafa's  affairs  did  not 
enter. 

5.  We  were  then  received  by  the  King,  M.  Brandeis  being  present. 

6.  Colonel  de  CoStlogon  (translated  by  Mr.  Wilson)  began  by  reciting  the 
occurrences  of  yesterday. 

7.  His  MB^esby,  through  M.  Brandeis,  replied  that  he  knew  of  and  regretted  what 
had  happened,  and  that  orders  had  been. given  that  no  boats  were  to  fire  when  passing 
that  part  of  the  reef,  even  if  fired  at. 

8.  I  then  asked  what  His  Majesty  would  do  if  bis  orders  were  disobeyed ;  would  the 
offienders  be  punished  ?  It  was  replied  that  the  Proclamation  contained  words  subjecting 
any  one  who  disobeyed  it  to  the  severest  penalties,  and  M.  Brandeis  assured  me  that  it 
was  worded  that  way,  so  that  any  punishment  even  to  death  could  be  inflicted  according 
to  the  gravity  of  the  offence. 

9.  I  then  informed  His  Majesty  that  it  was  my  duty  to  deliver  the  following 
message:  That  the  Admiral  desired  to  live  on  good  terms  with  the  Samoans,  but  that 
his  first  duty  was  to  his  own  countrymen,  and  that  he  could  not  permit  that  peaceable 
English  men  and  women,  who  only  wanted  to  live  quietly  and  carry  on  their  business, 
should  be  put  in  danger  of  their  lives  any  more  in  Samoa  than  in  England.  The 
Admiral,  therefore,  while  he  places  every  confidence  in  the  intentions  of  His  Majesty  to 
forbid  all  firing  from  boats  on  the  houses  of  British  subjects,  feels  it  his  duty  to  take 
such  measures  as  will,  it  is  hoped,  prevent  the  possibility  of  such  occurrences  as  that  of 
yesterday  arising  from  disobedience  of  His  Majesty's  Proclamation,  With  that  object  he 
has  directed  a  signalman  to  be  stationed  at  the  British  Consulate,  who  will  report  if  any 
firing  takes  place  from  passing  boats  on  the  Consulate,  or  the  houses  or  property  of 
British  subjects.  If  such  a  signal  is  made  from  the  Consulate,  the  captain  of  the  ship 
remaining  here  will  have  orders  to  fire  a' gun  across  the  bows  of  the  leading  canoe,  not  to 
damage  the  canoes,  but  as  a  signal  to  all  the  boats  that  they  are  to  lower  their  sails  and 
go  alongside  the  English  man-of-war,  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  the  offenders  and 
delivering  them  up  to  His  Majesty  for  punishment. 

In  the  event  of  the  boats  not  obeying  the  gun,  that  is  to  say,  not  lowering  their  sails 
and  going  alongside  the  English  man-of-war,  .the  Admiral  wUl  not  be  responsible  for  the 
consequences. 

10.  This  message  was  received  with  the  greatest  attention  by  His  Majesty  and 
M.  Brandeis. 

11.  His  Majesty  having  said  that  he  quite  understood  what  it  all  meant,  and  that 
the  Admiral's  orders  should  be  obeyed,  M.  Biandcls  thanked  aie  ^4b»  4fci»g^  HMwae 
for  the  consideration  shown  to  the   Samoans  in  the  circumstances,  and  for  the  very 
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moderate  tone  of  the  Admirars  message  He  said  that  it  should  he  circulated  in  the 
form  of  a  second  Proclamation  as  soon  as  possihle,  within  twenty-four  hours  at  any  rate, 
and  that  every  Samoan  would  understand  what  he  had  to  do  if  the  British  ship  fired 
a  gun. 

12.  We  then  took  leave  of  His  Majesty.  On  the  way  down  to  the  hoat  M.  Brandeis 
desired  me  to  convey  his  thanks  to  the  Admiral  for  the  action  he  had  taken.  He  said 
he  was  very  much  obliged  for  it,  that  it  would  strengthen  his  hands  in  keeping  order,  and 
do  a  great  deal  of  good.

Sir.  "  Lizardy^^  at  Apia,  Samoa,  October  15,  1888. 

SINCE  your  departure  in  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Calliope,"  I  have  the  honour  to 
report  that  there  has  been  perfect  quiet  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Apia. 

2.  On  the  morning  of  the  12th  it  was  observed  that  Mulinuu  Point  had  been 
evacuated  by  Tamasese's  men,  and  Her  Majesty's  Consul  was  informed  that  the  seat  of 
Government  would  be  elsewhere. 

It  is  reported  that  Tamasese  had  gone  to  a  place  in  the  Atua  District,  about 
14  miles  east  of  Apia.    A  battle  is  daily  expected. 
The  followers  of  Tamasese  are  deserting  daily. 

3.  It  is  reported  that  the  flag  of  Malietoa  has  been  hoisted  throughout  the  island 
of  Tuhula. 

4.  The  health  of  the  ship's  company  is  good.

Note  Verbale  communicated  by  Count  Hatzfeldly  December  22,  1888. 

(Translation.) 

IN  his  note  verbale  of  the  19th  May  last  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Ambassador  at 
Berlin  mentioned  to  Count  Bismarck,  the  Secretary  of  Slate  for  Foreign  Affairs,  the 
alleged  claims  of  the  firm  of  MacArthiir  and  Co.,  of  Apia,  on  what  was  formerly 
MaUetoa's  Government  House ;  and  made  a  complaint  in  the  sense  that  Herr  Becker, 
His  Imperial  Majesty's  Consul,  had  refused  to  recognize  this  claim,  on  the  ground  of  the 
occupation  of  the  building  by  the  Imperial  Government  in  accordance  with  military  law. 
Count  Hatzfeldt,  His  Imperial  Majesty's  Ambassador,  is  instructed  to  inform  the 
Marquis  of  Salisbury,  in  reply,  that  the  Imperial  Government  has  now  received  the 
Report  on  the  subject  which  their  Consul  in  Apia  was  instructed  to  furnish,  and  from 
which  it  would  appear  that  the  information  in  possession  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
Government,  with  regard  to  the  Imperial  Consul's  action  in  the  matter,  was  founded  on 
a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Wilson,  the  Acting  British  Consul. 

The  Imperial  Consurs  Report  states  that  Malietoa's  former  Government  House  was 
erected  in  the  spring  of  the  year  1886.  A  Chief,  called  Seumanu,  or  Seumanutafa, 
applied  on  the  14th  April  of  that  year  to  the  then  Municipal  Council  of  Apia  for 
permission  to  put  up  the  building,  which  permission  was  granted  on  the  20th  April.  The 
Municipal  Council  did  not  go  into  the  question  of  the  validity  of  the  applicant's  title  to 
the  ground ;  for,  being  merely  the  local  administrative  authority,  they  were  only  called 
upon  to  decide  whether  the  plans  were  in  accordance  with  the  building  Regulations.  No- 
acknowledgmcnt  of  the  individual  rights  of  Seumanu  to  the  property  can  be  deduced 
from  the  fact  of  the  grant  to  him  of  the  permission  to  build. 

Seumanu  was  one  of  the  more  prominent  members  of  Malietoa's  Government.  It 
was  well  known  that  the  new  building  had  been  put  up  on  Malietoa's  orders,  and  that  it 
was  intended  to  impress  the  Special  Commissioners  of  the  three  Powers,  whose  arrival 
was  then  expected,  with  an  idea  of  the  activity  of  Government.  When  the  house,  which 
was  a  one-storied,  wooden  building,  with  four  windows  in  front,  was  finished,  the  following 
inscription  was  put  up  over  the  entrance :  "  Fale  o  le  Malo  o  Samoa,"  which  means, 
'^  House  of  the  Government  of  Samoa.*'  Near  it  was  erected  a  flag-staff  with  Malietoa's 
flag  on  it.  Malietoa  occupied  the  house  whenever  he  came  to  Apia;  the  people  who 
formed  his  Government  met  there,  and  his  papers  were  often  headed,  "  Government 
House,  Apia."     Nothing  was  known  of  any  claims  of  any  foreigners  on  the  house. 

It  was  looked  upon  by  all  as  the  public  offices  of  Malietoa's  Government. 

Upon  the  declaration  of  war  on  the  24th  August  last  year,  the  Government  House- 
was  occupied  by  men  of  the  Imperial  squadron.  Malietoa's  archives,  the  ammunition 
and  arms  found  there,  were  seized.  When,  on  the  25th  August,  the  guard  placed  in  the 
house  was  withdrawn  because  the  tranquillity  of  Apia  did  not  seem  to  be  in  danger,  the 
Commander  of  the  squadron  handed  over  the  house  to  the  Imperial  Consul.  The  latter, 
in  his  turn,  handed  it  over  to  the  new  Samoan  Government,  which  had,  in  the  meantime, 
been  recognized  by  Germany,  and  had  asked  for  it  through  Captain  Brandeis.  Tamasese 
then  hauled  up  his  flag  in  the  place  of  Malietoa's.  No  private  person  put  forward  any 
claims  to  the  house.  Captain  Brandeis  thereupon  established  the  Government  offices 
in  it. 

It  was  not  till  four  weeks  after  that  Messrs.  MacArthur  and  Co.,  and  Mr.  Moors  of 
Apia,  came  forward  with  claims  to  the  ground  on  which  the  Government  House  stood,  or 
to  the  house  itself. 

The  ownership  of  the  ground  in  question,  called  the  "  Maloe  "  or  *'  Village-place," 
and  always  used  as  such,  has  been  in  dispute  for  many  ;years.  The  Chiefs  Tagaloa, 
Leoia,  Seumanu,  and  others,  have  each  claimed  the  exclusive  right  of  disposing  of  it. 
Malietoa  hoisted  his  flag  on  it  on  the  3 1st  December,  1885.  In  Sir  Edward  Malet's 
Memorandum  of  the  21st  April,  1886,  it  was  represented  that  the  land  in  question  was 
bond  fide  the  property  of  an  English  subject.  But,  according  to  the  information  received 
by  His  Imperial  Majesty's  Government,  the  plot  of  ground  had  only  been  mortgaged  to 
an  English  subject.  Shortly  afterwards  the  Chief  Seumanu,  as  stated  above,  obtained 
permission  to  erect  the  Government  House  on  the  land.  After  the  Government  House 
had  been  built,  the  space  round  it  was  still  lelt  undisturbed,  and  was  used  as  a  public  place. 
By  deed,  dated  the  11th  March,  1887,  Herr  Edward  Weber  bought  the  plot  of  ground  of 
the  Chief  Tagaloa  Leota  for  his  absent  brother,  Theodor  Weber,  The  buyer  did  not 
at  once  enforce  his  claims,  in  order  to  avoid  raising  diflScUlties  with  Malietoa. 

On  the  28rd  September  last  year,  as  stated  above,  and  four  weeks  after  war  had 
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been  declared  against  Malietoa,  Mr.  Wilson,  the  Acting  English  Consul,  informed  the 
Imperial  Consul  that  he  had  been  informed  by  Messrs.  MacArthur  and  Co.  that  they  had 
bought  the  land  on  which  the  Government  House  stood  ;  he,  therefore,  asked  for  the  keys. 
In  view  of  this  action  on  the  part  of  MacArthur  and  Co.,  Herr  Edward  Weber  thought  it 
necessary  to  protect  his  brother's  rights  over  the  land,  and  had  it  inclosed.  Messrs. 
MacArtbur's  men  did  not,  however,  respect  the  inclosure,  and  put  up  a  board  inside  it 
with  the  words,  "  Property  of  MacArthur  and  Co.,"  and  also  an  English  flag.  At  the 
same  time  Mr.  Moors,  an  American  merchant,  took  possession  of  the  western  portion  of 
the  plot,  about  one-third  of  the  whole  area.  The  Imperial  Consul  merely  replied  to  the 
Acting  English  Consul,  to  the  effect  that  the  land  was  also  claimed  as  his  private  property 
by  Herr  TV  eber,  who  held  a  proper  deed  of  purchase  for  it. 

The  house  remained  in  possession  of  the  Samoan  Government.  Herr  Weber  made 
no  claim  to  it.  When  in  February  and  March  last  many  outrages  were  committed  by 
foreigners  against  Tamasese's  Government,  Captain  Brandeis,  thinking  that  violence 
might  be  used  against  the  Government  House,  had  it  taken  to  Mulinuu.  First  of  all, 
however,  it  was  valued  by  a  Commission,  consisting  of  one  German,  one  Englishman,  and 
one  American.  The  value  estimated  was  1,000  dollars.  Captain  Brandeis  declared 
repeatedly  to  the  Acting  English  Consul  that  the  Samoan  Government  would  satisfy  all 
claims  on  the  house  as  soon  as  proved. 

As  regards  MacArthur  and  Co.'s  claim,  it  should  be  observed,  as  throwing  some 
light  on  it,  that  it  was  stated  in  some  letters  from  an  English  source  in  Samoa,  published 
in  October  of  last  year  in  the  New  Zealand  and  Australian  papers,  that  the  seizure  of 
the  Government  House  had  come  to  nothing,  as  Messrs.  MacArthur  and  Co.  had  acquired 
the  whole  of  the  Chief  Seumanu's  landed  property  after  the  outbreak  of  the  war. 
Whether  Tagaloa  Leota,  Seumanu,  or  any  other  Bamoans  had  any  right  to  alienate  the 
plot  of  land  called  the  *'  Maloe,*'  or  the  Government  House,  remains  as  yet  an  unsettled 
question.  There  are,  indeed,  almost  insurmountable  difRculties  in  the  way  of  settling  it, 
for  there  is  no  civil  law  in  Samoa.  There  is  nothing  beyond  individual  cases  of  custom 
with  regard  to  property  in  land  and  to  inheritance,  and  these  are  varying  and 
uncertain. 

The  opinion  of  His  Imperial  Majesty's  Consul  was  that  the  power  of  disposing  of  the 
rights  of  ownership  possessed  by  the  enemy's  Government  in  the  enemy's  coimtry 
belonged  to  the  victor  who  remained  in  possession.  He  therefore  thought  that  be  ought 
to  hand  over  Malietoa's  Government  House,  which,  in  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
he  could  but  consider  as  Samoan  public  property,  to  the  new  Government,  which  had 
been  recognized  by  Germany.  It  was  in  this  sense  only  that  he  expressed  himself  to 
Mr.  Consul  Wilson.  He  never  put  forward  the  view  that  the  occupation  of  the  house 
(by  the  men  of  the  German  Squadron)  had  made  any  change  in  the  rights  of  any  third 
parties,  private  individuals  to  the  house  in  question.

Messrs.  MacArthur  and  Co.  to  Acting  Consul  Wilson. 

Sir,  Apia,  Samoa,  September  23,  1887. 

WE  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  the  employes  and  workmen  of  the  Deutschen 
Handels  Company  are  now  erecting  a  fence  on  our  land  at  Apia,  on  which  the  house  lately 
occupied  by  the  Samoan  Government  is  erected.  We  have  ordered  the  employes  and 
workmen  to  desist,  but  they  refuse  to  do  so,  or  to  leave  the  land  on  which  they  are 
trespassing. 

We  now  formally  protest  against  the  illegal  action  of  the  above-named  Company 
and  their  employes,  and  respectfully  request  to  forward  a  copy  of  this  protest  to  the 
Imperial  German  Consul  here.

United  States'  Skip  ^^  Adam^,"  Apia  Harbour,  Samoa, 
Sir,  September  6,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  information  was  received  yesterday  that  the 
German  war  vessel  **  Adler,"  under  your  command,  would  on  that  date  proceed  to  the 
Island  of  Manono  with  a  Samoan  fleet,  and  there  burn  the  homes  and  villages  of  the 
Manono  men,  who  are  now  on  this  island  (Upolu)  in  open  revolt  against  Tamasese. 

It  is  reported  that  those  homes  were  occupied  by  the  defenceless  wives  and  children 
of  the  aforesaid  Manono  men.  The  information  further  stated  that  after  burning  Manono 
the  Faas-alelenga  and  the  Tua-masaga  would  also  be  burned  unless  the  men  in  revolt 
would  surrender  to  Tamasese  and  return  to  their  homes. 

It  is  a  fact  that  yesterday  morning  an  armed  force  of  natives  embarked  in  the 
corvette  *'  Adler,"  and  the  ship  proceeded  with  the  natives*  boats  in  tow  towards  Manono, 
and,  later  in  the  day,  the  firing  of  heavy  guns  was  reported  in  that  direction,  furnishing 
thereby  presumptive  evidence  that  the  aba  >^e-mentioned  mission  was  about  to  be 
accomplished. 

I'he  present  Samoan  revolt  is  almost,  if  not  quite,  general,  and  the  revolutionists 
had  an  armed  force  for  warlike  purposes  in  the  field  within  a  few  hours' march  of  this 
harbour,  when  the  vessel  under  your  command  transported  the  Tamasese  troops  to  a 
neighbouring  island,  with  the  avowed  intention  of  making  war  on  the  isolated  homes  of  the 
women  and  children  of  the  enemy. 

•  Already  received  in  Admiralty  letter  (B)  of  November  19,  1868.    (No.  292.) 
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Such  action,  especially  after  the  Tamasese  party  having  been  represented  as  a  strong 
Government,  not  needing  the  armed  support  of  a  foreign  Power,  appears  to  be  a  violation 
of  the  principles  of  international  law,  as  well  as.  a  violation  of  the  generally  recognized 
laws  of  humanity. 

Being  the  only  other  representative  of  a  naval  Power  now  present  in  this  harbour,  I 
hereby  respectfully*  and  solemnly  protest  in  the  name  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  of  the  civilized  world  in  general,  apainst  the  use  of  a  national  war  vessel  for  such 
service  as  was  yesterday  rendered  by  the  German  corvette  "  Adler."

IN  continuation  of  my  letter  of  the  8th  instant,  be  pleased  to  inform  their  Lordships 
that  on  the  9th  October,  1888,  Proclamations  were  signed  by  the  {de  facto)  King 
Tamasese,  and  by  Malietoa  Tui-a-tua  Mataafa,  in  accordance  with  the  draft  inclosed  in  my 
letter  of  the  8th  October,  the  following  addition  being  made  by  the  Imperial  German 
Consul  to  that  signed  by  Tamasese:  **  For  the  fulfilment  of  the  promises  given  in  this 
document,  I  shall  hold  the  King  Tamasese  responsible. — Becker.'* 

2.  I  wrote  to  the  Captain  of  the  United  States'  ship  "  Adams"  and  to  the  American 
Vice-Consul-General,  inclosing  copies  of  the  Proclamation,  and  to  the  German  Consul  copy 
of  that  issued  by  Malietoa  Mataafa,  and  thanked  those  gentlemen  for  having  attended  the 
meeting  on  board  '*  Calliope  "  on  the  3rd  October. 

3.  I  inclose  translation  of  a  letter,  dated  the  3rd  October,  1888,  addressed  to  me  by 
Malietoa  Mataafa,  expressing  his  wish  that  the  old  neutral  territory  may  be  re-established, 
and  inclosing  copy  of  a  letter  he  addressed  to  the  Imperial  German  Consul  to  the  same 
effect,  by  which  it  appears  that  he  had  already  on  the  10th  vSeptember  written  to  ask  that 
it  might  be  done,  for  fear  that  the  "  blood  of  the  subject:^  of  tlie  Great  Powers  be  Bpilled.'* 
This  would  have  accompanied  my  former  letter  but  for  delay  in  obtaining  translations. 

4.  On  the  9th  October  I  received  a  letter  from  Her  Majesty's  Consul,  reporting  that 
shots  fired  by  Tamasese's  boats,  carrying  provisions  (referred  to  in  paragraph  12  of  my 
letter  of  the  8th  October),  had  that  day  struck  houses  close  to  the  British  Consulate.  On 
the  morning  of  the  1 0th  October,  I  desired  Captain  Kane  to  visit  the  King  Tamasese,  and 
explain  that  such  reckless  firing  must  not  be  permitted.  Her  Majesty's  Consul  and 
Mr.  W.  H.  Wilson  accompanied  him.  Captain  Kane  explained  my  orders  as  detailed  in  his 
"Report,  viz.,  that,,  should  shots  be  fired  into  the  houses  of  the  residents  in  the  town,  a  gun 
would  be  fired  from  the  British  man-of-war  in  port  across  the  bows  of  the  leading  boat — 
not  to  damage  the  boats  or  canoes,  but  as  a  signal  to  all  the  boats  that  they  are  to  lower 
their  sails  and  go  alongside  the  English  man-of-war,  for  the  purpose  of  discovering 
the  offenders  and  delivering  them  up  to  King  Tamasese,  and  in  the  event  of  their  not 
obeying  the  gun,  that  the  Admiral  would  not  be  responsible  for  the  consequences. 

5.  The  *^  Lizard  **  has  remained  at  Samoa  for  protection  of  life  and  property  of 
British  subjects.  Lieutenant-Commander  Pelly  has  orders  to  the  above  effect,  and  that  he 
is  to  take  steps  to  compel  the  boats  to  obey  the  signal,  but  not  to  risk  loss  of  life. 

6.  Lieutenant-Commander  Pelly  has  orders  that  he  may  proceed  to  Fiji  to  consult  his 
Excellency  the  High  Commissioner  should  matters  of  difficulty  arise  on  which  he  is  unable 
to  come  to  a  decision,  or  should  he  require  advice,  or  should  any  important  changes  occur 
with  which  he  considers  his  Excellency  should  be  made  acquainted. 

7.  I  have  sent  orders  to  Sydney  for  the  "Royalist''  to  proceed  to  Samoa  to  relieve 
the  "  Lizard,"  which  will  then  proceed  to  Fiji.  Should  matters  become  settled,  "  Royalist " 
is  to  leave  Samoa  about  the  1st  December  (so  as  to  avoid  the  hurricane  season)  for 
Auckland,  New  Zealand,  and  unless  Captain  Hand  should  receive  from  Her  Majesty's 
Consul  some  urgent  request  to  remain,  with  which  he  might  consider  it  his  duty  to  comply. 

8.  The  inclosed  newspaper  publishes  the  replies  of  the  British  and  American  Consuls 
to  MaHetoa  Mataafa's  letter  to  them  of  the  9th  September,  referred  to  in  paragraph  2  of 
my  letter  of  the  8th  October.

I  HAVE  the  honour  again  to  write  to  you,  as  T  did  on  the  lOth  September,  tlwt 
the  neutral  territory  be  re-established,  because  my  fear  is  very  great  lesi  the  tlood  of 
(the  subjjepts)  of  the  Great  Powers  be  spilled.  I  have  waited  for  an  answer  from  you,  but 
1  have  not  received  one.  I  am  aware  of  one  thing,  that  a  fort  was  made  in  Mulinuu,  also 
in  Matautu,  until  you  come  to  Matafagateie.  Then  1  knew  that  there  was  no  neutral 
territory,  and  that  was  the  cause  of  my  making  war  from  Matautu  to  Matafagatele.  There- 
fore, the  reason  of  the  death  of  the  Britisher  was  owing  to  forts  being  made  in  Matautu. 

Now,  I  again  beseech  you  that  the  old  boundaries  of  the  neutral  territory  be 
re-established  from  Faleula  to  Letogo.  But  Tamasese  and  his  war  party  must  be  driven 
from  Mulinuu ;  also,  I  desirq  to  go  away  from  here  in  order  to  fight  the  battle. 

Now,  the  war  would  have  been  ended  if  you  had  first  spoken  th^t  thQ  nev^tj^  tepitory 
be  made^  for  I  would  have,  accepted  it. 

I  also  tell  you  the  men  on  Mulinuu  live  because  of  you ;  I  will  not  fidit  (make  yr9j^) 
there  if  they  do  not  fire  from  there.  But  that  thing  is  impossible,  for  they  Ixayecpn tinned 
to  fire  their  guns  pn  my  war  party.

THE  Gterman  Charg6  d'Affaires  at  this  Court  called  at  the  Foreign  Office  to-day 
to  state  that  the  official  accoimt  from  Berlin  published  in  the  *^  Standard  "  newspaper 
of  to-day  respecting  the  attack  on  the  German  naval  detachment  which  had  been 
landed  to  protect  German  property  is  substantially  correct.  This  attack,  in  which 
about  fifty  Germans  were  killed  or  wounded,  has  placed  the  Imperial  Government,  to 
their  regret,  in  a  state  of  war  with  the  forces  of  Mataafa.  Germany  will.  Count 
Leyden  said,  imder  all  circumstances,  respect  and  maintain  the  Treaty  rights  of 
Great  Britain  and  of  the  United  States  in  Samoa,  and  the  German  Government,  he 
added,  would  be  glad  if  Her  Majesty's  Government  were  disposed  to  take  part  in  the 
restoration  of  order  in  Samoa,  where  the  lives  and  property  of  foreigners  has  become 
insecure.

Gebman  Bepulse  in  Samoa. 

(Through  Renter's  Agency.) 

Auckland,  January  5,  1889. 
NEWS  received  here  to-day  from  Samoa  announces  that  the  Captain  of  the 
German  war-ship  "  Olga  *'  landed  a  party  of  120  men  to  assist  Tamasese  in  his  struggle 
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against  Mataafa's  forces,  and  that  in  the  fighting  which  ensued,  the  Germans  were 
driven  back  to  their  boats  with  a  loss  of  twenty  men  killed  and  thirty  wounded. 

The  British  and  Aniericau  war  ships  had  received  an  intimation  from  the  Germans 
of  their  intention  to  intervene,  but  remained  inactive. 

Auckland,  January  6,  1889. 
Purther  particulars  have  arrived  here  of  the  German  reverse  in  Samoa.  It  appears 
that  on  the  18th  December  last  the  German  gun-boat  "Adler,*'  with  the  German 
Consul  on  board,  proceeded  to  Lanly,  Mataafa's  chief  position,  ostensibly  for  the 
pinpose  of  entering  into  negotiations  for  the  disarmament  of  his  forces.  The  corvette 
**  Olga  "  landed  a  party  of  120  men  at  Vailie  the  same  day,  and  these  were  attacked  by 
Mataafa's  followers.  The  Germans  retired  to  the  station  at  Vailie,  which  position  they 
held  against  the  greatest  odds  until  the  "Adler**  landed  a  force  of  men.  Thus 
reinforced  the  Germans  drove  the  Samoans  back,  having  lost  Lieutenant  Sieger  and 
fifteen  men  killed. 

Mataafa's  losses  were  ten  men  killed  and  thirty  woimded.  The  Germans  subse- 
quently bombarded  the  villages  of  Vailie,  Letoga,  Lanly,  Matafage,  and  Matafao. 
Mataafa's  head-quarters  are  now  near  Apia,  where  he  holds  a  strongly  entrenched 
possition.  Great  excitement  prevails  at  Apia,  and  the  European  women  and  children 
have  been  conveyed  on  board  the  war  ships.  Business  is  for  the  time  completely 
suspended,  as  further  action  on  the  part  of  the  Germans  is  expected.  Mataafa  has 
obtained  a  supply  of  ammunition.  He  has  declared  himself  ready  to  appear  before  the 
Commanders  of  the  British  and  American  war  ships.

Official  intelligence  dated  Apia,  the  28th  December,  has  been  re<5eived,  confirming 
tlic  fi<?hting  in  Samoa  between  the  German  naval  detachment  and  Mataafa's  forces,  and 
the;  loss  sustained  by  the  former  in  the  affair.  The  official  account  states  that,  owing 
to  tlie  destruction  of  German  property  and  the  insulting  acts  against  German  sailors  on 
leave  committed  by  the  Samoan  insurgents,  a  detachment  from  the  German  corvette 
"Olga''  was  sent  to  the  scene  of  war  to  accompany  the  German  Consul,  who 
desired  to  negotiate  with  the  rebels  with  the  object  of  inducing  them  to  deliver  up 
their  arms. 

On  their  way  to  the  Vailele  plantation  the  detachment  was  suddenly  attacked  by 
the  insurgents,  under  the  leadership  of  the  American  Klein.  The  corvette  "  Olga  '*  and 
the  gun-boats  "  Adler  "  and  "  Eber  ''  succeeded  in  landing  more  men ;  the  natives  were 
driven  back,  and  some  villages  near  the  shore  were  destroyed.  Lieutenant  Sieger  and 
fifteen  men  were  killed,  and  Lieutenants  Spongier,  Burchard,  and  thirty-six  men 
wounded.  The  list  of  the  killed  and  wounded  will  be  published  as  soon  as  the  names 
have  been  ascertained.  The  official  account  concludes  by  stating  that  the  woimded  are 
doinj  welh

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  as  follows,  since  my  last  letter  of  the  15th 
instant : — 

At  about  8  P.M.  on  the  23rd  I  heard  a  shot  and  the  whiz  of  a  bullet  cloi^  tg  the 
ship.  I  went  on  the  bridge,  and  presently  saw  the  flash  and  heard  a  volley  of  shots  close 
to  the  German  Consulate.  At  about  8*25  p.m.  I  again  heard,  and  saw  the  flash  of,  two 
volleys  close  to  Hetherington's  Wharf  (Chart  inclosed). 

Thinking  there  was  some  disturbance  on  Matantee  Point,  I  went  on  shore  to  the 
Consulate  and  heard  that  a  boat  of  Mataafa's  had  gone  that  evening  unarmed  to  pick  up 
a  gun  that  had  been  thrown  overboard  by  Tamasese. 

As  they  passed  Grevsmuhl  Wharf  they  were  fired  into  by  German  sailors,  and  then 
chased  and  fired  into  near  Matantee. 

Several  bullets  pierced  houses  in  the  main  street,  one  being  British  property. 

The  Samoans  jumped  overboard  and  swam  to  the  shore  unhurt,  but  the  canoe  and 
gun  were  captured ;  the  former  was  broken  up  a  day  or  two  afterwards. 

2.  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  send  a  letter  to  the  Captain  of  His  Imperial  German  Majesty's 
ship  **  Adler,''  protesting  against  the  firing  inside  neutral  territory ^  and  the  correspondenoe, 
copy  of  which  I  inclose,  followed. 

3.  On  the  representation  of  Her  Majesty's  Consul  by  letter,  and  hearing  that 
Mataafa's  troops  were  with  difficulty  restrained  firom  making  an  attack  on  the  towD,  I 
thought  it  advisable  to  land  eight  marines  to  garrison  the  Consulate,  and  I  also  caused  the 
bouse  to  be  defended  by  bags  of  sand,  as  a  place  of  refuge  for  British  subjects. 

The  American  Consulate  has  been  defended  in  like  manner. 
4/  I  inclose  Notices  put  up  by  the  three  Powers. 
5.  The  health  of  the  ship'd  company  is  very  good.

So  soon  after  arranging  and  accepting  terms  establishing  neutral  ground  within  the 
limits  of  which  no  hostilities  whatever  should  occur»  with  a  view  to  securing  safety  to  the 
foreign  residents  in  and  around  Apia^  I  am  unable  to  understand  your  action,  as  the 
alleged  causes  of  the  attack  cannot  be  accepted  as  justifying  such  dangerous  and  careless 
conduct.

Count  Bismarck  to  Count  Hattsfeldt. —  {Communicated  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury  by 

Count  Hatzfeldty  January  16.) 

(Translation.)  Foreign  Office,  Berlin,  January  13, 1889. 

I  HAVE  already  informed  your  Excellency  that  telegraphic  information  from 
Apia  brought  news  that  on  the  18th  December  last  a  detachment  of  German  marines, 
landed  at  the  request  of  the  Imperial  Consul  to  protect  the  German  plantations  which 
were  endangered  by  the  fighting  between  the  native  parties,  was  surprised  by  armed 
Samoans  belonging  to  the  partisans  of  the  Chief  Mataafa.    This  unprovoked  attack  is 
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said  to  have  been  led  by  an  American  called  Klein ;  more  than  fifty  German  soldiers 
aiid  officers  were  killed  and  wounded. 

The  result  of  this  attack  is  that  we  must,  to  our  regret,  exchange  our  position  of 
mediation,  under  which  His  Imperial  Majesty's  Consul  in  Apia  was  endeavouring  to 
reconcile  the  contending  parties,  for  which  purpose  he  had  sought  the  co-operation  of 
his  English  and  American  colleagues,  for  one  of  hostilities  against  those  who 
attacked  us. 

We  shall  carry  on  the  contest  that  has  been  forced  upon  us  by  Mataafa  and  his 
followers  with  every  forethought  for  English  and  American  interests.  The  military 
measures  which  we  shall  adopt  will  aim  solely  at  the  punishment  of  those  persons 
who  have  murdered  German  soldiers,  and  at  securing  the  safety  of  our  country 
people  and  their  property.  As  the  persons  in  question  are  at  war  with  Tamasese,  tWr 
intervention  will  necessarily  take  the  character  of  support  given  to  Tamasese. 

In  endeavouring  to  ii^ict  condign  punishment  on  those  who  have  committed  a 
murderous  crime,  we  trust  we  shaU  have  the  co-operation  of  the  Treaty  Powers  friendly 
to  us  in  Samoa,  and  beg  the  English  Government  to  furnish  their  Consuls  and  the 
Commanders  of  their  ships  of  war  in  Samoa  with  the  necessary  instructions.  Our 
armed  forces  in  the  island  are  instructed  to  avoid  and  to  prevent  any  injury  to  the 
trade  and  property  of  neutrals,  and  only  to  use  reprisals  towards  and  to  destroy  property 
belonging  to  the  adherents  of  the  party  which  began  the  contest  with  our  forces  by 
surprising  them  in  a  criminal  manner. 

It  need  not  be  added  that  we  shall  abide  by  the  arrangements  regarding  Samoa 
made  with  America  and  England,  and  in  all  circumstances  shall  respect  the  Treaty 
rights  of  those  Powers. 

I  have  to  request  your  Excellency  to  inform  Lord  Salisbury  of  this  instruction  by 
reading  it  to  him,  and  to  give  his  Lordship  a  copy  thereof  should  he  wish  for  one.

belonging  to  the  German  gun-boat  *'  Adler,"  and  the  protests  made  by  Lieutenant 
Pelly  and  the  Commander  of  the  United  States*  ship  "  Adams.^* 

As  the  German  Consul  was  present  at  the  meeting  held  on  board  Her  Majesty's 
ship  "  Calliope  "  on  the  4th  October  last,  when,  as  reported  by  Consul  de  Coetlogon  in 
his  despatch  of  the  9th  October,  it  was  agreed  to  re-establish  the  neutrality  of 
the  district  of  Apia,  Her  Majesty's  Government  presume  that  the  Agreement  should 
have  been  respected  by  German  ships  of  Tjar. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  have  to  request  your  Excellency  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  German  Government  to  the  action  of  the  German  boat^  which  would 
appear  to  constitute  a  breach  of  the  neutrality  Agreement.

THE  German  Ambassador  at  this  Court  called  at  the  Foreign  Office  to-daj.  His 
Excellency  complained  that  Colonel  de  Coetlogon,  Her  Majesty's  Consul  at  Samoa,  was 
not,  as  he  believed  it  had  been  the  intention  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  that  he 
should  be,  neutral,  but  bad  allowed  himself  to  be  drawn  by  the  United  States'  authorities 
on  the  spot  into  an  attitude  of  opposition  to  the  Germans. 

I  replied  that  Consul  de  Coetlogon's  instructions  were  very  precise  as  to  his  observing 
an  absolute  neutrality,  and  that  if  he  had  departed  from  that  line  of  conduct  it  was 
in  disregard  of  his  instructions,  but  I  had  received  no  information  to  that  effect. 

T  took  the  opportunity  of  communicating  to  Count  Hatzfeldt  the  complaints  which 
Her  Majesty's  Government  had  received  of  the  violations  of  British  neutndity  that  had 
been  committed  by  the  German  forces  during  the  recent  operations  in  Samoa. 

His  Excellency  expressed  great  regret  if  any  shots  had  accidentally  fallen  upon 
neutral  territory,  but  he  pleaded  the  difficulty  which  was  inseparable  from  the  long  range 
of  modem  guns,  and  which  made  it  more  difficult  to  hold  an  officer  responsible  for  any 
unintended  effect  volleys  ordered  by  him  might  have.

IN  the  course  of  his  interview  to-day,  the  German  Ambassador  proposed  that  Her 
Majesty's  Government  should  join  that  of  Germany  in  requesting  the  United  States' 
Government  to  reopen  the  Conference  on  the  affairs  of  Samoa. 

I  observed  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  could  have  no  objection  if  the  proposal 
was  acceptable  to  the  United  States'  Government.  His  Excellency  then  inquired 
whether  Her  Majesty's  Government  would  have  auy  objection  to  Berlin  as  the  place 
of  meeting,  and  whether  the  United  States'  Government  might  be  so  informed.  I 
replied  that  there  would  be  no  objection  to  Berlin  on  the  part  of  Her  Majesty's 
Government,  and  that  the  German  Government  were  entirely  at  liberty  to  say  so  at 
Washington.

Extract  from  the  "  Washington  Post"  of  January  10,  1889. 

To  Samoa  or  Panama. — The  Secretary  of  the  Kavy  yesterday  issued  peremptory 
orders  to  hasten  the  work  of  preparing  the  United  States'  steam-ships  *•  Atlanta/' 
*'  Yandalia,"  and  ^^  Mohican  **  for  sea.  It  is  intimated  that  he  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
progress  of  the  work  on  the  two  latter  vessels,  which  have  been  under  repairs  at  the  Mare 
Island  (Cal.)  navy  yard  for  some  time.  The  latest  reports  received  at  the  Department 
concerning  their  condition  is  to  the  effect  that  the  **  Yandalia  "  will  be  ready  for  sea  by 
the  1st  February,  and  the  *' Mohican"  by  the  15th  February.  There  is  said  to  be 
immediate  use  for  them,  and  the  orders  issued  yesterday  contemplate  the  fitting  out  and 
sailing  of  both  vessels  during  the  present  month  if  possible.  It  is  reported  that  both  will 
be  sent  to  Samoa  to  reinforce  the  '^Nipsic,"  but  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  oflScial  con- 
firmation of  the  report.  In  regard  to  the  "  Atlanta,"  it  is  said  that  she  can  be  fully 
prepared  for  sea  in  about  a  week.  It  is  not  jet  known  for  certain  where  this  vessel  will 
be  sent,  but  the  Secretary's  orders  to  hurry  her  preparation  indicate  that  she  is  required 
at  once  for  the  execution  of  some  important  foreign  mission.  The  statement  that  she  is 
to  go  to  Haiti  is  denied  at  the  Navy  Department.  The  vessels  may  be  going  to  the 
Isthmus  of  Panamdy  where  trouble  is  in  prospect.  The  ^^ Trenton"  is  already  there, 
watching  the  progress  of  events,  but  there  may  soon  be  need  of  reinforcements.

(^Translation.) 

THE  "  Vossische  Zeitung  "  has  received  a  telegram  from  its  London  correspondent, 
to  the  effect  that  the  English  Government  is  said  to  have  decided  to  steadfastly 
uphold  "  the  Treaty,  by  virtue  of  which  no  European  Power  may  acquire,  or  endeavour 
to  acquire,  a  pre-eminent  influence  over  Samoa." 

England  and  the  United  States  are  unanimous  in  their  opinion  that  the  action  of 
the  German  Agent  in  Samoa  "  violates  not  only  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  said 
Treaty,  but  is  contrary  also  to  diplomatic  etiquette." 

Such  purports  to  be  the  tenour  of  the  latest  communications  from  Washington 
and  London,  which  have  been  received  at  Berlin. 

The  Treaty  mentioned  in  the  "Vossische  Zeitung,"  **by  virtue  of  which  no 
European  Power  may  acquire,  or  endeavour  to  acq[uire,  a  pre-eminent  influence  over 
Samoa,'*  does  not  exist. 

In  the  imderstanding  between  (Jermany  and  England  respecting  the  demarcation 
of  the  Grerman  and  English  sphere  of  action  in  the  West  Pacific,  it  is  agreed  that 
Tonga,  Samoa,  and  the  Niu6  Islands  shall  as  hitherto  form  a  neutral  territory,  that  is 
to  say,  they  shall  not  be  subject  either  to  English  or  German  authority. 

With  the  United  States  no  analogous  agreement  has  been  come  tq,  nor  with  any 
European  Power. 

In  the  Treaties  of  Priendship  and  Commerce  which  Samoa  has  concluded  with 
Germany,  England,  and  the  United  States,  the  Government  of  Samoa  appears  to 
uniformly  observe  the  principle  of  granting  such  rights  to  each  Contracting  Power 
as  are  enjoyed  by  the  Governments  or  subjects  of  any  other  nation.  The  Article  in 
question  in  the  -Ajnerican  Treaty  runs  as  follows : — 

"The  Government  of  Samoa  agrees  to  allow  to  the  Government  and  citizens  of 
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the  United  States  free  and  equal  participation  in  any  privileges  that  may  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be,  granted  to  the  Government,  citizens,  or  subjects  of  any  other 
nation." 

No  imderstanding  based  on  Treaty  exists  between  Germany  and  the  United  States 
respecting  the  neutrality  and  independence  of  Samoa.  The  whole  article  of  the 
London  correspondent  of  the  "  Vossische  Zeitung  "  is  an  invention. 

No  official  communications  of  a  similar  nature  respecting  the  Samoa  question 
have  reached  Berlin  from  London. 

The  fact  that  no  such  agreements  by  Treaty  exist,  as  the  imagination  of  the 
cowespondent  of  the  '*  Vossische  Zeitung"  has  called  up,  will  not,  however,  prevent 
Germany  from  respecting  the  rights  which  other  States  have  acquired  by  Treaty 
with  Samoa.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  reports  have  been  received 
by  Her  Majesty's  Government  respecting  an  incident  which  occurred  at  Apia  on  the 
23rd  October  last 

It  appears  that  on  that  occasion*  a  man-of-war's  boat  of  the  Imperial  gim-boat 
**  Adler  "  tired  upon  a  boat  containing  men  of  Mataaf a's  party,  and  that  shots  struck 
houses  in  the  main  street. 

At  a  meeting  on  board  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Calliope  "  on  the  4th  October,  it  was 
agreed  that  a  neutral  territory  should  be  estabUshed,  so  that  the  safety  of  the  lives  and 
property  of  foreigners  residing  at  Apia  should  be  assured. 

As  the  Imperial  German  Consul,  Herr  Becker,  was  present  at  this  meeting.  Her 
Majesty's  Government  presume  that  the  agreement  come  to  should  have  been  respected 
by  the  Imperial  German  ships-of-war,  and,  imder  these  circumstances,  I  am  desired  by 
Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Fordgn  AflEairs  to  ask  the  attention  of 
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the  Imperial  Government  to  the  action  above  mentioned,  which  would  appear  to 
constitutei  a  breach  of  the  neutrality  agreement  come  to  on  the  4th  October.

Sir,  .  Foreign  Office,  January  29, 1889. 

IN  speaking  to  Count  Hatzfeldt  to-day,  I  referred  to  the  speech  delivered  by  the 
Chancellor  in  the  Reichstag  on  Sunday  last.  I  expressed  the  satisfaction  with  which 
I  had  read  the  language  applied  by  the  Chancellor  to  the  value  which  he  attached  to 
the  good  understanding  between  the  two  Governments. 

The  only  comment  which  it  was  at  all  necessary  for  me  to  make,  other  than  that 
of  entire  sympathy  and  concurrence,  applied  to  a  remark  of  his  Highness  as  to  the 
attitude  of  the  two  countries  with  respect  to  Samoa. 

His  statement,  that  in  regard  to  that  matter  the  Governments  of  Great  Britain  and 
Germany  were  going  hand  in  hand,  might  be  open  to  misconstruction. 

It  was  entirely  correct  to  say  that  our  views  were  in  agreement  as  to  the  arrange- 
ment to  be  put  in  force  for  the  government  of  those  islands  in  the  future,  but  in  the 
conflict  which  existed  at  present  between  the  German  Government  and  a  certain 
portion  of  the  inhabitants,  it  could  not  be  said  that  we  were  going  hand  in  hand  with 
Germany.  We  were  maintaining  an  attitude  entirely  neutral,  and  were  in  no  degree 
concerned  in  or  responsible  for  the  action  which  the  German  Grovemment  thought 
it  right  to  take. 

Count  Hatzfeldt  expressed  himself  entirely  in  accord  with  me  as  to  the  accuracy 
of  the  correction,  and  said  that  he  had  no  doubt  that  when  the  Chancellor  used  that 
expression,  he  was  speaking  of  the  more  permanent  arrangement  with  respect  to  which 
the  views  of  the  two  Governments  were  the  same.

WE  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  your  Lordship's  letter  of  the  26th  Jajiuary,* 
inclosing  copy  of  a  verbal  note  communicated  to  you  by  Coxmt  Hatzfeldt  with 
reference  to  the  claim  of  the  firm  of  W.  McArthur  and  Co.,  in  Samoa^  on  account 
of  the  forcible  possession  by  the  Gtermans  of  a  house  in  Apia. 

This  house  our  firm  there  alleges  to  belong  to  them.  The  note  in  reply  to  our 
claim  denies  the  validity  of  our  purchase  of  this  house,  on  the  ground  that  the  Chief, 
Seumanu,  did  not  possess  the  land  originally,  and  had  no  title  enabling  him  to  sell  it 
It  also  alleges  that  it  had  been  bought  by  Herr  Weber  from  a  Chief,  Leota. 

The  whole  point  seems  to  us  to  turn  upon  the  right  of  Seumanu  to  sell  the  ground 
to  us,  because  it  does  not  appear  to  be  denied  that  a  transfer  was  made  from  him  to 
our  firm. 

In  reply  to  the  contention  that  the  ground  did  not  belong  to  Seumanu,  we  need 
only  quote,  for  your  information,  a  passage  from  a  letter  written  by  our  firm  in  Apia 
on  the  16th  October,  1887  :— 

"  The  next  excitement  was  the  German  firm  seizing  possession  of  the  house  and 
land  that  Seumanu  had  sold  to  Messrs.  W.  McArthur  and  Co.  They  put  a  fence 
round  the  house  and  land.  Of  course  we  objected,  ordered  them  off,  and  threatened 
to  pull  down  the  fence,  if  they  did  not  desist,  as  the  property  did  not  belong  to  them. 
We  also  complained  to  Mr.  Wilson,  the  Acting  British  Consul,  and  he  interviewed 
M.  Becker,  the  German  Consul,  protested,  and  told  him  that  if  the  "  Deutsche 
Handels-  und  Plantagen-Gesellschaft  der  Sudzee'*  put  up  the  fence,  Messrs.  W. 
McArthur  and  Co.  would  pull  it  down.  The  Gterman  Consul  replied  that,  if  we 
attempted  to  do  so,  he  would  see  who  was  the  strongest — a  threat  implying  that  he 
would  send  an  armed  force,  if  necessary,  to  prevent  us  from  taking  possession  of  our 
land  and  house,  or  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  German  firm  occupying  the  disputed 
land.  The  reason  for  this  is  clear  enough :  they  wish,  for  political  purposes,  to  keep 
possession  of  the  former  Government  House  and  land,  as  the  flag-staflf  is  erected 
thereon.  They  would  not  like  to  see  the  rebel  flag  hauled  down,  and  an  English  flag 
hoisted  in  its  stead.  Therefore  they  got  the  German  firm  above  named  to  put  in  their 
bogus  claim,  stating  that  a  Samoan  Chief  had  sold  the  land  some  time  ago  to  Weber, 
although  ttiey  knew  well  enough  that  no  person  but  Seumanu  had  a  right  to  sell,  as 
he  alone  is  the  proper  owner." 

We  call  your  especial  attention  to  the  following  passage  in  the  extract : — 

**  We  have  the  written  statement  of  the  Samoan  who  sold  the  land  to  Webtf, 
confessing  that  Weber  forced  him  to  sign  the  deed ;  also  that  he  had  no  right  to  tiie 
land,  and  that  Seumanu  alone  was  the  proper  owner.  But  as  the  German  firm  have  four 
men-of-war  at  their  back,  we  can  do  nothing  but  look  on  and  wait  until  our  turn 
comes.*' 

We  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  following  extract  from  the  letter 
addressed  to  the  papers  by  our  solicitor,  Mr.  T.  P.  Campbell^  of  the  firm  of 
Messrs.  Bussell  and  Campbell,  of  Auckland,  New  Zealand,  who  by  our  instructionfl 
proceeded  to  Samoa  to  look  after  our  interests : — 

"  The  land  upon  which  the  late  Samoan  (Government  House  stands  having  been 
conveyed  to  a  British  firm  by  the  Samoan  owner,  the  firm's  agent  requested  the 
British  Consul  to  obtain  the  key  from  the  German  Consul,  the  house  having  been 
broken  into  and  the  key  carried  ofiE  on  the  24th  August.  The  German  Consul  refused 
to  give  up  the  key,  and  said  that  M.  Weber,  the  Manager  of  the  German  firm,  had  a 
claim  upon  the  land.  Next  morning  the  German  firm  proceeded  to  fence  the  land, 
and  when  the  British  firm's  agent  talked  of  pulling  the  fence  down,  the  German 
Consul  said  he  should  use  force  i£  such  were  attempted,  and  threatened  to  bring  some 
troops  ashore  to  assist  his  countrymen.  The  British  firm  (Messrs.  W.  McArthur  and  Co.) 
then  put  a  notice  board  inside  the  fence  and  in  front  of  the  house  claiming  the  land  afi 
theirs,  and  over  this  they  placed  the  British  ensign,  with  which  the  Germans  have  not 
yet  interfered.  The  German  claim  is  entirely  a  bogus  one.  The  Samoan  who 
conveyed  the  land  to  M.  Weber  has,  since  executing  the  conveyance,  made  a  sworn 
declaration  that  he  had  no  title  to  the  land,  and  that  he  executed  the  conveyance 
because  pressed  to  do  so  for  political  reasons." 
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We  should  like,  with  the  consent  of  your  Lordship,  to  forward  the  paper 
communicated  by  you  to  us  to  our  firm  in  Samoa  for  a  more  detailed  reply. 

Meantime,  we  think  the  extracts  which  we  send  you — and  which,  we  may  say,  we 
conmiunicated  on  the  30th  March,  1888,  to  Baron  de  Worms  at  the  Colonial  Office — 
will  show  your  Lordship  that  we  have  a  right  to  argue  that  the  Gterman  claim 
put  forward  to  this  property  is  a  bogus  claim,  that  it  was  obtained  by  threats  from  a 
bogus  owner,  and  that,  therefore,  we  may  venture  to  request  Her  Majesty^s  Government 
once  again  to  press  upon  the  Gterman  Government  a  reasonable  settlement  of  this 
grievance. 

We  may  remind  your  Lordship  that  we  have  other  claims  against  the  German 
Government,  which  we  have  communicated  to  the  Foreign  Office,  and  which  we  hope 
are  in  course  of  settlement. 

We  have  only  to  thank  your  Lordship  for  the  efiEorts  of  the  Foreign  Office  in  this 
matter,  and  to  remain,  &c.

My  Lord,  Legation  of  the  United  States^  London^  February  1,  1889. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you  that  I  have  just  received  telegraphic  instructions 
from  Mr.  Bayard  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  the  United  States*  Legation  at  Berlin  was 
yesterday  instructed  by  cable  to  inform  the  German  Foreign  Office  that  a  telegram  had 
been  received  from  the  United  States'  Consul  at  Apia,  stating  that  the  German  Consul 
there  had  declared  Germany  to  be  at  war  with  Mataafa,  and  that  Samoa  is  under  martial 
law.  That  the  Chancellor  of  the  German  Empire  had  previously  communicated  to  the 
United  States'  Government,  through  the  German  Minister  at  Washington,  the  declaration 
of  a  state  of  war  by  Germany  against  the  Mataafa  party  in  Samoa ;  this  communication 
being  accompanied  by  statements  that  Germany  shall  of  course  abide  by  her  agreement 
with  the  United  States  and  England  respecting  Samoa,  and  pay  due  regard  under  all 
circumstances  to  the  rights  of  those  Powers  as  established  by  Treaty.  That  the  United 
States  assumes  that  German  oflScials  will  be  accordingly  instructed  to  abstain  scrupulously 
from  interference  with  American  citizens  and  property  in  Samoa ;  that  no  declaration  of 
martial  law  can  confer  or  expand  German  jurisdiction  in  Samoa  over  American  citizens ; 
and  that  no  such  authority  will  be  recognized  or  conceded  by  the  United  States^ 
Government.

SINCE  my  last  letter  of  the  14th  instant,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  the 
following  proceedings : — 

2.  At  6  A.M.  on  the  16th,  in  consequence  of  a  letter  received  from  Her  Majesty's 
Consul,  I  proceeded  to  Laulii,  with  the  Consul  on  hoard,  to  protect  British  property. 
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3.  The  United  States*  ship  "  Adams  *'  went  there,  with  the  United  States'  Consxd 
on  board,  apparently  with  the  same  intention  as  regards  American  property. 

4.  At  about  11  A.M.  the  "  Adler  "  returned  to  Apia,  having  communicated  with 
both  the  belligerent  parties  in  the  vicinity  of  Laulii,  and  having  nothing  more  to  do  there 
I  also  returned,  and  so  did  the  United  States'  ship  **  Adams." 

5.  On  the  16th,  in  consequence  of  the  great  difficulty  in  finding  or  communi- 
eating  with  King  Tamasese,  Her  Majesty's  Consul  thought  fit  to  notify  the  other 
Consuls  and  myself  that  he  could  acknowledge  no  de  facto  Government  at  present. 

6.  On  the  20th  the  town  of  Saluafata  was  taken  by  the  Mataafa  party. 

7.  On  the  21st,  His  Imperial  German  Majesty's  ship  "  Eber "  arrived  from  the 
Marshall  Islands,  where  she  had  been  levying  fines,  and  otherwise  punishing  the 
natives. 

On  the  23rd  she  proceeded  to  Saluafata,  shortly  afterwards  followed  by  the 
United  States'  ship  "Nipsic/* 

8.  On  the  24th,  having  been  informed  by  Her  Majesty's  Consul  of  British 
property  at  Saluafata  and  Solo  Solo  which  might  require  protection,  I  proceeded  and 
anchored  at  Saluafata  in  the  afternoon. 

Captain  Wallis,  of  His  Imperial  German  Majesty*s  ship  "  Eber,*'  informed  me 
that  he  was  there  with  the  intention  of  repelling  by  force  any  fighting  or  raising  of 
forts  by  Mataafa  on  German  property  in  Saluafata  harbour. 

9.  On  the  26th,  having  seen  the  British  red  ensign  placed  on  the  properties 
claimed,  I  returned  to  Apia.  The  United  States'  ship  "Nipsic"  also  returned  the 
same  evening. 

10.  On  the  26th,  the  United  States'  ships  "  Adams  ^'  and  "Nipsic"  proceeded  to 
the  eastward. 

11.  The  health  of  the  ship's  company  remains  good. 

12.  Her  Majesty's  ships  "  Royalist"  and  the  "Lord  of  the  Isles  "  with  stores  are 
daily  expected.

Consul  de  Coetlogon  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — {Received  February  4.) 

(Extract.)  Samoa,  January  3,  1889. 

I  HAVE  the  honour,  with  the  greatest  respect,  to  inform  your  Lordship  that  from 
the  29th  November  until  the  17th  December  last  the  position  as  regards  the 
Samoan  belligerents  remained  unchanged,  the  Tamasese  party  occupying  a  fortified 
position  in  Laulii  and  Mataafa's  party  holding  them  in  check. 

On  the  17th  December  last,  however,  the  Imperial  German  ship  "  Eber  "  shelled 
Mataafa's  head-quarters  at  Laulii,  compelling  him  to  retire  from  the  several  positions 
he  had  gained  and  fall  back  on  Apia. 

On  the  18th  December  last  a  force  of  about  200  men  from  the  Imperial  Grerman 
ships  "Olga"  and  **Eber"  landed  by  night  close  to  a  German  plantation  named 
VaitelC;,  about  3  miles  from  Apia,  where  the  Germans  were  reinforced  by  a  number  of 
Tamasese  men  and  labour  boys.  An  attack  on  some  300  of  Mataafa's  party  immediately 
followed,  in  which  the  Germans  were  defeated  with  a  loss  of  18  killed,  including 
1  officer  and  1  petty  officer,  and  36  wounded,  including  2  officers.  I  am  not 
certain  of  the  nimibers  killed  and  wounded  amongst  the  Tamasese  men  and  labour 
boys.  Mataafa's  loss  was  about  12  killed  and  35  wounded ;  the  latter  were  brought  to 
the  hospital  at  this  Consulate,  where,  as  I  have  previously  had  the  honour  to  inform 
your  Lordship,  I  have  erected  tents  for  the  succour  of  the  wounded  of  both  parties. 

On  the  19th  December  last  the  Imperial  German  war-ships  returned  to  Apia  and 
Mataafa,  in  force,  erected  fortifications  close  to  the  boundaries  of  the  neutral  territory. 

On  the  21st  December  last  the  Imperial  German  ship  "Olga"  shelled  a  town 
named  Matafagatele.  On  this  occasion  the  "  Olga  "  landed  men  and  burnt  between 
thirty  and  forty  native  houses,  after  which  she  returned  to  Apia. 

On  the  same  day,  at  about  5*30  o'clock  p.m.,  an  Imperial  German  man-of-war 
boat  cut  out  a  native  boat  from  the  mouth  of  the  Vaisigani  River,  which  runs  into  Apia 
Harbour  and  within  neutral  territory,  and  which  is  a  spot  used  by  the  natives  for 
bathing.     The  Germans  fired  five  shots  into  this  boat,  happily  without  fatal  result. 

On  the  22nd  December  last  I  convened  a  meeting  of  the  three  Cons\ils  and 
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the  officers  commanding  the  war-ships  of  the  three  nationalities  in  harbour  to 
consider  more  particularly  the  agreement  existing  with  regard  to  the  neutral  territory 
of  Apia,  and  the  safety  of  the  lives  and  property  of  foreigners  therein. 

At  this  meeting  I,  assisted  by  the  United  States'  Vice-Consul-General,  endeavoured 
to  obtain  a  guarantee  from  the  Imperial  German  Consul  that  he  would  respect  neutral 
territory.  A  draft  of  an  Agreement  to  be  signed  by  the  three  Consuls  was  submitted 
by  me  to  the  United  States'  Vice-Consul-General,  and  to  the  Imperial  German  Consul, 
which  was  assented  to  by  the  United  States'  Vice-Consul-General  in  its  entirety,  but 
fell  through  in  consequence  of  the  Imperial  German  Consul  decUning  to  recognize  the 
neutral  territory  as  regards  the  Imperial  German  Government.  It  was  the  Imperial 
German  Consul's  desire  to  bind  Tamasese  and  Mataafa  to  observe  neutral  territory 
while  reserving  to  himself  the  liberty  of  opening  fire  and  carrying  on  war  either  within 
or  without  the  said  neutral  territory,  as  he  thought  best  for  the  interests  of  the  German 
firm,  also  reserving  to  himself  the  power  of  boarding  all  row-boats  and  canoes  crossing 
Apia  Harbour  (also  neutral),  and  acting  as  he  might  think  fit  in  regard  to  their 
occupants  and  contents. 

From  23rd  December  last  to  27th  December  last,  situation  imaltered. 

On  27th  December  last  the  United  States*  ship  sailed  for  Tutuila  to  intercept 
mail-boat  from  San  Prancisco  to  Auckland. 

On  the  29th  December  last  Captain  Hand,  R.N.,  Her  Majesty's  ship  "  Royalist,'* 
sent  a  verbal  message  to  me  to  say  he  was  going  to  sea  for  a  few  days.  I 
wrote  to  Captain  Hand,  as  I  wished  my  remonstrance  at  his  departure  at  this  critical 
time  to  be  on  record,  as  at  the  present  moment  there  are  a  large  number  of  war-bi>ats 
and  canoes  drawn  up  for  security  in  the  neutral  territory.  These  boats  belong  to 
Mataafa's  war  party,  and  the  Germans  have  declared  their  intention  to  capture  these 
boats.

My  Lord,  Washington^  January  24,  1889. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose  herewith  copies  of  correspondence  relating  to  the 
affairs  of  Samoa,  which  has  lately  been  presented  to  both  Houses  of  Congress. 

The  first  portion  of  this  correspondence,  which  was  transmitted  to  Congress  in 
December,  but  which  was  only  printed  last  week,  embraces  the  period  between  the 
8th  October,  1887  and  the  11th  December,  1888,  and  relates  chiefly  to  the  protection 
of  the  rights  of  American  citizens  and  to  their  disputes  with  the  German  authorities 
in  Samoa. 

The  second  portion  refers  to  more  recent  events,  and  contains  various  communica- 
tions between  the  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Germany  on  the  subject  of 
the  recent  disturbances. 

In  his  Message  transmitting  these  documents,  which  will  be  found  on  the  front 
page  of  the  second  part  of  the  correspondence,  the  President  says  that  he  has  insisted 
upon  the  autonomy  and  independence  of  Samoa  being  preserved  according  to  the 
Treaties  made  wjth  Samoa  by  Germany  and  Great  Britain,  and  that  he  has  protested 
against  every  act  tending  in  an  opposite  direction. 

He  farther  states  that,  owing  to  the  recent  collision  between  the  German  forces 
and  the  natives,  two  men-of-war,  the  "  Trenton  "  and  the  **Nipsic,"  have  been  sent  to 
Samoan  waters  for  the  protection  of  American  citizens. 

The  attention  of  Congress  is  especially  called  to  the  instructions  given  to  Admiral 
Kimberly  on  the  11th  instant,  and  to  Mr.  Bayard's  letter  to  the  German  Minister  in 
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Washington,  dated  the  12th  instant,  which  document  will  he  found  at  the  end  of  the 
correspondence,  and  the  Message  concludes  hy  a  paragraph  to  the  efiFect  that  the 
question  of  the  policy  to  he  pursued  in  regard  to  the  Samoan  Islands  is  suhtnitted  "  to 
the  wider  discretion  conferred  hy  the  Constitution  upon  the  legislative  hranch  of  the 
Gtoremment.''

Message  from  the  President  of  the  United  States,  transmitting  information  touching 

affairs  in  Samx>a. 
To  the  Coujgress : 

ON  the  2nd  day  of  April,  1888,  I  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Representatives, 
in  response  to  a  Resolution  passed  hy  that  hody,  a  Report  from  tbe  Secretary  of  State 
relating  to  the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  Samoan  Islands,  together  with  numerous 
letters,  despatches,  and  documents  connected  with  the  suhject,  which  gave  a  history  of 
all  disorders  in  that  locality  up  to  that  date. 

On  the  21st  day  of  Decemher,  1888,  this  information  was  supplemented  hy  the 
transmission  to  the  Congress  of  such  further  correspondence  and  documents  as  extended 
this  history  to  that  time. 

I  now  suhmit  a  Report  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  with  later  correspondence 
and  despatches  exhibiting  the  progress  of  the  disturbances  in  Samoa  up  to  the  present 
date. 

The  information  thus  laid  before  the  Congress  is  of  much  importance,  smce  it  has 
relation  to  the  preservation  of  American  interests,  and  the  protection  of  American 
citizens  and  their  property  in  a  distant  locality,  and  under  an  unstable  and  unsatisfac- 
tory Government. 

In  the  midst  of  the  disturbances  which  have  arisen  at  Samoa,  such  powers  have 
heen  exercised  as  seemed  to  be  within  executive  control  under  our  Constitution  and 
Laws,  and  which  appear  to  accord  with  our  national  policy  and  traditions,  to  restore 
tranquillity  and  secure  the  safety  of  our  citizens. 

Through  negotiation  and  agreement  with  Great  Britain  and  Germany,  which,  with 
our  own  Government,  constitute  the  Treaty  Powers  interested  in  Samoan  peace  and 
quiet,  the  attempt  has  been  made  to  define  more  clearly  the  part  which  these  Powers 
should  assume  in  the  government  of  that  country,  while  at  the  same  time  its  autonomy 
has  been  insisted  upon. 

These  negotiations  were  at  one  time  interrupted  hy  such  action  on  the  part  of  the 
German  Government  as  appeared  to  he  inconsistent  with  their  further  continuance. 

Germany,  however,  still  asserts,  as  from  the  first  she  has  done,  that  she  has  no 
desire  or  intention  to  overturn  the  native  Samoan  Government  or  to  ignore  our  Treaty 
rights,  and  she  still  invites  our  Government  to  join  her  in  restoring  peace  and  quiet. 
But  thus  far  her  propositions  on  this  subject  seem  to  lead  to  such  a  preponderance  of 
German  power  in  Samoa  as  was  never  contemplated  by  us,  and  is  inconsistent  with 
every  prior  agreement  or  understanding,  while  her  recent  conduct  as  between  native 
warring  factions  gives  rise  to  the  suspicion  that  she  is  not  content  with  a  neutral 
position. 

Acting  within  the  restraints  which  our  Constitution  and  Laws  have  placed  upon 
executive  power,  I  have  insisted  that  the  autonomy  and  independence  of  Samoa  should 
be  scrupulously  preserved  according  to  the  Treaties  made  with  Samoa  by  the  Powers 
named  and  their  agreements  and  understanding  with  each  other.  I  have  protested 
against  every  act  apparently  tending  in  an  opposite  direction,  and  during  the  existence 
of  internal  disturbance  one  or  more  vessels  of  war  have  been  kept  in  Samoan  waters 
to  protect  American  citizens  and  property. 

These  things  will  abundantly  appear  from  the  correspondence  and  papers  which 
have  heen  submitted  to  the  Congress. 

A  recent  collision  between  the  forces  from  a  German  man-of-war  stationed  in 
Samoan  waters  and  a  body  of  natives  rendered  the  situation  so  delicate  and  crititol 
that  the  war-ship  '*  Trenton,"  under  the  immediate  command  of  Admiral  Bamberly, 
was  ordered  to  join  the  "  Nipsic,"  already  at  Samoa,  for  the  better  protection  of  tte 
persons  and  property  of  our  citizens,  and  in  furtherance  of  efforts  to  restore  ordej 
and  safety. 

The  attention  of  the  Congress  is  especially  called  to  the  instructions  given  to 
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Admiral  Eamberly,  dated  on  the  lltli  instant,  and  the  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  the  German  Minister,  dated  the  12th  instant,  which  will  be  found  among  the  papers 
herewith  submitted. 

By  means  of  the  papers  and  documents  heretofore  submitted  and  those  which 
accompany  this  communication,  the  precise  situation  of  aflPairs  in  Samoa  is  laid  before 
the  Congress,  and  such  executive  action  as  has  been  taken  is  fully  exhibited. 

The  views  of  the  Executive  in  respect  of  the  just  policy  to  be  pursued  with  regard 
to'^this  group  of  islands,  which  lie  in  the  direct  highway  of  a  growing  and  important 
commerce  between  Australia  and  the  United  States,  have  found  expression  in  the 
correspondence  and  docimients  which  have  thus  been  fully  commimicated  to  the 
Congress,  and  the  subject  in  its  present  stage  is  submitted  to  the  wider  discretion 
conferred  by  the  Constitution  upon  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government.

(Extract.)  Washington,  January  24,  1889. 

WITH  reference  to  my  other  despatch  of  this  day's  date  on  the  subject  of  the 
Samoan  question,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  that,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  held  yesterday,  it  was  decided  to  recommend  the 
following  amendment  to  the  Consular  and  Diplomatic  Appropriation  Bill : — 

'*  For  the  execution  of  the  obligations  and  the  protection  of  the  interests  of  the 
United  States  existing  imder  the  Treaty  between  the  United  States  and  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Samoan  Islands,  600,000  doUars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  President;  this  appropriation  to  be 
immediately  available. 

"For  the  survey,  improvement,  and  occupation  of  the  bay  and  harbour  of 
Pagopago,  in  the  Island  of  Tutuila,  Samoa,  and  for  the  construction  of  the  necessary 
wharves  and  buildings  for  such  occupation,  and  for  a  coaling  station  therein,  under 
the  direction  of  the  President,  100,000  dollars ;  this  appropriation  to  be  immediately 
available." 

The  right  to  establish  a  coaling  station  in  the  harbour  of  Pagopago  was  acquired 
by  the  United  States  in  1878.

I  RECEIVED  this  afternoon  a  visit  from  Count  Bismarck,  who  informed  me  that 
he  had  received  a  telegram,  dated  Apia  23rd  January  and  Aucldand  31st  January,  from 
the  German  Consul  in  Samoa. 

The  contents  of  the  telegram  were  not  very  clear,  but  it  appeared  that  the  German 
Consul  had  declared  a  state  of  war,  and,  notwithstanding  this,  the  British  Consul  had 
issued  a  Proclamation  to  the  effect  that  he  retained  his  jurisdiction  over  all  British 
subjects* 

His  Excellency  said  that  the  Chancellor  had  desired  him  to  inform  your  Lordship 
through  me  that  if  a  state  of  war  embracing  foreigners  had  actually  been  declared  by 
the  German  Consul,  the  latter  had  committed  a  grave  error,  and  the  British  Consul  had 
been  completely  justified  in  his  Proclamation. 

Count  Bismarck  desired  that  your  Lordship  should  immediately  be  informed  of  the 
views  of  Prince  Bismarck.

COUNT  LETDEN  called  at  the  Foreign  Office  yesterday  on  behalf  of  the 
German  Ambassador  at  this  Court,  to  state  that  the  Gennan  Government  had  invited 
the  United  States*  Government  to  agree  to  a  Conference  of  the  Three  Treaty  Powers 
pn  the  affairs  of  Samoa  to  be  held  at  Berlin.  The  United  States'  Government  had 
expressed  their  assent,  but  held  it  to  be  essential  that  there  should  be  a  cessation  of 
hostilities  during  the  sitting  of  the  Conference,  and  that  the  Eepresentatives  of  the 
Powers  in  Samoa  should  be  instructed  by  telegraph  accordingly,  so  as  to  maintain  the 
status  quo. 

Count  Leyden  added  that  his  Government  were  prepared  to  agree  to  a  suspension 
of  hostilities,  but  that  they  must  insist  on  reserving  their  right  to  exact  reparation  for 
the  murder  of  their  sailors  on  shore  and  the  pimishment  of  those  implicated  in  the 
outrage.  Before  replying  to  the  United  States'  Government,  they  desired  to  know 
whether  Her  Majesty's  Government  agree  to  the  proposed  Conference. 

I  have  to-day  replied  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  are  willing  to  take  part  in 
the  Conference,  but  that  they  concur  with  the  United  States'  Government  in  thinking 
that  it  cannot  conduct  its  deliberations  to  any  useful  issue  while  warlike  operations 
are  actually  going  on.

Count  Hatzfeldt  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — {Received  February  12.) 

(Translation.) 

My  Lord,  German  Embassy,  London,  February  11,  1889. 

THE  British  Ambassador  at  Berlin,  Sir  E.  MtQet,  by  a  note  of  the  26th  instant, 
called  the  attention  of  the  Imperial  Grovemment  to  the  military  operations  which  were 
imdertaken  on  the  23rd  October  in  the  harbour  of  Apia  by  the  Grermans  against  a 
Samoan  vessel  of  war,  and  maintained  that  this  constituted  a  breach  of  the  declaratioa 
of  neutrality  agreed  upon  on  the  4th  October  on  board  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  ship 
"  Calliope,"  in  the  presence  of  the  Imperial  Consul  Becker. 

In  reply,  I  am  charged  to  communicate  the  following  to  your  Lordship. 

The  occurrence  of  the  23rd  October  took  place,  because  it  was  necessary  to  defend 
German  property  from  an  attack  made  upon  it  by  a  canoe  with  fifty  Samoan  warriors 
belonging  to  the  party  of  Mataafa.  The  capture  of  this  canoe,  and  the  shots  that 
were  fired,  were  necessary  acts  of  defence.  On  the  whole,  twenty  shots  were 
discharged  by  the  German  crews,  which  fell  into  the  water  close  to  the  canoe.  If 
houses  in  Apia  were  hit  by  others  besides  these,  it  could  only  have  been  by  the  shots 
of  the  Samoan  crew. 
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The  negotiations  on  board  tbe  English  man-of-war  "Calliope,"  held  on  the 
4th  October,  in  which  the  Imperial  Consul  Becker  took  part,  had  for  their  sole  object 
to  prevent  the  natives  from  fighting.  Consul  Becker  consented  to  take  part  in  them 
for  that  reason,  and  obtained  a  solemn  declaration  from  Tamasese.  The  Imperial 
Consul  was  not  authorized  to  restrict  the  German  vessels  of  war  in  their  freedom  of 
action  when  they  had  to  protect  German  property,  and  it  cannot,  therefore,  be  said 
that  any  breach  of  the  Agreement  of  the  4th  October  or  any  violation  of  neutrality, 
has  occurred  through  the  German  operations  of  tbe  23rd  October.

M.  TAmbassadeur,  Foreign  Office^  February  18,  1889. 

WITH  reference  to  the  letter  that  I  ha4  the  honour  to  address  to  your  Excellency 
on  the  28th  ultimo,  I  have  now  to  acquaint  you  that  Messrs.  W.  and  A.  McArthur,  to 
whom  I  caused  to  h©  communicated  the  note  verbale  placed  in  my  hands  by  your 
Excellency  on  the  21st  ultimo,  absolutely  deny  the  accuracy  oi  the  facts  stated  by  the 
German  Consul  at  Apia  in  relation  to  the  case.  They  state  that  the  claim  to  the 
land,  put  forward  by  Bterr  Weber  on  behalf  of  the  German  firm  which  he  represents, 
is  entirely  fictitious,  as  they  will  be  prepared  to  prove  when  an  inquiry  is  held. 

It  appears  to  Her  Majesty's  Goyernment  that  it  is  impossible  to  arriye  at  a 
satisfactory  settlement  of  questions  of  this  nature  without  inquiry  on  the  spot  by  a 
Joint  Commission  or  Court  specially  appointed  to  investigate  suclj  claims.  Such  an 
inquiry  will  be  very  difficult  so  long  as  the  present  disturbed  condition  of  Samoa 
continues. 

In  the  meanwhile.  Her  Majesty's  Qt)vemment  consider  that  the  rights  of  all 
parties  must  be  reserved.

My  Lord,  Washingion,  February  1,  1880. 

WITH  reference  to  my  despatch  of  the  24th  ultimo,  I  have  the  honour  to 
report  that  the  amendments  to  the  Diplomatic  and  Considar  Bill  providinjj  for  a 
coaling  station  at  Pago  Pago,  and  appropriating  600,000  dollars  to  enable  the 
President  to  protect  American  interests  m  Samoa,  came  up  for  consideration  in  the 
Senate  on  the  241J[i  ultimo. 

As  soon  as  they  had  bpen  read  it  ^as  proposed  by  Mr.  Hale  that  they  should  be 
discussed  in  secret  Session,  but  Mr.  Sherman  and  Mr.  Evarts  succeeded  in  convlnciiig 
the  Members  present  that  it  was  best  uiat  the  del>ate  should  be  a  public  one,  and  a 
motion  to  that  effect  was  carried. 

Mr.  Shprman  then  opened  the  discussion  in  a  moderate  but  firm  speech,  in  which 
he  gave  a  long  and  detailed  view  of  the  present  situation  in  Samoa,  and  of  the 
incidents  whiph  had  led  up  to  it.  He  laid  special  stress  on  the  action  of  Germany  in 
deposing  Malietoa,  and  setting  up  Tamasese  in  his  place,  just  at  the  time  when 
negotiations  were  going  on  in  Washington  between  Great  Britain,  Germany,  and  the 
United  states  f pr  the  restoration  of  the  status  quo  on  a  sound  basis,  which  he  regarded 
as  one  of  the  worst  features  of  the  case,  and  he  went  on  to  say  that  there  were  indica- 
tions that  England  was  in  harmony  with  the  policy  of  Germany,  for  whose  course  he 
could  find  no  justification. 

Coming  to  the  amendments  before  the  House,  Mr.  Sherman  said  that  the  first 
thing  to  be  done  was  to  assert  the  right  of  the  United  States  to  possess  and  occupy 
Pago  Pago  for  a  coaling  station.  That  would  not  mean  war.  The  mere  assertion  of 
the  right  and  the  spending  of  money  there  were  "  far  more  influential  assertions 
of  power  than  Protocols  and  diplomatic  correspondence." 

It  was  not  necessary,  he  continued,  to  menace  anybody.  Straightforward  and 
manly  negotiations  should  be  entered  into  between  the  three  Governments,  and  if  some 
mode  of  government  could  not  be  agreed  upon  for  Samoa,  it  would  be  a  disgrace  to 
civilization  and  Christianity.  So  far  there  was  nothing  that  would  justify  a  breach  of 
the  peace  by  either  Power  until  eyery  possible  effort  had  been  made  to  settle  the 
difficulties  peaceably. 

Mr.  Sherman  concluded  by  asserting  that  the  United  States  should  now  fulfil  its 
Treaty  obligation  to  employ  its  good  offices  to  settle  the  difficulties  of  the  Samoans. 
The  granting  of  the  proposed  appropriation  would  enable  the  President  to  do  this,  and 
the  powei*  thus  given  would  insure  a  prompt  settlement  of  what  he  regarded  as  a  small 
controversy. 

On  the  following  day  the  debate  was  continued  by  Mr.  Reagan  in  a  "  Jingo*' 
speech,  in  the  course  of  which  he  stated  *'that  the  humiliation  of  a  great  nation  i» 
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the  face  of  an  emogmt  Power  is  worse  than  war :  *'  and  by  Mr.  Dolph^  who  said  that 
the  l^resident  should  insist  upon  a  restoration  or  the  statiLS  quo  at  the  time  of  the 
Washington  Conference,  and  that  he  should  inform  the  German  Government  that  the 
United  States  would  not  permit  the  Samoan  Islands  to  pass  imder  the  control  of  any 
foreign  Government. 

The  discussion  having  again  been  adjourned,  Mr.  Reagan  moved  an  amendment 
yesterday,  in  what  Mr.  Sherman  called  **  4th  of  July  language/*  to  the  effect  that  the 
appropriation  should  be  granted  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  rights  of  American 
citizens  residing  in  Samoa,  "  and  to  preserve  the  neutrality  and  independence  of  the 
people  thereof ;"  and  the  debate  was  concluded  by  Mr.  Frye,  who  statoi  that  no  fourth 
class  European  Power  would  stand  what  the  United  States  had  stood,  and  he  created  a 
great  sensation  by  reading  aloud  the  telegrams  which  had  just  been  received,  stating 
that  the  Germans  had  instituted*  the  right  of  search  in  Samoan  waters,  that  they  had 
suppressed  the  "  Samoan  Times,"  and  that  the  Apia  police  had  been  placed  imder 
German  control. 

Mr.  Reag^p  withdrew  his  amendment  in  view  of  the  above  news,  stating  signifi- 
cantly that  he  did  so  as  it  was  probable  that  the  question  would  soon  come  before  the 
Senate  in  another  form,  and  the  original  amendments  were  then  agreed  to  without  a 
division.

My  Lord,  Washington^  February  1,  1889. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose  copy  of  a  Presidential  Message  to  Congress,  dated 
the  80th  January,  transmitting  further  correspondence,  copies  of  which  are  also 
inclosed,  in  regard  to  the  affairs  of  Samoa. 

In  the  Message  the  President  states  that  Mr.  Bayard  was  given  to  understand  on 
the  28th  instant  by  the  Gtermon  Minister  that  a  proposal  from  the  German  Gx>vemment 
for  a  Conf  ference  on  the  affairs  of  Samoa  was  on  its  way  from  Berlin,  and  would  shortly 
be  received  here. 

The  correspondence  accompanying  the  Message  contains  despatches  from  the 
American  Vice-Oonsul  at  Apia,  and  the  Commander  of  the  United  States'  man-of-war 
"  Nipsic,"  which  state  that  the  political  state  of  affairs  is  reaching  a  crisis,  and  that 
American  lives  and  property  are  i^  the  greatest  danger,  and  concludes  with  a  despatch 
from  Prixice  Bismarck  to  Count  Arco-Valley,  in  which  he  announces  that,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  recMit  attack  by  the  natives  of  Mataafa's  party  on  the  German  naval 
forces  in  Samoa,  in  which  more  than  fifty  Grermans  were  killed  and  wounded,  the 
Gterman  Government  have  had  to  resort  to  military  measures  to  punish  the  offenders, 
and  he  states  at  the  same  time  that  the  contest  will  be  carried  on  with  due  regard 
to  the  English  and  American  interests,  and  to  the  rights  of  those  Powers  as  established 
by  Treaty. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  thp  policy  of  this  country  in  regard  to  Samoa  has  lately 
been  left  to  the  discretixm  of  Congress^  all  despatches  relatiog  to  these  islands  are 
now  eommunicated  to  that  body  as  soon  as  they  are  received.

Message  from  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  Affairs  in  the  Samoan 

Islands^ 
To  the  Congress : 

I  HAB  the  honour  on  the  15th  instant  to  communicate  to  your  honourable  body 
certain  correspondence  and  documents  in  relation  to  affairs  in  the  Samoan  Islands,  and 
having  since  that  date  received  further  despatches  from  the  Vice-Consul  at  Apia  and 
the  Commander  of  the  United  States*  naval  tess'el  **  Nipsic,'^  in  those  waters,  I  lose  no 
time  in  laying  them  before  you. 

I  also  transmit  herewith  the  full  text  of  «ft  instruetion  JErom  Prince  von  Bismarck 
[1401  2  P  2 
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to  the  Gennan  Atinister  at  this  capital,  which  was  communicated  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  on  the  afternoon  of  the  28th  instant. 

This  appears  to  be  an  amplification  of  a  prior  telegraphic  instruction  on  the  same 
subject  communicated  through  the  same  channel,  and,  being  set  forth  in  the  note  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  Count  von  Arco- Valley,  the  German  Minister,  of  the  12th 
instant,  was  duly  laid  before  Congress  with  my  last  Message  in  relation  to  Samoaa 
affairs. 

It  is  also  proper  to  inform  you  that  on  Monday,  the  28th  instant,  the  occasion  of 
the  communication  of  the  note  of  the  Prince-Chancellor,  the  Secretary  of  State  was 
given  to  imderstand  by  the  (Jerman  Minister  that  a  proposition  from  his  Gt)veminent 
to  that  of  the  United  States  for  a  Conference  on  the  Samoan  subject  was  on  its  way  by 
mail,  having  left  Berlin  on  the  20th  instant,  so  that  its  arrival  here  in  due  course  (rf 
mail  could  be  looked  for  in  a  very  short  time. 

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  whether  the  proposition 
referred  to  was  for  a  renewal  of  the  Joint  Conference  between  the  United  States, 
Germany,  and  Great  Britain,  which  was  suspended  in  July  1887,  or  for  a  consideration 
of  Samoan  affairs  ab  novo,  the  German  Minister  stated  his  inability  to  answer  until  tiie 
proposition  which  left  Berlin  on  the  20th  instant  should  have  been  received. 

I  shall  hereafter  communicate  to  the  Congress  all  information  received  by  me  in 
relation  to  the  Samoan  status.

Prince  Bismarck  to  Count  von  Arco*  Valley.^ 


(Translation.)  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs,  Berlin,  January  13,  1889. 

I  have  already  notified  your  Excellency  that,  according  to  telegraphic  conmrnm- 
cations  from  Apia  on  the  18th  December  of  last  year,  a  detachment  of  Grerman  naial 
forces  which  had  landed,  at  the  requisition  of  the  Imperial  Consul,  for  the  protection 
of  the  German  Settlements  which  were  endangered  by  the  conflicts  between  the  native 
parties  there,  was  attacked  by  armed  Samoans  belonging  to  the  party  of  Chief  Mataafa. 
This  unprovoked  attack  is  said  to  have  taken  place  under  the  leadership  of  an  American 
named  Klein.  On  this  occasion  more  than  fifty  German  soldiers  and  officers  were 
killed  and  wounded. 

.  In  consequence  of  this  we  have  been  transplanted  from  the  territory  of  mediatorial 
negotiations,  by  which  the  Imperial  Consul  in  Apia  was  trying  to  reconcile  the 
contending  parties,  and  for  which  he  had  sought  the  co-operation  of  his  English  and 
American  colleagues,  into  a  state  of  war  with  the  assailants,  to  our  regret. 

We  shall  carry  on  the  contest  which  has  been  forced  upon  us  by  Mataafa  and  his 
followers,  with  the  utmost  consideration  for  English  and  American  interests.  Our 
military  measures  have  in  view  only  the  pimishment  of  the  murderers  of  German 
soldiers  and  the  protection  of  our  coimtrymen  and  their  property.  As  they,  on  their 
part,  are  at  war  with  Tamasese,  our  interference  will  necessarily  assume  the  character 
of  assistance  to  Tamasese. 

In  the  endeavour  for  the  just  punishment  of  a  murderous  crime  we  hope  for  the 
co-operation  of  the  Treaty  Powers  in  Samoa  in  friendship  with  us,  and  we  ask  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  to  be  good  enough  to  furnish  the  Consuls  and  the 
Commanders  of  its  ships  of  war  in  Samoa  with  suitable  instructions.  Our  armed 
forces  there  are  instructed  to  avoid  and  to  prevent  all  injury  to  neutral  commerce 
and  property,  and  to  adopt  measures  of  reprisal  and  des^ction  only  against  the 
followers  of  the  party  which  initiated  the  contest  against  our  troops  by  a  murderous 
attack. 

We  shall,  of  course,  abide  by  the  Agreements  with  America  and  England  with 
respect  to  Samoa,  and  pay  due  regard  under  all  circumstances  to  the  rights  of  those 
Powers  as  established  by  Treaty. 

I  beg  your  Excellency  to  bring  this  communication  to  Mr.  Bayard's  knowledge  hy 
reading  it  to  him,  and  to  leave  a  copy  of  it  with  him  if  be  requests  it.

Mr.  Herbert  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — [Received  February  19. 

My  Lord,  Washington,  February  2,  1889. 

A  REPORT  appeared  in  the  afternoon  newspapers  of  yesterday  that  the  German 
Minister  here  had  informed  Mr.  Bayard  in  the  morning  that  the  German  Consul  in 
Samoa  had  been  instructed  to  order  off  all  German  soldiers  from  Samoan  soil,  and  to 
cease  all  interference  there. 

Count  Arco- Valley,  who  called  on  me  in  the  evening,  told  me  that  there  was 
absolutely  no  truth  in  the  statement.  He  had,  he  said,  certainly  seen  Mr.  Bayard  that 
day,  but  what  he  had  told  him  was  that  the  Commander  of  the  German  squadron,  who, 
upon  the  declaration  of  war  with  Mataaf  a,  had  issued  a  Proclamation  establishing  martial 
law,  had  been  instructed  by  Prince  Bismarck  to  withdraw  it  so  far  as  it  concerned 
foreigners. 

He  had  further  informed  Mr.  Bayard  that  the  German  Consul  in  Samoa  had 
requested  that  the  administration  of  the  islands  of  Samoa  might  be  temporarily  handed 
over  to  him,  and  that  this  demand  had  been  refused  in  accordance  with  previous 
German  promises  as  to  the  independence  of  Samoa,  but  nothing  else,  Count  Arco- 
Valley  assured  me,  was  mentioned  in  the  conversation. 

I  had  the  honour  to  forward  to  your  Lordship  the  substance  of  this  despatch  in 
my  telegrams  dated  yesterday  and  to-day  respectively.

My  Lord,  Washington,  February  2,  1889. 

THERE  having  been  some  discussion  in  the  Senate  as  to  the  rights  of  the  United 
States  to  Pango  Pango  (or  Pago  Pago,  as  it  is  sometimes  called),  Mr.  Bayard  sent 
yesterday  a  copy  of  the  deed  of  transfer  of  the  harbour  to  the  United  States'  Govern- 
ment to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Poreign  Relations. 

This  deed  was  made  in  1878  on  board  the  United  States'  steamer  **  Adams,"  and 
was  witnessed  by  a  Mr.  G^ward,  who  was  the  United  States'  Conmiercial  Agent  in 
Samoa  at  that  time. 

It  reads  as  follows : — 

"  To  whom  it  may  concern.  Be  it  known  that  we,  the  Undersigned,  being  duly 
authorized  and  empowered  by  the  Taimua  and  Faipule  of  the  Samoan  Grovemment,  do 
hereby  on  the  5th  day  of  August,  1878,  transfer  to  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  the  privilege  of  using  the  port  of  Pango  Pango  and  the  shores  thereof  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  a  Treaty  of  Priendship  and  Commerce  concluded  at 
Washington,  in  the  United  States  of  America,  between  the  United  States  and  Samoa, 
on  the  17th  day  of  January,  1878.

The  disturbances  in  Savai  andTutuila  which  threatened  were  happily  prevented,  and 
negotiations  were  on  foot  with  the  Anierican  Consul, 


The  activity  of  Tamasese's  Government  was  beginning  to  show  good  results.  German 
guards  had  been  posted  in  the  town. 

The  next  Report  stated  that  the  Samoan  Government  was  making  strenuous  endeavours 
to  restore  order  in  the  country  by  strengthening  the  machinery  of  the  Government. 

The  Americans  and  English  in  Samoa  were  throwing  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the 
Samoan  Government  with  a  view  to  bringing  about  fresh  conflicts. 

The  rising  of  the  native  Chief,  Mataafa,  and  his  followers  against  the  Samoan 
Government,  met  with  support  from  the  Commander  of  the  American  man-of-war 
^'  Adams,"  and  from  the  American  Vice-Consul  in  Apia. 

The  insurgents  proclaimed  Mataafa  King  of  Samoa,  and  the  German  man-of-war 
^*  Adler  "  landed  forces  for  the  protection  of  German  subjects. 

The  insurrectionary  party  gained  some  military  successes  on  the  east  of  Apia,  and 
negotiations  were  opened  with  Mataafa  to  prevent  an  attack  being  made  on  the  town. 
The  commanders  on  both  sides  gave  orders  that  the  lands  occupied  by  foreigners  should 
be  respected. 

Instructions  were  telegraphed  to  the  German  Consul  at  Apia  to  confine  operations 
to  the  protection  of  German  subjects  and  their  interests. 


The  disturbances  continued  without  any  serious  fight,  and  foreigners  in  Apia  were 
affected  by  the  unsettled  state  of  affairs ;  nor  had  German  property  entirely  escaped 
being  damaged  by  the  supporters  of  Mataafa. 


Tamasese's  party  were  reported  to  have  injured  American  property,  and  a  pretext 
was  made  of  this  to  bring  about  further  complications. 

A  despatch  from  the  German  Representative  at  Washington  informed  the  Imperial 
Government  that  instructions  were  to  be  sent  to  the  American  Representative  at  Apia, 
enjoining  as  far  as  possible  all  avoidance  of  friction  and  difficulties  between  Germans  and 
Americans. 


It  was  notified  by  the  Imperial  Government  to  their  Consul  at  Apia  that  the 
American  officials  in  that  town  had  received  instructions  not  to  take  any  part  in  the 
disputes  and  risings  in  Samoa.  Stress  was  laid  on  the  first  duty  of  Germany  being  the 
protection  of  her  subjects  and  of  their  interests;  while  an  understanding  between 
Tamasese  and  Mataafa  was  recommended  if  the  position  of  the  former  was  untenable. 

A  further  despatch  from  the  German  Representative  at  Washington,  communicatmg 
the  contents  of  a  note  from  Secretary  Bayard,  confirmed  his  Report  as  to  the  instructions 
to  be  sent  to  the  American  Consul  at  Apia,  and  he  requested  that  the  German  Consul  at 
that  place  might  be  advised  of  this. 


Consul  Becker  was  thereupon  informed  by  his  Government  of  the  steps  taken  bj

ment  to  punish  the  insurgents  was  their  justification  for  taking  the  law  into  their  own 
hand,  and  Germany  did  not  regard  herself  as  waging  war  against  the  Government 
of  Samoa,  or  the  Sovereign  there  recognized  by  her.  On  the  contrary,  fthe  regarded 
Tamasese  as  her  friend,  and  Mataafa  as  a  rebel  against  whom  a  formal  declaration  of 
war  would  imply  recognition  of  his  rights  as  lord  of  the  soil.  Two  Powers  with  the  right 
to  declare  war  were  necessary  for  the  existence  of  hostile  relations  rightly  so  called,  and 
Mataafa  could  have  no  such  pretensions. 

An  analogy  to  the  present  state  of  affairs  in  Samoa  might  be  found  in  looking  back 
at  the  relations  with  the  Carlists  some  years  ago,  when  Germany  made  repridalft  fbr  the 
murder  of  a  German  officer  by  that  party.  Such  was  the  attitude  she  must  now  assume 
towards  the  adherents  of  Mataafa,  and  all  who  made  common  cause  with  hbi  {tarty  would 
be  involved  in  the  same  relations  and  merit  the  same  punishment.  Otherwise  the 
same  relations  as  hitherto  existed  between  Germany  and  other  nationalities  in  Samoa^ 
especially  with  regard  to  jurisdiction. 

The  theory  of  certain  German  as  well  as  English  and  American  jurists,  that  all 
subjects  of  ihe  rower  against  whom  war  is  being  made,  and  all  foreigners  who  happen  to 
be  there,  are  to  be  regarded  as  being  under  the  military  jurisdiction  of  the  invading 
Power,  could  not  be  considered  applicable  in  the  present  case,  any  more  than  if  Germany 
were  to  declare  war  against  the  Sultan  of  Zanzibar  for  non-fulnlment  of  his  promises; 
this  would  not  give  Germany  the  right  to  regard  English  subjects  and  English  property 
on  the  East  Coast  of  Africa  as  under  the  miUtary  jurisdiction  of  her  army. 

Nor,  supposing  warlike  measures  had  to  be  taken  against  an  insurrectionary  party 
on  the  Sandwich  Islands,  the  Ruler  of  which  is  recognized  by  the  Imperial  Government, 
would  Germany  be  justified  in  subjecting  American  subjects  and  American  property  to 
military  law  ? 

The  authorities  on  international  law,  in  laying  down  certain  principles  with  refbrence 
to  belligerents,  did  not  intend  that  these  principles  should  be  applied  without  discrimina- 
tion in  dealing  with  semi-barbaric  and  distant  States,  where  the  relations  of  one  European 
country  were  based  on  an  agreement  with  other  European  Powers,  all  being  on  the  same 
footing.  Sor  if  the  war  was  between  two  of  the  Treaty  Powers  could  the  rights  of  a 
third  Power  acquired  by  a  similar  Treaty  be  infringed. 

Consequently,  the  protest  made  by  the  English  and  American  Consuls  te  Samoa 
against  any  infringement  of  their  rights  of  jurisdiction  must  be  regarded  as  just  and 
their  pretensions  valid,  so  long  as  they  gave  no  support  to  the  party  hostile  to  Germany. 

Any  claims  put  forward  by  the  German  Consulate  in  an  opposite  sense  would  be 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  compacts  and  understandings  between  England  and  America  and 
the  German  Empire.  The  more  complicated  the  question  of  international  rights  in 
Samoa  became,  the  more  important  was  it  not  to  overstep  the  boundary  of  individual 
rights  with  regard  to  friendly  Powers.  The  more  determined  Germany  was  to  maintain 
her  full  rights,  the  more  careful  must  she  be  not  to  go  beyond  them ;  but  nothing  eotild 
deprive  her  of  the  right  to  punish  the  acts  of  aggression  from  which  she  had  suflTered,  nor 
could  her  right  be  called  in  question  because  she  had  postponed  action  until  she  had 
sifted  the  question.  That  the  punishment  should  be  just  and  emphatic  was  of  more 
importance  than  that  it  should  be  hasty. 

A  Report  dated  the  4th  January  from  the  German  Consul  at  Apia  was  received  in 
Berlin  on  the  6th  February,  of  which  the  following  is  the  purport : — 

On  the  4th  December  the  English  cruizer  "  Royalist,"  under  Captain  Hand,  arrived 
at  Apia  to  relieve  the  "Lizard."  The  new  Commander  was  opposed  to  the  sympathy  of 
the  English  Consul  for  the  insurrectionary  party. 

December  oth.     The  "Lizard ''  left  Apia. 

December  7th.  Captain  Leary  left  on  board  the  "  Adams/'  after  making  a  farewell 
official  visit  to  the  rebel  Chief  Mataafa,  and  counselling  him  not  to  give  in,  holding  out 
at  the  same  time  a  prospect  of  several  American  men-of-war. 

Encouraged  hy  such  hopes,  and  still  more  by  a  consignment  of  28,000  cartridges, 
which  came  on  board  the  English  steamer  "Richmond,'^  and  were  disposed  of  by  the 
American,  H.  J.  Moors,  Mataafa  decided  again  to  assume  the  offensive.  The  arrival  of 
these  munitions  had  a  visible  effect  on  Tamasese's  party,  who  were  themselves  in  want  of 
cartridges.  Tamasese  himself  saw  no  way  of  making  head  against  the  rebels,  who  were 
officially  supported  by  England  and  America.  The  war  dragged  on  for  four  months 
without  any  decision  being  arrived  at  by  the  European  Governments  interested, 

December  Hth.^  The  German  ship  ^'Olfra*'  came  into  harbour.  The  boldness  of 
the  insurgents  was  increased  owing  to  the  statement  of  the  English  and  American 
Consular  officers  that,  according  to  information  received  from  their  respective  Govern- 
ments, GernMiny  had  abandoned  the  cause  of  Tamasese,  and  me»-.of-war  were  prohibited 
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from  all  action  against  the  rebels.  The  Germans  were  hooted  in  the  streets,  and  on  the 
16th  December  a  party  of  seamen  on  shore,  belonging  to  the  Imperial  fleets  were 
attacked. 

The  American  half-caste,  George  Scanlon,  who  during  the  war  had  all  along  played 
a  certain  r61e  as  a  partizan  of  Mataafa,  was  the  ringleader  in  a  fight  with  some  of  the 
crew  of  the  "  Olga,"  in  which  a  body  of  natives  armed  with  stones  and  fire-arms  took 
part. 

The  German  Consul  went  on  board  the  *'  Olga  "  on  the  1 7th  December  with  the 
intention  of  going  to  Luatuannu  and  having  an  interview  with  Tamasese,  a  letter  from 
Captain  Brandeis,  dated  the  13th  December,  having  represented  the  former  as  being 
completely  discouraged. 

Th|5  Commander  of  the  *'  Adler,*'  the  senior  oflScer  of  the  squadron,  was  also  on 
board.  Arrived  at  Saluafata,  they  found  the  German  gun-boat  ^^  Eber  "  at  anchor.  The 
Commander  of  the  **  Eber,"  Lieutenant  Wallis,  confirmed  the  statement  of  Captain 
Brandeis.  The  previous  night  a  body  of  the  rebels  had  attempted  to  land,  about  1,000 
strong,  behind  the  northern  defences  of  the  harbour  of  Saluafata,  intending  to  seize  the 
wounded  lying  at  Eva.  This  attack  could  only  be  made  through  German  territory,  the 
greater  portion  of  the  land  between  the  landing  point  and  Eva  being  in  German  hands. 
It  transpired  also  that,  on  the  last  occasion  when  the  rebels  made  an  attack  to  the  east  of 
Saluafata,  the  property  of  a  German,  Captain  Schliiter,  was  laid  waste^  his  house 
destroyed  and  beasts  killed,  while  his  protests  were  merely  laughed  at. 

The  rebels  too  had  done  much  damage  to  the  plantations  of  the  German  Company, 
jobbing  banana  fields,  bread,  fruit,  and  cocoa-nut  trees,  their  actions  being  protected  by 
an  armed  force  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Such  was  the  result  of  the  attitude  of  the  English  and  American  Consuls,  who 
asserted  that,  in  spite  of  Article  II  of  the  Treaty  between  Germany  and  Samoa,  Germany 
had  no  right  to  resort  to  arms  in  the  defence  of  her  possessions. 

The  boldness  of  the  rebels  having  reached  this  pitch,  it  was  decided  to  give  up  the 
proposed  interview  with  Tamasese,  and,  having  three  men-of-war  at  their  disposal,  to 
resort  to  vigorous  measures  with  a  view  to  disarming  the  rebels. 

Accordingly,  on  the  18th  December  a  •'prame  "  with  ninety  men,  and  two  other  boats 
with  about  fifty  together,  all  belonging  to  the  crew  of  the  •^  Olga,"  put  oflF,  intending  to 
land  on  the  German  plantation  **  Yailele,"  and  cut  ofi*  the  way  to  Apia,  their  orders  being 
not  to  fire  unless  attacked. 

The  boats  proceeded  eastwards  along  the  coast.  A  signal  went  up  from  the  English 
Coiisulate,  which  was  answered  by  a  signal  from  the  rebels.  Presently  the  boats  were 
hailed  from  the  land,  first  in  the  Samoan  tongue,  then  in  good  English.  The  rebels  were 
led  by  the  American  newspaper  reporter,  John  C.  Klein,  who  had  all  along  been  an  active 
partisan  of  Mataafa. 

With  reference  to  this  afiair^  the  following  statement  was  subsequently  made  by  an 
important  partizan  of  Mataafa,  and  sworn  to  by  another  native  who  took  part  in  it, 
namely : — 

On  the  I7th  December  a  report  was  circulated  that  the  *'01ga*'  had  several 
hundred  of  Tamasese's  followers  on  board,  and  the  intention  was  to  efiect  a  landing  that 
very  night.  About  2  o'clock  the  boats  from  the  ^'  Olga  "  put  ofi.  Thereupon,  messengers 
were  dispatched  in  every  direction  to  summon  armed  men.  In  a  short  time  500  warriors 
y^etQ  collected  on  the  shore.  Among  them  was  Klein,  who  assumed  the  command.  In 
a  Council  of  War^  he  recommended  an  attack  on  the  Germans  on  the  open  sea  in  war 
canoes.  Meanwhile,  the  ^*  prame''  had  approached  nearer  than  the  other  boats,  which 
drew  more  water. 

Wh^u  the  boat  was  dose  to  shore  Klein  gave  orders  to  fire.  The  Samoans  were 
reluctant^  not  seeing  any  of  Tamasese'a  party,  but  only  German  sailors.  Klein  assured 
them  the  adherents  of  Tamasese  were  hidden  on  board,  but  without  producing  the  desired 
effect.  A  general  attack  however  was  made  at  a  given  signal,  in  which  Eiein  took  a 
conspicuous  part.  Against  the  two  other  boats  Klein  dispatched  a  division  of  the  rebels 
to  me^  them  at  their  landing  point,  and  fire  was  opened  on  them. 

Such  is  the  statement  made  on  oath  by  the  two  Samoans  above  mentioned. 

The  Commander  of  the  landing  force,  Captain-Lieutenant  Jaecke^  was  with  the  two 
boats,  together  with  Lieutenants  Sieger  and  Bucbard.  The  crew  of  the  "  prame  *'  were 
ccosamanded  by  Lieutenant  Spongier. 

Two  overseers  of  the  plantation  were  to  take  over  the  command  on  landing. 

One  of  these^  Haidlen,  on  hearing  the  firing  at  Fayalii,  hastened  thither  and  joined 
the  division  there^  which  was  engaged  in  a  smart  nkirmidu    The  attacking  party

outnumbered  the  other  completely,  and  nothing  was  left  for  the  landing  force  to  do  but 
to  force  their  way  through  the  enemy  and  join  the  division  under  Jaeckel. 

Haidlen  took  the  command,  and  the  party,  after  severe  fighting,  in  which  they  lost 
four  men,  eventually  reached  the  station  at  Vailele. 

Captain-Lieutenant  Jaeckel  had  taken  up  a  position  of  defence  before  the  Vailele 
station-house,  and  had  been  under  the  enemy's  fire  for  two  hours,  an  occasional  charge 
being  made  against  the  Samoans.  About  8  o'clock  the  German  gun-boat  "Eber" 
appeared  in  the  Bay  of  Yailele,  and,  landing  corps,  put  off  both  from  that  ship  and  from 
the  "  Adler."  The  village  of  Letoyo,  which  was  surrounded  by  the  rebels,  received  a 
shell,  and  the  rebels  began  to  draw  back.  A  united  charge  against  the  enemy  put  the 
whole  line  to  flight,  and  the  German  plantation  was  cleared  of  the  rebel  Samoese. 

The  casualties  on  the  German  side  were  serious ;  2  lieutenants  were  killed  and 
1  wounded,  16  men  killed  and  38  wounded. 

About  8  o'clock  the  "  Adler,"  with  the  German  Consul  on  board,  approached  Laulii, 
flying  a  white  flag  as  a  sign  that  they  intended  to  open  negotiations ;  but  on  learning  of 
the  fight  at  Fayalii  and  Vailele  this  was  hauled  down,  and  the  position  of  the  enemy  was 
brought  under  fire. 

The  American  man-of-war  appeared  on  the  scenes  shortly  after,  and  the  Captaiu 
with  four  oflBcers  came  on  board  the  "  Adler,*'  and  protested  against  the  action  of  the 
Germans,  taking  the  opportunity  at  the  same  time  to  impugn  the  validity  of  Article  11  of 
the  Treaty  between  Germany  and  Samoa  as  being  contrary  to  international  law,  and  he 
threatened  to  visit  IVlataafa  and  give  him  counsel  which  would  be  injurious  to  German 
interests. 

On  the  evening  of  the  18th  the  bombardment  of  Laulii  was  planned,  and  carried  out 
by  the  ^*  Adler '*  on  the  following  day.  Meanwhile,  the  rebels  had  collected  in  and  about 
Apia.  The  English  Consulate  appeared  to  be  the  rallying  pointy  while  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  town  they  had  taken  up  a  fortified  position. 

On  the  night  of  the  19th  December  there  was  a  general  panic  in  Apia,  as  an  attack 
was  anticipated.  Preparations  had  been  made  on  this  supposition,  the  women  and 
children  being  placed  in  safety  on  board  the  boats  in  the  harbour.  The  English  and 
Americans  wore  a  distinguishing  badge,  and  took  care  to  notify  tlie  fact  to  Mataafa. 

On  the  19th  December  Mataafa  sent  a  humble  letter  to  the  German  Consul, 
desiring  to  negotiate.  He  was  thereupon  cited  to  appear  on  the  following  day  on  board 
the  "  Adler,''  his  life  being  guaranteed.  He,  however,  instead  of  appearing  sent  a  letter, 
desiring  to  appear  in  the  presence  of  the  English  and  American  Consuls,  which  was 
refused. 

Meanwhile,  the  German  Consul  issued  a  Proclamation  enjoining  on  the  rebds  to 
give  up  their  arms,  and  requested  the  Commander  of  the  "  Adler  "  to  hold  himself 
in  readiness,  if  this  was  not  complied  with,  to  shell  the  village  of  Matafayatele. 

On  the  21st  December,  at  10  o'clock,  the  bombardment  of  the  village  commenced. 

The  Proclamation  was  made  known  officially  to  the  other  Consuls,  as  well  as  the 
affair  at  Fayalii  and  Vailele. 

The  English  Consul  proposed  that  the  three  Consuls  and  the  IfTaval  Commanders 
should  confer  together  respecting  the  present  political  situation,  and  the  following  day 
was  appointed. 

The  English  Consul  and  Commandant,  the  American  Vice-Consul  and  Commandant^ 
Captain  Fritze,  and  the  German  Consul,  accordingly  met.  The  main  subject  under 
consideration  was  the  preservation  of  the  town  of  Apia  by  defending  the  neutral 
territory. 

In  October,  by  the  efforts  of  the  English  Admiral  Fairfax,  a  promise  had  been 
obtained  from  Tamasese  and  Mataafa  to  respect  a  certain  specified  neutral  territory. 
Meanwhile,  Mataafa  had  taken  up  a  fortified  position  in  the  very  centre  of  this  neutral 
ground,  and  threatened  Apia  every  moment.  The  German  Consul  expressed  his  readiness 
to  join  in  issuing  a  Proclamation,  enjoining  on  the  Samoans  respect  for  the  neutral 
land.  The  English  Consul  pointed  out  that  the  stipulations  respecting  the  nentral 
territory  were  made  when  it  was  a  question  of  hostilities  against  Tamasese^  and  that 
if  Mataafa  was  forced  to  adhere  to  tbem  it  was  only  fair  that  Germany  should  he  under 
the  same  obligation. 

The  German  Consul  repudiated  this  view  of  the  case,  but  consented  to  give  a  notice 
of  forty-eight  hours  to  the  other  Consuls,  if  the  Germans  found  themselves  obliged  to 
carry  on  military  operations  within  the  neutral  territory.  A  mutual  understanding 
seemed  to  have  been  come  to,  and  it  was  agreed  to  formulate  this  in  writing.  On  the 
23rd  December^  however,  it  appeared  that  the  English  Consul  had  again  altered  his 
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views,  and  showed  a  bias  in  favour  of  the  rebels  which  hardly  accorded  with  his  instruc- 
tions \o  observe  strict  neutrality.  It  is  hardly  clear  on  what  grounds  he  could  justify 
his  demand  for  an  absolute  guarantee  of  safety  for  the  boats  of  the  rebels. 

The  German  Consul  then  proposed  that  the  occupation  of  the  neutral  temtory  by 
^Malaafa  should  be  verified,  and  the  fact  recorded.  This  was  intrusted  to  a  Commission, 
consisting  of  one  representative  of  each  of  the  three  nationalities. 

The  English  Commandant  declared  that  his  instructions  were  positive  as  regarded 
respect  of  the  neutral  territory  by  natives,  and  he  endeavoured  to  induce  the  American 
and  German  Commandants  to  co-operate  with  him  in  providing  for  the  safety  of  the 
said  territory. 

On  the  24th  December  the  American  schooner  ^' Orion"  came  into  port,  with 
36,000  cartridges  on  board.  The  German  Consul  endeavoured  to  move  the  American 
Consul  to  prohibit  the  landing  of  these  munitions  of  war,  offering  indemnity  to  the 
ov^ners,  but  without  success,  the  American  oflScial  stating  that  he  had  no  authority  for 
such  a  step.  The  possibility  of  fresh  supplies  of  ammunition  was  thus  given  to  the 
rebels. 

Ever  since  the  beginning  of  the  war  the  rebels  have  been  supported  by  English  and 
American  capital,  possessing  no  money  of  their  own.  Various  villages  have  sold  and 
pledged  their  future  crops  and  their  land,  and  the  creditors  count  on  the  abolition  of  the 
law  prohibiting  such  transactions  on  the  part  of  the  natives  when  once  the  Government 
of  Tamasese  has  fallen.  The  rebels  themselves  long  for  peace,  and  in  all  probability  a 
demonstration  on  the  part  of  the  men-of-war  would  meet  with  no  resistance. 

It  was  the  unprincipled  meddling  of  an  American  adventurer  in  conjunction  with  the 
systematic  incitement  against  the  Germans  which  had  brought  about  a  catastrophe,  the 
final  results  of  which  cannot  be  predicted.  The  position  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  town  of  Apia,  which  is  occupied  by  several  thousand  armed  men,  was  selected  partly 
with  a  view  to  proximity  to  the  German  plantations,  and  partly  owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
any  action  against  them  by  the  men-of-war. 

Fire  opened  on  the  enemy  in  this  position  would  endanger  the  town,  besides 
devastating  the  plantations,  which  would  injure  German  interests  for  many  years  to 
come. 

Meanwhile,  daily  consultations  go  on  among  the  rebels  with  reference  to  the  laying 
down  of  arms.

I  TRANSMIT,  for  your  Excellency's  information,  the  accompanying  copy  of  a 
telegram  from  the  Naval  Commander-in-chief  on  the  Australian  Station,*  reporting  the 
declaration  made  by  Germany  of  a  state  of  war  in  Samoa,  and  the  right  claimed  and 
exercised  by  the  former  of  search  of  neutral  vessels. 

I  have  to  request  your  Excellency  to  communicate  the  substance  of  Admiral 
Fairfax's  telegram  to  the  German  Government,  and  to  invite  an  explanation  of  alleged 
search  of  a  British  vesssel. 

The  substance  of  the  foregoing  has  this  day  been  sent  to  your  Excellency  by 
telegraph.

The  Marquis  of  Salisbury  to  Sir  E.  Malet i 

Sir,  Foreign  Offict,  February  21,  1889. 

WITH  reference  to  my  despatch  of  the  13th  instant,  1  transmit  to  ybui? 
Excellency  the  accompanying  translation  of  a  note  from  the  Gterman  Ambassador  at 
this  Court,  t  replying  to  the  representation  which  you  made  to  Count  Bismarck,  as 
reported  in  your  Excellency's  despatch  of  the   26th  ultimo,  regarding  the  firing 

•  Inclosure  in  No.  347.  t  No.  888. 
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from  a  boat  belonging  to  the  gun-boat  '*  Adler    into  the  town  of  Apia  on  the 
28rd  October  last. 

You  will  perceive  that  the  German  Gk)yemment  maintain  the  contention  of  their 
Consul  that  Samoans  only  are  bound  by  the  Agreement  of  the  4th  October  last 
to  respect  the  neutrality  of  the  district  of  Apia,  and  that  Qerman  ships  are  free 
to  commit  acts  of  hostilif^  within  the  neutral  area.  Her  Majesty's  Grovemment  regret 
the  view  taken  by  the  German  Gk)yemment  of  the  effect  of  that  Agreement. 

In  the  B/cport  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting  held  on  the  4th  October  last, 
on  board  Her  Majesty's  ship  '^  Oalliope/'  at  which  the  German  Consul  was  present^ 
the  following  passages  occur : — 

*^  It  was  agreed  that  a  neutral  territory  shall  be  established  at  Apia^  so  that  the 
safety  of  the  liyes  and  property  of  foreigners  residing  in  Apia  may  be  assured. 

*^  It  was  agreed  that  the  limits  of  the  neutral  territory  by  land  and  by  sea  shall  be 
as  hereinafter  detailed,  and  that  within  those  limits  no  fighting  or  fiiring  of  guns  shall 
be  permitted." 

I  have  to  observe  that,  unless  all  acts  of  hostility  by  the  forces  of  any  Power  are 
prohibited  in  the  neutral  area,  the  lives  and  property  of  foreigners  within  the  district 
of  Apia  would  continue  to  be  in  imminent  peril. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  consider  that  the  above  Agreement  was  intended  to 
obviate  that  peril,  by  securing  the  inhabitants  of  the  neutral  area  af^nst  hostilities 
from  any  quarter,  and  they  believed  that  such  was  the  view  of  all  who  joined  in  the 
Agreement,  until  the  Qerman  Oonsul-General  attempted  to  justify  the  action  of  tho 
"Adler's"  boat  by  limitiug  the  obligation  entered  into  to  the  contending  native 
forces. 

I  have  to  request  your  Excellency  to  make  a  communication  in  the  above  senu 
to  the  Minister  for  Foreign  Aflfiedrs.  You  will  call  attention  to  the  further  violation  of 
the  neutral  area  reported  in  Consul  de  Oogtlogon's  despatch  of  the  3rd  ultimo, 
urging  a  reconsideration  by  the  German  GK>vemment  of  their  views,  and  expressing 
the  hope  that  in  the  interests  of  foreigners  stringent  oiders  will  be  sent  to  prevent  a 
recurrence  of  such  incidents.

Lieutenant^Commander  Pelly  to  Rear- Admiral  Fairfax* 

(Extract.)  ''Lizard,''  at  Auckland,  December  18,  1888. 

SINCE  my  letter  of  the  27th  November,  1888, 1  have  the  honour  to  report  my 
proceedings  as  follows : — 

2.  On  the  27th  ultimo,  the  United  States*  ship  "  Adams  *'  returned  lirom  Saluafata, 
the  United  States'  ship  "Nipsic/'  and  His  Imperial  German  Majesty's  ship  '*Eber" 
remaining  there. 

3.  On  the  29th,  a  battle  took  place  between  the  rival  parties,  resulting  in  the 
capture  of  three  forts  by  the  Malietoa  men  at  Ijotafauga.  Many  wounded  were 
brought  into  Apia. 

4.  On  the  30th,  the  United  Stis^tes'  ship  ''Adams*'  went  out,  and  was  followed 
shortly  afterwards  by  Hia  Imperial  German  M^g^sty's  ship  "  Adler.*' 

Both  ships  cruized  in  the  viciniigr  pf  Laulii  and  laotafanga  until  late  in  the 
afternoon^  when  they  returned. 
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5.  The  barquentine  *^  Lord  of  the  Isles  "  arrived  on  the  30th  November.  1  coaled 
ship  from  her  the  next  day,  taking  74  tons,  also  receiving  our  stores. 

6.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  4th  instant  Her  Majesty's  ship  '^  Royalist  *'  arrived,  and 
at  6  P.M.  on  the  6th  I  sailed,  in  accordance  with  your  orders,  for  Piji. 

7.  I  arrived  at  Suva  at  8*30  a.m.  on  the  9th  instant,  and  placed  myself  at  the 
disposal  of  Sir  John  Thurston,  K.O.M.G.,  up  to  the  15th.  As  he  did  not  require  the 
services  of  the  ship,  I  remained  until  5  a.m.  on  the  12th,  and  then  sailed  for  Auckland. 

8.  Fine  weather,  and  head-winds  generally  were  experienced,  and  I  arrived  here 
to-day. 

9.  The  health  of  the  ship's  company  is  good.

Lieutenant^Commander  Pelly  to  Rear^Admiral  Fairfax. 

(Extract.)  Apia,  November  26,  1888. 

SINCE  I  last  wrote  by  the  "  Lubeck,"  affairs  have  not  advanced  much,  although 
friction  has  increased.  The  new  German  Consul,  Dr.  Knappe,  is  a  very  pleasant  man 
to  deal  with^  at  least  so  Colonel  Coetlogon  finds,  but  at  the  same  time  German 
pretension  has  by  no  means  decreased  here.  On  the  evening  of  the  14th,  Colonel 
Coetlogon  got  a  letter  from  Mataafa,  inclosing  a  copy  of  one  he  had  received  from 
Dr.  Knappe,  which  I  inclose,  and  in  which  he  distinctly  threatens  to  turn  Mataafa  out 
of  Laulii  which  would  have  released  Tamasese's  forces  from  Lotofanga,  where  they  are 
shut  up.  As  all  Laulii  is  British  property,  when  I  heard  from  the  Consul  I  suggested 
that  Mr.  Fletcher  should  go  down  early  next  morning,  and  put  up  flags  along  their 
property,  whilst  I  should  follow  the  "  Adler  "  and  see  that  she  did  not  fire  on  British 
property.  This  was  done,  and  Captain  Leary  who  had  similar  information  did  the 
satne,  as  there  was  a  small  bit  of  American  ground  there.  All  the  Consuls  were  in 
their  respective  ships,  but  only  Dr.  Knappe  and  the  Captain  of  the  **  Adler  "  landed, 
and  nothing  was  mentioned  even  about  a  fine,  as  you  will  see  by  a  copy  of  the  Beport 
of  the  interview  obtained  by  our  Consul.  When  I  went  on  board  my  ship  the  night 
before,  on  receiving  the  first  information,  it  was  nearly  12  o'clock,  and  I  wrote  to  the 
Captain  of  the  "Adler*'  informing  him  of  my  intention.  Dr.  Knappe,  the  Vice- 
Consul,  Dr.  Funk  and  Brandeis  were  on  board,  and  their  movements  had  been  kept 
perfectly  quiet,  so  it  caused  considerable  excitement,  and  although  it  was  pouring  rain 
Dr.  Knappe  came  on  board  to  see  Colonel  Coetlogon.  They  had  a  long  talk  over  the 
affair,  and  the  Colonel  wanted  to  have  all  the  fighting  stopped,  but  Dr.  Knappe  would 
not  agree  to  that,  so  the  Colonel  said  at  any  rate  no  British  property  or  people  on  it 
should  be  molested  by  any  other  nation,  except  the  Samoans,  who  had  territorial  rights 
as  regards  the  land.  Dr.  Knappe  said,  "  But  if  a  German  man-of-war  does  it  ?  **  then 
the  Colonel  said  we  would  prevent  it  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

The  next  day  after  we  returned.  Dr.  Knappe  came  and  made  a  friendly  call  on 
the  Colonel,  and  proposed  they  should  have  a  meeting  and  see  what  could  be  done  to 
stop  further  hostilities,  but  with  no  result,  as  you  will  see  reported  in  the  paper. 

Dr.  Knappe  and  Mr.  Blacklock  shook  hands,  and  are  &irly  firiendly.  We  are  oh 
the  best  terms  socially  with  the  German  officers,  and  they  evidently  want  to  remain  so. 
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The  war  is  progressing  very  slowly,  and  if  Mataafa  had  made  a  dasli  before  the 
"  Eber*'  arrived  he  would  have  completely  finished  Tamasese,  but  now  the  "  Eber" 
has  gone  to  Saluafata,  and  by  forbidding  Mataafa  to  go  on  Grerman  property,  has  cut 
him  off  just  as  he  had  surrendered  the  big  fort.  Brandeis  almost  lives  on  board  the 
**  Eber/*  and  is  never  with  his  troops  whilst  fighting  is  going  on.  I  asked  the  Captain 
of  the  "  Eber  "  if  he  could  inform  me  where  King  Tamasese  was  to  be  found,  in  case  I 
had  to  send  a  letter  to  him ;  he  said,  **  Our  schooner  would  take  the  letter."  I  said  I 
wanted  to  deliver  it  in  person,  so  he  said  he  did  not  know ;  whereas  I  found  out 
that  he  was  then  actually  in  Brandeis'  house  at  Eba  (Saluafata  Harbour). 

Not  many  more  woimded  have  been  brought,  and  only  two  more  have  died ;  they 
recover  very  quickly  from  the  most  dangerous  wounds  if  well  treated,  and  many  liv4 
have  been  saved.

I  WB/ITE  to  inform  your  Majesty  that  a  great  deal  of  property  has  been  stolen 
from  the  German  plantations  at  Vailele  and  Lapalapa  by  people  of  your  war  parly; 
also,  on  the  10th  instant  the  German  Vice-Consul  went  to  Luatuanu  with  the  Gterman 
flag  flying ;  a  great  many  shots  were  fired  at  him  by  your  war  party.  For  this  reason 
I  command  you  to  remove  altogether  both  you  and  your  war  party  to-morrow  at 
5  A.M.  from  Laulii  and  Letogo.  If  at  5  o'clock  on  the  15th  you  are  not  away 
from  Laulii,  then  I  shall  turn  my  attention,  as  well  as  the  man-of-war,  to  you,  and 
place  a  heavy  fine  upon  you  all.  There  is  another  thing,  don^t  trespass  or  trample 
upon  the  land  at  Saluafata  or  other  German  land.  It  is  no  use  for  so  many  people 
staying  on  lands  adjacent  to  German  plantations  at  Vailele,  Fagalii,  Matafagatele, 
Faliata,  Vaiusu,  Tuamoa,  or  any  other  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  German  traders.

Minutes  of  Meeting  with  Dr.  Knappe. 


THIS  is  the  word  between  Malietoa  and  Dr.  Knappe  at  Laulii. 

Knappe  says :  I  have  come  here  to  call  upon  your  Majesty.  Many  days  have 
passed  since  we  met.  I  used  to  live  for  a  long  while  in  Samoa  in  past  years.  I  bavc 
returned  now,  and  I  see  that  Samoa  is  in  a  bad  state.  This  is  again  fighting,  and  my 
mind  is  sore  on  account  of  the  love  I  have  for  Samoans.  Wasting  of  life  and  the 
shedding  of  blood  of  a  people  that  are  so  good  and  well  behaved,  and  kind  hearted  and 
intelligent,  and  hospitable.    What  is  the  reason  that  brought  this  war  about  ? 
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Mataafa  replies :  This  war  was  brouglit  about  by  reason  of  the  wickedness  and 
severity  of  Brandeis  and  Tamasese.  They  behaved  in  a  very  severe  and  unjust  manner, 
and  treated  us  hardly  and  made  slaves  of  the  people,  and  fined  them  heavily  for  no 
cause  whatever,  and  deported  them  without  trial.  I  cannot  tell  you  of  all  the  hard 
usage  we  hdve  received.  This  brought  on  the  war.  The  Samoan  people  were  imited 
in  choosing  me  King,  and  tried  to  make  a  good  government. 

Knappe  — This  is  one  reason  why  I  am  visiting  you  now.  Let  us  make  peace, 
because  you  are  wasting  blood  and  lives  of  people  who  are  good.  I  will  wait  a  while 
for  your  decision,  and  until  we  have  had  a  meeting  of  the  Representatives  of  the  Great 
Powers. 

Mataafa  (to  the  Consuls  generally). — Don't  be  vexed,  you  gentlemen  of  Greiatt 
Governments.  Please  let  Samoa  alone  till  we  have  had  a  battle,  say,  until  one  side  or 
the  other  is  whipped.  Then  Samoa  will  turn  its  attention  to  making  Agreements  with 
the  Great  Powers. 

Knappe. — German  land  has  suffered  greatly  by  theft  of  your  war  party. 

Mataafa. — On  past  days  I  cautioned  my  Government  and  prohibited  ray  people 
from  trespassing  on  land  of  fo^pigners  by  Notice.  That  Notice  I  showed  to  Consuls  in 
the  past.  There  is  nothing  at  all  interfered  with  by  the  Samoan  people  of  our  party 
belonging  to  those  Governments  from  the  date  of  the  Notice  up  to  the  present  time.

Consul  de  Coetlogon  to  Dr.  Knappe. 
Sir,  November  18,  1888. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  with  the  greatest  respect  to  advise  you  that  I  am  informed 
that  the  Imperial  German  Government  has  through  its  Representatives  informed  one 
of  the  belligerent  parties  in  Samoa  that  his  troops  will  not  be  allowed  to  pass  over  pr 
operate  on  German  territory  within  those  islands.  I  have  the  honour  most  respectfully 
to  draw  your  attention  to  the  questions  of  international  law  which  are  involved  in 
such  disallowance. 

I  must  first  of  all  premise  that  Tamasese  and  Mataafa  must  both  be  recognized 
as  belligerents  having  equal  rights  and  being  entitled  to  similar  privileges  as  con- 
tending Powers.  Any  acquisition  of  land  that  may  be  made  by  a  foreigner  must  be 
subject  to  the  territorial  rights  of  the  Government  Power  in  Samoa,  and  as  the 
Government  is  now  in  dispute  no  subjects  of  any  foreign  Power  can  presume  to 
interfere  with  the  passage  of  the  troops  of  the  contending  parties  over  any  land 
acquired  or  alleged  to  have  been  acquired  by  any  third  party.  In  confirmation  of  my 
opinion,  I  beg  most  respectfully  to  draw  your  attention  to  Article  VIII  of  the 
Convention  of  the  2nd  September,  1879,  which  demonstrates  that  even  when  ceding 
certain  rights  and  privileges  as  to  the  town  and  district  of  Apia,  the  territorial  rights 
of  the  Samoan  Government  were  preserved,  and  no  territorial  rights  have  been  ceded 
to  either  Power  by  any  exisl^ing  Treaties,  Claims  for  compensation  might  possibly 
arise,  if  damage  were  occasioned  to  any  subject  of  the  Treaty  Powers  ;  but,  according 
to  the  principles  of  international  law,  no  objection  can  be  made  to  the  passage  of 
either  of  the  belligerent  forces  through  territory  belonging  to  the  subjects  of  either  of 
'^  the  Treaty  Powers. 

I  have  deemed  it  necessary,  as  the  Representative  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
Government  in  Samoa,  to  express  my  opinion  in  regard  to  this  question,  as  most 
serious  issues  are  involved  in  connection  therewith,  and  I  desire  to  place  my  Views  on 
record  in  reference  to  the  matter.

FURTHER  correspondence  with  regard  to  Samoa  was  presented  to  Congress 
yesterday,  containing  Pnnce  Bismarck's  invitation  to  the  United  States'  Government 
to  join  in  a  Conference  at  Berlin,  and  Mr.  Bayard's  acceptance  of  the  same. 

I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  obtain  an  authenticated  copy  of  this  correspondence, 
but  it  is  stated  in  the  newspapers  that  Mr.  Bayard's  note  of  acceptance  contains 
the  suggestion  that,  pending  the  meeting  of  the  Conference,  Germany  should  refrain 
from  seeking  satisfaction  for  the  killing  and  wounding*  of  her  sailors  in  the  recent 
contest  with  the  natives  in  Samoa,  and  that  it  concludes  as  follows :  — 

"  If  we  may  indulge  the  hope  which  the  adoption  of  this  suggestion  promises  for  a 
successful  issue  of  the  Conference,  the  Government  of  the  United  States  will  at  once 
take  steps  to  be  properly  represented  at  the  meeting  of  such  Conference  at  Berlin." 

In  view  of  the  publication  of  this  correspondence,  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Foreign  Affairs,  which  was  about  to  draw  up  a  declaration  of  the  views  of  the 
American  Government  as  to  Samoa,  has  resolved  to  drop  the  matter.

MUCH  correspondence  has  passed  between  the  Federal  Council  and  this  Legation 
respecting  the  formalities  to  be  observed  in  order  that  British  medical  men  might  practise 
in  Switzerland^  at  least  among  their  own  countryman. 

I  would  particularly  draw  attention  to  a  note  of  mine,  dated  the  26th  December,  1882, 
and  to  a  note  of  President  Ruchonnet's  dated  the  22nd  March,  1883. 

The  conclusion  arrived  at  by  the  Federal  Council  was  that,  before  taking  any  resolution, 
it  preferred  to  await  the  passing  of  a  new  Bill  in  the  English  Parliament.  Such  new  Bill, 
intituled,  "The  Medical  Act,  1886,"  has  now  become  law,  and,  by  direction  of  the  Earl  of 
Rosebery,  I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  Excellency  a  copy  of  it. 

*Part  II  of  the  Act  defines  the  formalitiiBSx  which  a  foreign  practitioner  is  required  to

My  Lord,  Berne,  October  20,  1886. 

WITH  reference  to  my  despatch  of  the  24th  July,  and  to  your  Lordship's  despatch 
of  the  20th  August,  I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  I 
received  at  the  end  of  last  month  from  Dr.  Thomas  A.  White,  presenting  a  letter  of 
introduction  to  me  fix)m  your  Lordsliip,  and  drawing  attention  to  "The  Medical  Act, 
1886.'* 

Dr.  White  concludes  that  Swiss  doctors  can  claim  registration  in  England  next  June, 
according  to  clause  13,  which  he  has  marked  in  the  copy  of  the  Act  he  has  sent  to  me, 
and  he  presumes  that  English  doctors  will  have  a  reciprocal  right  to  claim  permission  to 
practise  in  Switzerland.  He  asks  me  to  send  in  an  application  on  his  hehalf  to  the  Federal 
authorities,  unless  I  think  it  better  to  wait  till  the  time  when  he  believes  he  will  have  a 
right  to  be  legistered  in  Switzerland. 

I  have  informed  him  that  the  matter  has  been  engaging  my  attention  for  some  time 
past,  and  that  due  weight  will  be  given  to  his  observations. 

Mr.  Thornton  forwarded  in  March  1883  a  copy  of  a  note  from  President  Ruchonnet 
dated  the  22nd  of  that  month,  in  which  his  Excellency  stated  that  the  Federal  Council 
desired  to  await  the  passing  of  the  proposed  Medical  Bill  with  reference  to  the  question  of 
reciprocity.  He,  however,  pointed  out  that  diflSculties  might  arise  from  the  fact  that, 
contrary  to  the  usage  in  Switzerland,  diplomas  are  granted  in  England  to  practitioners 
who  have  not  studied  the  art  of  medicine  in  its  entirety,  but  merely  in  one  or  another  of 
its  subordinate  branches. 

I  cannot  help  foreseeing  much  difficulty  in  obtaining  from  the  Federal  Council 
reciprocity  for  English  medical  men  in  this  country.  Any  communication  from  this 
Legation  will  doubtless^  as  before,  be  referred  by  it  to  the  "  Comity  Directeur  pour  les 
Examens  F^d^raux  de  M^decine/'  and  1  have  had  enough  experience  since  I  have  held  my 
present  post  to  lead  me  to  the  conclusion  that  the  jealousy  of  Swiss  medical  men  with 
regard  to  foreign  practitioners  will  be  only  too  likely  to  cause  obstruction  of  a  serious 
nature  to  be  raised,  when  it  is  sought  to  obtain  for  English  medical  men  the  permission  to 
practise  in  Switzerland  on  the  same  terms  as  will  be  accorded  to  their  Swiss  brethren  upoa 
the  new  Medical  Act  coming  into  operation  next  June. 

I  have,  therefore,  after  due  consideration,  hesitated  to  mention  this  subject  to  any 
members  of  the  Federal  Council,  and  I  venture  to  lay  the  above  observations  before  your 
Lordship,  in  case  you  should  think  fit  to  furnish  me  with  further  instructions  before  I  take 
any  steps  in  reference  to  a  matter  of  much  importance  to  a  certain  class  of  British 
subjects.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose  you  a  copy  of  our  new  Medical  Bill,  should  our 
Government  not  have  put  you  already  in  possession  of  one. 

You  will  see  the  Swiss  can  claim  registration  in  England  in  June  1887,  by  produdog 
a  diploma  of  their  country  duly  acknowledged  by  our  Government ;  in  like  manner,  I 
presume,  we  shall  do  so  to  them  for  any  medical  man  seeking  the  advantage  of  permission 
to  practise  here. 

1  have  been  residing  here  since  1 868,  and  am  now  recognized  by  the  Municipal,  bot 
not  by  the  Federal,  authorities,  as  during  the  time  that  Mr.  Vivian  and  Sir  Horace 
Rumbold  were  Her  Majesty's  Representatives,  I  asked  for  permission  to  practise  medicine 
from  the  Federal  authorities  without  examination,  but  was  refused. 
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On  the  passing  of  this  Bill  I  asked  for  a  letter  of  introduction  to  you,  which  has  only 
just  reached  me.  I  have  now  the  pleasure  of  forwarding  it  to  you,  and  shall  be  much 
obliged  if  you  will  send  in  my  application  to  the  Federal  authorities,  unless  you  think  it 
would  be  better  for  me  to  wait  until,  I  believe,  I  have  the  right  to  be  registered  here. 
Indeed,  could  not  the  present  opportunity  be  taken  of  knowing  what  action  the  Swiss 
Government  will  take  in  this  matter  ?

I  HAVE  submitted  to  the  Lords  of  the  Council  your  letter  of  the  2nd  instant 
inclosing  correspondence  with  Her  Majesty's  Minister  in  Switzerland  with  reference  to 
*'The  Medical  Act,  1886." 

The  Lord  President  observes  that  Sir  F.  Adams,  in  his  despatch  of  the  20th  October 
last,  states  that  difficulties  are  anticipated  with  respect  to  the  question  of  reciprocity  on 
the  ground  that  diplomas  are  granted  in  England  to  practitioners  who  have  not  studied 
medicine  in  its  entirety,  but  merely  in  one  or  another  of  its  subordinate  branches ;  and  his 
Lordship  would  consider  it  advisable  that  Sir  F.  Adams'  attention  should  be  called  to 
section  2  of  the  Act,  which  provides  that,  for  the  future  (that  is,  after  June  1887),  a 
person  can  only  be  registered  under  the  Medical  Acts  after  passing  an  examination  in 
medicine,  surgery,  and  midwifery,  and  thus  the  objection  to  registration  on  a  single 
qualification  is  removed. 

The  Lord  President  also  instructs  me  to  point  out  that  Part  II  of  the  Act,  which 
deals  with  the  registration  of  colonial  and  foreign  practitioners,  cannot  operate  until  June 
1887,  and  then  only  in  the  case  of  countries  to  which  that  part  of  the  Act  has  been  applied 
by  Order  in  Council  after  reciprocal  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  registration  of 
recognized  diplomas,  in  accordance  with  section  1 7  of  the  Act. 

The  Lord  President  desires  me  to  state,  for  the  Earl  of  Iddesleigh's  information,  that, 
subject  to  the  above  modification,  he  concurs  in  the  proposed  answer  to  Sir  F.  Adams'  last 
despatch.

M.  le  Prfeident,  Berne^  November  18,  1886. 

IT  will  be  in  the  recollection  of  the  Federal  Council  that  correspondence  has  takea 
place  from  time  to  time  between  it  and  this  Legation  in  reference  to  the  question  of 
reciprocity  between  Great  Britain  and  Switzerland  with  the  object  of  allowing  medical 
practitioners  of  either  country  to  practise  their  profession  in  the  other. 

On  the  22nd  March,  1883,  President  Ruchonnet,  in  answer  to  a  note  addressed -by 
me  to  his  Excellency  on  the  9th  of  that  month,  stated  that  the  Federal  Council  preferred 
to  adjourn  the  question  of  reciprocity  until  after  the  passing,  in  the  United  Kii^om,  of 
an  amended  Medical  Act  which  was  then  in  contemplation. 

He  also  pointed  out  that  further  difficulties  might  arise  from  the  fact  that,  contrary  to 
the  usage  in  Switzerland,  diplomas  were  granted  in  England  to  practitioners  who  had  not 
studied  the  art  of  medicine  in  its  entirety  but  merely  in  certain  branches. 

On  the  23rd  July  last  I  addressed  a  note  to  your  Excellency  inclosing  a  copy  of  The 
Medical  Act,  1886,"  the  2nd  section  of  which  provides  that  from  June  1877  a  person  can 
only  be  registered  under  the  Medical  Acts  after  passing  an  examination  in  medicrDe, 
surgery,  and  midwifery. 

Thus  the  contemplated  amended  Act  has  been  passed,  and  the  difficulty  suggested  ia 
President  Ruchonnet's  note  with  reference  to  registration  on  a  single  qualification  is 
removed. 

Part  II  of  the  Act  relates  to  colonial  and  foreign  practitioners  and  to  their  registraiion, 
and  in  section  1 2  are  to  be  found  the  conditions  under  which  a  foreign  practitioner  with  a 
recognized  foreign  medical  diploma  may  be  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

This  part,  however,  like  the  rest  of  the  Act,  does  not  come  into  fovce  until  Joae 
1887,  and  can  only  then  operate  in  the  case  of  countries  to  which  it  has  been  applied  by 
Order  in  Council  in  accordance  with  section  17. 

By  that  section  the  Queen  is  empowered  by  Order  in  Council  to  declare  that  this  part 
of  the  Act  shall  be  deemed,  from  a  day  to  be  named  in  the  Order,  to  apply  to  any  foreign 
^eeuntry  A^bich,  in  the  opinion  of  Her  Majesty,  aflEords  to  registered  medical  practitioners  of  the 
United  Kingdom  such  privileges  of  practising  in  that  foreign  country  as  to  Her  Majesty  may 
seem  fit. 

In  order,  therefore,  that  Switzerland  may  be  included  in  such  an  Order  in  Council,  it 
will  be  necessary  that  reciprocsfl  arrangements  be  -made  between  her  and  the  United 
Kingdom  for  the  registration  of .  recognized  diplomas  of  foreign  medical  practitioners 
of  either  country  in  the  other.

My  Lord,  Berne,  March  5,  1888. 

WITH  reference  to  previous  correspondence  respecting  the  reciprocal  treatment  of 
medical  practitioners  in  Great  Britain  and  Switzerland,  1  have  the  honour  to  inclose 
herewith  copies  of  a  paragraph  which  has  appeared  in  the  "Feuille  Fe'd^rale  Suisse/'  from 
which  it  appears  that,  upon  a  Petition  of  hotel-keepers  in  the  Engadine,  the  Grisons 
Government  had  requested  permission  for  the  English  doctors  established  in  the  canton  to 
pass  their  examination  in  English. 

This  request  has  been  refused  because  no  such  favour  would  ever  be  granted  to  Swiss 
doctors  in  England,  and,  if  allowed  to  English^  it  could  not  well  be  refused  to  doctors 
speaking  another  foreign  language. 

The  Extraordinary  Session  of  the  Federal  Assembly  commences  this  day  week,  and 
the  Federal  Councillors  will  soon  be  overwhelmed  with  business  connected  with  it ;  so  that 
I  fear  the  further  discussion  of  this  long-pending  question,  so  important  to  certain  of  our 
countrymen,  will  now  be  postponed  till  after  Easter.

1  AM  directed  by  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  of  the  7th  instant,  transmitting  a  despatch  from  Her  Majesty's  Minister  at 
Berne  respecting  reciprocity  as  regards  medical  practitioners  between  this  country  and 
Switzerland  ;*  and  I  am  directed  by  his  Lordship  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of 
the  Marquis  of  Salisbury,  that  it  does  not  appear  possible  to  add  very  much  to  the 
statements  contained  in  the  letter  from  this  Office  of  the  14th  January  last. 

The  Lord  President  is  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  power  to  go  beyond  the  provisions  of 
'*  The  Medical  Act,  188(5,"  under  which  Her  Majesty  in  Council  may  apply  Part  II  of  the 
Act  to  any*  foreign  country  which  affords  to  the  registered  medical  practitioners  of  the 
United  Kingdom  such  privileges  of  practising  in  the  said  foreign  country  as  to  Her 
Majesty  may  seem  just.  When  that  part  of  the  Act  has  been  applied  to  any  foreign 
country,  the  holders  of  any  degrees  granted  in  that  country,  which  may  be  recognized  by 
the  Medical  Council  of  thQ  United  Kingdom  as  furnisbing.a  sufficient  guarantee  of  the 
possession  of  the  requisite  knowledge  and  skill  for  the  efficient  practice  of  medicine^ 
surgery,  and  midwifery,  are  entitled  to  be  registered  as  foreign  practitioners  in  the  Medical 
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Register,  and  they  then  enjoy  the  same  privileges  as  registered  practitioners  under  section  6 
of  the  Act  (without  any  necessity  for  being  made  honorary  members  of  the  Colleges),  and 
are  entitled  to  practise  in  the  United  Kingdom  and,  subject  to  any  local  law,  in  any  other 
part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  Part  II  of  '•  The  Medical  Act,  1886,"  has  not  been  applied  to 
any  Colonies  other  than  those  mentioned  in  the  letter  from  this  Office  of  the  14th  January 
last,  viz..  New  Zealand  and  Ceylon.

WE  have  most  carefully  examined  the  proposal  you  were  so  good  as  to  make  to  us 
in  your  note  of  the  18th  November,  1886,  based  ou  the  Medical  Act  of  October  of  the 
same  year,  respecting  the  reciprocal  exercise  of  the  medical  profession.  It  shows  that  the 
conditions  on  which  permission  to  practise  medicine  is  obtained  and  used  in  England  are 
too  dissimilar  from  those  which  exist  in  this  country  to  enable  the  interests  of  Swiss 
citizens  to  be  even  partly  met  by  the  conclusion  of  such  a  Convention.  Our  Department 
for  Foreign  Affairs  has  already  had  the  honour  to  communicate  to  your  Excellency  the 
following  objections  which  have  presented  themselves  : — 

Recognition  of  the  Swiss  diploma  has  in  no  wise  the  same  meaning  and  the  same 
effects  in  the  case  of  the  Bwiss  doctor  in  British  territory  as  the  recognition  of  the  English 
diploma  has  for  the  English  doctor  in  Switzerland.  Although  the  Swiss  diploma  may  be 
recognized  by  the  State,  the  Swiss  doctor  in  England  can  obtain  the  same  rights  and 
privileges  only  by  acquiring  the  membership  and  fellowship  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Physicians  or  of  Surgeons,  which  entails  fresh  examination. 

Moreover,  the  recognition  of  the  Swiss  diploma  by  England  does  not  of  itself  convey 
permission  to  exercise  the  art  of  healing  in  the  English  Colonies.  It  conveys  that 
permission  in  the  case  of  those  Colonies  only  to  which  the  Medical  Act  of  1886  has  been 
applied  by  a  special  Royal  Act.  Now  it  appears  from  communications  received  from  your 
ligation  that  this  is  at  present  the  case  with  New  Zealand  and  Ceylon  only. 

The  information  which  you  have  been  so  good  as  to  supply  was  not  of  a  nature  to 
allay  the  hesitation  that  had  arisen  on  bur  part ;  and  we  therefore  greatly  regret  that  we 
are  unable  to  accept  your  proposals.

I  HAVE  submitted  to  the  Lord  Prcstdent  of  the  Council  your  letter  of  the  9th  iastant 
transmitting  a  despatch  from  Her  Majesty's  Charg^  d' Affaires  at  Berne,*  indosiog  a  note 
from  the  Swiss  Government  declining  the  proposals  made  by  Sir  Francis  Adams  respectiog 
reciprocity  between  this  country  and  Switzerland  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  and  ake 
transmitting  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury  caused  to  be  addre^ed  t© 
the  Colonial  Office  respecting  the  question  raised  by  the  Swiss  Government  as  to 
reciprocity  with  the  British  Colonies. 

The  Lord  President  directs  me  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Marquis  of 
Salisbury,  that  he  observes  that  the  reasons  given  by  the  Swiss  Government  for  not 
accepting  the  proposals  are  as  follows : —

^Medical  Act' de  1886. 

"  Or,  d*aprds  les  communications  de  votre  L^ation,  il  n'en  est  actuellement  ainsi 
qu'i  la  Nouvelle-Zflande  et  ^  Ceylon/* 

With  respect  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  registered  persons,  there  would  appear  to 
be  some  ihisunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  Swiss  Government.  As  explained  in  my 
letter  of  the  10th  March,  1888,  all  persons  on  the  Medical  Register  have  like  privileges 
as  regards  the  United  Kingdom.  It  matters  not  whether  they  obtained  registration 
by  means  of  diplomas  granted  by  any  University  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  any 
Medical  Corporation  legally  qualified  to  grant  such  diploma,  or  by  recognized  diplomas 
granted  in  a  foreign  country  to  which  "  The  Medical  Act,  1886,'*  is  applied  (see  section  13 
of  Act).  Such  persons  are  also  entitled  to  practise  in  other  parts  of  Her  Majest/s 
dominions  subject  to  any  local  law. 

Admission  of  a  registered  foreign  practitioner  to  Membership  and  Fellowship  of  the 
Royal  Colleges  of  Surgeons  and  Physicians  is  not  requisite  in  order  to  secure  to  them  the 
same  rights  and  privileges  as  are  enjoyed  by  British  registered  practitioners. 

The  same  rule  applies  to  non-registered  colonial  practitioners  as  applies  to  non- 
registered  foreign  practitioners ;  the  colonial  medical  practitioner  cannot  recover  fees  in  this 
country  without  being  on  the  Medical  Register,  and  the  Lords  of  the  Council  would  not 
feel  justified  in  recommending  Her  Majesty  to  apply  the  provisions  of  Part  H  of  "The 
Medical  Act,  1886/'  to  any  Colony  which  did  not  afibrd  equal  privileges  to  all  persons, 
whether  native  or  foreign,  practitioners  who  are  on  the  medical  register  of  the  United 
Kingdom  to  practise  in  the  Colony. 

With  respect  to  the  letter  addressed  to  the  Colonial  Office^  the  Lord  President 
assumes  that  the  suggested  removal  of  obstacles  to  the  practice  of  medicine  by  a  foreign 
physician  in  the  Colonics  was  only  intended  to  apply  to  any  obstacles  which  might  exist  to 
the  practising  of  foreign  medical  men  who  might  have  become  registered  in  the  United 
Kingdom  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  *'The  Medical  Act,  1886.**

My  Lord,  Berne,  June  12,  1888. 

WITH  reference  to  your  Lordship's  despatch  of  the  1 7th  ultimo,  inclosing  a  copy  of 
a  letter  from  the  Council  Office,  pointing  out  that  the  Swiss  Government  had  misunder- 
stood the  proposals  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  for  reciprocity  in  the  practice  of  medicine 
between  Great  Britain  and  this  country,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  I  made  a  com- 
munication to  President  Hertenstein  in  the  terms  of  your  Lordship's  despatch  above 
mentioned,  but  that  up  to  the  present  time  I  have  received  no  reply  from  the  Swiss 
Government. 

I  was  informed,  however,  by  M.  Droz,  yesterday,  that  temporary  measures  were 
litely  to  be  taken  by  the  Cantonal  Grovernments  to  allow  English  doctors  to  practise  in  the 
various  Cantons  interested.  He  told  me  that  the  Grand  Conseil  of  the  Orisons  had  taken 
into  consideration  the  Petitions  of  Dr.  Holland  and  Dr.  Wise  to  be  allowed  to  practise 
amongst  foreigners  in  that  Canton ;  that  the  matter  had  been  referred  to  the  Conseil  de 
Sant6  there,  and  that  in  all  probability  the  Petition  would  be  granted  provided  that  the 
proper  qualifications  were  forthcoming. 

M.  Droz  went  on  to  say  that  he  thought  it  probable  that  the  Canton  de  Vaud  and 
other  Cantons  would  follow  the  example  of  the*  Grisons,  and  he  considered  that  such  an 
arrangement  would  prove  satisfiactory  as  a  temporary  measure  pending  some  more  lasting 
agreement. 

As  to  the  question  of  reciprocity  generally,  he  told  me  that  he  believed  that  it  would 
be  finally  settled  in  a  satisfactory  manner  if  the  same  reciprocity  could  be  granted  in  regard 
to  all  the  Colonies  (he  specially  mentioned  Canada  and  Australia)  as  at  present  exists  in 
regard  to  New  Zealand  and  Ceylon. 

He  said  that  the  fact  of  Swiss  doctors  being  allowed  to  practise  in  England  was  of 
little  or  no  importance,  but  that  the  Swiss  Government  attached  the  greatest  importance  to 
Australia  and  Canada  on  account  of  the  German-  and  French-speaking  population  in  those 
countries. 

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  herewith  an  extract  from  the  '*  Gazette  de  Lausanne  *" 
of  to-day's  date  reporting  the  decision  which  had  been  arrived  at  by  the  Grand  Council  of 
the  Grisons  in  regard  to  the  Petitions  of  Drs.  Holland  and  Wise,  and  also  two  other 
extracts,  one  from  the  "Journal  de  Gendve,"  referring  to  a  question  asked  by  Dr.  Far- 
quharson  in  the  House  a  few  days  ago ;  the  other,  a  letter  extracted  from  the  "  Gazette  de 
Lausanne  "  of  to-day's  date  in  reply  to  the  above,  written  by  a  Dr.  Joel,  a  well-known  prac- 
titioner in  German  Switzerland.  The  latter  may  be  of  some  interest,  as  it  sets  forth  at 
length  the  views  held  generally  by  the  medical  profession  throughout  Switzerland  as 
regards  the  matter  of  reciprocity  in  the  matter  of  medicine  between  Great  Britain  and  this 
country.

Extract  from  the  '^Journal  de  Geneve^*  of  June  7,  1888. 

Les  MiSdeciks  en  Suisse. — Une  d^pfeche  de  Londres  nous  apprend  que  des  expli- 
cations ont  a^  ^chang^es^  k  la  Chambre  des  Communes,  au  sujet  des  condamnations 
prononc^es  dans  certains  Cantons  Suisses,  pour  exercice  illegal  de  la  m^ecine,  centre  des 
m^decins  Anglais  qui  viennent,  pendant  la  saison,  r^sider  dans  nos  stations  climat^riques  et 
baln^aires.  La  r^ponse  faite  par  Sir  James  Fergusson  k  la  question  pos^  k  ce  sujet  nous 
paratt  correcte.  Quelques  explications  sont  pourtant  n^essaires  pour  la  completer  et 
dissiper  tout  malentendu. 

La  Loi  F^d^rale  du  19  D^cembre,  1877,  ^dict^e  en  execution  de  T Article  33  de  la 
Constitution  F^derale,  fixe  les  conditions  auxquelles  les  m^decins,  pharmaciens,  et  v^t^ 
rinaires,  doivent  se  soumettre  pour  avoir  le  droit  d'exercer  librement  leur  profession  dans 
toute  r^tendue  de  la  Conf<§d^ration. 

Ce  droit  est  accord^  en  particulier  (1)  ^  toutes  les  personnes  vou^es  k  ces  professions 
qui  ont  obtenu  un  dipl6me  F^d^ral ;  (2)  k  toutes  celles  qui,  k  la  suite  d'un  examen  d'JStat 
subi  dans  un  £tat  stranger,  ont  obtenu  un  dipl6me  les  autorisant  sans  aucune  restriction  i 
pratiquer  dans  le  territoire  de  cet  £tat — pour  autant  que  la  reciprocity  est  stipule  dans  on 
Traits. 

Aucun  Traits  de  Reciprocity  n'existe  entre  la  Suisse  et  la  Grande-Bretagne :  les 
Cantons  ne  sont  done  pas  tenus  d'accorder  aux  m6decins  Anglais  qui  n'ont  pas  obtenn 
le  dipl6me  Federal  Tautorisation  d'exercer  leur  profession  sur  leur  territoire. 

La  Grande-Bretagne  ayant  fait  des  de'marches  en  vue  de  mettre  fin  k  cet  6tat  de 
choses,  la  Society  Vaudoise  de  M^decine  a  ^crit  au  Conseil  Federal  pour  combattre,  au 
point  de  vue  des  int^rdts  professionnels,  Tadoption  d'une  Convention  de  Reciprocity.  La 
Societe  Fribourgeoise  s'est  jointe  k  cette  demarche,  "  par  des  raisons  de  justice  et  dc 
confraternite.*'  Quant  k  la  Society  de  Geneve,  n'ayant  €t€  consultee,  ni  par  le  Gouveme- 
ment  Anglais,  ni  par  le  Conseil  Federal,  elle  a  refus6  d'entrer  en  matiere. 

Nous  ne  saurions,  quant  k  nous,  nous  associer  en  aucune  fa^on  aux  protestations  de 
Messieurs  les  disciples  Vaudois  et  Fribourgeois  d'Esculape.  La  Loi  Fed^rale  de  1887  a 
pour  but  de  fixer,  dans  Tinter^t  du  public,  les  garanties  de  savoir  et  de  capacity  qui 
doivent  6tre  exig^es  des  medecins,  qui  veulent  pouvoir  exercer  leur  profession  dans  toute 
retendue  du  territoire  Suisse,  et  nuUement  de  prot^ger  les  medecins  Suisses  contre  la 
concurrence  etrangdre. 

Ce  protectionnisme  d'un  nouveau  genre  serait  aussi  contraire  k  nos  traditions  liberates 
qu'aux  interets  bien  entendus  de  notre  pays.  Si  les  medecins  Anglais  cessent  d'envoyer 
leurs  malades  en  Suisse^  leurs  confreres  du  pays  n'y  gagneront  rien  et  les  maitres  d'hdtel  j 
perdront  beaucoup. 

La  seule  question  que  le  Conseil  Federal  ait  k  examiner,  c'est  la  valeur  des  dipldmes 
Anglais.  S'ils  equivalent  au  dipldme  Federal,  it  n'y  a  aucune  raison  serieuse  pour  refuse 
la  reciprocite  demandee.

LE  ^^ Journal  de  Geneve"  a  publie,  dans  son  numero  134,  sur  la  demande  de 
reciprocite  de  pratique  medicale  entre  la  Grande-Bretagne  et  la  Suisse,  un  article  k  b 
fois  trop  superficiel  et  trop  desobligeant  pour  appartenir  k  sa  redaction  habituelle. 

Un  de  vos  correspondants  s'est  h&te  de  repondre,  mais  sans  entrer  dans  le  fond  de  li 
question.  Permettez-moi  de  vous  soumettre  k  ce  sujet  quelques  donnees  qu'il  ne  faut  point 
perdre  de  vue  pour  la  resoudre. 
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La  question  de  r^ciprocite  de  la  pratique  m6dicale  entre  led  nations  civilisees  a  et^ 
introduite  au  Congr^s  Medical  International  de  Londres^  en  1881,  par  le  Professeur  Acland, 
Pr&ident  du  Cooseil  Medical  de  la  Grande-Bretagne.  Les  D^l^gu^s  Strangers  n'avaient 
pas  d'iustructjons  de  leurs  Gouvernements  et,  pour  ma  part,  je  dus  me  borner  a  6mettre 
des  vues  individuelles  qui  ne  se  sont  pas  modifiJes  au  courant  de  I'interessante  discussion 
qui  a  suivi : 

Et  d'abord,  est-il  vrai  que  la  seule  question  k  examiner  soit  la  valeur  des  dipldmes 
Anglais  et  la  protection  des  int^rdts  des  praticiens  Suisses  est-elle  **  un  protectionnisme  d'un 
nouveau  genre  ?" 

La  Configuration,  en  errant  le  diplome  F^d^ral,  a  d^  Timposer  aux  Cantons ;  c'est  la 
seule  atteinte  qu'elle  ait  port^  h  leurs  droits  en  fait  de  pratique  m^dicale  ;  les  J^tats  restent 
libres  de  la  r^glemeter  selon  leurs  convenances.  Admettez  un  instant  que,  sans  les 
consulter,  la  Conftd^ration  autorise  les  m^decins  de  toutes  les  nations  k  diplomes 
correspondants,  c'est-Ji-dire  de  presque  toutes  le  nations  civivilis^es,  k  pratiquer  librement 
dans  notre  pays,  et  jugez  ce  qui  resterait  aux  legislations  cantonales. 

Puis,  oette  reciprocity  est-elle  desirable  ?  La  Confederation  exige  beaucoup  de  ses 
medecins.  Ne  leur  doit-elle  aucune  protection  en  ecbange  des  prestations  qu'elle  leur 
impose?  Serait-il  absolument  juste  que  pendant  que  les  enfants  du  pays  sont  con- 
tinuellement  appeies  k  quitter  leurs  malades  pour  faire  du  service  militairey  les  medecins 
etrangers,  toujours  presents  et  toujours  k  TafffLt,  leur  enl^vent  le  plus  clair  de  leur 
clientele  ? 

D'ailleurs,  ce  "  protectionnisme  d*un  nouveau  genre  *'  est  jusqu'ici  la  rdgle  en  tout 
pays  et  les  hesitations  de  la  France  k  nous  accorder  la  redprocite  de  pratique  de  frontiere 
en  sont  une  preuve  nouvelle  et  decisive.  On  craint,  en  Savoie,  les  trop  frequentes  visites 
des  medecins  de  Geneve  et  cependant  la  pratique  Internationale  des  fronti^res  est  une  r^gle 
admise  presque  partout. 

L'Angleterre  elle-m6me  est  peut-Stre  la  nation  la  moins  bien  placee  pour  demander  la 
eciprocite  de  pratique  medicale. 

Le  ceiebre  professeur  de  Chaumont,  de  Southampton,  disait  au  Congr^s  de  Londres : — 
**  Si  nous  considerons  la  multiplicite  et  la  confusion  des  titres  medicaux  dans  ce  pays, 
nous  ne  serous  point  surpris  que  les  nations  etrang^res  refusent  k  nos  medecins  le  droit  de 
pratiquer  chez  elles.  Nous  n'avons  pas  moins  de  dix*neuf  corps  deiivrant  des  licences,  et 
soixante-deux  titres  medicaux.  II  ne  sera  gu^re  possible  k  un  etranger  de  comprendre  que 
tons  ces  titres  si  divers  soient  equivalents  et  donnent  le  m^me  droit  legal  de  pratiquer." 

Et  puis  nul  pays  n'exerce  avec  plus  de  rigueur  ce  ^^  protectionnisme  d'un  nouveau 
genre/' 

Chose  presque  incroyable,  le  Gouvemement  Anglais  n'a  jamais  voulu  *^  enregistrer,'' 
c'est-k-dire  autoriser  k  pratiquer  en  Angleterre  les  medecins  et  mSme  les  professeurs  des 
Universites  des  Colonies  Britanniques. 

Les  plaintes  k  ce  sujet  etaient  vives  et  unanimes ;  je  me  bornerai  k  en  donner  un 
aper9u : — 

M.  Savona,  Directeur  de  l'!lSducation  k  Malte,  fait  observer  que  s'il  y  a  quelque 
interet  k  s*occuper  de  la  valeur  des  titres  des  Universites  etrang^res,  il  faut  avouer  qu'il  y 
a  une  grave  anomalie,  pour  ne  pas  dire  une  injustice  dans  le  traitement  que  la  Grande* 
Bretagne  fait  subir  aux  medecins  de  ses  Colonies.  Quels  que  soient  leur  merite  et  leur 
position,  ils  ne  peuvent  6tre  enregistres,  c'est-i-dire  pratiquer  leur  art  en  Angleterre ;  lis 
ne  peuvent  non  plus  occuper  aucune  position  medicale  dans  Tarmee  ou  dans  la  marine,  en 
un  mot,  ce  sont  des  etrangers  pour  la  m^re  patrie.  II  cite  I'exemple  d'un  medecin 
Canadien  venu  en  Angleterre  comme  medecin  d'un  steamer,  qui  fut  prive  de  sa  position  et 
ne  put  retourner  avec  le  navire  en  cette  qualite. 

Le  Dr.  Allen,  de  TUniversite  de  Melbourne,  s'est  fait  Techo  des  memes  justed 
plaintes ;  suivant  lui,  tous  les  gradues  des  Universites  et  des  Colleges  Britanniques  sont,  k 
leur  arrivee  en  Australie,  l^lement  inscrits  comme  practiciens,  sans  deiais  et  sans  frais, 
tandis  que  les  gradues  des  Universites  d' Australie  ne  peuvent  obtenir  aucune  reciprocity 
quelconque  en  Angleterre,  quoique  l^enseignement  et  les  epreuves  subies  ne  soient 
nuUement  inferieurs  k  ceux  de  la  metropole. 

Enfin,  le  Dr.  Grimshaw,  de  Dublin,  declare  que  tant  que  TAngleterre  n'a  pas 
regularise  la  position  des  medecins  de  ses  Colonies,  il  ne  volt  pas  de  moti&  pour  se 
preoccuper  d'une  union  medicale  generale. 

En  resume,  il  est  evident  que  cette  reciprocite  en  ce  qui  conceme  la  Suisse  est  toute  k 
Pavantage  de  la  Grande-Bretagne ;  notre  pays  n'a  aucun  interet  actuel  k  ouvrir  toutes 
larges  ses  portes  aux  praticiens  etrangers,  le  vent  n'est  pas  au  libre  ecbange,  et,  pour 
i'avenir,  elle  doit  etre  etudiee  k  un  point  de  vue  generale  et  resolue  avec  une  grande 
prudence ;  il  me  semble  que,  pour  le  moment  du  moins,  il  est  preferable  de  continuer  k 
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aeeorder»  &'il  y  a  lien,  des  autorisations  tempocaires  et  individuelles,  en  tenant  compte  des 
circonstanoes  et  dee  personnalit^s ;  et,  si  nous  te  faisons  daos  un  eeprit  d'^quitd  et  de  boa 
Touioir,  assur^ment  nous  ne  serons  expos^  k  aucune  reclamatioii  dans  Tavenir.

WITH  reference  to  my  despatch  of  the  29th  June  last,  I  inclose,  for  communication 
to  the  Swiss  Government^  copies  of  precis  of  the  Regulations,  &c«,  on  the  admission  of 
foreign  medical  practitioners  to  the  exercise  of  their  profession  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
in  Newfoundland,  in  New  South  Wales,  in  Queensland,  Victoria,  Tasmania,  Western 
Austraha,  New  Zealand,  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Natal,  and  the  Straits  Settlements. 

1  also  have  to  state  to  you,  for.the  information  of  the  Swiss.  Government,  that  in  the 
Island  of  Cyprus,  registration  under  the  British  Act,  whether  as  a  British  or  a  foreign 
medical  practitioner,  does  not  in  itself  entitle  the  person  registered  to  practise  in  Cyprus ; 
but  tliat,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ottoman  Law  relating  to  medical  practice  of  the 
1 1th  October,  1861,  any  person  possessing  a  diploma  from  a  recognized  School  of 
Medicine  may  be  allowed  to  practise  in  Cyprus  on  having  his  diploma  registered.

Precis  of  Regulations ^  8fc.,  relating  to  the  Admission  of  foreign  MedioMl  PrMtiHoners  to  the 
Medical  Profession  in  certain  ef  Her  Majesty^ s  Colonies. 

Canada. 
Ofitem^ 

IT  shall  be  optional  for  the  Medical  Council  to  admit  to  registration  all  such  persons 
as  are  duly  registered  in  the  Medical  Register  of  Great  Britain,  or  are  otherwise  authorized 
to  practise  medicine,  surgery,  or  midwifery  in  the  Medical  Register  of  Great  Bntahi  and 
Ireland,  upon  such  terms  as  the  Council  may  deem  expedient. 

Any  person  may  be  registered  as  a  medical  practitioner  in  Ontario  who  professes: — 

(a.)  A  medical  or  surgical  degree  or  diploma  of  any  University  or  College  in  Her 
Majesty's  Dominions,  or  of  such  other  Universities  or  Colleges  as  the  Council  may 
determine;  or 

(6.)  A  certificate  of  registration  under  the  Imperial  Act  21  &  22  Vict.,  cap.  90.  The 
Medical  Act,  or  any  Act  amending  the  same ;  or 

(c.)  A  commission  or  warrant  as  physician  or  surgeon  in  Her  Majesty^s  military 
service ;  or 

{d.)  A  certificate  of  qualification  to  practise  under  any  of  the  Acts  relating  to  homoeo- 
pathy or  the  eclectic  system  of  medicine. 

Quebec. 

Holders  of  degrees  or  diplomas  of  medicine  or  surgery  from  British  Colonial  or 
foreign  Universities  or  Colleges,  provided  such  diploma  or  degree  shall  have  been  giveh 
after  at  least  four  years*  study  of  medical  profession  from  date  of  admission  to  study,  and 
according  to  law,  are  intitled  to  receive  licence  without  examination  and  to  practice. 

Nova  Scotia. 

Any  person  upon  producing  to  the  Provinctftl  Medical  Board  conclusive  evidence : — 

(a.)  That  he  has  passed  a  preliminary  or  matriculation  examination  such  as  i^ 
recjuired  for  persons  beginning  medical  studies  in  Noya  Scotia ; 

(b.)  That  before  graduating  or  taking  a  diploma  be  has  studied  during  not  less  than 
four  years,  during  which  time  he  has  attended  lectures  at  some  College  or  Incorporated 
School  of  Medicine  in  courses  amounting  together  to  not  less  than  twelve  months  on 
certain  subjects  (specified) ; 

(c.)  That  he  has  attended  the  general  practice  of  a  hospital  (in  which  there  are  not 
less  than  fifty  beds  and  two  Physicians  or  Surgeons)  for  not  less  than  one  year,  or  two 
periods  of  six  months  each  ; 

(d.)  That  be  has  attended  a  six  months'  course  (or  two  three  months'  courses)  of 
clinical  medicine,  and  same  of  ciinieal  surgery ; 

(e.)  That  he  has  obtained  a  diploma  or  passed  an  examination  in  the  above : — 

(Or,  in  default  of  (6),  (c),  (d),  (e),  that  he  has  followed  such  studies  as  the  Board 
shall  deem  eqaivakiit,  and  has  fulfilled  such  conditions  as  the  Board  shall  determine.) 

(/•)  That  he  is  not  less  than  21  years  of  age ;  and 

(g.)  Shall  pay  the  fee  of  20  dollars. 

Shall  be  intitled  to  be  registered  and  to  receive  a  licence  to  practise. 

Any  person  while  employed  on  actual  service  in  Her  Majesty's  Navy  or  Military 
Service  as  jAysician  or  surgeon,  way  practne  physic,  surgery^  or  midwifery  in  Nova  Scotia 
with  registry  or  licence. 

New  Brunswick. 

All  persons  who  have  obtained  a  medical  degree  or  diploma  from  any  legally 
chartered  Medical  College  or  University  in  any  country  where  such  is  recognized,  may 
register  and  practice. 

Any  physician  or  surgeon  on  actual  service  in  the  Royal  Navy  or  Military  Service 
may  be  registered  and  may  praetise  in  physics,  surgery,  and  midwifery. 

Prinee  Edward  Island. 

Any  person  who  has  obtained  a  diploma  in  some  College  or  other  poblic  institotton 
of  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  Canada,  or  other  British  Colony,  or  any  country  in  Europe, 
authorized  to  grant  the  same,  may  receive  a  licence  and  may  practise. 
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Physicians  and  surgeons  appointed  by  commission  or  warrant  to  serve  in  the  Royal 
Navy  or  any  garrison  or  militajry  corps  on  the  island,  may  obtain  a  licence  withoot 
possessing  a  diploma,  &c. 

Manitoba. 

Any  person  possessing  medical  degree  or  diploma  in  any  University  or  College  in 
any  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  empowered  by  law  so  as  to  grant  them,  on  payment  of  a 
fee  (not  exceeding  10  dollars),  and  on  producing  documentary  evidence  of  all  of  above 
to  the  Registrar,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  registered. 

Any  person  not  possessing  the  above  qualifications  shall  be  examined  before  a 
Committee,  and  upon  passing,  and  proving  to  the  Committee  that  he  has  complied  with 
the  Regulations  of  the  Medical  Board,  and  upon  payment  of  certain  fees,  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  registered  and  to  practise. 

Every  person  mentioned  in  the  Imperial  Act  31  Vict,  cap.  29,  shall,  on  payment  of 
fee,  be  entitled  to  be  registered. 

British  Columbia. 

Any  person  possessing  a  diploma,  or  licence,  or  privilege  to  practise  medicine  or 
surgery  from  any  School,  College,  Society,  c^r  Faculty  of  Medicine  or  Surgery  in  the 
United  Kingdom  (such  School  requiring  a  compulsory  course  of  not  less  than  three 
years) ; 

(a.)  On  producing  documentary  evidence  of  above ;  and 

(6.)  On  making  affidavit  that 

1.  He  is  the  person  named. 

2.  That  course  was  not  less  than  three  years  ;  and 

3.  That  he  has  not  lost  benefit  of  diploma,  &c.,  through  misconduct,  &c. ;  and, 
(c.)  On  payment  of  fee  of  10  dollars,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  registered. 

Any  medical  officer  in  Her  Majesty's  service  on  full  pay  and  actual  service,  while  in 
the  Province,  may  practise. 

This  Ordinance  was  enacted  to  bring  "The  Medical  Act,  1867,"  into  conformity  with 
Imperial  Legislation,  by  providing  for  the  registration  in  British  Columbia  of  members  of 
the  medical  profession  already  duly  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom  under  the  Imperial 
statute  21  and  22  Vict,  cap,  90,  &c : — 

"  Any  person  who  is  now  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Medical  Ordinance 
1867,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  registered  under  this  Act." 

North- West  Territories. 

All  persons  actually  residing  in  the  north-west  territories,  and  possessing  a  medical 
degriee  or  diploma  from  any  University  or  College  in  Her  Majesty's  dominions  (which  is 
empowered  so  to  grant  them)  authorizing  him  to  practise  physic,  surgery,  and  midwifery, 
or  a  licence  from  any  Board  or  Corporate  Body  in  Her  Majesty's  dominions  (empowered 
by  law  so  to  grant  licences)  to  practise  physic,  medicine,  or  midwifery,  on 

(a).  Producing  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  the  document  conferring  or  evidencing 
these  qualifications ;  and 

(b.)  Upon  satisfying  the  Lieutenant-Governor  that  he  is  so  entitled ;  and 

(c.)  Upon  paying  a  fee  of  5  dollars,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  registered  and  to  practise. 

Newfoundland. 

There  is  no  Law  which  precludes  any  medical  practitioner,  whether  foreign  or  othe^ 
wise,  from  practising  in  Newfoundland. 

Nbw  South  Wales, 

The  following  clause  regulates  the  admission  of  foreign  medical  practitioners  to  the 
Medical  Registry  of  New  South  Wales  by  19  Vict.,  No.  17,  section  1 : — 

"  Any  person  who  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  New  South  Wales  Medical 
Board,  or  a  quornm  thereof,  that  he  has  passed  through  a  regular  course  of  medical 
study  of  not  less  than  three  years'  duration  in  a  School  of  Medicine,  and  that  he  has 
received,  after  due  examination  from  the  University  of  Sydney,  or  from  some  University, 
College,  or  other  Body  duly  recognized  for  that  purpose  in  the  country  to  which  such 
University,  College,  or  other  Body  may  belong,  a  diploma,  d^ee,  or  licence,  entitling  him 
to  practise  medicine  in  that  country,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  legally  qualified  medical 
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practitioner  within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts  passed  in  the  second  and  ninth  years  of  the 
reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  and  numbered  respectively  22  and  12,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  certificate  as  such  from  the  said  Board/^ 

If  the  General  Council,  acting  under  49  and  50  Vict.,  cap.  48,  section  13  (1),  require 
three  years'  study  before  recognizing  a  foreign  diploma,  then  the  holders  of  such  diploma 
would  be  entitled  to  be  registered  as  legally  qualified  medical  practitioners  in  New  South 
Wales. 

Queensland. 

Foreign  practitioner3  may  be  registered  under  the  4th  section  of  the  Medical  Act 
of  1867,  provided  it  is  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Board  that  the  applicant 
has  passed  through  a  regular  course  of  medical  study  of  not  less  than  three  years'  duration 
in  a  School  of  Medicine,  and  that  he  has  received,  after  due  examination,  from  some 
University  or  College  recognized  for  that  purpose  in  the  country  to  which  it  belongs,  a 
diploma,  degree,  or  licence  entitling  him  to  pr^tise  medicine  in  that  country. 

Victoria. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Medical  Board  to  refuse  registration  (and  consequently  a 
certificate)  to  any  foreigner  unless  or  until  he  becomes  naturalized. 

The  practice  of  the  Board  is  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  such  persons  have  no 
exception  made  on  their  behalf. 

A  Bill  is  drafted,  and  will  be  immediately  introduced,  to  allow  persons  other  than 
natural  born  or  naturalized  subjects  to  get  certificates. 

Tasmania. 

All  members  of  the  medical  profession  registered  in  the  United  Kingdom,  whether 
foreign  or  otherwise,  are  eligible  for  registration  in  Tasmania,  and  are  thereby  entitled  to 
practise  in  the  Colony. 

Western  Australia. 

Persons  registered  as  foreign  practitioners  in  the  United  Kingdom  under  *^The 
Medical  Act,  1886,"  can,  subject  to  local  registration,  lawfully  practise  medicine  or  surgery 
in  this  Colony. 

New  Zealand. 

By  ''The  Medical  Practitioners  Registration  Act,  1869,"  it  is  provided  that  any 
person  who  shall  have  been  registered  as  a  legally  qualified  practitioner  in  England, 
Scotland,  or  Ireland  under  any  Act  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
registered  in  this  Colony. 

Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

Foreign  practitioners  applying  to  be  licensed  in  this  Colony,  and  producing  the 
necessary  certificates  of  qualification,  have  never  been  refused  admittance  to  the  body  of 
licensed  medical  practitioners. 

Natal. 

The  registration  in  England  of  Colonial  or  foreign  diplomas  or  qualifications  will 
enable  the  holder  to  register  in  Natal.  Section  6  of  Law  37  of  1884  provides  that  any 
person  registered  under  the  Imperial  Acts  regulating  the  qualifications  of  practitioners  in 
medicine  or  surgery  may  present  to  the  Natal  Medical  Board  a  certificate  of  such  registry, 
authenticated  by  a  declaration  made  before  a  Resident  Magistrate,  which  declaration  shall 
state  that  the  declarant  is  the  person  mentioned  in  the  certificate,  and  the  said  Board  are 
authorized,  upon  satisfactory  proof  to  them,  to  issue  a  licence  to  such  person  to  practise 
medicine  or  surgery  as  a  duly  qualified  practitioner. 

Straits  Settlements. 

Persons  registered  as  foreign  practitioners  in  the  United  Kingdom  under  *'  The  Medical 
Act,  1886,'*  may  lawfully  practise  medicine  or  surgery  in  this  Colony, 
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No.  18. 

Mr.  Scott  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — (Received  April  20.) 

My  Lord,  Berne,  April  16, 1889. 

I  HAD  some  conTersation  a  few  days  ago  with  M.  Droz  upon  the  subject  of  the 
Medical  Reciprocity  question. 

I  expressed  a  hope  that  the  perusal  of  the  pr&is  of  Colonial  Regulations  with  regard 
to  the  admission  to  practice  of  foreign  doctors  and  surgeons,  which  I  communicated,  by 
your  Lordship's  instructions,  to  the  President,  on  the  14th  ultimo,  had  satisfied  the  Federal 
Council  that  the  admission  of  Swiss  practitioners  to  the  benefit  of  registration  under  the 
Medical  Act  of  1886,  would  constitute  full  reciprocity  for  the  facilities  which  we  deeired 
to  see  secured  to  British  practitioners  in  Switzerland. 

M.  Droz  replied  that  the  labours  of  the  recent  Parliamentary  Session,  which  termi- 
nated  yesterday,  had  prevented  him  from  talking  the  matter  thoroughly  over  with  his 
colleague,  M.  Schenck,  and  ascertaining  from*him  whether  my  communication  had  modified 
the  objections  of  the  Federal  Medical  Committee  to  the  idea  of* a  Reciprocity  Convention 
with  England. 

His  Excellency  promised  me  to  take  an  early  opportunity  of  discussing  the  question 
with  M.  Schenck,  and,  in  the  meantime,  he  assured  me  of  the  sincere  desire  of  the 
Federal  Council  to  meet,  as  far  as  they  could,  the  wishes  of  Her  Majesty's  Government, 
and  to  take  fully  into  account  the  desires  and  requirements  of  the  English  visitors  to 
Switzerland,  whose  presence  created  and  supported  so  many  important  branches  of  Swiss 
industry.  At  the  same  time,  he  observed,  that  the  Federal  Council  were  bound  to  take 
into  due  consideration  the  opinion  and  objections  of  the  Federal  Medical  Committee,  and 
that  it  would  be  scarcely  possible  to  proceed  with  the  idea  of  a  Eeciprocity  Convention 
with  good  hopes  of  getting  it  accepted  by  the  Legislature  if  it  met  with  an  uncompromising 
opposition  from  the  Medical  Committee. 

Everything  depended,  he  said,  on  the  possibility  of  convincing  the  Committee  that 
the  proposed  reciprocity  offered  such  advantages  to  the  Swiss  medical  profession  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  its  Colonies  as  would  counterbalance  the  disadvantages  which  were 
apprehended  from  opening  up  the  whole  of  Swiss  territory,  not  merely  the  health  resorts 
specially  frequented  by  English,  to  the  general  practice  of  English  physicians,  by  givitig  a 
Federal  recognition  or  exequatur  to  English  diplomas. 

1  understand  from  M.  Droz  that  the  Swiss  medical  profession  is  at  present  largely 
overstocked,  and  that  it  is  driven  to  seek  an  outlet  in  foreign  countries.  A  limited  nnmb^ 
of  young  Swiss  doctors  have  succeeded  in  establishing  a  practice  in  some  of  the  States  of 
South  America,  but  they  state  that  there  is  no  room  for  more.  As  regards  England,  the 
Swiss  colony  there  is  too  small  to  ofier  much  prospect  to  Swiss  practitioners,  and  the 
preference  given  by  English  patients  to  doctors  of  their  own  nationality,  even  when  abroad, 
shows  bow  small  would  be  the  chance  for  Swiss  doctors  to  acquire  general  practice  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  Even  if  placed  by  registration  on  the  same  legal  footing  with  English 
doctors,  it  would  be  impossible  for  them  to  compete  with  mernbers  of  the  Royal  CoU^of 
Surgeons  and  Physicians.  The  case,  M.  Droz  thought,  was  different  in  the  British 
Cdonies,  where  there  was  a  large  element  of  German  and  French-speaking  population,  and 
this  consideration  fo/med  the  only  hope  of  inducing  tbe  Swiss  Medical  Council  to  modify 
their  objections  to  the  conclusion  of  a  Reciprocity  Convention  with  England* 

In  case  this  hope  is  not  realized,  M.  Droz  seemed  to  think  that  it  might  be  well  to 
consider  whether  it  would  not  better  serve  the  interests  of  the  English  doctors  in 
Switzerland  to  drop  the  question  of  a  Reciprocity  Convention  for  the  present  altogether, 
and  to  endeavour  to  bring  pressure  on  the  Cantonal  Governments  to  admit  them  to  practise 
among  their  own  countrymen  in  those  health  resorts  most  frequented  by  English  visitors, 
such  as  those  in  the  Cantons  of  the  Grisons,  Vaud,  and  Geneva. 

The  influence  of  the  hotel-keepers  and  of  the  other  industries^  specially  benefited  by 
the  English  visitors  to  Switzerland,  outweighs  that  of  the  Swiss  medical  profession  in 
these  Cantons,  and  is  greater  there  than  it  is  in  the  Federal  Assembly. 

The  Cantonal  Governments  consider  themselves  perfectly  competent  to  grant  this 
permission  without  reference  to  the  Federal  authorities ;  the  Federal  Government,  on  the 
other  hand,  are  only  competent  to  deal  with  the  subject  of  Federal  diplomas.  If  they 
could  give  effect  to  the  idea  of  a  Reciprocity  Convention  by  which  English  diplomas  were 
given  the  force  of  Federal  diplomas,  this  would  give  the  English  doctors  the  larger  rights 
of  general  practice  in  any  part  of  Switzerland,  as  the  Cantonal  authorities  would  then  have 
no  power  to  limit  that  practice  to  particular  districts ;  the  lesser  rights  of  practice  amoap 
their  own  countrymen  only  was  all  the  English  doctors  had  origihatly  asked  for,  and  to 
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this  limited  concession  there  would,  as  I  gather  from  M.  Droz,  be  less  general  opposition 
on  the  part  of  the  Swiss  medical  profession. 

I  had  subsequently  an  interview  with  M.  Schenck,  whose  special  Department  of  the 
Federal  Council  this  question  particularly  concerns ;  the  result  was  less  encouraging  as  far 
as  regards  the  prospect  of  a  Reciprocity  Convention. 

M.  Schenck  had  evidently  regarded  the  question  as  finally  closed  by  the  note  of 
President  Hertenstein  to  Sir  Francis  Adams  of  the  27th  April,  1888,  declining  the 
proposals  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  for  a  medical  Reciprocity  Convention,  He  had, 
however,  had  the  precis  of  the  Colonial  Regulations  and  Laws  translated,  but  had  not 
thought  it  necessary  as  yet  to  submit  them  for  the  consideration  of  the  Medical  Council 
and  Examining  Committee. 

I  said  that  the  refusal  of  the  Federal  Government  having  been  based  on  two  con- 
siderations, a  misconception  of  the  actual  effect  of  registration  under  the  Medical  Act  of 
1886,  and  incomplete  information  respecting  the  Regulations  for  admission  of  foreign 
practitioners  in  the  British  Colonies,  Her  Majesty's  Legation  had  been  instructed  to  clear 
up  these  two  points  by  giving  an  authoritative  explanation  of  the  benefits  which  would  be 
conferred  by  registration  under  the  present  British  Medical  Act,  and  by  supplying  full 
information  respecting  the  law  and  practice  of  the  British  Colonies  with  regard  to  foreign 
practitioners.  I  said  that  I  had  entertained  the  hope  that  this  information  would  have 
somewhat  modified,  if  it  did  not  entirely  remove^  the  objections  of  the  Federal  Government 
to  the  idea  of  a  reciprocity  arrangement. 

M.  Schenck  said  he  would  refer  this  further  information  to  the  Medical  Council,  and 
ascertain  whether  they  were  disposed  to  reconsider  their  objections,  and  he  promised  to 
communicate  the  result  to  me  confidentially  before  giving  it  eflfect  in  an  official  reply  to 
Her  Majesty's  Legation. 

M.  Schenck,  however,  did  not  hold  out  much  hopes  of  a  favourable  result.  With 
regard  to  the  possibility  of  indudng  the  Cantonal  Governments  to  allow  the  British 
doctors  to  practise  among  their  own  countrymen,  his  Excellency  asked  me  what  was  the 
present  position  of  those  gentlemen.  I  replied  that  I  understood  that  the  Cantonal 
authorities  in  the  Grisons  had  giveu  temporary  licences  to  Drs.  Holland  and  Wise,  but  that 
these  licences  were  only  valid  up  to  the  1st  April,  1889  ;  and  I  had  not  yet  learnt  whether 
they  had  been  renewed ;  that  as  regards  Dr.  White  at  Montreux,  the  latest  information 
which  Her  Majesty's  Legation  had  received  was  dated  last  summer,  and  that  he  was  then 
still  excluded  from  practice. 

The  impression  which  I  derived  from  my  conversations  with  M.  Droz  and  M.  Schenck 
is  that  the  prospect  of  inducing  the  Federal  Council  to  proceed  with  the  idea  of  a 
Reciprocity  Convention  is  Very  small ;  but  that,  on  the  other  hand,  it  might  be  possible  to 
secure  their  good  offices  with  the  Cantonal  Governments  in  tha  Grisons  and  Vaud  to 
obtain  for^the  English  doctors,  who  have  already  established  themselves  in  those  Cantons, 
permission  to  treat  their  English  patients  without  further  molestation.

Mr.  Scott  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — {Received  July  5.) 

My  Lord,  Btrn^  July  1, 1889. 

WITH  v^erence  to  my  despatch  of  the  15th  April  last,  and  to  previous  correspondence, 
on  the  subject  of  the  position  of  English  medical  practitioners  in  Switzerland,  I  have  the 
honour  to  state  that  M.  Droz  informed  me  a  few  days  ago  that  the  result  of  the  further 
inquiries  instituted  by  the  Federal  Department  of  the  Interior  had  satisfied  the  Fedei*al 
Council  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  them  to  entertain  the  idea  of  a  Medical 
Reciprocity  Conv^tion  with  Her  M^esty's  Government  with  any  prospect  of  securing  its 
acceptance  by  the  Legislature. 

M.  Droz  said  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  best  course  to  adopt  now  would  be  to 
endeavour  to  obtain  from  the  Cantonal  authorities  ot  the  Grisons  and  Vaud  permission 
for  the  English  doctors  settled  there  to  practise  among  their  own  countrymen. 

The  influence  of  the  hotel-keepers  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  procure  this ;  and  M.  Droz 
said  that  in  case  of  difficulty  in  any  individual  case  he  would,  on  receiving  an  application 
to  that  effect  from  Her  Majesty's  Legation,  exert  his  influence  to  get  it  removed. 
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I  thanked  M.  Droz  for  this  information^  and  said  that  I  would  inform  your  Lordship  of 
the  apparent  impossibility  of  proceeding  further  with  negotiations  for  a  Reciprocity 
Convention.  I  reminded  M.  Droz^  at  the  same  time,  that  the  commencement  of  the 
whole  question  had,  as  far  as  I  understood  it,  been  a  Circular  from  the  Federal  Council  to 
the  Cantonal  authorities  requesting  them  to  discontinue  permission  to  foreign  doctors  to 
practise  without  Federal  diplomas,  on  the  ground  that  other  countries  were  not  prepared 
to  grant  reciprocity  to  Swiss  doctors.  I  said  that  I  hoped  that  the  Federal  Council  would 
now  explain  to  the  Cantonal  authorities  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  had  been  prepared 
to  grant  full  reciprocity  to  Swiss  doctors,  but  that  the  Federal  Government  had  not  seen 
sufficient  advantage  in  this  offer  to  encourage  its  acceptance,  and  that,  accordingly,  in  the 
case  of  English  doctors  in  Switzerland,  the  original  objections  of  the  Federal  Council  to 
their  being  admitted  by  the  Cantonal  authorities  to  practise  among  their  own  countrymen 
no  longer  existed.

Mr.  Scott  to  the  Marquis  of  Salisbury. — {Received  August  14.) 

My  Lord,  Berne,  August  12,  1889. 

WITH  reference  to  my  despatch  of  the  1st  ultimo  and  to  previous  correspondence 
on  the  subject  of  medical  reciprocity  between  Great  Britain  and  Switzerland,  I  have  the 
honour  to  inclose  herewith  copy  of  a  note  which  has  been  addressed  to  me  by  the 
Swiss  Federal  Council  in  reply  to  the  notes  addressed  by  Her  Majesty's  Legation  to  the 
President  of  the  Swiss  Confederation  on  the  21st  May,  1888,  and  the  14th  March  and 
21st  April  of  the  present  year. 

The  Federal  Council  has  carefully  considered  the  further  information  supplied  by 
these  notes  with  regard  to  the  position  of  foreign  medical  practitioners  in  Great  Britain  and 
the  Colonies  under  the  Medical  Act  of  1886,  but  does  not  consider  it  sufficient  to  alter 
the  decision  expressed  in  the  President's  note  of  the  27th  April,  1888,  to  Sir  Francis  Adams, 
declining  to  entertain  a  proposal  for  the  conclusion  of  a  Medical  Reciprocity  Convention 
with  Her  Majesty's  Government. 

The  Federal  Council  admits  the  fact  that  registration  under  the  existing  British 
Medical  Act  would  admit  Swiss  practitioners  to  the  same  legal  footing  as  practitiooeis 
possessing  British  diplomas,  but  argues  that  the  benefits  of  this  apparent  reciprocity 
would  be  practically  annulled  by  the  preference  which  the  English  public  would  always 
give  to  practitioners.  Members  or  Fellows  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Surgeons  and 
Physicians. 

The  note  further  asserts  that  it  would  appear,  from  the  information  supplied  by  Her 
Majesty's  Government,  that  there  are  at  present  still  a  large  number  of  British  Colonies 
into  which  the  Medical  Act  of  1886  has  not  yet  been  introduced,  and  that,  consequently,  a 
Reciprocity  Convention  would,  at  least  for  the  present,  not  be  of  any  benefit  to  Swiss 
doctors  in  those  Colonies. 

The  Federal  Council  concludes  by  stating  its  inability  to  entertain  the  question  of  a 
Reciprocity  Convention,  until  Her  Majesty  Government  has  taken  into  its  own  hands  the 
issue  of  medical  diplomas,  as  is  the  case  in  Switzerland,  and  has  established  for  the  whole 
Empire  uniform  legislation  on  this  subject. 

Your  Lordship  will  have  already  been  prepared  by  the  reports  of  my  verbal  communi- 
cations with  M.  Droz  and  M.  Schenck,  for  the  decision  of  the  Federal  Council,  which  I 
attribute  to  the  strong  objections  entertained  by  the  Swiss  medical  profession  to  admit 
foreign  doctors  to  practise  in  Switzerland,  objections  which  I  very  much  doubt  being 
removed,  even  were  it  possible  for  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  suggested  in  the  present  note.

NOUS  avons  soumis  &  an  examen  minutieux  les  notes  de  votre  Excellence  des 
21  Mai,  1888,  14  Mars,  et  21  Avril,  1889,  relatives  k  un  arrangement  que  le  Gouverne- 
ment  Britannique  propose  de  conclure  pour  le  libre  exercice  riciproque  de  la  m^decine 
par  les  m^decins  dipldmfe  des  deux  pays,  et  nous  avons  pris  le  pr^avis  des  autorit^ 
sp^iales  nomm^s  par  nous  pour  ^tudier  les  questions  se  rapportant  k  Texercice  de  la 
m^decine.  Nous  devons  toutefois  reconnaitre  que  le  contenu  de  ces  trois  notes  ne  change 
rien  ^  T^tat  de  choses  qui  a  motive  notre  r^ponse  n^ative  du  27  Avril,  1888. 

Dans  la  decision  que  nous  avotis  prise  k  cette  ^poque,  nous  n'avoos  nuUement  perdu 
de  vue  le  fait  que  la  L^ation  Royale  relive  specialement  dans  sa  note  du  21  Mai,  savoir, 
que  I'admission  daos  un  Collie  Royal  de  M^decins  ou  de  Cbirurgiens  n'est  point  necessaire 
pour  assurer  k  un  m^decin  Suisse  tons  les  droits  et  privileges  des  midecins  Anglais 
dipl6m63.  Le  passage  de  notre  lettre  qui  a  amen^  le  Gouvemement  Anglais  k  croire 
qu'ily  avait  malentendu,  se  rapportait  bien  rooins  k  la  valeur  en  droit  des  dipldmes  Suisses 
enregistr^s  qu'au  fait — d^isif  pour  nous — que  la  reconnaissance  des  m^decins  Suisses  par 
r£tat  en  Angleterre  n'impliquait  la  reconnaissance  pratique  de  la  part  du  public  Anglais 
que  lorsque  ces  medecins  ont  aussi  rempli  les  formalit^s  qui  assurent  aux  medecins 
Anglais,  aux  yeux  du  public  Anglais,  sur  les  medecins  Strangers,  une  superiority  telle  que

'^Membership"  d'une  des  grandes  Corporations  M^dicaleSj  tandis  que  le  m^decin  Anglais, 
en  fait,  n'a  besoin  pour  pratiquer  en  Suisse  que  de  la  reconnaissance  de  son  dipl6me 
particulier  par  Tfitat.  ^ 

Quant  au  contenu  des  notes  des  14  Mars  et  21  Avril  de  cette  ann^e,  il  parait  en 
r^sulter  qu'il  y  a  encore  un  tr^s  grand  norab;re  de  Colonies  Anglaises  ou,le  **  Medical  Act, 
1886,"  n'a  pas  ete  introduit,  et  qu'en  consequence,  pour  le  moment  du  moins,  une 
Convention  de  Reciprocite  ne  servirait  de  rien  aux  medecins  Suisses  daus  ses  Colonies. 

En  regard  de  cet  etat  de  choses  nous  avons  ete  amends  k  la  conclusion  que  nous 
ne  pourrons  revenir  sur  Texamen  de  la  question  d'une  Convention  de  Reciprocity  avec 
PAngleterre  au  sujet  de  Texercice  de  la  medecine  que  lorsque  le  Royaume-X]ni  aura  pris 
en  mains  lui-m6me  et  exclusivement — comme  Ta  fait  la  Confederation  Suisse — la  delivrance 
de  dipl6mes  de  medecin,  et  qu'il  existera  dans  tout  I'Empire  Britannique  une  legislation 
uaiforme  sur  la  matidre.

Sir,  Berney  August  8,  1889. 

WE  have  most  carefully  examined  your  Excellency's  notes  of  the  2l8t  May,  1888, 
the  14th  March  and  21st  April,  1889,  respecting  the  arrangement  which  the  British 
Government  wishes  to  conclude  for  the  free  and  reciprocal  exercise  of  the  medical 
profession  by  the  doctors  of  the  two  countries  provided  with  diplomas,  and  we  have 
consulted  thereon  the  special  authorities  appointed  by  us  to  study  questions  connected 
with  the  practice  of  medicine.  We  must,  however,  confess  that  the  contents  of  those  three 
notes  in  no  wise  changes  the  state  of  things  which  prompted  our  negative  answer  of  the 
27th  April,  1888. 

In  arriving  at  the  decision  then  taken  we  in  no  wise  lost  sight  of  the  fact,  specially 
dwelt  on  by  the  Royal  Legation  in  its  note  of  the  21st  May,  namely,  that  admission  to  a 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  or  Surgeons  is  not  necessary  in  order  to  insure  that  a  Swiss  doctor 
shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  English  doctors  holding  diplomas.  The  passage 
in  our  letter  which  led  the  English  Government  to  think  there  was  a  misunderstanding 
referred  much  less  to  the  legal  worth  of  registered  Swiss  diplomas  than  to  the  fact — which 
is  decisive  in  our  view— that  the  recognition  of  Swiss  doctors  by  the  State  in  England  does 
not  imply  their  recognition  in  practice  by  the  English  public  until  the  Swiss  doctors  have, 
in  addition,  fulfilled  the  formalities  which,  in  the  eyes  of  the  English  public,  give  to 
Ekiglish  doctors  a  position  so  superior,  as  compared  with  foreign  doctors — ^and  as  has 
been  observed  to  be  the  case  in  Switzerland — that  English  people  abroad  wish  to  be  treated 
exclusively  by  English  doctors.  To  fulfil  that  condition  it  is  necessary  to  go  through  long 
and  expensive  formalities  in  order  to  obtain  Fellowship  or  Membership  of  one  of  the  great 
Medical  Corporations,  while  the  English  doctor  merely  requires  the  recognition  of  his  own 
diploma  by  the  State  in  order  to  be  able  to  practise  in  Switzerland. 
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Wilh  regard  to  the  inforraation  in  the  notes  of  the  1 4th  March  and  the  21st  April  oi 
this  year,  it  appears  tl\at  to  a  very  great  number  of  English  Colonies  the  Medical  Act  of 
1886  has  not  yet  been  applied,  and  that,  for  the  present  at  least,  a  Reciprocity  Convenlioa 
would  be  there  of  no  use  to  Swiss  doctors. 

In  these  circumstances  we  have  been  obliged  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  we  shall 
be  unable  to  reconsider  the  question  of  a  Reciprocity  Convention  with  England  bearing  on 
the  practice  of  medicine  until  such  time  as  the  United  Kingdom  shall  itself  deal 
exclusively — as  is  ^  the  case  with  the  Swiss  Confederation — ^with  the  issue  of  medical 
diplomas,  and  one  uniform  legislation  obtains  in  this  matter  throughout  the  whole  British 
Empire.
